When  attending  a 
commuter  school  such 
as  College  of  DuPage, 
many  students  seek 
on-campus  jobs  as  a 
hassle-free  alternative 
to  make  money  and 
still  attend  classes.

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Becoming  a  Pokemon  Master  at  the  College  of  DuPage

Being  a  top  student  and  Pokemon  master  is  hard  work.  But  if  you've  got  spare  time  in-between  classes,  why  not 
spend  that  time  on  battling  College  of  DuPage's  gyms,  collecting  cool  items,  or  capturing  some  Pokemon ? 
There  are  over  20  pokestops  scattered  around  campus  grounds,  and  three  different  gyms  to  battle.  If  you're 
new  to  COD,  a  great  way  to  make  friends  is  putting  out  a  lure  onto  one  of  the  many  pokestops  around  campus! 


Catching  Pokemon 

After  throwing  30  plus  Poke- 
balls  at  a  Pidgey  or  Ratatta,  it 
might  seem  easier  to  just  give  up. 
Turn  off  the  AR  and  instead  of  using 
your  camera,  the  game  will  portray/use 
its  own  background.  This  way,  your  bat¬ 
tery  and  the  people  around  you  are  bet¬ 
ter  off  without  the  camera  usage,  and 
the  ball-to-Pokemon  distance  is  easier  to 
see  and  throw  Pokeballs  at  accordingly. 

Razz  Berriescan  beacquired  by  leveling  up 
or  visiting  Pokestops,  so  make  sure  to  use 
them  with  capturing  stronger  Pokemon 
to  make  them  easier  targets  to  catch! 

Your  "Nearby"  guide,  or  the  tab  you 
pull  up  on  the  bottom  right  hand  cor¬ 
ner  of  the  screen,  may  be  hard  to  read. 
With  or  without  footprints,  the  closest 
Pokemon  to  you  where  you  current¬ 
ly  stand  is  always  at  the  top  left  cor¬ 
ner,  leading  right  and  down  each  row. 

Pokestops  refresh  every  5  to  10  min¬ 
utes,  and  different  Pokemon  show  up 
at  different  points  of  the  day  with  lures! 
Randomize  your  time  playing  if  you're 
bored  with  the  same  common  types. 


Leveling  Up 

As  you  may  know  by  now,  lucky  eggs 
are  some  ot  the  best  items  in  the  game, 
because  they  double  the  XP  you  receive 
from  doing  specific  actions,  like  hatching 
eggs  or  evolving  Pokemon.  There  are  a 
few  strategies  to  leveling  up  quickly,  but 
the  one  I've  seen  most  used  and  work 
efficiently,  is  the  "Stock  Up"  strategy. 
Keep  a  few  of  the  common,  redundant 
Pokemon  (I'm  looking  at  you,  Rattata, 
Pidgey,  and  Weedle)  around,  but  transfer 
the  rest  back  to  Professor  Willow  and  get 
candies  in  return!  When  you  have  enough 
candies  to  make  several  evolutions  for 
low-level  Pokemon,  add  a  lucky  egg  into 
the  mix,  and  watch  your  level  XP  soar! 

Pokemon  Go  accepts  any  speed  under 
15mph  as  walking,  so  you  can  walk,  bike, 
or  skateboard  your  way  into  hatching  your 
eggs!  5  kilometers  is  about  3.1  miles,  and 
each  egg  hatches  into  unique  Pokemon 
and  candies.  The  higher  level  you  are,  the 
more  chances  you'll  have  of  running  into 
rarer  and  stronger  Pokemon,  wherever 
you  are!  Make  sure  to  take  precautions, 
because  they  flee  much  more  often. 


Becoming  a  Gym  Leader 

Battle  Smart.  Pay  attention  to  type!  Super 
effectiveness  between  types  of  Pokemon 
not  only  matter  in  the  video  games,  but 
in  the  app  version  as  well.  Keep  an  eye 
out  for  natural  opponent  types,  water 
and  fire,  earth  and  water,  and  so  forth. 

Dodging  is  also  a  thing  you  can  do!  Swipe 
right  or  left  on  your  screen  in  battle  to 
dodge  your  opponent's  attacks.  Although 
this  does  take  away  the  time  spent  furious¬ 
ly  tapping  to  save  up  for  your  Pokemon's 
special  move,  it  may  save  the  few  health 
points  you  need  to  win  the  battle! 


Training 

As  fun  as  it  may  be  taking  over  other 
team's  gyms,  make  sure  you  take  time 
to  strengthen  your  own!  Training  in¬ 
cludes  battling  the  Pokemon  that  are 
stored  at  a  gym  by  your  teammates,  and 
thereby  strengthening  the  gym's  Pres¬ 
tige  Points.  The  more  Prestige  Points, 
the  more  Pokemon  you  can  hold  at  a 
gym,  making  it  harder  for  other  teams 
to  take  over.  Training  also  boosts  your 
XP  no  matter  the  outcome  of  the  battle!

Team  Dynamics 

Valor  and  Mystic  may  be  rival  teams, 
but  that  doesn't  mean  you  shouldn't 
travel  with  a  group  of  diverse  team 
members!  You  gain  more  XP  by  tak¬ 
ing  back  gyms  and  competing  against 
each  other!  By  working  together,  you 
can  all  level  up  quick  by  seeing  who 
can  keep  their  version  gym  the  longest! 

Whatever  team  you're  on,  whatever 
you're  playing  the  game  for  -  be  it  battling 
or  collecting  Pokemon  just  for  fun  -  make 
sure  to  be  kind  to  others,  aware  of  your 
surroundings,  and  revel  in  the  nostalgia! 


Know  your  Easter  Eggs! 

There  are  specific  things  in  the  game 
that  are  throwbacks  to  the  original 
Pokemon  anime,  Indigo  League,  includ¬ 
ing  short-cutting  the  random  results  you 
get  when  evolving  an  Eevee.  If  you  name 
your  Eevee  after  a^  specific  Eevee  brother 
from  the  television  series,  you  can  pick 
which  one  you'd  like!  Name  your  Eevee 
Sparky  for  Jolteon,  Rainer  for  Vaporeon, 
and  Pyro  for  Flareon.  Choose  carefully, 
though,  this  is  rumored  to  only  work  once ! 

There's  also  a  trick  of  getting  a  Pikachu 
for  your  starter  Pokemon,  but  assuming 
youVe  already  gotten  past  that  point, 
there  have  been  a  few  spottings  on  cam¬ 
pus!  Try  out  a  lure  and  see  what  happens. 

If  you've  heard  the  tip  that  you  can  pick  up 
Pokeballsafteryou 've  thrown  them,  you  Ve 
been  misinformed!

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FUEL  Pantry  ramping  up  for  success

Last  year,  College  of 
DuPage’s  honors  soci¬ 
ety,  Phi  Theta  Kappa 
(PTK),  worked  to¬ 
gether  for  their  biggest 
project  yet:  bringing  a 
food  pantry  to  campus. 

The  desire  for  the 
pantry,  named  FUEL 
Pantry,  was  found  after 
numerous  students 
stepped  forward  with 
their  personal  ac¬ 
counts  of  homelessness 
and  hunger.  Surveys 
administered  by  PTK 
found  various  shock¬ 
ing  statistics,  such  as 
57  percent  of  student 
athletes  knew  someone 
who  has  access  to  one 
meal  or  less  a  day. 

College  Wide  Co¬ 
ordinator,  now  alumna 
Hope  Drager,  worked 


endlessly  throughout 
the  year  to  push  the 
dream  of  the  pantry 
forward  no  matter 
what  stood  in  her  way. 
Drager,  Student  Life 
Coordinator  Chuck 
Steele,  over  50  students 
and  members  of  PTK 
poured  everything  they 
had  into  this  solution 
that  would  combat  stu¬ 
dent  hunger  on  cam¬ 
pus.  PTK  also  teamed 
up  with  multiple 
service  learning  classes 
to  heavily  research, 
come  up  with  data, 
advertise,  manage  and 
much  more. 

Together  they  man¬ 
aged  to  stick  through  a 
resisting  team  of  board 
members,  a  change  in 
President  and  con¬ 


tinually  grew  strong 
support  from  faculty 
and  students. 

“I’m  excited  about  it, 
and  I’m  mostly  excited 
about  it  because  it’s  so 
student-driven,”  said 
Steele.  “Every  bit  of 
work  has  come  from 
the  students.  All  we’ve 
done  is  connected  it 
to  the  college  process. 
Fifty  students  putting 
in  a  lot  of  man  hours  to 
get  this  done  in  a  very 
thorough  and  detailed 
manner.” 

Drager  and  PTK 
hoped  a  food  pantry 
would  not  only  solve 
hunger  but  add  to  the 
community  aspect 
of  COD  altogether, 
allowing  for  students 
to  help  one  another  as 


well  as  give  back. 

Students  and  any 
member  of  the  COD 
community  are  able  to 
access  the  pantry  for 
food,  utilities,  supplies 
and  more  through  their 
Brown  Bag  structure. 
These  bags  will  be 
packed  with  all  the 
necessities  a  college 
student  needs  to  focus 
and  succeed  in  their 
work. 

The  pantry’s  opening 
is  expected  to  be  a  suc¬ 
cess  due  to  the  part¬ 
nership  with  the  Glen 
Ellyn  Food  Pantry,  the 
Northern  Illinois  Food 
Bank  and  COD’s  Sun¬ 
set  5k.  Proceeds  from 
the  5k  and  food  truck 
rally  will  go  towards 
FUEL,  the  sponsor¬ 


ship  is  at  an  estimated 
$4,000  and  will  occur 
on  Saturday,  Sept.  17. 

Though  Drager 
continues  to  work 
closely  with  FUEL, 

Lizet  Alvarado  and 
Stephanie  Owens 
take  the  reins 
this  upcoming  *.

Your  guide  to  the  best  buys 

The  quick  and  painless  ways  to  find  textbooks 


Get  a  list  of  what 
books  you  need 
ASAP  and  email 
your  professors 

Once  you  acquire  the 
list  of  textbooks  you 
need  for  your  classes 
from  MyAccess,  you 
should  email  your 
teachers  about  which 
books  you  will  use  and 
how  often  you  will  use 
them.  Most  professors 


will  give  you  an  honest 
estimation  of  what  you 
will  actually  use  and 
how  often. 

You  should  also  ask 
your  professor  if  you 
can  buy  an  older  edi¬ 
tion  without  any  loss 
of  information  in  the 
text.  For  many  gener¬ 
al  education  classes, 
like  english  or  history, 
you  can  easily  swap 
out  buying  the  newest 


edition  for  a  previous 
edition  and  save  a 
significant  amount  of 
money  without  cutting 
into  your  education. 

Buy,  rent  or 
borrow? 

Most  of  the  time 
it’s  not  necessary  to 
buy  the  book.  Unless 
you  love  writing  in  the 
margins  and  highlight¬ 
ing  the  text  in  rainbow 
colors,  you  should 
never  buy  the  book. 
The  only  other  time 
you  should  ever  buy 
the  book  is  when  you 
are  forced,  due  to  the 
previous  edition  not 
being  acceptable  and  a 
lack  of  rental  copies  on 
the  market. 

With  renting,  you 


have  multiple  options. 
You  can  rent  for  the 
entire  semester  at  the 
College  of  DuPage’s 
Follett  Bookstore,  but 
you  also  have  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  options  if  you 
like  shopping  online. 
There  are  websites, 
such  as  studentrate. 
com,  where  you  can 
compare  websites  such 
as  Amazon,  Chegg  and 
Barnes  and  Noble  for 
pricing  and  availability 
on  new  and  used  pur¬ 
chases  and  rentals.  This 
also  checks  for  ebook 
rentals  and  purchases 
if  you  like  reading  on 
your  tech  device  and/ 
or  not  lugging  around  a 
201bs  textbook. 

If  the  book  will  only 
be  used  maybe  three 
weeks  of  the  entire  se¬ 


mester,  you  do  not  have 
to  rent  the  book  for 
the  full  16  weeks.  One 
alternative  is  the  COD 
library,  where  you 
can  borrow  the  in-li¬ 
brary  copy  and  use  the 
textbook  free  of  charge 
inside  the  library.  All 
you  need  is  a  library 
card,  which  you  can  ac¬ 
tivate  with  your  COD 
ID  card.  However,  you 
must  get  there  early 
because  there  are  only  a 
few  copies  of  each  text. 

If  you  aren’t  the 
library  type,  you  can 
also  rent  the  ebook 
edition  to  use  on  your 
computer,  phone  or 
tablet  for  $5  a  day  with 
packbackbooks.com. 
That  way,  if  you  only 
need  to  use  the  book 
for  two  tests,  you  can 


rent  the  book  one  day 
for  each  test,  write 
down  what  you  need 
to  study  and  only  pay 
$10  for  the  two  days  of 
rentals  instead  of  $50 
or  more  for  the  entire 
semester. 

Especially  if  you 
are  taking  a  class  with 
static  information  that 
doesn’t  change  often, 
like  intro  science,  math 
or  english  courses, 
you  do  not  have  to 
acquire  the  required 
text.  Boundless.com 
is  a  website  with  free, 
open  source  textbooks 
that  provide  the  same 
information  that  is  in 
that  textbook  you  have 
to  find  for  $50+.  With 
26  different  subjects, 
it  is  definitely  worth  a 
visit.

How  to  Find  a  Parking  Spot 

The  parking  lots  are  usually  jam-packed  by  10:00  a.m. 

To  avoid  all  of  the  traffic  from  people  trying  to  find  a  spot,  just  head 
straight  over  to  the  soccer  field  lot  or  lot  6.  However,  parking  in  these 
areas  requires  a  long  walk  to  class.  There  is  a  shuttle  from  lot  6  that 
runs  a  few  times  an  hour. 


>  Arrive  on  campus  at  least  30  minutes  before  you  have  to  be 

here.  Chances  are,  you  will  find  a  parking  spot. 

>  Consider  biking,  walking  or  using  public  transportation. 

>  As  the  weeks  go  on  during  the  semester,  keep  in  mind  that 

students  drop  classes,  freeing  up  more  parking  spaces. 


How  to  Get  a  Library  Card 

The  library  and  its  extensive  online  databases 
are  an  invaluable  resource. 

Getting  a  card  is  simple.  Head  down  to  the  Circulation  Services 
Desk  just  inside  the  main  entrance  to  the  library  and  they'll  set 
you  up.  You'll  need  a  photo  ID,  proof  of  present  address  and 
proof  of  current  enrollment.  If  you  got  your  Student  ID,  bring  it 
along  and  they  will  simply  activate  it  for  you.  Don't  have  an  ID? 
You  can  get  one  in  the  library  too. 


Making  the  most  of  Starbucks 

>  During  peak  hours  the  line  at  Starbucks  can  extend  out  into 
the  hallway.  The  best  times  to  line  up  are  early  morning,  mid-af¬ 
ternoon  and  evening. 

>  If  you  have  to  line  up,  know  your  order  ahead  of  time  and  have 
your  form  of  payment  ready.  If  everyone  pitches  in  this  way  the 

line  will  move  quickly. 

>  Starbucks  tends  to  run  out  of  dark  roast  by  3  p.m. 

Look  into  getting  your  coffee  in  the  cafeteria  or  at 
Einstein  Bagels  in  the  MAC. 


How  to  Get  a  Student  ID 

It's  highly  recommended  that  students  get  an  ID  card. 

If  you  head  to  the  Office  of  Student  Life  in  SSC  1217,  the  PE 
Center  or  the  Library  you  can  fill  out  an  application  for  an  ID. 
It's  free  and  will  act  as  your  fitness  pass,  library  card  and  general 
identification  for  other  student  activities.  The  best  part  about 
having  one  is  getting  discounts  from  area  restaurants  and  cul¬ 
tural  venues.  The  card  is  valid  for  three  years. 


How  to  Join  the  Chaparral  Fitness  Center 

The  fitness  center  is  excellent, 
there's  absolutely  no  denying  it. 

There's  a  pool,  an  indoor  track,  a  state  of  the  art  workout  floor 
and  other  amenities.  The  best  part  is  that  it's  free  for  full-time 
students.  Simply  bring  your  class  schedule  and  student  ID 
into  the  Physical  Education  Center  and  they'll  sign  you  up  for 
a  semester-long  membership.  Part-time  students  can  also  join 
for $50  a  semester/ $12  a  month.

On  the  top 
right  of  the  screen,  you'll  see  your  name,  and  next  to  it 
will  appear  a  Facebook-esque  notification  when  items 
require  your  attention.

How  to  Log-in  to  MyAccess: 

MyAccess  is  the  place  where  you  will  register  for  and  drop 
classes,  manage  financial  aid,  order  transcripts  and  handle 
most  of  the  boring  meta-college  stuff. 

>  Navigate  to  myaccess.cod.edu. 

>  Click  "Log-in"  on  the  top  right  of  the  screen. 
>  Type  in  your  MyAccess  ID  and  Password. 

>  Click  "MyAccess  for  Students."

Restructuring  of  SLC  to  promote  accurate  student  representation

In  an  effort  to  add  more 
informed  votes  to  then- 
board,  the  Student  Lead¬ 
ership  Council  will  ap¬ 
point  eight  student  repre¬ 


sentatives  to  their  council 
this  September.  The  rep¬ 
resentatives  will  become 
an  integral  part  of  the 
SLC  team  by  gathering 


student  opin¬ 
ion  specific  to 
their  academic 
division  be¬ 
fore  the  board 
votes  on  the 
issues  at  hand. 

Each  pair 
of  representa¬ 
tives  will  be¬ 
come  the  spe¬ 
cialized  voice 
for  one  of  the 
four  academic 
divisions,  in¬ 
cluding  Busi¬ 
ness  and  Tech¬ 
nology,  Health  and 
Sciences,  Learning  Re¬ 
sources  and  Liberal  Arts. 

“We  wanted  our  votes 
to  be  more  defined  and 


accurate,”  Student  Lead¬ 
ership  Council  President 
Kiley  Pooler  explains.  “We 
usually  have  the  same  peo¬ 
ple  coming  to  the  meet¬ 
ings,  and  they  represent 
only  one  opinion.  So  the 
special  job  of  these  rep¬ 
resentatives  is  to  find  out 
the  opinions  of  people 
within  their  division.” 

The  SLC  decided  to 
shuffle  up  their  structure 
because  of  an  overly  com¬ 
plicated  voting  process 
that  lacked  representation. 

“We  looked  at  the  other 
community  colleges  in  the 
state  and  found  that  none 
of  them  did  their  voting  the 
way  we  did,”  Pooler  said. 
By  adding  the  student  rep¬ 


resentatives,  the  council’s 
new  structure  reflects  that 
of  the  majority  of  com¬ 
munity  colleges  in  Illinois. 

Over  the  summer,  the 
SLC  board  revised  and 
edited  their  operating 
documents,  making  mi¬ 
nor  tweaks  throughout. 
Included  in  this  revision 
was  the  creation  of  the 
civic  engagement  offi¬ 
cer.  The  position,  held  by 
COD  student  Emily  Ow¬ 
ens,  will  help  with  voter 
registration  on  campus  as 
well  as  keeping  the  SLC 
up  to  date  with  voter  leg¬ 
islation  throughout  Il¬ 
linois.  Owens  will  work 
with  Pooler  on  staying  in¬ 
formed  with  anything  that 


may  affect  higher  learn¬ 
ing  throughout  the  state. 

Students  wishing  to  ap¬ 
ply  for  one  of  the  eight  rep¬ 
resentative  positions  can

2.  Applicants  will  present 
a  brief  speech  during  the 
SLC  meeting  on  Tuesday, 
Sept.  6  in  addition  to  an¬ 
swering  questions  from 
the  board.  The  council  will 
then  review  the  candi¬ 
dates  and  choose  the  eight 
representatives  they  wish 
to  move  forward  with. 


Hope  College  interns  end  summer  research

Feeding  one  group  of 
rats  regular  rat  chow  and 
the  other  mashed  up  bits 
of  potato  chips  and  pea¬ 
nut  butter,  is  how  College 
of  DuPage  Michael  Gi- 
urini  and  Gareth  Chavez 
spent  their  summers. 

Giurini  of  Naperville, 
and  Chavez  of  Darien  con¬ 
cluded  this  summer-long 
chemistry  research  intern¬ 
ship  at  Hope  College  in 
Michigan.  At  Hope  Col¬ 
lege,  Giurini  and  Chavez 
worked  on  a  project  called 
“The  effects  of  junk  food 
on  the  biochemistry  of  the 
prefrontal  cortex  in  the  rat 
brain.”  In  science  terms, 
they  tracked  the  amounts 
of  dopamine  and  norepi¬ 
nephrine  triggered  by  the 
junk  food.  The  chemicals 
are  neurotransmitters  in 
the  brain.  Dopamine  has 


been  linked  to  drug  addic¬ 
tion,  and  norepinephrine 
has  a  stimulating  effect  on 
blood  pressure.  Their  anal¬ 
ysis  involved  tracking  the 
amounts  of  these  chemi¬ 
cals,  High  Pressure  Liquid 
Chromatogram  (HPLC) 
and  electrochemistry. 

This  internship  oppor¬ 
tunity  was  made  possible 
through  the  Resource  for 
Excellence  Grant  pro¬ 
gram,  a  grant  intended 
to  contribute  to  the  im¬ 
provement  of  instruction. 
The  COD  Foundation 
sponsors  the  program. 

They  were  selected  based 
on  their  strong  academ¬ 
ic  standing  and  excellent 
laboratory  skills  exhibit¬ 
ed  during  their  chemistry 
classes.  After  a  selection 
process  that  started  with 
the  nomination  of  five 


students,  three  received 
the  opportunity  to  ap¬ 
ply  to  a  maximum  of  four 
research  opportunities 
at  Hope  College.  Hope 
College  later  reached  an 
agreement  with  Roby 
William,  assistant  pro¬ 
fessor  of  Chemistry,  who 
secured  the  grant  from 
the  COD  Foundation  to 
select  two  COD  students. 

“This  experience  gave 
me  practical  time  in  the  lab 
and  insight  into  research 
experience,”  said  Giurini. 
“What  I  learned  was  that 
a  researcher  has  to  be  very 
precise  and  document  ev¬ 
erything,  which  I  expected. 
The  other  thing  I  learned, 
which  I  did  not  expect,  was 
just  how  slow  the  research 
process  was.  Because  we 
had  to  be  so  rigorous  with 
our  documentation  of  ev¬ 


ery  step,  we  had  to  move 
at  a  snail’s  pace  and  make 
sure  that  every  conclusion 
we  came  to  was  correct.” 

As  a  result  of  this  ex¬ 
perience,  Giurini  and 
Chavez  became  expert 
HPLC  technicians.  Gi¬ 
urini  is  now  considering 
research  and  develop¬ 
ment  as  a  career  path. 

“The  students  real¬ 
ly  enjoyed  the  actual  lab 
work,  and  they  learned  a 
lot  about  the  differences 
between  what  is  done  in 
a  college  class  laboratory, 
versus  what  happens  in  a 
research  lab,”  said  William. 
“Hope  College  provided 
them  with  lots  of  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  socialize  and  in¬ 
teract  with  about  75  stu¬ 
dents  who  were  all  doing 
summer  internships.  At 
the  end  of  the  10  weeks 


the  students,  together, 
presented  a  poster  about 
their  research  and  their 
results  in  a  symposium 
for  summer  researchers.” 

COD’s  new  president, 
Ann  Rondeau,  wants  stu¬ 
dents  to  take  advantage 
of  internship  and  research 
opportunities  available  to 
them  like  this  one.  In  her 
assertion,  students  aren’t 
fully  taking  advantage  of 
these  opportunities  all  be¬ 
cause  they  do  not  know 
enough  about  opportu¬ 
nities  available  to  them. 

“There  are  internships 
and  opportunities  here  for 
every  kind  on  student.” 
said  Rondeau.  “COD  stu¬ 
dents  should  largely  think 
higher  and  more  about 
themselves  than  they  do. 
Because  there  are  grants, 
scholarships,  and  intern¬ 


ships  that  students  ar¬ 
en’t  taking  advantage  of.” 

COD  offers  internship 
opportunities  as  part  of  a 
core  requirement  for  stu¬ 
dents  enrolled  in  degree 
programs.  Career  Services 
also  offers  a  variety  of  re¬ 
sources  to  help  students 
with  resume  review,  up¬ 
dated  internship  opportu¬ 
nities  via  College  Central, 
and  partners  with  organi¬ 
zations  and  firms  around 
DuPage  County  by  host¬ 
ing  recruitment  drives 
nearly  every  week  on  cam¬ 
pus.  These  are  just  few  of 
the  many  ways  students 
at  COD  can  enhance 
their  involvement  with 
campus  related  activities.

NOTIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS’  RIGHTS  UNDER  THE 
FAMILY  EDUCATIONAL  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVACY  ACT  (FERPA) 

The  Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  (FERPA)  affords  eligible  students  certain  rights  with  respect 
to  their  education  records.  (An  “eligible  student”  under  FERPA  is  a  student  who  is  1 8  years  of  age  or  older 
or  who  attends  a  postsecondary  institution.)  These  rights  include: 

1.  The  right  to  inspect  and  review  the  student’s  education  records  within  45  days  after  the  day 
College  of  DuPage  Office  of  Student  Records  receives  a  request  for  access.  A  student  should 
submit  to  the  Office  of  Student  Records  written  requests  that  identify  the  record(s)  the  student  wishes 
to  inspect.  The  College  will  make  arrangements  for  access  and  notify  the  student  of  the  time  and  place 
where  the  records  may  be  inspected. 

2.  The  right  to  request  the  amendment  of  the  student's  education  records  that  the  student 
believes  are  inaccurate,  misleading,  or  otherwise  in  violation  of  the  student’s  privacy  rights 
under  FERPA.  A  student  who  wishes  to  ask  College  of  DuPage  to  amend  a  record  should  write 

to  the  Office  of  Student  Records,  clearly  identify  the  part  of  the  record  they  want  changed, 
and  specify  why  it  is  inaccurate  or  misleading.  If  College  of  DuPage  decides  not  to  amend  the  record 
as  requested,  the  College  will  notify  the  student  in  writing  of  the  decision  and  advise  the  student  of 
his  or  her  right  to  a  hearing  regarding  the  request  for  amendment.  Additional  information  regarding 
the  hearing  procedures  will  be  provided  to  the  student  when  notified  of  the  right  to  a  hearing. 

3.  The  right  to  consent  to  disclosures  of  personally  identifiable  information  or  Pll  (not  “Directory 
Information”)  contained  in  the  student’s  education  records,  except  to  the  extent  that  FERPA 
authorizes  disclosure  without  consent.  One  exception  which  permits  disclosure  without  consent 
is  disclosure  to  school  officials  with  legitimate  educational  interests.  A  school  official  is  a  person 
employed  by  the  College  in  an  administrative,  supervisory,  academic  or  research,  or  support  staff 
position  (including  law  enforcement  unit  personnel  and  health  staff);  a  person  serving  on  the  board  of 
trustees;  or  a  student  serving  on  an  official  committee,  such  as  a  disciplinary  or  grievance  committee. 
A  school  official  may  also  include  a  volunteer  or  contractor  outside  of  College  of  DuPage  who  performs 
an  institutional  service  or  function  for  which  the  school  would  otherwise  use  its  own  employees  and 
who  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  school  with  respect  to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  Pll  from 
education  records,  such  as  an  attorney,  auditor  or  collection  agent  or  a  student  volunteering  to  assist 
another  school  official  in  performing  his  or  her  tasks.  A  school  official  has  a  legitimate  educational 
interest  if  the  official  needs  to  review  an  education  record  in  order  to  fulfill  his  or  her  professional 
responsibilities  for  College  of  DuPage. 

4.  The  right  to  file  a  complaint  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  concerning  alleged  failures 
by  College  of  DuPage  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  FERPA.  The  name  and  address  of  the 
office  that  administers  FERPA  is:

I  sincerely  do 
not  believe  that  students 
here  know  enough  about 
their  opportunities  within 
COD  and  after  COD. 
There  are  internships  and 


opportunities  here  for 
everything  from  STEM 
(science,  technology, 
engineering  and  math) 
students  to  art  students. 

So  what  I  would  say 
is  that  COD  students 
should  think  much 
higher  and  greater  about 
themselves  than  they  do. 
There  are  grants,  intern¬ 
ships  and  scholarships 
that  students  here  just 
aren’t  taking  advantage 
of.  This  issue  has  come 
up  a  number  of  times.  Dr. 
Tom  Kramer  and  I  had 
this  conversation  and  in 
his  case,  he  sees  it  with  his 
STEM  students.

price  of  doing  it  here.  And 
they’re  just  not  doing  it 
enough.  Get  informed 
about  what  your  opportu¬ 
nities  are  and  go  for  it.  Go 
for  it! 

C:  How  do  you  plan  on 
keeping  in  touch  with  the 
student  body? 

AR;  Well,  talking  with 
the  Courier  is  one  way. 
Walking  around  every 
morning  is  another.  Going 
to  events  is  another. 
Reading  and  answering 
emails  is  another.  Leaders 
need  to  make  themselves 
accessible.  The  challenge 
for  a  senior  leader  is 
getting  pulled  in  multiple 


directions.  Because  there 
are  faculty  you  need  to  be 
paying  attention  to,  staff, 
everybody  else.  So  I  try  to 
optimize  my  ability  to  ef¬ 
fectively  communicate.

Where  is 
it  I  can  be  that  most  helps 
me  to  understand  student 
needs?  Because  I  can’t  be 
everywhere.  Help  me  to 
help  you. 

C:  Obviously  you've 
only  been  here  for  a 
couple  months,  but  what 
is  your  assessment  so  far 
on  the  level  of  student  en¬ 
gagement  on  campus?  It’s 
one  thing  to  get  in  touch 
with  the  student  body,  but 
it’s  another  to  get  in  touch 
with  a  student  body  that’s 
actually  plugged  into  the 
college  and  can  give  you 
some  useful  feedback. 


AR;  There  are  two  types 
of  student  leaders.  There’s 
the  leaders  who  students 
vote  for  as  their  ambassa¬ 
dors  and  that  is  a  formal 
student  leader.  He/she 
will  communicate  with 
me  because  that’s  what 
the  students  have  select¬ 
ed  them  for.  Then  there 
are  student  leaders  in  the 
culture.  They  don’t  have  a 
formal  office,  but  they’re 
leading.  They’re  leading 
everyday.  The  challenge 
that  we  have  here,  is  that 
being  a  non-residential 
school  makes  it  really 
difficult  to  understand  the 
student  body  because  of 
the  transient  nature.  Not 
bad,  just  different.  You 
can’t  judge  it  the  same 
way  as  if  these  students 
were  with  each  other  all 
the  time,  everyday.  The 


cultural  leader  in  this 
kind  of  environment 
is  much  harder  to  tap 
and  pin  point.  Plus,  the 
student  body  here  is  just 
so  diverse.  So  I’m  still 
figuring  out  how  to  take  a 
stance  on  how  the  cultural 
leaders  become  known. 

I  will  tell  you  this,  I 
absolutely  do  believe 
that  there  is  not  enough 
student  engagement.  I  am 
echoing  what  I’ve  heard 
from  student  leaders.  I’m 
telling  you  what  they  have 
told  me,  and  I  am  able  to 
see  it  through  their  eyes 
now.  They  want  more 
student  engagement  and 
investment.  I  right  now 
can  tell  you  the  names  of 
about  20  students  that 
I  see  everyday,  because 
they’re  always  around 
trying  to  promote  that 
idea.  Some  of  them  are 
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“I  absolutely  do  believe  that  there  is  not  enough  student  engagement ,

the  cultural  leaders;  others 
are  formal.  But  it’s  the 
student  leaders  that  need 
to  come  to  me  and  ask, 
‘Can  you  help  me,  what  is 
your  advice,  what  is  your 
thought  on  this?”  and  I 
absolutely  will .  At  the 
end  of  the  day,  it’s  the 
students  that  lead  their 
own  culture.  This  is  your 
culture,  your  place.  You’ve 
got  to  understand  what 
you  want  it  to  be,  and 
then  help  me  to  help  you 
make  it  that  way.  But  to 
answer  your  question,  stu¬ 
dent  engagement  is  not  at 
the  level  that  it  could  be, 
should  be  and  probably 
needs  to  be. 

C:  On  top  of  tackling 
the  accreditation  proba¬ 
tion,  what  other  accom¬ 
plishments  are  you  hoping 
to  see  this  semester? 

AR:  A  really  big  one  is 
trust  and  establishing  a 
trust  culture.  Leaders  set 
the  tone  for  what  kind 
of  culture  is  established. 
You  want  to  set  up  a  trust 
culture  where  everyone 
feels  free  to  innovate,  cre¬ 
ate  and  make  mistakes.  A 
given  aspect  of  innovating 
new  things  is  that  you’re 
going  to  make  mistakes. 

I  make  them.  I’ve  made 
them  here,  a  couple  times, 
many  times.  So  you  want 
to  have  a  trusting  nature 
where  people  can  enjoy 
each  other,  have 
fun,  make 
some 
mistakes 
and  then 
say,  ‘You 
know 
what,  we 
need  to 
now  learn 
from 
this.’ 


Trust  is  vital  for  any 
outcome  and  we  can  get 
there  a  couple  of  ways. 
One  of  them  is  to  respect 
our  obligations  to  each 
other.  I  owe  you,  you  owe 
me.  I’m  not  going  to  do 
your  work,  but  I’m  going 
to  do  my  part  that  then 
makes  your  part  easier. 

So  number  one  is  our 
obligation  to  each  other, 
and  the  next  is  account¬ 
ability.  There  is  absolute 
liberty  in  holding  each 
other  accountable 
because  that  is 
how  an  honest 
dialogue  is 
established. 

You’re 
going  to 
tell  me; 

I’m  going 
to  tell  you. 

There’s 
honesty, 
integrity 
and 
clar¬ 
ity  in 
some¬ 
thing 
like  that. 

It’s  real. 

It’s  also 
not  about 
banging 
somebody  over 
the  head  for  no 
reason.There’s  ways 
that  are  compassion¬ 
ate,  fair,  just,  intelligent 


and  informed,  which  will 
begin  to  knit  the  fabric  of 
trust. 

Now  you  can’t  hold 
people  accountable  if 
you’re  not  transparent.  If  I 
keep  you  in  the  dark,  then 
I  absolutely  cannot  hold 
you  accountable.  How 
can  you  be  accountable 
for  something  you  knew 
nothing  about?  I’ve  told 


faculty  about  this,  I’ve 
told  the  administration 
about  this,  I’m  very 
consistent  in  this  point  of 
view.  Transparency  feeds 
accountability,  and  they 
both  feed  trust. 

None  of  this  is  easy. 
Trust  is  very  fragile,  be¬ 
cause  it  can  be  broken  in 
a  second.  It  takes  so  much 
of  ourselves  to  give  trust 
that  when  it  isn’t 


turned,  it  just  feels  bad. 

So,  by  the  end  of  the 
semester,  I  want  facul¬ 
ty,  administration  and 
students  to  be  trusting 
each  other  a  bit  more.  I 
want  them  to  trust  me  a 
bit  more,  and  I  want  to  be 
trustworthy  and  account¬ 
able  for  what  I  screw  up. 
Now  I  say  by  the  end  of 
the  semester,  but  this  is  a 
lifelong,  continuous  en¬ 
deavor.  You  don’t  start  and 
stop  on  these  things,  it 
is  a  lifelong  practice  that 
is  woven  into  our  moral 
fabric.  Implementing 
this  is  the  kind  of 
thing  that  a  leader 
needs  to  do  because 
then  everyone  be¬ 
gins  to  create,  lead 
and  innovate. 

I’m  not  a  genius, 
but  together  we 
are  a  collective 
genius. 

C:  Do 
you  feel  like 
vou’re  hating 
to  deal  with  a 
trust  deficit  of 
sorts?  You’re 
new  and  would 
rnavbe  expect  to 
start  from  zero. 

But  given  every¬ 
thing  the  college 
has  gone  through, 
do  you  feel  like  you're 
having  to  overcome  a 
trust  deficit? 


AR:  First  of  all,  for  me 
personally,  I  am  at  zero 
because  nobody  knows 
me.  From  a  personal  point 
of  a  view,  I  am  zero  until 
I  become  something  in 
everyone’s  eyes.  From  an 
institutional  point  of  view, 
there  probably  is  a  trust 
deficit.  But  I  understand 
that  actually.  I  understand 
scrutiny  and  scepticism. 
None  of  this  was  a  big 
surprise.  I’ve  done  this 
before.  I  don’t  get  person¬ 
ally  offended.  What  I  owe 
you,  is  to  work  with  it. 

So,  I  guess  you  could  say 
that  there  may  be  a  trust 
deficit,  but  I  am  very  cau¬ 
tious  about  saying  that.  A 
lot  of  people  around  here 
do  a  lot  work  depending 
upon  each  other.  There  is 
a  fabric  here  of  students, 
staff  and  administration 
who  are  just  doing  the 
right  thing  everyday. 

You  don’t  do  that  alone. 
I’m  quite  sure  that  there 
wasn’t  a  trust  deficit  on 
the  human  level  here  at 
all.  In  every  building  and 
every  department  here 
there  are  people  relying 
on  each  other.  So  there  is 
not  a  trust  deficit  overall; 
this  is  not  a  place  without 
trust.  I  think  that  there 
was  a  sense  of  disappoint¬ 
ment,  rather.  Every  day 
work  was  being  done  very, 
very  well.  We  have  faculty 
who  are  completely  com¬ 
mitted  to  their  students. 
So  a  trust  deficit  may  have 
been  present  at  a  certain 
level  within  a  certain 
layer,  but  I  am 
very  careful 
using  that 
word,  be¬ 
cause  it  was 
by  no  means 
the  whole 
culture. 
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Who  is  the  real  Rondeau?

In  many  ways,  Ann 
Rondeu’s  life  began  when 
her  father’s  ended. 

Coming  from  a  “small, 
intact  family,”  Rondeau 
grew  up  with  her  sister, 
who  now  resides  in  Wis¬ 
consin,  her  mother  and 
her  father.  When  Rondeau 
was  in  high  school,  her 
father  passed  away  at  the 
age  of  43.  Since  then,  her 
mother  has  remarried. 

“My  sister  was  diligent. 
She  studied.  She  was  in 
honors  society  and  had 
straight  A’s,”  said  Ron¬ 
deau.  “She  was  the  disci¬ 
plined  student.  I  was  the 
free-spirited  student  in 
our  family.  My  first  draft 
was  my  last  draft.” 

Though  different  from 
her  sister,  her  free  spirit 
was  supported  strongly 
by  her  parents  and  was 
allowed  to  grow  in  any 
direction  she  liked.  “My 
mother  and  father  and  my 
mother  and  [step-dad] 
were  people  who  respected 
us  as  two  young  women 
and  did  everything  they 
could  to  support  us.” 

The  intact  family  did 
not  always  experience 
blissful  glee  and  joy 
together.  On  and  off 
illness  struck  the  family, 
but  Rondeau’s  resilience 
shined  through.  “Some 
illness  in  the  family  over 
my  lifetime.  Not  by  me, 
but  others  in  my  family. 


But  you  work  with  that, 
you  grow  from  that,  you 
learn  about  resilience  from 
that.” 

As  she  grew  older,  Ron¬ 
deau  attended  Eisenhower 
College,  a  small  liberal 
arts  school,  which  she 
described  as  “experimental 
and  fabulous.”  Different 
from  typical  schools  at 
the  time,  the  college  had  a 
cross-disciplinary  curricu¬ 
lum  that  enabled  Rondeau 
and  her  peers  to  gain  a 
well-rounded  education. 


“After  that,  I  couldn’t 
find  a  job,”  said  Rondeau. 
“My  sister  was  on  a  full 
scholarship  for  the  Navy 
to  become  a  Navy  nurse. 
She  suggested  I  think 
about  the  Navy.  I  said, 
‘Well,  I  don’t  know.’Then 
one  day  I  took  a  trip  over 
to  the  Air  Force  recruiter 
and  took  their  test  and  I 
just  bombed  it.” 

“The  next  day,  I  went 
and  took  the  Navy  test 
and  aced  it.  Got  the 
highest  score  for  a  woman 


in  the  state  of  New  York  I 
thought,  ‘Hey,  maybe  I’m 
getting  closer. ’Then  the 
recruiter  had  my  moth¬ 
er’s  maiden  name  and  I 
thought,  ‘Hey!  Maybe 
I’m  getting  closer.’They 
offered  me  commission. 

I  got  the  chance  to  lead 
and  do  great  things  in 
the  Navy.  I  grew  and  had 
a  good  Navy  career.  The 
Navy  sent  me  to  George¬ 
town  for  my  Master’s, 
then  I  went  to  Northern 
Illinois  University  myself. 


I  made  flag,  made  one  star, 
then  made  two,  then  was 
a  three-star  longer  than 
usual.” 

After  school,  Rondeau’s 
step-father  died  and  she 
took  the  responsibility  of 
caring  for  her  mother.  The 
idea  and  value  of  their 
intact  family  never  died. 
“We  merged  households,” 
said  Rondeau.  “She  was 
terrific,  just  wonderful.  I 
miss  her  a  lot.  She  was 
cognitively  brilliant  up 
until  the  day  she  died.  She 


was  diagnosed  with  cancer 
in  her  spinal  cord  and  died 
12  weeks  after  that.” 

Her  story  then  catches 
up  with  her  and  brings 
her  to  College  of  DuPage. 
Initially,  Rondeau  had 
little  knowledge  of  the 
college.  She  found  herself 
a  little  hesitant  after  re¬ 
searching,  but  decided  to 
forge  ahead  regardless. 

“I  said,  ‘I  don’t  know 
about  this,”’  said  Rondeau. 
“So  I  called  a  mentor  of 
mine,  a  retired  four-star 
who  has  known  me  for  a 
long,  long  time.  He  said, 
‘Ann,  you’ve  done  this  five 
times.’  I  have  relieved  peo¬ 
ple  five  times  before  this. 
He  said,  ‘You’ve  done  this, 
this  is  what  you  do.  This  is 
God’s  calling  for  you.”’ 

From  that  discussion, 
Rondeau  embraced  her 
abilities  and  agreed  to 
be  considered  for  the 
position  as  COD’s  next 
president. 

“And  now  we’re  here 
today.  I  like  to  kayak. 

I  like  to  go  to  baseball 
games.  I  like  to  hike.  I 
hate  to  run,  which  was  a 
problem  in  the  Navy.  I  like 
being  around  young  folks. 

I  am  intellectually  curious. 
I’m  a  liberal  arts  major  in 
my  heart  but  spent  a  lot  of 
time  with  STEM.  I  love 
music  of  all  kinds.  I  like 
the  fusion  stuff.  I  like  to 
travel  a  bit.”

SchoolYear  Resolutions 


College  of  Dupage  has 
been  through  hell  and 
high  water  the  past  few 
years,  but  things  seem  to 
be  looking  up.  In  order 
to  truly  move  forward 
though,  there  needs  to  be 
action.  We  at  the  Courier 
believe  these  are  the  first 
steps. 

We’ve  written  many 
times  about  what  we  ex¬ 
pect  from  Ann  Rondeau, 
the  new  president  here  at 
COD,  and  through  the 
past  few  months  we’ve 
already  seen  these  changes 
start  to  take  shape.  That 
being  said,  it’s  time  for  the 
rest  of  the  administration 
to  catch  up.  One  of  the 
very  first  things  we  ever 
asked  Rondeau  for  was 
transparency,  and  she's 
been  quick  to  give  us  just 
that.  Administration, 
however,  seems  to  still  be 
in  a  mentality  reminiscent 
of  our  former  President 
Robert  Breuder’s  era. 
They've  yet  to  share  their 
collective  goals  for  COD 
in  the  coming  years,  and 
have  instead  hid  behind 
Rondeau’s  goals  claiming 
them  as  their  own.  While 
it  is  important  that  they 
seem  united,  and  we  at 
the  Courier  truly  hope 
they  are,  we’d  like  to  see 
more  people  expressing 
the  messages  they  claim  to 
believe. 

A  perfect  example  of 
this  is  their  lack  of  effort 
to  make  the  COD  student 
body  aware  of  our  goal 
to  win  the  Aspen  Award 
of  Community  College 
Excellence.  The  Aspen 


Award  is  the  highest  hon¬ 
or  a  Community  College 
can  receive,  and  it  would 
be  a  huge  deal  for  COD 
if  we  were  to  win.  The 
college  has  been  striving 
towards  this  achieve¬ 
ment  for  years,  yet  most 
students  around  campus 
have  no  idea  it  exists.  It's 
the  job  of  the  administra¬ 
tion  to  inform  us  and  get 
us  involved  and  excited  in 
the  possibility  of  winning 
such  an  esteemed  award. 

A  united  front  has 
never  been  the  strong 
suit  of  certain  members 
of  the  administration,  i.e. 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 
They  continue  to  remain 
divided  and  stubborn, 
never  hearing  each  other 
out  in  meetings,  and  rarely 
coming  to  a  consensus 
on  anything.  This  does 
no  good  for  our  school. 


We  at  the  Courier  have 
expressed  time  and  time 
again  what  we  expect  from 
the  board,  and  much  like 
frustrated  parents,  we’re 
just  waiting  to  see  if  they 
ever  listen.

posure.  I  remember 
coming  out  of  some 
of  the  more  import¬ 
ant  interviews  I  did 
earlier  into  that  posi¬ 
tion  with  jitters  and 
cold  sweat  beating 
down  my  forehead 
from  anxiety.  After 
probably  a  month  or 
two  of  this,  I  slowly 
overcame  this  and 
realized  everyone  is 
just  human.

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Hollywood  has  made 
millions  making  movies 
about  superheroes 
killing  one  another,  so 
it  shouldn’t  be  a  sur¬ 
prise  to  see  the  concept 
seep  into  other  markets. 
This  is  the  premise  of 
Overwatch,  one  of  the 
best  damn  games  to 
come  out  in  the  last 
decade.  The  reason  for 
its  reverence  isn’t  the 
games’  genre,  or  it’s 
developer  (Blizzard),  or 
the  fact  they  complete¬ 
ly  jacked  the  concept 
from  Valve’s  classic  title 
Team  Fortress.  But, 
rather,  its  credibility 
manifests  from  the  fact 
that  the  people  who 
created  it  took  into 
account  what  makes 
a  game  great,  and  this 
achieved  the  ultimate 
ideal:  nearly  endless 
replayability. 

Overwatch  is  a  first 
person  shooter.  Instead 
of  customizing  an  av¬ 
atar’s  appearance,  such 


as  in  the  Call  of  Duty 
or  Batdefield  series, 
you’re  given  the  choice 
between  22  different 
heroes,  all  with  differ¬ 
ent  guns,  abilities  and 
utility.  Some  characters 
specialize  in  damage, 
some  in  healing,  some 
in  tanking,  and  some 
in  utility.  You  have  a 
gnome  who  makes  tur¬ 
rets  and  armor,  a  grim 
reaper  with  twin  shot¬ 
guns  who  can  teleport, 
a  cyber  punk  with  twin 
plasma  pistols  and  the 
ability  to  bend  time,  a 
DJ  with  dreadlocks  that 
heals  with  sound,  and 
18  others  just  as  unique 
and  dynamic. 

The  maps  are  per- 
fecdy  crafted  for  their 
particular  game  mode, 
of  which  there  are 
three:  move  the  pay- 
load,  capture  the  point, 
and  king  of  the  hill.  It’s 
very  likely  they  will  add 
others  in  the  future, 
including  capture  the 
flag.  Games  last  no 


more  than  15  minutes, 
and  every  match  feels 
undecided  until  the 
very  last  moments.  In 
Overwatch,  instead 
of  having  long,  linear 
maps,  they’re  layered 
horizontally.  Certain 
heroes  will  only  be  able 
to  reach  certain  heights, 
depending  on  their 
utility  and  play  style. 

You  can  switch  char¬ 
acters  at  any  juncture, 
allowing  you  to  react 
to  team-based  strat¬ 
egies  with  your  own 
team-based  strategies, 
instantaneously.  This 
component  is  also 
featured  in  Batdefield, 
but  the  maps  are  much 
too  large  to  coordinate 
any  real  sort  of  strat¬ 
egy,  and  Call  of  Duty 
maps  are  too  small  with 
randomized  spawn 
points,  which  ensures 
chaos  and  makes  the 
experience  unmanage¬ 
able.  The  primary  goal 
in  Overwatch  is  never 


kills  but  team-based 
objectives.  So  working 
together  and  commu¬ 
nicating  is  the  only  real 
staple  in  being  success- 
fill. 

The  game  is  insanely 
balanced.  Each  hero 
can  feel  game-break- 
ingly  overpowered  or 
unbearably  brittle  in 
the  right/wrong  hands. 
The  skill  ceilings  are 
seeming  inconceivable 
while  the  skill  caps  stay 
nonexistent.  The  game 
is  light  hearted  in  its 
aesthetics,  lamenting 
very  cartoony  graph¬ 
ics,  but  mechanical  in 
its  purpose,  creating  a 
game  with  one  of  the 
biggest  potentials  for 
engaging  virtual  com¬ 
petition  never  before 
previously  seen.  They 
really  thought  it  all 
through,  and  coupled 
with  a  whole  fleet  of 
new  characters,  maps, 
skins,  and  other  content 
to  release,  Overwatch 


will  stay  relevant  for  the 
years  to  come.

When  looking  up  No 
Mans  Sky  before  its  re¬ 
lease  in  early  August, 
most  results  were  over¬ 
whelmingly  positive.  This 
game  was  going  to  make 
history  and  bank,  if  the 
record-breaking  almost 
300,000  pre-orders  in  the 
U.S.  had  anything  to  say 
about  it.  But  when  looking 
up  No  Man’s  Sky  today, 
you’ll  see  articles  reporting 
gaming  platforms  offer¬ 
ing  refunds,  angry  Reddit 
threads,  and  reviews  that 
call  it  more  of  a  demo  than 
an  actual  game. 

What  caused  this?  Un¬ 
fulfilled  promises.  The  list 
of  missing  features  for  the 
game  included  multi¬ 
player  capabilities,  a  more 
prominent  and  fulfilling 
plotline,  and  faction  op¬ 
tions.  Some  of  the  few 
that  caused  backlash  and 
distrust  when  found  to  be 
missing  from  gameplay. 
Now,  it’s  the  only  thing 
most  can  focus  on.  Fans 
waited  three  years  for  a 
game  that  looked  to  be 
amazing  inside  and  out, 
and  then  it  didn’t  live  up 
to  the  hype.  I  went  into 
No  Man’s  Sky  half  excit¬ 
ed,  half  already  expecting 


to  be  disappointed.  What 
I  found,  though,  was 
more  than  I  could’ve  ever 
thought  to  expect. 

This  game  is  beautiful. 
From  the  lush  landscapes, 
to  the  diverse  creatures, 
you’ve  seen  the  pictures. 
I  am  talking  about  that, 
but  there’s  so  much  more 
to  it  as  well.  Beauty  in  un¬ 
derstanding  only  bits  and 
pieces  of  languages,  of  tra¬ 
versing  caves  and  marsh¬ 
lands  and  oceans,  to  find¬ 
ing  relics  and  monoliths 
of  ancient  civilizations, 
No  Man’s  Sky  is  amaz¬ 
ing.  Playing  it,  I  feel  like 
an  adventurer,  space  ex¬ 
plorer,  chosen  to  reach  the 
farthest  ends  of  the  uni¬ 
verse,  become  a  diplomat 
among  alien  civilizations, 
and  come  to  terms  with 
how  small  I  am,  compared 
to  the  planets,  nebulas,  or 
asteroids  that  I  visit  and 
pass  by. 

As  amazing  as  I  may  put 
it,  I  should  also  mention 
how  meticulous  it  gets. 
It’s  practically  an  endless 
runner:  you  mine  for  ores 
to  build  other  materials,  to 
sell  for  other  materials  and 
units,  to  buy  better  tools 
to  mine  ores,  and  ships  to 


travel  the  stars  in  to  find 
more  ores.  In  mechanics, 
that’s  the  whole  game.  But 
games  aren’t  only  their 
mechanics,  as  featured 
above. 

As  a  game,  No  Man’s 
Sky  has  potential.  It  is  al¬ 
ready  a  breath-taking  ex¬ 
perience.  Adding  features 
like  multiplayer,  extra  de¬ 
tails  in  planet  differences, 
to  enhancing  combat,  to 
integrating  complex  alien 
species,  would  make  this 
experience  much  more 
appreciated  and  enjoyed 
by  the  majority  of  players 
that  aren’t  too  happy  at  the 
moment. 

No  Man’s  Sky  shows  us 
there  is  so  much  out  there, 
so  much  more  than  us  on 
our  tiny  blue  marble  of  a 
planet.  It  tells  us  that  we 
are  not  alone,  no  matter 
how  lonely  we  may  feel. 
It’s  a  game  that  hurdes  you 
into  hyper  drive,  launches 
you  into  the  endlessness 
of  space,  and  tells  you  to 
explore  and  appreciate  the 
emptiness. 
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No  Man's  Sky  holds  an 
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existential  crisis  for  us  all

Fifty  years  ago,  our  par¬ 
ents  had  Pong,  the  two-di¬ 
mensional  simulated  ping 
pong  arcade  game  that 
provided  a  relaxing  and 
yet  challenging  experience. 
Today,  we  have  No  Man’s 
Sky  -  a  three-dimensional, 
procedurally-generated 
endless  cosmos  that’s  re¬ 
laxing,  beautiful,  challeng¬ 
ing  and  playable  from  our 
living  room  couches.  The 
,  comparison  between  now 
and  half  a  century  ago  is 
nothing  short  of  breath¬ 
taking  and  awe-inspiring. 
Our  development,  as 
humankind,  is  document¬ 
ed  in  textbooks,  museums 
and  shows  on  the  History 
Channel.  Our  timeline  is 
shown  in  linear  format, 
because  we  enjoy  seeing 
how  far  we’ve  come. 

The  small  development 
team  of  Hello  Games 
created  a  game  that  would, 
effectively,  create  itself. 
They  estimate  there  are 
about  18  quintillion  - 
that’s  18  zeros  -  planets  to 
explore  and  discover  in  No 
Man’s  Sky.  Most  they  ha¬ 
ven’t  even  seen  or  worked 
on  physically.  Instead, 
formulas,  algorithms, 
processing  programs  and 
more  have  all  gone  into 
making  this  simulation 
of  a  whole  other  universe 
that’s  easily  comparable  to 
our  own. 

Many  reviews  of  No 
Man’s  Sky  have  called  it 
“boring,”  and  “without 
a  point.”  But  that  seems 


to  almost  be  the  literal 
point  of  the  game  -  that 
it  doesn’t  have  one.  You 
explore,  you  gather  re¬ 
sources  to  build  and  trade 
with  others  and  do  your 
best  to  survive.  The  whole 
dynamic  of  this  video 
game  sounds  very  similar 
to  hunter-gatherer  times 
of  our  own  human  history 
-  except  thousands,  if  not 
millions  of  years  into  the 
future. 

This  is  where  the 
existential  crisis  comes 
in:  when  we  are  able  to 
create  a  simulation  of  an 
endless  cosmos,  with  lush, 
realistic  details  and  physics 
like  our  own,  should  we 
then  question  or  worry  if 
we  are  then  a  product  of  a 
simulation  as  well? 

If  us,  right  now  in  2016, 
can  create  a  three-di¬ 
mensional  universe  with 
just  computers  in  a  small 
office  building,  imagine 
what  future  generations 
can  do  with  theorized 
planet-sized  computers. 

If  I  had  to  take  a  guess, 

I’d  say  they’d  be  able  to 
create  a  realistic,  life¬ 
like,  three  dimensional 
simulation  that  looks  a 
lot  like  our  own  universe. 
Call  our  “creators”  a  higher 
state  of  society,  or  gods, 
but  simulation  theory  is 
one  actively  discussed  in 
philosophy  communities 
around  the  globe,  now 
inclusive  with  the  popular 
No  Man’s  Sky. 

This  introduces  an 


ordeal  of  technoethics  and 
technomoralism.  Whether 
it’s  ethically  or  morally 
correct  to  create  different 
favored  universes  where 
big  decisions  and  mistakes 
don’t  matter  in  the  long 
term,  because  simulations 
can  be  restarted.  Where  to 
the  simulated,  those  same 
decisions  can  be  utterly 
catastrophic.  It’s  an  issue 
that  we  have  to  discuss 
now  and  discuss  in  the  fu¬ 
ture,  to  see  changes  in  who 
we  become  and  what  we 
create  compared  against 
those  facts. 

I  don’t  know  what  the 
future  will  bring.  I  don’t 
know  if  we’re  actually 
living  in  a  simulation 
right  now.  But  what  I  do 
know  is  that  this  introduc¬ 
tion  into  more  realistic, 
life-like  games,  is  only 
scratching  the  surface  of 
what’s  to  come.  The  viral 
hit  of  virtual  reality  is  just 
another  checkmark  on  the 
laundry  list  of  immers¬ 
ing  ourselves  totally  into 
games.  I  believe  that  just 
like  anything  else,  there 
will  be  a  few  hiccups  along 
the  way  -  everything 
that  No  Man’s  Sky  didn’t 
include  -  but  when  we 
get  there  and  we  improve, 
the  end  result  will  blow 
our  potentially-simulated 
minds.

The  Chaparral’s  Men’s

Ibtihaj  Muhammad:  My  Favorite  American  at  #RIO2016

Ibtihaj  Muhammad 
won  a  bronze  medal,  but 
the  fact  that  she  became 
the  first  American  Olym¬ 
pian  to  compete  wearing 
a  hijab,  thereby  breaking 
a  major  barrier,  is  the  sim¬ 
ple  reason  why  she  was  my 


favorite  American  at  Rio 
2016.  Muslim  women  are 
required  to  wear  the  hi¬ 
jab,  a  veil  that  covers  the 
head  when  they  are  in  the 
presence  of  adult  males 
outside  their  immediate 
family.  This  religious  re¬ 
quirement  runs  contrary 
to  jersey  regulations  pre¬ 
scribed  by  major  sporting 
federations,  a  rule  that  has 
prevented  thousands  of 
Muslim  American  women 
from  engaging  in  sports. 

She  also  became  the 
first  female  Muslim 
American  to  win  an  Olym¬ 
pic  medal.  This  is  the  same 
reason  why  Oscar  Pistori- 
us,  a  South  African  athlete 
with  amputated  legs  who 
competed  in  non-disabled 
sprint  events,  was  my  fa¬ 


vorite  athlete  who  com¬ 
peted  at  London  2012. 

Muhammad  stood  up 
among  many  athletes  and 
proved  America’s  tolerance 
and  diversity.  The  promo¬ 
tion  of  peace  and  unity, 
regardless  of  a  person’s 
religion  or  race,  has  been 
the  purpose  of  the  Olym¬ 
pic  Games  since  its  first 
modern  event  in  1896.  She 
emphatically  showed  how 
anything  is  possible  with 
perseverance  and  she  in¬ 
spired  many  Muslim  ath¬ 
letes  who  won’t  play  sports 
due  to  harsh  laws  that 
prohibit  the  use  of  hijabs. 

I  am  in  no  way  trying 
to  play  down  on  the  great 
individual  performanc¬ 
es  by  Kerry  Walsh,  Ally- 
son  Felix,  Katie  Ledecky, 


Simone  Biles  and  Michael 
Phelps,  or  the  excellent 
display  by  the  women’s 
basketball  team.  Every 
athlete  who  represented 
the  United  States  in  Rio 
merits  my  commendation. 
However,  when  an  athlete 
endures  extra  hurdles  to 
make  it  onto  the  Olympics 
stage,  that  kind  of  perse¬ 
verance  is  what  being  at 
the  Olympics  is  all  about. 

Islam  is  unarguably 
controversial  in  U.S.  pol¬ 
itics  and  news,  with  Mu¬ 
hammad  herself  answer¬ 
ing  questions  and  trying 
to  dispel  the  disgusting 
stereotypes  about  her  re¬ 
ligion.  Playing  in  Rio  has 
definitely  inspired  thou¬ 
sands  of  young  female 
Muslim  athletes  that  they 


can  do  whatever  their  pas¬ 
sion  is,  including  sports. 

Here  are  the  hypotheti¬ 
cal:  Imagine  female  Mus¬ 
lim  athletes  being  accept¬ 
ed  without  any  hurdles 
because  of  their  religious 
values,  like  the  way  we 
celebrate  Muhammad  Ali 
and  Kareem  Abdul  Jab- 
bar.  Choosing  to  ignore 
their  muslim  faith  would 
help  our  world  see  many 
great  Muslim  athletes. 

In  2014,  the  Qatari 
women’s  basketball  team 
withdrew  from  the  Asian 
games  in  South  Korea 
after  a  decision  disallow¬ 
ing  them  to  wear  a  hijab 
during  matches.  In  2011, 
the  Iranian  women’s  soc¬ 
cer  team  withdrew  from 
an  Olympics  qualifying 


match  because  they  wore 
a  hijab.

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UFC202:  Still  bored

The  foundation  in  which 
the  Ultimate  Fighting 
Championship  (UFC) 
is  impressed  upon  is  be¬ 
coming  brittle,  much  like 
the  fighters’  progressive¬ 
ly  softening  noggins.  The 
juvenile  marketing  tac¬ 
tics  employed  by  Dana 
White  and  his  constitu¬ 
ents  on  the  board  of  di¬ 
rectors,  are  an  insult  to 
the  general  public’s  in¬ 
telligence  and  will  only 
prove  to  be  detrimental  to 
mixed  martial  art’s  place 
in  mainstream  society. 

Connor  McGregor  is 
the  prime  example  of  the 
industry’s  insolence  in  its 
garnering  of  viewership.

After  a  pariah  of  ambig¬ 


uous  social  media  posts,  fa¬ 
cilitated  conflicts  with  fel¬ 
low  fighter  Nate  Diaz,  and 
press  conferences  for  no 
other  reason  than  to  make 
people  want  to  have  an 
opinion,  the  board  so  gra¬ 
ciously  allowed  McGregor 
to  fight.  The  whole  fight 
is  drawn  all  the  way  out, 
and  what  we’re  left  with 
is  the  unsatisfactory,  bor¬ 
ing  victory  via  points,  by 
an  overgrown  man-child 
whose  only  purpose  is  to 
assault  other  man-children 
for  smarter  ones  in  suites. 


Sure,  the  UFC  made  $60 
million  for  this  snooze  fest, 
but  Mayweather  put  me  to 
sleep  last  year  and  walked 
away  with  $300  million, 
and  he  didn’t  need  to  have 
a  fake  temper  tantrum  in 
order  to  have  it  happen.  All 
he  had  to  do  was  be  great. 

Anti-heroes  are  popu¬ 
lar  because  there  is  an  in¬ 
finite  amount  of  perspec¬ 
tives  to  choose  from.

This  is  why  the  UFC  isn’t 
as  great  as  it  could  be:  it 
isn’t  as  authentic  as  it  pre¬ 
tends  to  be.  It  tricks  its 
audience  into  buying  into 
the  connotation.  The  odds 
aren’t  insurmountable;  the 


primordial  fulfillment  we 
experience  while  watching 
these  men  pummel  one 
another  is  limited  because 
of  these  senseless  stipula¬ 
tions.  Imagine  an  MMA 
fight  where  the  wi niter 
was  to  receive  $300  mil¬ 
lion.  Where  they  didn’t 
have  to  cause  a  public  nui¬ 
sance  just  to  garner  low 
bearing  fruit.  Imagine  if 
all  it  was  about  was  the 
fight.  The  two  men  enter¬ 
ing  that  octagon  would 
enter  with  the  adrenaline 
needed  to  kill  10  men. 

When  it  becomes  so 
abundantly  clear  they’ll 
say  anything  for  viewer- 
ship,  you  have  to  quest^gn 
their  integrity  as  a  whole.

Do  you  really 
think  it  was  all  an  accident 
that  all  of  those  alterca¬ 
tions,  transgressions,  and 
conflicts  occurred,  caught 
your  attention,  established 
the  success  for  the  ev^it 
itself,  and  brokered  the 
deal  for  the  federation?

College  of  DuPage 
President  Ann  Rondeau 
mistakenly  announced 
during  the  Aug.  1 8 
Board  of  Trustees  meet¬ 
ing  that  the  Illinois  Audi¬ 
tor  General’s  report  had 
been  received  and  was 
ready  to  be  looked  over 
by  the  board.  However, 
after  much  persistence 
by  fellow  board  mem¬ 
bers  to  see  the  report 
in  the  days  following, 
Chairwoman  Deanne 
Mazzochi  revealed  that 
no  final  report  exists.. 

“President  Rondeau’s 


statement  was  an  error; 
we  do  not  have  a  final 
report  from  the  auditor 
general’s  office,”  Maz¬ 
zochi  said  during  the 
board’s  Aug.  29  meeting. 

Rondeau  then  stated 
in  an  email  she  expects 
the  office  of  the  auditor 
general  to  release  the 
finalized  report  within 
the  following  months. 

“I  hope  they  release  it 
within  the  fourth  quar¬ 
ter  of  this  year,”  she 
said.  “The  auditor  gen¬ 
eral  is  in  complete  con¬ 
trol  of  their  report;  I  do 


not  know  their  internal 
processes.”  Until  the 
changes  are  finalized, 
the  draft  of  the  audit 
will  not  be  discussed  or 
distributed  amongst  the 
trustees. 

“We  are  all  under  con¬ 
fidentiality  obligations 
during  the  pendency  of 
that  report,”  Mazzochi 
said. 

The  Auditor  General 
is  required  by  the  Illi¬ 
nois  State  Auditing  Act 
to  conduct  a  financial 
examination  of  every 
state  agency.  Occurring 


at  least  once  every  two 
years,  the  audits  inform 
the  public  and  the  state 
of  the  agency’s  spend¬ 
ing  habits.  The  auditor 
general  also  evaluate 
the  agency’s  compliance 
with  the  state  and  feder¬ 
al  rules  and  regulations. 

Trustee  Dianne  Mc¬ 
Guire  brought  the  issue 
to  fight  by  addressing 
Rondeau  and  Mazzochi 
during  the  public  com¬ 
ments  portion  of  the 
Aug.  29  board  meeting. 
After  multiple  different 
requests  throughout  the 


week  following  the  Aug. 
1 8  meeting,  McGuire 
came  to  the  realization 
that  she  would  not  get 
her  hands  on  the  report. 

“How  can  I  perform 
my  responsibilities  as  a 
trustee,  if  I  am  not  pro¬ 
vided  with  the  informa¬ 
tion  to  do  my  job?”  she 
asked  Rondeau.  “I  had 
hoped  that  this  kind  of 
behavior  was  behind  us, 
and  that  the  Clean  Slate 
members  would  live  by 
their  election  promises 
to  be  accountable  and 
transparent.  That  report 


exists;  it’s  here  on  this 
campus.  Some  of  you 
have  seen  it  and  some  of 
us  have  not.” 

Mazzochi  responded 
by  reiterating  the  fact 
that  there  is  no  actual 
report. 

“I  am  aware  that  peo¬ 
ple  have  been  request¬ 
ing  materials  as  a  con¬ 
sequence  of  President 
Rondeau’s  erroneous 
statement.  However, 
nobody  is  keeping  you 
from  seeing  any  final  re¬ 
port.”

Career  Services  conducts  first 
Fall  Self  Directed  Search  workshop

With  the  prevailing 
unpredictable  nature 
of  the  economy,  en¬ 
thusiastic  high  school 
graduates  aren’t  just 
concerned  about  the 
excitements  they  expe¬ 
rience  in  college.  The 
real  issue  over  the  years 
has  been  how  much 
money  a  person  will 
make  after  college  and 
whether  or  not  it  will 
be  enough.  Even  smart 
high  school  students 
who  boast  about  having 
a  mind  made  up  about 
a  college  major  still  face 
this  dilemma  when  the 
economy  isn’t  support¬ 
ing  their  desired  career. 
For  many,  this  situation 
is  nerve-racking  leading 
to  wasted  college  years 
caused  by  a  change  of 
major,  while  few  get  a 
taste  of  college  life  be¬ 
ing  an  undecided  major. 

Meeting  with  a  coun¬ 
selor,  exploring  inter¬ 
ests,  abilities,  values  and 
desired  lifestyle  have 
helped  thousands  who 
have  walked  through 
the  walls  of  Chaparral 
Country  settle  this  in¬ 
ternal  conflict.  Career 
Services,  a  department 
here  at  College  of  DuP¬ 
age  that  serves  as  a  link 
between  job  seekers 
and  the  business  com¬ 
munity,  recently  kicked 
off  their  regular  Self 
Directed  Search  work¬ 
shop  on  Aug.  30  .  The 
workshop’s  basic  aim 
was  to  help  students 
shape  themselves  as  it 
relates  to  choosing  a 
college  career.  Partic¬ 
ipants  learned  how  to 
use  a  self-directed  as¬ 
sessment  results  in  ca¬ 
reer  development,  ways 
to  understand  strategies 


for  gathering  occupa¬ 
tional  information,  and 
how  to  use  COD  re¬ 
sources  to  assist  in  a  job 
search.  They  completed 
a  career  assessment  and 
later  reviewed  occupa¬ 
tional  information  to 
learn  income  and  job 
growth  data. 

Students  and  commu¬ 
nity  members  learned 
how  to  identify  their 
next  career  goal,  what 
employers  are  looking 
for,  the  effects  of  the 
global  national  trend, 
and  they  were  urged  to 
take  advantage  of  the 
Learning  Commons. 
“Your  career  is  what 
you  want  to  do  8  hours 
a  day,  and  not  just  a  la¬ 
belled  profession,”  said 
Stephanie  Wilcox  from 
Career  Services. 

Students  who  partici¬ 
pated  felt  pleased  about 
the  opportunities  made 
available  through  Ca¬ 
reer  Services  at  COD. 
“What  really  helped  me 
was  listening  to  what 
Stephanie  had  to  say 
about  what  one  should 
think  about  when  con¬ 
sidering  a  certain  career 
or  job,”  said  Victoria 
Mendez,  an  undecided 
major  student  at  COD. 
“I  really  kept  in  mind 
when  she  told  us  that 
when  picking  out  a  ca¬ 
reer  choice  to  ask  our¬ 
selves,  ‘Would  I  like 
doing  this  for  eight  or 
more  hours  in  a  day?’ 
To  me,  that  really  made 
me  think  about  wheth¬ 
er  or  not  a  specific  ca¬ 
reer  choice  would  make 
me  happy  or  not.  It 
made  me  realize  that 
yes,  money  or  salary 
is  important,  but  that 
I  also  have  to  put  that 


aside  and  also  consider 
whether  or  not  I  would 
mind  doihg  certain 
tasks  of  the  job.” 

Students  here  at 
COD  are  responsive 
to  opportunities  pro¬ 
vided  through  Career 
Services.  “Our  individ¬ 
ual  appointments  with 
Career  Specialists  are 
often  booked  out  over 
a  week  in  advance  and 
workshops  and  career 
fairs  are  quite  popu¬ 
lar  for  learning  those 
important  networking, 
resume  creation  and  in¬ 
terviewing  skills,”  said 
Steve  Guslis,  Manager 
Career  Services.  “How¬ 
ever,  we  always  invite 
and  encourage  more 
students  to  take  advan¬ 
tages  of  the  services  we 
offer.” 

Currently,  COD  pro¬ 
vides  updated  links  to 
the  Bureau  of  Labor

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Reflecting  on  30 
years  of  art

This  year  is  not 
just  a  celebration  of 
COD’s  50th  year, 
but  the  30th  anniver¬ 
sary  of  professional 
art  being  on  campus. 

Before  COD’s  art  gal¬ 
lery  was  known  as  the 
Cleve  Carney  Art  Gal¬ 
lery,  it  was  the  Gahlberg 
Gallery,  named  after 
William  E.  Gahlberg, 
a  suburban  developer 
and  avid  art  collector 
for  1 1  years  before  ren¬ 
ovations  provided  by 
philanthropist  and  art 
collector  Cleve  Carney 
in  2012.  Before  2001, 


the  gallery  was  sim¬ 
ply  the  “The  Art  Cen¬ 
ter  Gallery”  until  the 
MAC  was  built  in  1986. 

This  year  marks  the 
30th  year  a  gallery 
has  been  on  campus, 
providing  art  for  ed¬ 
ucation  and  for  cul¬ 
ture  for  three  decades. 

In  light  of  the  celebra¬ 
tory  anniversary,  the  gal¬ 
lery  has  opened  its  latest 
exhibition:  “Long  View 
/  Long  Game”  curated 
by  Brandon  Alvendia, 
which  runs  until  Oct.  1 . 

The  exhibition  dis¬ 
plays  artwork  from  the 


30  years  the  art  collec¬ 
tion  has  been  growing 
so  community  mem¬ 
bers  may  see  the  jour¬ 
ney  art  has  taken  as 
well  as  the  gallery  itself. 

Justin  Witte  became 
the  gallery’s  new  di¬ 
rector  last  year,  and  he 
has  already  immersed 
himself  in  its  history. 

“Lrom  the  beginning, 
when  Eileen  Broido 
was  the  director,  the 
gallery  has  been  known 
as  a  top  center  for  con¬ 
temporary  art,”  said 
Witte.  “Barbara  Wiesen 
was  the  second  direc¬ 


tor  of  the  space  and 
did  exceptional  work 
in  building  on  the  rep¬ 
utation  Eileen  started.” 

Broido,  an  avid  art  col¬ 
lector,  was  the  gallery’s 
first  director  and  has 
donated  multiple  pieces 
for  the  gallery’s  perma¬ 
nent  collection  as  well  as 
beginning  its  reputation. 
Barbara  Wiesen  ran  the 
gallery  through  its  es¬ 
tablishment  as  the  Gahl¬ 
berg  Gallery  to  its  first 
years  as  Cleve  Carney. 

In  that  time,  the 
galleries  have  been 
graced  with  excep¬ 


tional  works  including 
over  1 00  polaroids  by 
Andy  Warhol,  perspec¬ 
tive  pieces  by  Amy  Vo¬ 
gel  and  an  entire  Na¬ 
tive  American  artwork 
collection  in  archives. 

“What  a  better  way 
to  expose  and  educate 
the  community  to  the 
advancement  of  the 
visual  arts  than  having 
a  professional  art  gal¬ 
lery  on  a  community 
college  campus,”  said 
Wiesen  in  an  interview 
with  COD  in  2013. 

Not  only  does  the 
gallery  display  works 


through  the  years,  but 
Alvendia  has  provided 
an  interactive  piece  for 
the  community:  a  time 
capsule.  Students  and 
the  public  may  place 
anything  they’d  like 
into  the  time  capsule 
to  represent  the  cur¬ 
rent  time.  The  capsule 
is  set  to  be  opened  30 
years  into  the  future. 

“this  is  a  quote  from 
the  curator  about  the 
time  capsule  and  how 
cool  it  is  and  it’ll  end  the 
piece  on  a  very  neat-o 
line  or  two  or  three”

“To  be  an  effective 
meditation  teacher,  one 
must  engage  in  regular 
meditation  practice.  I 
practice  meditation 


for  all  the  wonderful 
benefits  it  has  to  offer, 
from  stress  reduction  to 
finding  a  greater  sense 
of  peace  within.  As  a 
meditator  and  mindful¬ 
ness  practitioner,  I  per¬ 
sonally  believe  in  the 
benefits  of  meditation 
and  mindfulness.  If  I 
did  not  experience  any 
benefits  from  mindful¬ 
ness  meditation  prac¬ 
tice,  I  honestly  would 
not  be  recommending 
it  to  others.” 

From  personally  ex¬ 
periencing  the  benefits, 
Emano  believes  that 
meditation  could  be 
an  answer  for  many 


students  that  they  have 
yet  to  discover. 

“Through  regular 
practice,  students  can 
potentially  learn  to  bet¬ 
ter  relate  to  school  and 
life  stressors  so  as  not  to 
exacerbate  their  stress 
and  levels  of  anxiety,” 
explained  Emano. 

“Students  can  learn 
to  better  concentrate 
on  their  studies  and 
things  important  to 
them.  Students  can 
potentially  learn  to  be 
more  present  rath¬ 
er  than  be  vexed  by 
things  of  the  past  or 
the  future.  Students 
can  also  learn  to  better 


accept  the  things  they 
can’t  control  and,  as  a 
result,  experience  less 
suffering.  Students  can 
learn  to  value  being  in 
the  moment  no  matter 
what  experience  is,  and 
by  doing  so  know  they 
can  fully  live  in  the 
present.” 

Meditation  as  a  way 
to  relieve  stress  may 
not  seem  like  it  could 
work  with  everybody, 
but  McKenzie  and 
Emano  truly  believe 
that  through  the  weekly 
guided  meditations, 
anybody  can  be  affect¬ 
ed  by  the  peace  medita¬ 
tion  may  bring. 


“I  believe  everyone 
has  the  potential  to 
meditate,  regardless  of 
how  distractible  they 
may  be,”  said  Emano. 
“There  are  some  who 
say  they  can’t  meditate 
because  their  mind  is 
too  busy  and  can’t  seem 
to  be  still.  Meditation, 
as  some  gurus  would 
say,  is  like  an  exercise 
of  the  mind.  Medita¬ 
tion  works  out  the  mind 
in  the  same  way  going 
to  die  gym  workouts 
the  body.”

According  to  Washington  Post  Editor  Marty  Baron,  journalists  today  have 
extreme  workloads.  In  an  interview  with  the  World  Association  of  News¬ 
papers  and  News  Publishers  he  explains,  “They  have  to  do  their  tradi¬ 
tional  reporting.  They  have  to  participate  in  social  media.  They  have  to 
produce  a  wire  service  available  24  hours  a  day.  They  have  to  be  responsi- 
ble  for  video.  You  name  it,  they’re  involved  in  it.  It’s  a  lot  to  ask.” 

3.  A  newspaper  reaches  out  to  a  broader 
online  audience  with  ttcute  articles. 

Because  who  doesn’t  want  to  see  photos  of  a  horse  liigh-hving  an  otter,  or 
a  video  of  a  baby  eating  pizza  for  the  first  time.  Some  publications  have 
even  started  their  own  section  for  these  types  of  articles,  like  Huffington 
Post  with  their  good  news  section  dubbed  What  s  Working. 

4.  Paper  is  so  last  year. 

Everything  and  everyone  is  going  paperless.  People  read  on  their 
tablets,  or  listen  to  audiobooks.  They  get  their  news  from  the  inter¬ 
net,  whether  that  be  a  newspaper’s  app  or  Twitter  feed.  It  s  great 
because  you  can  save  the  planet  one  tree  at  a  time!  You  might  be 
giving  yourself  cancer  from  holding  a  smartphone  in  your  hand 
24/7,  but  it’s  a  small  price  to  pay  for  the  environment.

5.  It’s  not  possible  to  make  stacks  on  stacks  on  stacks. 

Advertisements  are  the  main  source  of  revenue  for  a  newspaper.  According  to 
Advertising  Age,  on  online  publication  about  advertisements  in  common  day 
media,  print  ads  bring  in  far  more  revenue  than  online  ones.  Take  Men’s  Health 
magazine  for  example.  Thirty  percent  of  their  annual  revenue  comes  from 
printed  advertisements,  whereas  only  4  percent  comes  from  digital  ones.  The 
Atlantic  doesn’t  make  a  profit  at  this  time,  but  one  of  the  reasons  they  are  able 
to  stay  afloat  is  from  making  3 1  percent  of  their  revenue  in  print  advertising,  as 
opposed  to  the  10  percent  from  digital  advertisements.

Once  a  month  I 
wake  up  startled  in 
the  middle  of  the 
night.  My 
sweaty  hair  is 
matted  to  my 
forehead  and 
there  is  a  sharp 
pain  in  my 
side.  “It’s  hap¬ 
pening,”  I  whis¬ 
per  to  myself, 
as  I  gingerly  pick 
myself  up  out  of 
bed  and  tiptoe  to 
the  bathroom  so  as 
not  to  wake  anyone. 

I  turn  on  the  lights, 
and  it’s  a  crime  scene. 
In  a  sudden  state  of 
awakeness  I  realize: 
I’ve  gotten  my  period. 

I  have  been  living 
this  hell  since  I  was 
13.  My  period  would 
come  and  go,  surpris¬ 
ing  me  and  scaring 
me  half  to  death 
every  time,  and  I’ve 
never  quite  gotten  use 
to  it.  I  happen  to  be 
one  of  those  people 
who  experience  this 
special  time  at  such 
an  extreme  level, 
and  it  dictated 
how  I  could 
live  my  life. 

I  started 
my journey 
with  the 
standard 
beginner-level 
feminine  product: 
the  sanitary  pad.  This 
giant  diaper-like  un¬ 
derwear  attachment 
left  me  with  a  camel 
toe  the  size  of  an  ac¬ 
tual  camel’s  toe,  and 
no  coverage.  Sure 
it  covers  the  blood’s 
main  pathway,  but 
has  little  to  no  cov¬ 
erage  in  what  my 
friends  and  I  dubbed 


“the  splash  zone.” 
This  is  the  area  right 
in  front  of  or  behind 
the  pad,  where  the 
blood  would  creep 
and  leave  behind 
bizarre,  Jackson 
Pollock-esque 
stains. 

While  the 
idea  of 
sticking 
a  tampon 
where  the 
sun  don’t  shine 
freaked  me  out  at 
the  time,  I  refused 
to  walk  around  with 
stains  on  my  pants. 

I  would  often  stick 
three  to  four  pads  in 
my  underwear,  essen¬ 
tially  covering  every 
surface  so  I  wouldn’t 
have  to  worry.  This 
was  effective,  but  I’m 
pretty  sure  I  was  the 
only  eighth  grader 
at  my  school  who 
was  concerned  about 
diaper  rash. 

Coming  into  high 
school  was 
hard,  because 
all  of  my 
friends 
started 
using 
tam¬ 
pons. 

I  could 
no  longer 
send  an  SOS  text 
asking  to  borrow  a 
pad.  It  was  a  truly 
scary  time,  one  where 
there  were  no  backup 
plans.  If  I  was  out 
of  pads,  I  was  out  of 
luck. 

Still,  I  managed  to 
get  to  the  summer 
before  my  senior  year, 
when  I  went  to  my 
first  pool  party  that 
fell  on  one  of  the 


days  of  my  period.  I 
called  my  best  friend 
at  the  time  to  come 
over  a  few  hours 
early,  and  we  went  to 
the  drugstore  to  buy 
tampons. 

Probably  due  to  the 
lack  of  sex  education 
I  had  received  in 
school  over  the  years, 
I  had  no  idea  what 
to  purchase.  Sure, 
“light”  and  “regular” 
tampons  made  sense, 
but  what  in  the  world 
was  “super?”  The 
only  reference  I  had 
was  that  one  quote 
in  “Mean 
Girls” 
about 
hav¬ 
ing  a 
“wide 
set 

vagina,” 
and  I  was 
pretty  sure  I 
didn’t  have  one 
of  those. 

We  returned  to  my 
house,  and  she  talked 
me  through  inserting 
a  tampon  through 
my  bathroom  door.  I 
laughed.  I  cried;  all  in 
all  it  was  a  life-chang¬ 
ing  experience. 

We  got  dressed 
and  went  to  the 
party.  I  felt  so 
grown  up,  like 
I  had  a  little 
secret. 

That  is,  un¬ 
til  I  jumped 
into  the 
pool.  Funny 
thing  about 
tampons: 
they  soak  up 
liquid,  and 
they  do  it  fast.  Very 
quickly  it  ballooned 
out  and,  unbe¬ 


knownst  to  me,  shot 
out  of  my  swimsuit. 

Needless  to  say  I 
was  mortified.  I  went 
home  that  night  cry¬ 
ing,  and  determined 
to  figure  out  how  to 
use  tampons  properly. 

As  the  years  passed, 
I  grew  quite  comfort¬ 
able  with  tampons. 

I  thought  I  was  a 
period  master.  That 
is,  until  I  stumbled 
upon  a  Youtube  video 
about  menstrual  cups. 

What 
are  men- 
I  strual 

rw  cups? 

They’re 
flexible 
silicone 
cups  you  use 
to  contain 
your  blood 
flow  during  your 
period.  Unlike 
mainstream  feminine 
products,  they  don’t 
absorb  the  blood; 
they  catch  it,  leaving 
less  likelihood  for 
leaks  or  potential 
health  issues. 

Toxic  Shock  Syn¬ 
drome  (TSS)  is  a 
huge  concern  for 
tampon  users.  TSS 
is  a  life-threaten¬ 
ing  complication 
of  certain  types  of 
bacterial  infections. 
According  to  the 
leading  tampon 
brand  Playtex, 
There  is  risk 
of  TSS  to  all 
women  using 
tampons 
during  their 
menstrual 
period.” 

There  is  no  risk  of 
TSS  for  cup  users. 

This  is  because  it 


starts  when  the  tam¬ 
pon  absorbs  fluids 
that  aren’t  meant 
to  be  absorbed. 
There  are  lots 
of  good 
bacteria 
that 


should 
stay  in 
the  vagi¬ 
na  to  keep  it 
healthy  and  void 
of  bad  bacteria,  but  a 
tampon  just  absorbs 
them,  leaving  an 
opportunity  for  bad 
bacteria  to  enter. 

The  way  you  posi¬ 
tion  a  menstrual  cup 
leaves  it  sitting  right 
below  your  cervix. 
Because  of  this,  it’s 
also  healthy  and  safe 
to  have  sexual  inter¬ 
corse  while  wearing  a 
cup,  if  you  so  chose. 
Just  be  sure  you  use 
protection  because 
it  will  not  keep  you 
safe  from  STDs  or  an 
unwanted  pregnancy. 

Menstrual  cup 
wearers  are  able 
to  re¬ 
lax  on 
their 
period. 

There 
are  no 
chance 
of  leaks, 
because 
the  cup  is 

designed  to  create  a 
suction.  It  also  has  a 
ton  of  space  to  hold 
the  blood.  I,  person¬ 
ally,  have  never  come 
close  to  filling  one, 
and  I  only  change 
mine  twice  a  day. 

The  most  amazing 
thing  about  menstru¬ 


al  cups,  and  reusable 
feminine  products  in 
general,  is  the  cost. 

I  purchased  my  Eva 

Gup  for  $18.99,  but 
there  are  numerous 
other  companies 
that  sell  menstru¬ 
al  cups  ranging 
from  $15.99  to 
$59.00.  While 
this  might 
seem  like  a  lot 
of  money  to 
shell  out  over 
one  small 
product, 

I  can  tell  you  the 
savings  overall  make 
it  more  than  worth 
it,  as  a  cup  can  last 
up  to  10  years.  A  box 
of  tampons  gener¬ 
ally  costs  $  1 0  a  box, 
which  means  that 
over  the  course  of  1 0 
years,  that’s  $1,200 
spent  on  disposable 
products. 

While  an  insertable 
feminine  product 
might  not  be  up  your 
alley,  there  are  always 
reusable  options  that 
are  safer,  healthier, 
and  more  comfort¬ 
able  to 
use. 

Many  of 
the  reusable 
products  you 
see  today  were 
made  by  people 
who  know  what  it’s 
like  to  have  a  brutal 
week  once  a  month, 
and  they  just  want  to 
make  it  easier  for  the 
rest  of  us. 

So  next  time  your 
Aunt  Flow  rolls 
around,  try  a  reusable 
menstrual  cup!  Your 
body  will  thank  you. 
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Coca-Cola  Cocaine  Conundrum

According  to  various 
news  outlets  across  the 
world,  800  pounds  of 
high  quality  cocaine 
have  been  found  in  a 
Coca-Cola  plant,  near 
the  Mediterranean 
France.  The  value  of 
the  bust  ranges  between 
S 1 2.5-S56  million  US 
dollars,  which,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  BBC,  makes 
it  one  of  the  largest 
drug  busts  in  France’s 
history.

The  cocaine-free 
leaves  are  sold  to  The 
Coca-Cola  Company, 
while  the  cocaine  is 
sold  to  Mallinckrodt,  a 


pharmaceutical  firm, 
for  medicinal  purposes. 

So  what  you  have 
here  are  three  entities 
directly  benefiting  from 
each  other’s  existences, 
while  also  maintaining 
exclusive  legal  rights 
to  one  of  the  most 
addictive  drugs  on  the 
face  of  the  planet,  not 
to  mention  the  one  of 
the  ONLY  drugs  that 
causes  permanent  brain 
damage.  And  they  just 
happen  to  find  $50 
million  dollars’  worth 


of  prime  fish  scale  chi- 
va,  and  expect  people 
to  think  that  this  was 
somehow  an  accident?

The  Chaparral’s 
men’s  football  team 
experienced  monu¬ 
mental  success  in  their 
game  versus  University 
of  Wisconsin  -  Oshkosh 
JV  on  Sunday,  Sept.  4. 
The  game  ended  with 
a  score  of  48-0,  com¬ 
pletely  decimating  any 
preconceived  notions 
I  had  about  the  team. 
The  Chaps  scored  two 
touchdowns  in  the  first 
quarter,  two  in  the 
third,  and  a  whopping 
two  touchdowns  and 
two  field  goals  to  wrap 
up  the  fourth.  They 


hardly  even  let  the  oth¬ 
er  team  touch  the  ball, 
and  showed  no  remorse 
towards  the  end  of  the 
game  when  it  was  clear 
victory  was  imminent. 
They  drove  them  into 
the  pavement. 

It’s  clear  where  their 
success  derived  from. 
Quarterback  No.  1 2 
Tavion  Pauldo  man¬ 
aged  to  complete  1 0  of 
1 2  passes,  while  Quar¬ 
terback  No.  2  Evan 
Scales  completed  9  of 
1 4.  Between  the  two 
of  them,  they  accu¬ 
mulated  a  total  of  3 1 6 


yards,  netting  them  two 
touchdowns  each.

Consumers  and  other 
social  media  enthusiasts 
have  taken  to  their  var¬ 
ious  internet  platforms 
to  express  their  distress 
over  Cohn  Kaepernick, 
quarterback  for  the  San 
Francisco  49ers.  He  re¬ 
cently  refused  to  stand 
for  the  national  anthem 
during  an  NFL  game. 
In  a  press  conference, 
Cohn  said  he  made  this 
decision  because  “I  am 
not  going  to  stand  up  to 
show  pride  in  a  flag  for 
a  country  that  oppresses 
black  people  and  people 
of  color.

A 
guy  that  has  been  given 
so  much  by  this  country 
and  sacrificed  so  little, 
should  have  more  re¬ 
spect.  You  can  protest 
and  do  it  respectfully. 
He  chose  not  to.” 

His  words  stretched 
my  eyes  wide  open.  It’s 
always  easy  to  consider 
your  own  perspective, 
you  do  so  whether  you're 
aware  of  it  or  not.  But  as 
i  tried  to  self  insert  into 
his  position,  I  realized  I 


could  never  understand 
the  magnitude  of  the 
commitment  and  ded¬ 
ication  of  someone  in 
the  armed  forces;  and 
therefore  had  no  right- 
by  my  own  standards, 
morals,  and  practices  - 
to  even  comment  on  the 
matter. 

When  I  told  Gilbert 
how  his  words  had  af¬ 
fected  me  and  my  per¬ 
spective,  he  went  on 
to  provide  further  in¬ 
sight  into  the  mind  of 
a  man  fully  dedicated 
to  nationalism,  and  the 
American  ideal. 

“It's  his  right  to  free¬ 
dom  of  speech  but  that's 
because  of  the  men  and 
women  that  are  the  true 
heroes  of  this  country,” 
said  Gilbert.  “I  am  not 
one  to  hold  back  what  I 
think.  So  let  me  tell  you, 
the  true  heroes  are  the 
ones  that  haven't  made 
it  home.  The  true  he¬ 
roes  are  the  ones  who 
wake  up  every  night 
with  nightmares  be¬ 
cause  of  what  they  have 
seen.  I  visited  Arlington 
National  Cemetery  to¬ 
day.  I  was  told  they  have 
over  400,000  grave  sites. 
400,000!  That's  400,000 
men,  women,  children, 
and  family  members 
that  have  sacrificed  so 
much  to  give  that  sor¬ 
ry  excuse  his  freedoms. 
You're  right...  He  has 
the  right  to  sit  down. 
But  the  true  question 
is...  Should  he?” 

“Should  he  disrespect 


my  flag  and  my  brothers 
and  sisters?  Should  he 
be  able  to  do  the  equiv¬ 
alent  of  spitting,  stomp¬ 
ing  on,  and  burning  my 
flag?  Hell  no,”  Gilbert 
continued  “I  and  many 
others,  wake  up  every 
morning  and  put  a  uni¬ 
form  on  with  that  flag 
on  our  right  shoulder. 
Why?  Because  that  flag 
represents  our  country. 
That  flag  represents 
our  people.  That  flag 
represents  us  and  ev¬ 
erything  about  us.  The 
good,  the  bad,  and  the 
ugly.  Most  people  can¬ 
not  understand  that  un¬ 
til  they  have  marched 
over  1 2  miles  with  65  to 
951bs  on  your  back  with 
your  feet  bleeding  since 
mile  three.  They  do  not 
understand  until  they 
have  to  attend  a  mili¬ 
tary  funeral  and  watch 
his  son  ask  the  mother 
why  daddy  had  to  die. 
They  will  never  under¬ 
stand  until  they  have  to 
walk  down  on  an  explo¬ 
sive  device  and  wonder 
if  you'll  make  it  home 
that  day  or  smell  and  see 
what  explosives  can  do 
to  a  human  body.  Kap 
doesn't  know  what  sacri¬ 
fice  is.  Kap  doesn't  know 
what  honor,  duty,  and 
respect  is.  Standing  for 
the  National  Anthem  is 
respect.  Not  for  this  sup¬ 
posed  racist  country,  not 
for  the  supposed  racist 
cops,  but  for  the  men 
and  women  that  have 
given  everything  for  his 


worthless  opinion.” 

“Sorry  if  this  is  hard 
to  follow  or  understand, 

I  am  currently  on  a  C 1 7 
US  Air  Force  aircraft 
flying  across  the  ocean 
on  my  way  to  protect 
the  US  President.  Away 
from  my  family  and 
friends  knowing  what 
sacrifice  and  respect’' 
are.” 

My  original  intention 
in  writing  this  article 
was  to  verbally  bash 
everyone  who  paid  any¬ 
thing  Kaepernick  had 
to  say  any  mind,  but 
that’s  no  longer  my  pur¬ 
pose.  I  think  a  lot  of  the 
world’s  issues  are  rooted 
in  the  fact  that  we  can’t 
see  past  our  own  per¬ 
spectives.  We  become  so 
wrapped  up  in  trying  to 
convince  people  of  our 
convictions,  that  we  nev¬ 
er  take  the  time  to  con¬ 
sider  die  foundation  for 
other  people’s  beliefs: 
their  lives.  A  common¬ 
ality  that  we  all  share.

Developmental  math  continues  to  necessitate  much  concern

Six  years  of  stats  add 
up  to  one  key  truth  about 
College  of  DuPage  stu¬ 
dents:  They  just  aren't  that 
good  at  math. 

In  the  fall  semester  of 
2010,  only  43  percent  of 
roughly  4,500  College  of 
DuPage  students  success¬ 
fully  completed  their  de¬ 
velopmental  math  cours¬ 
es.  By  the  fall  of  2014, 
the  student  success  rate 
jumped  to  59  percent, 
leaving  COD  in  the  51st 
percentile  compared  with 
community  colleges  across 
the  nation.  Although 
there  has  been  a  marked 
improvement  since  2010, 
faculty,  administration  and 
political  leaders  continue 
to  search  for  new  solutions 
to  an  epidemic  of  math  re¬ 
luctance. 

When  Tom  Schrader 
became  associate  dean  of 
math  and  physical  scienc¬ 
es  in  July  of  2010,  one  of 
the  first  barriers  to  suc¬ 
cess  he  saw  developmental 


math  students  facing  was 
the  committee-created 
comprehensive  final  exam. 
Common  across  all  sec¬ 
tions  of  MATH  0481  and 
0482,  which  cover  basic 
and  intermediate  algebra, 
every  class  received  the 
same  standardized  test. 

“Students  were  fail¬ 
ing  that  final  exam  at  a 
tremendous  rate  because 
it  was  so  unfamiliar  to 
them,”  Schrader  said. 
“Throughout  the  semes¬ 
ter,  they  would  get  used 
to  the  format  and  styling 
of  their  specific  profes¬ 
sor’s  tests.  So  when  all  of 
a  sudden  they’re  presented 
with  this  standardized  test 
that’s  worth  40  percent 
of  their  grade,  yeah,  it’s 
definitely  going  to  create 
some  problems  for  them 
in  terms  of  performance,” 
Schrader  explains. 

By  switching  to  instruc¬ 
tor-created  final  exams, 
Schrader  and  the  develop¬ 
mental  math  faculty  saw 


an  improvement  right  off 
the  bat.  Although  many 
factors  went  into  the  jump 
in  success  since  2010, 
Schrader  attributes  this 
restructuring  of  the  final 
exam  as  a  main  contribu¬ 
tor. 

COD  requires  students 
to  take  non-credit  devel¬ 
opmental  math  courses  if 
they  do  not  meet  the  qual¬ 
ifications  for  college-level 
math.  Only  after  passing 
the  developmental  class¬ 
es  can  students  begin  to 
work  towards  earning 
their  college  math  cred¬ 
its.  Currendy,  students 
must  have  a  21  or  higher 
on  their  ACT  or  a  pass¬ 
ing  grade  on  the  place¬ 
ment  test  upon  enrolling 
at  COD  in  order  to  take 
college  level  math. 

According  to  illinois- 
reportcard.com,  in  2015, 
43  percent  of  high  school 
graduates  in  district  502 
were  not  ready  for  college 
level  math,  based  on  their 


ACT  scores  of  21  or  lower. 

“Basically,  the  main 
problem  that  we’re  see¬ 
ing  is  that  students  are 
not  prepared  to  take  col¬ 
lege-level  math  when 
they  graduate  from  high 
school,”  Schrader  said. 

However,  beginning 
next  year,  the  college  will 
no  longer  use  ACT  scores 
to  determine  whether  stu¬ 
dents  are  qualified  for  col¬ 
lege-level  math.  Instead, 
the  ALEKS  (Assessment 
in  Learning  in  Knowledge 
Spaces)  Platform  will  be 
put  into  motion.  ALEKS 
is  a  web-based,  artificially 
intelligent  assessment  and 
learning  system  that  uses 
adaptive  questioning  to 
more  accurately  evaluate 
what  a  student  does  and 
doesn’t  know. 

“ALEKS  differs  from 
the  ACT  in  that  it  doesn't 
just  label  students  with  a 
number,”  Schrader  said.  It 
offers  a  more  holistic  ap¬ 
proach  to  inform  students 


what  specifically  they  need 
improvement  on,  and 
what  they  already  know.” 

Another  growing  con¬ 
cern  is  the  fact  that  high 
schools  don’t  require  their 
students  to  take  math  all 
four  years  to  graduate.  The 
issue  has  been  previously 
addressed  by  former  Illi¬ 
nois  Lt.  Gov.  Sheila  Si¬ 
mon.  Trustee  Dianne  Mc¬ 
Guire  brought  the  point 
up  during  the  Aug.  29 
board  meeting  that  Simon 
had  worked  to  pass  legis¬ 
lation  that  would  require 
students  to  remain  in 
math  classes  throughout 
their  senior  year  of  high 
school.  However,  it  was 
not  passed. 

“That  year  off  may  seem 
like  nothing  at  the  time,” 
McGuire  stated.  “But 
when  students  come  into 
their  first  year  of  college 
and  find  themselves  tak¬ 
ing  that  math  placement 
test,  it’s  like  a  foreign  lan¬ 
guage.” 


Schrader  believes  that 
changes  need  to  be  made 
at  the  most  basic  level 
when  children  are  first  in¬ 
troduced  to  math  in  order 
to  achieve  sustainable  im¬ 
provements  for  the  future. 

By  the  time  students 
reach  the  college  level,  if 
the  fundamentals  of  basic 
math  concepts  are  miss¬ 
ing,  the  chances  of  suc¬ 
cess  in  college  level  math 
courses  are  slim  to  none. 

“By  the  time  I  leave  or 
retire  from  COD  as  asso¬ 
ciate  dean,  if  there  was  one 
thing  I  would  want  to  see 
happen  it  would  be  to  have 
math  specialists  working 
in  at  least  one  of  our  ele¬ 
mentary  schools.  Similar 
to  how  art  teachers  and 
gym  teachers  operate  at 
elementary  schools,  why 
not  have  a  teacher  specifi¬ 
cally  designated  for  math? 
We  certainly  have  the  data 
to  support  making  such  a 
change.” 


Students  propose  a  mentoring  program

For  the  first  time  at 
the  College  of  DuP¬ 
age  (COD),  students  are 
about  to  roll  out  the  first 
self-runned  mentoring 
program.  The  African 
American  Students  Al¬ 
liance  (AASA),  one  of 
the  college’s  cultural  and 
ethnic  clubs  that  promote 
awareness  of  the  many  fac¬ 
ets  of  the  African  Ameri¬ 
can  culture,  has  developed 
a  program  called  “Gener¬ 
ation  X  Mentoring.”  This 
program  is  intended  to 
impact  the  lives  of  stu¬ 
dents  here  at  COD  who 
haven’t  benefitted  from  a 
mentoring  opportunity,  or 
are  in  need  of  mentorship. 
High  school  students  and 


freshman  at  COD  are  the 
targeted  initial  beneficia¬ 
ries. 

According  to  the  Men¬ 
tor,  a  national  mentoring 
partnership,  “1  in  3  young 
people  will  grow  up  with¬ 
out  a  mentor.”  Their  sta¬ 
tistics  also  show  students 
who  are  mentored  are 
likely  to  keep  up  with  their 
studies,  more  likely  to  vol¬ 
unteer  regularly,  will  be¬ 
come  mentors  themselves, 
and  stand  a  high  chance 
of  holding  leadership  po¬ 
sitions.  Clearly  there  is  a 
gap  in  mentoring  oppor¬ 
tunities,  and  the  few  who 
benefit  from  mentoring 
projects  reap  long-lasting 
benefits. 


“I  think  this  is  a  great 
idea  from  the  students’ 
level,”  said  David  Swope, 
AASA  adviser,  and  man¬ 
ager  for  the  Center  for 
Diversity  and  Inclusion. 
“It  will  help  to  spark  a 
broader  interest  in  what 
the  college  has  to  offer, 
and  place  students  on  a 
success  path  where  they 
can  excel  at  a  quality  aca¬ 
demic  rate,  connect  them 
with  professors,  and  show 
them  how  to  study.” 

Its  mission  is  to  “moti¬ 
vate,  encourage,  and  em¬ 
power  future  generations; 
so,  that  they  may  become 
positive  leaders  and  role 
models  able  to  maximize 
their  potential.”  The  pro¬ 


gram  prioritizes  academic 
achievement  and  attitudes 
towards  school  and  ed¬ 
ucation,  family  and  peer 
relationships,  civic  and 
community  involvement, 
and  many  other  pertinent 
issues  college  students  are 
faced  with. 

“We  are  going  to  tie  the 
goals  of  the  AASA,  which 
include  professionalism 
and  education,  with  the 
mentoring  program  by 
simply  showing  mentees 
how  we  do  things  here 
already,”  said  Ivan-Dante 
Perkins,  the  club’s  pres¬ 
ident.  “It  is  going  to  in¬ 
corporate  some  of  those 
things  into  their  lives.  Our 
club’s  members  have  giv¬ 


en  us  the  full  support  and 
some  are  even  willing  to 
serve  as  mentors.” 

The  club  intends  to 
make  this  program  sus¬ 
tainable  by  being  consis¬ 
tent.  Consistency  from 
their  perspective  involves 
building  a  relationship 
with  other  campus  based 
organizations,  and  other 
groups  and  schools  in  the 
COD’s  community. 

To  avoid  achieving  a 
modicum  of  success,  the 
project  focuses  on  the  di¬ 
rect  results  a  mentor-men- 
tee  relationship  will  bring 
about.  “Our  ultimate  goal 
is  the  success  and  hap¬ 
piness  of  our  mentees,” 
said  Karlesia  Pickett,  one 


of  the  program’s  founders 
and  former  president  of 
the  AASA.  “If  we  have 
one  mentee  who  chooses 
to  make  better  life  deci¬ 
sions,  who  gets  a  better 
grade  in  a  subject  they've 
struggled  with,  or  who  just 
feels  they  have  someone 
who  they  can  turn  to  for 
anything,  that's  success.” 

The  program  is  ear¬ 
marked  to  start  by  the 
end  the  semester.  It  will 
be  preceded  by  the  vetting 
and  training  of  mentors. 
Mentors  will  be  trained 
on  how  to  communicate 
effectively  with  their  men¬ 
tees  while  trying  to  handle 
difficult  situations  that 
may  arise.

It  has  been  classified  as 
public  indecency,  and 
juveniles  may  get  away 
with  disorderly  conduct. 
This  crime  is  a  Class 
A  misdemeanor.  It  is 
felonious  after  a  third 
conviction  or  subsequent 
offence.  It  will  be  a  direct 
Class  A  felony  when  car¬ 
ried  out  around  500  feet 

of  elementary  or  serond- 


ary  school  premises. 

This  is  not  the  case 
with  Italy.  The  Le  Corte 
di  Cassazione,  Italy’s 
Supreme  Court,  has  ruled 
that  masturbation  is  legal 
if  it  is  not  carried  out  in 
the  presence  of  minors. 

The  court’s  ruling 
was  triggered  by  a  case 
involving  a  69-year-old 
man  identified  as  “PL”, 
who  was  caught  on  cam¬ 
era  masturbating  in  front 
students  on  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Catania’s  campus 
in  the  southern  city  of 
Catania. 

Court  documents  stat¬ 
ed  he  “took  out  his  penis” 
and  “practiced  autoeroti¬ 
cism”  in  front  of  students. 
He  was  convicted  and 
sentenced  by  the  local 
prefect  of  Catania  and 
the  Court  of  Appeal  to 
three  months  in  prison 
and  fined  around  $3,600. 

The  Independent 


quotes  the  court’s  ruling 
by  saying  recent  govern¬ 
ment  reform  meant  “The 
act  is  not  included  in  the 
law  as  a  crime.”  In  2015, 
the  Italian  Parliament 
passed  a  law  decriminal¬ 
izing  the  offence  of  lurk¬ 
ing  in  places  frequented 
by  girls  in  order  to  be 
seen  masturbating.  Using 
this  as  a  basis  for  debate, 
the  court  exonerated  PL 
of  criminal  charges.  The 
local  prefect  of  Cata¬ 
nia  will  now  impose  an 
administrative  fine  on 
PL  between  $4,000  and 
$6,000. 

This  is  not  the  only 
country  with  a  lenient 
law  against  public 
masturbation  in  Eu¬ 
rope.  In  2013,  Sweden 
cleared  a  65-year-old 
man  for  masturbating  on 
a  beach  in  Stockholm. 
On  the  contrary,  there 
are  harsher  laws  around 


Europe  that  correspond 
with  the  international 
legal  system  to  curtail 
public  masturbation.  In 
the  United  Kingdom, 
a  person  could  be 
prosecuted  and 
sent  to  prison 
in  accordance 
with  an  1885 
legal  reform.

The  infamous  BP 
oil  spill  of  April  2010 
dumped  millions  of  bar¬ 
rels  of  oil  into  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico.  The  coasts  of  our 
southernmost  states  are 
still  facing  its  detrimental 


effects  to  this  day  and 
environmentalists  argue 
that  this  single  oil  spill 
will  have  a  lasting  impact 
on  the  region’s  marine 
life.  Thirty  percent  of  the 
total  estimated  amount  of 


oil  spilled  is  unaccounted 
for,  which  leads  some 
scientists  to  believe  it  is 
still  lingering  towards 
the  bottom  of  the  ocean, 
continually  harming 
everything  in  its  path. 

Secretary  of  State  John 
Kerry  will  be  hosting 
the  2016  Our  Oceans 
Conference  in  Washing¬ 
ton  D.C.  on  Sept.  15  and 
16  to  reinforce  the  fight 
against  the  multitude  of 
threats  our  oceans  face. 
The  conference  will  offer 
leaders  around  the  world 
to  take  note  of  the  prog¬ 
ress  that  has  been  made 
as  well  as  what  other  ini¬ 
tiatives  the  State  Depart¬ 
ment  will  put  forth  into 


motion.  U.S.  Assistant 
Secretary  of  State  Judith 
Garber  reached  out  to 
share  some  details  on  the 
upcoming  conference 
about  what  the  nation 
can  expect  to  see. 

“The  challenges  that 
our  oceans  are  facing  go 
across  all  boundaries,” 
Garber  said.  “It’s  clear 
that  we  need  to  come 
up  with  global  solutions 
and  that  is  exacdy  why 
Secretary  Kerry  first 
initiated  the  Our  Oceans 
Conference.” 

At  the  conference,  the 
United  States,  along  with 
other  attendees  will  be 
announcing  a  number 
of  new  initiatives  and 


techniques  to  further 
protect  the  ocean.  A 
myriad  of  internation¬ 
ally  recognized  speakers 
will  be  will  be  touching 
on  topics  ranging  from 
plastic  waste,  ocean  sci¬ 
ence  and  infrastructure, 
climate  change,  threats  to 
marine  life  and  nutrient 
pollution. 

Nutrient  pollution,  or 
high  levels  of  nitrogen 
and  phosphorus  in  water, 
affects  every  single  state 
in  the  United  States. 

An  excess  of  nutrient 
pollution  leads  to  unsafe 
water  for  swimming, 
fishing,  and  drinking.  It 
is  currently  one  of  the 
nation’s  leading  issues 


with  water  quality  and 
is  mainly  caused  from 
agricultural  waste  such  as 
animal  manure  and  excess 
fertilizer. 

Kerry  first  launched 
the  Our  Oceans  Confer¬ 
ence  in  2014,  which  took 
place  in  Washington  DC 
and  the  following  year  in 
Chile.  The  event  has  since 
accumulated  over  $4 
billion  from  donors  and 
sponsors.

Costa  Rica  is  accom¬ 
plishing  a  feat  that  keeps 
oil  barons  like  the  Koch 
brothers  up  at  night. 
They  have  lasted  over 
two  straight  months 
without  burning  any 
fossil  fuels  to  generate 
power.  This  is  the  first 
time  this  happened  in 
the  history  of  the  plan¬ 
et’s  existence. 

Costa  Rica’s  electricity 
comes  mostly  from  hy¬ 
dropower  and  geother¬ 
mal  sources.  Heavy  rains 
have  helped  the  nation's 
four  goliath  hydroelec¬ 
tric  dams  run  above  their 
typical  capacity,  allowing 
the  country  to  turn  off 
the  diesel  generators 
that  typically  keep  them 


running. 

This  all  sounds  well 
and  good,  but  there’s 
a  huge  stipulation 
preventing  them  from 
true  agronomical  glory: 
Costa  Rica  hasn’t 
ditched  fossil  fuels 
entirely.  The  country 
still  has  more  than  1 
million  cars  running  on 
gasoline,  which  is  why 
fossil  fuels  still  supply 
the  nation  with  over  half 
its  total  energy  needs. 
This  is  the  fact  that  gives 
the  Koch  brothers  quiet 
comfort  and  lets  them 
slip  into  slumber  in  their 
500-count  threaded 
vesicles.  The  country  also 
has  cement  plants  that 
burn  coal. 


100%  renewable  resources 


But  I  digress;  this 
should  not  devalue 
Costa  Rica’s  clear  ac¬ 
complishment.  The  fact 
that  they’re  even  able  to 
make  50  percent  of  their 
energy  clean  is  astound¬ 
ing.  It’s  an  idea  that  has 
been  talked  about  and 
researched  for  decades. 
To  see  the  concept  alive 
in  reality  reaffirms  my 
hope  for  humanity.  It 
shows  their  dedica¬ 
tion  to  an  idea  that  is 
somehow  still  deemed 
“progressive”  and  not 
“absolutely  necessary”, 
and  they  should  be  com¬ 
mended  for  their  valiant 
efforts.  I  truly  hope  that 
other  nations  follow 
suit  in  these  tumultuous 


times,  as  it’s  the  only 
way  to  save  our  planet. 

Regardless,  Costa 
Rica  shows  no  signs 
of  slowing  down  their 
improvements.  A 
massive  hydroelectric 
project  called  Reven- 
tazon,  run  by  the  Costa 
Rica  Electricity  Institute 
(ICE),  is  expected  to 
come  online  later  this 
month.  This  means  even 
more  hydro  power  is  to 
come.  According  to  Car¬ 
los  Manuel  Obregon, 
the  executive  president 
of  ICE,  the  project 
will  bring  “stable  and 
renewable  energy  for  the 
benefit  of  all  sectors  in 
the  country.”

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Carolinas  are  crying  out  over  creepy  clowns

Clowns  have  taken  over 
the  south.  For  the  past  few 
weeks,  creepy  clown  sight¬ 
ings  have  been  reported  to 
police  up  and  down  both 
North  and  South  Car¬ 
olina.  These  reports  tell 
stories  of  adults  dressed 
as  clowns,  complete  with 
big  shoes  and  shockingly 
painted  faces,  attempting 
to  lure  children  into  the 
woods  with  items  such  as 
flashing  lights,  candy  and 
even  bags  of  money. 

Both  adults  and  chil¬ 
dren  have  witnessed  these 
clowns.  According  to  Chi¬ 
cago’s  WGN-TV  News, 
the  three  most  recent 
sightings  have  occurred 
in  the  past  week,  includ¬ 
ing  one  report  of  a  clown 


wielding  a  weapon. 

These  sightings  have 
kept  people  on  edge.  Even 
horror  master  Stephen 
King  talked  about  his  fear 
of  these  clowns.  In  an  in¬ 
terview  with  Bangor  Daily 
News  he  remarked,  “If  I 
saw  a  clown  lurking  under 
a  lonely  bridge— or  peer¬ 
ing  up  at  me  from  a  sewer 
grate,  with  or  without  bal¬ 
loons-  I’d  be  scared,  too.” 

King  further  explained 
the  concern  that  is  growing 
with  these  reports.  “I  sus¬ 
pect  it’s  a  kind  of  low-level 
hysteria,  like  Slender  Man, 
or  the  so-called  Bunny 
Man,  who  purportedly 
lurked  in  Fairfax  County, 
Va.,  wearing  a  white  hood 
with  long  ears  and  attack¬ 


ing  people  with  a  hatchet 
or  an  ax.  The  clown  furor 
will  pass,  as  these  things 
do,  but  it  will  come  back, 
because,  under  the  right 
circumstances,  clowns  re¬ 
ally  can  be  terrifying.” 

This  fear  seems  to  res¬ 
onate  with  people  here  at 
College  of  DuPage  as  well. 
Hannah  Tamul,  a  nursing 
student  here  explains 
in  an  interview  that 
she  understands 
the  publics’  re¬ 
action.  “Even 
though  I’m  not 
afraid  of  them 
they  are  still 
creepy  look¬ 
ing  and  they 
do  weird 
things.” 


Some  people  are  choos¬ 
ing  to  take  matters  into 
their  own  hands.  Accord¬ 
ing  to  the  Huffington 
Post,  one  man  in  Greens¬ 
boro,  NC  claimed  to 
chase  a  clown  back  into 
the  woods  with  a 
machete.

Rob  Zombie  movie  “31,” 
but  after  being  questioned 
the  film  company,  Saban 
Films,  released  the  follow¬ 
ing  statement:  “The  com¬ 
pany  and  the  film  31  are 
not  associated  in  any  way 
with  the  creepy  clowns 
and  costumed  characters 
found  roaming  the  South.” 

Very  little  is  known 
about  these  reports,  as  po¬ 
lice  have  yet  to  gather  any 
evidence  about  the  clowns. 
That  being  said,  they  are 
taking  careful  measures  to 
keep  the  public  safe.  Chil¬ 
dren  are  being  told  not  to 
stay  out  after  dark,  and 
parents  are  warned  to  keep 
a  close  eye  on  their  kids. 

Greensboro  police  re¬ 
leased  a  statement  on 


these  events  explaining 
the  legality  of  the  situa¬ 
tion.  “Although  it  is  lawful 
to  dress  as  a  clown,  given 
the  heightened  tensions 
about  these  entertainers, 
officials  are  discouraging 
‘copycat’  behavior  by  in¬ 
dividuals  who  may  find  it 
humorous  to  mimic  sus¬ 
picious  behavior.  Copycats 
unnecessarily  alarm  the 
public  and  place  an  un¬ 
necessary  drain  on  police 
resources.” 

It  is  still  unknown 
whether  these  sightings 
will  stop  anytime  soon. 
Until  then,  the  south  will 
be  waiting  for  a  chance  to 
relax.

This  year,  the  FUEL 
Pantry,  COD’s  brand  new 
food  pantry  for  students, 
is  the  main  beneficiary 
from  the  Sunset  5K  and 
food  truck  rally.  The  FUEL

The  three-boy  band’s 
performance  played  with 
my  senses  and  excited  my 
ears  as  well  as  eyes.

From  the  outside,  Lin¬ 
coln  Hall’s  venue  is  noth¬ 
ing  special.

Lincoln  Hall’s  stage  was 
the  smallest  I’ve  ever  seen, 
but  it  was  dressed  with 
large  draping  curtains, 
marquee  letters  “LH,”  a 
mini-bar  to  the  side  and  a 
large  balcony. 

Simple  at  best,  but  the 
500-capacity  venue  had 
something  classic  and  so¬ 
phisticated  about  it. 

Two  doors  welcomed 
you  from  the  bar  area  into 
the  stage  area  when  you 
enter.  It’s  like  the  doors  are 
dragging  you  in,  enticing 
you  and  making  you  want 
to  see  the  stage  and  venue 


even  more. 

This  was  especially  true 
when  I  walked  into  Lolo’s 
opening  set. 

Usually,  I  don’t  care  for 
opening  bands,  but  Lolo’s 
vocals  are  nothing  you  can 
ignore.  From  the  moment 
I  stepped  foot  into  Lincoln 
Hall,  goosebumps  covered 
my  arms,  and  they  didn’t 
leave  for  the  duration  of 
the  concert. 

Lolo’s  voice  filled  the 
venue  with  her  huge,  pow¬ 
erhouse  vocals.  She  was 
the  perfect  accompanying 
band  to  Thirdstory’s  main 
act.  She  had  the  whole  au¬ 
dience  cheering  her  on  and 
yelling  when  she  belted 


out  her  strong  notes. 

The  two  bands  together 
remind  you  of  what  true 
artists  sound  like  and  what 
actual  music  is. 

Then  Thirdstory  took 
the  stage.  The  band  con¬ 
sists  of  Brooklyn  residents 
Ben  Lusher,  Elliot  Skinner 
and  Richard  Saunders.  The 
three  previously  toured 
with  Tori  Kelly  and  began 
their  first  national  head- 
fining  tour  just  earlier  this 
month. 

There  have  never  been 
three  more  perfect  sound¬ 
ing  voices  together  than 
those  of  these  men.  Each 
one  brought  upon  new 
feelings  and,  when  com¬ 


bined,  took  your  ears  to  a 
place  they  had  never  been 
before. 

Not  a  singer  myself,  I 
could  not  help  but  belt  a 
few  ear-bleeding  notes  out 
in  the  audience  when  they 
were  performing.  They 
made  you  feel  welcomed 
as  an  audience  member, 
expressing  their  gratitude 
constantly  and  explaining 
meanings  behind  songs. 

With  each  different 
song,  the  colors  of  the 
fights  changed.  The  venue 
and  the  band  played  with 
your  senses,  making  you 
feel  warm  and  cold  and 
excited  with  the  colors  to 
match  with  the  music. 


Orange  and  reds  were 
the  colors  of  a  new  found 
love.  Blues  and  greens 
were  the  colors  of  a  love 
drifting.  Whites  and  pinks 
were  the  colors  of  a  fun 
and  spunky  pop  song.

Grouplove’s  latest  re¬ 
lease,  “Big  Mess”  is  like 
looking  inside  somebody’s 
brain.  What  makes  it  even 
cooler  is  that  with  each 
song  you  feel  as  if  the  brain 

they’re  singing  from  and 

peeking  into  is  your  own. 

When  I  think  of  Grou- 
plove,  I  think  of  rolling 
my  windows  down  on  the 
sunniest  summer  day  and 
blasting  their  fun  sound. 
With  this  album  being 


released  at  the  end  of 
summer,  it  initially  disap¬ 
pointed  and  baffled  me. 

The  end  of  summer  is 
the  perfect  time  to  re¬ 
lease  this  album.  While 
keeping  their  unique  and 
specific  sound,  Grouplove 
touches  down  to  your  sad 
days  with  songs  such  as 
“Hollywood,”  “Enlighten 
Me”  and  “Heart  of  Mine.” 

“Welcome  to  Your 
Life”  opens  up  the  album 


and  will  most  definite¬ 
ly  pry  open  your  brain: 
“Trying  to  keep  saying 
I  feel  okay/Telfing  my¬ 
self  this  now  for  days” 
Somehow  you  want 
to  stop  listening  to  what 
Grouplove  is  telling  you 
because  of  how  deep¬ 
ly  you  connect  to  it,  yet 
you  can’t  stop  because  of 
how  intriguing  their  mu¬ 
sic  is.  There  is  a  constant 
undertone  of  electronic 


music  mixed  with  punky 
vocals  and  acoustic  guitar. 

The  beginning  half  of 
the  album  reflects  a  sadder, 
growing  portion  of  one’s 
fife.  Once  you  hit  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  album  at  “Can¬ 
nonball,”  it  brings  you  back 
to  classic  happy  Grouplove, 
and  then  returns  to  these 
“messy”  songs  with  themes 
of  hurt  and  tunes  of  joy. 

Something  that  con¬ 
tinues  to  amaze  me  about 


the  band  is  how  every 
song  they  produce  sounds 
so  different  than  the  oth¬ 
er,  yet  they  all  remain 
true  to  themselves.  Grou¬ 
plove  is  a  true  paradox 
of  a  band  in  every  way. 

Grouplove  has 

proved  with  this  al¬ 
bum  how  confusing  of 
a  band  they  truly  are. 

Somehow  they  can  re¬ 
main  positive,  exciting 
and  fun  yet  get  you  to 


self-reflect.  “Big  Mess” 
is  the  perfect  name  for 
this  album.  The  listen¬ 
er  is  taken  on  a  journey 
through  one’s  thoughts, 
their  darker  thoughts 
sprinkled  with  a  feeling 
of  determination  and  joy. 

Together,  it’s  all  jumbled, 
initially  like  a  big  mess,  but 
Grouplove  makes  it  work. 
The  album  proves  how 
complex  a  sound  and  how 
complex  a  band  they  are.

Mr.  Robot,  the  growing 
and  ever-popular  hack¬ 
ing-based  television  series 
you  may  or  may  not  have 
heard  of,  now  has  its  own 
mobile  game.  If  you  hav¬ 
en’t  heard  about  it,  here’s 
the  gist:  it’s  the  love  child 
of  classics  like  American 
Psycho  and  Fight  Club, 
with  a  cyber-security  fo¬ 
cus.  It  revolves  around  a 
group  of  hackers  called 
“fsociety,”  who  are  out  to 
rid  the  world  of  the  debt 
caused  by  the  1%  of  the 
population,  bringing  ev¬ 
eryone  to  an  equal  ground. 

This  isn’t  like  any  game 


you’ve  played  on  your 
phone  before.  Sure,  you 
might’ve  played  Flappy 
Bird,  Neko  Atsume,  Tem¬ 
ple  Run,  and  other  games 
on  your  phone  that  have 
kept  you  from  the  seem¬ 
ingly  eternal  pit  that  is 
free  time  boredom.  They’re 
all  games  with  different 
modes  of  play:  survive  as 
long  as  you  can,  or  just  leave 
food  and  toys  out  for  your 
virtual  cats.  You  don’t  have 
to  wait  to  play.  Anytime, 
you  can  tap  the  app’s  icon 
on  your  phone  and  game 
to  your  heart’s  content. 

The  thing  is,  this  game 


isn’t  like  that.  It  makes 
you  paranoid,  keeps 
you  nervous.  Immerses 
you  in  this  popular,  and 
sometimes  scary  world, 
for  seven  whole  days. 

Night  School  Studio  al¬ 
ready  had  my  heart  after 
producing  Oxenfree  earli¬ 
er  this  year,  but  teaming  up 
with  Telltale  Games  and 
the  Mr.  Robot  team  made 
this  yet  another  experience 
to  remember.  You  start 
the  game  with  finding  a 
phone  on  the  street,  and 
before  long  you’re  pulled 
into  Mr.  Robot’s  fsociety 
team,  talking  to  unknown 


numbers  with  pre-written 
choices  and  paths  to  choose 
from.  The  game  takes  place 
over  the  course  of  sever¬ 
al  real-life  days,  filling  in 
missing  plot  points  from 
the  show’s  first  season. 

Even  though  there  were 
hours  where  gameplay 
ceased,  I  still  found  my¬ 
self  never  explicidy  bored. 
The  writing  was  fantastic, 
Mr.  Robot’s  writers  really 
nailed  that  connection  of 
character  voices  in  texting 
just  like  they  would  sound 
in  the  show.  It’s  a  great 
form  of  gaming,  as  I  can 
go  off  and  do  other  things, 


and  come  back  when 
there  are  new  notifications 
about  jobs  and  messages. 

Unfortunately,  with  the 
wide  amount  of  choices  to 
choose  from,  you’re  bound 
to  make  some  mistakes.  In 
all  of  the  cases  of  hacking 
recon  for  the  team,  small 
clues  are  given  through 
different  people  messag¬ 
ing  you,  and  depending 
on  which  question  or  an¬ 
swer  you  send,  you’ll  ei¬ 
ther  pass,  or  end  up  with 
your  number  blocked, 
and  the  mission  failed. 

If  you’ve  ever  seen  Mr. 
Robot,  you  know  it’s  a 


paranoia-filled  experience. 
I  won’t  give  anything  away, 
but  if  you’ve  wanted  to 
see  what  goes  behind  the 
scenes,  Mr.Robot:1.51ex- 
filtratiOn.apk  is  the  perfect 
place.  But  if  you  haven’t 
heard  of,  or  looked  into  the 
show  yet,  this  game  is  still 
a  scary  eye-opener  to  how 
easy  it  is  to  get  your  iden¬ 
tity  stolen  or  your  phone 
hacked.  Now,  I’m  going  to 
go  change  all  of  my  easy- 
to-guess  passwords  based 
on  family  and  the  things  I 
enjoy  and  stop  myself  from 
erasing  everything  about 
me  from  the  internet.

Critical  thinking  will  save  our  country 


Hie  United  States  is 
as  divided  as  ever.  Our 
country  is  split  politically, 
(socially  and  economically, 
and  it  only  seems  to  be 
getting  worse.  Be  it  the 
election  or  just  the  way 
current  events  have  been 
taking  place  lately,  we  at 
the  Courier  are  growing 
increasingly  concerned  for 
the  state  of  our  home. 

Week  after  week  the 
people  of  our  nation  finds 
themselves  frustrated,  and 
through  this  frustration, 
they  are  lashing  out.  Yet 
no  one  seems  to  notice. 
Are  they  just  screaming 
into  the  void?  Or  are  peo¬ 
ple  just  making  a  point 
not  to  listen? 

Unfortunately,  it’s 
becoming  more 
and  more 
apparent 


that  the  truth  lies  in 
the  latter.  People  have 
become  impatient  with 
hearing  out  other  ideas 
or  thoughts.  We  surround 
ourselves  with  like-mind¬ 
ed  individuals,  and  this 
can  be  very  detrimental 
not  only  to  our  personal 
growth  but  to  the  world 
as  a  whole. 

Challenging  yourself 
is  a  healthy  way  to  keep 
your  brain  sharp  and 
open  to  new  perceptions. 
However,  we  have  become 
coddled  through  a  world 
of  political  correctness 
and  trigger  warnings.

We  have  become  too 
comfortable  with  being 
comfortable. 

This  isn’t  entirely  our 
fault.  A  large  part  of  the 
problem  is  that  we  are 
no  longer  taught  to  think 
critically  from  a  young 
age.  While 
grade 


schools  were  once  a  place 
for  discussion  and  the 
broadening  of  ideas  and 
minds,  they  are  now  a 
factory  system  for  good 
students  who  receive  high 
scores  on  state  tests. 

We  are  taught  there  is 
a  right  answer  to  every¬ 
thing,  and  any  deviation 
of  such  is  wrong.  Anytime 
we  challenge  the  sys¬ 
tem  we  are  scolded  into 
submission.  We  become 
fragile. 

The  worst  part  is  all  of 
this  happens  while 
we  are  at  a  very 
susceptible  age, 
and  it  leaves 
lasting  im¬ 
pressions  in 
our  minds. 
We  group 
togeth¬ 
er  with 
people  out 
of  necessity, 
looking  for  a 
support  system. 
Once  hit  with  ad¬ 
olescence,  we  struggle 
to  figure  out  who 
we  are.  While  this 
is  a  healthy  and 
normal  part 
of  growth,  we 
desperately 
look  for  labels 
to  define  us 
because  school 
taught  us  every¬ 
thing  belongs  in  a 
box;  there  is  good, 
bad  and  nothing  in 
between. 

This  belief  in  good 
and  bad  directly  inhibits 
our  ability  to  see  past  our 


own  beliefs.  It  leaves  us 
thinking  anyone  who  is 
different  from  us  is  not 
someone  we  should  be 
associating  with,  when  in 
fact  just  the  opposite  is 
true. 

This  has  been  increas¬ 
ingly  apparent  as  the  age 
of  the  internet  has  been 
growing.  People  have  an 
outlet  where  they  can 
express  their  opinions 
with  little  fear  of  back¬ 
lash.  While  this  has  the 
capability  to  be  a  place 
where  people  discuss  their 
thoughts,  it  has  turned 
into  a  wasteland  where 
people  can  rant  without 
ever  listening  to  the  other 
side  of  the  argument. 

Comment  threads  are 
a  perfect  example  of  this 
behavior.  The  basic  idea 
of  comment  threads  is 
a  good  one:  a  place  for 
people  to  leave  their  own 
opinions  after  reading  an 
article  or  post  and  start  a 
conversation.  The  problem 
is  no  one  treats  them  as  a 
conversation.  One  person 
posts  an  opinion,  someone 
else  comments  that  the 
original  poster  is  wrong, 
and  it  turns  into  a  fight. 

Instead,  people  should 
utilize  this  feature  to 
broaden  their  minds. 
Instead  of  skimming 
someone’s  comment  just 
to  know  what  you’re 
fighting  back,  actually 
read  it.  Think  about  what 
the  person  wrote.  Think 
about  what  made  them 
write  that.  Believe  it  or 
not,  this  is  the  first  step  of 


critical  thinking. 

Merriam-Webster  Dic¬ 
tionary  describes  critical 
thinking  as  “using  or 
involving  careful  judg¬ 
ment  about  the  good  and 
bad  parts  of  something.” 
While  the  education 
system  may  have  failed 
us  in  teaching  this,  it’s 
something  we  can  teach 
ourselves  to  do.  It  will 
take  work  and  determina¬ 
tion,  but  it  is  an  import¬ 
ant  thing  to  practice  as  a 
functioning  member  of 
our  society. 

So  what  will  mass 
critical  thinking  do  to  our 
society?  It  will  create  a 
healthier  and  safer  space 
to  share  our  thoughts  and 
respond  properly,  creating 
a  conversation.  It  will 
boost  thoughtfulness  and 
listening  skills  and  create 
a  society  that  is  much 
more  empathetic  and 
understanding. 

We  at  the  Courier 
challenge  you  to  try  your 
hand  at  serious  critical 
thinking.  Whenever  you 
come  in  contact  with 
an  opinion  different 
than  your  own,  respond 
thoughtfully.  Challenge  it, 
if  you  must,  but  do  so  in  a 
way  that  leaves  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  discussion.  Do 
not  jump  to  conclusions. 
And  maybe,  just  maybe, 
you  will  learn  to  listen 
and  respond  thoughtfully, 
ultimately  making  the 
country  and  the  world 
better  bit  by  bit.  It  has  to 
start  with  someone.

Earlier  last  week  I 
drafted  a  column  about 
College  of  DuPage  ath¬ 
letics  with  some  extreme¬ 
ly  negative  connotations.

I  emailed 
them  the  article  and  wait¬ 
ed  for  their  response. 

Their  response  was 
much  more  swiff  than  I 
anticipated,  and  much 
more  genial.  I  had  expect¬ 
ed  retaliation  and  outrage 
but  instead  received  a 
very  kind  invitation  for  an 
interview  with  Zakowski 
and  the  Vice  President 
of  Student  Services  Earl 
Dowling. 

It  threw  me  off  kilter. 
My  perspective  itself 
seemed  vulnerable.  This 
was  not  the  way  in  which 
my  life  had  led  me  to 
believe  these  important 
people  would  respond.  I 
was  attacking  their  way 
of  life.  Me,  a  nobody,  a 
23-year-old  sports  editor 


at  a  community  college, 
just  another  face  in  the 
disillusioned  30,000  of  us 
who  walk  in  and  out  of 
those  doors  every  day. 

It’s  very  strange  that 
I  am  a  sport’s  editor.  I 
have  never  had  a  positive 
inclination  towards  sports 
in  the  last  18  years  or  so 
that  I’ve  been  aware  of 
their  existence.  In  fact,  it 
is  quite  the  opposite.  I’ve 
hated  sports.  Loathed, 
even.  Sports  conceptu¬ 
ally,  the  people  who  play 
them,  the  fanatics,  the 
piles  of  money  garnered 
by  private  interests,  and 
of  course  my  inability  to 
participate  successfully. 
Our  perspectives  are 
based  off  memories,  and 
the  only  thing  I  have 


been  able  to  associate 
with  sports  is  greed,  inad¬ 
equacy  and  self-loathing. 

When  I  decided  to 
apply  for  the  Courier  in 
March,  and  realized  the 
only  position  available 
was  sports  editor,  I  had 
to  swallow  a  lot  of  pride. 

I  was  walking  over  the 
bridge  to  the  Health 
and  Science  Center 
when  I  saw  the  ad.  It 
was  a  strange  feeling,  yet 
intense,  almost  palpable. 
The  prospect  of  being 
paid  to  write  was  so 
enticing,  and  yet  the  topic 
of  conversation  was  the 
bane  of  my  existence. 
These  abysmal  opinions 
had  been  maintained  and 
molting  for  over  a  decade, 
but  the  yearning  to  be 


paid  for  my  passion  was 
more  profound.  I  dropped 
everything  I  was  engaged 
in  and  drafted  an  800 
word  article  comparing 
and  contrasting  boxing  to 
mixed  martial  arts,  with¬ 
out  a  cinch  of  background 
or  prior  knowledge.

I  asked  them 
for  reasons  for  positive 
attachment.  They  had  a 
lot  to  say.

25-22.  Aurora  University 
won,  with  an  end  score  of 
1-3  sets  respectively. 

The  high  energy  out¬ 
put  of  the  lady  Chaps 
fueled  an  anxiety  rid¬ 
den  crowd  for  most  of 
the  contest..

nation.  And  I  work  to  get 
all  of  these  girls  wherever 
they  want  to  go.  Just  last 
year  I  had  two  girls  get  10 
to  20  offers  each.  It’s  an 
amazing  opportunity  for 
anyone  capable  of  seizing 
it.”

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Manchester  is  blue:  Guardiola  taunts  Mourinho  again

Coach  Pep  Guardio- 
la’s  Manchester  City  tri¬ 
umphed  over  Coach  Jose 
Mourinho’s  Manchester 
United  in  their  first  der¬ 
by  clash  since  they  both 
took  over  their  respective 


teams.  Mourinho,  who 
has  won  just  three  of  his 
16  meetings  in  all  com¬ 
petitions  with  Guardiola, 
failed  to  close  this  ridic¬ 
ulous  gap  as  Manchester 
City  emerged  victorious 


with  a  2-1  win.  Victory 
for  Guardiola  gave  Man¬ 
chester  City  a  three-point 
lead  in  the  English  Pre¬ 
mier  League. 

The  irritation  against 
Mourinho  started  when 


a  former  player  he  once 
considered  a  flop  during 
his  first  spell  at  Chelsea, 
Kevin  de  Bruyne,  creat¬ 
ed  early  uneasy  moments 
with  a  fantastic  goal  in  the 
15th  minute  at  Old  Traf- 
ford.  It  clearly  wasn’t  Eric 
Badly ’s  day,  as  the  Ivori¬ 
an  international,  who  has 
been  in  a  great  form,  was 
gudty  of  a  defensive  error. 
Kelechi  Iheanacho,  who 
started  in  place  of  sus¬ 
pended  first  team  striker 
Sergio  Aguero,  corrected 
Badly’s  mistake  with  a 
tapped-in  goal  to  extend 
the  visitor’s  lead  to  2-0. 

Big  summer  signing 
Zlatan  Ibrahimovic  made 
it  four  goals  in  four  games 
after  a  bad  clearance  from 
City’s  Claudio  Bravo  to 
give  the  Red  Devds  some 


hope  right  before  the 
break.  The  second  half 
was  again  a  period  of  poor 
defensive  cohesiveness, 
senseless  midfield  con¬ 
nections,  spearheaded  by 
a  £112  million  Paul  Pog- 
ba,  an  absence  of  ortho¬ 
dox  wing  attacks,  and  just 
no  goal  creation  threat 
from  United. 

Despite  these  countless 
flops,  Marcus  Rashford 
managed  to  place  the 
ball  through  the  net  via  a 
touch  from  Ibrahimovic, 
but  he  had  his  goal  dis¬ 
allowed  because  of  the 
Swede’s  offside  position. 

“Of  course  I’m  disap¬ 
pointed,  but  there’s  a  long 
way  to  go,”  said  Mourin¬ 
ho  during  a  post-match 
interview  with  MUTV. 
Mourinho  blamed  the 


defeat  on  his  placement 
of  unfit  Jesse  Lingard 
and  slow  paced  Henrikh 
Mkhitaryan  in  his  team’s 
starting  lineup. 

Whatever  the  case  may 
be,  it  wasn’t  City’s  best 
performance  as  contro¬ 
versial  referee  Mark  Clat- 
tenburg  denied  United 
two  penalties;  one  penalty 
was  a  justifiable  red  card 
for  Bravo. 

United  will  travel  to 
Vicarage  Road  to  face 
Watford  next,  while  City 
will  be  at  the  Etihad  ver¬ 
sus  Bournemouth.

Packs  of  oversized  sweater-wearing,  beard-bearing  and  coffee-addicted  hipsters  rejoiced  last  week  when  Justin  Vernon  of  Bon  Iver  dropped 
a  single  off  his  much  anticipated  next  album.  Coming  out  of  a  five-year  hiatus  after  announcing  he  would  no  longer  be  continuing  Bon 
Iver,  the  musical  god  to  the  hipsters  rose  from  the  dead  with  an  interesting  new  sound.  He's  ditched  his  go-to  sound  of  wispy,  ethereal  vo¬ 
cals  paired  with  soothing  guitar  and  seems  to  be  embracing  a  more  experimental  vibe.  Although  it's  very  different  from  his  previous  work 
with  Bon  Iver,  “33  ''GOD”'  exhumes  the  emotional  passion  that  has  become  Vernon's  trademark.  I  can  only  imagine  that  this  new  phase  of 
Bon  Iver  will  bring  in  a  whole  new  slew  of  fans,  inevitably  skyrocketing  Vernon  to  a  whole  new  level  of  much  deserved  stardom.

Center  for  Diversity  starts  the  diversity  and  inclusion  series

A  new  roundtable  of 
multicultural  students 
and  staff  recendy  met  to 
explore  how  College  of 
DuPage  (COD)  can  better 
celebrate,  learn,  and  teach 
about  the  great  diversity 
in  its  halls  and  classrooms. 

"I  think  an  inclusive 
institution  sees  diversi¬ 
ty  as  its  asset,”  said  Jean 
Kartje,  special  assistant 
to  the  President.  “The 
diversity  of  the  students, 
faculty,  and  staff  are  re¬ 
sources.  We  are  bigger, 
better  and  stronger  be¬ 
cause  of  our  diversity.” 

Anatomy  and  phys¬ 
iology  lecturer  Ruby 
Rajwinder  Kaur  said 


it’s  important  to  distin¬ 
guish  between  diversi¬ 
ty  and  being  a  minority. 

"Diversity  doesn't 
mean  minority,  it  is  a  con¬ 
cept  people  take  a  long 
time  to  get  adjusted  to. 
It  means  everyone,  who¬ 
ever  you  are,"  said  Kaur. 

Kaur  believes  faculty 
engagement  in  like  an 
icebreaker.  She  uses  her 
cadaver  labs  with  students 
to  show  how  although  we 
have  different  colors  out¬ 
wardly,  our  internal  or¬ 
gans  are  all  the  same.  As 
a  result,  she  has  been  able 
to  connect  her  students 
with  the  issue  of  diversity. 

"Sometimes  when  peo¬ 


ple  hear  the  word  diver¬ 
sity  they  draw  a  direct 
line  to  ethnicity,  and  out 
of  ethnicity  comes  other 
thoughts  and  concepts," 
said  David  Swope,  the 
main  facilitator,  and  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Center  for 
Diversity  and  Inclusion. 
"How  people  of  different 
ethnic  groups  interrelate 
from  a  social  standpoint. 
We  are  born  with  some  of 
these  differences,  it  cannot 
change,  these  are  things 
that  make  us  unique." 

These  were  some  of  the 
many  ideas  proffered  by 
participants  and  facilita¬ 
tors  during  this  roundta¬ 
ble  session  that  will  lead 
to  a  visit  and  lecture  by 
Dr.  Damon  Williams,  a 
faculty  member  at  the 
University  of  Wisconsin 
at  Madison  and  author 
of  the  book  Strategic 
Diversity  Leadership. 

The  round  table’s  basic 
intent  was  to  have  stu¬ 
dents,  faculty  members, 
and  administration  talk 
about  issues  related  to 
diversity,  that  will  lead 


to  complete  diversity 
and  inclusion  plan  here 
at  COD.  Everyone  pres¬ 
ent  discussed  a  report 
from  the  Chronicle  of 
Higher  Education  ti¬ 
ded  “How  Do  You  Cre¬ 
ate  a  Diversity  Agenda?” 

At  the  end  of  the  day 
students  who  participated 
were  able  to  understand 
the  importance  of  a  diver¬ 
sity  agenda,  how  it  flour¬ 
ishes  for  students’  success, 
and  ways  the  entire  college 
community  can  reflect  an 
inclusive  environment. 

Students  felt  connect¬ 
ed  with  the  conversations 
and  were  able  to  express 
their  free  thoughts  about 
what  goes  on  and  out  of 
campus.  They  were  even 
connected  with  discus¬ 
sions  about  immigration, 
religion,  and  nationality. 

They  all  expressed  sat¬ 
isfaction  about  the  cur¬ 
rent  diverse  and  inclusive 
nature  of  the  college  and 
welcomed  the  idea  of  a 
conversation  centered  on 
diversity.  Some  even  cited 
incidents  of  a  lack  of  in¬ 


clusiveness  when  students 
are  out  of  the  classroom, 
and  how  stereotypes  re¬ 
lated  to  a  person’s  religion 
have  created  more  barriers. 

"People  still  get  bulbed 
in  college  even  though  we 
are  adults,  and  I  think  we 
need  to  be  more  inclu¬ 
sive  on  that  side,"  said 
Armand  Diaz  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Latino  Ethnic 
Awareness  Association 
(LEAA).  "With  the  up¬ 
coming  election,  we  as 
Latinos  are  going  to 
have  conversations  about 
pobtics  since  we  are  vot¬ 
ing.  COD  is  diverse,  but 
at  the  same  time  it  isn’t, 
we  have  different  ethnic 
groups  and  different  na- 
tionahties,  but  they  hang 
out  among  themselves.” 

The  population  at  COD 
is  a  representation  of  how 
diverse  a  college  campus 
is.  College  of  DuPage 
hosts  students  from  about 
90  countries  around  the 
world  and  Student  Life 
currently  oversees  the 
activities  of  11  ethnic 
and  cultural  clubs.  Over 


the  years,  the  college  has 
engaged  and  welcomed 
students  from  its  diverse 
backgrounds  with  teach¬ 
ing  and  learning  oppor¬ 
tunities.  Currently,  16  in¬ 
ternational  students  from 
the  2016-17  U.S.  State 
Department’s  Commu¬ 
nity  College  Initiative 
(CCI)  are  studying  here 
at  COD  for  one  academ¬ 
ic  year.  COD  offers  many 
foreign  language  courses 
and  has  been  the  destina¬ 
tion  for  foreign  exchange 
students.  The  campus  has 
transgendered  bathrooms. 
Also,  a  club  like  the  Pride 
Alhance  has  been  actively 
engaged  with  education 
on  lesbian,  gay,  bisexual, 
and  transgender  issues. 

The  series  continues 
with  a  video  talk  show  for 
students  that  addresses 
the  variety  of  issues  that 
impact  students  at  COD 
on  Sept.  28.  Four  diverse 
students  are  scheduled  to 
identify  how  communi¬ 
cation  about  diversity  can 
impact  student  success  in 
and  out  of  the  classroom. 


COD  to  aid  in  cleanup  of  the  ITTTech  crisis

In  response  to  the  re¬ 
cent  wave  of  stranded 
students  after  the  abrupt 
closing  of  ITT  Techni¬ 
cal  Institute,  College  of 
DuPage  will  host  an  Edu¬ 
cational  and  Career  Plan¬ 
ning  opportunity  on  Sept. 
22  in  SSC  2206  from  5 
p.m.  to  8  p.m.  The  event 
will  provide  adversely  af¬ 
fected  individuals  with 
the  opportunity  to  speak 
with  COD  faculty,  staff 
and  administration  about 
continuing  their  educa¬ 
tion,  career  advisement 
and  handbng  of  federal 
student  loans  and  debt. 

COD  President  Ann 


Rondeau  stated  in  an 
email  that  the  college 
feels  a  responsibibty  to 
respond  to  requests  from 
the  Illinois  Community 
College  Board  and  High¬ 
er  Learning  Commission 
to  aid  the  ITT  Tech  stu¬ 
dents  in  any  way  possible. 

“Above  all,”  Rondeau 
said,  “as  Illinois’  largest 
community  college,  it 
is  our  higher  calling  to 
help  these  people.  I  have 
been  very  pleased  with 
how  readily  our  faculty 
leadership,  administrators 
and  staff  have  moved  to 
respond  to  this  situation.” 

The  federal  govern¬ 


ment  stopped  providing 
financial  aid  for  ITT 
Tech  students,  forcing  the 
for-profit  institution  to 
shut  down  on  Sept.  6.  The 
sudden  shut  down  of  over 
130  campuses  left  40,000 
ITT  students  across  the 
nation  searching  for  new 
schools  and  8,000  em¬ 
ployees  without  a  job. 

Vice  President  of  Aca¬ 
demic  Affairs  Earl  Dowl¬ 
ing  explained  that  the  se¬ 
ries  of  events  to  take  place 
on  Thursday  completely 
depends  on  the  individual. 

“We  developed  this 
program  for  them.”  Dow¬ 
ling  said.  “We’re  going  to 


bring  together  all  the  peo¬ 
ple  on  campus  who  know 
what  they’re  talking  about 
to  give  them  whatever 
services  they  may  need.” 
Counselors,  advisors  and 
faculty  from  the  student 
records  and  financial  as¬ 
sistance  offices  will  come 
together  to  help  the  for¬ 
mer  ITT  students  evalu¬ 
ate  the  next  steps  in  their 
educational  career. 

Illinois  was  home  to 
four  ITT  campus  lo¬ 
cations:  Orland  Park, 
Oak  Brook,  Arlington 
Heights  and  Springfield. 
They  served  about  1,400 
students.  It  is  expected 


that  COD  will  gain  the 
majority  of  its  potential 
ITT  Tech  students  from 
the  Oak  Brook  campus, 
which  is  located  10  miles 
east  of  the  college. 

ITT  Tech’s  fall  term 
was  set  to  begin  Sept.  12. 
Since  the  majority  of  col¬ 
leges  and  universities  have 
already  started  up  fab 
classes  again,  the  students 
are  left  scrambling  to  find 
last  minute  options. 

Questions  are  also 
being  raised  about  out¬ 
standing  federal  student 
loans  and  the  deep  debt 
many  students  will  soon 
face.  U.S.  Secretary  of 


Education  John  B.  King 
Jr.  acknowledged  these 
concerns  in  a  blog  post 
addressed  to  ITT  Tech 
students  directly  the  day 
the  institute  closed  its 
doors. 

“If  you  are  currently  or 
were  recently  enrolled  at 
ITT,”  King  said,  “you  may 
be  eligible  to  have  your 
federal  student  loans  for 
your  program  at  ITT  dis¬ 
charged.  Your  federal  loan 
debt  will  be  wiped  away, 
and  you  will  have  the  op¬ 
tion  of  restarting  your  ed¬ 
ucation  somewhere  new.” 
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COD  struck  with  first  armed  robbery  in  5  years 

Police  working  to  increase  campus  safety

At  approximately 
10:30  p.m.  on  Monday 
Sept.  12,  two  males  ap¬ 
proached  a  female  stu¬ 
dent  in  the  Fawell  D 
parking  lot  and  threat¬ 
ened  her  with  a  hand¬ 
gun  to  obtain  her  purse 
and  backpack.  They  fled 
on  foot  across  Fawell 
Blvd.  as  an  on-campus 
officer  pursued  them. 
The  officer  lost  them 
as  they  ran  into  the 
neighboring  apartment 
complex.  Local  law  en¬ 
forcement  subsequently 
searched  the  area  with 
canine  assistance,  but 
the  suspects  remain 
unfound.  This  incident 
marks  the  first  armed 
robbery  College  of 
DuPage  has  seen  since 
Nov.  2011. 

“We  are  an  open 
campus,  and  things  that 
happen  in  our  commu¬ 


nity,  well,  some  of  them 
are  going  to  happen 
here,”  COD  Chief  of 
Police  Joe  Mullin  said. 
“In  this  example,  it  ap¬ 
pears  that  the  offend¬ 
ers  came  from  off  of 
our  campus,  targeted 
the  young  woman,  and 
then  fled  off  campus. 
We  really  don’t  have 
much  evidence  to  go 
off  of  beyond  the  fact 
that  this  is  where  it 
happened.” 

At  the  time  of  the 
incident,  Mullin  esti¬ 
mated  that  there  were 
three  officers  on  duty. 
The  college  has  a  min¬ 
imum  of  two  officers 
on  staff  24/7,  however 
that  number  will  grow 
dramatically  during  the 
day  due  to  the  swell  in 
population.  A  typical 
daytime  shift  will  have 
nine  to  10  officers. 


“I  know  three  doesn’t 
sound  like  a  very  large 
number  for  the  entire 
campus,”  Mullin  said, 
“but  if  you  consider 
many  of  our  neigh¬ 
boring  towns  of  six  to 
8,000,  they  might  only 
have  two  officers  on 
duty  at  any  given  time 
as  well.  So  the  num¬ 
ber  of  officers  we  have 
in  this  concentrated 
area  actually  provides  a 
more  thorough  cover¬ 
age  than  what  the  local 
communities  are  able  to 
provide.” 

The  police  depart¬ 
ment  has  call  boxes 
and  video  surveillance 
scattered  throughout 
campus  to  help  ensure 
safety.  Dysfunctional  or 
non-operating  call  box¬ 
es  have  been  a  growing 
concern  and  have  raised 
many  questions  for  the 


police  department. 

“We  have  a  very  large 
number  of  both  the  call 
boxes  and  video  camer¬ 
as  on  campus,”  Mullin 
said.  “It  is  very  probable 
that  at  any  given  time 
a  few  of  them  are  in  a 
state  of  repair.  For  the 
most  part,  all  of  our 
equipment  is  function¬ 
al,  yet  there  is  a  certain 
percentage  that  will 
always  be  in  a  state  of 
repair.” 

On  the  night  of  the 
robbery,  Mullin  said 
there  was  video  footage 
of  the  incident,  howev¬ 
er  the  majority  of  the 
view  is  blocked  by  a 
tree. 

The  board  of  trustees 
has  recently  approved 
the  funding  for  an  ex¬ 
terior  camera  surveil¬ 
lance  system,  which  is 
expected  to  be  com¬ 


pleted  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  Currently,  there 
are  only  cameras  with¬ 
in  the  campus  looking 
out.  The  new  wireless 
cameras  will  be  placed 
around  the  perimeter 
of  the  campus  shooting 
in,  providing  a  more 
complete  picture  of  ev¬ 
erything  that  occurs. 

“There  is  no  way  to 
facilitate  the  exchange 
of  the  thousands  of 
people  who  come  and 
go  every  hour,”  Mullin 
said.  “But  that  doesn’t 
mean  we  don’t  contin¬ 
ue  to  look  for  ways  to 
increase  safety  on  cam- 

n 

pus. 

The  incident  report 
remains  confidential 
until  the  case  is  no  lon¬ 
ger  under  investigation 
by  COD  and  local  law 
enforcement..

When  call  boxes,  se¬ 
curity  cameras  or  police 
officers  are  not  readily 
available,  a  solution  to 
the  safety  gap  can  be 
found  in  a  cell  phone 
app  endorsed  by  COD 
campus  police 

COD  has  recognized 
this  and  have  recently 
reminded  staff  and  stu¬ 
dents  about  the  “The 
Rave  Guardian”  cell 
phone  application  due 
to  the  recent  robbery  on 
campus. 

This  application  is 
available  to  download  in 
the  App  Store  for  free. 
The  app’s  description 
says  itenhances  safe¬ 
ty  on  campus  through 
real-time  interactive 
features  that  create  a 


virtual  safety  network 
of  friends,  family,  and 
campus  safety,”  accord¬ 
ing  to  its  developer, 
Rave  Mobile  Safety. 

Through  this  app, 
students  and  staff  are 
able  to  set  a  safety  time, 
connect  with  police  of¬ 
ficers,  and  send  emer¬ 
gency  calls  or  text  mes- 
sages.The  homepage  is 
set  up  to  be  used  with 
ease  in  any  situation. 
Each  feature  is  placed 
in  large  letters  and  sym¬ 
bols  so  that  being  safe  is 
simple  and  efficient. 

For  students  leaving 
school  at  late  hours,  the 
safety  timer  gives  you 
the  control  to  be  safe 
in  an  uncontrolled  sit¬ 
uation. 


“You  could  put  a  tim¬ 
er  on  your  phone  for 
when  you  walk  to  the 
car  and  when  you  get  to 
the  car  you  turn  off  your 
timer,”  said  Chief  of  Po¬ 
lice,  Joe  Mullen.  “If  you 
don’t  make  it  to  your  car 
in  the  time  you  have  set 
it,  then  it  is  transmitted 
to  us.  We  have  a  com¬ 
puter  in  dispatch  that 
we  always  have  some¬ 
one  at,  and  any  info 
that  gets  relayed  back 
to  them  we  can  imme¬ 
diately  push  out  to  the 
officers.” 

For  the  emergency 
calls  and  texting,  you 
are  able  to  stay  connect¬ 
ed  to  police  when  you 
not  only  feel  safe,  but 
for  when  you  see  sus¬ 


picious  activities.  You 
are  able  to  snap  a  pho¬ 
tograph  and  send  it  to 
dispatch  or  any  of  your 
“Guardians”  when  you 
are  unsafe  or  see  others 
in  danger. 

“Guardians”  are  con¬ 
tacts  created  within  the 
app  that  allows  you  to 
quickly  communicate 
to  friends  or  family. 
It  works  just  like  your 
contact  book,  but  in¬ 
stead  they  are  able  to 
watch  over  you  as  you 
can  do  for  them. 

If  you  do  not  wish  to 
add  friends  or  family 
to  be  guardians,  cam¬ 
pus  police  are  your  de¬ 
fault  within  the  app  if 
you  register  with  your 
school  email  address. 


Not  only  can  you  con¬ 
tact  COD  police,  but 
911,  which  will  direct 
you  to  Glen  Ellyn  po¬ 
lice  is  a  feature  as  well. 

For  free,  the  app  is 
a  simple  tool  that  may 
settle  any  fears  when 
taking  night  courses  or 
working  late,  and  you 
don’t  even  have  to  be  a 
student  to  use  it. 

“It’s  another  method 
to  contact  us  and  let  us 
know  right  away  there 
was  a  concern,”  said 
Mullen.  “Direct  com¬ 
munication  is  always 
the  best,  but  the  app  is 
a  wonderful  tool.”

Campus  "Safety" 

Why  we  must  take  matters  into  our  own  hands 


For  the  first  time  in  five 
years,  a  College  of  Dup¬ 
age  student  has  been  the 
victim  of  a  violent  crime 
here  on  campus.  What’s 
worse,  the  offenders  are 
still  at  large.  The  technol¬ 
ogy  normally  used  to  catch 
this  type  of  event  failed, 
leaving  us  with  the  chilling 
reminder  that  technology 
isn’t  perfect,  and  that  we 
are  ultimately  responsible 
for  our  own  safety.  The  stu¬ 
dent  body,  faculty  and  staff 
are  in  shock.  This  campus, 
whose  safety  we  take  for 
granted  every  day,  suddenly 
feels  less  safe  than  before. 

On  Sept.  12,  in  the  late 
evening,  a  young  woman 
was  approached  by  two 
young  men  with  a  gun  and 
forced  to  give  them  her 
backpack.  After  successful¬ 
ly  obtaining  the  bag,  they 
fled  across  the  street  to  an 
apartment  complex  being 
pursued  by  campus  police 
as  well  as  local  authori¬ 
ties.  While  these  men  are 
still  at  large,  campus  police 
are  working  diligendy  to 
re-establish  the  sense  of 
safety  that  they  worked 
hard  to  create  on  campus. 

At  this  time,  there  are 
two  major  ways  that  these 
officers  keep  tabs  on  the 
school,  both  of  which 
seemingly  have  their  own 
issues.  The  first  one  is  one 
many  COD  students  have 
grown  familiar  with:  se¬ 
curity  cameras.  We  see 
them  posted  all  around 
the  school,  often  times 
not  even  giving  them  a

second  thought.  Believe 
it  or  not,  there  are  people 
on  the  other  side  of  those. 

Unfortunately,  these 
cameras  are  only  so  use¬ 
ful.  They  only  shoot  from 
the  inside  of  the  school 
out,  and  because  of  this, 
lines  of  vision  can  become 
compromised.  The  evening 
the  robbery  took  place,  for 
example,  police  officers  did 
not  have  a  direct  line  of 
sight  with  the  offenders. 

In  an  interview  with 
COD  Police  Chief  Joe 
Mullins  he  explained, 
We  were  not  really  able  to 
get  much  of  a  description 
from  the  camera  foot¬ 


age.  Again,  it  comes  from 
the  building,  and  it’s  shot 
out  into  the  parking  lot. 
It  was  night.  The  parking 
lot  is  fit,  but  with  cameras, 
at  night  there  is  a  certain 
loss  of  clarity.  So  you  can 
see  the  individuals.  The 
actual  event  takes  place 
behind  a  tree.  So  with  the 
line  of  sight  from  the  cam¬ 
era,  we  don’t  actually  see 
the  exchange  between  the 
offenders  and  the  victim.” 

There  are  also  call  boxes 
available,  which  will  put 
you  in  immediate  con¬ 
tact  with  campus  police. 
These  are  stationed  in  and 
around  campus  as  well. 


The  major  problem  with 
these  two  resources  is  the 
fact  that  we  are  relying 
on  technology.  While 
technology  can  certainly 
aid  in  capturing  evidence 
and  protecting  a  campus, 
they  aren’t  always  reliable. 
Even  the  simplest  thing 
can  render  them  useless, 
like  a  drained  battery. 

“We  have  a  very  large 
number  of  [cameras  and 
call  boxes]  at  any  given 
time,”  explains  Mullins.  “I 
know  that  we  have  some 
call  boxes  that  have  some 
batteries  reported  on,  so 
we  do  have  some  of  them 
that  are  not  function¬ 


ing.  I  think  that  we  have 
signs  on  them,  but  the 
signs  could  be  removed.” 

We  at  the  Courier,  how¬ 
ever,  believe  it’s  essen¬ 
tial  that  we  take  our  fate 
into  our  own  hands,  so  to 
speak.  While  the  campus 
police  are  a  great  resource, 
and  one  we  should  not 
take  for  granted,  we  stu¬ 
dents  need  to  take  respon¬ 
sibility  for  our  own  safety. 

There  is  a  way  for  you 
to  stay  in  contact  with  the 
police  that  is  entirely  in 
your  control.  The  Guardian 
App  connects  you  to  the 
police  through  your  smart¬ 
phone.  It  gives  you  options 


such  as  setting  a  safety 
timer  for  when  you  will  get 
to  your  car,  connecting  you 
to  campus  police  via  GPS 
tracking,  and  a  two-way 
messaging  system  for  re¬ 
porting  suspicious  behav¬ 
ior.  This  is  a  great  option 
because  it  puts  the  ball  in 
your  court,  and  even  if  you 
happen  to  be  near  faulty 
campus  technology  you 
can  feel  safe  and  protected. 

But  some  things  you 
can  do  are  even  simpler 
than  downloading  an 
app,  and  they  all  have  to 
do  with  common  sense. 

Students  must  be  more 
aware  of  our  surround¬ 
ings.  With  the  growth  of 
smartphones,  we’ve  be¬ 
come  used  to  not  looking 
where  we’re  going,  or  scan¬ 
ning  our  surroundings.  We 
keep  headphones  in  at  all 
times.  As  enjoyable  as  lis¬ 
tening  to  your  iPod  can 
be,  it’s  not  worth  it  when 
you’re  walking  around  an 
open  area.  You  are  quite 
literally  cutting  off  one  of 
your  senses,  and  chances 
are  your  guard  is  down. 

The  event  that  occurred 
Sept.  12  frightened  us 
all.  But  the  best  thing  we 
can  do  when  situations 
like  this  arise  is  learn 
from  what  happened.  We 
have  to  start  thinking  of 
our  safety,  both  as  indi¬ 
viduals  and  as  a  campus, 
as  the  utmost  priority. 
We  must  work  hand  in 
hand  with  campus  police, 
and  with  each  other.  We 
must  create  a  safer  COD.

COLUMN:  Women's  Fears  Matter

When  I  was  16  I  pur¬ 
chased  my  first  can  of 
pepper  spray.  By  this 
point  in  my  life,  I  already 
owned  a  rape  whisde  and 
one  of  those  cat  ear  punch 
knives,  both  of  which 
permanendy  lived  on  my 
keychain.  They  came  with 
me  everywhere  I  went, 
and  I  never  doubted  for  a 
second  I  needed  them. 

Growing  up  in  an  ur¬ 
ban  environment,  I  was 
taught  from  a  young  age 
that  as  a  girl,  I  would 
be  the  target  for  many 
things.  I  was  not  allowed 
to  walk  around  alone  at 
night,  and  my  parents 
always  needed  to  know 
where  I  was,  and  if  a  re¬ 
sponsible  adult  was  going 
to  be  with  me. 

I  thought  all  the  adults 
in  my  life  were  totally  ri¬ 
diculous.  Sure  I  lived  in  a 
city,  but  my  friends  and 
I  were  smart.  We  never 
went  to  the  bad  part  of 
town,  and  we  never  stayed 
out  past  curfew  (my  town 
had  a  curfew  if  you  were 
under  16). 

When  I  went  into  high 
school  my  awareness  rap¬ 
idly  started  to  change. 
During  my  freshman 
year,  the  gym  teacher  split 
up  my  class  into  boys  and 
girls.  The  boys  went  on 
to  complete  a  wrestling 
unit,  while  the  girls  took 
a  city-mandated  self-de¬ 
fense  course.  The  in¬ 
structor  taught  us  how  to 
break  different  parts  of  a 
body  in  order  to  get  away 
from  an  attacker.  He  also 
taught  us  how  to  scream 
for  help.  I  remember  my 
friends  and  I  thinking 
it  was  unnecessary  and 
ridiculous  and  making 
jokes  about  it  for  weeks. 

Then  the  security 
guards  showed  up.  My 
school  had  stationed 
them  around  the  perim¬ 


eter  of  the  campus.  The 
administration  prided 
themselves  on  the  fact 
that  there  was  no  dress 
code,  and  some  pervert¬ 
ed  men  had  caught  wind 
that  this  was  the  case. 
They  would  park  their  car 
outside  of  the  gates  and 
pleasure  themselves  while 
we  girls  walked  home  af¬ 
ter  school. 

My  friends  and  I  were 
the  ones  that  discovered 
them. 

The  girls  in  my  class 
were  all  freaked  out  over 
these  events,  and  we  had 
created  a  Facebook  group 
to  air  our  grievances  and 
support  each  other.  This 
group  taught  us  two 
things:  we  were  all  deal¬ 
ing  with  similar  issues, 
and  our  town  was  riddled 
with  bad  people. 

Through  many  conver¬ 
sations  I  learned  that  we 
were  all  being  catcalled 
by  men  well  beyond  our 
years.  Many  of  us  had 
been  offered  rides  from 
strangers.  A  few  had  been 
followed  and  ended  up 
calling  the  police.  The 
world  grew  dark  for  us. 

My  story  is  not  unlike 
others.  As  a  society,  we 
teach  girls  from  a  very 
young  age  that  they  need 
to  learn  to  protect  them¬ 
selves.  We  tell  them  to 
purchase  mace  and  teach 
them  how  to  wresde  their 
way  out  of  an  attacker’s 
arms. 

We  don’t  teach  boys 
these  techniques.  We 
don’t  teach  them  women 
live  in  this  constant  fear 
because  it’s  been  placed  in 
our  minds  since  we  were 
little  girls.  We  don’t  teach 
them  that  it’s  not  okay 
to  catcall  a  girl  or  openly 
ogle  at  their  bodies.  We 
don’t  teach  them  it’s  OK 
for  them  to  be  fearful  of 
those  things  as  well. 


My  male  friends  were 
shocked  when  I  expressed 
my  fear  of  meeting  them 
at  a  party  in  a  bad  part 
of  town.  They  jeered  and 
laughed  because  I  wanted 
one  of  them  to  drive  me 
and  take  me  home.  They 
didn’t  understand  why  the 
walk  back  to  my  car  alone 
would  leave  me  feeling 
anxious  for  the  rest  of  the 
night. 

Women  are  taught  men 
can’t  help  themselves,  and 
we  shouldn’t  expect  any¬ 
thing  otherwise.  Men 
are  taught  if  they  are  a 
target,  it’s  emasculating, 
and  they’re  better  off  not 
telling  anyone  for  fear  of 
looking  weak. 

As  a  society,  we  need 
to  take  a  good  hard  look 
at  our  flaws  and  realize 
we  need  to  change.  We 
should  not  just  accept  this 
awful  truth  as  a  fact  of  life. 
There  are  ways  to  prevent 
the  anxiety  women  face 
on  a  day-to-day  basis,  and 
it  starts  with  you. 

If  you  are  a  man,  be 
aware  of  how  your  pres¬ 
ence  is  causing  a  reaction 
in  other  people.  And  don’t 
be  afraid  to  admit  how 
another  person’s  presence 
is  causing  a  reaction  in 
you.  Communication  is 
key. 

If  you  are  a  woman, 
look  out  for  your  fellow 
girls.  If  you  see  someone 
uncomfortable  because 
there  is  a  skeevy  man 
bothering  her  on  the 
train,  go  sit  next  to  her. 
Make  conversation.  Let 
her  know  she  isn’t  alone. 

While  these  are  small 
things,  they  are  good.  If 
we  all  pitch  in  and  do  our 
part,  we  will  be  a  happier 
and  healthier  society.  And 
who  doesn’t  want  that?

I  just  kept  my 
cool  and  maintained  my 
position.  The  staff  respect¬ 
ed  me  for  my  resolve  and 
were  kind  enough  to  save 
my  spot  whenever  I  used 
the  bathroom,  and  when  8 
p.m.  finally  rolled  around 
I  was  the  first  one  to  pur¬ 
chase  a  ticket  for  S20. 

After  that  was  another 
hour  of  waiting  in  another 
line.  There  were  1,200 
people  in  total.  I  might 
have  been  at  the  halfway 
mark.  It’s  hard  to  even 
estimate.  When  the  doors 
finally  opened,  one  of  the 
staff  members  I  be¬ 
friended  was  running  the 
alcohol  wristbands.  I’m  a 
responsible  23-year-old 
and  recently  had  my  wal¬ 


let  stolen.  I  explained  to 
him  the  situation,  and  he 
was  kind  enough  to  grant 
me  a  wristband,  even  told 
me  to  enjoy  the  show  and 
that  I  deserved  it.  It  was  a 
small  thing  that  he  didn’t 
have  to  do,  but  it  made  me 
really  happy.  I  only  had 
two  beers.  I  didn’t  need 
any  more  than  that. 

The  openers  did  their 
thing,  and  out  of  nowhere 
Burress  is  on  stage  dressed 
like  Morpheus  rapping 
nonsense,  and  all  of  us  are 
going  nuts.  Andre  runs 
on  stage  in  the  classic  get 
up,  throwing  food,  water, 
ranch,  chips,  popcorn,  and 
all  sorts  of  stuff  into  the 
crowd.  He  destroys  the 
entire  set;  a  desk,  a  chair, 


plants,  a  lamp,  throws 
most  of  it  into  the  crowd, 
dives  into  the  crowd,  then 
surfs  his  way  back  to  the 
stage.  And  that  was  just 
the  beginning. 

Over  the  course  of 
two  hours,  Andre  broke 
comedy.  He  brought  a  kid 
tripping  on  acid  on  stage, 
made  two  girls  chug  ranch 
until  they  puked,  put  a 
shock  collar  on  a  famous 
Chicago  DJ,  showed  tons 
of  unreleased  content  from 
the  Eric  Andre  Show,  told 
macabre  anecdotes  from 
his  nihilistic  existence,  and 
got  stark  naked  in  front  of 
thousands  of  people  while 
on  a  rant  about  drugging 
rapper  Wocka  Flocka 
Flame.  It  redefined  the 


gradient  in  which  absurd¬ 
ism  is  rated.  And  at  the 
same  time,  the  laughter  it 
generated  made  the  absur¬ 
dity  of  my  life  bearable.  It 
was  over  just  as  fast  as  it 
had  begun. 

I  waited  in  line  for  30 
minutes  to  buy  a  T-shirt. 
Andre  was  there  inter¬ 
acting  with  fans.  Some 
gorgeous  girl  forced  a 
kiss  on  him.  She  asked 
him  if  he  liked  it.  /he  said 
“not  at  all”,  and  the  way  it 
broke  her  made  the  room 
cackle  like  hyenas.  When 
I  finally  had  my  turn  he 
remembered  me. 

“Hey  man!  I  saw  you 
earlier  out  front  right?” 

“Yeah,  I’ve  been  here 
since  10  a.m.,  man.” 


“That’s  awesome 
man.  You  want  your  hat 
signed?” 

“Hell  yeah,  dude.  I 
didn’t  know  that  other  kid 
by  the  way.” 

“Haha,  it’s  fine  man. 

I  just  needed  food.  You 
want  a  photo,  too?” 

“Hell  yeah." 

There’s  was  an  infinite 
number  of  things  I  wanted 
to  say,  think,  do,  but  none 
of  them  fit  within  this 
context  of  the  situation. 
We  had  exhausted  all 
relatable  material.  But 
if  a  human  being  could 
succeed  and  be  known 
on  the  pretense  of  what  I 
just  witnessed,  be  idolized 
for  reckless  self-aban¬ 
donment,  have  it  resonate 


in  millions  and  generate 
fervent  cachinnation,  then  * 
why  the  hell  couldn’t  I 
have  my  precedent  too. 

I  looked  at  him.  He  was 
indeed  human.  The  lines 
on  his  face  sagged.  He  was 
exhausted.  I  understood 
it  all  in  that  moment,  but 
no  words  could  ever  relate 
it.

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100  Monsters 
attack  COD

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Allistaire  Lundeen 
didn’t  imagine  her  “play¬ 
ful  but  creepy”  100 
monsters  to  be  put  on 
display  for  thousands 
of  students  to  react  to. 

Initially  as  her  fi¬ 
nal  project  for  drawing, 
Lundeen  began  painting 
her  monsters  and  end¬ 
ed  the  semester  with  13. 
Currendy  at  the  Wings 
Student  Art  Gallery, 
Lundeen  has  100  of  her 
monsters  on  display. 

Each  drawing  in 
“Yokai  High:  Parade  of 
One  Hundred  Mon¬ 


sters,”  ties  in  themes  of 
Japanese  folklore,  body 
positivity  and  expectant¬ 
ly,  Monster  High  dolls. 

“My  paintings  explore 
themes  of  feminism,  body 
image,  disability,  and  what 
it  means  to  be  different 
in  a  society  that  doesn't 
accept  differences,”  said 
Lundeen.  “I  want  people 
to  realize  that  it's  okay 
to  be  who  you  are.  This  is 
theme  of  Monster  High 
too.  You  should  be  as  weird 
as  possible  and  not  care 
what  other  people  think.” 

The  idea  of  parading 


monsters  is  where  the  Jap¬ 
anese  influence  appears. 

“The  legend  goes  that 
every  year,  100  monsters 
parade  across  Japan,  and 
if  you  look  at  the  proces¬ 
sion,  you  die,”  explained 
Lundeen.  “After  watching 
a  video  about  artist  Kara 
Walker,  I  thought  about 
having  an  exhibit  where 
I'd  make  paper  cutout 
people,  but  they  would  be 
strange,  twisted  creature.” 

Taking  influenc¬ 

es  and  putting  her  own 
spin  on  it,  Lundeen  cre¬ 
ated  her  own  parade. 


“The  exhibit  was  go¬ 
ing  to  be  called  ‘Special 
World’  and  be  set  up  like 
a  circus  freak  show,”  said 
Lundeen.  “It  would  be  a 
commentary  on  what  it's 
like  to  have  a  disability 
in  American  society.  But, 
since  I've  always  had  an 
obsession  with  Japanese 
culture  and  folklore,  I 
thought  I  could  send  the 
same  message  by  using 
the  Yokai  Parade  instead.” 

The  gallery’s  white 
walls  are  covered  with 
simple  ink  drawings  of 
various  characters  as  ere- 


ated  by  Lundeen.  The 
project  took  over  her 
summer  and  stained  her 
hands  with  ink.  As  a  re¬ 
sult,  Lundeen  wants  on¬ 
lookers  to  be  shocked  by 
not  only  her  artistic  take, 
but  the  subjects  of  this  art. 

“I  want  onlookers  to  see 
my  paintings  and  realize 
there  really  isn't  one  defi¬ 
nition  of  "good  art,”’  said 
Lundeen.  “My  paintings 
are  simple,  but  it's  the  lev¬ 
el  of  creativity  I  put  into 
them  that  makes  them 
stand  out.  I  want  to  shock 
people  a  little  bit  with  the 


amount  of  nude  women 
in  my  paintings,  because 
I  want  people  to  realize 
that  bodies  are  just  bod¬ 
ies.  They're  not  disgusting, 
their  beautiful,  no  matter 
what  size  you  are,  what 
species  you  are,  and  if  you 
have  horns  or  cat  ears  or 
you're  lacking  a  face.”

COD  confronts  heroin  abuse

DuPage  County  is  the 
home  to  the  second  most 
deaths  attributed  to  hero¬ 
in  overdoses,  only  next  to 
Cook  County. 

With  the  statistics 
growing,  Dennis  Emano, 
mental  health  counselor 
at  COD  knew  it  was  im¬ 
portant  to  shine  the  light 
and  make  a  change  begin¬ 
ning  here  on  campus. 

To  raise  awareness 
during  National  Alco¬ 
hol  and  Drug  Addiction 
Recovery  Month,  and  to 
provide  students  with  ad¬ 


vice  and  guidance,  Emano 
and  faculty  began  sub¬ 
stance  abuse  awareness 
workshops. 

To  begin  the  three 
events  open  to  students, 
Emano  invited  Nick 
Gore,  a  recovered  heroin 
addict  from  Bartlett,  who 
transformed  his  life. 

“I’ve  had  a  few  students 
recently  who’ve  been 
struggling  with  heroin  ad¬ 
diction,  as  well  as  students 
affected  by  heroin  due  to 
loved  ones  with  addiction 
or  who  have  died  due  to 


overdose,”  said  Emano. 
“The  death  rate  in  DuP¬ 
age  County  is  outrageous¬ 
ly  high.  For  these  reasons, 
it  was  important  to  raise 
awareness  on  heroin  and 
opioid  addiction.  I  invit¬ 
ed  Nick  Gore  to  speak  be¬ 
cause  I  think  many  of  our 
students  would  be  able  to 
identify  with  his  back¬ 
ground.  I  want  students 
to  know  that  it  could  hap¬ 
pen  to  anyone.” 

Gore  began  his  road  of 
addiction  with  painkill¬ 
ers  when  he  had  kidney 


stones.  From  prescription 
pills,  he  moved  onto  her¬ 
oin. 

The  road  was  long  and 
turbulent,  Gore  regularly 
speaks  to  students  about 
the  dangers  of  heroin. 

“Once  I  put  heroin  in 
my  body,  I  lost  the  power 
of  choice,"  Gore  told  the 
Daily  Herald. 

Heroin  is  not  the  only 
danger  facing  the  com¬ 
munity.  Adult  Children 
of  Alcoholics  (ACOA)  is 
the  next  event  on  Sept. 
26,  providing  an  outlet 


for  community  members 
to  discuss  how  alcoholism 
has  affected  their  families. 

A  panel  of  ACOA  will 
share  personal  testimonies 
on  how  their  lives  have 
been  changed  and  their 
ways  of  coping.  Students 
are  able  to  get  an  inside 
look  into  the  life  of  a  child 
of  an  addict.  Support  ma¬ 
terials  will  be  provided. 

Connecting  National 
Alcohol  and  Drug  Ad¬ 
diction  Recovery  Month 
to  our  campus,  the  third 
event  on  Oct.  19  is  titled: 


“Current  Trends  in  Alco¬ 
hol  and  Substance  Abuse 
on  the  College  Campus.” 

Julie  Trytek,  instructor 
in  human  services  will  be 
discussing  how  to  drink 
responsibly  and  ways  to 
reduce  harm  when  in 
contact  with  alcohol  and 
other  substances.

Are  you  a  robot?  Obvi¬ 
ously  not,  is  probably  your 
initial  reaction.  There’s 
proof  -  pictures  of  you, 
videos  and  audio  of  you 
throughout  your  life.  So 
you’re  not  made  from 
code.  But  if  you  were,  do 
you  think  you  could  un¬ 
derstand  how  humans 
worked?  Not  biologically, 
but  psychologically.  Do 
characteristics  like  humil¬ 
ity  or  sacrifice  make  what 
we  are  human?  In  The 
Turing  Test,  the  answers 
to  these  questions  get  a 
little  messy. 

In  this  first-player  puz¬ 
zle  adventure,  you  play  as 


Ava  Turing,  an  astronaut 
on  one  of  Jupiter’s  moons, 
Europa.  Your  main  goal  is 
to  find  the  crew  that  has 
disappeared  deep  within 
the  base.  You,  alongside 
the  base’s  artificial  intel¬ 
ligence  (AT),  Tom,  solve 
Portal-esque  puzzles  as 
you  journey  deeper  into 
the  base,  and  closer  to 
figuring  out  the  mystery 
of  what  has  happened  to 
your  crew. 

Sadly,  I  was  expecting 
more  out  of  this  game 
than  what  I  received.  I  was 
expecting  a  philosophical 
awakening,  questioning 
of  morality  and  mortal¬ 


ity,  where  philosophical 
science  fiction  met  puz¬ 
zle-level  organization 
that  racked  my  brain  and 
made  it  a  game  to  remem¬ 
ber.  What  I  got  was  some¬ 
thing  along  those  lines, 
but  shorter  and  easier,  less 
retainable. 

Some  parts  of  gameplay 
were  more  repetitive  than 
others:  sequences  in-be¬ 
tween  puzzles,  the  sort-of 
spoiling  the  end  before 
the  ending,  and  how  some 
of  the  puzzles  seemed 
exactly  the  same.  High¬ 
lights  featured  easter  egg 
rooms  and  mentioning 
popular  psychological  ex¬ 


periments  relating  to  AI 
throughout  human  his¬ 
tory.  My  favorite  was  the 
repeated  mentioning  and 
introduction  of  the  Chi¬ 
nese  room  thought  exper¬ 
iment,  which  questions 
the  difference  between  an 
AI  “knowing”  how  hu¬ 
mans  react  to  something, 
or  whether  they  just  “sim¬ 
ulate”  how  they  know  hu¬ 
mans  are  supposed  to  act. 

Relying  mostly  on  au¬ 
dio  to  tell  the  plot,  The 
Turing  Test’s  voice  acting 
was  really  the  star  of  this 
game.  Being  primarily  a 
puzzle  game,  most  of  the 
audio  comes  from  des¬ 


ignated  audio  logs  of  the 
crew  you  find  around  the 
base.  It’s  all  incredibly  re¬ 
alistic,  which  makes  this 
game,  starring  you  being 
very  alone  in  space,  a  lit¬ 
tle  more  horror-oriented 
than  might  have  seemed 
at  first  glance. 

This  is  the  kind  of  game 
I’d  consider  worth  it  on 
sale,  half  off  when  you’re 
in  the  mood  to  sit  down 
and  escape  for  awhile.  The 
graphics  will  pull  you  in. 
The  puzzles  will  distract 
you  from  the  plot  just 
long  enough  to  not  figure 
out  the  ending  within  the 
first  half  of  gameplay.  And 


the  voice  acting’s  reality 
and  drama  will  make  you 
feel  as  if  your  decisions 
really  could  determine  the 
fate  of  humanity. 

Video  games  like  this 
are  interesting  in  that  they 
seem  to  be  searching  for  a 
reaction,  a  common  result. 
As  figurative  as  their  con¬ 
cepts  may  be  -  artificial 
intelligence  may  be  near¬ 
ing,  but  it  certainly  isn’t 
spotless  yet  -  games  like 
The  Turing  Test  show  that 
their  consequences  can 
still  hold  major  dilemmas 
for  mankind.

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After  a  long  winded 
explanation  as  to  why  I 
despise  these  two  men’s 
bread  and  butter,  I  was 
surprised  to  see  them 
still  smiling.  After  a  brief 
pause,  Paul  Zakowski, 
Athletic  Director,  began 
to  help  me  see  the  other 
side. 

“People  see  athletics 
and  college  athletics,  and 
sometimes  they  get  caught 
up  in  what  four  year  pro- 
-  grams  are  doing,  and  the 
major  leagues.  It  becomes 
all  they  can  associate  with 
it.  In  fact,  I  responded  in 
your  initial  estimate  of 
our  sports  program  that 
is  one  of  the  biggest  issues 
with  college  sports  funda¬ 
mentally  -  the  gregarious 
spending”  Athletic  Direc¬ 
tor  Paul  Zakowski  began.

And  with  that  it  was  as 
if  I  was  able  to  peer  past 
the  precarious  perspective 
I  had  kept  groomed  for 
so  many  years,  and  saw 
the  other  side  of  things. 
Opportunity  doesn’t 
look  the  same  to  me  as 
it  does  with  everyone  ev¬ 
erywhere.  I  asked  myself 
what  I  would  do  myself 
if  I  couldn’t  practice  my 
passion,  if  I  had  no  oppor¬ 
tunity?  Where  would  I  be 
without  the  joy  that  I  feel 
from  being  involved  with 
this  paper?  I  became  up¬ 
set  with  myself.  Then  Earl 
Dowling,  the  Vice  Presi¬ 


dent  of  Student  Services, 
further  expanded  these 
notions. 

“Passion  is  what  drives 
our  kids,”  Dowling  said. 
“We  have  a  couple  track 
guys  up  there,  they  run  5 
to  6  miles  a  day,  just  for 
practice.  And  for  whatev¬ 
er  reason,  they  come  here, 
and  they  get  to  do  their 
passion.  They  have  the 
same  passion  as  you,  it’s 
just  in  a  different  form. 

“Someone  like  Paul, 
typically,  should  be  re¬ 
porting  to  a  president, 
usually,”  Dowling  contin¬ 
ued.  “They  want  to  know 
things  like,  ‘how  many 
trophies  you  have’  and 
‘how  much  money  are 
your  bringing  in’  and  ‘how 
are  we  going  to  be  on  TV, 
but  that’s  not  how  it  is 
here.  He  has  to  report  to 
student  services,  because 
it  is  entirely  for  the  stu¬ 
dents.  We’re  not  worried 
about  how  well  we’re  do¬ 
ing  literally,  but  how  the 
individuals  are  doing,  and 


how  far  we  can  get  them 
to  go.” 

In  those  moments  I 
realized  I  completely 
misunderstood  the  CoD 
athletics  department. 
Their  existence  is  sole¬ 
ly  for  the  student,  and 
that’s  what  makes  them 
good.  They  don’t  stand 
to  benefit  from  the  ath¬ 
letes,  which  means  they’re 
not  exploiting  them,  and 
the  coaches/staff  seemed 
completely  committed  in 
inciting  achievement  in 
young  people.  I  told  Paul 
and  Earl  these  things, 
apologized,  and  they  just 
smiled.  They  were  simply 
happy  to  see  passion  in 
any  sense  of  the  word.  We 
shook  hands,  and  I  felt 
like  I  left  that  interview 
with  a  deeper  understand¬ 
ing  not  just  of  the  CoD 
Athletics  department 
but  CoD  as  a  whole.  I’m 
thankful  for  this  place’s 
existence  and  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  it  provides,  and  you 
should  be  too.

Beautiful  weather  in 
Glen  Ellyn  mixed  with 
the  usual  chilly  Chicago- 
land  breeze,  1,095  regis¬ 
tered  runners  listened  in- 
tendy  to  the  sound  of  the 
air  horn  blown  by  Trust¬ 
ee  Frank  Napolitano.  It 
was  the  goal  of  everyone 
who  ran  or  walked  the 
5k  to  arrive  at  the  finish 
line  first  to  win  a  $200 
Visa  gift  card.  Commu¬ 
nity  members,  College  of 
DuPage  students  and  em¬ 
ployees,  and  even  toddlers 


had  their  eyes  on  this 
prize.  Jason  Timberlake’s 
hit  music  “Can’t  stop  the 
feeling”  was  the  right  beat 
to  send  runners  off. 

Unlike  other  Sunset  5k 
events,  this  was  a  momen¬ 
tous  one,  owing  to  the  fact 
that  COD  is  celebrating 
its  50th  anniversary.  No¬ 
table  runners  included 
Trustee  David  Olsen  who 
appeared  like  a  pro-ath¬ 
lete  in  his  green  athletic 
uniform  with  the  visible 
1313  bib,  and  not  his  reg¬

“It’s  fun  every  time  you 
win;  I’ve  run  a  few  5k,  and 
now  I  am  up  for  a  mara¬ 
thon,”  said  Woldesiilassie.

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Charlotte  shooting:  video  leaves  most  important  questions  unanswered

Nearly  a  week  of  riots 
and  protests  over  the  fa¬ 
tal  shooting  of  an  African 
American  man  in  Char¬ 
lotte,  North  Carolina  led 
to  the  anticipated  release 
of  the  police  footage  on 
Saturday.  To  the  coun¬ 
try’s  dismay,  no  light  was 
shed  as  to  whether  Keith 


Scott  was  in  fact  threat¬ 
ening  police  with  a  gun 
before  being  shot.  How¬ 
ever,  College  of  DuPage 
has  come  to  one  mutual 
conclusion:  the  violence 
in  Charlotte  is  a  reflec¬ 
tion  of  a  grander  scale  of 
divide  among  Americans. 

The  controversial  death 


has  made  Charlotte  the 
latest  hotspot  in  the  on¬ 
going  protest  against 
police  killings  of  Afri¬ 
can  American  men  in 
the  United  States.  Fer¬ 
vent  riots  morphed  into 
peaceful  protests  since 
the  fatal  encounter  last 
Tuesday.  Demonstrators 
began  Wednesday  morn¬ 
ing  by  blocking  an  in¬ 
terstate  and  have  contin¬ 
ued  demonstrations  the 
subsequent  nights  since. 

David  Swope,  COD’s 
manager  of  Diversity 
and  Inclusion,  believes 
the  divide  amongst  Af¬ 
rican  Americans  and 
Caucasians  in  Amer¬ 
ica  has  exploded  into 
an  era  of  civil  unrest. 

“Personally,  I  do  believe 


that  America  struggles 
with  it’s  own  biases  and 
I  do  think  that  those  bi¬ 
ases  can  hamper  the  way 
that  justice  is  carried 
out,”  Swope  said.  “One 
of  the  largest  biases  in 
American  history,  un¬ 
fortunately,  is  racism.” 

Police  released  body 
camera  and  dashboard 
camera  footage  on  Sat¬ 
urday.  The  footage  shows 
two  officers  running 
towards  a  white  truck 
with  guns  drawn  and 
pointing  while  shout¬ 
ing  “Drop  the  gun!” 
Scott’s  wife  responds, 
“He  doesn’t  have  a  gun.” 

Scott,  43,  then  exits 
his  car  and  immediate¬ 
ly  falls  to  the  ground  as 
four  shots  ring  out.  It 


is  not  clear  whether  he 
was  holding  anything. 

COD  student  and 
Turning  Point  USA 
president  Patrick  Wool 
weighed  in  on  the  contro¬ 
versial  video,  explaining 
that  the  footage  interpre¬ 
tation  is  up  to  the  viewer. 

“There  may  have  been  a 
gun  in  his  hand  or  there 
may  have  not  been,”  Wool 
said.  “It  really  just  leads  up 
to  speculation  at  this  point. 
But  at  the  end  of  the  day 
this  is  just  a  sad  thing  that 
happened  in  Charlotte, 
and  I  wouldn’t  wish  that 
upon  any  community.” 

In  regards  to  the  vi¬ 
olence  and  riots,  Wool 
believes  the  protestors’  ac¬ 
tions  were  premature  due 
to  the  lack  of  information 


on  the  shooting  at  the  time. 

“I  understand  the  an¬ 
ger  and  frustration,”  Wool 
said.  “But  rioting  just  de¬ 
stroys  neighborhoods  and 
divides  the  people  more.” 

One  day  before  the 
police  videos  were  re¬ 
leased,  Scott’s  widow  re¬ 
leased  her  own  video  of 
the  minutes  leading  up 
to  her  husband’s  death. 
She  shouts  to  police  that 
her  husband  has  a  brain 
injury  as  they  scream  at 
Scott  to  put  down  a  gun. 
This  also  shows  no  visual 
evidence  of  whether  Scott 
was  holding  a  gun  or  not. 
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France  says  no  to  plastic  plates  and  utensils  by  2020

France  is  officially  the 
first  country  in  the  world 
to  ban  plastic  plates  and 
cudery,  a  move  that  local 
fans  of  the  environment 
would  also  like  to  see 
come  to  the  College  of 
DuPage  (COD). 

The  law  is  an  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  country’s 
existing  “energy  transi¬ 
tion  for  green  growth” 
act  passed  in  2015,  which 
regulates  energy  targets 
for  transport,  housing,  and 
renewable  energy.  This 
law  initially  targeted  fairly 
flimsy  plastic  bags  at  gro¬ 
cery  stores  and  market¬ 
places  in  France  during  its 
early  enactment. 

Alternatively,  compa¬ 
nies  will  be  required  to  use 
biologically  sourced  ma¬ 
terials  in  the  production 
process,  thereby  bringing 
an  end  to  petroleum-based 
produce.  End  users  of 
these  utensils  will  be  re¬ 
quired  to  work  on  com¬ 
posting  them  domestical¬ 
ly.  The  Washington  Post 
quotes  President  Francois 
Hollande  that  the  intent 
is  “to  make  France  ...  an 
exemplary  nation  in  terms 
of  reducing  greenhouse 
gas  emissions,  diversify¬ 
ing  its  energy  model  and 
increasing  the  deploy¬ 
ment  of  renewable  energy 
sources.” 

France  has  been  a  leader 
when  it  comes  to  fighting 
greenhouse  emission.  The 
European  nation  hosted 
the  Conference  of  Parties 
(COP)  21st  conference 
in  November  2015,  after 
which  55  countries  that 
represent  55  percent  of 
global  greenhouse  emis¬ 
sions  signed  a  binding 
agreement  to  reduce  car¬ 
bon  output  in  an  attempt 
to  keep  global  warming  to 
well  below  2  degrees  Cel¬ 
sius. 

There  have  been  praises 


given  to  France’s  actions. 
COD  environmental  bi¬ 
ology  professor  Shamili 
Ajgaonkar  referred  to  the 
ban  as  "a  step  further  to¬ 
wards  a  vision  to  mimic 
nature  and  eliminate  the 
concept  of  waste." 

"In  general,  I  think  that 
we  need  to  take  steps  to¬ 
wards  shifting  from  a 
linear  'cradle-to-grave' 
economy,  which  cen¬ 
ters  on  consumption 
and  disposal  to  a  circular 
'cradle-to-cradle'  econ¬ 
omy,  which  centers 
on  resource  effi¬ 
ciency  and  recov¬ 
ery,"  said  Ajgaonkar. 

"And  yes,  sustainabili¬ 
ty  goals  in  general,  though 
challenging,  as  they  in¬ 
volve  the  consideration  of 
numerous  trade-offs,  are 
attainable  if  we  determine 
them  to  be  our  priority.  It 
is  not  the  lack  of  solutions 
but  the  collective  human 
desire  to  execute  them 
that  is  the  biggest  hurdle." 

Like  many  environ¬ 
mental  laws,  this  law 
will  have  a  huge 
financial  impact 
on  the  production 
costs  incurred 
by  manufac¬ 
turing  enti¬ 
ties. 

Pack2GoEu- 
rope,  a  European  conve¬ 
nience  packaging  associ¬ 
ation,  has  filed  an  official 
complaint  to  the  Europe¬ 
an  Union  Commission, 
with  the  sole  objective  to 
stop  this  law  from  going 
into  force.  The  compa¬ 
ny  argues  that  “finding  a 
package  that  meets  the  re¬ 
ally  critical  food  hygiene 
requirements  that  con¬ 
sumers  want,  that  can  also 
be  composted  in  a  domes¬ 
tic  composter. ..right  now 
they  don’t  exist.” 

It  is,  however,  uncertain 
if  the  commission  will  lis¬ 


The  food  service  com¬ 
pany  at  COD,  Sodexo,  has 
very  strong  environmental 
policies  that  are  sustain¬ 
able  to  help  minimize 
plastic  and  its  associated 
waste.  The  company  is 
guided  by  a  'Better  To¬ 
morrow  Plan'  that  serves 
as  a  roadmap  for  creating 
a  better  future. 

“Some  exam¬ 
ples  include  the 
Choose  to  Reuse 
container  pro¬ 
gram  and  the 
Weigh  the 
Waste  pro¬ 
gram  to  reduce 
food  waste,”  said 
Lynn  Konicek,  So- 
dexo’s  general  manag¬ 
er  at  COD.  “We  have 
also  developed  and  im¬ 
plemented  proprietary 
tools  such  as  SMART 
(Sustainability  Man¬ 
agement  and  Reporting 
Tool),  a  comprehensive, 
web-based,  operational 
metrics  dashboard  that 
assesses  sustainability 
performance  at  indi¬ 
vidual  campuses.  In 
addition,  we  strive  to 
promote  sustainable 
sourcing  by  creat¬ 
ing  relationships 
with  local  vendors  and 
those  who  offer  sustain¬ 
ably  grown  and  produced 
goods.” 

Even  students  here  at 
COD  with  the  zest  to 
have  a  clean  environment 
have  reacted  positive¬ 
ly  to  the  bold  step  taken 
by  France  and  even  want 
students  here  to  emulate 
France’s  example. 

“As  an  officer  of  the  en¬ 
vironmental  club,  I  feel  as 
though  France's  decision 
to  ban  plastic  cups  and 
plates  by  2020  is  a  pos¬ 
itive  change,”  said  Hay- 
ley  Deam,  an  officer  of 
the  environmental  club. 
“(It  is)  a  change  that  is  a

for  using  reusable  bags, 
while  the  territories  of  the 
United  Kingdom  tax  con¬ 
sumers  for  using  plastic 
bags.  German  stores  are 
required  to  pay  a  recycling 
tax  if  they  vehemently 
decide  to  give  out  plastic 
bags,  while  Italy  total¬ 
ly  frowns  on  giving  out 
non-biodegradable  plastic 
bags. 

Here  in  the  United 
States,  the  city  of  Chi¬ 
cago  is  among  98  cities 
that  have  passed  a  strong 
plastic  control  law,  or  is 


Jewel-Osco 
on  Ogden  Avenue  in 
Naperville,  for  example, 
try  to  make  buyers  aware 
of  the  need  to  use  reusable 
bags  during  their  shop¬ 
ping  errands.  They  play 
a  short  video  repeatedly 
which  states,  they  used 
1,179  boxes  of  plastic  bags 
in  2015. That  is  an  equiva¬ 
lent  of  32  pallets  of  plastic 
bags,  or  13  tons  of  plas¬ 
tic.  The  video  also  urges 
customers  to  help  reduce 
plastic  consumption  by 
20%  in  2016  by  using  re¬ 
usable  bags. 


the  process  of  passing  one. 
There  are  no  laws  that 
take  a  step  further  to  give 
an  alternative  to  plastic 
utensils. 

The  usage  of  plastics  by 
consumers  is  an  issue  for 
businesses  that  have  been 
compelled  to  give  them 
out.  The 


ten  to  their  plea,  or  give  in 
since  a  law  enacted  a  step 
further  doesn’t  exist  any¬ 
where  in  the  world.  Most 
European  nations  just 
curtail  the  usage  of  plastic 
bags.  The  Scandinavian 
nation  of  Denmark  gives 
tax  incentives  to 


step  in  the  right  direction. 
Reducing  the  use  of  plas¬ 
tic  does  not  need  to  be  a 
government  regulation  for 
COD  to  make  a  change. 
From  using  a  reusable  wa¬ 
ter  bottle  to  bringing  one’s 
own  silverware,  each  per¬ 
son  can  make  a  positive 
impact.” 

The  environmental  club 
even  has  tangible  plans  to 
help  students  and  the  en¬ 
tire  college  community  to 
feel  their  presence.  “Last 
year  the  COD  Environ¬ 
mental  club  worked  to 
get  composting  here  on 
campus  to  help  reduce  the 
amount  of  organic  waste 
COD  produces,”  Deam 
continued.  “In  doing  this 
we  ran  into  a  few  issues. 
Our  administration  was 
not  committed  to  a  wide¬ 
spread  composting  pro¬ 
gram,  because,  COD  as  a 
community  is  not  as  suc¬ 
cessful  as  it  could  be  even 
when  it  comes  to  recycling. 
From  unwanted  plastic 
that  cannot  be  recycled 
to  contaminated  recycla- 
bles,  these  are  some  of 
the  issues  we  face.  When 
our  recycling  is  contami¬ 
nated  it  costs  COD  more 
money  because  our  waste 
company  will  charge  a  fee. 
If  COD  made  a  choice  to 
reduce  our  use  of  plastic 
all  together  we  could  be 
more  successful  in  possi¬ 
bly  implementing  organic 
recycling,”  added  Deam. 

But  there  are  concrete 
examples  of  the  value 
COD  puts  on  the  envi¬ 
ronment.  COD  has  been 
a  leader  in  an  environ¬ 
mentally  friendly  campus 
community  In  fact,  most 
buildings  on  the  campus 
have  earned  Leadership 
in  Energy  and  Environ¬ 
mental  Design  (LEED) 
Gold  Certification  from 
the  U.S.  Green  Building 
Council.

The  ensemble  lost  its 
residency  at  the  college 
due  to  numerous  confus¬ 
ing  and  ambiguous  rea¬ 
soning,  all  being  blamed 
on  budgetary  issues. 


While  the  Board 
of  Trustees  focused 
on  the  new  presiden¬ 
tial  search  and  getting 
COD  back  on  track,  stu¬ 
dents  and  community 
members  continued  to 
push  for  BTE  to  return. 

BTE  has  been  around 
as  long  as  the  MAC  has, 
being  established  in  1986. 
It  wasn’t  until  1996  that 
the  ensemble  became  an 
equity  group.The  ensem¬ 
ble  has  provided  a  place 
where  students  are  able  to 
work  hands  on  and  even 
act  themselves  with  pro¬ 
fessionals.  Students  get  an 
inside  look  into  the  busi¬ 
ness  and  learn  far  more 


than  a  classroom  can  teach. 

Already  offering  op¬ 
portunities  for  students, 
BTE  has  established  a 
BTE  Stage  Management 
scholarship,  new  acting 
shadows  for  theater  stu¬ 
dents  and  a  high  school 
ambassador  program. 

“At  Buffalo  Theatre  En¬ 
semble,  we  are  most  inter¬ 
ested  in  our  relationship 
with  the  community,  be¬ 
cause  we  are  a  vital  member 
of  your  community,”  said 
professor  and  ensemble 
member,  Amelia  Barrett. 
“We  are  fully  committed 
to  the  education  of  both 
students  and  the  DuPage 
community  at  large.  Ev¬ 


erything  we  do —  every 
production  we  mount,  ev¬ 
ery  experience  we  create 
— both  in  and  out  of  our 
theatre — is  about  initia¬ 
tives  to  enrich  and  engage 
the  lives  of  all  the  potential 
theatre  going  community.” 

To  celebrate  their  return, 
the  ensemble  has  opened 
back  up  with  “Don’t  Dress 
for  Dinner,”  a  farce  writ¬ 
ten  by  Marc  Camoletti 
that  centers  around  Ber¬ 
nard  who  has  invited  his 
mistress  for  the  weekend 
as  his  wife  is  away.  Every¬ 
thing  seems  to  be  planned 
perfectly,  but  if  it  worked 
out  perfectly,  that  would 
make  for  a  boring  show. 


“It  is  an  honor  to  be 
back  in  residence  at  the 
MAC,”  said  Connie  Can- 
aday  Howard,  professor 
and  ensemble  member.  “In 
choosing  our  season,  we 
thought  that  doing  a  farce, 
which  is  meant  to  be  silly 
and  elicit  enjoyment  and 
laughter,  was  a  great  way 
to  celebrate  BTE’s  return 
to  the  MAC.  It’s  also  a 
type  of  play  that  BTE  has 
been  noted  as  doing  well. 
And,  in  spite  of  all  of  the 
silliness,  it’s  ultimately  say¬ 
ing  that  all  of  us,  as  indi¬ 
viduals,  can  come  through 
adversity  and  be  even 
better,  and  that  relation¬ 
ships  are  worth  the  work.” 


“Don’t  Dress  for  Din¬ 
ner”  has  already  made 
good  impressions  with 
raving  reviews  in  the  Dai¬ 
ly  Herald,  NewCity  Stage 
and  being  a  Critics’  Pick 
in  Windy  City  Times.

Glen  Ellyn  resident  turns  diabetes  into  dreams

Worrying  about  which 
goblin  or  ghoul  you’re 
going  to  be  is  oftentimes 
the  only  worry  4-year- 
olds  have  on  Halloween. 
For  Glen  Ellyn  resident 
Carolyn  Friedman,  her 
Halloween  at  4  years-old 
was  a  lot  more  worrisome. 

Friedman  was  diagnosed 
with  Type  1  Diabetes.  This 
form  of  diabetes  can  be 
summarized  as  a  chronic 
issue  of  one’s  pancreas  not 
producing  enough  insulin. 

Throughout  her  child¬ 
hood,  Friedman  was  al¬ 
ways  active.  Basketball  was 
her  favorite  pastime  for 
years,  and  she  made  sure 
her  diabetes  didn’t  interfere 
with  her  active  lifestyle. 

“My  parents  always  en¬ 
couraged  me  to  play  sports, 
and  always  told  me  diabe¬ 
tes  could  not  prevent  me 
from  doing  anything  I  want 
to  in  life,”  said  Friedman. 

Once  college  came 
around,  Friedman  made 
two  big  decisions.  She 
traded  a  basketball  for 
more  running  shoes, 
and  brought  an  insu¬ 
lin  pump  into  her  life. 

These  two  things 
have  led  Friedman  to 
where  she  is  today:  a 
Global  Heroes  runner. 

Friedman  took  up  run¬ 
ning  after  being  inspired 


by  her  brother  who  con¬ 
sistently  ran  in  high  school 
and  took  his  passion  to 
college  with  him.  With 
his  inspiration,  Fried¬ 
man  challenged  herself 
with  longer  distances. 

Global  Heroes  is  spon¬ 
sored  by  Medtronic,  the 
same  company  who  makes 
Friedman’s  insulin  pump. 
Global  Heroes  is  a  team 
comprised  of  passionate 
runners  who  each  benefit 
from  medical  technology 
in  some  way.  The  goal  is 
to  share  inspiration  among 
the  world  through  the 
12  team  members,  each 
chosen  from  groups  of 
applicants  to  run  a  mar¬ 
athon  together  on  Oct. 
7  to  9  in  Minneapolis. 

Initially,  Friedman  was 
hesitant  to  apply  for  the 
Global  Heroes  team  due 
to  personal  doubt.  Her  re¬ 
quest  to  join  only  followed 
a  last-minute  decision  to 
apply  the  night  before 
the  deadline.  For  Fried¬ 
man,  her  insulin  pump 
brings  her  a  world  more 
of  opportunities  than  be¬ 
fore.  Whether  a  2-mile 
run  or  a  22-mile  run,  she 
takes  it  with  her  wherever. 

“I  have  much  better 
control  of  my  blood  sug¬ 
ars  with  the  pump,”  said 
Friedman.  “You  program 


the  pump  to  give  you  a 
certain  amount  of  insulin 
throughout  the  day.  When 
you  eat  a  meal  or  a  snack, 
you  tell  your  pump  how 
many  carbohydrates  you 
ate  and  it  uses  the  informa¬ 
tion  you  programmed  in  it 
to  give  you  insulin  to  cover 
what  you  just  consumed.” 

“Running  for  a  person 
with  a  fully-functioning 
pancreas  is  a  bit  different 
than  those  with  diabe¬ 
tes,”  Friedman  continued. 
“Diabetes  is  a  tricky  con¬ 
dition,  as  you  can  do  the 
exact  same  thing  multi¬ 
ple  days  and  get  a  dif¬ 
ferent  result  each  time.” 

For  others,  worrying 
about  a  pump  and  a  seri¬ 
ous  medical  condition  can 
close  doors  on  opportu¬ 
nities,  especially  with  ac¬ 
tivities  like  running,  but 
Friedman  scoffs  at  that 
mindset  with  six  mar¬ 
athons  behind  her  and 
two  in  the  near  future. 

Friedman  has  run  over 
60  races  throughout  her 
career  and  logs  rough¬ 
ly  2,000  miles  a  year. 

“I  love  how  running 
makes  me  feel,”  said  Fried¬ 
man.  “No  matter  what 
kind  of  day  I  am  having, 
running  always  puts  me 
in  a  better  mood.  I  Eke 
that  you  can  have  time 


goals  and  other  goals.” 

Running  has  not  only 
given  Friedman  hope 
with  her  diabetes,  but  it 
has  provided  her  with 
an  intense  love  and  a 
strongly  knit  community. 

“I  trained  for  the  [Chi¬ 
cago  Marathon]  with  the 
Glen  Ellyn  Runners  and 
have  been  a  member  ever 
since,”  said  Friedman. 
“Training  with  the  Glen 
Ellyn  Runners  has  been 
incredibly  beneficial  to  me. 

I  run  with  them  twice  per 
week  and  have  met  a  ton  of 
people  through  the  group. 
It  is  a  supportive  group  of 
people  and  I  know  I  would 
not  be  the  runner  I  am  to¬ 
day  without  the  group.” 

As  a  Global  Hero, 
Friedman  will  meet  her 
other  inspirational  team 
members  in  their  race 
next  week.  For  tradi¬ 
tion,  each  Global  Hero 
chooses  a  running  mate 
and  Friedman  is  bringing 
along  the  one  who  start¬ 
ed  the  love:  her  brother. 

“I  firmly  believe  that  di¬ 
abetes  does  not  hold  you 
back  from  what  you  want 
to  do  in  life.  It  may  take 
extra  work  or  a  few  dif¬ 
ferent  times  to  succeed, 
but  if  a  person  wants 
to  achieve  the  goal  bad 
enough  it  will  happen.”

Negative  political  ad¬ 
vertising  is  ruining  our 
country.  If  you  flip  to  any 
news  station  this  presi¬ 
dential  season  you  will 
see  a  medley  of  cam¬ 
paign  ads,  many  of  which 
are  growing  increasingly 
negative.  What  was  once 
an  outlet  for  presiden¬ 
tial  candidates  to  inform 
people  of  their  policies 
has  now  become  an  op¬ 
portunity  for  public  smear 
campaigns  and  trash  talk, 
and  I  have  had  enough. 

Historically,  political 
campaigns  were  about 
meeting  voters  and  local, 
town-hall  based  debates. 
There  was  no  television 
screen  to  hide  behind. 
The  candidates  were  out 
and  about,  making  a  first¬ 
hand  effort  increase  then- 
voter  base.  Harry  Tru¬ 
man  even  went  so  far  as 


to  travel  over  31,000  cit¬ 
ies  during  his  campaign, 
and  historians  believe 
he  had  shook  upwards 
of  half  a  million  hands. 

Because  they  were  of¬ 
ten  traveling  with  their 
running  mate,  they  had 
very  little  opportunity 
to  turn  voters  against  an 
opponent.  Instead,  can¬ 
didates  would  try  to  sell 
voters  on  their  policies 
as  well  as  try  to  estab¬ 
lish  a  connection  with 
people  on  a  simple  level. 

With  the  invention  of 
television  came  the  first 
televised  presidential  de¬ 
bate  between  Richard 
Nixon  and  John  F.  Ken¬ 
nedy,  and  not  long  after 
there  were  presidential 
ads  for  these  two  gen¬ 
tlemen  popping  up  on 
most  major  channels. 

With  the  comfort  of 


hiding  behind  a  screen, 
something  people  now¬ 
adays  are  all  too  famil¬ 
iar  with,  candidates  were 
about  to  trash  talk  their 
candidates  without  ac¬ 
tually  having  to  face 
them  while  saying  such 
negative  things.  In  fact, 
the  first  televised  at¬ 
tack  ad  was  so  negative, 
it  is  famously  known  as 
one  of  America’s  great¬ 
est  pieces  of  propaganda 
since  the  World  Wars. 

It  is  called  “The  Daisy 
Girl,”  and  it  consists  of 
a  young  girl  playing  the 
“he  loves  me,  he  loves  me 
not”  game  with  a  beau¬ 
tiful  flower.  As  the  last 
petal  is  picked,  a  voice 
begins  counting  down  a 
nuclear  explosion,  with 
the  tagline,  “because  the 
stakes  are  too  high  for 
you  to  stay  at  home.” 


While  you  might  be 
thinking  to  yourself 
that  political  advertise¬ 
ments  aren’t  like  this 
anymore,  and  that  times 
have  changed,  I  would 
argue  you’re  wrong. 

The  most  recent  nega¬ 
tive  campaign  ads  coming 
from  both  political  candi¬ 
dates  this  season  have  been 
full  of  unbacked  allega¬ 
tions  and  serious  juvenility. 

Hillary  Clinton  has 
created  her  entire  ad  cam¬ 
paign  on  the  basis  of  de¬ 
stroying  Donald  Trump’s 
image,  and  she’s  done  so 
by  using  actual  footage  of 
his  speaking  over  many 
different  occasions.  The 
main  issue  with  this  cam¬ 
paign  is  that,  much  like 
many  of  the  liberal  media 
sources,  they  are  taking  his 
quotes  out  of  context,  and 
therefore  potentially  put¬ 


ting  words  in  his  mouth. 

Trump’s  campaign  has 
taken  a  different  approach 
and  is  certainly  embrac¬ 
ing  a  comical  spin  on 
these  attack  ads.  In  an  ad 
first  released  on  August 
6th,  2016,  Trump  takes  a 
jab  at  Clinton’s  self-pro- 
claimed  “short  circuiting” 
that  occurred  at  a  previ¬ 
ous  engagement,  going  so 
far  as  to  say  she  is  truly  a 
robot.  While  this  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  a  metaphor 
for  her  acting  as  a  dum¬ 
my  for  the  liberal  agen¬ 
da,  the  creators  do  not  to 
a  great  job  of  explaining 
it,  and  thus  many  people 
took  it  as  Trump  calling 
Clinton  a  literal  robot. 

While  negative  cam¬ 
paigns  can  be  entertaining 
for  the  viewers,  it  is  ulti¬ 
mately  not  a  healthy  way 
to  gain  voters.  This  is  be¬ 


cause  instead  of  showing 
how  qualified  they  are  as 
a  candidate,  it  simply  up¬ 
sets  and  confuses  voters 
who  may  have  already 
been  on  the  fence.  Fur¬ 
thermore,  one  should  be 
wooing  voters  with  then- 
ideas  and  beliefs,  with 
plans  of  change  and  amaz¬ 
ing  speeches  and  debates. 

Presidential  campaigns 
should  no  longer  be  about 
who  can  make  the  other 
look  worse,  it  should  be 
about  who  would  be  best 
for  our  country.  By  just 
keep  making  each  other 
look  bad,  they  are  perpetu¬ 
ating  the  idea  of  having  to 
vote  for  the  “lesser  of  the 
two  evils”  instead  of  a  can¬ 
didate  you  actually  believe 
in.  Now  we  can  only  hope 
that  they  notice  this,  and 
start  to  turn  things  around.

Audit  reveals  19  points  for  improvement  for  College  of  DuPage

The  Illinois  Audi¬ 
tor  General  released  its 
performance  audit  on 
College  of  DuPage  on 
Wednesday  Sept.  28, 
offering  19  recommen¬ 
dations  for  the  Board 
of  Trustees  to  improve 
oversight,  operations  and 
transparency.  The  college 
agrees  with  all  19  points. 

The  report  examined 
whether  the  college  ful¬ 
filled  its  responsibilities 


during  fiscal  years  2011 
through  2014,  revealing 
that  the  board  of  trust¬ 
ees  was  not  evaluating 
former  President  Robert 
Breuder’s  performance 
annually,  as  is  required  by 
policy.  Lack  of  oversight 
and  approval  of  financial 
investments,  contracts 
and  budget  transfers  also 
raised  questions. 

“There  truly,  authen¬ 
tically,  were  no  surprises 


here,”  COD  President 
Ann  Rondeau  said.  “I 
think  the  real  test  moving 
forward  is  just  going  to 
be  helping  people  learn 
how  to  do  things  differ¬ 
ently.” 

Board  of  trustees 
Chairwoman  Deanne 
Mazzochi  agreed  that  the 
majority  of  the  points  the 
audit  highlighted  were 
old  news,  and  that  the 
college  is  already  on  the 
road  to  fixing  them. 

“We’ve  spent  the  better 
part  of  the  last  18  months 
looking  at  and  focusing 
on  improving  these  same 
issues,”  Board  Chair¬ 
woman  Deanne  Mazzo¬ 
chi  said  at  a  news  confer¬ 
ence  last  Wednesday.  “To 
a  certain  extent,  nothing 
was  a  surprise.” 

The  audit  revealed 
that  the  majority  of  the 
school’s  purchases  were 


not  competitively  bid  and 
the  procurement  policies 
did  not  always  comply 
with  the  established  re¬ 
quirements. 

Between  2007  and 
2013,  the  college  issued 
a  total  of  $321.84  million 
in  bonds  and  awarded 
contracts  for  construc¬ 
tion  before  obtaining  Illi¬ 
nois  Community  College 
Board  (ICCB)  approval, 
as  is  required  by  ICCB 
rules. 

“There  certainly  are 
additional  items  the  au¬ 
dit  revealed,  for  example 
construction,  that  we  wdll 
be  looking  far  more  close¬ 
ly  at,”  Mazzochi  said. 
“We  will  be  examining 
our  policies  and  past  in¬ 
ternal  procedures  to  really 
ensure  that  we  are  fully  in 
compliance  with  the  law.” 

The  audit  details  that, 
compared  to  peer  col¬ 


leges,  Breuder  received 
the  highest  total  com¬ 
pensation  for  all  four 
years  reviewed,  reach¬ 
ing  $495,092  in  2014. 
Three  of  the  16  presi¬ 
dents  at  the  compared 
colleges  received  a  lump 
sum  payment  upon  sep¬ 
aration,  ranging  from 
$103,269  (Morton  Col¬ 
lege)  to  $380,245  (Mo¬ 
raine  Valley).  The  COD 
Board  awarded  Breuder 
an  outgoing  lump  sum 
severance  payment  of 
$762,868  in  January  of 
2015. 

“We  had  a  board  with 
members  that  were  ask¬ 
ing  different  things  of  the 
president,”  Rondeau  said. 
“Maybe  they  didn’t  see  a 
need  at  the  time  for  over¬ 
sight  the  way  the  current 
board  does.” 

The  current  board  plans 
to  keep  taking  steps  for¬ 


ward  to  satisfy  the  rec¬ 
ommendations  from  the 
audit.  Committees  are  in 
place  to  provide  further 
control,  as  well  as  addi¬ 
tional  training  for  current 
and  future  trustees. 

“We’ve  done  a  lot,  but 
we  still  have  a  lot  to  do,” 
Trustee  and  Chairman 
of  the  Audit  Committee 
Charles  Bernstein  said 
at  a  news  conference  last 
Wednesday.  “We  look 
forward  to  doing  it.” 

The  board  agreed  to  au¬ 
thorize  the  audit  in  April 
of  2015.  The  final  cost  of 
the  report  process  is  still 
unknown  by  the  college.

Some  key  points  from  the  audit  report: 

•  The  Board  of  Trustees  should  consider  defin¬ 
ing  in  its  policies  the  fiduciary  responsibilities 
of  individual  trustees. 

During  the  fourth  quarter  of  201 6,  The  College  intends  to  present  a 
new  policy  to  augment  other  recent  efforts  to  improve  training  for  the 
Board.  Such  efforts  include  formal  training  on  parliamentary  proce¬ 
dure  (July  2016)  and  formal  ethics  training  (June  and  July  2016). 
When  new  trustees  will  be  seated  in  2017,  the  College  will  also 
provide  a  comprehensive  orientation  program  for  new  trustees. 

•  The  Board  should  ensure  that  the  College 
President  is  evaluated  annually  and  that 
reviews  are  documented. 

The  College  agrees  with  this  recommendation. 

•  The  Board  of  Trustees  should  obtain  ICCB 
approval  for  applicable  projects  prior  to 
beginning  construction  activities  on  projects  as 
is  required  by  ICCB's  administrative  rules. 

Since  the  time  period  that  was  audited  (2008-201 5),  the  College  has 
strengthened  its  controls.  In  the  future,  contracts  for  construction  will 
not  be  submitted  for  Board  approval  and  award  unless  and  until 
documentation  of  ICCB  approval  has  been  received.

III.  State  Senator  Tom  Cullerton 


Democrat  Tom  Culler- 
ton  and  Republican  Seth 
Lewis  took  time  off  their 
campaign  schedules  to 
preach  their  political  man¬ 
ifestos  here  at  the  College 
of  DuPage,  to  discuss  the 
future  of  education  fund¬ 
ing  in  Illinois  and  how 
to  solve  the  state’s  budget 
crisis.  Both  men  are  run¬ 
ning  to  fill  the  District  23 
seat  in  DuPage  County 
and  went  unopposed  in 
their  respective  primaries 
earlier  this  year. 

Cullerton  is  the  in¬ 
cumbent  who  has  served 
the  senate  since  2013  af¬ 
ter  he  defeated  Carole 
Pankau  and  became  the 


first  Democrat  in  the  Illi¬ 
nois  Senate  from  DuPage 
County  since  1943.  Lewis 
is  an  industrial  engineer 
and  a  State  Farm  Insur¬ 
ance  agency  owner  with 
a  wealth  of  experience  in 
business,  who  hopes  to 
translate  his  engineering 
and  business  success  in 
Springfield. 

This  gathering  was  or¬ 
ganized  as  a  part  of  the 
college’s  Learning  Com¬ 
munity  classes. The  Learn¬ 
ing  Community  classes 
involve  students  enroll¬ 
ing  as  a  “cohort  in  two  or 
more  courses  connected 
by  a  common  theme.” 

Cullerton  started  his 
discussion  with  students 
by  stating  his  achieve¬ 
ments  as  Villa  Park’s  vil¬ 
lage  board  president,  and 
his  subsequent  service 
to  the  DuPage  Water 
Commission  especially  in 
2009-10  when  the  com¬ 
mission  lost  $70  million. 

The  State  of  Illinois  is 


currently  faced  with  bud¬ 
getary  problems;  this  sit¬ 
uation  has  since  affected 
a  key  deliverable  like  ed¬ 
ucation.  Earlier  this  year, 
the  state  passed  a  stopgap 
budget  that  has  provided 
funding  for  government 
services  such  as  road  con¬ 
struction  and  a  full  K-12 
education  budget  for  the 
current  school  year. 

This  problem  has  also 
affected  public  universi¬ 
ties  throughout  the  state, 
a  situation  policy  makers 
prevented  from  escalat¬ 
ing  when  they  agreed  to 
funnel  $600  million  that 
kept  universities  running 
during  the  summer. 

COD  has  been  able  to 
get  through  this  situation 
by  instituting  sound  fi¬ 
nancial  policies  since  its 
trouble  with  the  Higher 
Learning  Commission 
(HLC).  This  is  something 
the  current  board  head¬ 
ed  by  Deanne  Mazzochi 
takes  credit  for.  The  re¬ 


cent  stable  price  in  tuition 
and  fees  is  evidence  that 
suggests  COD  is  in  solid 
position  to  weather  the 
state’s  financial  problems. 

Speaking  about  how  the 
entire  general  assembly 
will  handle  this  situation, 
Cullerton  said  the  pend¬ 
ing  elections  will  dictate 
the  outcome. 

“What  the  governor 
accepts,  what  the  gover¬ 
nor  wants,  will  depend  on 
whether  he  gets  legislators 
in  and  how  far  he  is  will¬ 
ing  to  go,”  said  Cullerton. 
“I’m  actually  waiting  for 
Nov.  9  to  see  a  great  bud¬ 
get  play  out.” 

He  also  expressed  how 
key  the  elections  for  law¬ 
makers  across  the  state  are. 
There  is  currently  a  con¬ 
stitutional  amendment  for 
road  funding  to  be  placed 
on  the  ballot  in  Novem¬ 
ber.  This  amendment  will 
ensure  that  money  appor¬ 
tioned  towards  roads  and 
its  related  infrastructure 


stays  there  regardless.  In 
previous  years,  money 
from  this  fund  has  been 
swept  to  pay  for  other 
items. 

Lewis  took  the  stage 
to  explain  his  position  on 
structural  reforms  that  are 
needed  in  government, 
specifically  term  limits 
and  fair  maps.  He  believes 
term  limits  should  be  a 
necessity,  and  as  for  fair 
maps,  he  wants  data  to 
be  the  driving  force  when 
setting  thresholds  for 
electoral  districts  and  not 
emotions. 

When  quizzed  about 
how  he  is  going  to  cor¬ 
relate  business  and  poli¬ 
tics,  Lewis  said  his  busi¬ 
ness  experience  can  be  a 
valuable  asset  to  the  state 
despite  claims  that  you 
can’t  run  government  like 
a  business. 

“You  can  institute  busi¬ 
ness  principles  into  gov¬ 
ernment,”  said  Lewis.  “In 
the  private  sector,  if  you 


can  make  something  for 
$10,  and  a  competitor 
makes  it  for  $5  with  no 
tangible  difference  be¬ 
tween  the  qualities  of  the 
product,  you  won’t  stay  in 
business.  As  an  engineer, 
you  figure  out  how  to 
make  your  product  at  the 
highest  level  of  quality  at 
the  lowest  cost  keeping 
the  people  and  the  envi¬ 
ronment  enjoyable.” 

“Why  can’t  we  do  that 
to  the  government?”  he 
added.  “Why  can’t  we  de¬ 
liver  services  to  those  who 
need  it  most  in  the  most 
efficient  manner?” 

Lewis,  as  a  Republican, 
hopes  to  listen  to  his  con¬ 
stituents  and  identify  with 
his  party  as  a  part  of  the 
political  equation.  Like 
many  Republicans,  he  is 
pro-life,  a  major  party  line. 
And  he  believes  gun  own¬ 
ership  is  a  constitutional 
right. 

The  election  for  state  senate 
is  on  Nov.  8.

Scholarship  op¬ 
portunities  like  these 
only  require  a  simple 
application,  an  unof¬ 
ficial  transcript,  and 
an  essay.  These  are  all 
made  available  through 
the  efforts  of  generous 
donors  which  include 
individuals,  business 
partners  in  the  com¬ 
munity  and  corpora¬ 
tions. 

The  COD  Foun¬ 
dation  has  been  the 
custodian  of  all  schol¬ 
arships  available  to  stu¬ 
dents  from  the  college 
over  the  years.  They 


are  currendy  accepting 
applications  for  about 
38  prestigious  schol¬ 
arships  for  the  spring

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Contract  gives  groundskeepers  unified  voice

It’s  been  a  year  since 
the  Illinois  Educational 
Labor  Relations  Board 
certified  the  College  of 
DuPage  Buildings  and 
Ground  Staff  Union,  and 
a  contract  is  now  in  place 
to  finalize  the  negotia¬ 


tions.  The  Classified  Staff 
Association  (CSA-  main¬ 
tenance  and  grounds  de¬ 
partment)  and  the  COD 
Board  approved  the  first 
employment  contract 
covering  employee  wages, 
hours  and  working  con¬ 


ditions  through  June  of 

2020. 

The  four-year  agree¬ 
ment  will  give  COD 
mechanics,  painters, 
groundskeepers  and  car¬ 
penters  retroactive  raises 
of  3  percent  for  the  2016- 
17  year.  The  raise  percent¬ 
age  is  equal  to  the  amount 
received  by  other  classifi¬ 
cations  of  employees.  The 
deal  also  includes  provi¬ 
sions  governing  employee 
seniority,  layoff  and  recall 
protections,  health  and 
safety  matters  and  pay 
for  work  outside  the  nor¬ 
mal  work  schedule  due 
to  unique  responsibilities, 
such  as  snow  removal. 

CSA  President  Roger 
Behling  explained  that 
in  signing  the  contract, 


one  of  the  most  import¬ 
ant  factors  was  for  every 
member  to  be  on  board 
with  its  arrangements.  He 
hopes  the  ratification  of 
the  contract  will  help  oth¬ 
ers  recognize  the  union's 
presence  and  dedication 
to  the  campus. 

“This  contract  will 
give  grounds  employees 
a  united  voice  with  more 
substance  behind  it,”  Be¬ 
hling  said.  “I  think  pre¬ 
viously  we  were  kind  of 
invisible,  you  know  a  lot 
of  people  maybe  don’t 
stop  and  think  about  how 
there  is  a  group  of  people 
here  on  campus  that  are 
plowing  the  snow,  cutting 
the  grass,  painting  the 
walls  or  fixing  the  bath¬ 
rooms.  I  think  now  there 


is  an  actual  awareness  that 
we  exist.” 

Mia  Igyarto,  Director 
of  Labor,  Employee  Rela¬ 
tions  and  Benefits,  served 
as  the  College’s  negoti¬ 
ations  spokesperson  re¬ 
garding  the  contract. 

“We  were  able  to  sit 
down  with  the  union  and 
establish  an  agreement 
that  was  fair  to  all  con¬ 
cerned,”  Igyarto  said.  “I 
think  everyone  is  appre¬ 
ciative  of  the  open  dia¬ 
logue  and  hard  work  that 
went  into  this  agreement.” 

In  the  subsequent  years 
to  follow,  raises  will  be 
determined  through  a 
formula  of  the  Consumer 
Price  Index  plus  one-half 
percent.  The  minimum 
raise  will  not  be  lower 


than  1  percent  and  the 
maximum  raise  will  not 
reach  above  3  percent. 
Salaries  may  be  adjusted 
higher  if  other  employee 
groups  receive  raises  in 
excess  of  those  produced 
by  the  formula. 

“As  a  group  we  would 
like  to  say  thank  you  to 
the  College  for  recogniz¬ 
ing  us  and  for  also  being 
fair  on  a  lot  of  the  things 
in  the  contract,”  Behling 
said.  “Hopefully  we  can 
all  move  forward  not  as 
individual  departments, 
but  as  one  college  organi¬ 
zation.” 

The  negotiation  process 
for  the  CSA  union  began 
in  February  of  2016.

C:  What  is  your  lat¬ 
est  memoir  about,  and 
why  is  it  so  significant? 

rThis  is  my  new  book 
called  “Land  of  Enchant¬ 
ment.”  It’s  a  memoir,  a  true 
story.  It’s  about  this 
relationship  I 
was  in  in  my 
early  20s  with 
this  man 
named  Ja¬ 
son,  and 
it  was  an 
abusive 
rela¬ 
tion¬ 
ship, 
but  I 
didn’t 

recognize  that 
at  the  time.  It  took  me 
years  to  recognize  what 
was  going  on  because  I 
thought  it  was  just  a  very 
dramatic  and  exciting  ex¬ 
perience.  We  moved  to 
Albuquerque  together  so 
I  could  write  a  novel  and 
he  could  work,  but  then  it 
just  became  this  disaster. 
I  was  obsessed  with  him 
for  years.  I  couldn’t  quit 
him  as  much  as  he  was 
bad  for  me  in  some  ways. 
And  I  finally  saw  him  for 
the  last  time  in  2011  and 
decided  this  was  really  the 
end,  and  I  was  going  to 
finally  stop  answering  his 
phone  calls.  Six  weeks  af¬ 
ter  that  he  died  in  a  mo¬ 
torcycle  accident.  The  book 
is  really  about  what  it’s  like 
to  be  a  young  person  and 
lose  someone  for  the  first 


C:  What  can  stu¬ 
dents  expect  when  they 
attend  Writers  Read? 

L:  I  do  want  to  talk 
about  abusive  relationships 
because  October  is  Do¬ 
mestic  Violence  Aware¬ 
ness  Month,  and  I’m  look¬ 
ing  forward  to  talking  to 
college  students  because 
people  under  the  age  of 
25  are  particularly  at  risk 
for  being  in  abu¬ 
sive  rela¬ 
tionships. 
So  often 
the  signs  of 
these  kinds  of 
relationships 
can  be  mistak¬ 
en  for  love.  For 
instance,  [when] 
Jason  and  I  moved 
across  the  country 
together,  we’d  only 
known  each  other  for 
six  months.  We’d  never 
been  to  Albuquerque,  but 
we  left  behind  our  families 
and  friends.  I  thought  that 
was  very  romantic,  but  in 
hindsight  it  was  really  like 
an  isolation  technique.  So 
once  I  was  far  away  from 
my  family  and  friends,  he 
became  increasingly  con¬ 
trolling  and  manipulative, 
and  I  didn’t  have  anybody 
I  could  turn  to.  Or  if  you 
have  somebody  saying,  'I 
love  you  so  much,  give  me 
your  passwords,  I  want  to 
see  what  you’re  doing,’  that 
kind  of  looking  over  your 
shoulder,  checking  texts 
because  they  ‘love’  you  so 
much,  that’s  really  con¬ 
trolling  and  abusive.  I’m 
happy  to  talk  about  those 
things,  but  also  what  to  do 


time,  but  it’s  also  about 
a  psychologically  abusive 
relationship,  which  is  very 
hard  for  people  to  talk 
about  because  if  someone’s 
not  getting  beaten  up,  it’s 
hard  to  see  the  signs  of  that 
kind  of  relationship  and 
how  damaging  it  can  be.

Then  I  moved  to 
New  York  to  go  to  acting 
school.  I  ended  up  mov¬ 
ing  back  home  with  my 
parents  again  in  Lom¬ 
bard.  Then  I  auditioned 
for  another  play  in  2007, 
and  that’s  where  I  met  my 
ex-boyfriend.  We  ended 
up  moving  to  Albuquer¬ 
que,  NM  at  that  time.  And 
that’s  where  [‘The  Land  of 
Enchantment’]  is  set,  and 
it’s  about  our  relationship.

plays.  They  want  to  write 
for  TV.  They’re  writing 
books,  but  this  system  is 
favoring  men.  We  do  two 
conferences  a  year  that  are 
professional  development 
conferences.  It’s  not  how 
to  write,  but  really  how  to 
make  a  career  and  how  to 
make  a  living  out  of  being 
a  writer,  how  to  fight  sex¬ 
ism  in  the  industry.  We’re 
named  after  Mitt  Romney 
saying  he  had  ‘binders  full 
of  women  during  the  pres¬ 
idential  campaign 
“—l —  of  2012.  We  are 
the  binders  full 
of  women  writ¬ 
ers,  and  the 
conference  is 
called  ‘Binder- 
Con.  It’s  kind 
P  of  a  joke  of 
"  Mitt  Romney 
saying  he  has 
binders  full 
of  us;  we  are  - 
the  binders. 
We  are  trying  to  advance 
the  careers  of  women  writ¬ 
ers.  For  example,  one  of 
our  big  success  stories  is 
that  one  of  the  members 
of  our  community  was 
a  single  mom,  living  in 
a  homeless  shelter  with 
her  two  daughters,  and 
through  our  community 


she  learned  to  write  and 
pitch  stories,  and  she  got 
in  the  New  York  Times 
and  the  Washington  Post, 
and  she  just  sold  her  mem¬ 
oir  for  a  lot  of  money.  She’s 
now  supporting  her  whole 
family  just  by  writing 
full-time,  and  she  credits 
the  nonprofit  community. 

C:  What’s  your  big¬ 
gest  advice  for  a  fe¬ 
male  COD  student  as¬ 
piring  to  be  a  writer? 

L:  I  think  it’s  about 
persistence  and  resilience. 
You’re  going  to  get  so 
many  no’s.  It’s  just  part  of 
the  game.  The  way  you’re 
going  to  win,  the  way 
you’re  going  to  succeed, 
is  just  by  being  stubborn 
and  sticking  with  it,  even 
up  against  all  the  no’s  that 
you  will  face.  For  years, 
I’d  been  in  writing  work¬ 
shops.  So  I  connected 
with  lots  of  writers.  That’s 
another  way  to  build 
community  and  stay  ac¬ 
countable.  I  faced  a  lot  of 
rejection.  A  lot  of  people 
said  no  before  they  said 
yes.  It’s  been  a  long  jour¬ 
ney  to  get  where  I  am  now. 

C:  What  do  you 
do  besides  write? 

L:  I  recendy  moved  to 
Connecticut,  but  I  was 
teaching  for  Brooklyn  Po¬ 
ets.  Poetry  is  my  first  love, 
and  that’s  how  I  started  off. 
I  took  poetry  at  COD  with 
Freda  Libman.  She  was  my 
favorite  COD  teacher.  She 
was  an  amazing  poet  and 
amazing  teacher.  I  taught 
poetry,  and  I  started  teach¬ 
ing  novels  and  memoirs.  I 
teach  in  casual  settings.  I 
like  teaching  people  like 
me  who  may  not  have 
a  degree  but  have  a  real 
passion  for  this.  That’s 
really  fun  for  me,  teach¬ 
ing  people  who  dream  of 
having  a  book  published 
and  are  serious  about  it.

Ever  since  student  Aar¬ 
on  Ozee  was  five  years 
old,  he  dedicated  his  time 
to  small,  seemingly  un¬ 
important  picture  books, 
then  moved  on  to  short 
stories  and  poems. 

Having  divorced  par¬ 
ents,  Ozee  never  quite 
found  himself  getting 
along  with  his  step-sib¬ 
lings  or  comfort  in  being 
shuffled  from  house  to 
house.  He  chose  to  fill  his 
alone  time  with  stories 
upon  stories  and  escape 
the  reality  he  faced. 

Cynthia  Oberman,  his 
favorite  teacher  at  Indian 
Trail  Junior  High,  gave 
Ozee  his  first  huge  push 
towards  developing  his 
hobby  into  a  craft.  When 
Ozee  spent  weekends 
with  his  Dad,  he’d  come 
bring  Oberman  new  sto¬ 
ries  each  week  to  review. 

“She  was  my  best  crit¬ 
ic,”  said  Ozee.  “She’d 
take  a  good  look  at  it 
and  say  things  like,  ‘You 


could  revise  this  sentence 
or  change  around  these 
paragraphs.’  A  lot  of  the 
advice  she  gave  me  I  still 
use  today.  She  was  a  real¬ 
ly  big  influencer  to  me  at 
the  time.” 

Yet  it  wasn’t  until  Ozee 
was  placed  into  Stream- 
wood  Behavioral  Health 
Center  for  10  days  his 
sophomore  year  of  high 
school  did  he  realize  he 
wanted  to  dedicate  his 
life  to  this  love  for  writ¬ 
ing  that  he  always  carried 
with  him. 

Between  paranoia  and 
general  anxiety  about 
friendships,  struggling 
with  his  divorced  parents 
and  his  strongly  disliked 
step-father,  Ozee  had 
what  he  calls  a  “mental 
breakdown.” 

“I  wanted  to  get  away 
from  society  in  general,” 
explained  Ozee.  “I  was 
having  suicidal  tenden¬ 
cies.  When  you’re  put 
into  that  ‘social  survival 


mode’  as  I  call  it,  you  re¬ 
ally  don’t  want  to  think. 
Nothing’s  really  logical 
to  you.  Those  10  days  in 
that  facility  changed  my 
life  forever.” 

As  a  sophomore,  Ozee 
moved  from  his  small 
audience  of  Poetry  Na¬ 
tion  Online  readers  and 
Facebook  friends  to  find 
Lulu,  a  self-publishing 
company  and  published 
his  first  anthology,  “Ce¬ 
lestial  Inferno:  Poems  of 
Another  Realm.” 

“In  a  way,  writing  saved 
me,”  said  Ozee.  “That’s 
how  I  look  at  it.  It’s  not 
anything  I  would  give 
up. 

Since  his  first  publica¬ 
tion  in  2011,  Ozee  has 
self-published  nine  dif¬ 
ferent  poetry  books  and 
published  his  first  book, 
a  children’s  story  called, 
“My  Dear  Child  Shiloh” 
with  another  COD  stu¬ 
dent,  Mallory  Clark  who 
illustrated  the  book. 

Clark  and  Ozee  met 
during  an  English  course 
where  they  wrote  togeth¬ 
er  and  found  themselves 
combining  their  talents 
to  create  this  publication. 
To  keep  children  and 
parents  engaged,  each  il¬ 
lustration  is  created  from 
a  different  medium  and 
with  a  different  style. 

For  Ozee,  it  was  a  nat¬ 
ural  progression  moving 
from  strictly  poetry  to  a 


short  story  format  due  to 
his  long  history  of  writ¬ 
ing.  The  choice  to  change 
paths  was  influenced  by 
his  mother,  who  Ozee 
bases  the  story  off  of  and 
who  has  been  his  greatest 
fan. 

The  story  follows  Shi¬ 
loh  and  his  mother,  with 
no  specific  plot,  the  two 
adventure  through  the 
day  together  and  in  the 
end,  realize  how  special 
their  bond  is. 

“I  wrote  nine  books 
and  published  them,  and 
I  felt  like  none  of  that 
work  was  attributed  to 
[my  Mom],” said  Ozee.  “I 
felt  like  she  was  a  missing 
element  to  it.  Her  and 
many  others  have  been 
very  influential  on  my  ca¬ 
reer  in  general.  She’s  been 
there  for  me  the  most.  I 
owe  her  a  lot.  This  book  is 
a  story  of  her  and  I.” 

After  finding  success 
with  “My  Dear  Child 
Shiloh,”  Ozee  continues 
to  write  yet  now  moves 
his  energy  towards  his 
tour  of  current  book 
signings  in  the  month  of 
October.

Courier:  What’s  your 
story? 

Wilson:  I  am  24  years 
old.  I  graduated  from 
Willowbrook  in  2010. 
After  graduation  I  started 
working  here  and  there, 
but  I  noticed  that  there 
was  something  missing 
in  my  life  after  I  gradu¬ 
ated.  I  wasn’t  as  busy  as 
when  I  would  play  sports 
in  high  school,  so  to  con¬ 
sume  some  of  my  freetime 
I  did  competitive  hip  hop 
dance.  I  did  that  for  three 
and  a  half  years  from  the 
day  I  graduated  to  2013. 
Then  in  2013  I  took  the 
option  to  go  into  the  mil¬ 
itary.  May  5th  of  2013  I 
enlisted  in  the  Air  Force. 
From  then  to  the  present 
I  have  been  on  active  duty. 

I  actually  just  took  Pal¬ 


ace  Chase  which  is  the 
option  to  go  from  active 
duty  to  [National]  Guard 
or  the  Reserves.  I  chose 
the  Guard.  During  my 
active  duty  career,  I’ve 
been  to  a  lot  of  places. 
I’ve  been  to  California, 
Florida,  Texas,  Mississip¬ 
pi  and  I  just  came  back 
from  Pennsylvania.  I  also 
took  an  overseas  tour  to 
South  Korea,  that  was 
pretty  cool.  I  was  there  for 
30  days.  I  wouldn’t  trade 
anything  in  the  world  for 
the  experiences  I’ve  been 
through. 

I  did  Palace  Chase  to 
come  back  and  help  my 
family.  Some  personal 
things  came  up  while  I 
was  away  that  needed  my 
attention  so  I  came  home. 
I  hope  one  day  I  can  go 
back  because  I  would 
love  to  do  it  [active  duty] 
again. 

I  started  school  this 
semester.  It’s  been  really 
hard  to  go  back  to  school 
but  I’ve  really  been  pushed 
by  my  family  and  real¬ 
ly  close  friends  of  mine. 


Their  drive  got  me  to 
complete  the  first  steps  of 
going  back  to  school.  I’m 
really  grateful  for  them. 

C:  Would  you  feel 
comfortable  explaining 
your  personal  problems  at 
home? 

W:  Some  things  hap¬ 
pened  with  my  family.  My 
step-dad  recently  lost  his 
kidneys.  It  was  a  lot  to 
juggle  while  I  was  away 
from  my  family  and  not 
there  for  support.  I  took 
the  option  of  coming 
home  to  be  closer  to  them. 
It’s  a  decision  that  has  it’s 
pros  and  cons.  I  don’t  get 
to  see  the  world  as  much 
as  I  did  when  I  was  on  ac¬ 
tive  duty  but  I  can  be  here 
with  my  family  whenever 
they  need  me;  just  be  that 
lifeline  for  them. 

C:  You  seem  to  have  a 
lot  on  your  plate.  What 
exactly  do  you  do? 

W:  As  of  right  now 
I  work  at  the  Dupage 
County  Jail  in  Wheaton. 
I  am  a  booking  officer. 


Inmates  that  get  arrested 
from  different  parts  of 
Dupage  County  all  come 
to  the  jail  if  they  can’t  post 
bond.  When  they  come  in 
I  actually  inprocess  them 
with  the  intake  sheet  and 
medical  questions,  as  well 
as  demographic  questions 
which  are  really  just  about 
who  they  are.  Then  the 
Correctional  Officers  will 
come  get  them.  I  just  keep 
doing  that  throughout  the 
night.  I  work  overnight, 
so  that  is  from  11  pm  to 
7  am. 

Straight  from  my  over¬ 
night  job  I  come  to  the 
school.  I  go  to  school  from 
Monday  to  Thursday.  I 
give  myself  the  weekend 
to  catch  up  on  sleep,  do 
things  for  my  family  and 
get  my  homework  done. 

I  also  just  started  vol¬ 
unteering  at  the  Human¬ 
itarian  Project  in  Carol 
Stream.  It’s  a  community 
service  that  helps  families 
that  are  less  fortunate,  and 
with  parents  who  don’t 
make  a  large  enough  in¬ 
come  to  support  their 


family.  Last  week  I  helped 
build  birthday  boxes  for 
little  kids.  It’s  just  a  3  foot 
box  filled  with  books,  toys, 
candy,  food,  video  games; 
just  about  anything  that 
will  help  empower  the 
kids.  The  smiles  on  their 
faces  are  just  priceless. 

I  know  what  it  feels  like 
to  be  less  fortunate,  to  not 
get  what  you  want  and 
what  you  need.  It  hits  my 
heart  in  a  personal  way.  I 
wouldn’t  want  the  kids  to 
have  a  lifestyle  that  I  has 
because  it  wasn’t  a  great 
one.  If  that  means  that 
I  might  help  a  family  by 
making  a  kid  a  birthday 
box,  giving  them  food,  it 
makes  me  feel  better. 

It  really  fills  my  heart 
to  see  I’m  making  a  dif¬ 
ference  with  my  volunteer 
work.  Even  with  some  of 
the  inmates  that  come 
into  the  jail,  they  feel  like 
they’re  a  lost  cause.  Just 
hearing  that  they’re  not 
makes  them  feel  better. 
People  make  mistakes  but 
I  don’t  judge  them.  I’m  in 
no  place  to  judge  them. 


C:  Do  you  have  any 
advice  you  want  to  leave 
with  our  readers  on  how 
to  manage  a  busy  sched¬ 
ule? 

W:  I  just  want  to  leave 
this  with  one  thing.  Even 
though  you  have  so  much 
to  do  in  your  life,  be  it 
work,  school,  some  people 
volunteer,  there  are  always 
going  to  be  obstacles. 
There  will  always  be  days 
when  you  don’t  think  you 
can  go  [to  school],  where 
you  feel  tired  or  you  just 
can’t  push  yourself.  Just 
don’t  give  up.  Always 
strive  to  be  better.  There 
are  days  when  I  wanna 
give  up  but  I  can’t  give  up 
on  myself  and  I  can’t  give 
up  on  the  people  that  are 
there  for  me  and  support 
me.  I  feel  like  when  I  give 
up  I  give  up  on  everyone 
around  me.  You  have  to  be 
too  strong  and  too  pride¬ 
ful  to  let  people  down.  Al¬ 
ways  push  yourself.

Bon  Iver  astonishes  with 
unexpected  new  sound

The  pitiful  woes  of  un¬ 
wanted  fame  have  never 
sounded  so  superb.  Justin 
Vernon  of  Bon  Iver  has 
unapologetically  chucked 
his  chilly  Wisconsin 
cabin  and  acoustic  guitar 
for  his  stunning  third 
album,  “22,  A  Million.” 
Instead,  he  grapples  with 
synthesizers,  symbolism 
and  some  serious  voice 
manipulation  to  create 
the  most  dizzying  mix¬ 
ture  of  grit  and  grace. 

The  entire  record  is 
an  intricately  plotted 
projection  of  Vernon’s 
most  troubling  existential 
questions  yet.  It’s  sprin¬ 
kled  with  indecipherable 


symbols  and  connections 
to  his  previous  works, 
as  seen  through  his  use 
of  numbers  and  sym¬ 
bols  on  every  track  title. 
Although  this  latest 
creation  stands  alone 
musically,  it  shares  the 
same  ideological  skele¬ 
ton  as  his  cathartic  two 
previous  albums. 

Coming  out  of  a  five 
year  hiatus,  seemingly 
bored  with  the  conven¬ 
tional  notions  of  music, 
Vernon  soaks  every 
inch  of  this  album  with 
the  unforeseen.  Open¬ 
ing  track  "22  (OVER 
SooooN)"  exhibits  acute 
use  of  Auto-Tune  to 
distort  Vernon’s  typi¬ 
cally  simple, 


forlorn  vocals  beyond 
recognition.  The  first 
half  of  the  album  rattles 
and  clunks;  it  dips  a  toe 
on  either  side  of  the  line 
separating  menacing 
from  masterful. 

"715  -  CREEKS,” 
with  its  ardent  layering 
and  harmonizing  of 
distorted  vocals  sans  any 
instrumentals,  was  clearly 
a  nod  to  “Woods.”  The 
similarly  acapella  song 
caught  the 
attention 
of  Kanye 
West 
back 


in  2010,  which  he  uti¬ 
lized  on  “My  Beautiful 
Dark  Twisted  Fantasy.” 

Halfway  through 
the  10  track  album,  the 
emotionally  upheaving 
sounds  taper  off,  easing 
into  the  smoother  sen¬ 
timent  more  frequently 
associated  with  Bon  Iver. 
“29  #Str afford  APTS,” 
spurs  familiarity  with  the 
scattering  of  guitar,  banjo 
and  hazy  saxophones. 

Bon  Iver’s  previous 
album,  with  the 
majority  of 


savory  tracks  named  after 
geographical  locations, 
allowed  Vernon  to  build 
a  habitat  for  his  mem¬ 
ories  and  inquisitions. 
With  “22,  A  Million,”  he 
disperses  these  same  dis¬ 
positions  into  the  void, 
allowing  them  to  expand 
and  morph  without 
restrictions. 

Maybe  none  of  us  even 
have  the  right  or  intellec¬ 
tual  capability  to  try  and 
form  a  unified  interpre¬ 
tation  of  this  unrelated 
jumble  of  symbols  and 
hidden  meanings;  which 
perhaps  is  why  it’s  so 


resting  place  of  two 
decades  of  searching  for 
self-understanding  like 
a  religion;  and  coming 
to  the  inner-resolution 
of  potentially  never 
finding  that  understand¬ 
ing.  The  paradoxical 
qualities  that  seem  to 
encompass  everything 
about  Justin  Vernon  have 
been  thrown  under  the 
microscope  for  the  world 
to  see.  I  can’t  think  of 
any  reason  more  pure  to 
propel  one  further  into 
the  realm  of  artistic 
acclaim. 
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Before  I  found  Die 
Antwoord,  I  wasn’t  living 
life  to  its  fullest  extent. 
The  constant  berating 
of  radio  hits  by  “artists” 
like  Chainsmokers  and 
DJ  Khaled  gentrifies  the 
entire  idea 


of  musical  expression  into 
an  algorithm  for  record 
labels  to  exploit  the  public 
into  only  understanding 
maybe  four  to  five  genres 
of  music.  This  process  has 
taken  over  to  the  extent 
of  people  scowling  at  the 
notion  of  something 
not  fitting  their 
favorite  genre

The  quirky, 
almost  sa¬ 
tirical 


generic  beats  forceful¬ 
ly  screwed  into  our  ears 
by  every  form  of  media. 
Yolandi  and  Ninja’s  roots 
in  South  African  music, 
in  conjunction  with  their 
fusion  of  well-developed 
electro  and  multi-lingual 
rap,  pushed  my  defini¬ 
tion  of  what  music  is  to 
an  entirely  new  reality. 

In  their  newest  piece 
of  mindless  self-indul¬ 
gent  musical  expression, 
“Mount  Ninji  and  da 
Nice  Time  Kid,”  the  duo

The  best 
example  of 
their  refluxed 
energy  mixture 
comes  at  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  their 
album,  “We  Have 
Candy.”  The  con¬ 
stant  shift  of  fast  drum 
and  bass  to  their  more 
orchestral  vocals,  juxta¬ 
posed  to  the  obviously 
playful  lyrics,  sets  the 
tone  of  the  entire  album 
right  off  the  bat  as  ener¬ 
getic  and  light  hearted. 


As  do  most  modern 
artists,  Die  Antwoord’s 
most  popular  tracks  have 
varied  sexual  themes.

Who  has  their  back? 


If  it  weren't  for  indi¬ 
vidual  schools  stepping 
up  to  fill  the  gap,  Illinois' 
abandonment  of  the 
Illinois  Veterans  Grant 
would  leave  many  who 
served  our  country  with¬ 
out  the  education  they 
earned.  While  schools 
are  managing  to  keep  up 
with  the  payments,  it’s  up 
in  the  air  how  long  that 
can  that  last. 

So  what  exacdy  is 
the  IVG?  According  to 
Jose  Alferez,  Manager 
of  Veterans  Services  at 
College  of  Dupage,  “IVG 
is  supposed  to  pay  for 
tuition  [for  veterans]  and 
some  fees  associated  with 
going  to  school  at  any 
state  public  institution. 
Students  have  been  using 
it  for  years.  The  nice 
thing  about  IVG  is  that 
it  doesn’t  expire.  I  have 
students  here  that  are 
in  their  70s  still  taking 
classes  that  are  veterans.” 

While  the  idea  behind 
IVG  is  a  wonderful  one, 
the  state  of  Illinois  chose 
to  cut  its  funding  in  2012. 
However,  because  it  is 
still  a  working  organiza¬ 
tion,  veterans  still  have 
the  opportunity  to  apply, 
and  COD  has  to  pay  out 
of  pocket  for  any  and  all 
services  the  grant  should 
be  covering. 

Alferez  explains,  “It’s 
not  that  a  decision  was 
made  to  stop  funding  it 
in  perpetuity;  it’s  just  the 
way  that  it’s  happened  in 
the  last  few  years.  They 


haven’t  appropriated 
funds  for  it.  It’s  similar  to 
how  they’ve  sometimes 
stopped  appropriations 
for  Map  Grant.  Except, 
Map  Grant  for  the  most 
part  has  at  least  partially 
come  through  in  the  past 
few  years  whereas  IVG 
hasn’t  come  in  at  all.  It 
was  a  state  decision.” 

We  at  the  Courier  are 
sincerely  concerned  for 
what  this  could  mean  for 
the  student  veterans  and 
for  COD.  There  are  600 
veterans  being  “funded” 
by  IVG  at  COD  this 
semester  alone.  We  have 
had  budgetary  issues 
in  the  past  with  our 
previous  president,  and 
the  audit  that  was  just 
released  shows  that  there 
are  many  issues  with 
our  budget  we  need  to 
address. 

The  Courier  reached 
out  to  Earl  Dowling,  the 
Vice  President  of  Student 
Affairs  and  current 
school  board  member,  to 
find  out  just  how  much 
money  this  is  costing  the 
school,  but  received  no 
response. 

According  to  Alferez 
however,  if  a  student  were 
to  take  a  full  12  credit 
hours  tuition  alone  would 
cost  the  school  $2,000. 
While  this  may  not  seem 
like  a  lot  of  money  for 
a  state  college  to  give, 
when  you  consider  that 
there  are  600  students  in 
total,  it  starts  to  add  up. 

It’s  not  a  question  of 


Illinois  veteran  funding  no  longer  backed 


whether  or  not  veterans 
should  have  to  pay  for 
school;  it’s  a  question  of 
whether  the  schools  can 
afford  it. 

While  budget  cuts  are  a 
problem  across  the  board 
in  Illinois,  this  is  some¬ 
thing  that  was  guaranteed 
to  the  veterans  when  they 
left  their  service.  The 
state  schools  nev¬ 
er  thought  they 


to  be  to  try  to  expand 
services  as  much 
as  we  re  able 
to.  I  really 
don’t 
know.

help.  "While  it’s  clear  that 
Veterans  Services  are 
hoping  for  other  funding 
opportunities,  we  believe 
COD  should  also  be 
actively  looking  for  other 
ways  to  fund  veteran’s 
education.  Perhaps  we 
need  to  be  pushing 
alternative  and  more 
reliable  grants  and 
bills,  such  as  the  GI 
Bill.  Or  perhaps  we 
need  to  seek  out  more 
grants  that  will  assist  in 
funding  state  schools, 
since  it  seems  they  will 
have  to  continue  to  fund 
IVG  students 
for  some 
time. 


would  be  having 
to  pay  for  this,  and  now 
they  have  to  pull  these 
funds  out  of  thin  air  in 
order  to  fulfill  the  state’s 
promise. 

What  happens  if  COD 
were  to  run  out  of  veteran 
funding?  “As  this  money 
continues  to  not  come 
in,  it  could  potentially 
affect  us  in  the  future,” 
Alferez  explains.  “I  try 
not  to  think  that  way.

The  time:  Monday,  Sept.  26, 2016. 

The  place:  Hofstra  University. 

The  event:  the  first  presidential 
debate  of  2016. 

AKA:  the  most  disappointing 
event  of  the  year 


We  at  the  Courier  have 
spent  most  of  the  past 
week  asking  ourselves, 
“What  happened  in  that 
first  debate?”  This  was 
supposed  to  be  an  excit¬ 
ing  and  educational  de¬ 
bate,  one  we  expected  to 
be  for  the  books.  Instead, 
it  was  an  outlet  for  our 
presidential  candidates 
to  make  fools  of  them¬ 
selves  and  us  for  wasting 
an  hour  and  a  half  of  our 
lives. 

Our  biggest  issue  with 
whatever  it  was  that  oc¬ 
curred  that  night  was 
with  the  blatant  lack  of 
information  given  to  the 
viewers.  Instead  of  treat¬ 
ing  the  debate  as  an  actual 
forum  for  spreading  their 
thoughts  on  the  differing 
policies,  the  candidates 
turned  it  into  an  imma¬ 


ture  fight.  Whether  this 
was  them  attempting  to 
entertain  their  fans,  or 
because  they  are  simply 
unable  to  debate  together, 
it  was  a  major  disappoint¬ 
ment. 

While  Donald  Trump 
and  Hillary  Clinton  are 
completely  responsible 
for  the  way  they  acted 
during  the  debate,  we  be¬ 
lieve  that  the  moderator, 
Lester  Holt,  enabled  their 
child-like  antics.  At  first 
Holt  showed  promise. 
If  a  candidate  answered 
vaguely  or  made  clearly 
false  claims,  he  would  fol¬ 
low  up  with  another  ques¬ 
tion  either  asking  them  to 
explain  said  answer,  or 
more  often  he  would  cor¬ 
rect  them.  However,  as  we 
all  settled  into  the  debate 
routine,  Holt  lost  control. 


He  let  both  candidates 
talk  over  each  other,  of¬ 
ten  to  the  point  where  the 
viewers  had  trouble  hear¬ 
ing  the  initial  answer.  He 
also  gave  in  to  both  can¬ 
didates  giving  more  than 
their  fair  or  responses,  ul¬ 
timately  leaving  many  of 
the  public’s  questions  un¬ 
answered.  Because  of  his 
leeway,  there  were  many 
policies  never  touched  on 
and  many  questions  left 
unasked. 

There  are  two  presiden¬ 
tial  debates  left  before  the 
election.  We  as  a  country 
need  to  expect  certain 
things  from  these  coming 
events,  and  we  need  to 
voice  these  expectations. 

We  at  the  Courier  have 
a  couple  major  changes 
we  are  hoping  to  see  this 
month.  The  first,  and  most 


major,  is  policy  discussion. 
We  want  both  candidates 
to  speak  at  greater  lengths 
on  their  education,  eco¬ 
nomic,  and  health  care 
policies.  While  all  policies 
affect  us  as  citizens  cor¬ 
rectly,  these  are  a  few  ma¬ 
jor  ones  that  affect  us  as 
students  and  young  adults 
directly. 

We  also  want  to  see 
thoughtfulness  in  the 
debates.  It’s  essential  as  a 
president  that  you  think 
before  you  speak,  and 
that  you  bring  up  points 
you  haven’t  mentioned 
before.  However,  it’s  also 
essential  not  to  sound 
robotic.

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Chicago  scares  me

“A  new  parent  walking 
down  the  streets  in  Chi¬ 
cago,  Nykea  Aldridge,  was 
killed  in  crossfire  while 
pushing  her  infant  child 
in  a  stroller”,  “the  month 
of  August  was  the  most 
violent  month  in  Chica¬ 
go  in  nearly  20  years”, 

“during  the  Memo 
rial  Day  weekend 
64  people  shot, 
six  of  them 
dead”,  “five 
men  shot 
dead  a  38-year 
old  man  in  a  parking  lot 
leaving  a  puddle  of  blood 
behind”,  “a  9-year-old 
boy  was  executed  by  3 
suspected  gang  members; 
they  initially  wanted  to 
torture  him  by  cutting  off 
his  fingers”,  and  “a  4-year- 
old  child  is  the  4th  child 
shot  in  just  3  days.” 

Are  these  headlines 
from  Aleppo  or  Damas¬ 
cus?  No,  they  are  from 
Chicago,  one  of  America’s 
nicest  cities  that  attracts 
about  35  million  visitors 
every  year. 

If  you  are  stoic  about 
the  staggering  rise  in 
senseless  gun  violence  in 
Chicago  all  because  you 
live  in  a  suburban  city 
you  call  a  safe  haven,  you 
are  completely  erroneous. 

Chicago  embodies  all  of 
us.  How  many 
times  do  we 
give  the 
name  of 
our  sub¬ 
urb  during  a 
vacation  outside 
Illinois  when  asked 
about  where  we  reside? 

We  always  try  to  associate 
ourselves  with  this  city  all 
because  it  is  easier  to  tell 
people,  “I  live  in  Chicago.” 

If  we  aren’t  putting  our¬ 
selves  in  the  shoes  of  that 
poor  mom  who  can’t  af¬ 
ford  that  huge  rent  to  live 
in  downtown  Naperville, 
then  it  is  time  to  rethink. 

In  fact,  trying  to  perpetu- 
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ate  an  argument  like  this 
is  a  complete  gibberish. 
These  horrific  killings  are 
stories  that  fuel  misplaced 
arguments  about  Second 
Amendment  rights. 

The  New  York  Times 
did  a  great  work  in 
a  piece  in  its  May 
27  edition  tided 
“Chicago’s  murder 
problem,”  by  giving 
vivid  reasons  for  these 
killings.  Gang  wars  in 
the  city,  crimes  in  segre¬ 
gated  neighborhoods,  and 
tussle  over  drugs  were  the 
main  reasons  cited. 

It  is  mind  blowing 
when  a  person  outside 
the  United  States  reads 
this,  simply  because  this 
country  has  the  power  to 
tell  North  Korea  to  stop 
a  nuclear  program,  but 
has  been  unable 
to  control  these 
hooligans  caus¬ 
ing  chaos. 

But  again, 
like  or  dis¬ 
like  the 
men  in  the  blue  uni¬ 
forms  who  risk  their  lives 
driving  in  these  neighbor¬ 
hoods,  criticize  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Police  Department 
(CPD)  for  sending  the 
least  experienced  officers 
into  violent  communities, 
and  think  that  a  complete 
change  of  leadership  in 
Springfield  will  end  this 
dilemma,  dream  on. 

Twenty  years  ago, 
Chicago  was  this  vi¬ 
olent.  An  unborn 
child  20  years  ago 
is  that  kid  that  plays 
with  a  gun  in  his 
pocket  ready  to  shoot 
his  target  anytime  and 
anywhere.  Although  law 
enforcement  plays  a  key 
role  here,  they  don’t  have 
the  ability  to  check  every 
home  and  close  to  a  mil¬ 
lion  people  every  day. 

What  has  gone  wrong? 
The  building  block  of  so¬ 
ciety  is  the  family.  Our 


families  have  failed  mis¬ 
erably.  Our  families  have 
shielded  gun  offenders, 
helped  to  keep  drugs  safe 
and  groom 
young  gang 
members. 

This  is  why  a 
city  like  Chicago 
will  disrupt  a  Trump 
event,  but  has  done  noth¬ 
ing  to  end  over  2,000 
murders  since  2012. 

With  this  at  hand,  the 
city  feels  the  only  way  out 
is  to  recruit  more  officers 
and  send  them  into  vi¬ 
olent  communities.  The 
dynamics  won’t  change. 
This  will  lead  to  more 
traffic  stops,  and  further 
tension  in  these  commu¬ 
nities,  since  over  and  over 
new  police  officers 
think  shooting 
an  unarmed  man 
who  fails  to  listen 
to  orders  is  the  only 
way  to  apprehend 
him.  The  size  of  the  nee¬ 
dle  has  nothing  to  do  with 
its  effectiveness,  neither 
does  it  suggest  the  steel 
industry  is  running  out  of 
steel.  If  our  families  can¬ 
not  exert  efforts  to  solve 
this  problem,  neither  will 
an  increase  in  the  number 
of  police  officers  solve  this 
problem. 

The  state  and  the  city 
are  faced  with  serious 
budgetary  problems. 
There  are  growing  con¬ 
cerns  about  the  quality  of 
education  kids  are  getting 
in  the  city,  and  the  city 
and  state  have  declined  to 
carry  out  earmarked  de¬ 
liverables  they  want¬ 
ed  to  imple 
ment.  Now 


we  say,  get 
more  officers, 
buy  more  ve¬ 
hicles,  pay  them  well  and 
neglect  to  solve  the  dire 
problems  we  are  faced 
with.  Again,  this  won’t 
solve  the  gun  trouble.  We 
are  basically  saying  dig  a 


trench  to  cover  another 
trench. 

Now  experts  are  saying 
these  violent  communities 
have  languished  in  pover¬ 
ty  for  so  long.  But  here  is 
the  rational:  there  won’t 
be  any  peace  until 
everyone  who 
lives  in  these 
communities 
get  wealthy. 

Dear  trou¬ 
blemakers,  we  all  won’t 
live  in  Silicon  Valley  or 
Hollywood.  We  all  can’t 
afford  all  our  needs  and 
wants.  We  all  can’t  afford 
that  expensive  annual 
summer  vacation  to  Can- 
cun,  and  as  appealing  the 
features  of  the  latest  tech¬ 
nologies  are,  we  all  can’t 
afford  to  purchase  them. 

This  is  America.  This 
is  the  dream.  This  is  the 
only  country  in  the  world 
where  a  college  dropout 
without  a  family  fortune 
can  climb  the 

ranks  and  be 
labeled  the 
world’s  rich¬ 
est  man.  Amer¬ 
ica  has  the  power 
to  change  the  life  of 
a  young  athletic  kid  who 
will  play  basketball  in  a 
shady  looking  shoes  to 
owning  a  shoe  company. 

Richard  Karlgaard’s 
piece  in  the  Forbes’July  26 
edition  speaks  of  a  tragic 
economic  mismatch.  Af¬ 
ter  detailed  research,  he 
said,  “Welders,  carpen¬ 
ters,  HVAC  technicians 
—  the  U.S.  has  far  too  few 
of  them.  The  shortfall 
in  welders  alone 
runs  as  high 
as  240,000, 
and  it  will  get 
worse.” 

Dear  young 
men,  there  is  nothing 
wrong  with  coming  to  a 
school  like  the  College 
of  DuPage  and  studying 
welding  technology.  At  a 
school  like  COD,  you  will 


only  pay  a  few  dollars  to 
get  a  certificate.  Karlgaard 
concluded  that  “Weld¬ 
ers  can  make  more  than 
$100,000  a  year  including 
overtime  -  and  the  lack 
of  welders  means  there  is 
plenty  of  overtime.” 

It  is  time  for  our  fam¬ 
ilies  to  encourage  young 
ones  to  enter  the  trades. 
They  can  become  success¬ 
ful  like  parents  who  can 
afford  to  live 
in  the  woods 
or  to  give  their 
kids  a  2016 
Ford  Fusion.  It  is 
time  to  start  report¬ 
ing  to  law  enforcement 
when  we  see  our  kids, 
brother,  sister,  or  relative 
with  that  new  pistol  or 
bags  of  drugs.  We  should 
all  encourage  them  to 
abandon  these  gangs  and 
live  a  meaningful  life.  Yes, 
our  kids  are  poor,  but  they 
can  afford  a  trip  some¬ 
where  to  get  a  gun.  Amer¬ 
ica  has  shown  over  and 
over  again,  that  there 
is  a  way  to  escape 
poverty. 
This 
situation 
is  a  slap 
in  the  face 
o  f  America.  We 

don’t  show  that  we  are 
patriotic  only  when  we 
nod  our  heads  to  the  an¬ 
them  or  wear  that  “I’m 
proud  to  be  an  American” 
T-shirt.  We  show  we  are 
patriotic  when  we  live  the 
lives  our  country  preaches. 
That  life  is  peace.  America 
is  the  largest  contributor 
to  organizations  like  the 
United  Nations  (UN), 
and  the  North  Atlantic 
Treaty  Organization 
(NATO).  America 
is  leading  the  fight 
against  terror  and 
has  demonstrated  by 
its  deeds  what  our  world 
should  look  like.  There 
we  are  killing  our  fellow 
man  because  of  drugs  and 


some  crazy  reason.  Think 
twice  and  tell  me  “I  am 
patriotic.” 

Lastly,  I  am  scared 
simply  because  shootings 
aren’t  just  occurring  in 
segregated  communities. 
Weeks  ago,  a  man  was 
gunned  down  near  Mil¬ 
lennium  Park,  and  a  young 
aspiring  rapper  was  shot 
on  the  Eisenhower  high¬ 
way.

Homecoming  week¬ 
end  at  College  of  DuP- 
age  was  filled  with  spirit, 
pride,  and  a  bad  taste  of 
disappointment  as  the 
Chaparrals  lose  their  sec¬ 
ond  game  of  the  season, 
and  the  third  consecu¬ 
tive  Homecoming  game. 
The  Ellsworth  Panthers 
traveled  to  COD  in 


pretty 


scattered  rainy  conditions, 
but  still  come  away  with  a 
victory  by  pounding  the 
Chaparrals  27-7. 

Who  is  to  blame  for 
this  hard  lose  at  home  for 
the  Chaparrals?  I  think  a 
better  question  would  be 
what  shined  through  the 
clouds  for  the  Chaps? 


While  there  wasn’t  too 
much  goodfor  an  overall 
team  loss,  there  are  spots 
where  the  Chaps  stayed 
true  to  their  defensive  na¬ 
ture,  but  it  wasn’t  enough 
against  the  Panthers  roar¬ 
ing  offense. 

“Bend  but  don’t  break!” 
This  is  a  phrase  common¬ 
ly  heard  on  the  field,  and 
the  name  of  the  game 
for  the  Chap’s  defense. 
Although  it  was  the  de¬ 
fense  that  did  their  best 
to  hold  their  helmets 
high  and  hang 
in  the  game, 
there  wasn’t 
enough 
from  them 
to  force 
turnovers  and 
stay  off  the  field. 
Time  of 


possession  was  a  hard  stat 
against  the  Chaps  as  their 
defense  unit  was  forced  to 
be  on  the  field,  for  what 
felt  like  every  other  play. 
The  defense,  as  good  of  a 
fight  as  they  gave,  couldn’t 
win  their  battle. 

While  the  defense  was 
the  biggest  gleam  of  hope 
for  the  Chaps,  there  were 
many  levels  of  the  defense 
which  didn’t  put  pressure 
on  the  Panthers  offense. 
There  are  three  levels 
to  a  defense:  the  de¬ 
fensive  line,  the 
line  backing 
core,  and 
the  second¬ 
ary,  none 
of  which 
were  dynamic 
enough  to  cause 
turn¬ 


overs. 

With  the  lack  of  pres¬ 
sure  to  the  quarterback, 
they  were  able  to  give 
the  offense  time  to  scout 
the  field  and  pass  the 
ball  down  the  sidelines, 
and  in  the  middle  of  the 
field.  The  secondary  hard 
trouble  covering  the  wide 


receiver  screens,  as  the 
first  offensive  drive  for 
the  Panthers  ended  with  a 
61-yard  catch  and  run  by 
Marcel  Williams  to  the 
end  zone  off  of  a  wide  re¬ 
ceiver  screen.  If  this  wasn’t 
an  early  sign  of  the  fight 
to  come,  then  the  Chaps 
had  a  rude  awakening.  As 
the  game  went  on, 
there  was  just 
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not  enough  pressure  to 
hold  down  the  backfield, 
whether  it  was  stopping 
the  run,  or  getting  to  the 
ball  in  the  air. 

I  did  say  this  defense 
was  their  saving  grace  for 
as  long  as  the  chaps  could 
hold  down  the  Panthers. 
While  they  were  able  to 
hold  the  offense  to  a  few 
stops  and  a  hand  full  of 
good  plays,  like  the  first 
sack  of  the  game  by  Jamal 
Williams  for  a  loss  of  5 
yards,  it  was  the  complete 
lack  of  offense  that  really 
killed  the  Chaps,  as  this 
high  scoring  team  was  put 
in  their  place. 

Besides  the  early  touch¬ 
down  drive  the  Chaps 
had,  ending  with  a  2  yard 
rushing  touchdown  by 
quarterback  Tavion  Paul- 
do,  it  was  difficult  to  get 
anything  going  on  the  of¬ 
fense. 

“Well  we  put  different 
guys  at  running  back  to 
see  who  gets  hot.  That’s 
been  the  problem,  trying 
to  find  a  guy  for  the  game 
who  is  getting  hot.  This  is 
a  running  type  of  game 
so  it's  very  important  we 
get  it  going.”  Said  running 


back  coach  Albert  Lee 
Cruse  when  I  asked  him 
about  the  lack  of  the  run 
game  at  halftime. 

For  a  team  that  has  had 
a  self  of  good  running 
backs,  including  Mar¬ 
cus  Jester  who  had  a  109 
rushing  yard  game  week 
one  of  the  season,  weren’t 
able  to  get  anyone  going 
against  the  Panthers.  The 
Chaps  offense  has  been 
a  balanced  one  for  the 
season,  dangerous  to  any 
defense  as  they  would  be 
unpredictable  and  able 
to  beat  teams  on  the 
ground  or  in  the  air, 
they  were  unable  to 
carry  over  that  way 
of  football  in  this 
game.  Along  with  the 
offense  being  forced 
to  be  one  dimensional 
with  the  run  game, 
the  passing  game 
couldn’t  get  going, 
especially  with  3 
interceptions  all 
thrown  in  the  air, 
including  one  in 
the  end  zone. 

The  Chaps 
couldn’t  get  their  re¬ 
ceivers  open  enough 
for  them  to  make  the 


catches  they  are  known 
for.  This  hasn’t  been  a 
big  issue  for  the  Chaps  as 
spreading  the  ball  around 
on  their  balanced  offense 
was  working  pretty  well. 
Their  lead  wide  receiver, 
Arturo  Romero,  had 
a  101-yard  game 
in  week  two 
and  they  were 
able  to  throw 
four  touch¬ 
downs  to 
four 


ent  receivers.  Sadly,  they 
weren’t  able  to  get  many 
catches,  let  alone  touch¬ 
downs,  last  Saturday. 

This  was  their  kryp- 
tonite  as  they  had  many 
opportunities  to  score 
points,  tie  the  game, 
and  give  some 
credit  back  to 
the  defense. 
There 
was  also 
a  lot  of 


low  out  on  the  field  for 
the  Chaps  as  they  were 
flagged  more  than  7  times, 
3  or  4  of  those  coming 
from  false  starts  on  the 
offensive  line  during  the 
game.  Just  another  contri¬ 
bution  to  their  offensive 
woes.  It  gets  frustrating 
for  a  team  to  be  in  the 
fight  but  continue  to  get 
flagged  and  lose  yards  in 
the  harshest  of  ways,  next 
to  the  turnovers. 

This  was  a  completely 
different  team  than  what 
fans,  and  I’m  sure  the 
I  team,  is  used  to  being. 
Even  with  a  lackluster 
performance  from  the 
Chaparrals  against 
the  Panthers,  there 
were  still  reasons  to 
not  give  up.  Although 
the  Chaps  need  to  re¬ 
ally  take  some  time  to 
watch  film,  they  need 
to  take  the  positives 
from  the  negatives. 
They  put  up  a  good 
fight  on  the  de¬ 
fense,  and  that  side 
of  the  ball  is  defi¬ 
nitely  the  “win¬ 
ning”  side.  Howev¬ 
er,  they  still  need  to 
get  back  to  giving 


pressure  to  opposing  of¬ 
fensive  lines.  They  have 
marched  away  with  wins 
due  to  their  aggressive  de¬ 
fense,  averaging  two  sacks 
per  game,  so  the  defense 
needs  to  get  back  to  hit¬ 
ting  the  quarterback. 

While  the  offense  really 
struggled,  they  have  the 
opportunity  to  get  back 
into  full  gear  by  thinking 
of  ways  to  get  the  ground 
game  going  early,  but  be¬ 
ing  unpredictable  enough 
to  throw  the  ball  when 
the  chances  creates  itself. 
They  have  also  struggled 
on  special  teams  through¬ 
out  the  first  few  games 
of  the  season,  but  looked 
like  they  made  progress  in 
this  game,  especially  with 
the  work  horse  the  punter 
was. 

The  Chaps  have  a  lot  of 
film  to  watch  this  week.  If 
they  are  able  to  get  back 
to  the  style  of  football 
they  were  playing  early  on 
in  the  season,  they  could 
come  back  home  and  get 
another  win  against  the 
Erie  Kats  next  Saturday 
at  COD’s  Bjarne  Ullsvik 
Football  Stadium.

apart  of  this  association: 
LSU,  Alabama,  Notre 
Dame,  Texas  A&JV1  and 
many  more  four-year  in¬ 
stitutions.  So  then  where 
does  that  leave  COD? 

Well  COD  is  in  the  last 
division  of  the  organiza¬ 
tions  called  the  NJCAA, 
the  National  Junior  Col¬ 
lege  Athletic  Association. 
The  way  that  the  schools 
are  categorized  are  by  di¬ 
visions.  These  are  put  into 
tears  by  schools,  starting 
with  the  four  year  uni¬ 
versities  which  are  apart 
of  the  NCAA  division  1 
and  2.  Then  it  goes  down 


to  division  3,  which  are 
still  four  year  schools  or 
private  schools,  but  they 
are  normally  smaller  than 
some  of  the  other  univer¬ 
sities.  Then  it  jumps  down 
to  private  schools,  the 
NAIA.  Then  finally  the 
NJCAA,  which  are  pre¬ 
dominantly  community 
colleges. 

So  does  this  mean  that 
the  football  we  celebrate 
here  at  COD  isn’t  as  big 
of  a  deal  as  the  other  di¬ 
vision  1  schools?  Well,  yes 
and  no. 

Yes,  because  of  us  being 
a  a  community  college  we 


aren’t  going  to  have  1,500 
students  go  and  watch 
a  football  game.  How¬ 
ever,  that  shouldn’t  take 
away  the  credibility  of  the 
men  playing.  These  guys 
still  have  every  and  any 
opportunities  to  go  pro. 
If  anything,  they  have  a 
better  chance  to  make  it 
big  after  playing  in  the 

NJCAA. 

While  the  Chaparrals 
aren’t  going  to  be  bringing 
hundreds  of  people,  they 
are  not  to  be  taken  lightly. 
This  is  a  big  chance  that 
the  players  are  taking  so 
that  they  can  get  an  early 


jump  on  their  school  and 
degrees  by  getting  an  as¬ 
sociates,  but  also  getting 
their  cleats  on  the  field  so 
that  they  can  get  a  feel  for 
what  the  NCAA  has  in 
stores  for  them. 

So  get  to  learn  the 
players  we  have  here  at 
COD.  They  are  working 
just  as  hard,  if  not  harder, 
than  anyone  else  in  these 
divisions.  You  never  know 
when  the  next  time  you’ll 
see  them  on  a  field  for 
another  school,  or  even 
an  NFL  team  sometime 
in  the  future.

Q+A:  A  chat  with  our  student  trustee,  Luzelena  Escamilla

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Board  concurs  with 
Independent  Audit  Report

The  spring  2016  $5  re¬ 
duction  in  tuition  coupled 
with  a  slight  decrease  in 
enrollment  attributable  to 
the  college’s  accreditation 
probation,  have  taken  a 
toll  the  amount  of  mon¬ 
ey  the  college  generated 
during  the  last  fiscal  year. 

This  information  was 
contained  in  the  Compre¬ 
hensive  Annual  Financial 
Report  (CAFR)  inde¬ 
pendent  audit  carried  out 
on  the  college’s  financial 
revenue  and  expenses  for 
the  fiscal  year  2016,  and 
approved  unanimously  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
audit  also  included  how 
the  college  has  put  into 
place  financial  systems  in 
order  to  demonstrate  its 
accountability  and  covers 
a  special  report  mandated 
by  the  Illinois  Community 
College  Board  (ICCB). 

The  CAFR  is  an  exten¬ 
sive  audit  that  provides 
financial  and  statistical 
information  intended  to 
prove  that  a  public  college 
like  COD  complies  with 
accounting  requirements 
prescribed  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernmental  Accounting 
Standards  Board  (GASB). 
Clifton  Larson  Allen  LP 
based  in  Oak  Brook,  Ill. 
was  hired  to  carry  out  this 


audit. 

After  the  audit  was  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  board,  chair¬ 
woman  Deanne  Mazzo- 
chi  was  pleased  with  the 
level  of  work  carried  out 
by  members  of  the  audit 
committee. 

“I  would  like  to  person¬ 
ally  thank  all  members  of 
the  audit  committee  and 
management  who  put 
a  considerable  amount 
of  work  into  this  audit,” 
said  Mozzochi.  Trustees 
Charles  Bernstein  and  Di¬ 
anne  McGuire  are  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  college’s  audit 
committee. 

The  numbers  presented 
in  the  audit  are  favorable 
compared  to  budget  sit¬ 
uations  at  other  Illinois 
public  colleges.  This  in¬ 
dependent  audit  pointed 
to  a  decline  in  revenue. 
Operating  revenue,  which 
means  revenue  from  day- 
to-day  activities  that  in¬ 
clude  tuition  and  non-op¬ 
erating  revenue  like  grants 
and  state  appropriation  to 
the  college  are  down. 

As  per  the  reduction  in 
non-operating  revenue, 
the  state  of  Illinois  failed 
to  make  nine  appropriat¬ 
ed  payments  to  the  col¬ 
lege.  What  was  appalling 
to  note  is,  the  college  has 


seen  a  reduction  in  the 
number  of  registered  stu¬ 
dents  enrolled  in  the  Adult 
Basic  Education  program, 
Presidential  Scholarships, 
and  Pell  Grants/Federal 
Direct  Loans. 

The  Aug.  2015  decision 
to  close  down  the  Water- 
leaf  Restaurant  as  a  com¬ 
mercial  restaurant  and  turn 
it  into  a  student-run  pro¬ 
gram  also  had  an  impact 
on  revenue  generation. 
The  pros  and  cons  of  this 
closure  have  had  the  col¬ 
lege  in  the  spotlight  for  a 
very  long  time.  The  Kathy 
Hamilton-led  board  voted 
5-1  to  hand  down  this  de¬ 
cision.  Hamilton  has  since 
left  the  board. 

Waterleaf’s  loss  a  sig¬ 
nificant  amount  of  money 
during  its  entire  operation 
prior  to  closure.  This  has 
been  a  hallmark  of  recent 
bad  publicity  for  the  col¬ 
lege.  But  again,  the  audit 
pointed  out  that  the  Wa- 
terleaf  saw  a  $900,000  de¬ 
crease  in  revenue  during 
its  closure.  The  eatery  re¬ 
opened  over  the  summer 
and  is  run  by  students. 

But  a  decline  in  revenue 
didn’t  mean  a  reduction 
in  expenditures  since  few 
vacant  top  level  positions 
were  filled  and  the  col¬ 


lege  invested  more  into 
instruction,  academic  sup¬ 
port,  and  student  services. 

Budget  deficit  problems 
emanating  from  Spring- 
field,  which  hasn’t  yet  had 
a  dramatic  effect  on  the 
college  still  has  the  pro¬ 
pensity  to  create  a  scare  for 
the  board.  The  audit  also 
pointed  out  why  blundy 
concluding  that  the  fi¬ 
nancial  situation  at  COD 
will  be  like  this,  is  a  big 
guess.  Legal  cases  hang¬ 
ing  in  courts  that  will  lead 
to  financial  setdements 
may  be  a  cause  for  a  scare. 
The  wrongful  termination 
lawsuit  involving  former 
controller  Lynn  Sapyta  is 
still  pending  despite  the 
Department  of  Employ¬ 
ment  Security  decision  to 
award  her  unemployment 
payments  from  Sept.  2015. 
Sapyta  was  fired  as  the 
controller  for  what  was 
described  as  poor  fiscal 
practices. 

Legal  batdes  with  for¬ 
mer  college  President 
Robert  Breuder  are  also 
still  pending.

Revenue  from  the  college's  real  estate  and  the  corporate  personal  proper¬ 
ty  was  the  largest  source  of  revenue,  bringing  in  about  $110.2  million  or  41.4 
percent  of  the  total  revenue.  Revenue  generated  from  student  tuition  was  put 
at  $65.3  million  or  24.5  percent  of  the  total  revenue,  while  state  and  federal 
grants  accounted  for  the  least  revenue  generated  at  $83  million  or  31.1  percent.

After  Google’s  reveal  of  Pixel,  the  debut  to  their  new  line  of  smartphones,  users  that  aren’t  too  excited  about  the  iPhone  7  may 
be  considering  switching  over.  Here’s  a  breakdown  of  some  major  ctijfei  '  ’  ’  ...  ... 


ferences  between  the  two  to  keep  in  mind  when  considering 


BATTERY 

Pixel  charges  up  to  seven  hours  of  battery  life  in 
fifteen  minutes  with  fast  charging.  The  iPhone  has 
standard  charging.  Neither  have  wireless  charging. 
The  iPhone  uses  Apple’s  specific  lightning  cable 
to  charge,  while  the  Pixel  uses  the  more  common 
USB-C  to  connect  and  charge. 


CAMERA 

Pixel’s  debut  named  its  camera  the  “highest  rated 
smartphone  camera  ever”  due  to  its  12.3MP  back 
camera  and  8MP  front,  compared  the  iPhone  7’s 
double  12MP  back  and  7MP  front. 

For  professional  or  recreational  use,  the  Pixel’s  back 
camera’s  detailed  specs  are  12.3MP  (// 2.0  aperture) 
1.55-micron  pixels  PDAF,  with  Laser  Autofocus. 
Both  capture  video  in  4k. 

The  iPhone  has  a  12MP  wide-angle  (f/l.S  aperture) 
lens  and  telephoto  (f/2.8  aperture)  Optical  zoom  at 
2x,  digital  zoom,  up  to  lOx  image  stabilization,  with 
Quad-LED  True  Tone  flash. 


DESIGN 

Though  Google’s  previous  line  of  phones  are  being  discontinued,  the  Pixel  continues  many  of  Android’s 
old  trends.  It  is  much  more  customizable  than  the  iPhone,  running  Android’s  7.1  operating  system,  Nou¬ 
gat.  You  can  choose  which  apps  you  want  on  your  home  screen,  and  create  specific  widgets,  compared 
to  the  iPhone’s  block  icons  and  folders.  The  fingerprint  scanner  is  located  on  the  back,  which  becomes 
a  little  more  of  a  hassle  when  it’s  laying  down  on  a  flat  surface,  compared  to  the  iPhone’s  front  location. 
The  Pixel  comes  in  a  duo  just  like  the  iPhone’s  7  and  the  7  Plus:  the  Pixel,  and  the  Pixel  XL.  Both  the 
Pixel  XL  and  the  iPhone  7  stand  at  a  5.5”,  while  the  Pixel  is  5”,  and  the  iPhone  is  4.7”. 

Available  colors  for  the  Pixel  are  Quite  Black,  Very  Silver,  and  Really  Blue.  For  the  iPhone  7,  colors  range 
Rose  Gold,  Gold,  Silver,  Black,  and  Jet  Black.

The  iPhone  has  the  option  of  going  up 
to  256GB  of  storage,  while  the  Pixel 
only  has  32/128GB  available. 


The  iPhone  7  has  included  stereo  speakers  since  ditching 
the  headphone  jack,  which  increased  quality  since  the 
6s.  Google’s  Pixel  only  has  one  speaker  on  the  bottom. 
Additionally,  Pixel’s  design  includes  a  headphone  jack.

The  Pixel  has  a  built-in  Google  Assistant,  which  works  more  au¬ 
tomatically  with  your  specific  settings.  It  will  tell  you  when  you 
have  a  package  coming,  offer  restaurant  choices  based  on  text 
conversations,  and  works  more  interconnected  with  your  calendar 
and  email. 

The  Pixel  also  includes  unhmited  cloud  storage  for  photos  and 
videos,  and  is  made  with  virtual  reality  ( VR)  in  mind,  and  pre-or¬ 
dering  the  Pixel  includes  their  inclusion  of  a  Daydream  View  vir¬ 
tual  reality  headset  at  no  additional  price,  which  will  become  $79 
after  the  offer  is  over. 

The  iPhone  7,  on  the  other  hand,  is  built  waterproof,  and  Siri  has 
just  been  released  to  developers  for  more  integration  with  apps.

Can  you  tell  me  about 
your  organization  Inter¬ 
faith  Youth  Core? 

Eboo  Patel:  I  am  the 
founder  and  president  of 
it.  It  was  the  recognition 
of  the  importance  that 
religious  diversity  played 
in  America,  and  the  fact 
that  there  was  relatively 
little  attention  given  to 
religious  diversity  matters 
in  educational  institutions. 
It  began  with  personal 
observations.  I  had  a  very 
religiously  diverse  group 
of  friends  in  high  school, 
but  we  almost  never  talk¬ 
ed  about  religion  together 
even  though  it  was  some¬ 
what  an  important  part  of 
all  of  our  lives.  Getting  to 
college  at  the  University  of 
Illinois,  and  being  a  part 
of  the  diversity  discussion 
there,  there  was  very  little 
mention  at  all  of  diversi¬ 
ty.  So  it  was  that  range  of 
things  that  caused  me  to 
found  the  organization. 

C  What  are  the  types 
of  things  the  organization 


does  for  youth? 

E:  It’s  in  Chicago,  but 
we  work  nationally.  What 
we  really  do  is  work  with 
college  campuses.  So  we 
help  college  campuses 
design  curriculum,  inter¬ 
faith  studies  courses,  and 
academic  programs.  We 
do  training  for  students 
to  become  what  we  call, 
“Interfaith  Leaders.”  We 
help  colleges  create  inter¬ 
faith  strategic  plans.  Those 
are  just  some  of  the  things 
that  we  do.  At  Domini¬ 
can  University,  we  helped 
them  launch  a  minor  in 
interfaith  studies.  That  mi¬ 
nor  will  give  you  the  diver¬ 
sity  of  religious  traditions 
in  the  western  suburbs  of 
Chicago  and  help  you  be¬ 
come  a  professional  when 
it  comes  to  dealing  with 
religious  diversity. 

(  What  book  will  you 
be  discussing  at  Writers 
Read,  and  what  can  stu¬ 
dents  expect? 

}■  I’ve  written  three 
books:  “Acts  of  Faith,” 
“Sacred  Grounds,”  and  my 
recent  book,  “Interfaith 
Leadership.”  What  I’ll 
probably  talk  about  is  how 
America  is  a  diverse  de¬ 
mocracy,  the  challenges  of 
that,  and  what  it  means  to 
be  a  leader  within  a  diverse 
democracy.  “Acts  of  Faith,” 
is  the  most  personal  book 
along  those  lines,  talking 
about  my  own  coming  of 
age  story,  which  includes 
my  time  at  COD.  The  ba¬ 


sic  theme  of  America  as  a 
diverse  democracy  holds 
true  across  my  three  books. 

C:  Have  you  always 
wanted  to  publish  your 
work? 

E:  Yes,  writing  has  al¬ 
ways  been  a  part  of  my 
identity.  Wanting  to  be 
a  writer  has  always  been 
a  part  of  my  identity.  I 
took  writing  assignments 
in  school  very  serious¬ 
ly.  I  never  viewed  them 
as  something  just  to  get 
done,  I  always  viewed 
them  as  something  to  ex¬ 
cel  at,  to  try  to  make  my 
writing  as  clear  as  possible, 
as  compelling  as  possible, 
and,  frankly,  as  beautiful 
as  possible.  I  got  a  great 
piece  of  advice  from  my 
AP  English  teacher  at 
Glenbard  South  High 
School  who  said,  “Don’t 
wait  until  the  last  minute 
to  start  a  writing  assign¬ 
ment.  Start  thinking  about 
it  right  away.  Start  turning 
the  wheels  in  your  mind 
on  the  assignment  right 
away.”  Writing  is  not  just 
putting  words  on  a  piece  of 
paper.  Writing  is  continu¬ 
ally  polishing,  continually 
tightening.  So  I  just  made 
that  a  part  of  my  craft,  if 
you  will.  I  wrote  a  lot  of 
things  before  anything  I 
wrote  saw  the  light  of  day, 
or  the  light  of  publication. 

(  Can  you  tell  me 
about  your  experience  as  a 
COD  student? 


E:  My  mom  is  a  pro¬ 
fessor  at  COD.  So  I  had 
the  great  good  fortune 
of  taking  classes  during 
summers  when  I  was  in 
high  school.  I  took  classes 
with  Allan  Carter.  I  did  an 
independent  study  with 
Carter  Carol,  who  was  a 
history  professor.  I  think 
that  what  I  discovered  at 
COD  really  was  the  joy 
of  learning,  that  because  I 
was  doing  it  for  personal 
enrichment,  it  didn’t  feel 
like  a  grind.  It  didn’t  feel 
like  simply  focusing  on 
something  to  do  well  on 
the  test.  It  felt  like  focus¬ 
ing  on  things  to  get  the 
most  educational  enrich¬ 
ment  as  possible  out  of  it. 

Side  note:  Patel  would 
like  to  attribute  Werner 
Krieglestein  as  a  favorite 
professor. 

G:  What  was  your  in¬ 
dependent  study  like  at 

COD? 

E;  it  was  a  study  on 
crime  and  the  economy  in 
the  early  20th  century.  I 
have  no  idea  how  I  found 
it,  and  neither  did  Profes¬ 
sor  Carol.  But  again,  it  was 
the  notion  of  not  having 
to  get  by  and  to  do  well 
on  tests,  but  it  was  a  place 
to  really  care  about,  to 
develop  intellectual  abil¬ 
ities  and  appetites.  That’s 
what  I  learned  at  COD. 
When  you’re  at  high 
school,  even  an  excellent 
high  school  like  Glenbard 


South,  you’re  in  a  system 
that  guides  you  towards 
something  of  a  rat  race  of 
taking  classes  and  doing 
well  on  tests,  but  in  college 
the  distinguishing  feature 
about  college  is  the  faculty 
who  have  found  their  in¬ 
tellectual  passion  and  see 
themselves  as  having  to 
nurture  students  into  that 
intellectual  passion,  and 
that  was  revelatory  to  me. 
It  was  hugely  inspiring. 
This  notion  of  not  read¬ 
ing  a  book  to  do  well  on  a 
test,  but  reading  the  book 
for  the  love  of  reading  the 
book. 

C:  What  was  your  ex¬ 
perience  like  working  on 
one  of  President  Obama’s 
councils? 

E:  I  was  appointed  by 
President  Barack  Obama 
to  the  inaugural  faith 
council  in  the  year  2009. 1 
served  on  that  council  for 
a  year.  A  big  part  of  what  I 
did  there  was  to  elevate  the 
priority  of  interfaith  coop¬ 
eration  on  college  campus¬ 
es.  We  helped  the  White 
House  launch  a  program 
called  the  “President’s  In¬ 
terfaith  and  Community 
Service  Campus  Chal¬ 
lenge,”  which  was  over  500 
campuses  over  the  past  six 
years.

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How  lliza  Schlesinger  made 
me  see  women  in  comedy

watch  one  of  America’s  fa¬ 
vorite  modern  comedians, 
Louis  C.K.  It  is  then,  in 
that  banal  moment,  that 
somewhat  of  an  epiphany 
poofs  into  my  mind,  and  I 
can’t  help  but  ask,  “Where 
are  all  the  female  come¬ 
dians?”  Absolutely  they

ist,  and  they  can  be  just  as 
funny  as  a  man. 

From  Schlesinger  for¬ 
ward,  I  began  an  obsession 
with  finding  new  female 
comedians  to  die  over.  Ah 
Wong  to  Chelsea  Peretti, 
Jen  Kirkman  and  even  So¬ 
fia  Nino  de  Rivera  (com¬ 
edy  is  much  different  in  a 
different  language  by  the 
way).  Lately,  I  just  can’t 
get  enough,  but  it  was 
Schlesinger  who  unveiled 
this  world,  and  she  re¬ 
mains  at  the  top  of  my  list. 

Schlesinger  won  the 
show,  “Last  Comic  Stand¬ 
ing”  in  2008,  has  three 
Netflix  specials,  has  host¬ 
ed  two  television  shows, 
and  yet  I  never  heard  her 
name  like  I  think  I  should. 

On  the  topic  of  wom¬ 
en,  there  are  plenty  of 
things  to  discuss.  Though 
Schlesinger’s  stand-ups 
revolve  around  feminine 


topics  such  as  digging 
through  your  purse  when 
drunk,  taking  the  walk  of 
shame  and  overall  being 
“white  girl  wasted,”  she 
makes  it  enjoyable  for 
both  sexes.  These  femi¬ 
nine  topics  may  be  60  per¬ 
cent  of  her  stand-ups  and 
the  other  40  percent  over 
general  topics  that  young 
people  can  relate  to,  such 
as  being  a  millennial. 

Schlesinger  will  take 
a  simple  stereotype  of  a 
woman,  run  with  it,  and 
keep  running.  She  ends  up 
making  her  point  through 
the  most  ridiculous  way 
that,  in  the  end,  women 
are  cheering  because  they 
can  relate,  and  men  are 
yelling  because  they  know 
these  women  struggles  all 
too  well. 

Take  fall  for  example. 
Ah,  the  sweet  aroma  of 
pumpkin  spice  everything. 
A  normal  person  will  call 
a  Pumpkin  Spice  Latte 
“basic,”  but  in  Schlesing¬ 
er’s  Netflix  special,  “Freez¬ 
ing  Hot,”  she  will  portray 


a  wild  female  in  fall  con¬ 
vulsing  at  the  sight  of  the 
smallest  leaf  turning  or¬ 
ange,  and  then  shame  us 
for  being  happy  a  tree  is 
dying.  Her  jokes  are  seem¬ 
ingly  superficial,  but  she  is 
so  clever  in  her  portrayal. 

This  girl  commits  to 
her  jokes.  Her  humor, 
like  other  comedians,  can 
come  partly  by  her  deliv¬ 
ery  through  voice,  but  she 
uses  everything  she’s  got  to 
explain  a  joke.  One  of  her 
most  notable  comic  device 
used  is  when  she  dives  into 
a  deep,  masculine  voice 
in  contrast  with  her  own 
high  voice.  Though  it  hap¬ 
pens  often,  it’s  a  bit  that 
makes  the  crowd  go  wild. 
She  will  make  her  face, 
her  voice  and  her  body  hit 
every  level  of  humor.  This 
is  especially  obvious  in  her 
ongoing  bit  of  the  “party 
goblin.” 

She  will  teach  you  all 
about  your  party  goblin, 
how  everybody  has  one, 
and  how  this  special  little 
goblin  unleashes  herself 


once  you’ve  had  one  too 
many  drinks.  She’s  the 
one  who  makes  you  puke 
out  of  a  driving  car  win¬ 
dow  or  take  a  10th  shot. 
In  and  out  of  her  show, 
Schlesinger  will  curl  her 
spine,  smush  her  lips, 
twitch  her  eyes  and  lift  a 
brow,  then  a  witchy  sopra¬ 
no  voice  creeps  out  to  por¬ 
tray  this  goblin,  and  in  the 
next  moment,  she  is  back 
to  herself. 

She  embodies  this  char- 
actr  of  the  “party  goblin” 
with  no  fear.  She  simply 
calls  women  out  on  what 
they  do  on  such  a  ridicu¬ 
lous  level.  She  takes  what 
you  should  be  ashamed 
about  and  makes  you  so 
excited  that  you  can  relate 
to  them,  then  you  have  to 
celebrate  those  shames. 

What  truly  got  me  to 
love  Schlesinger’s  stand- 
ups  were  the  points  in  the 
hour  where  I’d  have  to  ask 
myself,  “is  this  a  stand-up 
or  a  motivational  speech?” 
Though  some  jokes  are 
cliche  topics  about  wom¬ 


en,  she  will  always  make 
it  dear  that  a  woman  does 
not  have  to  be  this  nor 
that.  She  will  call  out  soci¬ 
ety  for  titling  it  the  “walk 
of  shame”  and  celebrate  it 
instead,  cheering  on  wom¬ 
en  for  getting  laid  when 
they  want.  She  empowers 
you.  And,  while  on  the 
surface  it  seems  like  her 
jokes  may  sometimes  be 
attacking  millennials  or 
attacking  women,  they  are 
truly  meant  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  making  you  feel 
empowered  and  respected 
and  strong. 

“Confirmed  Kills,”  is 
Schlesinger’s  third  and 
most  recent  Netflix  special 
which  was  released  Sept. 
25.  Filmed  in  Chicago 
makes  me  love  it  more,  but 
by  far,  it  is  Schlesinger’s 
best  work  with  Netflix  yet. 

Though  male  stand-ups 
continue  to  outnumber 
females  when  it  comes  to 
Netflix,  there  is  no  lack  of 
these  female  comedians. 
You  just  need  to  know 
who  to  look  for.

Sometimes 
the  issue  position  taken  by 
the  third  party  is  even  in¬ 
corporated  into  the 
platform  of 


one 

of  the  exist¬ 
ing  parties.  By 
doing  so,  the  exist¬ 
ing  party  generally  wins 
the  support  of  the  voters 
that  had  been  the  support 
base  of  the  third  party. 
With  no  unique  issues 
to  stand  on  and  depleted 
voter  support,  third  par¬ 
ties  generally  fade  away.” 

So  why  are  they  still 
around?  Well,  third  party 
candidates  are  often  more 
inclined  to  take  extreme 
stances  on  policies  and 
ideas.  While  the  two  ma¬ 
jor  party  candidates  are 
attempting  to  remain  cen¬

His  name  is 
Zoltan  Istvan  and 
he  is  the  founder 
and  candidate  for 
the  Transhumanist  party. 


While  his  website  may 
look  a  bit  like  the  blog  of 
a  12-year-old  BMX  en¬ 
thusiast,  Istvan  himself  is 
quite  an  impressive  man. 
He  is  a  successful  author, 
with  his  popularly  known 
philosophical  sci¬ 
ence  fiction 
novel,

ger.” 

H  e 
is  also 
a  blog¬ 
ger  for 
Huffington 
Post,  and  many  of 
his  pieces  revolve  around 
the  topics  of  futurist  and 
transhumanist  topics. 

According  to  the  plat¬ 
form  policies  listed  on  his 
website,  if  elected,  Istvan 
plans  on  spreading  a  “pro¬ 
science  culture  by  empha¬ 
sizing  reason  and  secular 
values.”  He  wants  to  end 
the  drug  war  by  legalizing 
all  drugs,  and  limit  lob¬ 
byist’s  power  in  order  to 
truly  include  third  party 
candidates  in  the  election. 

While  it  may  be  irratio¬

Electoral  College 
votes,  in  conjunc¬ 
tion  with  Clinton 
and  Trump  both 
taking  equal 

amounts  of  states, 
Johnson  could 

force  a  stalemate.  If 


no  candidate  reaches  the 
final  270  vote  mark,  the 
election  goes  to  the  House 
of  Representatives  to 
choose  our  next  president. 

Although  the  House  is 
currendy  Republican  con¬ 
trolled,  the  establishment’s 
distaste  towards  Trump 
is  unheard  of  for  a  party 
nominee.  The  House  also 
obviously  hates  Clinton 
due  to  both  her  party  af¬ 
filiation  and  their  hatred 
of  her  every  fiber.  The 
House  will  be  forced  to 
choose  between  sticking 
to  their  party  affiliation 
or  running  with  their  gut 
like  the  American  peo¬ 
ple  should  have  been 
doing  this  entire  time.

Honey  begins  with  a 
combination  of  acupres¬ 
sure  and  chiropractic  ad¬ 
justments.  He  tells  me  to 


There  is  soft  meditative 
music  playing,  and  it 
smells  overwhelmingly 
of  lavender.  I  immediate¬ 
ly  begin  to  feel  at  ease, 
which  is  saying  something 
considering  I  am  aware 
I’m  about  to  be  willingly 


While  doing  this  though, 
he  is  also  using  his  knuck¬ 
les  to  work  out  the  knots 
in  my  back. 

My  upper  shoulders 
have  always  been  a  prob¬ 
lem  area  for  me,  as  it’s 
where  I  carry  most  (if  not 
all)  of  my  tension.  Honey 
discovers  the  knots  right 
away  and  begins  to  work 
them  out.  He  doesn’t 
do  this  conventionally, 
however.  He  places 
his  knuckles  against 
the  tender  spots 
and  pushed 
until  he  feels 


lay  on  my  back  and  puts 
a  pillow  under  my  knees. 
After  making  sure  I  am 
comfortable,  he  starts 
pressing  into  my  arms 
and  legs,  working  out  the 
kinks  and  popping  joints  I 
didn’t  even  know  existed. 


resistance. 
Then  he  simply 
keeps  his  hand 
there  and  lets  your 
body  relax  into  his 
knuckles,  working  out 
the  knots  through  re¬ 
laxation  instead  of  brute 
force. 

He  does  this  through 
many  spots  in  my  body 
until  I  really  feel  like  I’m 
beginning  to  relax.  The 
entire  time  he  works  with 
me  he  is  checking  in, 
making  sure  everything 
feels  comfortable  and  not 
too  painful.  As  long  as 
I’m  able  to  relax  into  the 
discomfort  that  means 
it’s  working,  according  to 
Honey. 


He  then  moves  on  to 
pinpointing  certain  pres¬ 
sure  points.  He  explains 
that  each  major  part  of 
the  body  is  connected  to 
a  tiny  surface  just  below 
certain  spots  on  your  skin. 
If  you  put  enough  pres¬ 
sure  on  them  correctly  it 
can  begin  to  relieve  pain 
within  the  body.  Some 
points  need  more  pressure 
than  others.  For  example, 
there  is  a  spot  on  the  arch 
of  my  feet  that  he  went  so 
far  as  to  tape  up,  so  I  can 
have  continual  pressure 
there  for  a  while.  You  are 
allowed  to  keep  the  tape 
on  your  feet  for  as  long  as 
it  stays,  and  you  can  bet 
mine  is  still  on  my  feet 
right  now. 

After  letting  me  fall 
into  this  state  of  ten¬ 
sion-free  relaxation,  he 
pulls  out  the  needles.  If 
I  am  being  totally  hon¬ 
est,  this  is  when  all  of 
my  relaxation  flew  out  of 
the  window.  I  started  to 
shake,  not  so  much  out  of 
fear  but  from  the  adrena¬ 
line  coursing  through  my 
body.  This  was  the  mo¬ 
ment  of  truth. 

I  warn  Honey  that  I 
had  a  slight  fear  of  nee¬ 
dles,  and  out  of  complete 
masochism  I  request  to 
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see  them.  I  will  admit  that 
seeing  them  made  me 
feel  a  bit  better.  Honey 
uses  needles  that  are  ri¬ 
diculously  small  and  thin. 
More  importandy,  how¬ 
ever,  they  don’t  look  med¬ 
ical  in  the  slightest.  While 
I  wasn’t  expecting  him  to 
pull  out  syringes,  I  was  ex¬ 
pecting  needles  that  were 
smaller  and  more  hospi- 
tal-esque.  The  needles  he 
used  looked  almost  like 
the  straight  pins  in  my 
grandmother’s  sewing  kit. 
It  leaves  me  with  a  sense 
of  relief. 

Then  he  begins  to  in¬ 
sert  them,  and  believe 
me  when  I  tell  you  it’s 
nothing  like  you  could 
ever  imagine.  You  feel  a 
prick,  similar  to  a  painful 
prick,  but  there  is  no  pain 
that  actually  occurs.  Then, 
waves  of  pleasure.  Honey 
explains  to  me  while  he  is 
doing  this  that  acupunc¬ 
ture  as  a  medical  practice 
is  actually  very  simple. 
When  your  brain  regis¬ 
ters  the  prick,  it  thinks 
you  have  hurt  yourself.  It 
sends  endorphins  through 
your  body  to  assist  in  the 
pain  relief.  But  because 
these  needles  don’t  actu¬ 
ally  cause  pain,  you’re  just 
left  with  all  these  amazing 
endorphins  causing  a  true 
state  of  euphoria. 

He  places  a  needle  at 
each  point  in  my  body. 


One  in  each  ankle  and 
shin,  two  to  three  in  my 
hands  and  wrists,  and  one 
on  top  of  my  head.  He 
explains  that  his  causes 
your  energy  to  centralize 
in  your  core,  which  causes 
maximum  relaxation.  Af¬ 
ter  he  places  all  the  nee¬ 
dles,  he  rings  a  gong  like 
tone  near  your  ears  and 
scalp,  and  leaves  you  alone 
the  last  15  minutes  to  re¬ 
lax  and  visualize. 

While  I  am  not  much 
of  a  visualizer  by  na¬ 
ture,  I  start  picturing  the 
warmth  in  my  body  ex¬ 
panding  and  contracting 
(a  suggestion  that  Hon¬ 
ey  had  given  me  before 
he  left  the  room).  After 
a  while  my  mind  starts 
to  wander,  and  I  let  it. 
The  only  times  I  stop 
myself  is  if  I  start  to 
think  about  work  or 
school.  I  am  there 
to  relax,  and  I 
won’t  let  my¬ 
self  become 
stressed 
from 
simple 


thoughts.  A  few 
times  I  tried 
to  work 
up  the 
courage 
to  peek 
at  the 
needles 
in  my 
hands,  but 
I  chicken 
out,  which 
is  probably 
for  the  best. 

After 

calming  15 


minutes,  Honey 
enters  again, 
and  takes 
the  nee¬ 
dles  out. 
I  sit  up, 
feeling  a 
lot  lighter 
than  when 
I  came  in, 
and  thank 
him  for  his 
help.  For  the 
first  time  in 
months  I  can 
stretch  my 


back  without  feeling  pain. 
I  can  lower  my  shoulders 
from  my  ears  without  re¬ 
sistance.  I  finally  feel  re¬ 
laxed. 

After  this  experience  I 
cannot  stress  enough  how 
important  it  is  that  any¬ 
one  who  is  able  to  receive 
these  services  should  do 
so.  It’s  so  beneficial  for 
your  health  and  well  be¬ 
ing,  not  only  physically 
but  emotionally.  In  fact, 
according  to  the  medical 
website  Psych  Central, 
acupuncture  is  becoming 
a  common  form  of  com¬ 
plementary  therapy  to 
pharmaceutical  and  talk 
therapy.  They  explain, 
“acupuncture  and  other 
forms  of  complementary 
therapies  are  gradually 
being  proved  to  be  le¬ 
gitimate  treatments 
for  anxiety,  depres¬ 
sion  and  other  ill¬ 
nesses.” 

As  a  person 
with  severe 
anxiety  I  can 
attest  to  the 
positive 
effects 
of  this 


tice.  In  fact,  I’ve  already 
made  plans  to  make  this 
a  regular  part  of  my  self 
care  routine. 

Honey  has  had  very 
successful  experiences 
working  with  people  who 
suffer  from  mental  health 
disorders.  “I’ve  had  pa¬ 
tients  with  chronic  pain 
or  even  depression,  who 
on  the  first  visit,  right  at 
the  beginning,  just  start 
laughing  and  asking  if  it’s 
possible  that  they  could 
already  be  feeling  better,” 
he  reminisces. 

The  best  part  is  that 
acupuncture  can  be  af¬ 
fordable.  Many  wellness 
centers  take  insurance, 
and  if  you  are  lucky 
enough  to  be  covered  then 
all  you  have  to  pay  is  a  co¬ 
pay  for  your  visit.  Even  if 
you  are  not  however,  the 
cost  is  not  all  that  high. 

At  Honeybee  Wellness, 
the  cost  of  an  acupunc¬ 
ture  session  (that  includes 
acupressure  therapy  and 
energy  work)  is  only  S60 
for  an  hour.  While  it  may 
not  be  a  weekly  thing,  I 
believe  there  are  many 
people  who  could  benefit 
from  this  treatment  who 
can  afford  that  at  least  ev¬ 
ery  once  in  awhile.  It’s  im¬ 
portant  to  let  yourself  feel 
good,  and  it’s  important 
to  take  the  time  to  take 
care  of  yourself,  if  you  are 
able. 
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Hawaii  is  known  for 
being  a  tropical  para¬ 
dise.  However,  with  the 
recent  population  drop  in 
Hawaiian  bee  species,  it 
might  not  look  that  way 
for  long. 

On  Sept.  30,  the 
United  States  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Services  put  sev¬ 
en  yellow-faced  bee  spe¬ 
cies  on  the  endangered 
species  list.  These  seven 
species  are  Hawaii’s  only 
indigenous  bees,  leaving 
the  tropical  islands  in  a 
state  of  worry  that  their 
natural  beauty  might  all 
disappear  soon. 

This  is  the  first  time  a 
U.S.  endangered  spe¬ 
cies  list  has  included  a 
pollinator  of  any  kind, 
although  if  this  coun¬ 
try  keeps  going  in  the 
direction  it’s  heading  I 
can  guarantee  it  won’t  be 
the  last. 

According  to  a  fact 
sheet  provided  by  the 
University  of  Hawaii’s 
Master  Gardening  Pro¬ 
gram,  “The  seven  endan¬ 
gered  species  are  impact¬ 
ed  by  a  wide  variety  of 
threats,  including  habitat 
destruction  because  of 
urbanization  or  nonnative 
animals,  the  introduc¬ 
tion  of  non-native  plant 
species,  wildfires,  nonna¬ 
tive  predators  and  natural 
events  such  as  hurricanes, 


tsunamis  and  drought.” 

While  natural  disas¬ 
ters  are  not  something 
humans  have  control 
over,  most  things 
listed  above  are  di- 
recdy  our  fault.  Our 
ancestors  brought 
over  non-native  plants 
and  species  to  aid  in  our 
comfort  of  living  in  the 
new  world.  Urbanization 
began  as  early  as  the 
first  settlers.  While 
it  wasn’t  to  the 
extreme  that 
it  is  today,  I 
firmly  be¬ 
lieve  we  can 
blame  the 
beginnings 
of  bee 
population 
decline 
on  the 
decision  of 
Europeans 
coming  to 
America 
in  the  first 
place. 

However, 
we’ve  known 
the  bee 
popula¬ 
tion  was 
declining 
for  a  very 
long  time, 

and  we  have  yet  to  do 
anything  about  it.  This 
places  the  blame  directly 
on  us.  We  have  a  bad 


habit  in  this  country  of 
admitting  we  have  prob¬ 
lems  but  not 
bothering 


anything  else. 

If  we  don’t  start  work¬ 
ing  right  now  to  save 
the  bees,  we  won’t  have 
to  worry  about  political 
issues.  The  world  as  we 
know  it  will  be  gone. 
According  to  TruthOut, 
a  progressive  internet 
based  news  publication, 
these  hardworking 
critters  are  respon¬ 
sible  for  one-third 


to  fix  them,  especially 
when  it  comes  to  the 
environment.  We  focus 
on  political  issues  before 


of  the  food  we  produce 
and  consume  here  in  the 

U.S. 

They  explain,  “Without 
honeybees,  whole  har¬ 


vests  of  fruits,  vegetables 
and  nuts  would  fail. 
Alfalfa  couldn't  survive. 
That  would  lead  to  trou¬ 
ble  in  the  beef  and  dairy 
industries,  as  well.  Bees 
also  pollinate  oilseeds, 
which  make  up  much  of 
the  world's  supply  of  fat.” 

We’ve  let  this  problem 
dig  itself  into  a  hole.  Now 
it’s  up  to  us  to  dig  it  out. 

One  of  the  major  ways 
you  can  help  with  the 
honeybee  population  is  to 
plant  bee-friendly  flowers 
and  herbs  in  your  yard. 

It’s  important  if  you  do 
this  though,  that  you 
stop  the  use  of  pesti¬ 
cides  and  herbicides 
in  your  plants.  While 
it  might  seem  like  a 
small  scale  solution, 
if  everyone  does  it 
it  could  make  a  big 
impact. 

If  you 
aren’t  able 
to  garden 
due  to 


space  or 
time,  try 
to  sup¬ 
port  your 
local  farmers 
by  purchasing  produce 
from  the  farmers  mar¬ 
ket.  Often  bees  like  to 
assist  in  pollination  farm 
crops,  and  you  get  to  help 
out  your  local  economy 
which  is  always  a  plus! 


While  you’re  there,  stop 
by  the  local  honey  stand. 
Not  only  will  you  be 
directly  supporting  bee 
colonies  in  your  area,  but 
it’s  a  great  homeopathic 
alternative  to  cure  season¬ 
al  allergies. 

Helping  the  bees  can 
even  be  as  simple  as  not 
weeding  your  garden. 
Honeybees  in  particular 
are  addictingly  attracted 
to  the  wild  clover  that 
grows  all  throughout 
Illinois  and  most  of  the 
country!  Just  leave  your 
lawn  to  the  weeds  and 
rest  assured  that  you  are 
doing  your  part  to  save 
the  world. 

Finally,  and  most 
importandy,  tell  our 
people  in  charge  about 
your  concern.  I  personally 
was  able  to  lift  the  ban 
of  clovers  in  a  yard  from 
a  local  Home  Owners 
Association  in  Naperville, 
and  all  it  took  was  one 
phone  call.  Write  to  your 
congress.  Talk  to  your 
landscapers.  Anything 
helps,  and  nothing  will 
change  until  we  all  start. 
Litde  things  will  lead  to 
big  changes,  and  maybe 
one  day  we  will  be  able  to 
take  our  precious  winged 
friends  off  the  endan¬ 
gered  species  list.

Last  week  brought  a 
disappointing  loss  for  the 
Chaparrals,  it  left  fans 
wondering  if  their  football 
team  has  a  Homecoming 
curse.  After  Saturdays 
narrow  loss  to  the  Kats, 
with  a  score  of  22-21,  fans 
should  be  more  worried 
about  a  cursed  season.

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WHO  blindly  wants  to  increase  COD's  revenue  from  sugary  drinks

A  big  increase  in  the 
price  of  soda  at  College 
of  DuPage  (COD)  could 
benefit 
both  stu 
dents’ 
health 
and 
the 
col¬ 
lege’s 
financ¬ 
es,  according  to 
a  recent  report  by  the 
World  Health  Organi¬ 
zation  (WHO).  But  the 
benefit  would  come  at  a  20 
percent  increase  in  vend¬ 
ing  machine  prices. 

COD  received  $54,476 
a  26.5  percent  of  sales  from 
the  vending  machines  that 
serve  sugary  drinks  like 
Pepsi  around  campus  in 
the  fiscal  year  2016.  But  a 
call  from  WHO  for  coun¬ 
tries  around  the  world  to 
raise  taxes  by  20  percent 
on  the  sale  of  sugary  drinks 
like  sodas,  sport  drinks  and 
other  fruit  juice,  means 
students  may  pay  more  at 
campus  vending  machines, 
and  more  money  from 
sales  are  expected. 

WHO’s  request  was 
published  in  the  release  of 
a  36-page  report  on  fiscal 
policy  and  diet.  WHO  is  a 
major  organization  under 
the  United  Nations  that 
tackles  issues  related  to 
public  health.  They  are  also 
responsible  for  publishing 
the  World  Health  Report. 

WHO  is  calling  for 
this  abrupt  action  in  the 
wave  of  an  increase  in  the 
amount  of  persons  suffer¬ 
ing  from  obesity  around 
the  world.  The  organiza¬ 
tion  claims  that  “From 
1980  to  2014,  40  percent 
of  people  globally  were 
overweight.”  This  call  to 
action  is  also  intended  to 
curb  the  amount  of  com¬ 
plications  that  result  from 
tooth  decay  and  diabetes. 


“Consumption  of  free 
sugar,  including  products 
like  sugary  drinks,  is  a 
major  factor  in  the  global 
increase  of  people  suf¬ 
fering  from  obe¬ 
sity  and 
diabe- 


t  e  s  , 
said 
D  r  . 
Douglas 
Bettcher, 
director 
of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Prevention 
for  Non-communicable 
Diseases.  “If  governments 
tax  products  like  sugary 
drinks,  they  can  reduce 
suffering  and  save  lives.” 

This  abrupt  tax  increase 
is  of  concern  to  students 
who  just  don’t  consume  a 
lot  of  sugary  drinks. 

“I  feel  like  it  would  affect 
our  society  because  people 
are  sometimes  addicted 
to  these  sugary  drinks. 
However,  on  a  personal 
level,  it  might  not  affect 
me  that  much  since 
I’m  not  attached  to 
them,”  said  Jacque¬ 
line  Rangel.  “But 
I  can  see  where  it 
can  cause  controversy 
with  people  because 
the  increase  of  tax  can 
be  seen  as  an  inconve¬ 
nience  for  people  with 
larger  families.  It  can  get 
to  a  point  where  it  can 
make  a  huge  difference. 

If  the  taxes  are  lower,  I 
can  see  where  people  will 
just  ignore  the  price  and 
just  continue  consuming 
these  drinks.” 

Leading  sugary  drinks 
manufacturers  have  resist¬ 
ed  this  move,  while  health 
practitioners  are  insisting 
that  sugary  drinks  are  a 
main  culprit  in  the  world’s 
obesity  problem. 

There  have  been  mixed 
feelings  about  this  decision 
taking  into  consideration 


the  health  issues  stressed 
by  WHO. 

“This  would  be  a  good 
way  of  reducing  our  pro¬ 
pensity  to  purchase  these 
types  of  products,  especial¬ 
ly  as  it  relates  to  our  young 
people  who  probably  drink 
them  the  most  and  may  be 
affected  later  in  life,” 
said

“It  has  been  accom¬ 
plished  with  cigarettes,” 
James  continued.  “That  be¬ 
ing  stated,  from  a  capital¬ 
istic  standpoint,  if  I  am 
a  manufacturer, 
this  would  not 
be  fair  and 
equi¬ 


table.  I  have  as  much  of  a 
right  to  sell  my  products 
as  someone  who  sells  high 
caffeine  energy  drinks. 
Why  should  I  be  taxed  and 
no  one  else?  This  is  not  a 
banned  substance  such  as 
illegal  drugs.  Therefore, 
why  don’t 
allow 
peo¬ 
ple  to 
de¬ 
cide 
what 
they 
put  into 
their  bodies.” 

James  reiterated  the 
successes  of  the  United 
States’  economy  is  based 
on  its  toleration  of  man¬ 
ufacturers  and  companies 
selling  foods  to  the 
general  public  and 
priced  according 
to  market 
d  e  -

mands. 

Another  student  looked 
at  this  tax  increase  from  an 
economic  perspective. 

“This  pro 
posed  tax 
increase 
will 
affect 
people 
in  a 
negative 
and  positive 
ways,”  said  Esly 
Vargas.  “It  will  stop 
people  from  drinking  so¬ 
das  and  they  won’t  be  un¬ 
healthy.  By  increasing  the 
cost  it  is  going  to  affect 
the  economy  in  a  bad  way. 
There  is  going  to  be  fewer 
consumers  that  will  pur¬ 
chase  these  drinks." 

What  is  ironical  about 
this  proposal  it  that  the 
WHO  isn’t  calling  for  a 
decrease  in  the  price  of 
healthy  drinks  and  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  price  of  sug¬ 
ary  drinks,  something  that 
is  of  concern  to  Melissa 
Deanda. 

“I  believe  it  is  for 
a  good  cause,  but 
it  will  have  an  ef¬ 
fect  on  lower  income 
families,  just  because 
lower  income  families 
are  the  main  consum¬ 
ers  of  these  products.  If 
they  are  increasing  the 
tax  that  means  they  are 
going  to  purchase  these 
drinks,  and  by  that  it 
means  they  have  to  pur¬ 
chase  healthy  drinks  that 
are  quite  expensive,”  said 
Deanda. 

Just  last  week,  Cook 
County  Board  President 
Toni  Preckwinkle  an¬ 
nounced  her  2017  budget 
plan  will  include  a  penny- 
per-ounce  tax  on  sweet¬ 
ened  drinks.  Her  plan  will 
see  a  $75  million  increase 
in  revenue  for  a  county 
that  is  faced  with  fiscal 
problems. 


The  Illinois  Beverage 
Association  (IBA)  warned 
that  this  would  basically 
mean  a  70  percent  increase 
in  the  price  of  sodas  and 
other  drinks.  This  propos¬ 
al  could  see  itself 
on  the  table 
for  dis- 


t  i  e  s 
across  the 
state.  Many  believe 
it  is  just  a  way  for  cities 
to  increase  revenue  since 
there  is  no  tangible  evi¬ 
dence  that  supports  an  in¬ 
crease  in  the  price  of  sodas 
causing  lower  consump¬ 
tion  by  consumers. 

Cities  that  have  enacted 
a  sugar  tax  increase  have  to 
deal  with  long  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings.  Philadelphia,  for 
example,  is  dealing  with  a 
lawsuit  filed  by  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Beverage  Association 
(ABA)  aimed  at  stopping  a 
2017  1.5  cents-per-ounce 
tax  increase  in  the  City  of 
Brotherly  Love. 

It  is  uncertain  wheth¬ 
er  this  tax  increase  will 
stop  students  from  drink¬ 
ing  sugary  drinks.  So  the 
health  benefits  of  increas¬ 
ing  taxes  on  sugary  drinks 
as  being  the  alternative  to 
minimizing  obesity  is  still 
uncertain. 

“I  will  just  pay  more  for 
sugary  drinks  since  it  is  a 
matter  of  want  and  some¬ 
thing  I  am  going  to  buy  re¬ 
gardless  of  the  price,”  said 
Mitchell  Miller. 

If  this  law  is  something 
that  the  state  of  Illinois 
or  DuPage  County  will 
consider,  COD  will  see  an 
increase  in  the  money  it 
makes  from  vending  ma¬ 
chines  with  students  likely 
to  continue  buying  sugary 
drinks  at  whatever  price.

Hot  Yoga  Naperville  first  impressions

When  it  comes  to  ex¬ 
penses  in  college,  many 
students  are  not  able  to  put 
their  health  at  the  top  of 
their  budget  plan.  Between 
textbooks,  paying  for  tu¬ 
ition,  living  expenses  and 
more,  paying  for  things 
like  a  gym  membership  or 
a  yoga  class,  or  even  find¬ 
ing  time  for  these  things, 
may  seem  out  of  the  ques¬ 
tion. 

That’s  why  when  a  huge 
“$5  yoga  class”  is  placed 
on  the  side  of  a  business,  I 
immediately  pay  attention. 
As  community  college  stu¬ 
dents,  many  of  us  finance 
our  tuition,  work  jobs  and 
study  endlessly,  completely 
leaving  our  physical  and 
mental  health  aside.  Yoga 
is  known  to  be  a  practice 
that  can  exert  your  body 
and  balance  your  thoughts. 

The  owner  of  this  large, 
college-student-grabbing 
sign  is  Hot  Yoga  Naper¬ 
ville.  Hot  Yoga  Naperville 
provides  two  solutions: 


cheap  classes  and  a  wide 
variety  of  times. 

Looking  for  these  two 
solutions  myself,  I  chose  to 
attend  this  class  that  they 
so  passionately  promoted. 
“Community  Class”  takes 
place  every  Monday  and 
Wednesday  beginning  at 
8:15  p.m. 

Before  attending  the 
class,  I  had  no  idea  what  to 
expect.  I’ve  taken  a  dozen 
yoga  classes,  each  ranging 
with  difficulty,  yet  never  in 
temperatures  of  over  100 
degrees.  And  although  I 
wish  I  regularly  exercised, 
I  hadn’t  in  months. 

These  two  things  com¬ 
bined  painted  the  image  in 
my  mind  that  I  would  end 
up  as  a  sweaty,  drenched, 
twisted,  cramping  being.. 

Attempting  to  soothe 
my  worries  about  a  possible 
heat  stroke,  I  took  to  Hot 
Yoga  Naperville’s  website. 
As  advised,  I  arrived  a  lit¬ 
tle  over  15  minutes  early, 
handed  a  woman  a  $5  bill, 


and  waited  outside  the 
room  with  others. 

Each  person  around 
me  looked  different. 
There  were  no  stereotyp¬ 
ical  mothers  out  for  their 
yoga  class  together.  There 
were  young  and  old,  men 
and  women,  black,  white, 
all  clutching  their  yoga 
mats  together.  Some  even 
engaged  in  conversation, 
showing  they  knew  each 
other.  This  was  an  actual 
community  for  others,  a 
place  where  they  felt  wel¬ 
comed  and  calm.  Even 
before  the  class  I  felt  the 
same  emotions  towards 
this  new  environment. 

As  the  previous  class 
ended,  we  all  shuffled  in, 
placing  our  mats  and  tow¬ 
els  down  where  we  chose. 
The  temperature  was  dras¬ 
tically  different  than  the 
outside  of  the  classroom. 
Immediately  it  felt  like 
summer,  almost  like  a  sau¬ 
na.  Yet,  it  was  extremely 
easy  to  breathe  in  once  you 


sat  and  stretched,  due  to 
there  being  no  extra  mois¬ 
ture  as  would  be  custom 
for  an  actual  sauna. 

There  were  no  lights  ex¬ 
cept  what  shined  in  from 
the  entrance  area,  just  a 
large  modest  room  with 
wall-to-floor  mirrors  and 
wooden  floors. 

Then  the  sweat  began. 
All  I  was  doing  was  sit¬ 
ting  there,  stretching  my 
slightly  less  nervous  limbs 
and  the  heat  forced  me  to 
sweat.  I  started  to  see  why 
I  had  heard  such  good 
things  about  hot  yoga. 
Even  though  you  may  not 
exert  yourself  in  a  way  you 
do  during  a  typical  gym 
circuit,  the  heat  will  make 
your  body  sweat  as  if  you 
were. 

It  made  me  excited,  yet 
nervous.  If  I  was  sweating 
now,  I  couldn’t  imagine 
what  I  was  going  to  look 
like  after  the  hour  was 
over.  Yet,  my  body  was  al¬ 
ready  benefitting  by  sweat- 
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ing.  I  was  more  nervous 
than  excited. 

Heather  entered  with 
a  calm  voice.  She  was  our 
instructor  for  the  night, 
and  she  thanked  us  for 
choosing  to  take  her  class 
tonight.  Her  smooth  voice 
asked  us  to  lay  on  our 
backs,  focus  on  our  breath¬ 
ing  and  keep  our  eyes  open, 
so  that  we  remain  present 
in  the  moment. 

This  “corpse  pose,”  for¬ 
mally  known  as  “shav- 
asana,”  started  and  ended 
our  practice  per  usual  for 
a  yoga  class.  Shavasana 
turned  into  forward  folds, 
downward  dogs,  and  the 
flow  began. 

As  we  flowed  into  differ¬ 
ent  poses,  I  was  perplexed 
by  how  my  body  was  re¬ 
acting  to  the  heat  and  the 
movements.  Although  it 
was,  without  a  doubt,  hot 
inside  the  room,  my  body 
felt  as  if  it  was  connect¬ 
ed  to  the  heat.  The  room 
and  my  body  felt  as  if  they 
were  the  same  tempera¬ 
ture,  providing  me  with  a 


strange  phenomenon  of 
being  weightless.  The  heat 
had  warmed  up  my  mus¬ 
cles.  I  felt  as  if  I  was  able 
to  stretch  more,  advance 
my  poses  and  generally 
push  my  body  further  and 
further. 

I  didn’t  sweat  through 
my  shirt  like  expected. 
I  didn’t  even  drip  sweat 
down  my  face,  but  the  heat 
still  provided  something 
a  normal  yoga  class  could 
not. 

Overall,  the  flow  was 
perfect  for  a  community 
class.  Each  community 
member  brings  a  different 
range  of  yoga  knowledge: 
none  to  advanced.  Every 
pose  allowed  for  a  more 
advanced  “yogi”  to  push 
themselves  and  allowed  for 
beginners  to  ease  them¬ 
selves  in.  There  was  no 
need  for  prior  yoga  expe¬ 
rience,  Heather  demon¬ 
strated  each  pose  as  well 
as  walked  around  assisting 
whenever  needed.  Along 
with  directing  the  physical 
moves,  she  read  us  man¬ 


tras  to  engage  our  minds 
as  well. 

As  we  returned  to  the 
ending  position  of  sha¬ 
vasana,  a  cold,  wet  towel 
was  placed  on  our  fore¬ 
heads.  Simultaneously  it 
brought  our  bodies  and 
minds  back  to  life,  back 
to  a  normal  temperature. 
Our  souls  honored  one 
another  through  the  word 
“Namaste,”  and  we  left  the 
room.  Though  the  heat 
was  gone,  and  I  was  easing 
back  into  the  normal  room 
temperature,  my  body  still 
felt  weightless.  It  felt  like 
I  spent  $30  for  my  first 
hot  yoga  class,  not  just  $5. 
My  body  felt  relaxed  and 
sweaty,  and  my  mind  felt 
more  centered  than  ever. 

Not  only  was  I  surprised 
with  my  taking  to  the  tem¬ 
perature  and  how  profes¬ 
sional  and  natural  the  flow 
was,  but  the  facilities  were 
extremely  clean,  welcom¬ 
ing  and  had  personality. 
It  was  easy  to  see  how  so 
many  have  already  taken 
up  the  experience  of  Hot 


Yoga  Naperville. 

Besides  $5  community 
classes,  any  student  with 
a  valid  ID  under  the  age 
of  25  is  able  to  pay  $5  as  a 
drop-in  fee  to  any  class  (ex¬ 
cept  Bootcamp),  without  a 
membership.  Classes  begin 
at  5  a.m.,  giving  plenty  of 
time  to  stop  in  before  class 
or  work,  and  end  with  an 
8  p.m.  class.  Memberships 
are  always  available,  but  if 
your  schedule  is  like  mine, 
$5  for  dropping  in  to  any 
class  is  enough. 

Whether  you’re  locat¬ 
ed  in  Naperville  or  not, 
a  little  drive  is  worth  it. 
Hot  Yoga  Naperville  of¬ 
ficially  turned  me  from  a 
normal-temperature-yo- 
ga-liking-person  to  a 
I-only-ever-want-to-do- 
hot-yoga-for-the-rest-of- 
my-life-person. 

Check  out  a  daily  class 
schedule  and  all  Hot  Yoga 
Naperville  has  to  offer  at 

hotvoganperville.com 
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When  we  think  of  go¬ 
ing  camping,  we  think  of 
escaping  the  suffocation 
of  society  and  revisiting 
our  wild  roots:  the  wide 
expanse  of  stars,  breathing 
the  fresh  air.  But  for  me, 
it’s  always  been  how  many 
spiders  I  wake  up  to  on  my 
pillow,  and  the  seemingly 
eternal,  almost  terrifying, 
silence.  I  thought  that  by 
playing  Firewatch  -  an  ad¬ 
venture  game  about  being 
a  fire  lookout  in  the  forests 
of  Wyoming  -  that  I  could 
feel  and  experience  the 
beauty  of  nature,  without 
the  bug  bites.  But  instead, 
I  got  one  of  the  most  beau¬ 
tiful,  disappointing  and 
paranoia-filled  games  I’ve 
ever  played. 

Firewatch  feels  like  a 
bunch  of  different  game- 
types  mashed  into  one. 
With  its  text-only  pro¬ 


logue  introducing  Henry 
and  his  life  before  becom¬ 
ing  a  fire  lookout,  and  the 
radio-chatter  dialogue  for 
the  rest  of  this  first-per¬ 
son  walking  simulator.  It 
feels  less  like  a  game,  and 
more  like  a  walkthrough  of 
a  day  in  the  life  of  Henry, 
as  he  hikes  through  various 
woods  and  canyons. 

I’d  heard  of  Firewatch’s 
beautiful  art  style  before 
playing,  and  I  imagined 
the  game  to  be  a  relaxing 
walk  in  the  rustic  Wyo¬ 
ming  woods  with  character 
dialogue  that  introduced 
the  game  into  its  darker, 
interesting  plot.  What  I 
didn’t  expect,  was  taking 
the  same  route  twice,  get¬ 
ting  lost,  having  to  con¬ 
front  my  map  and  compass 
time  and  time  again  to  try 
to  find  my  way  in  complete 
silence.  Finding  solace  in 


the  woods  was  difficult 
when  I  just  kept  getting 
increasingly  frustrated, 
wasting  time  wandering  in 
circles,  wondering  where  I 
was,  compared  to  where  I 
was  supposed  to  be. 

You’re  not  completely 
alone  with  the  soft  hues  of 
the  landscape  around  you; 
the  character  you  spend 
the  game  alongside  is  De¬ 
lilah,  another  lookout  you 
talk  with  over  your  radio. 
Conversation  is  the  big¬ 
gest  point  of  Firewatch,  as 
you  spend  the  entire  game 
talking,  getting  to  know 
who  Delilah  is  and  what 
she’s  hiding. 

I  wanted  to  love  this 
game.  I  wanted  to  fall  for 
its  visuals  and  characters 
and  feel  finished  and  hap¬ 
py  with  how  it  ended.  But 
while  playing,  I  just  felt 
bored.  As  a  walking  sim¬ 


ulator,  this  game  is  beauti¬ 
ful.  It  works.  But  as  a  nar¬ 
rative,  it  felt  incomplete. 
Growing  the  relationship 
between  Henry  and  Del¬ 
ilah  was  the  main  focus  of 
the  plot  until  they  realize 
something  more  sinister  is 
going  on.  As  the  narrative 
deepens  and  develops,  ev¬ 
ery  twist  the  game  throws 
seems  to  come  out  of  the 
blue,  and  feels  unrelated  to 
what  was  introduced  at  the 
start. 

Firewatch,  at  its  high 
points,  was  a  beautiful 
game  of  how  difficult  it  is 
not  to  be  lonely.  Out  in  the 
woods,  communicating 
only  through  radios,  trying 
to  figure  out  who  you  are 
at  the  same  time  as  figur¬ 
ing  out  who  your  seeming¬ 
ly  only  friend  is.  Tackling 
real  adult  issues  in  realistic 
ways,  being  able  to  avoid 


or  divulge  emotion  and 
information  when  I  felt 
like  it  was  interesting  and 
the  best  part,  to  me,  a  true 
humanistic  attribute  in 
Firewatch’s  endless  land¬ 
scape.  As  the  game  delves 
into  its  darker  plot,  the 
feeling  of  being  watched 
is  almost  overwhelming. 
At  some  points,  turning 
around  seemed  like  the 
scariest,  worst  decision  I 
could  make:  waiting  for 
what  was  out  there  to  fi¬ 
nally  show  itself. 

Unfortunately,  at  its  low 
points,  this  isn’t  the  game  I 
hoped  it  would  be.  There’s 
no  action.  Your  choices 
have  no  real  consequences, 
and  Firewatch  feels  more 
like  a  movie  I’m  slightly  al¬ 
tering  the  dialogue  of  than 
a  game  that  feels  finished 
by  the  time  I  put  the  con¬ 
troller  down.  It’s  a  rather 


short  narrative  game  - 
only  about  four  hours  - 
but  it  feels  stretched  when 
you’re  just  traveling  from 
place  to  place. 

Firewatch  is  like  a  mys¬ 
tery  thriller  that  feels  more 
poetry  than  pulse-racer.  It’s 
quick  to  be  completed,  the 
surroundings  beautiful,  but 
the  plot  unfulfilling  and 
desolate  of  anything  I  can 
reverberate  excitedly.  May¬ 
be  I’ll  play  it  again,  maybe 
I  won’t,  but  I’ll  never  forget 
that  sense  of  gende  disori¬ 
entation  of  being  out  in 
the  woods,  watched,  as  I 
tumbled  towards  the  end 
of  a  story  left  open-end¬ 
ed,  like  I  still  may  be  in  it. 
In  the  end,  Firewatch  just 
failed  to  kindle  any  enthu¬ 
siasm  in  me.

Phantogram#s  "Three":  the  most 
disappointing  album  of  the  year 


While  I  anticipated 
Phantogram’s  album  new 
album  “Three”  to  be  the 
highlight  of  my  year,  the  al¬ 
ternative  duo  left  me  want¬ 
ing  something  from  them 
that  I  fear  they  will  never 
find. 

These  artists,  who  once 
had  arguably  the  edgi¬ 
est  sound  for  its  style  and 
genre,  have  sold  out  for  the 
grunge-pop  that  fits  flaw¬ 
lessly  into  Top  40  stations. 
While  this  might  make 
monetary  sense,  it  also  cre¬ 
ates  a  likely  opportunity  for 
people  to  get  sick  of  their 
songs  quickly. 

The  thing  is,  it  isn’t  the 
selling  out  that  irks  me  the 
most.  As  much  as  I  hate  to 
say  it,  the  songs  are  just  bad. 
Furthermore,  they’re  not 
even  consistently  bad,  in 
the  sense  that  some  songs 
have  melodies  that  want 
you  to  rip  your  ears  off, 
while  others  have  lyrics  that 
are  so  sickly  sad  you  wish 
they  would  make  you  cry 
so  you  could  drown  in  your 
tears  and  be  put  out  of  your 
misery. 

When  the  first  song  from 
the  album  was  released, 
“You  Don’t  Get  Me  High 
Anymore,”  it  immediate¬ 
ly  overtook  the  stations. 
I  will  admit  I  had  high 
hopes.  That  is  until  Sarah 
Barthel,  the  lead  vocalist  of 
the  group,  started  singing. 
While  Barthel  is  quite  tal¬ 


ented  and  has  a  killer  voice, 
the  lyrics  sound  like  the 
ranting  of  a  16-year-old  in 
her  diary. 

While  the  melody  and 
rhythm  are  catchy  for  the 
most  part,  the  song  is  just 
begging  for  attention.  They 
have  a  forced  depth.  While 
on  the  surface  she  is  dis¬ 
cussing  a  drug  addiction, 
it’s  obvious  she’s  using  it  as 
a  metaphor  for  losing  love 
in  someone.  While  the  idea 
is  a  good  one,  it’s  executed 
in  a  way  where  you  feel  like 
you’ve  been  beaten  over  the 
head  with  it.  Every  time  it 
comes  on  the  radio  now  I 
turn  it  off. 

The  fifth  track  on  the 
album  “Barking  Dog”  has 
the  exact  opposite  problem. 
While  the  lyrics  are  beauti¬ 
ful,  and  at  some  points,  I’d 
argue  poetic,  the  vocals  and 
melody  are  absolutely  terri¬ 
ble.  The  entire  song  sounds 
metallic  and  leaves  me  with 
the  largest  headache.  If  it 
was  produced  and  executed 
in  a  way  where  it  was  clear 
that  was  their  intention,  my 
opinion  could  be  swayed. 
But  as  of  right  now,  the  en¬ 
tire  track  sounds  half-assed 
and  full  of  flaws. 

Meanwhile  a  track  like 
“Cruel  World”  has  promise. 
It’s  soft  and  has  playful  pi¬ 
ano,  and,  while  it’s  not  tra¬ 
ditional  Phantogram,  I  can 
get  on  board  with  playing 
around  with  other  styles  of 


music  when  it  is  executed 
like  this  track.  That  is  until 
you  get  to  the  first  chorus. 
Barthel’s  beautiful  vocals 
are  cut  off  by  a  forced  elec¬ 
tronic  beat  that  I  can  only 
compare  to  the  feeling  of 
trying  to  close  a  suitcase 
when  it’s  too  full.  It’s  frus¬ 
trating  and  you  just  want  to 
be  done  with  it  already. 

There  is  one  song  on  the 
entire  album  that  settles 
comfortably  on  my  musi¬ 
cal  palette.  “You’re  Mine” 
is  edgy,  rough,  and  raw.  It’s 
reminiscent  of  old  Phanto¬ 
gram,  with  strong  electron¬ 
ic  beats  and  raspy  vocals. 
While  it’s  not  my  favorite 
Phantogram  song,  it’s  a 
welcome  break  from  the 
steaming  pile  that  is  the  rest 
of  the  album.  If  you  were  to 
listen  to  any  song  on  the 
album,  please  let  it  be  this 
one. 

Perhaps  I’m  asking  too 
much  from  them.  I  realize 
artists  need  to  make  money. 
The  idea  of  “selling  out”  has 
never  bothered  me  as  long 
as  the  artist  stays  true  to 
the  soul  and  the  growth  of 
the  music.  However,  to  the 
simple  listener,  this  doesn’t 
seem  to  be  the  case.  While 
I  will  never  truly  know 
why  Phantogram  has  start¬ 
ed  down  this  path,  I  hope 
it  leads  them  to  a  better 
sound  than  they  have  now.

politics  and  towards  cul¬ 
ture  and  social  climate. 
Debate  questions  are  cen¬ 
tered  around  social  move¬ 
ments  and  ideas  like  Black 
Lives  Matter  or  equal  pay 
for  women. 

While  these  are  huge¬ 
ly  important  issues,  and 
while  we  would  certain¬ 
ly  like  to  know  Trump’s 
stance  on  them,  we  are 
generally  lacking  in-depth 
details  about  what  Trump 
envisions  as  the  path  to 


making  America  great 
again.  This  leaves  us  feeling 
uneasy  as  we  get  closer  to 
election  day.  Does  anyone 
know  exactly  what  they’re 
voting  for  when  they  cast  a 
vote  for  Trump? 

A  vote  for  Trump  is 
clearly  a  vote  for 
the  “alt- 


extent  a  “normie”  —  alt- 
right  and  web  slang  for  a 
normal  person  —  is  likely 
to  encounter  them,  Twit¬ 
ter  has  emerged  as  the 
preferred  avenue  for  the 
harassment  and  trolling 
of  assorted  rivals,  enemies, 
and  other  targeted  groups, 
often  women 
and 


right.” 

The  alt-right  is  not  just 
one  organization;  it’s  a 
movement  of  people  who 
side  with  right  wing  ide¬ 
als,  but  who  are  also  fed 
up  with  mainstream  con¬ 
servatism  in  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States.  According  to 
CNN,  “They  exist  almost 
exclusively  online,  talking 
to  each  other  on  alt-right 
blogs  and  select  Reddit 
and  4chan  forums.  To  the 


Jews.” 

If  Trump  is  elected,  the 
Republican  Party  as  we 
know  it  will  implode  en¬ 
tirely.  It  will  become  the 
new  face  of  political  re¬ 
bellion.  It  will  become  the 
alt-right. 

There  have  been  many 
arguments  about  Trump’s 
loyalty  to  the  Republican 
Party.  However,  with  the 
rise  of  the  alt-right,  it’s 


clear  he  has  found  a  niche. 
The  actions  of  the  alt- 
right  are  a  carbon  copy  of 
Trump’s  campaign  strat¬ 
egy  throughout  this  elec¬ 
tion.  It’s  one  based  on  bul¬ 
lying,  trolling,  aggression 
and  anger.  Trump  doesn’t 
restrain  himself,  and  nei¬ 
ther  do  his  followers.

While  there  are  certain 
things  in  this  country  to  be 
angry  about,  Trump  needs 
to  learn  to  control  his  an¬ 
ger  and  use  it  to  put  power 
behind  his  platform. 

It’s  no  secret  that  we  at 
the  Courier  are  not  avid 
supporters  of  Trump.

Finally,  and  most  im¬ 
portantly,  Trump  must 
understand  that  in  order 
to  succeed  as  our  coun¬ 
try’s  leader  he  needs  to 
collaborate.  He  needs  to 
stop  vilifying  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  Party  as  well  as  the 
mainstream  Republican 
Party.  He  doesn’t  have  to 
agree  with  them,  but  if  he 
becomes  president  he  will 
have  to  work  with  them. 

If  Trump  isn’t  able  to 
change,  even  slightly,  be¬ 
fore  his  potential  election, 
we  fear  the  worst  for  this 
country.  Until  then,  how¬ 
ever,  we  must  wait.

media  corporations  and 
politicians  affiliated  with 
the  scandal  alike.  They  can 
no  longer  leash  the  nar¬ 
rative  and  control  it  like 
a  domesticated  Yorkshire 
Terrier. 

Throughout  the  pleth¬ 
ora  of  “Top  10  Worst 
Emails”  popping  up  across 
the  Internet  right  now, 
one  of  the  most  prevalent 
selections  has  been  an 
email  from  Interim  Chair¬ 
woman  of  the  Democratic 
Party  Donna  Brazile  to 
the  chairman  of  Clinton’s 
presidential  campaign, 
John  Podesta.  Brazile,  who 
was  vice  chairwoman  at 
the  time,  sent  Podesta  an 
email  with  information  on 
Bernie  Sander’s  support¬ 
ers’  Twitter  activity.  This 
email  shows  obvious  col¬ 
lusion  between  the  heads 
of  the  Clinton  Campaign 
and  the  Democratic  Party, 
an  indicator  of  the  Dem¬ 
ocratic  Party’s  own  bias  in 
their  primary  election. 

Another  problematic 
email  traces  back  to  June 
21,  2015,  which  is  around 
the  time  the  Clinton  email 
scandal  occurred.  Attor¬ 
ney  Erika  Rottenberg  sent 
a  message  explaining  her 
disdain  for  how  Clinton’s 
decision  to  delete  emails 
without  consulting  any¬ 
one  prior  to  the  action, 
“smacks  of  acting  above 
the  law”  to  the  Clinton 
campaign’s  Chief  Tech¬ 
nology  Officer  Shannon 
Hannon. 

“While  we  all  know 
of  the  occasional  use  of 
personal  email  addresses 
for  business,  none  of  my 
friend  circles  can  under¬ 
stand  how  it  was  viewed 
as  OK/secure/appropriate 


to  use  a  private  server  for 
secure  documents  AND 
why  Hillary  took  it  upon 
herself  to  review  them  and 
delete  documents  without 
providing  anyone  out¬ 
side  her  circle  a  chance 
to  weigh  in,”  Rottenberg 
wrote  in  the  email.  “It 
smacks  of  acting  above  the 
law,  and  it  smacks  of  the 
type  of  thing  I’ve  either 
gotten  discovery  sanctions 
for,  fired  people  for,  etc.” 

The  most  disturbing 
email  came  on  Dec.  3, 
2015  following  the  San 
Bernardino  shooting.  Po¬ 
desta  sent  an  email  to 
Karen  Finney,  the  Clinton 
campaign’s  strategic  com¬ 
munications  adviser  and 
senior  spokesperson,  say¬ 
ing  he  wished  the  shooter 
had  a  stereotypical  white 
person  name  instead  of  a 
Middle  Eastern  name  in 
response  to  a  news  brief¬ 
ing  on  the  shooter’s  infor¬ 
mation. 

“Better  if  a  guy  named 
Sayeed  Farouk  was  re¬ 
porting  that  a  guy  named 
Christopher  Hayes  was 
the  shooter,”  Podesta  said 
in  the  email. 

I  don’t  know  what  to 
believe  anymore.  From 
trusted  media  conglom¬ 
erates  blatantly  lying  to 
our  faces  to  inexplicable 
statements  coming  from 
the  Clinton  campaign, 
this  is  a  giant  mess.

The  two-party  system 
has  killed  the  purpose  of 
a  democratically  elected 
president.  The  presidential 
election  system  was  initial¬ 
ly  put  in  place  to  keep  our 
country  free  of  dictators 
and  tyrants.  Yet  through 
the  years  of  pushing  our 
country  to  fit  in  a  two-par¬ 
ty  mold,  we  have  found 
ourselves  having  problems 
very  similar  to  what  we 
were  trying  to  avoid. 

The  two-party  system 
perpetuates  the  idea  of 
“us”  versus  “them.”  This, 
in  turn,  creates  a  hostile 
environment  where  peo¬ 
ple  don’t  feel  obligated 
to  listen  to  their  political 
counterparts.  They  aren’t 
on  our  side,  so  they  must 


be  wrong. 

This  is  shown  very 
clearly  in  the  idea  that 
Democrats  have  been  on 
the  “right  side  of  history.” 
Many  of  my  liberal  friends 
use  this  as  a  backing  for 
their  arguments,  but  if  I’m 
being  totally  honest  it  just 
leaves  me  confused. 

Sure,  as  of  late,  Dem¬ 
ocrats  are  generally  sup¬ 
portive  of  moving  forward 
and  the  growth  of  human 
rights,  but  this  wasn’t  al¬ 
ways  the  case.  Republicans 
abolished  slavery  in  the 
United  States. 

A  major  problem  with 
the  two-party  system  is 
the  erasure  of  independent 
voters  in  the  U.S.  Gallup’s 
most  recent  polls  show 


42  percent  of  Americans 
consider  themselves  inde¬ 
pendent,  About  29  percent 
registered  as  Democrats, 
and  26  percent  registered 
as  Republicans. 

As  a  self-proclaimed 
liberal,  I’ve  never  found 
myself  agreeing  with  much 
of  what  Republicans  have 
to  say.  But  the  more  I’ve 
learned  about  politics,  the 
more  I  find  myself  running 
away  from  the  Democratic 
label  as  well.  When  I  first 
registered  to  vote  I  regis¬ 
tered  as  an  independent. 
Soon  after,  however,  I  be¬ 
came  a  registered  Demo¬ 
crat  solely  for  the  purpose 
of  voting  in  a  primary  elec¬ 
tion. 

The  problem  is  there  is 


never  a  candidate  who  fits 
the  bill  for  a  president  that 
I  want.  And  while  I  real¬ 
ize  it’s  unrealistic  for  me 
to  think  there  will  ever 
be  a  perfect  candidate,  it 
doesn’t  excuse  the  extrem¬ 
ist  views  that  have  been 
coming  from  both  parties 
for  years. 

Charles  Wheelan,  a  pro¬ 
fessor  of  public  policy  at 
Dartmouth  College,  said  it 
best  in  his  interview  with 
U.S.  News  when  he  said 
“The  current  two-party 
system  gives  too  much 
power  to  the  extremists  in 
each  party.  Much  of  that 
is  actually  institutional  in 
nature.  So,  for  example,  the 
primary  system  means  that 
in  a  lot  of  states,  indepen¬ 


dent  voters  are  essentially 
unrepresented  in  choosing 
the  two  candidates  who 
are  going  to  appear  on  the 
general  election  ballot.  So 
each  party  spits  out  more 
extreme  candidates  than 
would  be  elected  if  all  of  us 
chose  our  top  two  prefer¬ 
ences.” 

In  other  words,  the  si¬ 
lent  majority  of  voters  are 
being  silenced.  We  are  be¬ 
ing  forced  to  hold  our  nose 
and  vote.  We  have  to  fig¬ 
ure  out  which  of  the  two 
candidates  we  agree  with 
more,  and  it  can  be  pain¬ 
ful  watching  them  discuss 
policies  we  disagree  with 
when  we  know  we  have  to 
imperfect  options  on  the 
ballot. 


What’s  worse  is  I’m  not 
sure  how  to  fix  the  prob¬ 
lem.  I  worry  this  two-par¬ 
ty  system  is  only  growing 
stronger  and  more  extreme 
with  every  election.  The 
parties  themselves  are  im¬ 
ploding  and  rebuilding,  as 
things  often  do,  but  there 
is  no  relief  in  sight.  Would 
we  as  a  country  even  be 
able  to  handle  not  hav¬ 
ing  a  two-party  system? 
Would  we  regress  back  to 
a  far  less  civil  world,  much 
like  we  had  before  the  gov¬ 
ernment  we  know  today? 
Unfortunately,  I  think  the 
worst  scenario  is  the  one 
to  come:  that  it  will  never 
change.

For  as  long  as  I  can  re¬ 
member,  fluoride  has  been 
pushed  on  me  as  a  way 
to  keep  my  teeth  healthy 
and  clean.

Immediately  my  heart 
sank.  I  thought  this  prod¬ 


uct  had  finally  been  help¬ 
ing  me,  but  seeing  those 
words  made  me  fear  it 


had  been  hurting  me  this 
whole  time. 

I  decided  before  I  threw 


the  toothpaste  out,  along 
with  my  happiness,  I 
would  do  some  research 
on  what  exacdy 
fluoride  is  sup¬ 
posed  to  do. 

Low  and  be¬ 
hold,  I  was  be¬ 
ing  bed  to  this 
whole  time. 

Firstly,  flu¬ 
oride  has  been 
proven  not  to 
affect  teeth  at 
all.  In  a  study 
done  by  the 
U.S.  Nation¬ 
al  Institute  of 
Health,  the 
scientists  found 
no  correlation 
between  tooth 
decay  and  flu¬ 
oride  exposure 
in  children.  In 
fact,  the  topical 
and  internal  in¬ 
take  of  fluoride 
were  affecting 
their  ability  to 
absorb  mag¬ 
nesium,  which 
does  create  stronger  bones 
and  teeth.

has  been  linked  to  many 
health  problems.

The  College  of  DuP- 
age  and  Northern  Illinois 
University  have  signed 
into  effect  a  reverse  trans¬ 
fer  agreement  that  will 
give  students  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  earn  their  asso¬ 
ciate’s  degree  while  at  a 
four-year  institution.  This 
is  the  first  reverse  transfer 
agreement  COD  has  offi¬ 
cially  signed  into  effect  in 
the  history  of  the  college. 

A  reverse  transfer  is 
where  a  former  student  of 
COD,  who  did  not  finish 
his  or  her  associate’s  de¬ 


gree  before  the  student 
transferred  to  a  four-year 
institution,  is  allowed  to 
complete  the  necessary 
credits  to  earn  this  two- 
year  degree  while  at  the 
new  school.  In  operation, 
a  student  who  transfers  to 
NIU  from  COD  who  has 
met  the  requisite  credits 
for  an  associate’s  degree 
will  have  their  credits 
transferred  back  to  COD. 
After  this  is  processed,  the 
student  will  be  notified  by 
COD  that  they  have  been 
awarded  an  associate’s. 


Vice  President  of  Stu¬ 
dent  Affairs  Earl  Dowling 
understands  some  stu¬ 
dents  want  to  transfer  out 
of  COD  to  achieve  their 
bigger  goal  of  earning 
a  bachelor’s  degree,  and 
wants  them  to  have  the 
opportunity  to  have  more 
certification  under  their 
belt  for  when  they  look  for 
a  job  after  college. 

“We  want  students  to 
have  our  credential,”  said 
Dowling.  “Some  students, 
quite  frankly,  want  that 
four-year  degree  hanging

on  their  wall.  However, 
we  believe  two  things. 
One,  you  started  with  us, 
and  we  want  you  to  finish 
with  us,  but,  two,  I  think 
the  more  credentials  a 
person  has  the  better  off 
they’ll  be.  This  was  af¬ 
firmed  by  one  of  our  deans 
who  gave  the  example  of  a 
student  coming  to  College 
of  DuPage  in  a  technical 
field  and  then  goes  off  to 
the  four-year  school  and 
ends  up  with  a  bachelor’s 
in  management,  for  ex¬ 
ample.  Having  the  man¬ 


agement  education  and 
the  technical  skills  makes 
a  very  nice  package  for  an 
employer. 

“We  want  to  make 
sure  that  if  any  of  our 
students  want  to  do  that, 
then  we  have  these  agree¬ 
ments  with  Northern  Il¬ 
linois  University  or  other 
schools,”  said  Dowling. 

The  agreement  backlogs 
students  who  transferred 
from  COD  to  NIU  up  to 
fall  of  2015.  This  means, 
many  students  at  NIU  are 
already  eligible  to  receive 


an  associate’s  degree. 

Based  on  information 
from  Associate  Registrar 
of  the  Office  of  Student 
Records  Katherine  Thom¬ 
son,  there  were  277  stu¬ 
dents  who  transferred  to 
NIU  from  COD  last  year. 
This  means  that  former 
COD  students  who  meet 
the  required  credits  for  an 
associate’s  are  now  eligible 
to  have  their  NIU  credits 
reverse  transferred  back  to 
COD  and  receive  a  two- 
year  degree.

Democrats  have  re¬ 
fused  to  brand  atrocities 
carried  out  against  Amer¬ 
icans  home  and  abroad  by 
Donald  Trump’s  coined 
terms  "Radical  Islamic 
Terrorism.”  This  was  a 
talking  point  DePaul  pro¬ 
fessor  Kaveh  Ehsani  took 
when  he  spoke  about  tur¬ 
moil  in  the  Middle  East 
to  students,  professors 
and  community  members 
who  gathered  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  Thurs¬ 
day.  He  even  called  for  a 
non-military  solution  to 
solving  chaos  created  by 
terrorism. 

He  argued  that  the 
term  “Islamic”  shouldn’t 
be  used  since  it  can  create 
a  feeling  that  anyone  who 
practices  Islam  is  a  prob¬ 
lem.  He  challenged  the 
audience  when  he  drew 
an  analogy  between  ter¬ 


rorism  and  the  Western 
coalition’s  attempts  to  de¬ 
feat  and  eradicate  rebels 
in  the  region.  He  implied 
that  a  solution  to  terror 
like  this  creates  terror  in 
one  way  or  the  other. 

Ehsani  said  the  term 
“radical”  suggests  that 
people  don’t  accept  the 
ordinary  norms  by  chal¬ 
lenging  existing  rules 
when  necessary.  He  even 
described  the  United 
States’  civil  rights  move¬ 
ment  as  a  radical  move¬ 
ment. 

“Some  radicalism  may 
be  good,”  Ehsani  said. 
“The  problem  is  what  the 
content  of  this  radicalism 
is.  It  is  not  the  politics 
that  defines  this  term;  it 
is  basically  what  people 
want,”  said  Ehsani.  “Is  re¬ 
ligion  the  problem?” 

“And  so  are  the  bom¬ 


bardment  of  defenseless 
cities  and  hospitals  and 
centers  of  population  that 
the  United  States,  NATO, 
Saudi  Arabia,  Israel,  have 
been  carrying  out  with 
impunity  because  they 
are  seen,  portrayed  and 
framed  as  strikes  against 
military  targets,”  added 
Ehsani.  “Military  inter¬ 
vention  shouldn’t  be  the 
last  solution.  No  state  or 
political  actor  should  re¬ 
sort  to  military  violence 
or  any  kind  of  violence. 
It  doesn’t  matter  where 
you  are,  the  effects  of  the 
terror  are  still  there.  The 
person  attacking  could  be 
nice  or  sociopathic,  but  it 
affects  all  the  same.” 

At  the  end  of  the  day, 
he  wanted  students  to 
understand  the  conflict  in 
the  region  is  about  poli¬ 
tics,  not  sectarianism  or 


religion.  “It  is  about  who 
has  power.  The  Islamic 
State  is  about  power,  a 
political  movement  that 
hasn’t  recognized  existing 
borders.  The  politics  is  all 
about  eradicating  those 
borders,”  said  Ehsani.  He 
feels  eradicating  borders 
like  the  one  between  Syria 
and  Iraq  could  be  the  first 
step  to  solving  tension. 

Ehsani  is  an  assistant 
professor  of  Internation¬ 
al  studies,  and  director  of 
graduate  studies  at  De- 
Paul  University  in  Chi¬ 
cago.  He  also  serves  as  a 
member  of  the  editorial 
board  of  Tehran’s  Gof- 
togu,  the  Middle  East 
Report  and,  more  recent¬ 
ly,  of  Iranian  Studies. 

The  Middle  East  Com¬ 
mittee  hopes  a  discussion 
like  this  will  prove  valu¬ 
able  to  students  and  com¬ 


munity  members  as  they 
were  able  to  get  a  first¬ 
hand  feel  of  what  is  going 
on  rather  than  overdepen¬ 
dence  on  news  sources. 

“Since  there  was  for¬ 
eign  dominance  or  inter¬ 
ference  in  that  area  and 
their  culture  for  so  long,  it 
was  inevitable  that  at  one 
point  the  people  would 
want  to  resist,”  said  Bar¬ 
bel  Thoens-Masghati,  one 
of  the  committee’s  mem¬ 
bers. 

“We  do  not  see  that 
side  over  here,  and  we  are 
dependent  on  our  news 
sources  to  keep  us  up  to 
date,  but  they  most  often 
do  not  provide  the  his¬ 
torical  background  that 
led  up  to  today's  events. 
I  hope  that  the  students 
can  better  understand  the 
plight  of  so  many  inno¬ 
cent  people  over  there  and 


how  they  are  being  pres¬ 
sured  and  murdered  by 
forces  and  governments 
out  of  their  own  control.” 

This  discussion  was 
organized  by  the  Middle 
East  Committee  here  at 
the  College  of  DuPage 
(COD).  The  committee’s 
main  focus  is  to  enlight¬ 
en  the  college  commu¬ 
nity  about  circumstances 
pertinent  to  the  Middle 
East  area.  Mohammad 
Morovati,  a  faculty  mem¬ 
ber  with  the  Computer 
Information  Department 
chairs  this  committee.

What  is  this  punk  rock? 

A  Ramones  pop-up  photo  ^ 
show  at  COD

In  1980,  hearing  the 
name  “Ramones”  didn’t 
ring  the  same  bells  as  they 
do  now. 

For  then-COD  stu¬ 
dent,  and  now  photog¬ 
raphy  professor,  Frank 
Jackowiak,  hearing  the 
Ramones  were  perform¬ 
ing  at  COD  rendered 
him  near  speechless.  Past 
student  activities  em¬ 
ployee  and  student  Betsy 
Vogel  described  Jackowi¬ 
ak  as,  “the  coolest  guy  in 
DuPage.  Albeit  aloof,  and 
quite  the  artistic  and  jour¬ 
nalist  photographer.” 

His  spunk,  love  for 


punk,  and  ownership  of 
a  professional  camera  put 
Jackowiak  in  the  position 
as  the  best  photographer 
for  the  anticipated  event. 
Thirty-six  years  later, 
these  photos  will  be  dis¬ 
played  in  a  pop-up  event 
on  Oct.  28. 

As  recalled  by  Vogel 
and  Jackowiak,  the  Ra¬ 
mones  were  everything 
punk — leather  jackets, 
messy  hair,  incredible 
on-stage  energy — except 
their  attitudes. 

As  Jackowiak  entered 
the  event,  he  quickly  was 
drawn  to  the  trays  of  deli 


meat  set  out  for  the  band. 
His  first  and  only  one- 
on-one  reaction  was  with 
Dee  Dee  Ramone,  who 
confronted  Jackowiak  for 
stealing  their  food. 

“Yeah,  you’re  the  band, 
but  you’re  not  the  fucking 
Beades,”  said  Jackowiak 
in  response  to  Ramone. 
In  the  true  spirit  of  punk 
rock,  they  laughed  at  their 
conversation  and  carried 
on. 

Students  arrived 

dressed  for  the  event: 
leather,  leopard,  ripped 
clothes.  They  anticipated 
the  intense  punk  angst. 


and  the  Ramones  brought 
it,  making  the  crowd  un¬ 
ruly  and  energetic. 

Taking  his  place  in  the 
front  row,  Jackowiak  was 
engulfed  in  the  energy  of 
the  Ramones. 

“Their  energy  was  in¬ 
tense,”  said  Jackowiak.  “I 
remember  thinking,  ‘how 
do  they  do  this  show  after 
showP’I  was  a  litde  jealous 
of  their  rock  star  status.” 

Although  the  crowd 
was  a  “madhouse”  and  the 
band  gave  a  true  experi¬ 
ence  for  the  crowd,  in¬ 
cluding  a  conga  line,  no¬ 
body  expected  this  punk 


band  to  grow  to  become 
what  they  are  today. 

“I  had  no  idea  the  Ra¬ 
mones  would  get  as  pop¬ 
ular  as  they  did,”  said  Jac¬ 
kowiak.  “I  did  recognize 
they  had  musical  talent. 
Something  that  I  can  pick 
out  is  when  bands  are 
‘faking  it,’  and  they  defi¬ 
nitely  were  not.” 

For  those  who  could 
not  attend  May  of  1980, 
the  pop-up  photo  event 
is  focused  on  making  pa¬ 
trons  feel  as  if  they  were 
at  the  show,  not  looking  at 
pictures  of  a  show.  Photos 
have  been  blown  up  over 


60  inches,  making  the 
band  life  size. 

A  deli  tray,  much  like 
Jackowiak’s,  will  be  avail¬ 
able  for  visitors  and  a 
“merch”  table  will  be  sell¬ 
ing  prints  from  the  show, 
shirts  and  stickers.  Using 
an  original  Ramones  neg¬ 
ative,  a  darkroom  demon¬ 
stration  will  take  place 
and  The  Ungrateful  Punks 
will  even  be  performing  at 
7:30  p.m. 

“What  is  this  punk  rock?”

MAC  278  from  5:00  to

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A  big  welcome  to  indie  psych  pop

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I  didn’t  expect  four 
Australian  boys  to  steal 
my  heart  quite  like  the 
Young  Monks  have.  Des¬ 
peration  for  new  sound 
brought  me  to  travel 
through  SoundCloud, 
“Bad  Bad  Freddy,”  by  the 
Young  Monks  caught  my 
interest,  and  I  have  yet 
to  find  anything  else  like 
them. 

Oftentimes,  in  a  cry  to 
be  “original,”  some  artists 
will  describe  their  sound 
in  odd  ways:  pop  garage 
punk  galactic  reggae  rap. 
“Indie  psych  pop”  was  not 
a  genre  I  had  heard  of, 
and  it  caused  me  to  roll 
my  eyes  all  the  way  to  the 
back  of  my  skull.  Then  I 
was  swept  away  into  this 


strange  sound.  There’s  no 
other  way  to  describe  the 
Young  Monks. 

Deep  guitars  strum  a 
simple  and  steady  melo¬ 
dy.  The  drums  cause  you 
to  bob  your  head,  and 
the  vocals  sound  clear 
yet  rough  and  edgy.  “Old 
Faithful”  is  a  song  to  be¬ 
gin  with,  catching  their 
groovy-yet-indie  sound 
in  your  bones.  It’s  impos¬ 
sible  not  to  smile  and  sing 
along  with  the  chorus. 

“Jarmin  in  the  Dark” 
is  the  song  that  illus¬ 
trates  the  genre  of  “indie 
psych  pop”  beautifully. 
An  Australian  accent 
sings  out  a  reggae  tune, 
with  layered  vocals  con¬ 
tinuing  the  piece.  Guitar 


strings  make  you  feel  as 
if  you’re  on  a  wave,  and  a 
small  beat  is  even  placed 
behind.  “Jarmin  in  the 
Dark”  almost  sounds  like 
an  experiment:  seeing 
how  many  small  choices 
they  can  make  and  odd 
sounds  can  be  added  be¬ 
fore  it  begins  to  sound 
clouded  and  confused. 

Not  only  does  the  mu¬ 
sic  feel  weightless  and 
effortless,  the  band  them¬ 
selves  have  fun  in  videos 
and  on  social  media,  act¬ 
ing  in  the  exact  way  their 
music  makes  you  feel. 
They  hop  around,  play 
their  guitars  while  laying 
on  the  floor,  and  smoke 
while  doing  their  own  lit¬ 
tle  dances. 


The  connection  makes 
them  have  a  sense  of  be¬ 
ing  truly  genuine.  They 
are  also  an  independent 
band,  not  signed  by  any 
record  company  yet,  and 
have  made  a  profession¬ 
al,  different  sound  along 
with  music  videos  despite 
supporting  themselves. 

The  Young  Monks  pro¬ 
vide  a  fun,  lighthearted 
sound  that  simultaneous¬ 
ly  interests  you  and  forces 
a  beat  into  your  head.  This 
small  band  out  of  Austra¬ 
lia  has  created  a  sound 
you  need  coming  out  of 
your  speakers  now.

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There  is  so  much  beau¬ 
ty  in  the  world  that  we 
see  every  day.  The  chang¬ 
ing  leaves,  the  cloudless 
blue  sky,  all  patterns  and 
art  and  color.  It’s  a  com¬ 
monality  to  our  lives, 
something  we  can  share 
with  one  another  and  feel 
connected  to  the  world 
around  us.  Since  some  of 
us  live  in  the  Midwest, 
landlocked,  the  ocean  is 
something  we  don’t  have 
a  constant  and  physical 
connection  with.  But  the 
subconscious,  innate  con¬ 
nection  still  exists  within 
all  of  us.  It  just  takes  phe¬ 
nomenal  art  and  music 
direction  in  games  like 
Abzu  to  bring  it  out. 


Abzu  is  a  representa¬ 
tion  of  everything  the 
ocean  is  to  us  -  beautiful 
and  dangerous.  At  first 
glance,  Abzu  may  look 
like  just  a  diving  simula¬ 
tor,  but  it’s  not.  It  takes  all 
of  the  harsh  realities  out 
of  diving  and  gives  you 
a  character  who  doesn’t 
need  to  go  back  up  for  air. 
You  begin  at  the  surface, 
and  as  the  game  contin¬ 
ues,  you  venture  deeper 
and  further  into  the  mys¬ 
terious  abyss. 

This  isn’t  a  game  for  all 
types  of  gamers.  It’s  such 
a  specific  genre,  aimed 
more  at  a  relaxing,  med¬ 
itative  type  of  gameplay, 
with  a  light  and  linear 


storyline.  You  advance 
the  diver  from  one  area  to 
the  next,  dynamically  in¬ 
teracting  with  each  new 
environment  and  new 
species  as  you  progress. 

Every  few  environ¬ 
ments,  there  are  small 
puzzles  to  solve  before 
continuing.  Simple  ones, 
that  include  flipping  a 
few  switches  to  open  relic 
doors  and  finding  robot 
pals  to  get  past  blockades 
in  environments.  The  fur¬ 
ther  you  go,  the  deeper 
you  dive,  the  more  clues 
you’ll  find  into  knowing 
the  diver’s  past,  and  more 
about  the  dangers  that 
await  her. 

Abzu  is  beautiful. 


There’s  no  other  way  to 
describe  its  wondrous 
lush  ecosystems,  hun¬ 
dreds  of  real  types  of  sea 
creatures,  ancient  relics 
and  forgotten  myster¬ 
ies.  Each  area  is  an  open 
world,  with  items  to  col¬ 
lect  and  secret  areas  to 
explore.  The  controls  are 
very  simple,  everything 
is  dynamic  and  fluid  with 
dream-like  grace.  Each 
flowing  kelp  leaf,  school 
of  fish,  sandy  ocean  floor, 
all  react  to  the  diver  as 
she  interacts  with  them. 
Even  with  the  extra  ex¬ 
ploring,  gameplay  will 
last  you  around  three  to 
four  hours. 

One  of  the  biggest

parts  of  this  game,  that 
really  makes  it  feel  alive 
and  real,  was  how  mu- 
sic-driven  it  is.  The 
soundtrack  was  recorded 
by  a  live  orchestra,  and  in 
that,  paired  with  the  tim¬ 
ing  of  some  scenes,  really 
brought  out  the  emo¬ 
tional  aspects  of  Abzu. 
The  rush  of  music  as  you 
rip  through  high-speed 
currents  alongside  hun¬ 
dreds  of  multi-colored, 
vibrant  fish,  to  the  light 
and  triumphant  feelings 
that  match  the  swell  of 
harmony  as  you  leap  out 
of  the  water  alongside 
dolphins.  Everything  is 
so  reactive  and  magical, 
that  even  though  this 


is  a  purely  single-player 
game,  I  never  felt  alone. 

Sometimes,  we  see  the 
sea  as  all  boneyards  and 
shipwrecks.  How  sea- 
foam  soaks  into  the  sand, 
all  fluidity  and  buried 
secrets.  The  ocean  can  be 
many  things:  the  raging 
tide,  the  calm  waters,  the 
tsunami  on  the  horizon, 
just  like  us.  All  saltwa¬ 
ter  alongside  air,  so  full 
of  life  and  secrets  and 
everything  kept  hidden 
in  the  dark.  Throughout 
playing,  I  never  found 
myself  lost  at  sea  in  Abzu. 
Instead,  I  found  myself. 
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The  Iraq  you  don't  know

When  I  first  heard  I  was 
going  to  Iraq,  I  freaked 
out.  A  lot  of  people  told 
me  about  their  past  expe¬ 
riences.  Some  weren’t  so 
bad,  while  others  had  sto¬ 
ries  about  how  their  bus 
was  attacked.  So,  in  either 
case,  I  was  terrified  about 
going. 

Our  flight  left  at  9:30 
p.m.  on  Oct.  3  from 
O’Hare  International 
Airport,  and  we  arrived 
in  Turkey  at  4:15  p.m. 
the  next  day.  One  thing 
that  I  can  say  about  Tur¬ 
key,  is  that  the  language  is 
unique.  My  own  language, 
Urdu,  incorporates  a  vast 
majority  of  languages  in 
it,  so  hearing  people  speak 
Turkish  fascinate  me. 

Istanbul,  being  a  majori¬ 
ty  muslim  city  had  a  prayer 
room  inside  the  airport 
where  our  group  stayed 
for  most  of  the  day.  Before 
leaving  for  our  flight  we 
had  to  change  in  Abayas 
(A  long  black  dress  that 
is  customary  for  women 
to  wear  in  the  area)  along 
with  chadars  (an  excep¬ 
tionally  long  cloth  that 
covers  the  majority  of  the 
body).  Some  of  us  even 
wore  niqabs  (veils  that 
cover  the  mouth  and  nose) 
as  we  weren’t  sure  what  the 
air  would  be  like  there.  As 
we  got  on  board  the  plane, 
I  could  feel  the  butterflies 
in  my  stomach.  I  was  in¬ 
credibly  nervous  about  ar¬ 
riving  in  Baghdad. 

On  the  approach  we 
could  see  the  tips  of  the 
mountain  ranges  locat¬ 


ed  alongside  Najaf.  Upon 
arriving  in  Baghdad,  we 
immediately  took  a  90 
minute  bus  ride  to  Najaf, 
which  is  approximately 
160  km,  100  miles  south 
of  Baghdad.  Stepping  off 
the  bus,  the  smell  of  dirt 
and  dates  filled  my  nose. 
All  over  the  city,  there 
were  incredibly  large  date 
trees  that  were  picked  bar¬ 
ren  to  be  sold  to  the  com¬ 
ing  people. 

Before  entering  the  city 
we  had  to  go  through  a  se¬ 
curity  checkpoint,  which 
was  entirely  a  frisk  and 
search.  There  were  sepa¬ 
rate  ports  for  both  men 
and  women.  For  women, 
there  was  a  very  large  cur¬ 
tain  as  a  form  of  privacy, 
and  when  we  entered, 
we  walked  through  what 
seemed  to  be  a  home, 
since  there  were  a  bed  and 
chairs.  Two  Iraqi  women 
stood  at  the  exit  gates,  and 
they  searched  through  any 
and  all  of  our  hand  carries 
and  patted  us  down  to 
make  sure  we  weren’t 
carrying  any  sort  of 
weaponry. 

After  that, 
we  walked 
perhaps 
good  two 
blocks  to 
our  ho¬ 
tel.  The 
smell 
of  dust 
and

time,  the  shrines  nev¬ 
er  closed,  so  many  peo¬ 
ple  would  sleep  inside  or 
around  the  shrines  on  car¬ 
pets.  The  homes  here  were 
made  of  stone  and  were 
not  as  broken  down.  The 
streets  here  were  surpris¬ 
ingly  clean.  There  were  a 
few  stray  cats  that  roamed 
around  the  area  as  well. 
The  cats  were  the  most 
common  wildlife  seen  in 
Najaf. 

On  Oct.  6  we  went  to 
Kufa,  which  is  approxi¬ 
mately  5.3  km  (3.3  miles) 
away  from  Najaf.  There  we 
visited  a  few  of  the  shrines 
and  mosques.  Kufa  had 
dirt  roads.  The  place  was 
covered  with  dust,  which 
is  fairly  normal  for  a  des¬ 
ert  area.  However,  this 
is  where  we  saw  our  first 
donkey  carriage,  along 
with  our  first  female  driver. 
There  was  a  lot  of  walking 
here,  though,  which  was 
incredibly  exhausting.  In 
90  degrees  Fahrenheit,  it 
became  a  very  good  thing 
that  we  had  water  bottles 
with  us. 

On  Oct.  8  we  took 
our  bus  to  Karbala, 
the  center  of  Iraq 
and  our  two-week 
long  stay.  Nor¬ 
mally,  when 
people  think  of 
Iraq,  they  think 
bomb  blasts 
and  bullets 
flying,  and  of 
course,  this  is 
what  popped 
in  my  head 
as  we  climbed 
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strong,  and  the  heat  was 
intense  rounding  off  to 
a  solid  90  degrees  Fahr¬ 
enheit.  We  walked  past  a 
few  glass  window  bazaars 
or  stores  along  with  a  cur¬ 
rency  exchange.  Only  men 
ran  the  stores,  no  wom¬ 
en.  However,  there  were 
also  several  men  on  the 
street  trying  to  get  some 
business  by  enticing  the 
coming  group  with  prayer 
beads,  chadars,  or  even  just 
simply  begging  for  money. 

Upon  arriving  at  our 
hotel,  Qaser  A1  Dayafeh, 
the  first  thing  to  notice 
would  be  the  odd  stat¬ 
ues  of  what  appear  to 
be  Spartan  warriors 
and  classic  era  fig¬ 
ures.  Najaf  used  to  be 
a  city  that  was  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  Romans 
way  back  when,  so 
I  suppose  out  of 
respect 
the 


Christian  empire,  they 
kept  many  of  the  arti¬ 
facts.  It  had  pretty  much 
become  integrated  into 
the  culture  of  the  city.  The 
sidewalk  and  roads  were 
surprisingly  well  defined 
for  a  city  that  is  drenched 
in  dirt  and  located  in  a 
desert.  The  bazaars  or 
stores  here  seemed  to  only 
rarely  close,  and,  if  ever, 
they  would  simply  put  a 
thick  sort  of  sheet  over  it. 
Often  times,  you  would 
see  shopkeepers  sleeping 
in  their  stores  in  the  dead 
of  night  as  this  would  be 
their  only  home. 

However,  many  peo¬ 
ple  who  did  not 
a  v  e 
such 
luxury 
would 
make 
their 
way  to 
shrine. 
During 
this 


the  bus  for  Karbala.  I  was 
shocked  to  see  a  beautiful 
city  full  of  lights  that  never 
seemed  to  sleep. 

Approximately  a  cen¬ 
tury  ago,  this  place  was  a 
desolate  land  where  noth¬ 
ing  could  grow.  Evolving 
from  that  into  a  big  city, 
despite  the  warfare,  was 
quite  a  feat.  Here  the  smell 
of  dirt,  figs  and  olives  was 
strong,  but  not  as  strong  as 
the  smell  of  nicotine.  Ev¬ 
ery  man  in  Karbala  is  seen 
smoking,  and  if  he  isn’t  it 
is  because  he  just  finished. 
Alongside  that,  Arab 
women  also  smoke  ciga¬ 
rettes,  hookah  (extremely 
strong  tobacco  that  is  va¬ 
porized)  and  sheesh  (Ira¬ 
ni  hookah,  often  not  as 
strong  as  Arabic  hookah). 

Here,  the  security 
checkpoints  dotted  the 
city  every  1,000  feet.  Se¬ 
curity  guards  were  every¬ 
where.  They  announced 
their  presence  with  either 
a  customary  green  and 
black,  or  plain  black  uni¬ 
form  for  soldiers  and  secu¬ 
rity  personnel,  or  a  bluish 
or  brown  uniform  for  po¬ 
lice.  They  all  wore  bullet¬ 
proof  vests,  often  with  bul¬ 
letproof  masks.  And  every 
security  personal  or  guard 
had  a  gun  and  some  sort 
of  other  form  of  weapon¬ 
ry,  which  made  them  seem 
incredibly  scary.  However, 
many  of  the  guards  were 
incredibly  friendly  and 
helpful.  If  they  saw  that 
you  look  worried  or  lost, 
they  would  often  come  up 
to  you  and,  in  their  broken 
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English  and  Urdu,  try  to 
help.  Often  times,  they 
would  even  escort  people 
back  to  their  hotels. 

Our  hotel,  Rayaheen 
A1  Mahdi,  was  located  in 
an  alleyway,  which  would 
seem  creepy  to  some  peo¬ 
ple,  but  not  to  us.  To  our 
group,  it  seemed  almost 
like  home,  as  we  quick¬ 
ly  learned  and  picked  up 
on  the  Arabic  words  of 
the  Iraqis  and  the  Per¬ 
sian  words  of  the  Iranians. 
Walking  the  dirt  roads  of 
Karbala,  immediately  you 
notice  the  lights  lining  the 
bazaars  (stores).  The  ba¬ 
zaars  here  were  filled  with 
prayer  beads,  chains,  neck¬ 
laces,  keychains,  bracelets, 


rings,  prayer  rugs,  books 
and  so  much  more.  Here, 
you  could  also  see  the 
finest  Iraqi  Craftsman¬ 
ship.  Rings  and  necklaces 
were  made  of  Chandni 
(Persian  word  meaning 
a  metal  alloy  that  is  built 
to  protect  and  be  resistant 
to  fire),  and  Jowher  (Ara¬ 
bic  word,  gold  and  metal 
alloy  known  to  be  in¬ 
credibly  strong  and  often 
times  even  used  in  weap¬ 
onry).  Dur-e-Najaf  (Stone 
unique  to  Najaf,  made 
from  dirt  hardening  and 
turning  into  a  white/clear 
stone),  Aqeeq  (Found  in 
different  colors,  known  to 
protect  the  wearer  from 
fire),  and  Firoza  (Most  of¬ 


why  there  was  so  much 
security.  When  I  asked  a 
security  officer  how  many 
people  were  in  the  city 
that  they  had  to  protect, 
he  said  4.5  million.  I  knew 
that  this  was  only  a  frac¬ 
tion  of  the  people  who 
were  coming  the  next  few 
days.  In  total  there  were 
30,000  to  100,000  security 
personnel  and  troops.  And 
as  the  days  passed  I  could 
hear  the  rotating  wings  of 
helicopters  and  the  roars 
of  fighter  jets  overlook¬ 
ing  the  city  to  keep  it  safe 
from  the  air. 

One  thing  that  every¬ 
one  was  incredibly  cau¬ 
tious  of  here  were  cam¬ 
eras  and  mobile  phones. 
And  while  this  might  be 
because  of  the  fact  that 
many  explosive  devices  are 


associated  with  such  tech¬ 
nology,  it  was  also  because 
people  tend  to  go  a  litde 
crazy  when  miracles  oc¬ 
cur  inside  the  shrine  and 
end  up  disrespecting  it. 
While  there,  we  happened 
to  chance  upon  a  museum 
inside  the  shrine.  This  mu¬ 
seum  contained  ancient 
artifacts,  spears,  vests,  ba¬ 
tons,  rifles,  gunpowder, 
rugs,  vases  and  ancient 
lanterns. 

The  most  interesting 
part  of  the  museum  that 
we  saw  were  the  gold 
plates  and  tiles  that  were 
from  when  Saddam  Hus¬ 
sain  launched  his  attack 
upon  the  shrine  in  Najaf. 
Behind  thick  glass  lay  a 
2-foot  by  5-foot  marble 
floor  tile  filled  with  bullet 
marks  along  with  pieces  of 


ten  a  baby  blue,  known  to 
give  the  wearer  confidence 
and  justice)  are  just  a  few 
selection  of  the  types  of 
stones  that  are  unique  to 
this  location. 

Here,  there  was  no 
threat  of  being  looted  or 
things  being  stolen.  The 
people  here  had  a  mutu¬ 
al  respect  for  one  anoth¬ 
er,  which  was  amazing  to 
see.  The  shop  keepers  that 
closed  the  stores  would 
simply  put  a  cloth  over 
their  shops  to  indicate 
that  it  was  closed. 

The  next  thing  to  notice 
were  the  number  of  gar¬ 
bage  bins  fined  alongside 
the  road.  Despite  it  being 
a  third  world  country,  the 


people  tried  desperately 
to  find  ways  to  keep  their 
streets  clean,  filling  the 
garbage  cans  and  hav¬ 
ing  garbage  trucks  come 
through  daily  to  pick  ev¬ 
erything  up.  Alongside 
this,  in  2010  Iraq  was 
finally  able  to  build  two 
wastewater  plants  for  their 
sewage  system.  Although 
it  cost  a  lot  of  money  to 
them,  and  much  manual 
labor,  they  try  their  hard¬ 
est  to  keep  their  city  in  the 
best  condition  possible. 

Despite  the  three  blocks 
we  had  to  walk  and  the 
security  checkpoint  we 
had  to  cross,  getting  to  the 
shrine  was  never  difficult. 
In  this  desert  land,  where 


the  door  where  the  bullets 
went  through.  Four  1-foot 
by  10-foot  tiles  of  gold 
plates  sat,  one  fined  on 
top  of  the  other,  the  way 
it  would  upon  a  dome. 
And  on  that  gold  plate, 
you  could  see  where  the 
blast  had  hit.  The  piece  of 
gold  had  been  gashed  and 
melted  and  had  turned 
gray  and  ashy  with  bullet 
marks.  It  also  contained 
the  Alam  (Shiite  flag  that 
is  set  on  the  top  of  the 
shrine  and  often  times  in 
balconies  of  homes),  that 
had  been  burned  and  tat¬ 
tered  in  the  attack.  This  at¬ 
tack  was  the  main  reason 
for  such  security. 

Despite  this,  Iraq  has 
been  unable  to  shake  itself 
free  of  the  hold  of  Daesh 
(Isis  terrorists  and  terror¬ 


ists  like  Isis).  On  Oct.14 
we  took  a  bus  to  visit  the 
frightening  cities  of  Sa¬ 
mara  and  Balad  with  a 
final  destination  of  Kaz- 
main,  the  northern  part  of 
Baghdad.  The  reason  for 
Samara  and  Balad  being 
so  frightening  is  the  hold 
that  the  Daesh  had  upon 
it  last  year.  The  group  that 
went  last  year,  the  day  be¬ 
fore  their  departure  for 
Samara,  a  bomb  blast  had 
occurred,  nearly  obliterat¬ 
ing  the  single  shrine  that 
stood  there.  Because  of 
this,  all  roadways  had  been 
blocked  off,  and  it  had 
become  impossible  to  get 
into  and  out  of  the  city. 

This  year,  however, 
things  were  better,  but  the 
amount  of  security  was  in¬ 
tense  and  the  checkpoints 


temperatures  reached 
over  100  degrees  Fahr¬ 
enheit  and  the  dust  filled 
our  lungs,  there  was  nev¬ 
er  any  shortage  of  water. 
People  would  put  water 
boxes,  much  like  our  water 
bottles  only  with  thinner 
plastic,  into  ice  coolers 
for  people  to  take  and  to 
drink.  There  were  lambs 
and  goats  fined  up  in  pens, 
prepared  for  slaughter, 
cooked  fresh  and  then 
handed  out  to  the  people 
for  free.  It  seemed  like  a 
second  home,  where  you 
could  get  anything  and 
everything  you  needed. 

However,  the  poverty 
here  was  high  in  the  sense 
that  the  people  had  very 


little  money.  Despite  this, 
they  did  so  much  in  the 
name  of  their  religion.  The 
shrines,  located  in  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  the  city  were  filled 
with  jewels.  The  outside 
domes  surrounded  by  gold 
plates  and  doors  made  of 
Jowhar  and  silver.  Inside, 
there  are  huge  chandeliers 
made  of  fine  glass,  silver 
along  the  walls  and  dia¬ 
monds  on  the  ceiling.  Red 
velvet  carpet  and  marble 
tiles  fine  the  floor  of  the 
shrine. 

To  anyone  it  becomes 
apparent  as  to  how  much 
the  people  here  care  and 
have  faith  in  their  religion. 
However,  because  of  this 
it  was  also  apparent  as  to 


here  were  brutal  and  for 
good  reason.  The  Shiite 
forces  were  able  to  rescue 
several  refugees  and  keep 
them  safe  in  Balad,  but 
they  became  very  wary  of 
outsiders.  Upon  our  arriv¬ 
al  in  Kazmain,  we  stayed 
in  Deuf  Kadhimia  Palace 
hotel  for  the  single  night 
before  our  return  flight. 
We  missed  Karbala.  There 
was  no  passing  out  of  wa¬ 
ter.  However,  the  shrine 
here  was  perhaps  even 
more  beautiful  than  that 
in  Karbala  because  of  the 
colors  and  craftsmanship 
put  into  it. 

The  beauty  and  grace  of 
Iraq  left  us  in  a  raw  state 
of  mind,  one  that  stayed 
with  us  even  after  we  re¬ 
turned  here.  It  is  almost 
impossible  to  think  of 


country  that  is  so  battered 
and  broken  but  is  still  able 
to  stand  on  its  own.  The 
city  of  Karbala  taught  us 
what  it  is  to  actually  be 
human.  It  changed  our 
whole  perspective  on  our 
fives  here  in  america.  The 
whole  experience  allowed 
us  to  change  our  defini¬ 
tion  of  want  versus  need 
especially  in  the  aspect 
of  what  is  truly  import¬ 
ant  in  fife.  Their  kindness 
and  hospitality  rived  our 
hearts,  and  altered  our 
minds.  They  were  in  the 
zenithal  stage  of  poverty 
and  had  nothing  to  offer, 
and  yet  they  tried  their 
very  best  to  make  us  feel 
welcome  and  at  home.  The 
entire  experience  changed 
the  definition  of  what  it 
means  to  be  humble.

The.War JpTakeyllpk  Mosul 


War  is  something  very 
familiar  to  humans..  For  a 
very  long  time,  the  desert 
country  of  Iraq  has  been 
ravaged  by  the  shells  of 
bullets  and  the  smoke  of 
bombs.  The  terrorist  or¬ 
ganization  ISIS  has  tak¬ 
en  over  a  large  majority 
of  Iraq.  This  includes  the 
once  beautiful  city  of  Mo¬ 
sul,  which  has  now  been 
overrun  with  slave  trade 
and  warfare. 

Located  just  225  miles 
northwest  of  Bagh¬ 
dad,  Mosul  was  the  sec¬ 
ond-largest  city  in  Iraq. 
The  population  of  Mosul 
was  1.8  million  in  2004 
but  has  shrunk  to  only 
600,000.  This  does  not 
include  the  ISIS  military, 
whose  numbers  are  said  to 
be  at  10,000  or  more. 

The  Iraqi  forces,  along 
with  help  from  the  Inter¬ 
national  Coalition,  now 
have  a  shot  at  taking  Mo¬ 
sul  back.  They  have  even 
received  recent  support 
from  Russia  in  the  form 
of  surveillance  aircrafts 
and  drones.  According  to 
the  Peshmerga  general 
and  the  president  of  the 
Kurdistan  Regional  Gov¬ 
ernment,  Sirwan  Barzani, 
Mosul  may  be  reclaimed 
in  as  little  as  two  months. 

This  is  very  unlikely. 
With  the  ongoing  battle 
for  Mosul,  the  Iraqi  forc¬ 
es  have  freed  several  sur¬ 
rounding  cities  and  have 
prepared  approximately 
11  camps  that  can  host 
120,000  refugees.  With 
the  recent  freeing  of  Qa- 


raqosh,  a  largely  Chris¬ 
tian  city,  the  Iraqi  forces 
rescued  50,000  refugees. 
Then  ISIS  retook  the  city.. 

There  have  also  been 
several  sightings  of  ISIS 
militants  escaping  to  Syr¬ 
ia.  I  have  no  idea  why  the 
Iraqi  forces  let  the  ISIS 
members  escape.  This  cur- 
rendy  is  Russia’s  biggest 
concern  with  Iraq.  Army 
General  Valery  Gerasi¬ 
mov,  the  chief  of  Russia’s 
General  Staff,  has  said: 
“We  hope  that  our  part¬ 
ners  from  the  internation¬ 
al  coalition  realize,  what 
would  be  the  consequenc¬ 
es  of  having  bands  freely 
roaming  around  the  Mid¬ 
dle  East.  Terrorist  should 
be  destroyed  on  sight,  not 
chased  from  one  country 
to  another.”  While  it  is 
good  that  they  have  a  mil¬ 
itary  plan  on  how  to  take 
the  city  from  ISIS  and  to 
help  with  any  of  the  ref¬ 
ugees,  the  biggest  loop¬ 
hole  in  their  plan  is  what 
to  with  the  ISIS  forces. 
Along  with  Russia,  recent¬ 
ly,  Turkey  has  also  extend¬ 
ed  a  “hand  of  friendship” 
to  assist  in  the  retaking  of 
Mosul.  The  prime  minister 
of  Iraq,  Haider  Al-Aba- 
di  responded  to  this  in  a 
negative  fashion.  That  was 
a  mistake. 

Despite  the  previous 
grudge  matches  between 
Turkey  and  Iraq,  Iraq  is 
going  to  need  all  the  help 
it  can  get  if  it  wants  to  suc¬ 
cessfully  take  back  Mosul. 
There  is  nothing  wrong 
with  extending  a  hand  in 


friendship  as  this  could 
perhaps  open  future  doors 
for  Iraq  and  their  better¬ 
ment.  Although,  I  believe 
Iraq’s  main  reason  for  not 
accepting  Turkey’s  request 
could  be  because  of  the 
people  who  live  in  Mosul. 
Back  when  the  Ottoman 
Empire  took  over,  people 
who  came  to  live  in  Mo¬ 
sul  are  originally  Turks. 
Because  of  this,  Iraq  may 
be  afraid  that  if  it  allows 
Turkish  forces  in,  Turkey 
may  decide  to  overrule 
the  area.  Currently,  Turk¬ 
ish  troops  have  occupied 
the  camp  of  Bashiqa  and 
are  “training  Kurdish  and 
local  arab  fighters”.  This 
is  absolutely  ridiculous. 
The  Kurds  don’t  need  any 
more  training.  They  are 
exceptional  warriors  on 
their  own  and  were  able 
to  take  back  Bashiqa  camp 
from  ISIS  forces  on  their 
own,  despite  casualties. 
Turkey  has  been  told  to 
back  off  and  respect  the 
Iraqi  government’s  wishes 
by  U.S.  forces. 

Along  with  this, 
Al-Abadi  has  stated  the 
government  has  no  plan 
for  the  people  of  Mo¬ 
sul.  This  is  ridiculous.  If 
you  plan  to  take  back  a 
city  within  the  next  two 
months,  it  would  also  be  a 
good  idea  for  you  to  have  a 
plan  for  the  people. 

ISIS  isn’t  the  only  prob¬ 
lem  Iraq  faces  with  taking 
back  Mosul.  In  Mosul,  the 
majority  of  the  population 
is  Sunni,  while  the  major¬ 
ity  of  the  Iraqi  militia  is 


Shia.This  is  a  problem.  It’s 
like  putting  Roman  Cath¬ 
olics  and  Protestants  into 
one  city  and  telling  them 
to  run  their  own  govern¬ 
ment  on  a  religious  basis. 
Iraq  is  a  very  religious  na¬ 
tion  by  nature,  so  while 
the  two  sects  may  seem 
similar,  unless  they  form  a 
coherent  plan  it  is  going  to 
cause  a  lot  of  problems. 

So  what’s  going  to  be 
the  future  of  Mosul?  We 
don’t  really  know  for  sure, 
but  it  is  going  to  take  at 
least  a  year,  maybe  more, 
to  take  back  Mosul.  On 
top  of  that,  it  is  only  if 
Iraq  itself  captures  Mosul, 
as  several  countries  have 
their  eyes  on  this  prized 
city.  And  unless  they  cap¬ 
ture  the  ISIS  militants,  all 
they’re  going  to  do  is  let 
ISIS  continue  their  mad 
massacre  in  the  name  of 
“religion.” 

Iraq  needs  a  coherent 
plan.  While  it  is  good  the 
nation  is  receiving  help 
from  several  others  to  re¬ 
take  its  land,  it  must  also 
understand  governing 
people  is  not  easy.  Despite 
it  being  a  largely  Shia 
nation,  there  are  a  lot  of 
problems  that  it  must  re¬ 
solve  there.

Scoring  52  points  in 
any  game  is  impressive, 
and  that  is  exactly  what 
the  Chaps  offense  was.

Six  championship  titles 
between  1991  and  1998, 
first  team  in  the  league 
to  win  70  regular  sea¬ 
son  games,  and  six  Most 
Valuable  Player  (MVP) 
awards  shared  between 
the  legendary  Michael 
Jordan  and  Derrick  Rose. 
It  sickens  fans  that  these 
outstanding  records  are  no 
longer  heralded  because  of 
the  Chicago  Bulls’  lack¬ 
adaisical  performance  in 
recent  years. 

Even  worse,  the  Bulls 
missed  the  playoffs  last 
season  for  the  first  time 
since  2008,  after  a  low-key 
Indiana  Pacers  team  de¬ 
cided  their  fate  when  they 
dragged  down  the  Brook¬ 
lyn  Nets.

The  team  also  made 
a  big  decision  when  they 
traded  their  most  prolific 
player,  Rose,  and  the  quiet 
ring  holder  Justin  Holiday 
for  one  of  the  worst  cen¬ 
ters  in  the  league,  Robin 
Lopez,  experienced  guard 
Jose  Calderon  and  Notre 
Dame  Alum  Jerian  Grant. 
The  Bulls  also  waived  their 
second  round  pick  in  the 
2017  draft  to  the 
Knicks. 

This  team 
has  re¬ 
shaped 
from 


new  head  coach  that  gave 
them  one  of  their  worst 
nightmares  to  a  new  cal¬ 
iber  of  players  that  will 
take  maybe  the  first  15 
games  to  get  adjusted  to 
each  other.  Last  season, 
the  Bulls  attributed  their 
poor  quality  of  basketball 
under  the  fights  at  the 
United  Center  to  a  great 
start  from  smaller  teams 
that  were  just  unstoppable. 
Then  they  picked  up  their 
chemistry  at  mid-season 
and  were  closer  to  clinch¬ 
ing  a  playoff  spot  after  they 
shockingly  defeated  the 
Cavaliers. 

This  season  again,  the 
Eastern  Conference  will 
be  a  big  surprise,  although 
I  consider  the  Cavaliers 
and  Raptors  to  be  the  top 
two  teams  in  the  Eastern 
Conference.  The  Hawks 
will  be  a  force  to  reckon 
with  since  Dwight  How¬ 
ard  is  back  to  his  Orlando 
Magic  defense.

If  they  don’t  play  well 
and  start  a  winning  streak 
from  game  one  versus  the 
Celtics,  their  2016-17  sea¬ 
son  will  be  a  replica  of  last 
season.  Last  year’s  weak¬ 
er  teams  will  definitely 
perform  better  this  year. 
But  the  other  side  of  the 
coin  here  is,  playing  in  the 
Eastern  Conference,  there 
is  always  a  window  of  op¬ 
portunity.

son  why  the  Warriors  will 
be  one  of  the  best  teams 
for  the  next  five  seasons. 
What  will  happen  if  the 
Rondo-Wade  pairing  fails 
would  be  a  team  back  to 
square  one.  Both  players 
are  getting  ready  for  retire¬ 
ment.  As  a  Chicagoan,  I 
want  to  root  for  a  sustain¬ 
able  club  and  not  a  fluctu¬ 
ating  one. 

Watch  the  completed 
roster  again,  we  have  10 
players  who  can  play  as 
a  point  guard,  and  about 
four  are  mature  enough  to 
get  into  the  starting  five.

Rookie  Denzel  Valen¬ 
tine  and  Kevin  McHale- 
trained  Isaiah  Canaan  can 
make  the  three,  but  they 
haven’t  been  tested  on  the 
bigger  stage  and  are  inel¬ 
igible  for  a  starting  point 
guard  role. 

Valentine,  the  former 
Michigan  State  man  per¬ 
formed  well  during  the 
summer  league  and  made 
some  clutch  baskets  from 
downtown,  but  Coach 
Hoiberg  is  still  that  young 
coach  who  will  never  think 
about  placing  a  rookie  in 
his  starting  five.  Porzingis 
and  Karl- Anthony  Towns 
are  examples  that  a  rookie 
can  put  up  a  stellar  perfor¬ 
mance  during  his  fresh¬ 
man  year.  Canaan  is  a  great 
shooter  who  will  definitely 
play  under  6  minutes  since 
he  has  lost  his  basket¬ 
ball  acumen  since  he  left 
Houston.

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Damon  Williams'  visit 
climaxes  COD's  diversity 
and  inclusion  series

A  nationally-respect¬ 
ed  diversity  expert  chal¬ 
lenged  College  of  DuPage 
faculty  and  administra¬ 
tors  to  push  the  college's 
melting  pot  beyond  en¬ 
rollment  last  Monday. 
Diversity  at  an  institution 
like  COD  brings  students 
and  administrators  from 
all  walks  of  life  together 
regardless  of  their  race  or 
gender.  But  this  diversity 
goes  hand  in  hand  with 
leadership,  equity,  and  in¬ 
clusiveness. 

During  his  presenta¬ 
tion,  Williams  appreci¬ 
ated  the  diverse  nature 
of  the  college  and  urged 
members  of  the  admin¬ 
istration  here  to  put  on 
an  innovative  posture  by 
asking  the  questions  re¬ 
lated  to  the  population  at 
COD.  His  innovative  ap¬ 
proach  to  a  diversity  and 
inclusion  agenda  takes 
into  consideration  all 
facets  of  a  diverse  back¬ 
ground  and  not  just  the 
usual  issues  of  race  and 
gender. 

“Innovators  always 


question  the  world,”  said 
Williams.  “They  wonder 
why?  Why  does  our  in¬ 
stitution  look  the  way  it 
does  at  the  students’  level, 
in  terms  of  race-ethnicity 
and  gender,  but  maybe  it 
doesn’t  look  that  way  at 
the  executive  level?  Why 
are  all  the  black  kids  sit¬ 
ting  together  at  the  caf¬ 
eteria  table?  Why  some 
of  our  students  grouped 
together  in  this  way  and 
others  are  grouped  to¬ 
gether  in  that  way?  Why 
do  we  have  so  many  more 
men  in  this  disciplinary 
area  than  women?  Why 
does  that  faculty  member 
seem  so  eager  to  mentor 
a  young  woman  but  seem 
not  so  eager  to  mentor 
someone  of  another  gen¬ 
der?” 

These  were  points  re¬ 
echoed  by  Damon  Wil¬ 
liams  when  he  lectured 
the  college  and  provided 
some  thoughts  about  di¬ 
versity  and  inclusion  in 
higher  education.  From  a 
meeting  with  the  college’s 
President  Ann  Rondeau, 


spending  a  time  with  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  gaming  room, 
lunch  and  lectures  with 
members  of  the  faculty,  to 
a  time  spent  in  the  atrium 
getting  to  know  students, 
Williams,  an  expert  diver¬ 
sity  and  inclusion  planner 
as  it  relates  to  higher  edu¬ 
cation  brought  his  wealth 
of  experience  from  about 
400  universities  he  has 
visited  globally.  His  visit 
will  help  the  college  to 
have  a  complete  diversity 
and  inclusion  agenda. 

He  believes  asking 
unique,  mind-blowing 
questions  from  observa¬ 
tion  and  available  data  will 
stop  a  college  like  COD 
from  what  he  termed  as 
the  “strategy  by  mimicry.” 
This  strategy  according 
to  Williams  has  prevent¬ 
ed  colleges  in  the  nation 
from  finding  solutions  to 
where  the  problems  exist, 
rather  than  trying  to  work 
with  what  they  believe  is 
a  validated  strategy.  “In¬ 
novation  is  about  finding 
solutions  where  the  prob¬ 
lem  exists,”  continued 


Williams. 

Williams  appealed  to 
the  college  to  get  ready 
for  the  “perfect  storm  of 
variables.”  These  variables 
are  considered  the  ev¬ 
er-changing  environment 
from  more  female  stu¬ 
dents  in  the  STEM  fields 
to  a  complete  diverse  na¬ 
ture  of  universities. 

Members  of  the  admin¬ 
istration  were  touched 
and  appeared  ready  to 
carry  out  Williams’  sug¬ 
gestions  here  at  COD. 

“There  is  another  di¬ 
mension  of  his  work  that 
has  challenged  us,”  said 
Emmanuel  Awuah,  as¬ 
sociate  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs  when 
making  comments  about 
William’s  visit.  “The  ques¬ 
tion  of  leadership,  the 
question  of  institution¬ 
al  transformation,  that 
will  lead  to  a  long-term, 
sustained  effort  at  COD 
has  been  on  our  mind  in 
ensuring  that  we  move 
beyond  diversity,  which  is 
everyone  is  welcomed  to 
come  to  this  institution, 


to  creating  an  inclusive 
environment  in  which 
everyone  who  comes  will 
surely  feel  welcomed  and 
will  like  to  stay  in  achiev¬ 
ing  their  personal  educa¬ 
tional  goals.” 

Williams  currently 
serves  as  the  senior  vice 
president  of  program, 
training,  and  youth  de¬ 
velopment  services  of  the 
Boys  and  Girls  Clubs  of 
America.  He  is  respected 
nationally  as  one  of  the 
nation’s  brightest  minds 
when  it  comes  to  diversity 
and  inclusion,  writing  two 
books  on  cutting  edge 
leadership  strategies.  He 
previously  served  as  asso¬ 
ciate  vice  chancellor,  vice 
provost,  and  chief  diversi¬ 
ty  officer  at  the  University 
ofWisconsin-Madison. 

The  diversity  and  inclu¬ 
sion  team  here  at  COD  is 
already  fired  up  to  build 
on  what  they  have  learned 
from  the  entire  series.  In 
a  partnership  with  the 
office  of  student  life,  the 
diversity  and  inclusion 
department  has  launched 


a  crucial  conversations 
forum  led  by  students 
where  they  received  train¬ 
ing  from  the  Center  for 
Civic  Reflections  that  is 
affiliated  with  Valparaiso 
University. 

“Now  students  can  be¬ 
gin  to  share  and  exchange 
on  diversity  leadership 
and  provide  documented 
perspectives  for  better  cur¬ 
ricular  and  co-curricular 
experiences,”  said  David 
Swope,  COD’s  manager 
for  diversity  and  inclu¬ 
sion.  “Most  importandy 
we  look  to  continue  our 
dialogue  with  President 
Rondeau  and  the  cabinet 
and  in  measured  ways  be  a 
part  of  further  developing 
a  campus  community  that 
reflects  the  rich  diversity 
of  learners  and  strength¬ 
ens  our  relationships  with 
a  diverse  community  pop¬ 
ulation.” 

The  college  will  now 
continue  to  build  on  its 
multicultural  agenda.

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What  was  once  a  quiet 
project  created  to  funnel 
crude  oil  under  a  large 
chunk  of  the  US  has  now 
become  the  hot  social 
justice  topic  of  the  past 
two  months.  The  Dakota 
Access  Pipeline  (DAPL) 


the  government  believes 
it  will  further  our  inde¬ 
pendence  from  the  middle 
east,  and  boost  our  local 
economy.  The  pipeline  ad¬ 
vertises  itself  as  an  envi¬ 
ronmentally  friendly  and 
efficient  way  to  domesti¬ 
cate  our  oil. 

This  is  where 


this  land  is  suppose  to  be 
protected  by  treaty  there 
are  loopholes  written  in 
which  allow  this  pipeline 
to  be  built  under  them. 

Until  recently,  the  pro¬ 
tests  were  successful  in 
getting  the  government's 
attention.  President 

Obama  and  Congress 
went 


North  Dakota,  standing 
side  by  side  with  Native 
Americans.  You  know, 
those  who  were  here  be¬ 
fore  us.  Well,  guess  what, 
America?  They’re  still  here. 
And  they  are  still  fighting 
the  good  fight.  A  fight  that 
serves  each  and  every  one 
of  us.  They  are  still  putting 
their  lives  on  the  line  to 
protect  the  roots  that  feed 
our  existence.” 

“And,  guess 


so 


has  been 
seen  all 
over  the 
e  w  s 
lately,' 
and  is  caus¬ 
ing  civil  uproar  in 
Native  American  commu¬ 
nities  in  North  Dakota. 

According  to  its  gov¬ 
ernment  page,  the  DAPL 
is,  “a  new  approximate 
1,172-mile,  30-inch  di¬ 
ameter  pipeline  that  will 
connect  the  rapidly  ex¬ 
panding  Bakken  and  Three 
Forks  production  areas  in 
North  Dakota  to  Patoka, 
1L.”  It  is  suppose  to  assist 
in  relocating  domestically 
produced  crude  oil  to  the 
refining  markets  found 
around  the  Illinois  area. 

The  idea  behind  the 
pipeline  is  to  localize  our 
oil  production.  As  of  right 
now  the  US  is  third  in  the 
world  for  oil  production, 
but  first  in  oil  consump¬ 
tion.  By  closing  this  gap 


citizens 
have  start¬ 
ed  to  disagree. 

The  Standing  Rock  Sioux 
Tribe  and  supporters  have 
taken  it  upon  themselves 
to  fight  the  government 
and  the  oil  giants  from 
creating  the  DAPL.  These 
self  proclaimed  “water 
protectors”  fear  that  the 
pipeline  causes  a  poten¬ 
tial  for  an  oil  spill  into 
the  Missouri  River,  which 
is  the  Sioux  Tribe’s  main 
source  of  clean  water. 

Protesters  are  also  up¬ 
set  because  the  pipeline 
was  once  planned  to  go 
through  Bismarck,  ND, 
but  after  many  complaints 
the  government  rerouted  it 
through  native  land.  While 


far  as  to 
temporarily 
stop  construction  on  the 
pipeline  so  as  to  reevalu¬ 
ate  the  political  and  social 
impact. 

Things  were  looking  up 
until  the  riot  police  arrived 
on  the  scene.  Within  the 
past  two  months  people 
have  been  arrested  for 
peaceful  protest. 

Among  them  is  Hol¬ 
lywood  actress  and  social 
figure  Shailene  Woodley, 
who  was  charged  with 
criminal  trespassing  and 
engaging  in  a  riot.  She 
wrote  a  lengthy  statement 
for  TIME  Magazine  after 
her  release  from  jail. 

She  explains,  “I  was  in 


what 
else, 
dear 
Ameri¬ 
ca?”  she 
c  o  n  - 
tinues. 
“They 
are  still 
being 
ignored. 
W  e 
are  still 
throwing 
them  in  jail. 
We  are  still  silencing  their 
dedication  to  protect  us 
from  the  planetary  con¬ 
sequences  that  will  cat¬ 
astrophically  bleed  from 
our  ignorance.” 

Many  people  have 
found  her  words  encour¬ 
aging  and  the  number  of 
protesters  in  Standing 
Rock  are  growing  day  by 
day.  As  of  right  now,  it  is 
still  unclear  if  the  pipeline 
will  be  halted  for  good.

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The  Magic  Play" 
explores  deep, 
connectable  emotion

The  stage  remains  lit  as 
audience  members  walk  in. 
The  small  theater  is  filled 
through  the  balcony,  floor 
and  mezzanine.  An  ace  of 
spades  is  projected  behind 
a  wooden  stage,  completed 
with  three  tables:  one  with 
a  pyramid  of  cards,  the 
other  empty,  and  the  third 
with  four  brown  bags. 

A  man  enters,  immedi¬ 
ately  breaking  the  fourth 
wall  and  interacting 
with  the  audience.  Brett 
Schneider,  who  plays  the 
Magician,  and  a  real  ma¬ 
gician  himself,  showcases 
the  classic  magician’s  card 
tricks  we  all  remember 
from  childhood:  cards 
disappear,  reappearing,  an 
impressive  shuffling  of  the 
deck. 

He  seems  like  an  average 
man,  a  normal  magician 
playing  through  a  show  he 
has  performed  100  times, 
yet  the  show  takes  a  quick, 
confusing  turn  as  audience 
members  are  shown  the 
torment  running  through 
this  magician’s  mind,  pro¬ 
vided  by  his  ex-boyfriend, 
played  by  Sean  Parris.  The 
audience  becomes  a  part  of 
the  magician’s  life,  learning 
about  his  childhood  with 
his  father  who  abandoned 
him,  as  played  by  Francis 
Guinan,  and  the  continual 
loss  in  his  life. 

Schneider  moves  the 
play  forward,  with  the 


bulk  of  the  show  being  his 
own  monologues,  he  im¬ 
pressively  makes  the  show 
seem  natural  and  com¬ 
pletely  unscripted. 

“In  order  to  truly  amaze 
an  audience,  and  create  a 
sense  of  intimacy  and  true 
human  connection,  you 
must  have  complete  con¬ 
trol,”  narrates  Schneider. 
“But  offstage,  if  you  can’t 
relinquish  that  control, 
and  simply  give  in  to  all 
the  spontaneity  and  magic 
of  real  life,  everything  can 
come  crashing  down.” 

The  play  deeply  dissects 
the  magician,  narrowing 
him  down  to  solely  a  per¬ 
son  with  issues  of  control. 
Suddenly,  from  being  at 
a  magic  show,  audience 
members  are  thrusted  into 
the  magician’s  mind.  An 
argument  breaks  out  be¬ 
tween  the  magician  and 
his  boyfriend,  the  boy¬ 
friend  stating  that  it’s  all 
perspective  when  looking 
at  a  relationship.  Sure,  it 
may  seem  cute  he  wants  to 
know  about  his  boyfriend’s 
whereabouts,  cute  that  he 
brings  him  lunch  during 
every  diving  practice,  but 
the  real  issue  was  the  ma¬ 
gician  having  no  trust.  He 
brings  the  lunches,  asks 
the  questions,  all  so  that  he 
knows  who  his  boyfriend 
is  talking  to,  knows  what 
he  is  doing. 

The  two  love  each  oth¬ 


er,  make  each  other  feel 
as  if  they  are  flying,  but 
the  issues  beneath  it  all 
are  shown  to  the  audience 
through  their  arguments. 

The  show  began  and 
ended  with  the  familiar 
magic  show,  but  in  be¬ 
tween  a  story  unraveled 
behind  the  magic  pre¬ 
sented  in  front  of  you.  You 
discover  why  the  magician 
is  a  magician,  you  witness 
him  reliving  his  heart  be¬ 
ing  broken,  and  you  are 
introduced  to  the  most 
troubled  and  vulnerable 
parts  of  his  life.  You  don’t 
learn  any  of  the  techniques 
or  tricks  behind  the  magic, 
but  you  learn  the  truth  be¬ 
hind  the  magician. 

What  is  the  most  in¬ 
triguing  and  exciting  part 
of  the  show  is  audience. 
Taking  four  audience 
members  as  volunteers  for 
different  acts  and  contin¬ 
ually  talking  to  the  audi¬ 
ence. 

The  magic  was  an  excit¬ 
ing,  fun  aspect.  The  script 
was  powerful  and  emo¬ 
tional.  Attending  a  show 
that  I  thought  would  be 
based  around  trivial  mag¬ 
ic,  I  found  my  eyes  welling 
with  tears.  The  cast  of  three 
made  me  feel  connected  to 
the  magic. 

The  theme  is  a  familiar 
one:  love  and  the  mag¬ 
ic  behind  it.  In  the  end, 
every  audience  member 


is  brought  together,  the 
magic  moves  past  the 
fourth  wall  and  the  audi¬ 
ence  is  asked  to  wish  for 
something  that  only  magic 
could  grant.  These  wishes, 
sent  by  a  girl  with  bright 
pink  hair,  elderly  couples 
with  matching  glasses, 
mothers,  fathers,  students, 
who  all  filled  with  theater, 
are  projected  for  all  to  see. 

Audience  members 
gasped  and  had  no  words 
when  they  found  the  ex¬ 
act  thing  they  wished  for: 
“Irene  to  be  blonde, ”“Pearl 
to  live  forever,”  “Forgive¬ 
ness,”  “Happiness.”  Prov¬ 
ing,  in  the  end,  that  we  all 
wish  for  a  little  magic.  As  I 
left  the  Goodman,  I  could 
not  hide  a  smile.  The  wish¬ 
es  from  the  audience  were 
on  display,  written  on  play¬ 
ing  cards,  for  all  to  read. 

The  reminder  that  we  all 
have  wants  and  needs  and 
hope  for  a  bit  of  magic  in 
our  lives  left  each  audience 
member  feeling  united  and 
with  a  feeling  of  universal¬ 
ity.

The  Native  American 
Studies  Committee,  along 
with  Global  Education 
Department  has  detected 
a  flaw  in  COD’s  commu¬ 
nity:  the  lack  of  awareness 
and  visibility  of  Native 
Americans. 

“There  is  a  general  and 
deeply  flawed  perception 
amongst  many  non-Native 
peoples  that  Native  people, 
culture  and  issues  general¬ 
ly  reside  in  the  past,”  said 
Native  American  Studies 
Committee  chair,  John 
Paris. 

For  the  past  year,  Paris, 
along  with  Global  Stud¬ 
ies  committees,  faculty 
and  students  have  worked 
towards  creating  a  Native 
American  symposium  at 
the  college  titled  “Native 
American  Identities  in  a 
Global  Era.” 

Beginning  Nov.  2  and 
running  until  Nov.  4,  stu¬ 
dents  are  able  to  view  doc¬ 


umentaries,  visit  panel  dis¬ 
cussions,  listen  to  Native 
American-inspired  mu¬ 
sic  and  even  attend  a  hip 
hop  performance  amongst 
other  things.  This  is  all  in 
honor  to  Native  American 
Heritage  Month  and  to 
expand  the  already  diverse 
campus. 

“As  the  Native  Amer¬ 
ican  Studies  Commit¬ 
tee  [we]  are  dedicated  to 
promoting  awareness  and 
understanding  of  Native 
American  people,  culture, 
and  issues  to  the  entire 
COD  community,”  said 
Paris.  “We  have  detected 
a  certain  lack  of  awareness 
of  these  issues  in  our  dis¬ 
trict  and  wish  to  help  ad¬ 
dress  that  need  with  this 
symposium.” 

The  symposium  has  a 
goal  to  reflect  the  history 
of  Native  Americans  and 
real  issues  happening  in 
the  world  today  through 


native  eyes. 

In  order  to  maintain  the 
authenticity  of  the  event 
and  to  ensure  every  at¬ 
tendee  walk  away  with  a 
more  sound  awareness  of 
the  Native  American  voice, 
native  voices  are  what 
drives  each  event.  Native 
Americans  will  tell  their 
own  stories  and  present 
their  own  culture  to  the 
community. 

“Attendees  can  expect  to 
gain  knowledge,  enlight¬ 
enment,  and  hopefully  the 
development  of  a  more 
Native-oriented  perspec¬ 
tive  on  global  events,  issues 
and  the  world  in  general,” 
said  Paris. 

The  event  is  funded 
through  a  Funding  Glob¬ 
al  Education  Initiatives 
Grant  awarded  by  the 
Global  Education  De¬ 
partment.  Because  of  this 
grant,  Paris  and  the  rest  of 
the  creators  were  able  to  fi¬ 


nance  every  event  they  had 
wished  for  the  symposium 

Events  include:  a  per¬ 
formance  from  Tall  Paul, 
a  native  hip-hop  artist;  in¬ 
troduction  from  the  com¬ 
munity  organizer  from  the 
American  Indian  Center 
of  Chicago,  David  Bender; 
a  COD  Chamber  Singers 
performance,  and  scholars 
from  North  Central  Col¬ 
lege,  University  of  Wyo¬ 
ming  and  Oakton  Com¬ 
munity  College. 

Screenings  of  various 
documentaries  include 
“Altars  by  the  Lake”  and 
“Dream  People  of  the  Am¬ 
azon,”  which  is  followed 
by  an  interview  with  the 
director  himself  via  Skype.

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Imagine  going  into  a 
movie  theater  and  becom¬ 
ing  the  main  char¬ 
acter.  Living 
the  story 
through

the  full  story.  It’s 
an  interesting  concept,  and 
one  that  describes  Virgin¬ 
ia  -  not  full  game,  but  not 
full  movie,  either.  A  mix  of 
both,  testing  the  bounds 
between  cinema  and  gam¬ 
ing. 

Virginia’s  story  is  a 
mysterious,  sometimes  in¬ 
comprehensible  tale  that 
intrigues  you  from  the 
beginning,  and  keeps  that 
interest  throughout  its 
two-hour  playtime.  In  the 


game,  you  play  as  a  recent¬ 
ly  graduated  FBI  agent, 
Anne,  who  is  as¬ 
signed  a  new 
partner 
and  an 
investi¬ 
gation 
of  a 
disap- 
pear- 
a  n  c  e 
of  a 
young 
boy  in 
the  small 
town  of  King¬ 
dom,  VA.  But  at  the  same 
time,  she  has  been  as¬ 
signed  another  case  to  jug¬ 
gle:  investigating  her  new 
partner. 

Anne  is  an  unreliable 
narrator  -  linear  story  is 
blurred  and  out  of  order 
—  time  jumps  forwards, 
backwards,  side-to-side 
through  dreams,  drug  trips, 
and  the  occasional  guess 
at  what  actually  is  reality. 
Scenes  jump  suddenly  and 


“StrangerThings”,  with  the 
gritty  modern  aesthetics  of 
“True  Detective”  make  it 
one  that  strikes  a  nostalgic 
chord.  The  story  is  entirely 
based  on  your  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  what  you  think  is 
going  on  —  there  is  no  di¬ 
alogue  and  nothing  to  read 
other  than  a  few  case  files 
and  signs.  It’s  up  to  you  to 
read  body  language, 
use  items  and  files  you 
find  to  piece  togeth¬ 
er  the  multiple 
mysteries 
hidden 
within 
the 
game. 

I’ve 
never 
had  a 
gaming 
experi¬ 
ence  quite 
like  the  one  I 
had  while  play¬ 
ing  Virginia.  It  rat- 
ded  my  whole  infrastruc¬ 
ture  on  what  gaming  is; 


morphed  it  into  a  broader 
aspect  of  what  art  in  video 
games  could  be  developing 
into.  You  never  get  an¬ 
swers.  You  never  fully  un¬ 
derstand  what’s  going  on 
at  any  current  moment.  It’s 
a  cinematic  masterpiece, 
every  scene  stunning,  but 
you  have  no  control  over 
what  happens  in  the  story. 
You  have  no  idea  who  you 
and  everyone  else  becomes 
as  it  progresses.  As  I  play,  it 
feels  like  I’m  con- 
standy  miss- 
some- 
hing 
huge

quickly,  only  giving  you  as 
much  context  as  you  need 
to  piece  a  spotty  timeline 
together. 


dusty  colors  and  eye-lev¬ 
el  shot  style  that  made  it 
feel  like  walking  through 
an  actual  television  show 
or  movie.  It’s  a 
walking  point- 
and-click  simu¬ 
lator,  which  may 
be  an  immediate 
turn-off  for  some 
gamers,  but  for  those 


search  for 
select  items  or 
the  right  door  to 
walk  through  to  progress 
the  story.  Virginia’s  3D, 
polygon-styled  art  really

Although  a  South  Park 
reference,  this  hyperbole 
rings  true  in  romanticis¬ 
ing  the  vulgarity  of  this 
election  season.  Be¬ 
tween  the  raunchy 
poster  boy  for  the 
alt-right  and  the 
blue  devil  her¬ 
self,  we  cannot 
decide  who  is 
worse.  This  is 
why  we  refuse 
to  endorse  ei¬ 
ther  candidate 
this  election 
year. 

Hillary  Clinton 
has  proven  herself 
to  be  unreliable. 

She  has  made  it  clear 
that  she  will  voice 
whatever  opinion  will  get 
her  what  she  wants,  and 
what  she  wants  right  now 
is  the  presidency.

Trump  often  boasts  that 
he  wants  to  run  America 
like  he  would  a  business, 
with  little  outside  influ¬ 
ence  and  a  focus  on  in¬ 
ternal  affairs.  He  uses  his 
net  worth  as  a  marker  of 
his  preparedness  for  office. 


However,  we  believe  the 
best  qualification  is  one  of 
political  experience. 

Gautam  Mukunda,  a 
professor  at  Harvard  Busi¬ 
ness  School,  explained 
in  an  interview  with  the 
Huffington  Post,  “[Busi¬ 
ness]  Skills  are  far  less 
transferable  than 
we  think  they 
are.  Even  when 
you  move  from 
one  compa¬ 
ny  to  an¬ 
other,  you 
may  not 
be  suc¬ 
cessful. 

When 
you

ment, 
that’s  a  larger 
leap.” 

While  success  in 
business  is  no  easy  feat,  it 
takes  a  certain  set  of  skills 
that  aren’t  always  cut  out 
for  other  positions,  even 
those  in  other  fields  of 
business.  Assuming  that 
Trump’s  31  years  of  suc¬ 
cess  (the  amount  of  time 
he  has  been  successful 
without  the  aid  of  his  fa¬ 
ther)  would  be  equivalent 
to  that  of  someone  who’s 
been  successful  in  politics 


is  naive.  Yet  it’s  a  thought 
process  we  have  been  see¬ 
ing  in  a  large  amount  of 
Trump  supporters. 

Our  issue  isn’t  just  with 
the  candidates,  but  also 
with  the  counter  culture 
sur¬ 


rounding 
each  campaign. 
Both  sides  of  our  political 
infrastructure  have  mor¬ 
phed  campaign  rhetoric 
into  hate  speech.  This  dan¬ 
gerous  game  only  serves  to 
separate,  divide  and  devour 
our  society  into  an  abyss  of 
discontent. 

People  no  longer  take 
serious  time  to  learn  about 
their  potential  candidates. 


They  listen  to  biased  media 
blindly  without  forming 
their  own  opinions.  People 
should  not  rely  on  any  one 
media  source,  including  us, 
for  all  their  facts.  No  mat¬ 
ter  how  these  publications 
and  news  shows  try,  there 
will  always  be  a  spin. 

That  being  said,  that’s 
not  entirely  the  people’s 
fault.  For  many  peo¬ 
ple,  mainstream 
media  is  their 
only  source  of 
information.  It 
should  be  their 
job  to  share 
all  informa¬ 
tion  about 
both  candi¬ 
dates.  We’ve 
noticed  that 
most  right- 
wing  biased 
stations  and 
papers  have  fo¬ 
cused  on  Clin¬ 
ton  scandals  while 
generally  avoiding 
discussion  of  Trump, 
while  left-wing  media 
does  exactly  the  opposite. 
By  doing  so,  they’ve  let  the 
country  down. 

We  believe  the  entire 
election  process  has  been 
poorly  handled,  and  we 
hold  the  country  account¬ 
able.

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Kill  the  Stigm 

There  is  nothing  weird 
about  mental  health

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In  high  school,  people 
called  me  “crazy.”  Word 
had  gotten  out  that  I  was 
bipolar,  and  that  I  had 
pretty  severe  anxiety.  Kids 
were  cruel.  People  would 
see  me  in  the  halls  and 
would  start  to  pretend  to 
cry.  They  would  panto¬ 
mime  popping  pills.  They 
would  call  me  “psycho”  and 
“mental”  and  “basket  case.” 
Then  they  would  laugh, 
and  laugh,  and  laugh. 

When  I  was  first  diag¬ 
nosed  I  was  so  ashamed. 
I  believed  my  peers.  I 
believed  I  was  crazy.  I 
believed  the  stigma  that 
there  was  something 
wrong  with  me. 

If  you  don’t  personally 
struggle  with  mental  ill¬ 
ness  you  might  wonder 
what  the  big  deal  is.  We  all 
have  bad  days,  right?  And 
in  all  honesdy,  I’m  happy 
for  those  of  you  who  can 
ask  this  question.  It  means 
you  haven’t  had  days 
where  getting  out  of  bed 


is  physically  impossible.  It 
means  you  haven’t  had  to 
convince  yourself  that  the 
breath-taking  pain  in  your 
chest  is  just  your  anxiety 
and  not  a  heart  attack.  It 
means  you  haven’t  verbal¬ 
ly  attacked  the  people  you 
love  most  in  a  fit  of  manic 
rage. 

For  the  rest  of  us,  how¬ 
ever,  these  problems  and 
more  could  be  as  often  as 
a  daily  occurrence.  And 
it’s  more  people  than  you 
might  think.  According  to 
the  National  Institute  of 
Mental  Health,  a  quarter 
of  the  US  population  is 
living  with  a  mental  ill¬ 
ness. 

Anyone  dealing  with 
this  can  tell  you  that  the 
physical  side  effects  are 
often  not  the  worst  part  of 
having  a  mental  illness.  It’s 
the  stigma  attached  to  it. 

In  this  country  (and 
much  of  the  world)  there 
is  a  sense  of  shame  in  tak¬ 
ing  care  of  yourself  when 


your  illness  isn’t  one  that’s 
physically  clear.  There  is 
a  sense  of  shame  that  ac¬ 
companies  taking  medica¬ 
tion  and  going  to  therapy. 
There  is  a  sense  of  shame 
in  having  your  illness. 

It  took  years  of  therapy, 
medication  and  practicing 
self-love  to  come  to  terms 
with  myself.  Even  now,  I 
actively  try  to  avoid  con¬ 
versations  about  mental 
illness  because  I  fear  that 
it  will  come  out  that  I  deal 
with  such  issues. 

The  problem  with  the 
world  is  that  mental  ill¬ 
ness  is  so  remarkably  mis¬ 
understood.  Until  very  re¬ 
cently  people  with  mental 
illnesses,  even  as  common 
as  postpartum  depres¬ 
sion,  were  locked  away  in 
mental  hospitals  and  san¬ 
itariums.  They  were  given 
mind-numbing  drugs  and 
electroshock  therapy.  In 
some  truly  horrific  cases, 
doctors  went  so  far  as  to 
give  patients  lobotomies. 


People  think  that  when 
you  have  a  mental  illness 
that  you’re  crazy  or  unsta¬ 
ble.  This  can  be  dangerous 
because  it  discourages 
people  who  could  really 
benefit  from  getting  help. 
But  left  untreated,  it  could 
be  fatal. 

That  being  said,  when 
people  do  try  to  receive 
the  treatment  they’re  of¬ 
ten  turned  away  because 
most  insurance  plans  don’t 
include  mental  health  cov¬ 
erage..  Therapy  and  medi¬ 
cation  are  not  cheap.  A 
therapist  can  easily  charge 
upwards  of  S200  an  hour. 
Pharmaceuticals  are  not 
cheap.  Prozac,  a  common 
anti-depressant,  costs 
$1,225  for  100  pills  of  the 
lowest  dose. 

There’s  a  simple  way  to 
fix  this.  If  people  start  to 
realize  how  normal  and 
acceptable  it  is  to  live 
with  a  mental  illness  the 
stigma  will  slowly  and 
surely  soften  its  grip  on 


society.  If  you  know  some¬ 
one  living  with  one,  offer 
your  love  and  support  if 
they  so  need  it.  But  most 
importandy,  don’t  judge 
them.  Don’t  act  cautiously 
around  them.  Treat  them 
as  you  would  any  human 
being. 

Once  the  stigma  van¬ 
ishes  it  may  push  the 
pharmaceutical  companies 
to  lower  medication  pric¬ 
es.  It  may  push  insurance 
companies  to  cover  de¬ 
pression  like  they  would  a 
broken  leg.  Most  impor¬ 
tandy,  it  could  push  people 
who  struggle  with  mental 
illness  to  look  for  help  if 
they  need  it.  Lifting  the 
stigma  could  lift  up  the 
world,  and  we  need  to  start 
that  today. 

The  kids  from  my  high 
school  have  changed  in  my 
eyes.  While  they  made  my 
life  utterly  miserable,  it’s 
come  out  over  time  that 
a  lot  of  them  were  deal¬ 
ing  with  similar  issues. 


They  have  started  sharing 
their  stories  on  facebook 
and  reaching  out  to  others 
who  may  need  help.  I  toe 
to  think  they  were  mean, 
but  now  I  realize  they  were 
hurting  too.  It  doesn’t  ex¬ 
cuse  their  actions,  but  I 
understand.  Mental  illness 
is  scary.  It’s  deep  and  it’s 
dark.  It’s  bone  shaking.  It’s 
life-changing. 

If  someone  treated  me 
the  same  way  I  was  treat¬ 
ed  years  ago,  I  wouldn’t 
shrink  in  the  shadows 
anymore.  I  would  stand  up 
for  myself  and  explain  that 
I  am  a  human  being  just 
like  them.  But  I  would  also 
keep  in  mind  that  they 
might  be  hurting  too.  I 
would  come  across  as  kind 
and  strong,  and  hope  that 
my  simple  reaction  would 
help  them  understand  it’s 
okay  to  be  okay  with  your 
mental  illness.  It’s  okay  to 
be  proud  of  who  you  are. 
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From  where  you  are  now  to  earning  your  degree.

Although  the 
Chaps  took  an  early  lead 
with  a  header  by  Chapar¬ 
ral  Defender  Antoinette 
Zaffino  in  the  first  10  min¬ 
utes  of  the  game,  their  de¬ 
fensive  line  was  breached 
in  the  75th  minute  and 
allowed  Anoka’s  Rochelle 
Perez  to  capture  an  even 


score  with  an  unassisted 
goal.  After  two  overtime 
periods,  the  two  teams  bat¬ 
tled  in  a  shootout.  Anoka 
took  the  gold,  winning  4-3. 

“I  thought  we  played 
hard,”  said  Head  Coach 
of  Chaparral  Women’s 
Soccer  Willie  Fajkus.  “It 
was  a  very  difficult  game. 
We  made  a  mistake  in  the 
back,  and  they  punished 
us.  Unfortunately  it  came 
down  to  penalties,  and  that 
just  essentially  a  coin  flip.” 
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Jon  Bellion  has  provid¬ 
ed  lyrics  that  distinguish 
themselves  from  other 
^popular  artists  these  days. 
Speaking  about  topics 
usually  ignored  with  rap¬ 
ping  and  remixes  like 
no  other,  his  connection 
•proved  to  be  strong  to  his 
fans  through  the  line  that 
began  at  Riviera’s  doors 
and  spanned  down  for  two 
and  a  half  blocks. 

The  excited  fans  were 
all  looking  for  the  same 
thing:  an  incredible  musi- 
*ca 1  experience  as  provided 
by  Bellion’s  music.  They 
were  provided  with  much 
more. 

To  open  for  Bellion, 
Travis  Mendes  and  Blaque 
Keyz  were  scheduled. 

Typically,  the  audience 
does  not  care  for  openers; 
the  same  went  for  this 
show.  Mendes  and  Blaque 
Keyz  are  two  artists  that 
are  featured  in  Bellion’s 


music.  Their  presence 
added  to  the  main  perfor¬ 
mance,  allowing  for  live 
artists  to  sing  their  parts 
of  songs  instead  of  record¬ 
ings,  but  their  opening 
performances  were  disap¬ 
pointing. 

To  rally  the  audience, 
Mendes  called  for  ev¬ 
erybody  to  “Make  some 
noise!”  “Hands  up!”  This 
would  have  been  a  great 
tactic,  but  when  it  is  asked 
for  five  times  every  min¬ 
ute,  it  becomes  annoying, 
almost  begging,  and  takes 
away  from  the  act. 

An  aspect  that  was  ad¬ 
mirable  for  the  openers 
was  their  attempt  to  con¬ 
nect  personally  with  the 
audience.  Mendes  and 
Blaque  Keyz  were  aware 
that  the  audience  was  not 
familiar  with  them,  but 
they  shared  some  of  their 
own  stories  behind  songs, 
such  as  chasing  a  girl,  or 


Mendes  expressing  how 
the  song  “Ten  Years,”  rep¬ 
resents  the  10  years  it  took 
for  Mendes  to  move  on 
from  a  relationship.  The 
stories  showed  everybody 
who  they  were  beyond 
musical  artists. 

After  waiting  an  almost 
unnecessary  hour  and  a 
half  for  the  main  act,  lights 
went  black.  The  audience 
went  crazy.  Screams  and 
cheers  and  phones  flew  up, 
everybody  was  ready  for 
Bellion. 

A  black  theater  was 
pierced  with  a  bright  light, 
matched  with  the  first 
note  of  “He  is  the  Same,” 
the  first  song  on  Bellion’s 
album  “The  Human  Con¬ 
dition.”  The  lights  went 
out  and  returned  again 
with  the  next  note.  Every 
fan  knew  this  note,  and 
the  excitement  for  Bellion 
to  appear  on  stage  grew. 

Bellion  appeared  and 


continued  with  the  lyrics, 
the  entire  theater  singing 
along.  Bellion  brought 
forth  an  energy  I  have  not 
seen  in  a  live  performance 
in  years.  It  was  easy  to  see 
how  much  he  appreciated 
every  fan  for  attending, 
providing  us  with  all  he’s 
got.  He  ran  from  each  side 
of  the  theater,  making  sure 
every  section  was  account¬ 
ed  for. 

As  he  began  with  an 
opening  statement,  Bel¬ 
lion  was  stopped  when  he 
saw  a  familiar  audience 
member.  Breaking  from 
song,  Bellion  asked  the 
theater  to  cheer  for  a  fan 
who  had  been  traveling 
to  Bellion’s  last  show,  and 
ended  up  in  a  hospital  af¬ 
ter  a  car  accident,  being 
told  that  she  would  never 
walk  again.  “But  here  she 
is,  standing  right  in  front 
of  me!” 

Bellion  remastered 


many  of  his  most  popular 
tracks,  like  “Guillotine,” 
making  them  initially 
seem  unrecognizable,  but 
it  added  to  the  excitement 
and  proved  his  talents. 

Bellion  shared  his  ap¬ 
preciation  and  shared 
messages  he  wanted  each 
person  to  bring  forth  into 
the  world.  That  we  don’t 
stop  chasing  the  impos¬ 
sible  until  our  last  breath, 
that  we  accept  every  per¬ 
son  in  this  world,  no  mat¬ 
ter  the  skin  color,  and  that 
we  not  stand  for  the  injus¬ 
tice  in  the  world.  Bellion 
united  the  crowd  of  2,500 
asking  us  to  high  five,  hug 
and  to  look  around.  We 
were  not  a  crowd  of  peo¬ 
ple;  we  were  individuals 
who  could  do  anything, 
and  we  were  connected. 

Once  Bellion  finished 
with  “Hand  of  God,”  he 
left  the  stage.  Every  au¬ 
dience  member  continued 


the  concert  on  their  own, 
singing  the  chorus,  and 
becoming  the  show. 

Lights  went  out,  but 
that  was  no  end  for  every¬ 
body  in  the  theater.  The 
cries  for  “One  more  song!” 
made  my  ears  feel  numb, 
unable  to  hear  anything 
besides  screams.  The  au¬ 
dience  wasn’t  ready  for  the 
night  to  end. 

Bellion  bursted  out  rep¬ 
resenting  Chicago  with  a 
Cubs  jersey  on  and  stayed 
out  for  another  20  min¬ 
utes,  sharing  messages  and 
thanking  the  audience. 

Bellion  is  set  to  return 
to  Chicago  this  January 
touring  with  twenty  one 
pilots  for  their  Emotion¬ 
al  Roadshow  tour.  If  he’s 
anything  like  he  was  at 
Riviera,  it  would  be  a  dis¬ 
service  to  yourself  to  miss 
him  this  time. 
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I  would  have  never 
expected  to  find  such 
musical  prowess  behind 
a  band  whose  largest  ac¬ 
complishment  is  an  im¬ 
provised  satirical  song 
about  putting  things  up 
their  butt. 

Fleece,  a  small  in¬ 
die-alt  band  from  Mon¬ 
treal,  has  swept  me  off 
my  feet  like  a  prepubes- 
cent  girl  drooling  over 
the  latest  boy  band  craze. 
Their  experimental  style, 
connecting  jazz  and  rock 
with  a  relaxing  ambiance, 
absorbed  my  full  atten¬ 
tion  from  beginning  to 
end  of  their  35  minute 
album,  Scavenger. 

Although  having  no 
direction  whatsoever,  the 
album  finds  meaning  in 
each  song  individually. 
The  album  could  have 
been  called  Scavenger 
due  to  its  eclectic  range  of 
meaning  and  seriousness, 
as  well  could  be  due  to 
the  entire  album  having 
a  distant,  yet  still  obtain¬ 
able  sound  scattered 
across  a  range  of 
genres.  Nonethe 
less,  each  song 
owns  a  unique 
sound  which 
differs  from 
the  next, 
with  al¬ 
ternating 
tones 
and 
styles  of 
the  in¬ 


dependent  scene. 

The  introduction  track, 
“Aliens,”  contains  a  soft, 
yet  punchy,  guitar  riff 
which  mends  smoothly 
with  the  light  piano.  The 
effortless  vocal  perfor¬ 
mance  allows  the  song  to 
transduce  your  senses  into 
a  relaxed  state,  and  leaves 
enough  space  for  the 
powerful  guitar  riff  in  the 
following  track  “Wake 
and  Bake”  to  take  control 
of  your  attention. 

“Wake  and  Bake”  is  the 
first  out  of  the  nine  tracks 
on  this  album  which  feels 
like  a  standalone  single. 
The  song’s  powerful  gui¬ 
tar  and  drumming 
performance 
con¬ 


trols  the  scene,  with  bass 
riffs  linked  intermittently 
with  the  confusing  ston- 
er-like  vocal  performance. 

After  that  is  “De¬ 
manding,”  a  distant  jazz 
song  which  is  the  weak¬ 
est  point  of  the  album. 
Although  a  beautiful 
and  soft  ballad,  it  doesn’t 
have  a  punch  or  mem¬ 
orable  imprint  to  leave 
you  with  any  satisfaction 
at  the  end.  “DLXII”  is 
an  upbeat,  unique  in¬ 
terlude  which  displays 
Fleece’s  distinct  sound  in 
a  punchy  fashion. 

Up  to  this  point  in  the 
album,  Fleece  has  pre¬ 
sented  its  indie  alter- 
fct  native  ambiance  with 
a  heavy 


changes,  however,  with 
the  next  track:  “Gabe’s 
Song.”  The  powerful  jazz 
performance  tantalized 
my  expectations  and  ex¬ 
ceeded  what  I  was  hoping 
to  receive  from  this  al¬ 
bum.  The  swift  yet  heavy 
bass  and  catchy  drum¬ 
ming  blends  well  with  the 
effortless,  disconnected 
and  garbled  vocal  perfor¬ 
mance  seen  throughout 
the  song  to  create  a  mod¬ 
ern  masterpiece.  The  track 
stood  to  baffle  me  as  I  was 
completely  controlled  by 
their  flow  of  energy  con¬ 
stantly  changing  between 
the  chorus  and  verses. 

Following  “Gabe’s 
Song”  is  “Rise,”  a  roman¬ 
tic  rock  piece  which  takes 
you  through  a  fusion  of 
folk-lore  styled  storytell¬ 
ing  and  sharp 
guitar  riffs. 

The  song 
is  beauti¬ 
ful,  how¬ 
ever  discon- 


even  further  from  any  of 
the  other  tracks  on  the 
album.  The  lyrics  are  clear 
and  constant  through¬ 
out  this  song,  compared 
to  the  muddled  vocal 
performance  of  “Gabe’s 
Song”  and  the  reverberat¬ 
ing  stanzas  of  “Wake  and 
Bake.” 

The  final  three  tracks 
on  this  album  are  also 
completely  different  from 
anything  else  on  the  col¬ 
lection,  however,  all  stand 
on  their  own  as  fantastic 
pieces. 

“CIA”  screams  in  a 
mellow  manner  at  the 
U.S.  Central  Intelligence 
Agency  to  get  out  of  the 
world’s  business.  The  song 
generalizes  Americans  to 
be  drum-beating  nation¬ 
alists  who  only  listen  with 
their  steel-toed  boots. 
“Chocolate  Milk” 
had  potential  with 
its  dark  under¬ 
tones  and  ab¬ 
sorbing  melody, 
however  loses  its 


rock  influence 
sprinkled  atop 
the  band’s  less  se¬ 
rious  and  mysteri¬ 
ous  tones.

The  final  track,  “Nar- 
cozep,”  is  a  sporadic  and 
gritty  garage  band  com¬ 
position.  It  served  as  a 
unique  way  to  close  the 
album,  but  left  nothing 
to  tie  Scavenger  together 
as  a  collective  work  with 
meaning. 

This  album  is  more  of  a 
compilation  of  the  band’s 
more  successful  sounds 
and  singles  than  an  actu¬ 
al  orchestrated  collection 
with  direction.  Nonethe¬ 
less,  the  music  production 
was  absolutely  stellar,  and 
the  album  does  leave  the 
band  with  a  lot  of  lee¬ 
way  in  terms  of  how  to 
mature  their  sound.  The 
album  served  to  showcase 
Fleece  as  one  of  the  most 
powerful  up-and-coming 
alternative  bands  emerg¬ 
ing  from  the  depths  of 
garbage  music  scattered 
across  the  internet. 

Musical  dexterity  is 
Fleece’s  strongest  quality. 
Although  I  discount  the 
album  for  its  loss  of  direct 
meaning,  Fleece  makes

More  money  for  comfy  guinea  pigs  and  rabbits  liners

EUe  Crawford  first 
found  her  entrepreneur¬ 
ial  spirit  in  the  pain  of 
losing  her  rabbit,  Ash¬ 
en.  At  the  Emerging 
Entrepreneur  Men¬ 
torship  Program  pitch 
contest  last  Thursday, 
that  spirit  took  her  all 
the  way  to  a  $1,000  first 
prize  at  a  “Shark  Tank”- 
style  competition  at  the 
College  of  DuPage. 

Crawford  sewed  to¬ 
gether  fleece  for  the 
bottom  of  Aspen’s  cage 
when  he  got  really  sick 
in  an  attempt  to  do  pre¬ 
vent  him  from  dying. 
This  was  the  prototype 
for  a  small  company 
she  owns  and  operates 
called  Small  Pets  and 
Company. 

The  Wheaton  resi¬ 
dent  walked  out  like  a 
business  executive  and 
handed  custom  and 
premade  cage  liners  to 
judges  and  spoke  for 
just  five  minutes.  That 
was  enough  for  her  to 
take  home  a  whopping 
$1,000  cash  prize. 

Crawford  is  a  second 
semester,  early  admis¬ 
sions  student  here  at  the 
College  of  DuPage.  She’s 
on  the  way  to  pursuing  a 
degree  in  business.  And 
she’s  only  16.  Her  busi¬ 
ness,  Small  Pets  &  Com¬ 
pany,  earned  the  winner’s 
prize  that  will  allow  her 
to  produce  more  liners. 
Her  company  isn’t  just  in¬ 
terested  in  making  liners 
and  trying  to  maximize 
profits.  Crawford  is  ded¬ 
icated  to  environmental- 
ly-friendly  business  prac¬ 
tices. 

Crawford  makes  these 
fleece  cage  liners  to  help 
owners  of  guinea  pigs 
and  rabbits  save  money 


on  disposal  beddings.  Her 
product  also  has  that  ab¬ 
sorbent  layer  that  owners 
of  guinea  pigs  and  rabbits 
like.  This  layer  prevents 
the  animals  from  being 
uncomfortable  when  they 
spill  water  in  their  beds. 

Barely  old  enough  to 
drive,  Crawford  already 
oversees  five  employees. 
Like  many  evolving  en¬ 
trepreneurs,  jumpstart¬ 
ing  her  own  business  has 
been  something  she  was 
passionate  about  since  she 
began  her  business  at  the 
age  of  14. 

Like  many  manufac¬ 
turers  who  produce  hand¬ 
made  or  vintage  items  and 
supplies,  Etsy  has  become 
a  major  e-commerce  fo¬ 


rum  for  her.  Crawford 
started  by  spending  hours 
exploring  how  successful 
her  business  will  be  using 
Etsy. 

“In  May  2016,  it  re¬ 
ally  took  off,”  continued 
Crawford.  “It  grew  to  the 
point  where  I  was  work¬ 
ing  40  hours  a  week  just 
trying  to  keep  up  with  or¬ 
ders.  I  knew  that  I  would 
not  be  able  to  handle  this 
workload  as  a  full-time 
student.  With  the  help 
of  my  dad,  I  started  in¬ 
terviewing  seamstresses 
to  sew  for  Small  Pets  & 
Company.  After  just  hir¬ 
ing  my  fifth  employee,  I 
am  excited  to  be  work¬ 
ing  on  plans  to  expand  to 
Amazon  and  selling  my 


cage  liners  on  Amazon 
Prime.” 

After  her  win  at  the 
competition,  Crawford 
credited  the  opportunities 
provided  here  at  COD  for 
fueling  her  success. 

“I  am  so  grateful  and 
honored  to  win  first 
place  at  COD’s  business 
pitch  contest,”  Crawford 
continued.  “It  was  such 
an  amazing  experience, 
and  I  enjoyed  listening 
to  the  other  contestant’s 
business  plans,  as  well 
as  meeting  the  judges.  I 
absolutely  love  being  an 
entrepreneur,  and  every 
minute  I  spend  working 
on  Small  Pets  &  Com¬ 
pany  is  so  fun  for  me.  I 
truly  found  my  passion 


as  an  entrepreneur,  and  I 
love  working  with  a  topic 
so  close  to  my  heart,  ani¬ 
mals,  specifically  rabbits.  I 
would  like  to  thank  Peter 
James  and  the  College  of 
DuPage  for  this  amazing 
opportunity.” 

The  second  place  prize 
and  $500  went  to  Ste¬ 
phen  Schroeder  from 
Device  Fixer,  a  mobile  iP¬ 
hone  repair  company  that 
seeks  to  fix  the  problems 
of  slow  repairs  and  a  long 
wait  list. 

Will  Storm  of  Sharp¬ 
ening  Service  came  in 
third  and  won  $250  for  a 
company  that  prioritizes 
quality  sharpening  and 
repairs  of  knives,  garden 
tools  and  scissors. 


Citing  the  importance 
of  the  Emerging  En¬ 
trepreneurs  Mentorship 
Program,  Peter  James, 
a  professor  of  Business 
and  Marketing,  pointed 
out  that  there  are  other

Shaped  into  a  line  along 
the  perimeter  of  the  atri¬ 
um  were  100  individuals, 
faculty  and  students,  with 
arms  spread  wide.  Running 
down  this  line,  sweaty  but 
smiling,  was  Tom  Kriegl- 
stein,  2000  Outstanding 
Graduate  of  the  college, 
sporting  a  shirt  that  read 
“Free  hugs!” 

Krieglstein  visited  cam¬ 
pus  originally  to  speak 
about  entrepreneurship 
to  students,  but  he  chose 
to  make  his  visit  to  COD 
a  lasting  impression  by 


attempting  to  break  the 
world  record  for  most  hugs 
in  one  minute  on  campus. 
The  original  record  is  held 
by  Krishna  Kumar  of  In¬ 
dia,  who  hugged  79  people 
this  March. 

With  100  community 
members  gathered,  they 
ran  full  speed  at  an  excit¬ 
ed  Krieglstein,  standing 
at  the  beginning  of  the 
line  where  he  wrapped  his 
arms  around  each  individ¬ 
ual  as  student  affairs  direc¬ 
tor,  Chuck  Steele,  watched 
with  two  stopwatches  and 


a  whistle.  As  each  stu¬ 
dent  ran  into  the  arms  of 
Krieglstein,  their  faces 
were  lit  with  smiles. 

Choosing  COD  as  the 
location  for  the  world  re¬ 
cord  attempt  was  easy  for 
Krieglstein.  The  college 
was  where  Krieglstein 
grew  as  a  student  and  an 
individual.  Entering  as 
a  C-average  student,  he 
graduated  a  member  of 
Phi  Theta  Kappa.  COD 
was  the  same  place  that 
inspired  him  to  start  his 
organization,  Swift  Kick. 


In  2004,  Krieglstein 
launched  Swift  Kick, 
where  he  is  a  speaker  that 
travels  to  hundreds  of 
schools  to  meet  thousands 
of  student  leaders  and  train 
them  on  creating  an  atmo¬ 
sphere  of  acceptance  and 
inclusion  of  all  students. 

Since  its  creation,  Swiff 
Kick  has  traveled  to  over 
500  schools  and  trained 
over  200,000  students  to 
be  leaders.  Not  only  has 
Krieglstein  worked  on 
launching  Swift  Kick,  but 
he  has  experience  with 


online  learning  for  stu¬ 
dent  leaders  through  his 
creation  of  The  Student 
Affairs  Collective.  He  has 
also  dedicated  time  to  tech 
startups  all  based  around 
assisting  students. 

A  piercing  sound  of  a 
whistle  halted  students 
from  their  sprinting  as  the 
minute  ran  out,  all  of  those 
involved  quickly  surround¬ 
ed  Steele  and  Krieglstein 
as  they  watched  the  video. 
The  once  loud  atrium  fell 
silent.  Their  eyes  remained 
set  on  the  iPhone  screen 


and  their  mouths  mouthed 
each  number,  79...  80... 
81. 

“We  think  we  got  100!” 
Announced  Krieglstein 
with  arms  in  the  air.  The 
atrium  was  then  filled  with 
cheers  as  he  continued  to 
explain  that  the  final  de¬ 
cision  will  be  made  by  the 
Guinness  World  of  Re¬ 
cords.

A  piece  of  art,  a  trashy 
symbol,  a  meaningful 
memory.  Tattoos  mean 
varying  things  to  each 
person,  but  behind  each 
tattoo  is  a  story,  a  piece  of 
someone’s  history. 

“Tattoo,”  the  latest  ex¬ 
hibition  at  the  Field  Mu¬ 
seum,  which  opened  Oct. 
21,  explores  this  history 
and  the  incredible  stories 
that  have  created  the  con¬ 
temporary  art  of  tattoos. 

Separated  into  differ¬ 
ent  ideas,  visitors  are  first 
welcomed  to  glass  doors 
with  a  common  dragon 
symbol  often  tattooed, 
projected  over  the  doors. 

Visitors  are  open  to  the 
question,  “What  does  a 
tattoo  do?”  as  they  over¬ 
look  a  dark  room,  with 
large  photographs  and 
silicone  bodies  spread 
over  the  gray  walls. 

The  exhibition  provides 
two  worlds  for  visitors: 
past  and  present.  Through 
the  representation  of  past 
and  present,  stigmas  be¬ 
hind  tattoos  are  slashed, 
and  a  new  meaning  is 
brought  to  the  art.  Tat¬ 
toos  now  are  choices  by 
individuals  and  a  part  of 
culture,  but  visitors  are 
shown  various  cultures, 
outside  of  our  own,  where 


tattoos  were  one  used  for 
different  meanings  such 
as  in  theater,  for  solely 
women  in  China,  in  the 
gulags,  and  Japanese  gang 
members. 

The  exhibition  helps 
put  the  tattoo  artistry 
on  a  global  scale  as  well, 
showing  artwork  for  tat¬ 
too  artists  throughout  the 
world. 

Much  of  the  art  shown 
is  represented  on  silicone 
bodies.  Whether  it  was 
a  whole  torso,  a  back,  or 
just  an  arm  or  leg,  each 
body  part  was  modeled 
after  a  real  person  and 
then  sent  to  artists  to  tat¬ 
too  themselves. 

This  exciting  part  of 
the  exhibit  was  very 
unique,  visitors  were  able 
to  appreciate  tattoos  on 
raw,  bare  skin  up  close 
instead  of  viewing  solely 
photographs. 

When  photographs 
were  presented,  they 
stood  out  amongst  the 
gray  walls,  lit  and  blown 
up  so  that  visitors  may  see 
details  in  the  tattoos  the 
photographs  showed,  but 
also  the  individuals  who 
were  the  canvas. 

Many  other  photo¬ 
graphs  were  very  small, 
contrasting  the  large 


scale  pictures.  These  were 
placed  amongst  clusters 
of  other  small  photo¬ 
graphs.  This  was  because 
these  were  genuine,  older 
pictures  from  times  where 
sailors  were  tattooed,  or 
even  when  heavily-tat¬ 
tooed  women  were  seen 
as  attractions  in  a  circus. 

As  you  walk  through 
the  dark  exhibit,  ancient 
artifacts  are  scattered 
with  modern  pieces.  Top¬ 
ics  separated  the  pieces, 
ranging  from  stories  be¬ 
hind  tattoos  to  tools  used, 
and  even  punishment. 

The  exhibition  ends 
with  the  most  interactive 
and  creative  part:  a  live 
tattoo  artist. 

In  a  museum-created 
tattoo  shop,  every  visitor 
was  able  to  look  upon  an 
artist  as  he  began  a  back 
piece  on  his  client.  After 
learning  about  the  art  so 
intensely,  it  only  makes 
sense  to  be  shown  how  it 
is  done  in  real  time. 

Whether  you  have 
tattoos,  hate  tattoos,  or 
have  no  opinion,  “Tattoo” 
brings  an  incredible  life 
and  showcases  a  shocking 
timeline  to  the  art  that 
covers  so  many  bodies 
today.

How  private  are  you 
on  social  media?  Is  your 
Facebook  profile  available 
to  everyone,  or  just  friends 
of  friends?  Is  your  Twitter 
page  locked?  Is  your  Ins- 
tagram  private?  When  you 
Google  your  name,  does  a 
picture  of  yourself  come 
up?  When  it  comes  to 
online  activity,  our  millen¬ 
nial  generation  has  always 
been  the  most  literate  and 
comfortable.  But  when 
talking  about  personal  in¬ 
formation  stored  online, 
everyone  seems  to  get  a 
little  nervous.  Corporate 
and  government  entities 
alike  are  surveying  our 
histories,  likes  and  dislikes, 
and  personal  opinions.  No 


matter  if  you  support  the 
situation  or  not,  “Orwell” 
takes  all  of  the  Facebook 
stalking  you  do,  and  puts 
it  to  use. 

The  game  takes  place  in 
2017,  and  a  fictitious  dys¬ 
topia  called  “The  Nation” 
has  just  suffered  a  terrorist 
attack.  You  play  as  a  data 
analyst,  someone  outside 
The  Nation  who  will  sort 
through  pieces  of  data  to 
build  a  network  of  sus¬ 
pects.  Orwell  centers  on 
the  ethics  of  human-di¬ 
rected  suspect  profiling, 
where  you  work  alongside 
with  the  Orwell  Program 
that  scans  suspects’  per¬ 
sonal,  private  and  web  in¬ 
formation. 


The  atmosphere  of  Or¬ 
well  was  everything.  From 
the  music’s  electronic 
swells  to  your  administra¬ 
tor’s  comments  to  the  sto¬ 
ryline  advancements,  it  all 
draws  you  in.  The  writing 
is  excellent,  the  art  style’s 
polygon-like,  block  look 
was  a  perfect  fit  for  a  tech- 
nological-centered  take  of 
Orwell's  future. 

Gameplay  wise,  Orwell 
is  all  of  the  cool  hack¬ 
ing  bits  shows  like  “Mr. 
Robot”  and  games  like 
“Watch  Dogs”  miss  out 
on.  It’s  a  point-and-click, 
information-based  scan¬ 
ning.  You  search  targets’ 
social  media  timelines,  go 
through  text  and  phone 


conversations,  and  even 
hack  into  computers.  The 
Orwell  system  is  the  place 
where  you  put  your  found 
information.  From  basic 
to  personal,  there’s  only 
one  catch:  the  informa¬ 
tion  you  put  in,  you  can’t 
take  back  out.  Any  heavi- 
ly-opinionated  statements 
that  may  portray  a  suspect 
in  a  bad  light  may  totally 
contradict  who  they  are 
today;  so  be  careful  of  who 
you  trust. 

Orwell  is  a  native-driv¬ 
en  thriller,  in  episodic 
fashion.  Each  episode  only 
took  me  about  an  hour 
and  a  half  to  complete.  If 
there  are  any  major  warn¬ 
ings  I  can  give  you  before 


playing,  it  would  be  to  take 
it  slow.  Point-and-click 
games  may  seem  like  the 
easiest  to  rush  through  be¬ 
cause  there  aren’t  any  boss 
battles  or  side  quests,  but 
the  Orwell  system  isn’t  all 
it’s  proposed  to  be.  It  pres¬ 
ents  biased  information, 
malicious  to  the  profile 
that  you're  building.  The 
information  you  put  into 
Orwell  counts  and  has  se¬ 
rious  consequences.  With 
dire  situations  and  con¬ 
sequences,  this  is  a  game 
that  targets  your  moral 
standpoints.  Is  it  worth 
it,  to  dig  through  private 
information  if  it  may  help 
the  safety  of  a  nation? 

The  only  downfall  I 


felt  while  playing  was 
how  much  the  game  held 
my  hand.  You  seem  led 
through  the  story,  where 
your  only  interaction  is 
the  biggest  action  you 
have:  withholding  certain 
information  that  may  be 
invaluable  to  your  case. 
It’s  slow,  more  visual  novel 
than  a  participative  game, 
but  one  I  enjoyed  none¬ 
theless.  The  first  three 
episodes  of  Orwell  are 
already  released  and  avail¬ 
able  to  play,  while  the  last 
two  will  come  out  over 
the  next  two  Thursdays.  I 
hope  you,  along  with  the 
NSA,  have  enjoyed  my  re¬ 
view  and  try  out  the  game!

Free  speech  could  fix  the  online  world 


Imagine  a  world  where 
social  justice  warriors  and 
internet  trolls  run  rampant 
throughout  social  media. 
You  might  say  it’s  already 
happening.  We  say  it 
hasn’t  happened 
enough. 

T  h  e 
world  has 
become 
cod¬ 
dled. 

Peo¬ 
ple  are 
quick 
to  report 
social  me¬ 
dia  accounts 
they  don’t  agree 
with.  It’s  not  entire¬ 
ly  their  fault,  however. 
We  have  been  raised  in  a 
sensitive  culture,  and  so¬ 
cial  media  does  nothing 
but  enable  that  sensitivi¬ 
ty.  With  just  a  few  clicks 
of  a  mouse,  you  can  take 
down  Facebook  groups 
and  Twitter- famous  pro¬ 
files  that  make  you  upset. 
Oftentimes  you  don’t  even 
have  to  give  a  reason  why. 

Some  social  media  plat¬ 
forms  have  now  taken 
this  matter  into  their  own 
hands.  YouTube  has  be¬ 
come  embroiled  in  a  huge 
scandal  where  they  started 
to  demonetize  videos.  The 
company’s  reasoning  stems 
from  how  many  YouTu- 
bers  make  their  money: 
advertisements.  Many  of 
these  creators  have  been 
receiving  emails  from 
headquarters  explaining 
that  certain  videos  are  not 


“ad-friendly.” 

So  how  does  YouTube 
decide  if  the  videos  are 
appropriate  enough  for  a 
paycheck?  They’ve  created 
a  set  of  seven  rules 
that  all  videos 
must  abide 
by.  These 
rules 


range 


from  top¬ 
ics  like  profanity 
and  vulgar  language 
to  “controversial”  opin 
ions. 

The  main  problem  with 
the  rules  is  the  fact  that 
they’re  remarkably  vague. 
There  is  no  one  box  that  a 
video  can  fall  into  to  rule  it 
“ad-unfriendly”,  and  thus 
it  is  the  company  itself 
making  a  biased  decision. 

Many  of  these  sites  have 
become  excessive  with 
their  banning  policies,  and 
in  turn,  they  are  affecting 
our  basic  human  right  to 
free  speech. 

Free  speech  on  the  in¬ 
ternet  is  a  tricky  thing, 
namely  because  many 
countries  that  have  access 
to  the  internet  do  not  have 
such  a  freedom.  Therefore 
it  is  up  to  websites  to  cre¬ 
ate  different  policies  for 
different  countries.  The 


problem  is,  this  has  begun 
to  infringe  on  our  rights, 
as  many  websites  just  end 
up  settling  for  the  same 
rules  for  all  countries. 

We  believe  websites,  es¬ 
pecially  social  media  sites, 
must  open  up  the  flood¬ 
gates  for  internet-based 
free  speech  in  the  U.S. 

They 


need 

to  make  their 

banning  rule  a  simple  one: 
you  are  banned  if  you  in¬ 
cite  violence.  Otherwise, 
it’s  a  free  for  all. 

We  realize  how  insane 
this  sounds.  None  of  us 
enjoy  the  hateful  speech 
that  is  easily  found  online. 
But  after  a  long  discus¬ 
sion,  we  came  to  the  con¬ 
clusion  that  by  allowing 
the  freedom  that  enables 
such  cruel  words,  it  would 
eventually  lead  to  its  de¬ 
mise. 

Granted,  for  quite  a 
while  things  would  be 
pretty  nasty.  Political  cor¬ 
rectness  and  incorrectness 
would  collide  and  cause 
discourse,  unlike  anything 
we’ve  ever  seen.  It  would 


cause  mayhem  online. 

However,  through  this 
insanity,  we  would  witness 
the  birth  of  a  new  era.  One 
where  people  actually  lis¬ 
ten  to  each 
o  t  h  - 


Twitter,  for  example,  you 
could  find  a  neo-nazi  post¬ 
ing  truly  awful  content  in 
about  10  seconds.  How¬ 
ever,  if  you  look  at  their 
follower  count,  chances 
are  this  person  would  only 
have  a  few  hundred  fol¬ 
lowers,  if  that.  This  is 
because,  thankful¬ 
ly- 


a  r  g  u  - 

ments  and  even  the  nasti¬ 
est  of  online  fights  would 
be  more  of  a  debate  than 
a  personal  attack.  This 
would  mirror  itself  in  our 
in-person  and  day-to-day 
relations.  By  opening  up 
the  channels  of  free  speech 
online,  we  would  have  a 
happier,  more  loving  and 
far  more  accepting  society 
than  we  do  today. 

So  how  exactly  would 
this  occur?  A  huge  factor 
in  this  equation  is  simply 
the  internet  population  as 
a  whole.  In  other  words: 
subscribers  or  followers. 

If  you  are  on  a  so¬ 
cial  media  platform,  you 
rely  on  your  audience  to 
get  your  message  across 
through  re-sharing  the  in¬ 
formation.  Therefore,  the 
bigger  your  audience  is, 
the  bigger  the  impact. 

If  you  were  to  go  to 


internet 
don’t  agree 
with  these  views.  If 
you  were  to  look  at  a  pop¬ 
ular  Twitter  user’s  account, 
they’re  most  likely  sharing 
progressive  and  inclusive 
content  to  millions  of 
people. 

With  our  idea  of  com¬ 
plete  freedom  of  speech 
online,  this  situation 
would  only  increase  ten¬ 
fold.  Furthermore,  it 
would  make  your  average 
user  feel  more  comfort¬ 
able  with  calling  out  the 
neo-nazi,  as  there  is  no 
chance  of  being  banned 
unreasonably. 

By  opening  up  commu¬ 
nication,  we  could  learn 
ways  to  express  our  opin¬ 
ions  in  a  way  that  actually 
contributes  to  the  conver¬ 


sation.  Instead  of  calling 
someone  something  pro¬ 
fane  because  we  disagree 
with  their  beliefs,  we  could 
learn  to  explain  our  side 
and  know  that  the  other 
person  would  most  likely 
listen  and  respond  effec¬ 
tively. 

While  these  positive 
and  helpful  responses 
would  initial¬ 
ly  be  done 
because 
of  the 
threat 
of  peo¬ 
ple  re¬ 
acting 
n  e  g  - 
atively 
to  them 
if  they  did 
otherwise,  we 
hope  that  over 
time  people  would  fig¬ 
ure  out  it  is  the  best  way 
to  go  about  disagreements 
and  debates.  Learning  this 
through  experience  could 
better  the  world. 

We  understand  the 
prospect  of  completely 
free  speech  can  be  nerve 
wracking.  It’s  no  secret 
that  for  a  few  years,  people 
would  be  downright  nas¬ 
ty.  The  trick  is,  we  would 
have  to  remind  ourselves 
that  we  are  transitioning. 
Every  great  social  change 
has  a  rough  start.  If  we 
were  to  just  embrace  it, 
we  believe  it  could  lead  to 
the  progression  of  society 
and  communication  as  a 
whole.

Make  election  day  accessible

Election  day  is  one  of 
the  most  important  days  in 
the  United  States.  When 
you  consider  the  fact  that 
it  determines  who  will  be 
our  President  for  the  next 
four  years,  it  seems  like  a 
no-  brainer  that  we  should 
make  it  a  national  holiday 
and  give  people  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  vote.  Yet  it’s  be¬ 
coming  harder  and  harder 
to  vote  in  person  on  elec¬ 
tion  day. 

Historically  election  day 
was  held  on  Tuesdays  to 
make  life  easier  for  a  U.S. 
citizen.  We  were  largely  an 
agrarian  society,  and  one 
with  deep  Christian  ties. 
Before  cars,  it  would 
take  people  roughly 
a  day  to  travel  to 
their  polling  sta¬ 
tion  alone.  The 
government  de¬ 
cided  to  make 
life  easier  on 
its  people  and 
choose  Tuesday 
as  election  day 
because  it  meant 
they  wouldn’t  have 
to  travel  on  the  Sab¬ 
bath  (Sundays)  and  they 
could  be  back  home  in 
time  for  market  day,  which 
was  commonly  held  on 
Wednesdays. 

Jump  forward  a  few 
hundred  years,  however, 
and  Tuesday  has  mere¬ 
ly  become  another  day  in 
the  work  week;  one  with 
painful  commutes,  long 
workdays  and  tired  peo¬ 
ple.  Thus,  election  day  has 
become  a  stressor  on  many 
people  who  already  have 


so  much  on  their  plate, 
and  now  they  have  to  take 
the  time  to  go  out  of  their 
way  and  vote. 

tAccording  to  U.S.  Cen¬ 
sus  records  from  the  past 
decade,  one  of  the  main 
reasons  people  choose  not 
to  vote  is  the  “inconve¬ 
nience”  of  it.  By  keeping 
election  day  the  way  it  is, 
we  are  changing  the  out¬ 
come  of  the  vote. 

Voting

But  we  also  need  to 
change  the  tradition.  The 
whole  premise  of  voting 
on  Tuesdays  is  supposed 
to  be  helpful,  and  it’s  sim¬ 
ply  not  anymore.

It’s  an  amazing  priv¬ 
ilege  we  take  for  granted. 
We  are  allowed  to  have  a 
say  in  who  rules  our  coun¬ 
try.  Other  people  around 
the  world  aren’t  always  as 
lucky. 

So  how  can  we  change 
this  mindset?  An  import¬ 
ant  first  step  is  to  remind 
yourself  of  how  lucky  you 
are  to  live  in  a  country  that 


this  happening. 

We  could  move  election 
day.  Instead  of  making  it 
the  first  Tuesday  of  No¬ 
vember,  we  could  make 
it  a  Saturday  and  Sunday, 
when  more  of  the  popu¬ 
lation  has  off.  While  this 
isn’t  a  perfect  fix,  it’s  at 
least  better  than  the  sys¬ 
tem  we  have  in  place  now. 

A  better  solution  would

This 
way  businesses  and  schools 
could  keep  their  students 
or  employees  for  the  same 
amount  of  days  as  they 
were  planning  to  already. 
There  would  be  virtually 
no  negative  impact. 

However,  the  best  option 
would  be  a  combination 
of  the  two.  If  we  moved

We  would  see  genuine 
celebration  about  our  right 
to  vote,  and  that’s  already  a 
huge  jump  from  what  we 
have  now. 

There  are  systems  in 
place  right  now  to  alleviate 
the  unhappiness  with  vot¬ 
ing  on  a  Tuesday,  but  they 
are  more  of  a  semi-solu¬ 
tion  than  anything. 

It’s  common  knowl¬ 
edge  that  you  are  able  to 
vote  early,  whether  it  be 
by  mail  or  in  person.  This 
means  you  fill  out  your 
ballot,  sometimes  weeks, 
in  advance,  and  that  you 


are  able  to  skip  the  polling 
places  on  election  day.  This 
might  seem  like  a  great 
idea,  but  it’s  potentially 
problematic. 

This  is  because  when 
you  vote  in  advance,  you 
could  potentially  cast  your 
ballot  before  learning  ev¬ 
idence  that  would  change 
who  you  trust  to  be  presi¬ 
dent.  This  year’s  election 
is  a  perfect  example. 
People  were  able  to 
vote  before  Hillary 
Clinton  was  found 
not  guilty  of  crim¬ 
inal  activity  in  re¬ 
lation  to  her  email 
scandal,  and  before 
Donald  Trump  was 
accused  of  numerous 
scandals.  Many  people 
may  have  voted  for  either 
person  without  knowl¬ 
edge,  and  then  left  unable 
to  change  their  vote. 

While  we  may  not  be 
able  to  get  the  govern¬ 
ment  to  shift  election  day 
in  the  next  four  years,  the 
only  place  we  can  start  is 
with  each  of  you.  I  chal¬ 
lenge  you  all  to  speak  with 
your  teachers  and  employ¬ 
ers.  Explain  why  election 
day  is  an  important  day 
for  people  to  have  free.  If 
enough  places  start  to  re¬ 
spect  this,  we  might  start 
to  see  some  real  change 
happening  higher  up.

Yemen:  A  battle  of  five  armies 
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A  single  piece  of  bread 
falls  upon  the  dirt  road 
and  three  frail  creatures 
race  towards  it.  Their 
bones  can  be  seen,  their 
skin  just  barely  holding 
on  as  they  split  the  small 
piece  of  bread.  Although 
fungus  covers  the  bread 
with  its  green  hide  stick¬ 
ing  out  in  parts  of  it,  this  is 
the  only  sustenance  these 
people  will  get  in  the  com¬ 
ing  months. 

This  is  Yemen,  a  place 
where  according  to  the 
United  Nations  Office  for 
the  coordination  of  Hu¬ 
manitarian  Affairs,  14.4 
million  are  unable  to  meet 
the  basic  requirements  of 
food  (of  those  7.6  mil¬ 
lion  are  severely  food  de¬ 
prived).  While  everyone 
focuses  on  Syria  or  Iraq, 
Yemen  is  literally  crushed 
beneath  Saudi  Arabia 
while  backed  into  the  Gulf 
of  Aden. 

A  country  that  has  been 
torn  apart  by  five  armies. 
The  first  of  these  five  are 
the  Houthi  rebels,  better 


known  as  Ansar  Allah. 
These  are  Zaydi  Shias 
that  are  born  and  raised 
in  Yemen.  The  founder, 
Hussein  Bader  Addian 
al-Houthi,  had  originally 
started  this  out  as  a  pro¬ 
test  to  try  to  get  the  gov¬ 
ernment  to  straighten  the 
economy.  They  then  had 
to  gain  arms  as  a  means  of 
defense. 

The  second  of  these  is 
the  Aden  separatists  who 
have  basically  requested 
that  they  are  separated 
from  the  country.  They 
have  officially  declared 
their  independence.  The 
third  group  is  the  Mansur 
Al-Hadi  Group,  or  rather, 
the  Anti-Houthi  group. 
These  are  the  Sunnis  that 
live  in  Yemen  that  want  to 
crush  down  the  rebellion. 

The  fourth  of  these  are 
the  Saudi’s.  Saudi  Arabia, 
majority  “Sunni”  country 
is  one  that  is  greatly  afraid 
of  Iran,  and  Iran  is  a  very 
big  influence  on  Ansar 
Allah.  This  also  includes 
Al-Qaeda,  some  of  which 


were  granted  passage 
through  Saudi  Arabia.  The 
Al-Qaeda  has  seemingly 
joined  forces  with  Saudi 
Arabia. 

Now  I’m  sure  you're 
wondering  what  we  have 
to  do  with  all  this?  We  are 
the  fifth  battalion.  All  of 
the  weaponry  supplied  to 
Saudi  Arabia  comes  from 
the  United  States  while 
they  fill  our  pockets  with 
cold  hard  cash.  With  all 
this  coming  down  to  one 
country,  it  is  no  wonder 
that  it  is  falling  apart.  Thus 
far  only  Ansar  Allah  has 
requested  that  Yemen  stay 
together  and  try  to  work 
through  this. 

Mansur  Al-Hadi,  Ye¬ 
men’s  former  President 
retreated  to  Riyadh,  where 
he  is  receiving  “sanctuary”. 
With  Yemen  no  longer 
having  a  leader,  Ansar 
Allah  stepped  up  and  an¬ 
nounced,  Ali  Abdullah 
Saleh  as  a  means  to  try  to 
keep  the  country  together. 
However,  the  war  contin¬ 
ued  and  the  casualties  were 


beginning  to  skyrocket. 

Prince  Abdullah  Al- 
Saud,  Saudi  Arabia’s  am¬ 
bassador  to  the  United 
States  was  asked  if  they 
would  stop  using  clus¬ 
ter  weapons  on  Yemen. 
His  response  to  this  was: 
“This  is  like  the  question, 
‘Will  you  stop  beating 
your  wife?1”  Just  off  this  re¬ 
sponse,  it  is  easy  to  tell  that 
Saudi  Arabia  simply  wish¬ 
es  to  crush  Yemen  beneath 
its  feet.  Mr.  Saud  went  on 
to  say  that  the  Kingdom 
would  continue  bombing 
Ansar  Allah  in  Yemen  “no 
matter  what  it  takes.” 

Saudi  Arabia  blames 
Ansar  Allah  for  all  of  its 
problems.  “If  anyone  at¬ 
tacks  human  lives,  and  dis¬ 
turbs  the  border,  in  what¬ 
ever  region,  we’re  going 
to  continue  hitting  them, 
no  matter  what,”  he  said. 
However,  all  of  the  cluster 
ammunitions  that  Sau¬ 
di  Arabia  has  used  thus 
far  have  been  analyzed  by 
humanitarian  agencies. 
Their  weaponry  has  been 
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*3.5  million  people  out  of 
the  13.6  million  goal  has 
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assistanceby  humanitarian 
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deemed  illegal  by  several 
humanitarian  groups  and 
has  been  banned  under 
international  law  because 
of  the  indiscriminate 
damage  they  cause.  Saudi 
military  capabilities  have 
been  criticized  as  not  be¬ 
ing  sophisticated  enough 
to  avoid  targeting  civilian 
infrastructure,  causing  un¬ 
necessary  loss  of  life. 

Since  the  wars  started 
19  months  ago,  there  has 
been  an  average  of  113 
casualties  per  day.  Health 
facilities  reported  nearly 
6,500  people  killed  and 
more  than  31,400  injured. 
Over  the  same  period, 
more  than  848  children 
were  forcibly  recruited  as 
child  soldiers.  Alongside 
that  more  than  600  health 
facilities  and  1,600  schools 
remained  closed  due  to 
conflict-related  damages. 

Yemen  was  always  one 
of  the  poorest  Arab  na¬ 
tions,  however  since  the 
war  started  its  economy 
has  been  completely  erad¬ 
icated.  With  importing 


shut  down,  and  Yemen 
heavily  reliant  on  its  im¬ 
ports,  it  is  unable  to  supply 
the  basic  needs  to  its  peo¬ 
ple.  The  capital  of  Yemen, 
Sanaa,  has  dried  up  and 
no  longer  has  fresh  water 
to  supply  to  its  own  peo¬ 
ple  let  alone  the  rest  of  the 
country. 

However,  all  of  this 
takes  up  money,  money 
that  neither  the  people 
have  nor  does  the  govern¬ 
ment.  The  United  Nations 
Humanitarian  Affairs  have 
appealed  for  SI. 8  billion 
dollars  but  so  far  only  25 
percent  has  been  received. 

At  the  rate  that  Ye¬ 
men  is  going,  it  seems  as 
though  it  will  fall  apart 
and  neither  the  country 
nor  the  people  will  survive. 
Unable  to  provide  for  its 
basic  needs  and  with  only 
Ansar  Allah  as  their  basic 
fighters  for  the  country, 
Yemen  will  be  crushed  not 
only  by  Saudi  Arabia  but 
also  by  the  United  States.

Whether  the  sport  is 
football,  basketball,  base¬ 
ball,  or  any  other  profes¬ 
sional  or  Olympic  sport, 
athletes  do  use  medicinal 
marijuana.  Perhaps  those 
negative  connotations  that 
are  tied  to  marijuana  pre¬ 
vent  people  from  viewing 
athletes  that  way,  but  ath¬ 
letes  are  people  too,  and 
all  they  want  is  help  with- 


NFL  players,  226 
players  total,  questions 
about  medical  marijuana 
in  the  NFL.  They  asked 
these  players  if  they  have 
known  a  teammate  who 
used  medical  marijuana 
before  games,  and  22  per¬ 
cent  of  them  said  “yes.” 
That  is  10  percent  of  the 
226  players  who  partici¬ 
pated,  a  surprising  amount 
of  real  players  admitting 
to  knowing  other  players 
using  marijuana  before  a 
game. 

Players  can  get  away 
with  this  easier  than  one 
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would  expect.  According 
to  NFL  drug  test  policy, 
players  who  aren't  under 
suspicion  of  illegal  perfor¬ 
mance  enhancing  drugs 
only  get  tested  once  a  year.

It's 
also 
clear 
NFL  play¬ 
ers  not  only  agree  on 
the  overall  benefits  of  mar¬ 
ijuana  but  71  percent  want 
it  legalized  in  all  50  states. 
Wherever  these  players 
stand  on  the  drug  is  irrel¬ 
evant  because  the  point 
of  players  using  marijuana 
is  to  assist  in  easing  pain 


without  having  to  worry 
about  harmful  effects  from 
addiction.  People  can  be 
addicted  to  marijuana  but 
due  to  thousands  of  studies 
and  evidence  supporting 
the  health  benefits  of  mar¬ 
ijuana,  it  isn't  as  life  threat¬ 
ening  as  being  addicted  to 
painkillers. 

A  devastating  58  per¬ 
cent  of  players  have  known 
a  teammate  in  their  careers 
to  be  addicted  to  pain¬ 
killers.  That 


means  that  about 
131  players  know  a 
teammate  to  be  addicted, 
and  that  is  131  to  many. 
While  that  might  not

Imagine  if  it  was  the  entire 
NFL,  or  crossing  over  into 
other  sports  like  the  NBA, 
MLB,  NHL,  or  even  the 
NCAA. 

With  any  painkiller  there 
are  harmful  con¬ 
sequences 
to  taking 
it,  and 
with 


step  away  from  the  drug  or 
wanting  more  after  build¬ 
ing  up  a  tolerance.  While 
people  can  also  build  a 
tolerance  to  marijuana, 
players  would  still  be  able 
to  obtain  the  pain  relief 
without  the  high.

!  to  helmet  to  helmet  con¬ 
tact,  but  these  tackles  and 
hits  can  be  avoided  with¬ 
out  taking  away  an  aspect 
of  football  that  is  equally 
as  iconic  as  the  ball.  Oth¬ 
ers  put  blame  on  style  of 
play  defenders  have  when 
playing  and  bringing  down 
offensive  players,  but  the 
NFL  already  limits  the  de- 
'  fenders  so  much  and  make 
it  more  and  more  impos¬ 
sible  to  be  a  defender  in 
today’s  league.  So  if  it  isn’t 
’  the  game  itself,  or  helmets, 
j  than  it  is  just  how  the  NFL 
j  chooses  to  handle  the  poli¬ 
cy  for  concussions. 

Up  until  2009  the  NFL 
i  had  no  policy  in  place  for 
protocols  of  a  concussion 
after  they  are  initially  test- 
i  ed.  That  means  that  if  a 
;  player  indeed  had  a  con¬ 
cussion,  the  NFL  had  no 
policy  for  them  to  be  held 
to  the  sideline.  If  they  were 
j  well  enough  to  walk  and 

I  play  they  would  go  back  in 
the  game.  That  is  someone 
j  who  is  risking  brain  dam- 
!  age  to  play  football  and 
j  nobody  stopping.  Obvi¬ 
ously  this  was  an  issue  the 
NFL  fixed,  but  it  is  appall- 
!  ing  that  it  took  so  long  for 
it  to  be  fixed. 

I  Upgrades  have  been 
I  made  to  the  policy  since 
2009,  now  players  are  al¬ 


ways  evaluated  and  moni¬ 
tored  in  order  to  keep  the 
players  safe.  While  there 
is  improvement  in  certain 
areas,  there  are  still  big 
issues.  With  12  players 
that  are  unable  to  play  the 
reminding  of  the  season 
from  head,  neck,  and  con¬ 
cussion  injuries,  it  is  clear 
that  players  are  still  suffer¬ 
ing  from  the  lack  of  policy. 

Helmets  have  been  apart 
of  the  NFL  since  its  begin¬ 
ning.  When  they  were  first 
introduced  they  were  just 
cheap  leather  hats  that  did 
their  job.  They  have  grown 
in  size,  stature,  and  in  ap- 
pel.  At  this  point,  it  is  one 
of  the  most  iconic  parts  of 
football,  who  doesn’t  love 
staring  at  helmets  when 
you  are  sitting  at  the  game 
and  watching  the  players 
run  out  of  the  tunnel,  and 
you  see  all  of  them  run  by. 
Looking  at  the  helmets  is 
like  seeing  the  identity  of 
the  players,  not  just  who 
they  play  for,  but  the  pride 
that  they  take  in  being  the 
embodiment  of  the  logo 
they  dawn.  This  is  some¬ 
thing  that  players  and  fans 
don’t  want  taken  away. 

Another  area  of  con¬ 
troversy  is  how  the  de¬ 
fense  plays.  Nowadays  a 
defender  can’t  look  at  a 
offensive  player  the  wrong 
way  without  being  flagged 
for  something.  In  an  effort 
to  protect  its  players,  the 
NFL  has  added  rules  to 
keep  the  defense  in  check. 
However,  this  makes 
it  almost  impossi¬ 
ble  for  them  to 
play  at  the  level 
they  want  to  or 
that  they  could 
before  these 
rule  changes. 

While  certain 
rules  have  been 
good  ideas,  like 
the  unsportsmanlike 
conduct  rule  which 
states  that  if  any 
player  demonstrated 


unsportsmanlike  conduct, 
such  as  tackling  someone 
harshly,  intent  of  conflict¬ 
ing  pain,  starting  fights,  or 
offensive  gestures,  they  are 
removed  from  the  game. 

Why  is  it  that  people 
can’t  realize  that  in  any 
touch  sport  there  will  be 
injuries?  While  the  NFL 
is  aware  of  this  they  try 
to  steer  the  blame  on  as¬ 
pects  of  football  that  they 
have  incorporated.  Don’t 
blame  the  helmet  for  try¬ 
ing  to  give  protection. 
If  you  are  worried  about 
helmet  to  helmet  con¬ 
tact,  then  there  shouldn’t 
have  been  helmets,  at 
least  that’s  what  they  want 
you  to  think.  Even  if  hel¬ 
mets  are  removed,  there 
is  still  going  to  be  chanc¬ 
es  of  concussion,  or  now 
someone  is  exposed  head 
to  take  damage.  There  are 
penalties  and  fines  against 
players  who  are  caught 
tackling  helmet  to  helmet 
but,  while  it  could  be  very 
cosdy,  that  is  like  a  slap  on 
the  wrist,  while  the  player 
is  suffering. 

Don’t  blame  the  de¬ 
fender  for  doing  his  job 
and  doing  what  the  posi¬ 
tion  has  been  established 
to  do  for  decades.  Players 
are  expected  and  paid  to 
dish  out  and  take  hits,  so 
this  isn’t  something  that 
should  shock  anyone. 


Unless  the  defender  has 
done  something  deemed 
an  illegal  hit,  or  has  broken 
the  rules  and  it  has  been 
reviewed,  then  the  defend¬ 
ers  shouldn’t  get  their  jobs 
diminished  for  the  idea  of 
the  game  being  ‘unsafe’.  If 
Roger  Goodell  feels  that 
the  NFL  is  still  too  unsafe 
to  play,  then  that  is  an  issue 
that  will  come  back  to  him. 
That  is  something  he  and 
the  owners  need  to  solve. 

So  if  you  can’t  blame 
the  players,  can’t  blame 
the  helmets,  and  you  can’t 
blame  the  rules,  well  who 
or  what  can  you  put  blame 
on?  The  answer  to  that 
honestly  is  football.  Foot¬ 
ball  is  a  dangerous  pass 
time,  but  it  is  a  respected 
sport  that  many  in  Amer¬ 
ica  love,  it  is  an  American 
tradition.  Officials  can  do 
their  best  to  try  to  make 
the  game  as  safe  as  possible 
but  they  won’t  be  able  to 
do  that  if  they  are  still  too 
busy  trying  to  find  what  is 
to  blame  and  not  educat¬ 
ing  the  players,  people,  and 
coaches  of  these  dilemmas 
and  how  they  can  do  their 
best  to  avoid  them.  That  is 
all  anyone  can  really  do. 
The  NFL 


needs  to  set  a  better  exam¬ 
ple  for  these  types  of  pro¬ 
tocols  because  of  how  rel¬ 
evant  they  are.  They  need 
to  stop  beating  around 
the  bush  and  come  up 
with  better  ways  to  edu¬ 
cate  and  communicate  the 
importances  of  safety  to 
the  teams,  and  make  sure 
players  are  abiding  by  the 
rules  as  closely  as  they  can 
so  they  don’t  get  injured. 
This  is  what  they  need  to 
do  a  better  job  at  regulat¬ 
ing.  Especially  since  other 
organizations  look  up  to 
the  NFL,  like  the  NCAA, 
and  closer  to  COD,  the 
NJCAA.  That  dawns  even 
more  questions,  if  the  pro¬ 
fessional  league  can’t  get 
the  policies  right,  then 
how  could  the  N/JCAA? 

“The  most  important 
thing  is  we  educated  play¬ 
ers  and  coaches  on  how  to 
avoid  concussions,  make 
practices  safer,  and  make 
sure  people  they  under¬ 
stand  protocol.”  COD 
trainer  Anne  Hinley  says 
about  the  most  important 
way  to  avoid  these  injuries. 
Just  like  in  the  pro  world, 
here  at  COD  there  is  an 
extensive  process  for  con¬ 
cussions.  The  trainers  here 
make  sure  that  the  players 
are  thor¬ 
oughly 
evalu- 


from  memory,  to  what 
their  symptoms  could  be, 
making  sure  that  everyone 
understands  that  it  doesn’t 
matter  how  highly  ranked 
symptoms  might  be,  a  con¬ 
cussion  is  a  concussion  end 
of  story.  This  is  the  type  of 
mentality  that  I  think  even 
the  pro  world  can  learn 
from. 

Sports  are  a  give  and 
take,  no  matter  what  you 
play,  there  will  always  be 
a  risk  of  health.  Players 
commit  to  the  game  and 
should  be  aware  of  these 
dangers.  Everyone  needs 
to  stop  trying  to  put  blame 
on  reasons  why  they  hap¬ 
pen,  and  focus  on  how  we 
can  TRY  to  prevent  them 
and  the  best  way  they  can 
do  that.  We  will  never 
see  a  world  where  inju¬ 
ries  in  sports  aren’t  a  risk, 
but  hopefully  we  will  see 
the  world  evolve  and  have 
better  policies  in  place  to 
keep  them  as  safe  as  pos¬ 
sible. in  sports  are  unavoid¬ 
able,  people  risking  their 
health  for  a  sport  they 
love.  However,  organiza¬ 
tions  put  many  rales  in 
place  to  protect  the  health 
of  the  players.  One  of  the 
most  dangerous  injuries 
are  concussions.  That  is  the 
number  one  injury  that  is 
attempted  to  prevent,  but 
like  I  said  earlier,  they  can’t

phone  Calls.”  The  song 
uses  a  phone’s  ringtone 
to  separate  verses  from 
the  chorus,  and  provides 
an  interesting  format. 
However,  ASAP  Rocky’s 
first  verse  going  back  and 
forth  with  another  ASAP 
Mob  member  dragged 
and  blended  in  with  the 
terrible  beat  in  the  back 
of  the  track.  Additionally, 
Tyler,  the  Creator’s  cameo 
on  the  second  verse  made 
the  song  sound  cheesy 
and  bland.  His  deep,  an¬ 
gry  voice  was  muffled  by 
the  dual-toned  baseline 
jumping  back  and  forth, 
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ASAP  Mob’s  newest 
mixtape,  “Cozy  Tapes: 
Vol.  1  Friends  -”  is  one  of 
the  most  boring  and  re¬ 
petitive  albums  I’ve  heard 
in  a  long  time.  I  appreci¬ 
ate  experimenting  with 
style  and  demo-sounding 
tracks  if  it  shows  how  far 
an  artist  has  progressed 
in  his  craft,  but  this  mix- 
tape  is  a  stagnation  and 
possibly  a  degeneration 
of  quality  coming  from 
ASAP  Mob.  There  isn’t 
anything  to  make  me 
listen  to  this  album  ever 
again,  and  it’s  deafeningly 
frustrating. 

Every  single  track  has 
the  same  exact  ambiance. 

All  12 


distant,  boring  and  awful 
lyricism,  coupled  with 
triplet  hi-tops  and  basic 
bass  lines,  leaving  noth¬ 
ing  to  be  desired.  The 
two  breakout  stars  of  the 
group,  ASAP  Rocky  and 
ASAP  Ferg,  are  the  only 
people  in  the  group  with 
any  semblance  of  clear 
skill,  while  everyone  else 
lags  behind  significantly. 
They  all  follow  archetyp¬ 
al  gangster  rap  cadences. 
The  distant  mixing  of 
their  performances  paired 
with  their  deliverance 
held  back  the  final  prod¬ 
uct. 

The  only  song  that 
has  any  sort  of  unique 
sound  is  the  final  track 


which  made  the  track  feel 
like  a  rushed  mix  of  un¬ 
impressive  sounds. 

“Telephone  Calls”  had 
potential,  but  the  horrible 
mixing  provided  nothing 
to  be  salvaged.  The  major 
problem  with  this  en¬ 
tire  album  is  the  obvious 
lack  of  inspiration.  ASAP 
Rocky’s  debut  album  was 
punchy,  had  real  fire  be¬ 
hind  the  lyrics  and  put 
the  entire  ASAP  Mob 
on  the  map.  Ever  since 
the  group's  debut  success 
behind  Rocky’s  debut,  ev¬ 
ery  album  released  by  any 


member,  including  Rocky 
himself,  has  been  below 
par  and  uninspired.  The 
group  has  obviously  given 
up  on  being  experimen¬ 
tal,  which  was  what  made 
them  so  exciting  to  listen 
to  in  the  first  place. 

ASAP  stands  for  “Al¬ 
ways  Strive  and  Prosper,” 
and  the  group  has  obvi¬ 
ously  forgotten  the  mean¬ 
ing  behind  their  motto. 
Before  this  release,  ASAP 
Ferg’s  debut  release,  “AL¬ 
WAYS  STRIVE  AND 
PROSPER”  was  a  col¬ 
lection  of  boring  and 
unenthused  hip  hop.  It 
was  absolutely  forgetta¬ 
ble  and  lacked  any  lus¬ 
ter.  ASAP  Rocky’s 


last  release,  “AT.LONG. 
LAST.ASAP,”  had  a  few 
punchy  tracks  like  “LSD” 
and  “Everyday,”  but  the 
overall  collection  left  me 
starving  for  his  previous 
caliber. 

The  drop  in  quali¬ 
ty  could  be  due  to  the 
passing  of  ASAP  Yams 
in  2015,  who  assisted  in 
crafting  ASAP  Rocky’s 
debut  album  “LONG. 
LIVE.ASAP,”  or  it  could 
be  due  to  the  group  be¬ 
ing  cozy  in  their  current 
limelight.  Nonetheless, 
either  reason  doesn’t  ex¬ 
cuse  their  poor  lyricism 
and  tiresome  sound. 
Don’t  bother  listening  to 
this  mixtape.

Q&A:  COD's  new  Associate  Dean  of  Counseling  and  Advising 

Vandy  Manyeh  -  Reporter 


When  the  fiscal  year  2016 
draft  audit  report  was  re¬ 
leased,  it  showed  that  the 
position  of  Associate  Dean 
of  Counseling  and  Advis¬ 
ing  was  vacant.  This  posi¬ 
tion  under  Student  Affairs 
was  recently  filled  with  the 
appointment  of  Nathania 
Montes,  a  long  time  coun¬ 
selor  and  professor  at  the  col¬ 
lege.  She  is  now  responsible 
for  steering  the  affairs  of  the 
college's  counseling  and  ad¬ 
vising  office  as  it  seeks  to  help 
students  and  community 
members  with  personalized 
services  and  comprehensive 
resources  designed  to  ensure 
student  success  in  all  phases 
of  academic,  career  and 
personal  development.  The 
Courier  news  reporter  sat 
down  with  Montes  to  get  a 
feel  for  her  new  position  and 
to  discuss  some  of  the  issues 
students  here  are  faced  with. 

Vandy:  Can  you  tell  me 
who  Nathania  Montes  is? 

Nathania  Montes:  I  was 
born  and  raised  in  Down¬ 
ers  Grove,  so  I  am  a  local 
person  and  always  grew 
up  with  COD  in  the  back. 
In  terms  of  being  here,  my 
background  has  been  pri¬ 
marily  counseling.  I  have 
a  bachelor’s  degree  in  psy¬ 
chology,  a  master’s  degree 
in  counseling  psychology 
and  a  Ph.D.  in  counseling 


psychology  as  well.  So  I  am 
really  kind  of  student  ser- 
vices-based.  And  when  the 
opportunity  emerged  for  a 
leadership  position  within 
counseling  and  advising,  it 
seems  like  the  next  step  in 
terms  of,  really  instead  of, 
focusing  on  the  one-on- 
one  interactions  I’ve  had 
with  students  for  the  last 
14  years,  to  working  on  a 
more  systemic  program¬ 
ming.  How  can  I  impact 
more  students  through 
the  services  we  offer  in 
the  department?  In  this 
position,  I  can  help  em¬ 
power  all  of  the  counselors 
to  reach  more  students. 

VM:  What  measures 
do  you  have  in  place  to 
assist  students  who  have 
been  placed  on  academ¬ 
ic  probation?  And  does 
your  office  help  to  im¬ 
prove  students'  success? 

NM:  Right  now,  any¬ 
time  a  student  has  been 
placed  on  academic  proba¬ 
tion,  once  their  GPA  goes 
below  2.0,  there  is  a  whole 
place  down  in  student’s 
registration  that  requires 
students  to  meet  with  a 
counselor  before  they  can 
register  for  classes  for  the 
next  term.  So  that  is  a  kind 
of  trigger  in  many  ways 
for  a  student  to  come  and 
meet  with  a  counselor.  Re¬ 


ally  what  we  want  to  find 
out  is,  what  is  happening 
that  you  aren’t  able  to  be 
successful  in  your  classes. 
Sometimes  it  can  be  per¬ 
sonal  issues  that  may  be 
in  the  way.  Sometimes  it 
can  be  learning  difficul¬ 
ties,  the  student  is  having 
a  hard  time  in  terms  of 
grasping  the  informa¬ 
tion,  or  it  could  be  trying 
to  connect  them  with  the 
right  resources,  like  the 
learning  commons,  or  with 
tutoring  or  whatever  it  is 
that  the  student  needs.  The 
forced  interaction  really 
allows  for  a  conversation 
where  we  can  really  work 
with  the  students  to  think 
about  what  they  need  to 
be  successful  and  how  we 
can  help  with  that  success. 

V  VI  COD  has  been 
seen  as  a  place  for  students 
who  are  still  undecided 
after  high  school.  How 
has  your  office  assisted 
these  students  to  select  a 
major  and  stay  at  COD? 

NM:  A  lot  of  time  when 
students  declare  that  they 
are  undecided,  what  hap¬ 
pens  is  when  they  meet 
with  a  counselor  we  can 
go  in  one  or  two  ways, 
that  is  where  the  career 
counseling  piece  comes  in. 
Career  counseling  really 
helps  a  student  in  choos¬ 
ing  a  major,  and  once  you 
decide  what  area  you  want 
to  go  into,  there  is  a  pro¬ 
cess  from  the  major  to  the 
job.  The  counselor  will  sit 
down  with  the  students 
and  explore  their  val¬ 
ues,  goals,  what  are  their 
skills  and  sometimes  do 
a  lot  of  career  assessment 
to  narrow  it  down  to  see 
what  they  are  interested 
in  and  good  at.  Then  we 


encourage  the  student  to 
take  some  classes  in  their 
areas  of  interest.  We  ask 
them  to  meet  with  some 
faculty  members  to  talk 
about  some  of  the  careers 
in  those  areas  and  see  how 
that  fit  from  job  shadow¬ 
ing  to  internship  opportu¬ 
nities  so  that  student  feels 
really  comfortable  with 
their  choice.  Lastly,  we 
try  to  find  some  transfer 
schools  that  will  fit  in  well. 

M  Is  the  counsel¬ 
ing  and  advising  office  a 
place  students  take  ad¬ 
vantage  of?  How  many 
appointments  do  you 
have  per  day  on  average? 

NM:  I  don’t  know  the 
exact  number  on  average. 
But  if  you  think  about 
the  number  of  employees 
we  have  on  staff,  we  have 
nine  full-time  counselors, 
23  part-time  counselors, 
an  additional  nine  of  what 
we  call  program  advisors. 
All  of  them  have  appoint¬ 
ments  and  more  flexible 
time  that  they  can  answer  a 
quick  question  and  things 
like  that.  They  are  defi¬ 
nitely  accessible.  I  think  a 
lot  of  time  students  don’t 
know  about  the  services 
that  we  offer  here,  and  a 
lot  of  time  students  believe 
I’ve  got  to  sign  up  for  my 
classes,  and  I  need  to  meet 
with  a  counselor,  not  real¬ 
ly  understanding  all  of  the 
other  things  they  can  work 
on  with  their  counselors  as 
well.  So,  counseling  isn’t  let 
me  go  pick  up  my  classes. 
It  is  more  of  how  do  I  work 
my  counselors  or  advisors 
to  come  up  with  my  edu¬ 
cational  plan,  because  that 
plan  is  a  pathway  through 
your  whole  time  at  COD. 
You  can  see  how  the  class¬ 


es  link  together,  and  how 
they  can  get  me  to  my  goal. 

How  effective  has 
the  counseling  and  ad¬ 
vising  office  been  when 
it  comes  to  dealing  with 
students  from  diverse 
backgrounds  at  COD? 

NM:  The  counseling 
and  advising  center  val¬ 
ues  diversity.  Many  of 
our  counselors  are  trained 
experts  in  multicultural 
counseling  and  also  just 
in  terms  of  overall  diver¬ 
sity  leadership  and  train¬ 
ing  as  well.  So  several  of 
our  counselors  are  actually 
the  people  who  go  out  to 
do  diversity  training  and 
programming  for  the  col¬ 
lege.  We  really  focus  on 
understanding  the  whole 
student,  whether  it  be 
gender,  culture,  ethnici¬ 
ty,  race,  and  how  that  fits 
into  a  student  experience 
at  COD.  Through  profes¬ 
sional  development  op¬ 
portunities,  we  make  sure 
that  the  counselors  are  up 
to  date  on  trends  in  coun¬ 
seling  and  advising.  And 
also  many  of  our  counsel¬ 
ors  are  advisors  to  different 
groups  and  clubs  as  well. 

'  M:  Amid  the  urge 
for  more  students  to  con¬ 
sider  the  STEM  majors, 
how  has  your  office  been 
able  to  effectively  assist 
students  with  a  desire  to 
pursue  a  STEM  major? 

NM:  Again,  our  role  in 
counseling  and  advising  is 
not  to  decide  the  major  for 
the  student.  Our  role  is  to 
have  as  much  information 
and  as  many  different  pro¬ 
grams  as  possible  so  that 
then  if  an  interest  emerges 
for  a  student,  then  we  say 
let’s  see  what  COD  of¬ 


fers.  Now,  typically  when 
a  student  just  expresses 
any  kind  of  interest,  a  lot 
of  what  we  talk  about  is: 
Why  you  don’t  try  this 
class?  Why  don’t  you  talk 
to  an  engineering  faculty 
member?  We  are  the  tour 
guide,  but  the  students 
point  out  what  things  they 
want  to  make  sure  they 
see.  The  students  direct 
the  path,  and  we  are  like 
the  information  provider. 

V  M  What  are  the  some 
of  the  major  concerns  from 
students  here  at  the  COD? 

NM:  Students  at  COD 
have  a  lot  going  on.  A  lot 
of  students  in  addition  to 
being  a  student  are  work¬ 
ing.  Students  have  fami¬ 
lies.  Students  have  a  long 
commute,  and  a  lot  of  stu¬ 
dents  don’t  have  the  time. 
Every  student  is  dealing 
with  something  a  little  bit 
different,  but  a  lot  of  what 
we  hear  about  is  students 
feel  that  they  are  under 
a  lot  of  stress.  They  feel 
like  they  are  under  a  lot 
of  pressure  to  balance  the 
different  aspects  of  their 
lives,  and  students  feel 
crunched  by  time.  Stu¬ 
dents  are  also  faced  with 
financial  issues;  they  are 
struggling  with  how  can  I 
go  to  school  and  work  at 
the  same  time  and  do  well.

Then:  Sports  reporter,  class  of '77 
Now:  Founder  and  President  of  Divchcart. 
Honored  as  the  West  Suburban  Philanthropic  Network 
Humanitarian  of  the  Year. 


Jim  Elliott  attend¬ 
ed  COD  as  a  journalism 
major,  covering  the  state 
championship-winning 
hockey  team  for  the  Couri¬ 
er.  After  graduation  he  was 
offered  a  job  at  the  Chica¬ 
go  Tribune  and  moved  to 
radio  and  television.  Elliott 
followed  a  20-  year  dream 
in  2001  when  he  founded 
his  non-profit,  Diveheart, 
where  he  works  every  day 
without  collecting  a  salary. 
Elliott  is  a  noted  Rotarian 
and  has  been  featured  in 
Money  magazine.  Success 
magazine,  CNN,  ABC7 
and  more. 

Caroline:  How  long 
were  you  on  the  Courier, 
and  what  was  your  experi¬ 
ence  like? 

Jim  Elliot:  I  came  here 


from  Downers  North. 
Bill  Kurtis  spoke  here 
and  really  inspired  me  to 
get  serious  about  journal¬ 
ism.  I  went  from  here  to 
Northern  Illinois  Univer¬ 
sity.  I  went  from  writing 
to  the  advertising  side. 
The  Tribune  recruited  me 
right  out  of  school,  then 
moved  to  WGN  radio  and 
I  helped  start  up  CLTV 
news,  then  I  left  and  start¬ 
ed  teaching  people  with 
disabilities  and  incorporat¬ 
ed  Diveheart  in  2001. 

C:  What  was  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  Diveheart  like  and 
what  have  you  worked  on? 

JE:  I  did  it  because  my 
daughter  is  blind,  and 
downhill  skiing  turned 
her  life  around.  I’ve  been 
guiding  and  teaching 
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blind  skiers  since  the  '80s. 
I  saw  a  lot  of  people's  lives 
build  self-confidence  and 
self-esteem,  and  skiing  did 
it.  I  thought,  'If  skiing  can 
do  this,  1  know  what  div¬ 
ing  can  do  because  there’s 
no  gravity.’ 

I  was  mainly  thinking 
of  people  with  physical 
disabilities.  I  learned  how 
to  dive  here  at  COD.  I 
thought  it  would  be  an¬ 
other  arrow  in  my  quiver 
as  a  journalist.  It’s  the  clos¬ 
est  thing  there  is  to  flying 
and  being  an  astronaut. 
So,  I  started  working  with 
people  with  disabilities 
and  had  no  idea  it  was  go¬ 
ing  to  go  where  it’s  gone. 

We  are  doing  research 
with  university  medical 
centers  all  over  the  coun¬ 
try.  We  found  there's  an 
extra  output  of  serotonin 
in  the  human  body  if  we 
get  people  deep  enough.  It 
helps  with  pain  manage¬ 
ment  and  anxiety.  People 
with  chronic  spinal  pain 
for  10  or  15  years,  if  we  get 
them  deep  enough,  they 
can  be  pain  free  for  up  to 
three  weeks. 

We  did  the  first  study  of 
autism  and  scuba  therapy 
with  Northwestern  Uni¬ 
versity.  It’s  pretty  exciting. 
We  became  a  training  pro¬ 


gram.  I  just  got  back  from 
Malaysia  yesterday,  and  we 
were  training  people  there, 
then  took  people  with  dis¬ 
abilities  on  a  trip  as  well. 
We  teach  instructors  all 
over  the  world.  We’ve  done 
programs  in  China,  Aus¬ 
tralia,  Israel,  the  UK,  all 
over  the  Caribbean,  hun¬ 
dreds  of  cities  in  the  US. 
We’ve  spun  off  25  other 
non-profits  to  do  similar 
stuff  that  we  do. 

I  used  all  the  skills  I 
learned  at  COD  as  a  jour¬ 
nalist  and  also  throughout 
my  media  career.  I  use  all 
those  tools  to  help  make 
things  happen  with  Dive¬ 
heart.  It's  been  very  excit¬ 
ing. 

C :  You  mention  you  and 
your  daughter  downhill 
skiing  together  being  an 
inspiration,  how  did  you 
two  find  downhill  skiing? 

JE:  When  they  main¬ 
streamed  [Erin]  with 
sighted  kids,  they  teased 
her  on  the  playground 
because  her  eyes  darted 
back  and  forth.  They  never 
learned  to  track  right.  She 
could  technically  read  a 
two  inch  letter  about  half 
an  inch  from  her  right  eye, 
so  she  said,  ‘I  can  read.  I’m 
like  everybody  else.  I  don’t 
understand  why  they’re 


teasing  me.’  She  threw 
down  her  cane  and  refused 
to  learn  braille.  So  now  I 
was  like,  well,  what  do  I 
do  with  this  blind  kid  who 
doesn’t  want  to  be  blind? 

I  was  at  WGN  radio  at 
the  time.  An  announcer 
said,  ‘I’m  going  to  hook 
you  up  with  this  guy  who 
does  downhill  siding.’  So 
when  she’d  go  back  to 
school  the  kids  would  ask 
her,  ‘What  did  you  do  over 
the  weekend?’  And  she'd 
say,  ‘Oh,  I  went  skiing.’  All 
of  a  sudden  she  was  the 
cool  kid. 

It’s  really  interesting,  re¬ 
search  has  shown  the  very 
first  pull  session  is  really 
powerful.  It's  not  Johnny  in 
the  wheelchair;  it’s  Johnny 
the  scuba  diver,  and  then 
he  goes,  ‘Wow,  what  else 
can  I  do?’  We’ve  had  a  lot 
of  people  who  have  very 
sedentary  lifestyles  go  on 
to  do  really  cool  stuff  be¬ 
cause  they  go,  ‘If  I  can  scu¬ 
ba  dive,  I  can  do  anything.’ 
So  few  people  dive.  It's 
really  cool  when  somebody 
with  a  disability  can  do  it. 

C:  How  did  you  make 
the  move  from  media  to  a 
non-profit? 

JE:  Since  the  ‘80s  I  had 
been  wondering  how  we 
could  do  the  same  thing 


with  diving  as  we  were  ski¬ 
ing.  When  the  kids  were 
grown  and  gone,  I  kind 
of  pulled  the  trigger.  I  was 
divorced,  and  I  thought  if 
I  left  with  my  best  year  in 
TV,  if  1  screw  up,  I  could 
just  go  back.  Luckily  I 
didn’t  screw  up,  and  here 

Later  this  month,  we  are 
talking  to  the  city  of  Au¬ 
rora  and  a  developer  about 
building  the  world’s  deep¬ 
est  warm  water  pool  to  rep¬ 
licate  some  of  the  things 
we’ve  seen.  At  Hopkins, 
we  found  the  serotonin 
thing,  and  we’ve  been  at  it 
for  a  while.  We've  been  af¬ 
ter  it  since  '08.  It  all  started 
here  with  journalism  and 
with  scuba  diving. 

C  How  does  it  feel 
coming  back  and  seeing 
COD  now  as  a  Distin¬ 
guished  Alumni? 

JE:  It  was  trailers.  It’s 
cool.  It's  so  cool  to  be  here 
for  this  reason  and  to  be 
able  to  work  with  all  the 
different  departments  to 
work  on  things  we  want 
to  do.  We  want  to  have  in¬ 
terns  from  COD.  I’d  love 
to  help  students  in  all  the 
areas  we're  good  at  like  PR 
and  marketing.  It’s  really 
a  huge  honor.  They  had 
quite  a  few  nominations. 
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Linda  C.  Feltman’s  fam¬ 
ily  never  imagined  their 
daughter  would  want  to 
attend  college.  Though 
Feltman  rather  had  gone 
somewhere  else,  she  found 
herself  stuck  with  the 
College  of  DuPage.  Her 
mustang  got  stuck  in  the 
mud  on  her  first  day.  She 
went  from  trailer  to  trail¬ 
er  for  class,  but  she  looks 


back  at  her  time  at  COD 
to  be  the  most  influen¬ 
tial  time  of  her  life.  She 
was  nominated  by  Roy 
Grundy,  a  lifelong  friend 
she  met  at  the  college.  At 
Penn  State,  she  has  been 
awarded  the  Dean’s  Ex¬ 
cellence  Award  for  Out¬ 
standing  Faculty  Affiliate 
twice,  as  well  as  curating 
the  No.  1  ranked  United 


States  partner  for  Global 
Entrepreneurship  Week. 

Caroline:  What  is  it  like 
coming  back  to  the  col¬ 
lege  and  seeing  its  growth 
since  you  graduated? 

Linda  Feltman:  It’s  sur¬ 
real.  Simply  incredulous.  I 
said  earlier,  I  have  no  com¬ 
pass  here.  Courier  was  in  a 
house  from  1820  or  some¬ 
thing.  It  was  cold  in  the 
winter,  hot  in  the  summer. 
We  put  up  with  it.  We  had 
M,  K  and  A  for  buildings 
and  a  bunch  of  trailers.  I’m 
incredulous.  I  am  so  proud 
to  say  I  am  a  part  of  this. 
And  I  hope  I  have  lived 
enough  that  I  remember 
there  were  mentors  here. 
All  of  these  people,  par¬ 
ticularly  [Grundy],  had  a 
piece  of  who  I  ended  up 
being  today.  I  look  back 
and  I  think,  ‘What  if  this 
hadn’t  been  here?’  I  don’t 
know.  My  parents  had  no 
money.  They  were  blue-col¬ 
lared  workers.  It  all  goes 
back  to  expectations,  and 
they  never  expected  their 
daughter  to  want  to  go  to 
college.  It  was  amazing.  I 
feel  so  blessed  to  be  back 
here  and  experiencing  this. 

C:  How  did  you  end 
up  at  COD,  and  how 
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has  it  influenced  you? 

LF  The  reason  I  keep 
doing  this  is  that  it  is  so 
inspirational  working  with 
students.  I  have  a  lot  of 
fun,  and  I  feel  very  lucky. 
A  lot  of  this  goes  back  to 
COD.  I  look  back,  and  if 
I  hadn’t  have  gone  here,  I 
don’t  know  what  would 
have  happened.  He’s  the 
one  that  nominated  me. 
If  I  had  gone  to  one  of 
those  other  colleges,  I 
would  have  been  lost  in  the 
crowd.  The  likelihood  for 
me  to  be  able  to  take  it  to  a 
leadership  level,  this  place 
gave  me  the  opportunity. 
I  had  mentors  here.  I  had 
people  that  believWWed 
in  me  that  didn’t  believe  I 
had  to  get  married.  I  got  a 
job  at  the  Courier,  which 
was  awesome.  Gordon 
Richmond  was  my  advi¬ 
sor.  We  were  an  awesome 
team,  but  we  were  wild. 
I  look  back,  and  it  took 
me  years  to  understand 
this,  but  the  opportuni¬ 
ties  here,  me  being  able  to 
take  that  leadership  op¬ 
portunity,  this  was  where 
it  started.  I  try  to  give 
that  back  to  my  students. 
I  try  to  believe  in  them. 
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Remic  Ensweiler  was 
hired  as  the  new  manag¬ 
er  of  the  Russell  R.  Kirt 
Prairie  in  an  attempt  to 
mend  the  rocky  relation¬ 
ship  between  the  natural 
area  and  College  of  DuP- 
age.  While  he  has  only 
been  here  a  short  while, 
he  has  accomplished  more 
than  his  fair  share  and  has 
great  plans  for  the  future. 

Most  of  the  time  you 
can  find  Ensweiler  work¬ 
ing  outside.  “I  hand  pull, 
cut  and  spray  weeds,”  said 
Ensweiler.  “I  cut  down 
small  trees.  That’s  a  big 
part  of  it.” 

On  a  day-to-day  basis, 
you  can  find  him  doing  a 
number  of  things  based  on 
the  season.  “I’ll  be  spread¬ 
ing  seeds  on  the  earth  to¬ 
morrow,”  said  Ensweiler. 

His  work  consists  of 
a  large  amount  of  labor. 
This  can  mean  anything 
from  cutting  and  digging 
out  the  root  system  of 
small  trees  to  chainsaw¬ 
ing  down  larger  ones.  It

also  involved  preparing 
the  earth  for  the  spring 
to  come  and  making  sure 
seeds  that  are  able  to  lay 
dormant  through  winter 
are  in  place  and  ready  to

Ensweiler  has  big 
dreams  for  the  future  of 
our  prairie.  “  I  would  re¬ 
ally  like  to  get  entrenched 
with  other  agencies  in  the 
area,  said  Ensweiler.  “Fer- 
milab,  Argonne  Nation¬ 
al  Laboratory,  Midewin 
National  Tallgrass  Prairie, 
they  all  have  an  orga¬ 
nization  called  ‘Friends 
of’  (Friends  of  Midewin, 
Friends  of  Argonne,  etc.). 
This  is  a  nonprofit  that  is 
there  to  protect  the  prai-

rie. 

He  goes  on  to  discuss 
the  thought  process  be¬ 
hind  such  an  idea.  “Pres¬ 
ident  [Robert]  Brueder 
came  in  and  he  decided 
that  he  didn’t  like  the  prai¬ 
rie.  He  came  in  and  basi¬ 
cally  wanted  to  get  rid  of 
it.  Luckily  he  wasn’t  able 


to,  simply  because  of  the 
logistics  of  it.  But  that 
those  logistical  roadblocks 
not  been  there,  he  proba¬ 
bly  would  have  been  able 
to.  So  what  I  want  to  do  is 
build  a  coalition  of  com¬ 
munity  members  of  stu¬ 
dents,  staff  members  and 
faculty  and  myself,  as  well 
as  whatever  other  stake¬ 
holders  are  there.  I  want 
to  create  a  ‘Friends  of  the 
COD  Prairie’  Founda- 

-  n 

tion. 

Ensweiler  has  also  spent 
a  lot  of  time  focusing  on 
the  administrative  side  of 
our  prairie’s  management. 

“A  big  part  of  my  job 
here  has  been  raising  the 
brand  and  community 
outreach  of  the  prairie.” 

He  has  certainly  done 
his  fair  share.  This  se¬ 
mester  alone  he  has  had 
approximately  215  people 
volunteer  and  put  in  475 
hours  this  semester. 

He’s  also  updated  the 
school’s  official  prairie 
tours  to  the  public.  “Those 


have  been  here  since  2009. 
The  biology  faculty  did 
around  one  or  two  a  year. 
But  there  wasn’t  some¬ 
body  specifically  there  to 
steward  the  prairie.  Not 
only  to  be  its  protector  but 
to  be  its  voice  within  the 
community.” 

After  attending  many 
conferences,  Ensweiler 
hopes  to  soon  be  speaking 
at  them  and  sharing  in¬ 
formation  about  the  great 
resource  we  have  right  in 
our  backyard. 

He  has  also  been  help¬ 
ful  in  saving  and  raising 
money  for  the  school  to 
put  back  into  the  prairie 
fund. 

“I  conduct  prescribed 
burns.  By  doing  it  in- 
house,  we’re  saving  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars,”  said 
Ensweiler.  “Whereas  in 
the  past  seven  years,  when 
the  previous  prairie  man¬ 
ager  left,  they’ve  had  to 
contract  it  out.  It’s  been  a 
boom  for  the  ecology  and 
for  College  of  Dupage  to 


be  able  to  do  that  sort  of 
thing. 

The  seed  processing  is  a 
valuable  commodity,”  En¬ 
sweiler  continued.  “We’ve 
harvested  over  40  species 
of  native  plant  seed.For 
example,  onion,  which  I 
have  a  lot  of,  costs  $170 
for  less  than  a  pound. 
We’ve  gained  a  lot  of 
monetary  value,  as  well  as 
ecological  value.” 

His  work  here  on  cam¬ 
pus  has  helped  the  prop¬ 
agation  of  the  greenhouse 
and  upgrade  trail  main¬ 
tenance.  “Now  people 
can  walk  through  them,” 
he  kidded.  “I  just  have  to 
convince  people  to  actual¬ 
ly  use  it.” 

Ensweiler  wants  to  be 
as  approachable  to  stu¬ 
dents  as  he  can  be,  and  he 
works  hard  at  creating  op¬ 
portunities  for  them. 

“When  I  was  in  school, 
I  would  have  loved  to 
have  had  the  opportuni¬ 
ty  that’s  offered  here  for 
volunteering  on  the  prai¬ 


rie,”  said  Einsweiler.  “I 
can  be  a  good  education 
resource  for  [students], 
and  if  they  work  well  for 
me  I  can  be  a  reference  for 
them.  That’s  invaluable  for 
someone  who  wants  to  go 
into  this  field.” 

When  asked  what  he 
hoped  for  in  the  prai¬ 
rie’s  relationship  with  the 
school,  his  answer  was  a 
simple  one:  “We’re  hoping 
to  get  a  couple  benches 
built  from  the  construc¬ 
tion  department,  and 
maybe  a  picnic  table  or 
two.  I  want  the  students 
to  know  we  are  trying  to 
make  it  a  place  that  they 
can  actually  utilize.”

College  of  Dupage 
proudly  claims  itself  to  be 
a  school  “rich  with  diversi¬ 
ty.”  But  when  one  of  their 
own  minority  groups  need 
the  school's  help,  they’re 
left  as  an  afterthought. 
Following  the  unan¬ 
nounced  disappearance  of 
COD’s  prayer  and  medi¬ 
tation  room,  the  Muslim 
Student  Association  has 
been  stuck  with  the  col¬ 
lege’s  leftovers  as  a  place 
to  practice  their  faith. 

While  the  MSA  is 
thankful  for  having  a  place 
to  gather  and  pray,  there 
are  significant  problems 
with  space.  The  makeshift 
“temporary  meditation 
room”  is  still  an  active 
kitchen.  Whether  it  be 
the  large  refrigerator  in 
the  right-hand  corner  or 
the  room’s  eight  by  10  ft. 
dimensions,  it’s  clear  this 
is  not  an  ideal  place  for 


anyone  to  find  quiet  and 
peace. 

Qurat  Asad,  an  active 
member  of  the  Mus¬ 
lim  Student  Association, 
makes  it  clear  the  club  isn’t 
asking  for  much.  “[We] 
would  want  a  room  that 
is  a  little  bigger  than  what 
we  have  right  now  since 
there  are  over  15  students 
in  MSA,  and  most  of  the 
students  would  be  praying 
together  because  of  the 
prayer  timings.” 

So  why  hasn’t  COD 
been  able  to  find  the  space 
for  them?  The  Courier 
reached  out  to  administra¬ 
tion  but  did  not  receive  a 
response. 

The  availability  of  a 
prayer  room  is  crucial  to 
Muslim  students.  Asad  ex¬ 
plains,  “We  Muslims  per¬ 
form  5  obligatory  prayers 
every  day  and  at  certain 
times  of  the  day.  Many 


of  us  have  our  classes  at 
different  times  of  the  day 
and  in  order  to  perform 
our  prayer,  we  need  a  place 
where  we  can  pray  at  any 
time.  I  myself  spend  most 
of  my  time  at  college  as  I 
have  some  afternoon  and 
evening  classes  together, 
so  having  a  prayer  room 
makes  it  very  convenient 
to  perform  the  prayer  as  it 
would  always  be  available 
to  us.” 

COD  is  a  commuter 
school.  If  there  is  not  an 
adequate  place  for  these 
students  to  practice  their 
faith,  they  would  poten¬ 
tially  have  to  commute 
back  and  forth  from  home 
to  school  multiple  times  a 
day. 

The  worst  part  is  that 
COD  never  informed 
MSA  of  the  fact  that 
they  lost  their  designat¬ 
ed  prayer  space.  Asad  re¬ 


called,  “The  college  had 
let  us  use  the  meditation 
room  that  is  located  in  the 
SRC  building,  as  a  prayer 
room  for  us  to  perform 
our  prayers.  But  around  2 
weeks  ago,  I  went  to  the 
room  to  perform  my  dai¬ 
ly  prayer  and  noticed  the 
room  was  missing  all  the 
prayer  mats  and  certain 
things  that  have  always 
been  in  the  room.  No  one 
knew  what  happened  as 
there  was  no  sign  put  up 
to  inform  as  about  the 
new  decision  of  making 
the  meditation  room  into 
a  food  pantry.  After  a  day 
or  two,  a  few  members  of 
the  MSA  reached  out  to 
the  people  who  were  in 
charge  of  the  rooms  and 
learned  that  they  had 
moved  the  mats  and  other 
things  from  the  room  and 
were  turning  the  medi¬ 
tation  room  into  a  food 


pantry.  Later  the  same 
day  they  put  up  the  signs 
saying  the  room  could  be 
used  anymore  for  prayers.” 

Relocating  without 
giving  information  is 
not  only  detrimental  to 
MSA  but  the  the  Mus¬ 
lim  student  population  as 
a  whole.  “Many  students 
who  were  not  part  of  the 
MSA  were  not  able  to 
access  the  room  for  a  few 
days  till  any  one  of  us 
would  see  them  praying  in 
a  corner  anywhere  in  the 
campus  and  letting  them 
know  where  the  makeshift 
prayer  room  is  located.” 

This  isn’t  the  first  time 
Muslim  students  have 
gotten  the  short  end  of 
the  stick.  “Every  [other] 
club  on  campus  has  their 
own  room  and  somewhere 
they  can  conduct  their 
meetings.  But  MSA  has 
not  been  provided  with  its 


own  room.” 

We  students  need  to 
support  our  Muslim  class¬ 
mates  right  now  and  ques¬ 
tion  the  administration  on 
their  poor  decisions.  Make 
it  clear  that  we  allies  will 
not  put  up  with  this  any 
longer. 

Although  COD  may 
not  intend  it  to  come 
across  as  such,  we  see  this 
blatant  disregard  as  dis¬ 
criminatory  and  unaccept¬ 
able.  While  our  school 
may  not  be  intending  to 
send  a  message  by  treating 
Muslim  students  this  way, 
actions  speak  louder  than 
words.  The  college  needs 
to  work  harder  to  meet  the 
basic  needs  of  its  students, 
and  we  all  have  our  eyes 
on  them  to  see  if  they  fix 
their  mistake.

The  unspoken  heroes

The  Persian  Gulf,  a 
crooked  body  of  water  be¬ 
tween  two  arch-enemies 
Iran  and  Saudi  Arabia.  A 
good  97,000  square  miles, 
with  a  length  of  615  miles 
give  or  take  a  few  consid¬ 
ering  how  the  continents 
are.  The  Gulf  has  an  aver¬ 
age  depth  of  160  feet,  and 
a  maximum  depth  of  300 
feet. 

Not  very  much  for  a 
large  oil  tanker,  and  yet 
looking  down  into  the  gulf, 
all  that  stares  back  from 
the  layers  of  water  is  a  dark 
deep  abyss.  The  tempera¬ 
ture  at  the  surface  peaks  at 
a  high  of  90  degrees  Fahr¬ 
enheit  and  a  low  of  75. 
Although  normally  warm, 
there  is  an  eerie  chill  in  the 
air  upon  the  waters  on  this 
brisk  October  night. 

As  the  night  draws  on, 
a  crew  of  men  prepare  for 
launching  out  into  the 
open  sea.  These  are  the 
Merchant  Marines,  the 
sailors  in  charge  of  the  car¬ 
go  load  that  have  received 
no  praise  for  their  work 


that  night.  They  gather 
their  heavy  coats,  life  jack¬ 
ets,  ropes  and  gloves  pre¬ 
paring  for  anything  that 
may  occur  on  the  waters. 

Amidst  the  raging  sea, 
a  ship,  an  oil  tanker,  just 
about  150  feet  long,  45 
feet  wide,  small  enough  to 
pass  through  the  Strait  of 
Hormuz,  glides  across  the 
waves.  Towering  a  good  80 
feet  over  the  dark  water  as 
it  laps  up  against  the  me¬ 
tallic  hull  of  the  ship.  She 
is  outward  bound  laden 
with  Heavy  Fuel  oil  for 
the  large  engines  of  even 
bigger  ships.  The  tanker 
rolls  and  pitches  in  rhythm 
with  the  waves. 

Her  port  side  faces  Iran 
while  her  starboard  fac¬ 
es  Saudi  Arabia,  Bahrain, 
and  Qatar.  British  Built 
in  1961,  a  beauty  of  her 
time,  she  was  bought  by 
Gulf  east  shipping  and 
her  name  was  officialized 
as  Five  Brooks.  In  the 
dead  of  night,  about  0200 
hours,  weighing  13,048 
tons  this  Panamanian-reg¬ 


istered  motor  tanker  rode 
the  high  seas  with  a  classic 
style  of  grace. 

As  the  bridge  crew  nav¬ 
igates  her  through  the 
waves  of  the  gulf,  a  missile 
strikes  her  port  side  ex¬ 
ploding  inside  the  electri¬ 
cian  Mr.  Hashimi’s  cabin, 
shatters  her  superstruc¬ 
ture  and  the  ship  instantly 
caught  fire.  Jagged  pieces 
of  metal  stick  out  from 
around  where  the  missile 
exploded.  Captain  R.P 
Sharma  orders  abandon 
ship  and  the  crew  quickly 
release  lifeboats,  scaveng¬ 
ing  whatever  and  whoev¬ 
er  they  can  find.  Naeem 
Arshad  Faruqi,  the  sec¬ 
ond-in-command  of  the 
port  side  lifeboats,  risked 
his  life  in  order  to  try  to 
rescue  his  shipmates. 

In  pitch  darkness,  the 
crew  covers  their  mouths 
and  noses  to  keep  the 
smoke  from  entering  their 
lungs  as  they  try  then- 
hardest  to  rescue  their 
shipmates.  10  shipmates 
lost  their  lives  with  mul¬ 


tiple  injuries  that  frightful 
night.  Of  the  bodies,  only 
a  charred  skull,  and  a  hand 
was  found,  cut  by  the  met¬ 
al  and  fires  floating  along 
the  stream,  any  other  rem¬ 
nants  were  lost  in  the  fires. 

This  is  October  17, 1986. 
In  this  ravenous  sea  was 
the  midst  of  the  war  be¬ 
tween  Iran  and  Iraq.  A  war 
where  countless  fives  were 
lost,  with  a  fair  share  of  the 
Merchant  Marines.  Who 
transported  a  large  major¬ 
ity  of  the  load  throughout 
the  entire  war,  with  tankers 
like  Five  Brooks  who  car¬ 
ried  a  large  majority  of  the 
oils  and  fuels. 

Yet  not  a  single  mention 
of  this  event  has  ever  taken 
to  the  history  books.  “We 
are  the  silent  heroes  of 
Peace  and  War”,  says  Moo- 
nis  Rizvi,  who  served  as 
Deck  Cadet  earlier  at  Five 
Brooks  twice  .Throughout 
all  of  the  school  years  we 
take,  we  learn  about  the 
Army,  the  Air  Force,  Ma¬ 
rine  Corps,  Navy,  and  even 
the  Coast  Guard.  Yet,  the 


Merchant  Marines  who 
have  taken  the  brunt  of 
the  war  have  no  mention 
in  our  history  book.  By 
definition,  the  Merchant 
Marine  is  the  fleet  of  ships 
which  carries  imports  and 
exports  during  peacetime 
and  becomes  a  naval  aux¬ 
iliary  during  wartime  to 
deliver  troops  and  war  ma¬ 
teriel. 

According  to  the  Mer¬ 
chant  Marine  Act  of  1936: 
“It  is  necessary  for  the 
national  defense...  that 
the  United  States  shall 
have  a  merchant  marine 
of  the  best  equipped  and 
most  suitable  types  of 
vessels  sufficient  to  carry 
the  greater  portion  of  its 
commerce  and  serve  as  a 
naval  or  military  auxiliary 
in  time  of  war  or  national 
emergency...”. 

Their  casualty  rates  were 
1  in  16  throughout  World 
War  II,  and  they  were  the 
ones  that  took  the  brunt 
of  the  entire  war.  Despite 
being  an  incredibly  small 
branch  of  the  military,  they 


lost  over  10%  of  their  forc¬ 
es  in  the  war. 

Any  events  of  the  Mer¬ 
chant  Marines  in  the 
Iran/Iraq  war  seems  to  be 
incredibly  hard  to  find, 
their  existence  and  casu¬ 
alties  wiped  from  history. 
While  the  Navy  is  largely- 
known  for  sea  battle,  the 
Merchant  Marines  are  in 
charge  of  not  only  carrying 
supplies  but  also  civilians. 

Especially  in  World 
War  II,  they  were  the  ones 
whose  numbers  were  lost 
the  most  because  they 
cared  for  not  only  the  sup¬ 
plies  on  their  ship  but  the 
civilians  as  well.  With  the., 
recent  passing  of  Veterans 
Day,  perhaps  one  should 
not  only  thank  the  people 
in  the  Army,  Navy,  or  even 
the  Coastal  Guard,  but 
also  the  smaller  branches 
like  the  Merchant  Ma¬ 
rines.

Indiana  Pacers: 

The  Indiana  Pacers  rocketed  their  way  into  the  NBA  in  1967. 
There  are  many  traditions  in  Indianapolis,  and  one  of  them  is  the 
Indy  500,  where  racers  come  from  all  over  the  US  to  race  in  the 
biggest  NASCAR  event  of  the  year.  Because  of  this  tradition,  the 
Pacers  got  their  names,  due  to  history  with  Pace  cars.  The  Pacers 
came  into  the  league  as  an  expansion  team,  and  since  ‘67,  have 
had  many  great  season  and  hall  of  famers  in  their  rosters.  Their 
first  came  in  1970  when  they  defeated  the  L.A.  Stars,  then  in 
1972  and  1973,  they  won  back  to  back  years  against  the  Brooklyn 
Nets  and  the  Kentucky  Colonies.  They  have  nine  division  tides 
and  five  hall  of  fame  players,  like  Reggie  Miller,  who  is  retired 
jersey  number  31,  and  spent  18  seasons  with  the  Pacers.  They  are 
currendy  one  above  the  Nets  in  the  eastern  conference  at  9th,  if 
they  want  to  be  the  best  50th  team,  they  have  to  step  it  up. 


New  Orleans  Saints:  The  New  Orleans  Saints  were  established  on  Novem¬ 
ber  1st,  1967 ,  All  Saints  Day,  as  they  were  inspired  by  the  Catholic  religion.  The 
Saints  were  the  first  professional  sports  team  in  the  state  of  Louisiana,  and  have 
thrived  on  the  spirit  of  the  city.  They  were  bought  by  Tom  Benson  in  1985,  and 
because  they  were  such  a  bad  team,  not  having  a  positive  recorded  for  17  years, 
it  is  believed  that  Benson  saved  the  team  and  kept  them  in  New  Orleans.  The 
Saints  had  no  championships  to  their  name  and  were  a  weak  team  in  the  NFL 
for  years.  Then,  in  2005,  New  Orleans  suffered  one  of  the  biggest  catastrophes  in 
US  history  in  the  form  of  hurricane  Katrina.  The  devastation  was  unimaginable, 
and  the  only  thing  the  city  could  look  up  to  was  its  football  team.  In  2006,  a  year 
later,  a  year  without  football  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  the  Louisiana  Super- 
dome  was  reopened,  the  Saints  signed  star  new  quarterback  Drew  Brees,  offen¬ 
sive  mastermind  head  coach  Sean  Payton,  and  general  manager  Mickey  Loomis. 
That  same  year  they  went  to  the  NFC  championship  game,  but  lost  to  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Bears.  However,  only  three  years  later,  they  would  go  on  to  win  their  first 
and  only  super  bowl  appearance  by  defeating  the  Indianapolis  Colts  in  the  2009 
Super  Bowl.  Since  2006,  the  Saints  have  had  a  top  five  offense  for  over  10  years 
now,  and  as  they  continue  their  50th  season  4-5,  there  is  still  hope  for  a  comeback.

St.  Louis  Blues:  St.  Louis  Blues,  who  got 
their  name  from  a  famous  W.C.  Handy  song, 
Saint  Louis  Blues.”  Any  Chicago  Blackhawks 
tan  knows  the  rivalry  between  the  two,  especial¬ 
ly  since  they  are  the  only  team  on  this  list  in  the 
same  division.  The  Blues  are  another  hard  team 
to  love,  for  they  have  been  great  over  their  50 
year  stretch,  but  they  are  also  the  oldest  NHL 
team  to  have  never  won  a  championship.  To  go 
to  the  division  championship  games  9  times, 
and  not  receiving  a  Stanley  Cup  is  devastating 
to  their  fans,  and  has  been  above  their  heads  for 
50  long  years.  They  are  4th  in  their  division,  so 
while  they  are  in  a  good  position  to  strike  and 
take  control  of  the  division,  they  must  do  so  fast 
and  have  to  be  competition  to  the  Blackhawks 
who  are  currently  leading  the  central  division. 
Can  the  Blues  end  their  sadness  on  year  50? 


Denver  Nuggets:  The  Denver  Nuggets  were  established  50  years  ago  in  1967,  however  they  were  established  as 
the  Denver  Larks.  Immediately  after  so,  before  the  season  even  began,  they  were  changed  to  the  Denver  Rockets. 
They  would  keep  this  name  until  1974  when  they  became  the  Nuggets.  The  Nuggets  have  been  an  amazing  team 
through  their  50  year  span,  but  something  that  sets  them  apart  from  some  of  the  other  teams  is  the  fact  that  they 
are  one  of  the  12  teams  that  haven't  won  an  NBA  championship.  The  Nuggets  are  such  a  hard  team  to  follow,  it 
would  be  worse  if  they  were  consistently  a  bad  team,  but  instead  they  have  been  a  really  good  team  for  decades,  but 
just  couldn't  make  it  past  finals.  They  were  playoff  bound  for  nine  consecutive  years  in  the  1980’s,  and  again  from 
2004-2013.  In  these  years,  they  have  made  it  all  the  way  to  the  finals,  but  always  have  fallen  short  of  reaching  for 
the  championship.  While  the  city  of  Denver  does  have  the  Broncos  to  brag  about,  as  they  were  the  winners  of  the 
2016  Super  Bowl,  Ii'm  sure  it's  frustrating  for  long  time  basketball  and  Nugget  fans. They  are  13th  in  their  division, 
hopefully  it  is  early  enough  for  them  to  turn  it  around  and  make  their  50th  season  their  first  championship  one. 
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L.A.  Kings:  The  Los  Angeles  Kings  were  es¬ 
tablished  on  a  summer's  day,  June  5th.  1967,  50 
years  ago.  They  called  Inglewood,  California  their 
home  for  34  years,  until  they  were  moved  to  the 
Staples  center  in  Los  Angeles  in  2000.  They  were 
one  of  six  teams  to  be  added  to  the  NHL  during 
the  1967  expansion.  All  throughout  the  1970s  and 
80’s  the  Kings  were  known  for  their  amazing  sea- 
.  sons,  and  hall  of  fame  players  like  Marcel  Dionne 
i  and  Wayne  Gretzky.  However,  they  always  came  up 
!  short,  and  haven't  seen  the  championship  since  the 
90’s.  They  had  finally  made  it  the  Championship 
for  the  Stanley  cup  in  1993,  but  lost  to  the  Mon- 
|  treal  Canadiens.  They  only  managed  to  win  the  first 
game  of  the  series,  and  soon  after  became  bankrupt 
and  went  under  new  ownership.  The  Kings  would 
be  revised  and  finally  win  their  first  Stanley  Cup 
in  2012  when  they  defeated  the  New  Jersey  Dev¬ 
ils,  and  the  last  time  they  were  showcased  in  the 
Championship  was  2014,  two  years  later.  The  Kings 
have  faced  a  lot  of  adversity  before  and  continue  to 
do  so  if  they  want  to  make  another  run  for  the  cup. 
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Philadelphia  Flyers:  The  Flyers  have  been  one  of  the 
most  impressive  and  successful  NHL  teams  in  history 
ever  since  they  came  into  leauge  50  years  ago,  in  1967. 
The  Philly  flyers  have  set  some  high  records  and  are  still 
setting  the  bar  for  other  teams.  They  have  a  57.7  scoring 
percentage,  which  is  the  second  highest  in  NHL  histo¬ 
ry,  they  have  been  to  16  divisional  championships,  won 
8  of  them,  and  2  Stanley  Cups.  The  Flyers  have  been  in 
the  playoffs  more  times  than  any  other  expansion  team 
that  came  into  the  league  with  them,  at  24  appearanc¬ 
es.  A  team  with  this  much  success  must  be  an  envy  for 
other  NHL  teams  in  their  conference,  so  needless  to 
say  the  Flyers  have  many  rivals,  especially  the  opposing 
side  of  the  state  in  the  Pittsburgh  Penguins.  The  Fly¬ 
ers  won  back  to  back  years  in  1974  and  1975,  they  de¬ 
feated  the  Boston  Bruins  and  the  Buffalo  Sabers.  They 
are  currently  6th  in  their  division,  and  the  Penguins 
are  2nd,  beating  them  in  the  conference.  If  they  want 
any  chances  of  beating  out  the  teams  ahead  of  them, 
they  need  to  be  able  to  turn  heads  on  the  offense,  which 
they  already  have,  and  keeping  teams  out  of  their  goal. 


Pittsburgh  Penguins:  As  mentioned  earlier,  the 
Penguins  were  brought  in  with  the  Flyers,  and  the  only 
four  expansion  teams  in  1967.  From  Philly  to  Pittsburgh, 
they  have  had  also  been  able  to  match  the  Flyers  and  be 
an  amazing  franchise  for  Pittsburgh.  They  have  won  the 
Stanley  Cup  4  times  out  of  the  5  times  they  have  made  it 
to  the  Championship.  That  is  impressive,  especially  since 
they  are  one  of  only  three  teams  with  4  Cups.  They  only 
have  6  teams  have  have  won  more  cups  than  them,  so 
needless  to  say  they  have  been  a  pretty  successful  fran¬ 
chise.  They  won  back  to  back  years  in  a  row  from  1991- 
92,  then  again  in  2009,  and  the  most  recent  Champi¬ 
onships  in  2016.  They  are  far  ahead  of  any  other  50th 
team,  as  they  are  2nd  in  the  Metropolitan  division,  let’s 
see  if  they  have  what  it  takes  to  go  back  to  back  again.

Students’  and  counsel¬ 
ors’  days  of  determining 
courses  that  will  transfer 
to  a  4-year  university  are 
numbered,  with  the  sign¬ 
ing  of  a  new  agreement 
that  promises  to  serve  as  a 
template  for  future  trans¬ 
fer  agreements.  The  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  signed  a 
seamless  Transfer  Agree¬ 
ment  Guarantee  (TAG) 
with  the  University  of  II- 
linois-Chicago  that  will 
guarantee  admissions  to  a 
student’s  preferred  major 
upon  successful  comple¬ 
tion  of  admission  require¬ 
ments. 

Under  this  agreement, 
students  will  be  given  the 
green  light  to  continue 
their  studies  in  Architec¬ 
ture,  Design,  and  the  Arts; 
Business  Administration; 
Education;  Engineering; 
Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences; 


Public  Health;  and  Urban 
Planning  and  Public  Af¬ 
fairs  at  one  of  Illinois’  top- 
notch  universities. 

This  agreement,  likened 
to  a  bridge,  will  create  a 
pathway  for  students  with 
a  3.0  GPA  to  be  admit¬ 
ted  as  juniors,  while  those 
earning  a  3.8  GPA  will  be 
privileged  to  gain  accep¬ 
tance  into  UIC’s  Honors 
College. 

“It  combines  the  best 
of  both  worlds,  a  qual¬ 
ity  two-year  university 
experience  at  COD  plus 
another  two  years  of  uni¬ 
versity  experience  at  UIC,” 
said  Emmanuel  Awuah, 
COD’s  associate  vice  pres¬ 
ident  for  academic  affairs. 
“There  are  no  barriers  be¬ 
tween  COD  and  UIC. 
Both  from  a  physical  and 
psychological  point  of 
view,  we  have  created  this 


bridge  for  them.  A  bridge 
that  makes  it  predictable, 
that  gives  students  a  peace 
of  mind  when  they  start 
their  journey  at  COD.  The 
transfer  agreement  guar¬ 
antee  is  a  cost-effective, 
efficient,  and  effective  plan 
that  provides  students  and 
their  families  a  true  peace 
of  mind.” 

Students  who  wish  to 
enter  into  UIC  after  COD 
are  relieved  from  the  stress 
of  long  admission  process¬ 
es  that  usually  take  into  ac¬ 
count  a  revision  of  courses, 
and  a  waiting  period  to 
hear  from  admissions  offi¬ 
cers  at  a  4-year  university. 
It’s  not  only  cost  effective 
given  the  relatively  low 
tuition  rates  at  a  commu¬ 
nity  college  like  COD,  but 
it  gives  students  a  4-year 
plan  from  their  first  day  of 
college  at  COD. 


The  signing  of  this 
agreement  comes  bare¬ 
ly  three  weeks  after  the 
Ann  Rondeau-led  admin¬ 
istration  signed  a  reverse 
transfer  agreement  with 
the  Northern  Illinois  Uni¬ 
versity. 

Like  the  NIU  transfer 
agreement,  the  bridge  in¬ 
corporates  a  reverse  trans¬ 
fer  agreement  and  has 
been  extolled  as  the  col¬ 
lege’s  most  comprehensive 
transfer  agreement. 

“A  reverse  transfer  is 
where  a  former  student  of 
COD,  who  did  not  finish 
his  or  her  associate’s  de¬ 
gree  before  the  student 
transferred  to  a  four-year 
institution,  is  allowed  to 
complete  the  necessary 
credits  to  earn  a  two-year 
degree  while  at  a  new 
school,”  said  Earl  Dowling 
in  a  past  interview  with  the 


Courier. 

On  the  other  hand,  it 
will  strengthen  and  deep¬ 
en  the  bond  of  friendship 
between  COD  and  UIC. 

“This  partnership  will 
continue  to  provide  access 
to  quality,  affordable  edu¬ 
cation,  for  people  to  meet 
the  workforce  need  of  the 
region,”  said  Ann  Ron¬ 
deau,  president/COD.  “It 
provides  a  clear  pathway 
to  a  bachelor’s  degree  in 
almost  all  majors  in  several 
colleges.” 

UIC,  a  university  that 
has  a  population  of  slightly 
under  50  percent  under¬ 
graduate  transferred  stu¬ 
dents,  wants  this  agree¬ 
ment  to  help  students  to 
be  decisive  and  avoid  in¬ 
terruptions,  and  to  prevent 
them  from  overstaying  at 
universities  while  accumu¬ 
lating  debt. 


“We  want  students  to 
take  opportunities  to  re¬ 
duce  cost  by  using  the 
2-year  pathway,”  said  Kev¬ 
in  M.  Browne,  vice  provost 
for  academic  and  enroll¬ 
ment  services  at  UIC.  “To 
do  that  we  need  to  make 
sure  we  have  all  act  togeth¬ 
er  on  transfer,  coursework, 
and  clear  articulation.  We 
want  students  who  we 
cannot  accommodate  to 
know  that  there  is  a  path¬ 
way  experience.”

The  college's  new  in¬ 
terim  vice  president  for 
academic  affairs  sees  of¬ 
fering  stability  amid  recent 
transition  within  the  Aca¬ 
demic  Affairs  Division  as 
a  priority.  Donna  Stewart 
wants  to  bring  varied  part¬ 
ners  together  to  meet  the 
current  needs  of  the  col¬ 
lege  and  develop  a  shared 
vision  to  move  forward. 
This  comes  in  a  wake  of  a 
series  of  4-2-1  votes  by  the 
board  of  trustees,  a  major 
stakeholder,  on  key  ad¬ 
ministrative  and  academic 
issues. 

In  her  case,  a  "no"  vote 
from  Trustees  Dianne 
McGuire  and  Joseph 
Wozniak,  the  two  who 
have  consistendy  voted 
"no"  on  recent  administra¬ 
tive  shakeups  is  of  concern. 
The  rift  created  within  the 
faculty  during  the  troubled 
tenure  of  former  president 
Robert  Breuder  is  likely 
to  soften  with  Stewart's 
agenda  that  prioritizes  sta¬ 
bility. 

"This  may  sound  cli¬ 
che, — but  at  this  moment 
-  I  believe  that  these  basic 
needs  of  building  strong, 
productive  and  trusting 
relationships  need  to  be 
my  immediate  priority," 
said  Stewart.  "Our  shared 
longer  term  priority  will 
always  be  to  student  suc¬ 
cess  -  students  learning 
English  for  the  first  time, 
students  planning  to  enter 
the  workforce  or  students 
matriculating  to  four-year 
institutions.  This  is  the 
remarkable  beauty  of  the 
community  college  and 
the  work  that  we  do  here 


at  the  College  of  DuPage.” 

Stewart’s  ascendency 
comes  after  Joseph  Collins’ 
Oct.  31  letter  seeking  a  re¬ 
tirement  on  Jan.  1, 2017. 

Stewart  previously 
served  as  the  dean  of  the 
business  and  technolo¬ 
gy  division  at  COD.  She 
brings  over  30  years  of 
experience  as  an  adjunct 
instructor,  a  tenured  full 
professor,  associate  dean 
(University  of  Wisconsin 
comprehensive  campus) 
and  dean  at  COD. 

Stewart  is  now  in  the 
echelon  of  power  when  it 
comes  to  driving  the  col¬ 
lege’s  academic  policies 
and  coordinating  efforts 
to  have  COD  keep  on 
par  with  developments  in 
higher  education.  She  will 
be  responsible  for  stepping 
up  efforts  to  have  more 
transfer  agreements  to  the 
already  existing  3+1,  2+2, 
and  reverse  transfer  agree¬ 
ments  with  other  4-year 
baccalaureate-granting  in¬ 
stitutions. 

“Paving  seamless  path¬ 
ways  for  continued  aca¬ 
demic  pursuits  is  critical 
to  our  students’  long-term 
goal  achievement,”  said 
Stewart.  “Through  our 
efforts  to  develop  these 
types  of  agreements,  stu¬ 
dents  are  able  to  develop 
their  academic  plans  with 
the  certainty  that  their  ac¬ 
ademic  progress  and  suc¬ 
cess  will  be  fully  reflected 
when  they  matriculate  to 
our  partner  schools.  This 
is  good  for  us,  good  for  our 
partner  institutions  and 
great  for  our  students." 

The  state’s  budget  stale¬ 


mate  has  seen  a  decreased 
contribution  to  COD  and 
a  dormant  status  of  ex¬ 
isting  state-funded  pro¬ 
grams.  In  the  face  of  those 
budget  challenges,  Stewart 
may  need  to  prioritize  fu¬ 
ture  academic  offerings  at 
the  school. 

“I  believe  that  we  are 
committed  to  meeting 
the  needs  of  the  district 
and  recognize  that  some 
programs  will  need  more 
financial  support 
than  others,”  continued 
Stewart.  “We  have  a  very 
inclusive  process  for  deter¬ 
mining  resource  allocation 
that  allows  for  input  from 
many  voices — and  that  fo¬ 
cuses  on  meeting  the  mis¬ 
sion  of  the  college.” 

The  college  has  so  far 
reacted  positively  to  this 
situation  by  increasing  its 
support  for  instruction  and 
academic  support.  COD 
continues  to  add  new  aca¬ 
demic  programs  to  attract 
students  and  communi¬ 
ty  members,  while  grants 
given  to  the  college  or 
secured  through  the  foun¬ 
dation  aid  other  academic 
research  opportunities. 

Stewart  climbs  the  col¬ 
lege’s  organizational  hi¬ 
erarchy  just  months  after 
key  changes  were  made  in 
the  cabinet.  In  her  role,  she 
has  to  effectively  manage 
deans  under  her  watch  to 
contribute  to  the  overall 
success  of  the  college. 

Meanwhile,  Collins,  the 
outgoing  vice  president 
who  is  credited  for  effec¬ 
tively  managing  the  col¬ 
lege  during  its  rough  days 
is  set  to  leave  on  Dec. 


ticks  for  Donna  Stewart 


30.  He  expressed  his  sat¬ 
isfaction  about  the  strive 
the  college  has  made  and 
wished  the  entire  college 
community  well. 

“I  feel  very  fortunate 
to  have  spent  the  last 
12  years  of  my  career  at 
College  of  DuPage,"  said 
Collins.  The  times  were 
very  interesting,  to  say  the 
least.  I  truly  appreciate  the 
people  who  offered  me 
sincere  words  of  encour¬ 
agement  during  my  ten¬ 
ure  as  the  interim 
president.  I 
think  COD 
is  a  special 
place,  and 
I  am  glad 
to  see  that 
things 
have 
settled 
down 
I  will 


miss  so  many  people 
here,  but  it  is  time 
for  me  to  move  on.

COD  confronts  student  and  staff 
insecurity  with  "campus  conversation"

Speech  professor  Ta- 
batha  Roberts’ voice  shared 
the  bone-chilling  experi¬ 
ence  her  student  had  on 
campus.  Another  student 
told  Roberts’  student  that 
her  time  was  up,  she  was 
going  to  get  lynched. 

Roberts’  student  was 
Hispanic,  and  her  voice 
shook  through  her  as  she 
explained  the  hurt  she  felt 
as  a  professor,  as  a  human. 

The  recent  presidential 
election  spawned  fear,  an¬ 
ger  and  sadness  in  some 
students  To  combat  the 
mixed  emotions,  Stu¬ 
dent  Life  Director  Chuck 
Steele  and  Diversity  and 
Inclusion  professor  Drake 
Swope  hosted  a  “Campus 
Conversation,”  inviting  all 
members  of  the  communi¬ 
ty  to  discuss  their  insecuri¬ 
ties  with  recent  events  and 
have  an  open  conversation 
for  those  feeling  unheard. 

As  each  person  entered 
the  conversation,  a  sticker 
that  read:  “#notonmycam- 
pus”was  handed  out. 

Roberts  was  not  the 
only  individual  to  share 
her  feelings  about  the  new, 
seemingly  dangerous,  en¬ 
vironment  that  had  begun 
to  form  on  campus. 

Alizay  Rizvi*,  a  Muslim 
student,  shyly  raised  her 
hand,  yet  expressed  her 
nerves  once  Steele  asked 


her  to  speak. 

“I’m  not  sure  if  I  should 
say  anything,”  said  Rizvi. 

Without  delay,  Steele, 
Swope,  and  the  entirety  of 
the  packed  room  told  her 
she  was  exactly  where  she 
needed  to  be  to  share  and 
to  speak.  The  exchange  of 
support  expressed  was  a 
representation  of  the  con¬ 
versation  and  the  dynam¬ 
ic  Steele  and  Swope  were 
facilitating.  The  goal  was 
to  be  respectful,  to  listen, 
and  to  keep  the  political 
discussions  to  a  minimum. 

“Let’s  bring  this  down 
to  COD,”  said  Steele  often 
throughout  the  open  dis¬ 
cussion. 

Rizvi  shared  how  her 
headscarf,  a  hijab,  makes 
her  and  other  Muslim 
women  feel  like  targets. 
She  explained  accounts  of 
being  afraid  to  leave  their 
homes  because  their  be¬ 
liefs  were  so  prominent. 

The  conversation  had 
begun  primarily  with  wor¬ 
ries  stemming  from  the 
election,  yet  more  was  un¬ 
covered  as  voices  began  to 
feel  more  comfortable. 

Student  Darius  Jef¬ 
ferson,  as  well  as  student 
Tariro  Jakachira,  shared 
their  feelings  as  young 
African-American  men, 
wanting  for  each  person 
in  the  room  to  understand 


the  discrimination  and 
prejudice  so  focused  on 
them,  such  as  being  called 

a  •  n 

a  nigger. 

With  the  election  as  the 
subject,  Jakachira  pointed 
out  how  standpoints  may 
be  unifying  to  one  person 
but  terrorizing  to  another. 

Many  students  talked 
about  their  observations 
of  the  clique-type  actions 
seen  by  members  of  differ¬ 
ent  races. 

“You  walk  into  the  cafe¬ 
teria  and  blacks  are  sitting 
with  blacks,  whites  are  sit¬ 
ting  with  whites,  Asians 
are  sitting  with  Asians,” 
said  a  student.  ‘You  don’t 
see  them  talking  to  one 
another.” 

Discrimination  felt  from 
COD’s  athletics  depart¬ 
ment  and  campus  police 
was  even  shared,  saying 
that  it  has  been  witnessed 
many  times  where  campus 
police  had  given  more  at¬ 
tention  to  white  students, 
while  ignoring  others. 
Students  and  faculty  were 
shocked  to  hear  this,  not 
realizing  that  issues  like 
such  appeared  on  our  own 
campus. 

A  once-empty  room 
filled  with  chairs,  as  the 
conversation  continued. 
From  wall  to  wall,  com¬ 
munity  members  filled  the 
safe  space.  Faculty  such  as

professors  Derek  Willis, 
Kenneth  Gray  and  Dennis 
Emano  filled  the  chairs. 
Students  of  all  colors  and 
interests  sat  and  listened. 
Student  Body  President 
Kiley  Pooler  and  Student 
Trustee  Lucy  Escamilla 
appeared  to  hear  their  fel¬ 
low  student’s  thoughts. 

President  Ann  Rondeau 
was  silent  behind  each 
person.  With  a  wrinkled 
brow  she  shook  her  head 
to  hear  various  accounts  of 
what  has  happened  on  her 
campus. 

There  were  people  feel¬ 
ing  other  emotions.  Some 
were  appreciated,  learning 
there  was  a  place  to  share 
their  discomfort,  but  stu¬ 
dent  and  veteran,  Zakee 
Smith  stood  up  with  a 
somber  feeling  of  disap¬ 
pointment. 

“Where  were  you  all 
before?”  asked  Smith. 
“Where  were  you  all  at  our 
other  discussions?  Why  is 
this  only  an  issue  now?” 

Smith  continued  about 
how  the  concept  of  dis¬ 
cussing  the  diversity  and 
racism  on  campus,  even 
in  the  world,  is  not  a  new 
idea.  It  has  happened  many 
times  with  the  diversity 


and  Inclusion  workshops. 
Smith  even  shared  how 
racism  did  not  spring  up 
because  of  the  campaign 
and  the  election.  It  has 
always  been  an  issue,  he 
said,  but  now  we  only  pay 
attention  because  a  white 
woman  did  not  win. 

Various  students  and 
faculty  continued  the  con¬ 
versation,  but  Steele  and 
Swope  directed  the  dis¬ 
cussion  on  to  the  solutions 
that  the  student  body  can 
present  so  that  the  cam¬ 
pus  may  make  real,  viable 
changes. 

Free  classes  where 
self-defense  may  be  taught 
to  men  and  women  was 
brought  up.  Pooler  even 
discussed  a  dream  of  hers 
to  bring  a  Multicultural 
Center  to  campus,  so  that 
those  of  all  cultures  and 
backgrounds  have  a  dis¬ 
tinct  place  to  merge  and 
break  down  boundaries.  A 
stand  of  solidarity  seen  at 
other  schools  was  offered 
as  a  suggestion  to  the  ath¬ 
letics  department. 

Pooler  said,  there  would 
be  a  show  of  solidarity  for 
students  in  the  atrium  on 
Monday,  Nov.  29,  making 
the  new  safety  pin  symbol 


the  representation  of  the 
event. 

Emano  reminded  stu¬ 
dents  of  complete  confi¬ 
dentiality  in  counseling 
sessions  that  are  provided 
on  campus  for  those  stu¬ 
dents  troubled  by  recent 
events. 

The  largest  issue  uncov¬ 
ered  was  that  those  who 
witness  discrimination 
or  are  victim  to  it,  do  not 
say  anything.  Steele  urged 
students  to  think  about 
the  world  they  want,  to 
use  their  voices  and  not 
be  silent,  to  say  hello  to  as 
many  individuals  as  possi¬ 
ble,  to  open  as  many  doors 
as  possible,  and  dared 
them  to  not  see  a  change. 

“We  need  a  mentality  to 
not  only  love,  but  to  speak 
up,”  said  Jakachira. 

“So  much  still  needs  to 
be  done,”  said  Swope. 

The  conversation,  origi¬ 
nally  planned  for  90  min¬ 
utes,  continued  for  nearly 
three  hours  with  a  handful 
of  students.

Recently,  student  Ken 
Jacobs  displayed  his  work 
in  the  annual  Student 
Veteran  Art  Gallery  host¬ 
ed  at  the  Wings  Student 
Art  Gallery.  With  varying 
technique  and  media,  Ja¬ 
cobs’  work  keeps  the  mind 
wondering  what  he  had 
been  inspired  by.  Incorpo¬ 
rating  his  past  and  future 
in  his  work,  Jacobs  ex¬ 
pressed  his  military  back¬ 
ground  and  how  he  got 
involved  with  art. 

Caroline:  Can  you  tell 
me  about  your  time  in  the 
military?  What  branch 
were  you  involved  with? 
How  long  were  you  in  the 
armed  forces? 

Jacobs:  I  enlisted  in 
1989.  I  Retired  in  2011  at 
the  rank  of  captain.  I  was 
in  in  the  Army.  When  I 
was  younger,  I  was  adven¬ 
turous,  and  now  that  I  am 
older  I  gready  appreciate 
those  who  are  currendy 
serving. 

C:  Each  piece  you  have 
in  the  gallery  is  not  named, 
is  there  a  reason  for  this? 


J:  I  think  by  leaving  the 
pieces  untided,  I  eliminate 
any  bias  the  viewer  may  get 
from  the  tide.  Tides  are 
for  things  with  value.  For 
example,  when  I  write  the 
word  “Soldiers”,  I  always 
capitalize  the  word.  Sol¬ 
diers  are  of  great  impor¬ 
tance.  I  imagine  that  most 
if  not  all  leaders  write  this 
way.  Soldier  in  my  world 
is  a  great  tide.  In  contrast, 
the  pieces  I  have  exhib¬ 
iting  are  of  far  less  value, 
and  for  that  matter,  do 
not  address  anything  im¬ 
portant,  really  at  all.  The 
sculptures  are  about  mate¬ 
rials,  space,  shape  and  size. 
The  sculpture  that  consists 
of  three  boards  and  three 
marble  balls  has  a  real  con¬ 
versation  about  contrast 
of  wood  and  stone.  The 
piece  has  nice  space,  as  it 
works  wonderfully  well 
around  the  pillar  that  ris¬ 
es  from  floor  to  ceiling  in 
the  Wings  Student  Gal¬ 
lery.  There  is  texture  con¬ 
trast,  wood  vs  stone,  dark 
aged  rotted  cedar  boards, 
straight,  weathered  to 
rough  corners  and  laying 
upon  smooth,  fresh,  pieces 
of  marble  stone,  in  spheres. 


This  creates  a  dialogue 
about  time,  a  fundamen¬ 
tal  element  like  materials, 
shape  and  size.  It  creates 
a  sense  of  balance,  the  pre¬ 
carious  nature  of  so  many 
things  in  life. 

C:  Which  piece  of  your 
work  currendy  in  the  gal¬ 
lery  has  the  most  symbol¬ 
ism  or  meaning  to  you? 
Why? 

J:  I  like  the  egocentric 
globe  painting  on  can¬ 
vas.  Opening  day,  I  spent 
some  time  discussing  ge¬ 
ography  with  three  young 
students,  freshmen  I  think. 
That  is  what  really  gives 
me  an  "Oh,  Wow!"  mo¬ 
ment.  When  a  painting 
can  get  students  talking, 
sharing,  conjecturing,  and 
reflecting  about  their  role 
as  citizens  of  the  world,  I 
can  only  conclude  that  the 
painting  is  successful. 

C:  You  use  many  dif¬ 
ferent  media  in  your  work 
such  as  ceramics,  wood 
and  paint.  Why  is  this? 

J:  As  an  artist,  I  am  still 
a  litde  shy.  When  I  put 


stuff  out  there  for  someone 
to  see,  I  get  a  litde  nervous. 
So  by  keeping  my  themes 
simple  and  using  found 
objects,  I  am  protecting 
my  fragile  artists  ego.  I 
also  save  some  cash  by  us¬ 
ing  found  objects,  which  is 
always  nice. 

C:  How  long  have  you 
been  creating  art? 

J:  I  have  a  painting 
on  my  wall  from  when  I 
was  in  second  grade.  My 
mother  saved  it,  framed  it, 
and  gave  it  to  me  when  I 
got  married.  The  faculty 
at  College  of  DuPage  is 
what  really  captured  my 
attention  and  granted  me 
an  opportunity  to  become 
a  better  artist.  I  had  a  great 
awakening  on  the  right 
side  of  my  brain,  when  I 
took  Drawing  I  over  at  the 
MAC  in  2011.  The  ability 
to  make  art  is  in  all  of  us. 
I  hope  my  work  inspires 
others  to  examine  their 
immediate  environment, 
and  explore  artistic  oppor¬ 
tunities.

been  some  of  the  most 
creative  I  have  seen  in  any 
Pokemon  game.  Alolan 
forms  are  new  versions  of 
old  Pokemon  that  have 
migrated  to  the  Alola  re¬ 
gion.  The  most  infamous 
being  Executor,  which 
from  the  first  generation 
is  a  stubby  coconut  plant 
with  three  heads,  but  with 
its  new  Alolan  form  it 
becomes  a  very,  very 
tall  palm  tree.  There  are 
many  more  that  have  been 
added,  and  is  a  nice  treat 
to  old  trainers  who  have 
fond  memories  of  playing 
Pokemon  Red/Blue/Yel¬ 
low  back  in  the  day  of  the 
first  generation. 

Sun  and  Moon  really 
took  a  big  step  into  chang¬ 
ing  the  iconic  Pokemon 
game  formula.  In  the  pre¬ 
vious  games,  your  goal  was 
to  challenge  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  eight  strong 
trainers  in  which 
you  defeat  and  earn 
badges  from,  before 


being  able 
to  go  on  to 
challenge  the 
best  five  trainers  in  the 
game.  In  Sun  and  Moon, 
the  game  made  up  a  new 
challenge  in  the  form  of 
Pokemon  trials.  The  tri¬ 
als  are  challenges  that  the 
trainer  must  go  through 
that  involves  miscella¬ 
neous  tasks  leading  up  to 
fighting  a  totem  Pokemon, 
the  boss  Pokemon  of  the 
trial,  or  even  fighting  a  trial 
master  which  is  the  trainer 
who  leads  the  trail.  I  love 
this  concept,  and  I  think 
many  trainers  are  happily 
surprised  with  how  chal¬ 
lenging  the  game  was  even 
without  the  gym  leaders. 

Pokemon  has  always 
been  a  classic  RPG  type  of 
video  game,  allowing  you 
to  pick  Pokemon,  explore, 
level  up,  and  defeat  your  ul¬ 
timate  challenge  and  rivals. 
Sun  and  Moon  was  able  to 
give  trainers  a  new  expe¬ 
rience,  while  still  sticking 
true  to  its  nostalgic  RPG 
roots  and  including  a  more 
interactive,  and  explora¬ 


tion 
based 
sto¬ 
ryline. 
There 
much 
depth  that 
was  put  into 
the  game,  and  while 
perhaps  there  is  more  dia¬ 
logue  than  is  needed,  but  it 
is  nice  that  the  franchise  is 
finally  adding  a  lot  more  to 
the  story. 

Pokemon  games  need¬ 
ed  a  change.  I  think  Sun 
and  Moon  was  the  per¬ 
fect  solution  to  what  the 
franchise  needed.  It’s  a 
beautiful  game  that  is  well 
developed,  design  and  sto¬ 
ry-wise,  with  the  addition 
of  the  new  goofy  antago¬ 
nists  “Team  Skull”,  your 
lovable  rival  Hau,  and  the 
intrinsic,  interesting  and 
fresh  storyline.  The  game 
really  makes  you  feel  as  if 
you  are  taking  day-to-day 
journeys  in  a  whole  new 
environment,  teeming 
with  Pokemon  and  ripe 
for  exploration.  It  is  one  of 
the  best  story  plots,  hands 
down,  and  is  definitely 
in  my  top  three  favorite 
Pokemon  games  to  date.

EDITORIAL 

Thank  you,  Joe 

Celebrating  over  10  years  of  commitment  to  COD 


Over  the  past  two  years, 
Joseph  Collins  has  been 
enveloped  in  the  reforma¬ 
tion  period  of  the  College 
of  DuPage  after  former 
COD  President  Robert 
Breuder  s  departure.  As  in¬ 
terim  president,  he  did  ev¬ 
erything  he  could  to  keep 
the  college  afloat  internal¬ 
ly  while  working  towards 
mending  many  issues  the 
college  faced  with  the 
time  frame  he  was  given. 
His  time  as  a  vice  presi¬ 
dent  showed  his  commit¬ 
ment  to  the  student  body 
through  working  with  uni¬ 
versities  to  meet  the  needs 
of  our  student  body  by  de¬ 
veloping  more  streamlined 
transfer  agreements. 

His  experience  in  higher 
education  administration, 
as  well  as  his  over  30  years 
of  experience  in  commu¬ 
nity  colleges,  carried  him 
through  the  ranks  at  COD 
from  starting  as  an  asso¬ 
ciate  vice  president  all  the 
way  up  to  interim  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  college.  He 
should  be  remembered  as 
a  man  who  did  everything 
he  could  to  serve  the  stu¬ 
dents  of  District  502. 

After  Breuder  was  put 
on  administrative  leave 
during  the  spring  semes¬ 
ter  by  the  Board  of  Trust¬ 
ees,  Collins  was  appointed 
with  the  task  of  taking 
on  the  responsibilities  of 
the  college  president  on 
top  of  his  executive  vice 
presidential  duties.  Over 


his  14-month  tenure  as 
interim  president,  Collins 
had  a  hand  in  guiding  the 
college  through  tumultu¬ 
ous  political  turmoil  and 
dealing  with  our  school’s 
accreditation  probation. 

When  Collins  first  as¬ 
sumed  office,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  was  led  by  Kathy 
Hamilton,  and  controlled 
by  her  and  the  Clean  Slate; 
Deanne  Mazzochi,  Frank 
Napolitano  and  Charles 
Bernstein.  These  four  in¬ 
dividuals  led  the  charge  to 
fire  Breuder  and  ran  head 
first  into  attempting  to  fix 
the  problems  left  behind 
by  the  former  administra¬ 
tion.  Seven  months  after 
Hamilton  was  appointed 
chairwoman,  she  stepped 
down  due  to  “personal  rea¬ 
sons”  as  stated  in  her  resig¬ 
nation  letter. 

The  newly  split  board 
could  not  work  together 
on  most,  if  any,  issues  at  the 
meetings  due  to  both  lack 
of  attendance  by  veteran 
members  Joseph  Wozniak, 
Dianne  McGuire  and  Erin 
Birt,  and  their  apprehen¬ 
sion  to  work  with  Interim 
Chairwoman  Mazzochi. 
On  top  of  this  dysfunc¬ 
tion,  the  Higher 
Learning  Com- 
mission 
(HLC), 
the  col- 
lege’s 
accred¬ 
itation 
fi  r  m . 


placed  COD  under  pro¬ 
bation  due  to  “concerns 
related  to  operating  with 
integrity  and  governance 
of  the  College.” 

Through  this  chaos, 
Collins  served  on  the 
HLC  Institutional  Ac¬ 
tions  Council,  which  ap¬ 
proves  accreditation 
activities  for  its 
members,  for 
COD.  He 
worked 
with 
faculty 
union 
repre¬ 
senta¬ 
tives 
to  help 
smooth 
out  the 
internal 
tension 
between 
the  col¬ 
lege’s  ad¬ 
ministration 
and  faculty.  He 
told  the  Couri¬ 
er  in  a  previous 
interview,  re¬ 
flecting  on 
when 


he  was  interim  president, 
that  his  greatest  accom¬ 
plishment  was  “focusing 
on  doing  what  we  can 
institutionally  to  get  this 
sanction  removed.” 

After  the  political  chaos 
died  down  with  David  Ol¬ 
sen’s  inauguration 
to  the  board, 
the 
school 
went 


back  to  business  as  usu¬ 
al,  and  trustees  were  able 
to  go  through  an  agenda 
without  questioning  if  they 
will  have  enough  votes  to 
even  call  a  meeting.  Col¬ 
lins  was  there  with  the 
board,  assisting  in  matters 
of  his  expertise,  whether 
it  was  internal  operations 
or  giving  input  to  pub¬ 
lic  concerns,  all  while  the 
tension  within  the  board 
was  burning  hot.  He  was  a 
neutral  and  steadying  force 
which  served  to  benefit 
the  community  and  board 
members  alike. 

After  Ann  Rondeau 
took  the  presidency  on 
July  1,  Collins  moved  back 
to  his  executive  vice  pres¬ 
ident  position  to  only  be 
shifted  back  to  his  2011 
position  as  vice  president 
of  academic  affairs.  The 
change  occurred  due  to 
Rondeau  eliminating  the 
executive  vice  president 
position  within  her  first 
month  of  office. 

During  his  time  as  vice 
president  of  academic  af¬ 
fairs,  Collins  had  a 
hand  in  build¬ 


ing  new 


transfer  agreements  with 
schools  like  University  of 
Illinois  at  Chicago  and 
Northern  Illinois  Univer¬ 
sity.  In  conjunction  with 
this,  he  worked  to  curb 
academic  dishonesty  with¬ 
in  COD  classroom’s  by 
building  a  committee  to 
review  the  college’s  policy 
towards  cheating. 

The  committee,  headed 
by  Associate  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Academic  Affairs 
Emmanuel  Awuah,  has 
begun  an  internal  inves¬ 
tigation  and  analysis  of 
student  plagiarism  due 
to  a  recent  study  show¬ 
ing  14  percent  of  students 
attending  COD  in  the 
2016  spring  semester  were 
caught  cheating  by  389 
responding  faculty  mem¬ 
bers.  This  is  something  we 
at  the  Courier  are  going  to 
be  looking  into  going  for¬ 
ward. 

Due  to  Collin’s  constant 
commitment  to  the  stu¬ 
dents,  faculty  and  the  col¬ 
lege  itself,  we  at  the  Couri¬ 
er  would  like  to  thank  him 
for  his  service  and  time  at 
COD.  His  resolve  during 
tumultuous  times,  on  top 
of  his  constant  standard  of 
excellence  for  the  college, 
is  what  led  him  to  climb 
the  administrative  ranks 
over  the  past  11  years 

as  well  allowed  him  to 
shine  as  a  caring  and 
charismatic  figure.

Patricia  Bellock  leads  panel 
discussion  on  human 
trafficking  in  Illinois 

PTK's  way  to  bring  to  an  end  human 
trafficking  awareness  week

Brenda  Stewart,  51, 
grew  up  in  Englewood 
with  a  family  that  wasn’t 
into  gangs  norand  sell- 
ingthe  sale  of  drugs.  Still, 
she  lived  in  the  streets 
at  a  point  in  her  life  and 
decline  an  offer  from  her 
mother  to  return  home. 
She  was  raised  by  an  alco¬ 
holic  father,  molested  by 
an  uncle,  and  got  in  a  re¬ 
lationship  with  an  abusive 
gang  member. 

“I  lost  my  self-esteem,” 
said  Stewart.  “Four  years 
ago,  I  was  living  in  this 
condo  and  driving  a  nice 
car.  I  was  living  with  this 
man  and  thought  he  was 
my  man.  He  was  a  trick, 
and  we  have  been  togeth¬ 
er  for  seven  years  and  still 
couldn’t  be  sober.  I  was 
there  for  the  wrong  reason 
because  I  still  wanted  to 
maintain  the  lifestyle  that 
I  was  used  to.  The  ladies 
at  Dreamcatcher  told  me 
I  can  pay  my  own  phone 
bill,  buy  a  car,  pay  my  rent 
and  get  a  job.  They  became 


my  mentors,  sisters,  and 
friends.  It  is  not  easy  com¬ 
ing  out  from  the  streets.” 

Chicago  Dreamcatcher 
Foundation  works  “to  pre¬ 
vent  the  sexual  exploita¬ 
tion  of  at-risk  youth  and 
helps  current  prostitutes 
find  confidence  and  stabil¬ 
ity  beyond  the  limitations 
of  their  current  lifestyle.” 

These  are  the  stories  we 
don’t  hear  about  and  this  is 
what  a  task  force  organized 
to  address  the  issue  of  hu¬ 
man  trafficking  wants  to 
tackleaddress.  Women  and 
girls  who  are  trafficked  go 
through  bad  experiences 
similar  to  Stewart  every 
day  in  Illinois. 

In  Chicago,  16,000  to 
25,000  women  are  brought 
into  trafficking  in  the  met¬ 
ropolitan  area  every  year, 
and  one-third  of  those 
trafficked  have  an  average 
age  of  15.  This,  according 
to  Patricia  Bellock,  Illi¬ 
nois’  47th  District  repre¬ 
sentative,  necessitated  the 
creation  of  a  human  traf¬ 


ficking  task  force  in  the 
state  after  she  introduced 
and  sponsored  House  Bill 
2822  earlier  this  year. 

“Those  are  the  facts  we 
want  to  bring  out  so  that 
people  understand  the  real 
severity  of  the  problem 
in  Illinois,”  said  Bellock. 
“And  what  you  will  find 
shocking  about  this  is, 
Chicago  is  one  of  the  big¬ 
gest  hubs  of  transportation 
in  the  United  States.  Traf¬ 
ficking  occurs  at  O’Hare 
airport,  in  Cook  Coun¬ 
ty,  and  it  moves  out  from 
there  throughout  the  state 
and  other  states  in  the 
Midwest.” 

Federal  law  defines  traf¬ 
ficking  in  persons  as:  “sex 
trafficking  in  which  a  com¬ 
mercial  sex  act  is  induced 
by  force,  fraud,  or  coercion, 
or  in  which  the  person  in¬ 
duced  to  perform  such  act 
has  not  attained  18  years 
of  age;  or  the  recruitment, 
harboring,  transportation, 
provision,  or  obtaining  of 
a  person  for  labor  or  ser¬ 


vices,  through  the  use  of 
force,  fraud  or  coercion  for 
the  purpose  of  subjection 
to  involuntary  servitude, 
peonage,  debt  bondage  or 
slavery.” 

The  task  force,  according 
to  Bellock,  “will  develop 
a  state  plan  to  tackle  the 
shocking  rise  in  human 
trafficking  within  the 
state”,  aid  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  policies  to  enable 
state  government  to  work 
with  nongovernmental  or¬ 
ganizations  and  other  ele¬ 
ments  of  the  private  sec¬ 
tor”  and  much  more.” 

She  is  optimistic  about 
a  huge  success  after  June 
30, 2017,  the  deadline  date 
for  the  task  force  to  submit 
its  findings  to  the  Illinois 
General  Assembly.  Bellock 
juxtaposed  the  task  force’s 
solution  methodology  to 
the  state’s  heroin  task  force 
that  is  responding  to  the 
rise  of  heroin  abuse  among 
suburban  teens  and  young 
adults. 

Frank  Massolini,  from 


the  Salvation  Army’s 
Partnership  to  Rescue  our 
Minors  from  Sexual  Ex¬ 
ploitation  (PROMISE), 
brought  a  personal  feel 
into  the  discussion  giv¬ 
en  his  time  volunteering 
to  help  combat  the  sexu¬ 
al  trafficking  of  children. 
Massolini  has  personal¬ 
ly  helped  bring  children 
from  Asia  who  have  been 
victims  of  trafficking  and 
find  them  new  beginnings 
in  the  United  States.  He 
cited  his  organization’s  ef¬ 
fort  to  combat  the  surge  of 
human  trafficking  in  Illi¬ 
nois. 

“You  have  to  prevent 
it  from  happening,”  said 
Massolini.  “We  have  set 
a  curriculum.  We  go  to 
high  schools  and  middle 
schools,  and  we  meet  with 
the  kids.  We  have  facilita¬ 
tors  who  train  kids  about 
human  trafficking  and 
how  to  avoid  it.” 

This  panel  discussion 
was  organized  by  the  Phi 
Theta  Kappa,  one  of  the 


college’s  honor  societies. 
PTK  believes  that  human 
trafficking  is  a  world  phe¬ 
nomenon,  and  it  is  going 
on  in  Illinois.  The  society 
reckons  that  women  and 
girls  who  are  victims  of 
trafficking  don’t  have  the 
voice  in  their  lives  and  live 
in  constant  fear. 

“As  college  students,  we 
have  the  ability  to  help 
victims  by  allowing  them 
to  know  that  there  are  laws 
that  target  human  traffick¬ 
ing,”  said  Kristina  Clancy, 
PTK’s  president  at  COD.

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Maria  Gonzalez  (not  her 
real  name)  is  a  student  here 
at  the  College  of  DuPage. 
She  has  been  in  the  United 
States  since  she  was  a  tod¬ 
dler,  and  her  memory  can 
only  recount  life  a  child 
in  America.  Years  ago,  her 
parents  waited  until  she 
was  16  to  let  her  know  she 
wasn’t  a  legal  U.S.  citizen. 
This  happened  when  her 
parents  were  about  to  fi¬ 
nalize  her  Deferred  Action 
for  Childhood  Arrivals 
(DACA)  papers.  Her  par¬ 
ents  withheld  information 
about  her  status  in  the  U.S. 
as  a  way  to  prevent  her 
from  living  with  fear  like 
her  older  siblings. 

DACA  is  “an  immi¬ 
gration  policy  that  allows 
certain  undocumented  im¬ 
migrants  who  entered  the 
country  as  minors  to  re¬ 
ceive  a  renewable  two-year 
period  of  deferred  action 
from  deportation  and  eli¬ 
gibility  for  a  work  permit.” 

Throughout  his  cam¬ 
paign,  president-elect 
Donald  Trump  vowed  to 
cancel  this  plan  leaving 
thousands  of  young  adults 
living  with  the  fear  of  be¬ 
ing  deported.  Like  Gon¬ 
zalez,  many  students  here 


at  the  COD  are  no  longer 
contemplating  the  tough¬ 
ness  of  the  pending  final 
exams,  rather  they  are  ea¬ 
gerly  waiting  for  Trump’s 
decision  when  he  takes  of¬ 
fice  in  January. 

DACA  has  been  a  bea¬ 
con  of  hope  to  a  student 
like  Gonzalez.  In  fact,  she 
has  been  able  to  address 
her  needs  by  getting  a 
work  permit  and  a  driv¬ 
er’s  license  all  because  of 

DACA. 

“All  I’d  ever  wanted 
was  to  drive,  and  when 
the  DACA  was  in  order 
I  could  finally  feel  inde¬ 
pendent,”  said  Gonzalez. 
“Without  it,  I  would  not 
be  able  to  make  a  living  for 
myself  and  have  opportu¬ 
nities  that  I  do  now.  You 
don’t  realize  how  import¬ 
ant  driving  and  working 
are  to  being  a  regular  per¬ 
son  until  you  legally  aren’t 
allowed  to  do  so.” 

Trump  has  planned  to 
deport  illegal  immigrants 
and  carry  out  an  extreme 
vetting  to  allow  any  re-en¬ 
try.  When  Trump  met  with 
Kris  Kobach,  Kansas’  Sec¬ 
retary  of  State  and  a  part 
of  Trump’s  immigration 
policy  transition  team,, 


Kobach  inadvertendy 
leaked  documents  out¬ 
lining  a  very  strong  view 
about  immigration  that 
Trump  has  also  suggested 
he  will  support.  Gonzalez’ 
fear  won’t  end  untiluntill 
Trump  leaves  the  White 
House. 

“As  soon  as  Trump  got 
elected,  I  had  a  constant 
weight  on  my  heart  for  a 
few  days,”  continued  Gon¬ 
zalez.  “Imagine  living  in 
a  country  where  you  have 
established  yourself  and 
have  made  friendships  and 
memories,  and  now  be¬ 
ing  afraid  that  you  might 
have  to  leave  and  start  a 
life  somewhere  where  even 
though  you  were  born,  you 
have  no  idea  of  the  culture 
or  the  values.  It’s  scary.  But 
I’ve  been  seeing  things 
that  say  that  Trump  will 
only  be  trying  to  get  rid  of 
those  who  have  a  criminal 
history,  so  I  have  hope  that 
I’ll  be  okay.” 

Gonzalez  isn’t  the  only 
person  living  with  this 
fear.  A  professor  recendy 
reached  out  to  the  Cou¬ 
rier  and  told  us  about  a 
student  who  expressed  a 
similar  feeling  like  Gon¬ 
zalez.  When  the  Courier 


reached  out  to  her,  she  re¬ 
plied  through  the  profes¬ 
sor  saying,  “I  don’t  want  to 
talk  about  this  anymore.” 

COD  currendy  wel¬ 
comes  students  who  were 
granted  privileges  under 
DACA.  Students  on  this 
status  must  fill  out  an  ap¬ 
peal  form  to  avoid  paying 
an  international  rate.  They 
are  ineligible  for  federal 
grants  and  aid.  The  college 
thereby  provides  links  to 
external  scholarship  op¬ 
portunities  for  these  stu¬ 
dents  on  its  website. 

But  as  a  public  college, 
the  termination  of  DACA 
will  lead  to  a  decision  that 
follows  the  federal  law. 
The  college  has  been  un¬ 
der  federal  investigation 
in  the  past,  and  going  back 
this  route  isn’t  an  option 
especially  when  all  is  being 
done  to  setde  the  accredi¬ 
tation  problem. 

“I  want  to  assure  you 
that  College  of  DuPage  is 
committed  to  serving  all 
our  students  in  a  manner 
consistent  with  what  the 
law  permits,”  said  Ann 
Rondeau,  president  of 

COD. 

All  efforts  to  get  the 
number  of  students  at¬ 


tending  COD  who  are 
beneficiaries  of  DACA 
failed  to  receive  a  response. 
However,  the  college  has 
hosted  roundtables  and 
sessions  aimed  at  reducing 
the  fear  and  divisiveness 
some  students  are  experi¬ 
encing.. 

The  Latino  Ethnic 
Awareness  Association 
(LEAA),  an  umbrella  club 
that  unites  Latino  stu¬ 
dents,  alerts  students  about 
updates  on  immigration 
policies.  Events  organized 
by  the  college  to  help  talk 
about  immigration  issues 
are  poorly  attended  de¬ 
spite  widespread  publicity. 
Recently,  Rocio  Becerril, 
an  attorney  who  deals  with 
immigration  issues,  was  on 
campus  to  talk  about  cur¬ 
rent  trends  with  regards  to 
the  complexities  surround¬ 
ing  America’s  immigration 
laws.  The  college,  through 
LEAA,  is  doing  whatever 
possible  to  meet  the  needs 
of  these  students. 

“As  a  club,  LEAA  wel¬ 
comes  all  students  regard¬ 
less  of  immigration  sta¬ 
tus,”  said  Saraliz  Jimenez, 
LEAEA’s  faculty  advisor. 
“Many  students  choose 
not  to  disclose  their  sta¬ 


tus  so  we  don’t  know  if  a 
student  is  DACA  or  not 
unless  they  self-disclose. 
I  am  the  manager  of  the 
Latino  Outreach  Center, 
and  I  try  to  stay  on  top  of 
any  changes  occurring  in 
the  community  or  at  the 
national  level  that  affects 
these  students.” 

Living  around  Chicago 
gives  hope  to  DACA  re¬ 
cipients.  Recently,  Chicago 
Mayor  Rahm  Emmanuel 
announced  Chicago  will 
remain  a  “sanctuary  city” 
for  undocumented  res¬ 
idents  and  budgeted  $1 
million  to  facilitate  legal 
fees  expected  to  be  in¬ 
curred  by  undocumented 
residents. 

According  to  Emman¬ 
uel’s  plan,  “the  fund  will 
provide  immediate  legal 
information,  screenings, 
consultations  and  repre¬ 
sentation  to  individuals 
who  may  be  at  risk  for  de¬ 
portation.” 

Unlike  Emmanuel, 
mayors  of  suburban  cit¬ 
ies  where  COD  students 
live  are  yet  to  say  anything 
about  a  plan  that  will  de¬ 
bunk  a  feared  cancellation 
of  DACA.

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Before  a  new  change  to 
the  way  teachers  receive 
class  rosters,  it  wasn’t  un¬ 
heard  of  for  transgender 
students  to  disappear  from 
class.  This  was  because 
students  couldn’t  identi¬ 
fy  with  the  name  being 
called  for  them. 

“Back  in  the  day  we 
didn’t  even  have  nick¬ 
name^).  So  can  you  imag¬ 
ine  how  embarrassing 
that  is  for  a  student?  I’ve 
had  students  not  show  up, 
years  ago  like  seven  years 
ago,  they  don’t  show  up 
again,”  said  Trina  Sotira- 
kopulos,  an  English  In¬ 
structor  at  the  College  of 
DuPage. 

When  a  student  first 
signs  up  for  classes  at 
COD,  the  student  creates 
a  myACCESS  account 
that  links  to  Blackboard. 
Within  this  a  student  can 
decide  if  they  want  to  add 
a  nickname.  If  filled  out, 
this  nickname  will  overlap 


a  student’s  legal  name  in 
a  class  roster  so  a  teacher 
can  see  what  the  student 
wants  to  be  called. 

However,  this  only  ap¬ 
plied  to  in-person  classes. 
In  early  November,  Infor¬ 
mation  Technology  im¬ 
plemented  a  change  which 
allows  students  to  have 
their  nicknames  overlap 
their  legal  name  in  Black¬ 
board  and  online  classes. 
Additionally,  Information 
Technology  updated  my¬ 
ACCESS  to  display  the 
chosen  nickname  on  roster 
verification,  midterm  veri¬ 
fication,  and  final  grading. 
This  request  for  change 
was  initially  “brought 
forth  from  counseling  and 
advising,”  according  to 
Donna  Berliner,  assistant 
vice  president  of  informa¬ 
tion  systems. 

Students  had  come  to 
counseling  and  advising 
requesting  the  change,  and 
one  of  the  counselors  had 


championed  the  request. 
Previous  to  this  change, 
students  didn’t  have  the 
option  to  use  anything 
but  their  legal  first  name 
in  the  Blackboard  roster. 
For  many  students,  this 
change  went  unnoticed 
due  to  the  fact  that  most 
people  go  by  their  legal 
first  name.  However  this 
change  heavily  affect¬ 
ed  the  students  who  did 
utilize  this  new  change, 
many  of  whom  are  trans- 
gendered. 

Before,  if  a  transgender 
student  took  an  online 
class,  the  teacher  and  stu¬ 
dents  could  only  refer  to 
that  student  by  their  legal 
first  name.  This  is  because 
student  nicknames  were 
not  implemented  into  the 
system,  and  only  legal  first 
names  could  be  utilized. 
This  could  be  potentially 
very  embarrassing  for  a 
transgender  student  to  be 
called  the  wrong  name,  for 


example  if  a  teacher  calls 
a  student  Alex  when  their 
name  is  actually  Alexa. 

In  an  interview  with 
Sotirakopulos,  she  later 
explained  a  predicament 
she  experienced  first  hand. 
“Teaching  online,  we  have 
many  students  who  identi¬ 
fy  as  a  different  gender,  or 
have  a  different  name,  and 
they  were  only  allowed  to 
go  by  their  legal  name.  I 
have  a  student  right  now 
who  identifies  as  female 
but  has  a  legal  name  that’s 
male,  and  so  everyone  in 
the  class  has  to  address  her 
as  this  male  name.” 

It  was  only  later  that  this 
same  student  came  out  to 
her  teacher  and  explained 
her  situation.  Sotirakopu¬ 
los  also  explained  that  this 
“meant  a  big  life  change 
for  many  students.”  Being 
transgendered  typically 
creates  many  problems  for 
one  who  decides  to  under¬ 
go  this  change.  So  for  the 


college  to  implement  this 
change  to  myACCESS  it 
had  no  doubt  alleviated 
some  of  these  problems 
for  students  experiencing 
difficulties  being  called  the 
right  name  in  class. 

It  isn’t  just  transgen¬ 
dered  students  who  are 
happy  about  the  change. 
Many  other  students  who 
simply  just  prefer  to  be 
called  a  different  name 
such  as  Jonathan  to  J.J., 
love  the  change  as  well. 

“When  we  get  to  college 
we  find  ourselves  right?” 
Sotirakopulos  said.  “This 
is  the  formative  place 
where  we  realize  maybe 
I’m  known  as  Thomas,  but 
I  realize  I  want  to  go  by 
Tom  or  Tommy,  or  what¬ 
ever  it  is.  This  is  the  time 
where  we  start  to  realize, 
that  legal  name  that  we 
were  given  at  birth  might 
not  be  who  we  are.” 

When  asked  “Do  you 
think  students  and  staff 


will  be  accepting  of  this 
change?”  Berliner  replied, 
“Absolutely.  When  I  sent 
out  that  email  announce¬ 
ment  I  received  a  number 
of  replies  from  faculty  say¬ 
ing  this  is  fantastic.” 

COD  is  not  alone  ei¬ 
ther.  Around  the  same 
time  COD  implemented 
the  change,  NIU  did  the 
same.  This  new  change 
seems  to  be  widely  accept¬ 
ed  by  a  number  of  students 
and  faculty  at  the  college, 
and  more  accommodating 
changes  similar  to  this  one 
could  be  seen  in  the  near 
future. 

“We  are  looking  at  wid¬ 
ening  where  the  nickname 
can  be  available  within 
the  system  as  well.  So  if 
a  person  in  registration  is 
working  with  a  student  at 
the  counter,  they  are  able 
to  see  the  nickname  as 
well,”  Berliner  said.

Honors  students  organize  silent  walk  to  unify  community

The  presidential  elec¬ 
tion  that  shook  the  nation 
occurred  almost  a  month 
ago,  yet  the  aftermath  and 
concerns  continue  on,  es¬ 
pecially  at  the  college. 

Before  Thanksgiving 
break,  a  campus  conversa¬ 
tion  occurred  where  com¬ 
munity  members  discussed 
a  new  campus  atmosphere 
tinged  with  hate.  Students 
expressed  their  worries, 
the  ignorant  things  they 
have  been  told,  professors 
listened  and  brainstormed 
ways  they  could  help,  ad¬ 
ministration  took  note  of 
ideas. 

The  conversation  not 
only  opened  the  eyes  of 
community  members,  but 
it  created  a  wave  through 
the  school.  Students  be¬ 
gan  discussing  ways  they 


could  make  a  change,  such 
as  honors  student,  Safia 
Khan. 

In  Khan’s  global  ethics 
class,  the  topic  of  the  pres¬ 
idential  election  outcome 
was  brought  into  question. 
Khan  felt  the  student  body 
desperately  needed  a  way 
to  speak  out. 

“With  recent  events  that 
have  been  happening,  I 
feel  like  the  students  don’t 
entirely  feel  connected  as 
one,”  said  Khan.  “I  just 
wanted  everyone  to  feel 
a  sense  of  unity  and  be¬ 
longing.  Basically,  to  feel 
welcome,  and  most  impor¬ 
tantly  listen  to  each  oth¬ 
er.  Our  differences  make 
us  what  we  are,  and  our 
strengths  are  found  in  our 
differences.  That’s  why  we 
are  going  to  have  a  silent 


walk.” 

The  goal  was  to  spread 
a  powerful  message  by 
saying  nothing  at  all.  To 
communicate  their  mes¬ 
sage,  students  were  given 
signs  to  wear  that  read: 
“We  are  listening.”  Many 
others  who  gathered  wore 
the  “#NotOnMyCampus” 
stickers  that  were  handed 
out  at  the  previous  campus 
conversation. 

Students  even  brought 
their  own  posters  reading, 
“Students  for  unity.” 

Khan,  as  well  as  fellow 
organizer  and  honors  stu¬ 
dent,  Tiphany  Montgom¬ 
ery,  spoke  to  the  crowd 
expressing  how  their  goal 
was  to  send  a  message 
peacefully.  The  organizers 
even  mentioned  the  threat 
of  a  “counter-walk”  that 


they  were  told  about  but 
assured  students  to  remain 
silent  and  strong. 

As  the  crowd  grew  in 
the  student  atrium,  Khan 
led  the  group  down  to  the 
first  floor,  past  the  cafete¬ 
ria,  all  the  way  until  SRC 
2000. 

The  crowd,  filled  with 
administration,  students  of 
all  races  and  faculty  walked 
with  their  heads  held  high. 
Windows  showed  curious 
and  confused  faces  from 
those  working,  and  many 
stopped  to  observe  the 
mass  walking  through  the 
halls. 

SRC  2000  housed  a 
large  white  poster  that 
read  “UNITY.”Those  who 
were  a  part  of  the  walk 
were  able  to  write  down 
how  unity  is  accomplished, 


what  it  means,  as  well  as 
words  of  positivity.  The 
white  poster  was  quickly 
covered  with  post-it  notes 
and  Sharpie,  each  message 
from  a  different  individual. 

In  large,  red  letters  read, 
“LOVE,”  others  pushed 
students  to  lend  a  hand,  or 
say  “Hi”  to  somebody  new. 

At  the  end  of  the  si¬ 
lent  walk,  honors  students 
hosted  a  panel  discussion 
to  speak  about  biases,  how 
students  unaffected  by  in¬ 
justice  can  act,  and  helpful 
ways  students  can  facilitate 
difficult  conversations.  The 
panel  was  then  opened  up 
to  those  in  the  audience. 

“I  hope  people  will  start 
listening  to  each  other, 
start  accepting  everyone, 
and  be  able  to  establish 
conversation  with  each 


other  without  having  a 
barrier,”  said  Khan,  on  her 
hopes  for  what  the  silent 
walk  would  accomplish. 

Helen  Feng,  the  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  honors  program 
expressed  how  the  silent 
walk  is  just  another  ex¬ 
ample  of  how  students  at 
COD  care  and  accomplish 
great  things  every  day. 

“I  feel  very  proud  of 
them,”  said  Feng.  “Obvi¬ 
ously,  the  honors  program 
is  not  just  about  academ¬ 
ics.  It  started  out  as  a  raw 
idea,  then  the  students 
met  with  administration 
and  faculty.  We  refined  the 
whole  project,  and  this  is 
the  outcome.”

Throughout  walking  along  the 
different  paths,  you  hear  crunching  leaves,  birds  singing  and  squawking  and  the  faint  sound  of  rain  dripping  onto  the  path,  all  accompanied  by  a  soft  piano  melody.  The  nature  in 
“Lieve  Oma”  is  strikingly  beautiful  -  blue,  orange,  and  pink  mix  together  in  a  warm  embrace  of  autumn,  while  strikingly  clear  hues  of  light  blue,  teal  and  white  blizzard  the  scene 
in  the  future  winter  scenes.

"Terrorism" 

How  we  as  a  society  use 
it  to  our  disadvantage 


Ever  since  this  news¬ 
paper  staff  can  remember, 
we  have  been  in  a  constant 
state  of  war  against  terror¬ 
ism.  Whether  it  was  Iraq  or 
Afghanistan,  or  a  pledge  to 
exterminate  A1  Qaeda  and 
ISIS,  we  have  seen  imag¬ 
es  fly  across  our  television 
screens  depicting  violent 
scenes  brewed  from  hatred 
and  uncertainty.  From  do¬ 
mesticated  to  “radical  Is¬ 
lam”,  the  United  States  has 
been  thrown  into  a  vortex 
of  confusion  as  to  what  we 
should  or  shouldn’t  label  as 
“terrorism.” 

Over  this  past  year,  both 
extremist  sides  of  our  po¬ 
litical  system  have  taken 
liberties  with  their  speech 
to  label  the  opposing  side. 
Whether  they  are  right  or 
wrong  is  a  matter  of  opin¬ 
ion.  While  one  side  says 
Black  Lives  Matter  is  a  ter¬ 
rorist  organization  because 
of  violent  outbursts  yield¬ 
ing  concurrently  with  the 
group’s  organized  protests, 
the  other  side  says  Donald 
Trump  is  a  terrorist  be¬ 
cause  of  his  violence-in- 
citing  rhetoric  at  his  rallies 
during  the  primary  season. 
On  either  side  of  the  fence, 
the  use  of  the  idea  terror¬ 
ism  is  biased  and  is  only 
used  to  label  a  point  of  ar¬ 
gument  as  a  scapegoat  for 
their  movement  to  attack. 

,  To  commit  to  a  clear-cut 
definition  of  the  idea,  we 
are  going  to  use  the  FBI’s 
definition  on  their  website, 
which  is  multilayered  and 


gives  specific  differences 
towards  domestic  and  in¬ 
ternational  terrorism. 

Domestic  and  interna¬ 
tional  terrorism  are  acts 
intended  to  “to  intimidate 
or  coerce  a  civilian  pop¬ 
ulation;  to  influence  the 
policy  of  a  government  by 
intimidation  or  coercion; 
or  to  affect  the  conduct 
of  a  government  by  mass 
destruction,  assassination, 
or  kidnapping.”  Domes¬ 
tic  terrorism  involves  acts 
“dangerous  to  human  life,” 
while  international  terror¬ 
ism  includes  “violent  acts” 
on  top  of  that  definition. 
The  act  must  violate  feder¬ 
al  or  state  law  in  both  cas¬ 
es.  Domestic  is  within  the 
U.S.,  while  international  is 
outside  the  US. 

Following  those  guide¬ 
lines,  should  Trump’s  rhet¬ 
oric,  violent  protests  by 
Black  Lives  Matter,  and 
other  events  be  considered 
terrorism? 

Now  of  course,  there  are 
real  acts  of  terrorism  that 
happen  across  the  globe 
that  the  media  portrays 
correcdy  with  at  least  an 
attempt  at  neutrality.  This 
year  alone  we’ve  seen  at¬ 
tacks  across  Europe  in¬ 
cluding  the  Bastille  Day 
massacre  and  the  Brussels 
airport  bombing,  as  well 
as  in  our  own  back  yard 
with  the  Pulse  nightclub 
shooting  and  just  this  past 
week  with  the  Ohio  State 
University  stabbing.  With 
these  events,  there  is  no 


grey  area.  These  events 
happened  due  to  a  rush 
of  emotion  or  a  planned 
attack  towards  a  specific 
group  of  people  to  prove  a 
point. 

The  events  we  are  go¬ 
ing  to  talk  about  going 
forward  are  highly  debat¬ 
ed  between  the  left  and 
right  sides  of  our  currently 
poisonous  political  atmo¬ 
sphere.  Although  terror¬ 
ism  should  bring  us  all 
together  to  find  a  solution 
rather  than  split  us  apart  as 
it  has  today,  we,  as  the  fu¬ 
ture  generation  in  Ameri¬ 
ca,  need  to  rise  above  this 
he  said/she  said  culture 
that  has  been  ongoing  for 
decades. 

Who  better  to  start 
off  with  than  the  king  of 
he  said/she  said,  Donald 
Trump,  a.k.a.  the  world’s 
greatest  troll.  He  has  be¬ 
littled  every  major  com¬ 
petitor  throughout  his 
campaign  until  he  reached 
his  current  tide  of  pres¬ 
ident-elect.  Throughout 
his  campaign,  he  has  been 
known  as  someone  who 
doesn’t  understand  the  le¬ 
gal  limitations  to  his  free¬ 
dom  of  speech.  Although 
saying  he  wants  to  tem¬ 
porarily  ban  immigration 
and  travel  from  Muslim 
majority  nations  is  contro¬ 
versial  and  permissible,  his 
incitement  of  violence  is 
far  from  legal. 

Trump  has  repeatedly 
told  his  audience  at  rallies 
across  the  nation  to  hit  and 


berate  protesters.  Even  the 
one  Trump  voter  on  our 
editorial  board  can  see 
the  divisiveness  and  im¬ 
morality  Trump’s  rhetoric 
has  towards  his  protestors. 
Through  inciting  his  rally 
audiences  with  statements 
like,  “Part  of  the  problem 
...  is  nobody  wants  to  hurt 
each  other  anymore”  and 
“Try  not  to  hurt  him.  If 
you  do,  I'll  defend  you  in 
court,  don't  worry  about 
it,”  it’s  hard  to  ignore  his 
constant  ignorance  to  how 
the  First  Amendment 
works. 

Due  to  his  rhetoric  co¬ 
ercing  a  civilian  population 
to  commit  acts  dangerous 
to  human  life,  this  could 
be  considered  terrorism. 
Whether  his  speech  breaks 
state  or  federal  laws  is  up 
for  debate,  but  it  obviously 
incites,  has  caused  physi¬ 
cal  harm  to  civilians  and 
brings  fear  to  those  who 
oppose  his  platform. 

Moving  onto  the  oppo¬ 
site  side  of  the  spectrum,  is 
Black  Lives  Matter  on  the 
same  page  as  our  new  pres¬ 
ident-elect?  The  move¬ 
ment’s  website  opens  their 
“about”  page  in  bold  letters 
“We  Affirm  that  All  Black 
Lives  Matter,”  and  right 
below  it  is  their  mission 
statement:  “Black  Lives 
Matter  is  an  ideological 
and  political  intervention 
in  a  world  where  Black 
lives  are  systematically  and 
intentionally  targeted  for 
demise.  It  is  an  affirmation 


of  Black  folks’  contribu¬ 
tions  to  this  society,  our 
humanity,  and  our  resil¬ 
ience  in  the  face  of  deadly 
oppression.” 

With  this  noble  stance, 
they  take  to  the  streets 
when  they  find  injustice 
across  the  U.S.  Usually 
they  are  spotlighted  in  the 
news  when  a  black  man 
is  killed  by  an  officer  and 
they  coordinate  mass  pro¬ 
tests  and  marches  across 
every  major  city  from  Dal¬ 
las  to  Chicago.  However 
noble  the  cause,  there  are 
spoiled  eggs  in  the  batch 
that  make  everyone  look 
bad. 

From  Baltimore  to  the 
Dallas  protests,  there  have 
been  violent  backlashes 
that  stem  from  built  up 
frustration.  With  this  frus¬ 
tration,  some  people  chose 
to  pillage  and  destroy  then- 
hometown  by  breaking 
windows  and  stealing 
from  their  local  businesses. 
However  small  this  faction 
may  be,  the  rioting  exists 
enough  for  media  and  ci¬ 
vilians  alike  to  take  note. 

Are  these  outbursts 
from  the  spoiled  side  of 
this  faction  considered  ter¬ 
rorism?  There  are  count¬ 
less  videos  online  of  riots 
breaking  out  from  the  pro¬ 
tests  that  are  dangerous  to 
human  life,  as  well  as  lead 
to  clearly  illegal  activity  on 
both  the  state  and  federal 
level  through  causing  mass 
destruction.  They  create 
fear  in  everyone  who  lives 


in  the  area.  Whichever  way 
we  put  it,  the  instances  of 
rioting  should  be  consid¬ 
ered  terrorism.  Although 
Black  Lives  Matter  does 
not  condone  the  violence, 
going  as  far  as  to  speak  out 
against  people  who  bring 
violence  to  their  peaceful 
campaign,  the  fact  that 
these  riots  happen  at  a 
fraction  of  the  protests 
leads  some  of  the  media 
and  a  large  portion  of  con¬ 
servatives  alike  to  rush  to 
label  them  as  a  terrorist  or¬ 
ganization. 

Whether  we  stand  on 
either  side  of  the  politi¬ 
cal  spectrum,  it’s  obvious 
we  have  a  problem  on  our 
hands  as  a  society.  When 
media  like  Fox  News  ig¬ 
nores  Trump’s  rhetoric, 
as  well  when  groups  like 
MSNBC  ignore  the  vio¬ 
lence  at  Black  Lives  Mat¬ 
ter  protests,  it  lessens  the 
quality  of  debate  across 
society  and  completely 
numbs  the  term  “terrorism” 
to  be  a  one-sided  term  for 
anyone  to  use  to  condemn 
one  side  without  thinking 
about  the  ramifications  to 
their  core  cause. 

We  as  a  society  need  to 
be  mindful  as  to  our  own 
biases  towards  how  we  use 
the  term  terrorism.  Correct 
use  of  the  term  will  help 
society  progress  towards  a 
solution  rather  than  cause 
more  friction. 
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Water.  One  of  the  es¬ 
sential  things  any  living 
creature  needs  in  order  to 
survive.  Without  prop¬ 
er  hydration,  any  living 
creature  will  die  in  one 
of  the  most  painful  ways 
possible.  While  we  sit 
here  in  the  Chicagoland 
area  comforted  by  Lake 
Michigan,  thousands  of 
miles  away,  across  the  sea, 
there  are  people  convuls¬ 
ing  upon  the  dirt  below 
themselves  due  to  a  lack 
of  clean  water.  Experts 
for  many  years  have  been 
sending  warnings  that  as 
the  population  increases, 
the  war  over  water  will 
become  more  and  more 
relevant.  However,  now  it 
seems  that  that  war  has 
just  begun. 

Pakistan  was  described 
as  one  of  the  world’s  most 
“water-stressed”  countries 
in  a  2013  -  2014  Asian 
Development  Bank  re¬ 
port.  So  when  the  Indus 
Water  Treaty,  one  of  the 
most  crucial  water  dis¬ 
tribution  treaties,  begins 
to  fall  through,  all  of  Pa¬ 
kistan  became  inflamed 
with  an  incredible  pres¬ 
sure.  With  Pakistan  al¬ 
ready  having  difficulties 
controlling  the  pollution 
in  the  river,  this  extra 
weight  on  their  shoulders 
furthers  the  tension. 

The  Indus  River  Treaty 
originated  in  1947  by  The 
World  Bank  giving  Paki¬ 
stan  control  over  the  three 


western  rivers  (the  Indus, 
the  Chenab,  and  the  Jhe- 
lum)  and  India  control 
over  the  three  eastern 
rivers  (the  Beas,  the  Ravi, 
and  the  Sutlej).  The  Indus 
Waters  Treaty  arose  due 
to  the  fact  that  Pakistan’s 
rivers  flow  through  India 
first,  which  made  them 
fear  that  this  could  cre¬ 
ate  droughts  and  famines 
could  result  from  in  the 
event  of  a  conflict  between 
the  two.  Because  the 
western  rivers  first  flow 
through  India,  the  Treaty 
dictates  that  India  gets  20 
percent  of  the  rivers  while 
Pakistan  gets  the  other  80 
percent. 

Now  let’s  take  a  step 
back.  Why  was  this  trea¬ 
ty  drawn  up  in  the  first 
place?  It  was  brought  up 
because  of  an  ideological¬ 
ly  divided  area  between 
India  and  Pakistan  known 
as  Kashmir.  The  people  of 
Kashmir  are  a  majority  of 
Muslims,  however,  many 
in  Kashmir  have  no  love 
for  Muslim-dominated 
Pakistan,  but  they  also  op¬ 
pose  the  idea  of  being  In¬ 
dians.  However,  Kashmir 
holds  several  incredibly 
rare  natural  resources,  one 
of  which  is  Kashmir  wool 
and  the  second  of  which 
is  Kashmir  Saffron.  Both 
of  these  things  are  specif¬ 
ic  and  special  to  Kashmir 
due  to  the  composition  of 
the  land. 

This  territory  has  been 


in  dispute  since  the  1960s. 
After  the  war  between 
Pakistan  and  India  ended 
in  1972,  Prime  Minister 
Indira  Gandhi  of  India 
and  President  Zulfikar 
Ah  Bhutto  of  Pakistan 
signed  the  Simla  treaty, 
which  presided  over  Pa¬ 
kistan’s  land  of  Kashmir. 
This  treaty  reversed  the 
consequences  of  the  war. 
They  reopened  their  bor¬ 
ders  to  trade  and  econom¬ 
ic  benefits  and  agreed  any 
dispute  should  be  handled 
peacefully  from  that  point 
forward. 

However,  despite  this 
treaty,  the  disputes  of 
Kashmir  continue  to  this 
day.  In  response  to  the 
recent  skirmishes  that 
occurred,  Indian  Prime 
Minister  Narendra  Modi 
chooses  to  use  water  as 
its  weapon  of  payback  for 
recent  cross-border  vio¬ 
lence.  “Blood  and  water 
can’t  flow  together,”  Modi 
said  and  henceforth  shut 
down  any  meetings  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  treaty. 

Now  with  the  uproar  in 
India  over  the  clashes  in 
Kashmir,  the  government 
may  declare  the  war  for 
water  official,  costing  a 
great  many  fives.  India  has 
said  it  is  looking  at  maxi¬ 
mizing  its  water  usage  by 
accelerating  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  hydropower  plants 
along  the  western  rivers 
that  Pakistan  relies  on.  It 
has  also  hinted  at  reviving 


the  Tulbul  project,  a  dam 
that  has  been  a  source  of 
dispute  between  the  two 
countries  since  1987.  Pa¬ 
kistan  declared  that  it  is 
a  violation  of  the  treaty 
because  the  dam  will  con¬ 
trol  the  flow  of  the  river. 
However,  India  believes 
that  the  dam  will  allow 
for  better  access  to  navi¬ 
gation.  The  project  is  cur¬ 
rently  shut  down  due  to 
the  dispute,  however,  may 
be  revived  in  the  future. 

The  main  problem  is 
that  the  Indus  River  sup¬ 
ports  nearly  three-quar¬ 
ters  of  Pakistan’s  total  irri¬ 
gation  of  agricultural  land. 
Factors  such  as  pollution 
and  an  expanding  popula¬ 
tion  are  already  weighing 
on  water  availability  per 
capita,  even  as  demand  is 
forecast  to  rise  in  the  fu¬ 
ture.  However,  according 
to  an  interview  with  Re¬ 
becca  Keller  on  CNBC, 
an  analyst  at  geopolitical 
intelligence  firm  Stratfor, 
India  may  have  some  lee¬ 
way. 

Keller  has  stated  that: 
“Under  the  treaty  itself, 
India  is  allowed  the  use  of 
20  percent  of  the  western 
rivers,  the  Indus,  Chen¬ 
ab  and  the  Jhelum,  and 
it  currently  does  not  take 
full  advantage  of  this  al¬ 
lotment  [so]  India  has 
room  to  use  water  as  a 
rhetorical  tool  while  still 
staying  within  the  param¬ 
eters  of  the  agreement.”. 


However,  Pakistan’s  econ¬ 
omy  and  agriculture  have 
such  a  heavy  reliance  on 
the  water  itself,  that  even 
a  small  volume  of  water 
could  prove  to  be  incred¬ 
ibly  disastrous. 

In  response  to  India’s 
harsh  tone  for  the  Indus 
River  Treaty,  Muhammad 
Mohsin  Khan  Leghari, 
a  member  of  the  Paki¬ 
stan  Senate,  according  to 
CNBC,  said:  “The  Indus 
Water  Treaty  has  survived 
hostilities  and  even  wars 
over  the  five  decades  since 
it  was  inked.  Breaking  an 
international  treaty  would 
be  a  dangerous  precedent 
for  a  country  aspiring  to 
be  a  major  global  econom¬ 
ic  power. 

However,  India  is  cur- 
rendy  also  going  through 
a  political  stride  and  it 
could  be  that  this  was  said 
as  a  form  to  try  to  get  the 
people’s  support.  “I  take 
Modi’s  threats  as  rhetoric 
to  drum  up  support  for  his 
party  in  the  forthcoming 
state  elections,  as  Pakistan 
bashing  goes  well  with  the 
Indian  voters,”  Leghari 
said. 

Despite  this,  bring¬ 
ing  up  water  as  a  form  of 
weaponry  is  a  serious  vio¬ 
lation  of  any  form  of  ba¬ 
sic  human  rights,  morals, 
and  etiquettes.  Pakistan 
has  clearly  stated  that  re¬ 
voking  the  treaty  can  be 
seen  as  “an  act  of  war”. 
Sartaj  Aziz,  the  adviser  to 


Pakistani  Prime  Minister 
Nawaz  Sharif,  has  said 
that  they  would  approach 
the  United  Nations  and 
the  International  Court  of 
Justice  if  India  unilaterally 
suspended  the  treaty.  Aziz 
has  also  stated,  according 
to  International  Business 
Times,  “Pakistan  will  not 
accept  Indian  aggression 
in  any  form,  and  any  In- 
dian  step  for  disrupting 
water  flow  as  [an]  upper 
riparian  state  will  pertain 
to  considerable  risk  of  war 
and  hostilities,”. 

With  both  countries 
carrying  nuclear  arms, 
an  all  out  war  would  be 
incredibly  disastrous.  Al¬ 
though  Pakistan  has  a 
strong  army,  it  is  nowhere 
near  as  powerful  as  India’s 
army.  Their  only  option 
would  be  to  go  nucle¬ 
ar  and  even  that  would 
be  like  slicing  their  own 
throat.  The  damage  that 
the  loss  of  water  will  do 
to  the  citizens  will  prove 
to  be  more  disastrous 
than  any  war  ever.  As  the 
heat  across  the  land  rises, 
death  by  dehydration  will 
be  excruciating  as  its  cit¬ 
izens  will  be  trembling  in 
the  dust  like  fishes  out  of 
the  water.  The  body  count 
will  be  merciless,  so  if  In¬ 
dia  has  the  morality  of  any 
decent  human  being,  per¬ 
haps  they  will  think  twice 
before  creating  a  war  over 
water. 
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COD  conquers  Red 
Grange  Bowl  in  overtime

Saturday,  Dec.  3rd,  will 
<  be  a  day  to  go  down  in 
College  of  DuPage  his¬ 
tory  as  the  Chaparrals 
football  team  beat  the 
undefeated  Central  Lake 
♦  Raiders,  in  overtime,  with 
a  score  of  25-22,  during 
the  inaugural  Red  Grange 
Bowl  hosted  at  COD. 

The  game  was  back  and 
forth  for  four  quarters  of 
football,  and  the  Chaps 
and  Raiders  were  equally 
^  matched.  However,  the 
game  was  sent  to  over¬ 
time  because  of  the  poor 
play  of  the  Chaps  in  situa¬ 
tional  football.  The  Chaps 
also  turned  the  ball  over 


seven  times.  When  you 
are  playing  an  undefeated 
team,  and  you  continually 
turnover  the  ball,  you  are 
almost  handing  them  a 
win. 

All  throughout  the 
game,  the  Chaps  took 
awhile  to  get  all  levels  of 
the  team  going.  Offense 
was  turning  the  ball  over, 
defense  wasn’t  able  to 
keep  up  and  special  teams 
was  no  help. 

Thankfully  for  the 
Chaps,  the  Raiders  were 
unable  to  take  advan¬ 
tage  of  turnover  points. 
The  defense  had  its  mo¬ 
ments  where  they  gave 


up  points,  but  they  were 
able  to  finally  make  the 
big  play  of  the  game,  the 
play  that  saved  them  and 
sent  them  to  overtime.  In 
the  final  minutes  of  the 
fourth  quarter,  the  Raid¬ 
ers  tried  to  put  away  the 
game  with  a  final  rush¬ 
ing  touchdown,  but  in¬ 
stead  the  Chaps  defense 
stepped  up  and  forced  a 
turnover  during  the  hit  on 
the  running  back,  in  the 
endzone,  and  were  able  to 
recover  the  ball  and  give 
themselves  a  final  chance 
in  overtime. 

At  half  time,  place 
kicker  and  punter  Casey 


Bednarski,  told  me  about 
his  frustration  with  the 
lack  of  points  and  his  use 
during  the  game  in  the 
first  half. 

“In  high  school,  my 
longest  field  goal  was  a  55 
yards,  but  I  feel  confident 
that  on  a  good  day,  like  to¬ 
day,  I  can  hit  one  from  60 
yards  out.  I  feel  like  I’ve 
played  my  role  the  entire 
season,  but  in  this  game 
I  haven’t  played  my  role, 
because  they  haven’t  let 
me.  I  would  love  to  go  out 
there  and  score  points,  but 
it’s  all  up  to  the  coach  and 
his  decision.  I  just  like  to 
get  on  the  field  as  much 


as  i  can  and  make  a  differ¬ 
ence.  If  you  score  points 
every  time  you  have  the 
ball,  you’re  gonna  win  the 
game.” 

Finally,  in  the  third 
quarter,  quarterback  Evan 
Scales  was  able  to  get  the 
offense  rolling,  and  even 
scored  a  walk-in  touch¬ 
down.  After  that  point, 
the  Chaps  were  able  to 
fight  until  overtime,  and 
soon  Bednarski  would  fi¬ 
nally  get  his  chance. 

With  the  final  seconds 
of  the  game  looming,  and 
the  win  on  the  line,  the 
Chaps  sent  out  their  kick¬ 
er  for  the  game-winning 


field  goal.  The  crowd  wait¬ 
ed  with  anticipation  of  the 
outcome.  Then  straight 
through  the  middle  of  the 
goal  post,  Bednarski  s  chip 
shot  kick  from  about  15 
yards  out  was  good,  and 
it  was  all  over.  The  Chaps 
went  against  all  odds  to 
win  a  championship  bowl 
game  and  end  a  great  sea¬ 
son  in  winning  fashion. 

The  2016  Chaparrals 
football  team  will  always 
be  remembered  for  what 
they  were  able  to  accom¬ 
plish  this  year  and  bring¬ 
ing  a  championship  to 
COD.

Your  guide  to  the  best  buys 

The  quick  and  painless  ways  to  find  textbooks 


Get  a  list  of  what 
books  you  need 
ASAP  and  email 
vour  professors 

Once  you  acquire  the 
list  of  textbooks  you 
need  for  your  classes 
from  MyAccess,  you 
should  email  your 
teachers  about  which 
books  you  will  use  and 
how  often  you  will  use 
them.  Most  professors 


will  give  you  an  honest 
estimation  of  what  you 
will  actually  use  and 
how  often. 

You  should  also  ask 
your  professor  if  you 
can  buy  an  older  edi¬ 
tion  without  any  loss 
of  information  in  the 
text.  For  many  gener¬ 
al  education  classes, 
like  english  or  history, 
you  can  easily  swap 
out  buying  the  newest 


edition  for  a  previous 
edition  and  save  a 
significant  amount  of 
money  without  cutting 
into  your  education. 

Buy,  rent  or 
borrow? 

Most  of  the  time 
it’s  not  necessary  to 
buy  the  book.  Unless 
you  love  writing  in  the 
margins  and  highlight¬ 
ing  the  text  in  rainbow 
colors,  you  should 
never  buy  the  book. 
The  only  other  time 
you  should  ever  buy 
the  book  is  when  you 
are  forced,  due  to  the 
previous  edition  not 
being  acceptable  and  a 
lack  of  rental  copies  on 
the  market. 

With  renting,  you 


have  multiple  options. 
You  can  rent  for  the 
entire  semester  at  the 
College  of  DuPage’s 
Follett  Bookstore,  but 
you  also  have  a  multi¬ 
tude  of  options  if  you 
like  shopping  online. 
There  are  websites, 
such  as  studentrate. 
com,  where  you  can 
compare  websites  such 
as  Amazon,  Chegg  and 
Barnes  and  Noble  for 
pricing  and  availability 
on  new  and  used  pur¬ 
chases  and  rentals.  This 
also  checks  for  ebook 
rentals  and  purchases 
if  you  like  reading  on 
your  tech  device  and/ 
or  not  lugging  around  a 
201bs  textbook. 

If  the  book  will  only 
be  used  maybe  three 
weeks  of  the  entire  se¬ 


mester,  you  do  not  have 
to  rent  the  book  for 
the  full  16  weeks.  One 
alternative  is  the  COD 
library,  where  you 
can  borrow  the  in-li- 
brary  copy  and  use  the 
textbook  free  of  charge 
inside  the  library.  All 
you  need  is  a  library 
card,  which  you  can  ac¬ 
tivate  with  your  COD 
ID  card.  However,  you 
must  get  there  early 
because  there  are  only  a 
few  copies  of  each  text. 

If  you  aren’t  the 
library  type,  you  can 
also  rent  the  ebook 
edition  to  use  on  your 
computer,  phone  or 
tablet  for  $5  a  day  with 
packbackbooks.com. 
That  way,  if  you  only 
need  to  use  the  book 
for  two  tests,  you  can 


rent  the  book  one  day 
for  each  test,  write 
down  what  you  need 
to  study  and  only  pay 
$10  for  the  two  days  of 
rentals  instead  of  $50 
or  more  for  the  entire 
semester. 

Especially  if  you 
are  taking  a  class  with 
static  information  that 
doesn’t  change  often, 
like  intro  science,  math 
or  english  courses, 
you  do  not  have  to 
acquire  the  required 
text.  Boundless.com 
is  a  website  with  free, 
open  source  textbooks 
that  provide  the  same 
information  that  is  in 
that  textbook  you  have 
to  find  for  $50+.  With 
26  different  subjects, 
it  is  definitely  worth  a 
visit. 


Choosing  a 
major 


The  dreaded  question.  I’ve  changed 
my  major  at  least  six  times  over  these 
past  two  and  a  half  years  of  atten¬ 
dance  at  the  College  of  DuPage. 
From  computer  science  to  commu¬ 
nications  to  biology  to  journalism  to 
political  science  and  back  to  journal¬ 
ism,  I’m  a  smorgasbord  of  too  many 
interests;  as  are  a  lot  of  people  here  at 
COD.  This  institution  is  in  place  for 
people  to  find  out  which  path  is  the 
one  they  truly  want  to  pursuit. 

Although  many  guides  online  as 
to  how  to  pick  a  major  are  somewhat 
helpful,  most  lack  the  community 
college  perspective.  With  that  in 
mind,  here  are  some  ideas  to  keep  in 
mind  while  attending  COD. 


Take  your  time  and 
explore 

There  should  be  little  to  no  ur¬ 
gency  for  you  to  pick  a  major  while 
starting  out  at  COD.  The  tuition 
is  extremely  cheap  for  the  caliber 
of  education  that’s  provided  here, 
with  more  actual  professors  than  in 
many  four-year  institutions.  Take 
your  time  and  explore  the  different 
subjects  the  college  provides. 

Explore  the  honors  catalog  as 
well,  which  has  many  classes  that 
aren’t  available  for  any  student  who 
has  below  a  3.2  GPA.  They  make 
your  transcript  look  a  lot  more 
appetizing  to  four-year  institutions 
across  the  country. 

I’ve  taken  the  entire  first  year  of 
introductory  biology  classes,  a  py¬ 
thon  class  and  even  Japanese  while 
growing  out  of  high  school  anime 
phase  in  my  first  semester.  Every 
class  I’ve  taken  here  has  shaped  me 
into  the  person  I  am  today. 


From  my  snarky  biology  professor 
showing  us  a  statistical  correlation 
between  how  much  homework  for¬ 
mer  students  completed  and  their 
success  in  his  class  to  my  coding 
professor’s  relentless  ambition  to 
not  only  teach  but  understand  the 
needs  of  his  students,  COD  is  a 
place  for  growth  and  exploration  of 
ambitions. 

Get  an  associate’s  degree 
or  transfer  out? 

This  is  a  decision  to  make  sooner 
rather  than  later.  Many  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  I’ve  talked  to  have  an  urgency 
to  escape  COD  as  if  it’s  a  prison 
and  want  to  start  life  at  the  four 
year  college  of  their  dreams.  Others 
believe  the  two-year  degree  will 
boost  their  resume  a  little  further 
and  make  their  candidacy  more 
appetizing  to  employers. 

Most  people  don’t  know  of  the 
third  option  quietly  rolling  out 


from  the  college’s  new  administra¬ 
tion.  The  college  now  holds  more 
advanced  transfer  agreements  with 
four-year  institutions  across  Illinois 
since  the  Ann  Rondeau  became 
COD’s  President  in  July  of  last  year. 

One  kind  of  transfer  agreement 
is  a  reverse  transfer  agreement, 
which  allows  you  to  earn  a  COD 
associates  degree  while  attending  a 
four-year  institution.  Once  you  earn 
all  the  necessary  credits  for  an  asso¬ 
ciate’s  degree  at  a  select  university, 
the  institution  will  transfer  your 
credits  back  to  COD  to  reward  you 
with  the  two-year  degree. 

Although  this  may  seem  coun¬ 
terintuitive  to  many  people  due  to 
how  you’re  paying  more  money  for 
the  same  degree,  this  gives  students 
who’ve  completed  at  least  a  semes¬ 
ter  at  COD  the  opportunity  to  earn 
more  certification  rather  than  only 
a  bachelor’s  degree  even  if  they  feel 
the  need  to  sprint  from  community 
college  life.

Tips  and  tricks  for  a  successful  semester 


With  a  new  school  comes  a  thousand  new  things  to  learn.  Whether  you're  fresh  from  high  school  or  returning  to  college  for 
the  second  time,  new  students  at  College  of  DuPage  usually  have  to  figure  things  out  for  themselves.  Lucky  for  you,  we 
have  created  a  tip  list.  From  getting  an  ID  to  finding  a  parking  spot,  this  guide  gives  important  tips  and  tricks  that  will 
help  you  fit  in  at  COD  in  no  time. 


Howto  Find  a  Parking  Spot 

Almost  all  parking  lots  are  going  to  be  packed  to  the  brim  from 
10:00  am  to  12:00  pm. 

>To  completely  avoid  the  hassle  of  trying  to  find  a  close  spot,  you  can  park  in 
Lot  6  by  the  Early  Childhood  Center  or  the  soccer  field.  There's  a  shuttle  that 
runs  about  every  10  minutes  in  the  morning  and  early  afternoon  from  lot  6  to 
the  main  campus,  however  it's  definitely  a  long  walk  from  either  lot  to  your 
classroom. 

>To  get  a  good  spot,  we'd  recommend  arriving  a  half  hour  before  your  class  to 
scour  the  parking  lots  to  have  a  chance  at  finding  a  decent  spot. 

>Using  public  transportation  isn't  a  bad  idea,  however  you  need  to  check  the 
availability  of  the  714  and  715  Pace  bus  schedule  to  make  sure  you  aren't 
stranded  on  campus  without  a  ride  home. 

>Parking  will  get  better  as  the  pressure  from  classes  thins  the  herd  and  people 
drop  classes.  As  the  semester  crawls  forward,  more  and  more  spots  will  open. 


How  to  Get  a  Library  Card 

The  library  and  its  extensive  online  databases 
are  an  invaluable  resource. 


Getting  a  card  is  simple.  Head  down  to  the  Circulation  Services 
Desk  just  inside  the  main  entrance  to  the  library  and  they'll  set 
you  up.  You'll  need  a  photo  ID,  proof  of  present  address  and 
proof  of  current  enrollment.’  If  you  got  your  Student  ID,  bring  it 
along  and  they  will  simply  activate  it  for  you.  Don't  have  an  ID? 

You  can  get  one  in  the  library  too. 


Caffeine  on  Campus 

On  campus,  we  have  both  a  Starbucks  in  the  SRC  and  an 
Einstein's  Bagels  in  the  McAnnich  Art  Center. 

The  best  times  to  go  to  either  place  is  early  in  the  morning 
or  mid-afternopn. 

>For  Starbucks,  get  the  app.  It  allows  you  to  have  free  refills  on 
brewed  coffee  and  tea,  and  gives  you  a  free  birthday  drink  or 
food  item. 

>For  Einstein's,  if  you  like  their  brewed  coffee,  purchase  one  of 
their  travel  mugs  for  discounted  prices  on  coffee* 

>You  can  also  get  coffee  in  the  cafeteria. 


How  to  Get  a  Student  ID 

Every  student  should  carry  a  student  ID. 

If  you  head  to  the  Office  of  Student  Life  in  SSC  1217,  the  PE  Center  or  the 
Library  you  can  fill  out  an  application  for  an  ID.

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If  you  are  a  fan  of  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage’s  politics, 
here  are  two  key  unfold¬ 
ings  you  probably  missed 
since  the  last  issue  of  the 
Courier: 

Updates  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees: 

The  tenures  of  three 
trustees  will  end  in  April 
2017.  They  are:  Erin  Birt, 
of  Wheaton,  Dianne  Mc¬ 
Guire,  of  Naperville,  and 
David  Olsen,  of  Downers 
Grove.  The  following  are 
bullet  points  to  keep  in 
mind: 

•  Birt  and  McGuire 


are  not  seeking 
re-election. 

Olsen  will  not  re¬ 
turn  to  the  board. 
He  won  the  81st 
district  representa¬ 
tive  position  in  Nov. 
2016. 

The  board  will  see 
three  new  faces  in 
Apr.  2017. 

Initially,  Alan  Ben¬ 
nett,  of  Lombard, 
and  Husna  Ghani, 
of  Oakbrook  placed 
their  names  forward 
for  consideration  to 
serve  a  two-year 
term. 


Ghani’s  name  will 
not  be  on  the  bal¬ 
lot  in  April  after 
“flaws”  were  noted 
in  her  nominating 
petition.  This  leaves 
Bennet  as  the  lone 
candidate  to  be 
considered  for  the 
job. 

Christine  Fenne, 
of  Wheaton;  Dan 
Markwell,  of  Lom¬ 
bard;  Taso  Trian- 
tafillos  of  Addison; 
and  Rafath  Wa- 
heed,  of  Lisle  were 
the  original  trustee 
candidates  who  for¬ 


warded  their  names 
for  consideration 
for  the  two  six-year 
term. 

In  early  January, 
Waheed  stepped 
aside  after  objec¬ 
tions  were  raised  to 
her  petition.  Trian- 
tafillos,  Fenne,  and 
Maxwell  are  the 
three  candidates  left 
in  the  race. 

The  election  for 
trustee  positions 
will  be  on  April  4, 
2017.  The  Courier 
is  making  frantic 
efforts  to  reach  out 


to  the  candidates 
and  current  board 
members  who  will 
not  return  to  the 
board. 

A  pedestrian  bridge  over 
Lambert? 

On  December  19,  2016, 
the  board  discussed  a  plan 
to  build  a  bridge  that  will 
connect  the  Health  Sci¬ 
ence  Center  to  the  Tech¬ 
nical  Educational  Center. 

Preliminary  estimates 
show  the  bridge  could 
cost  between  $5  million  to 
$8  million  depending  on 
whether  it  will  be  enclosed 


or  not. 

Trustees  Frank  Napol- 
itano  and  Charles  Bern¬ 
stein  want  a  study  to  be 
conducted.  Both  trustees 
want  a  huge  expenditure 
to  match  the  need  of  the 
bridges  users.

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On  January  20th,  2017 
Donald  J.  Trump  was 
sworn  in  as  the  45th  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  United  States 
of  America.  The  follow¬ 
ing  day,  women  across  the 
world  stormed  into  the 
streets  to  fight  for  their 
rights.  These  women  were 
not  alone.  Husbands,  chil¬ 
dren,  people  of  all  kinds, 
flooded  the  streets  in  their 
support. 

The  protests  were  not 
limited  to  the  U.S..  Wash¬ 
ington  D.C.  hosted  the 
main  protest,  but  cities  like 
Chicago,  New  York  and 
Los  Angeles  hosted  sister 
protests.  Even  more  pro¬ 
tests  were  held  across  the 


Atlantic  with  Florence, 
Amsterdam  and  Berlin 
in  the  mix.  In  D.C.  alone 
roughly  half  a  million  pro¬ 
testers  marched  in  support 
of  the  Women’s  March.  So 
what  has  pushed  women 
to  the  streets?  How  have 
so  many  citizens  been 
pushed  to  this  point? 

“I  felt  like  we  needed 
to  show  up  in  large  num¬ 
bers  to  demonstrate  that 
we’re  not  going  to  accept 
a  rollback  of  women’s 
rights.”  said  Wendy  Co- 
lombus,  a  mother  of  two 
who  marched  in  New  York 
“I  think  all  of  our  rights 
are  at  stake.  It’s  because  of 
Trump  and  the  adminis¬ 


tration  as  a  whole.  Partic¬ 
ularly  concerning  to  me  is 
the  appointing  of  the  next 
Supreme  Court  justice, 
and  I  think  that  they  need 
to  hear  our  voices  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  that.” 

Long  time  Michigan 
resident  Betty  Scott,  talks 
about  the  fear  that  Trump 
brings  to  the  American 
people.  “Oh  there’s  so 
many  things,  his  relation¬ 
ship  with  Russia  I  find 
very  alarming.  His  wom¬ 
en’s  rights  issues,  how  he’s 
trying  to  take  away  wom¬ 
en’s  rights,  another  big  one 
for  me.  His  immigration 
policies...  I  think  he’s  cra¬ 
zy,  I  really  do.  I  think  he’s 


insane.” 

But  what  about  Trump’s 
supporters?  How  have  they 
reacted  to  the  marches?  In 
an  interview  with  Michael 
Fresa  (editor’s  note:  Mi¬ 
chael  Fresa  is  a  relative  of 
Kitt  Fresa),  a  former  coal 
business  owner  and  resi¬ 
dent  of  West  Virginia  he 
stated  “I  support  the  right 
to  march.  Being  that  I  am 
Pro-Life  I  can’t  support 
their  Pro-Choice  option. 
I  can’t  condone  abortion 
as  far  as  that  part  goes. 
However  our  country 
was  founded  on  a  basis  of 
demonstration,  so  I  think 
that’s  part  of  our  demo¬ 
cratic  right  to  protest.” 


When  later  questioned 
on  Trump’s  remarks  to¬ 
ward  women,  specifically 
the  tape  that  was  released 
during  the  campaign  Fre¬ 
sa  said,.  “Well  of  course 
the  tape  that  they  played, 
he  did  make  some  pretty 
vulgar  remarks.  That  was 
totally  uncalled  for.  But 
I  don’t  think,  and  I  don’t 
care  if  it  was  years  ago  or 
a  year  ago,  I  don’t  think  the 
man  should  be  judged  on 
some  of  those  remarks  that 
were  made,  in  its  entirety.” 

Trump’s  most  direct 
response  to  the  protests 
were  in  the  form  of  a  tweet 
posted  on  Jan  22.  “Peaceful 
protests  are  a  hallmark  of 


our  democracy.  Even  if  I 
don’t  always  agree,  I  recog¬ 
nize  the  rights  of  people  to 
express  their  views.” 

Many  people  criticize 
the  Trump  administration 
for  the  lack  of  their  ideas 
being  taken  into  consid¬ 
eration.  In  Columbus’s 
interview  she  was  asked  if 
she  thought  Trump  heard 
the  women  at  the  wom¬ 
en’s  march  and  was  at  all 
concerned  with  it,  she  re¬ 
sponded  with  “No  I  don’t 
think  Trump  heard  any¬ 
thing.  I  think  he’s  really 
concerned  about  his  own

Right  after  the  passage  of 
Indiana’s  “Religious  Free¬ 
dom  Restoration  Act,”  in 
early  2015  Rex  Itczak  left 
a  small  town  of  Lowell  and 
escaped  to  Chicago,  Ill. 

“I  felt  unsafe  being  in  my 
town  in  Indiana  the  month 
RAFA  was  made  a  law,” 
said  Itczak.  “Although  peo¬ 
ple  think  you  are  afraid  of 
something  that  is  not  hap¬ 
pening  I  felt  people’s  view 
of  me  was  changing  almost 
overnight.  I  came  to  Chica¬ 
go  because  I  knew  you  will 
find  a  community  that  will 
be  positive  and  supportive 
of  me  and  my  gender  iden¬ 
tity. 

“We  saw  the  overnight 
change  between  people 
who  were  quiet  about  their 
political  views,  then  Don¬ 
ald  Trump  won,  and  they 
were  all  loud  again,”  added 
Itczak. 

RAFA  gave  credence 
to  religious  doctrines  as  a 
basis  for  defense  in  legal 
proceedings.  Gay  advocates 
saw  this  law  as  a  direct  at¬ 
tack  on  the  Lesbian,  Gay, 
Bisexual,  and  Transgen¬ 
der  (LGBT)  community. 
The  legislation  was  drafted 
by  three  members  of  an- 
ti-LGBT  lobbying  groups. 

“This  law  was  specifically 
created  to  affect  the  LGBT 
community,”  said  Jacob 
Kent,  president  of  College 
of  DuPage’s  Pride  Alli¬ 
ance.  “Not  even  religious 
organizations,  these  people 
weren’t  rabbis,  priests,  or 
imams,  these  were  people 
specifically  part  of  groups 
lobbying  for  legislation  to 
negatively  affect  LGBT 


Americans.” 

In  November,  Americans 
elected  the  Indiana  gover¬ 
nor  who  signed  the  act  into 
as  their  new  vice  president. 

Now,  Itczak  has  a  rea¬ 
son  to  fear  Mike  Pence,  a 
hardline  conservative,  can 
influence  gains  the  LGBT 
community  has  made  over 
the  years. 

Pence  once  said  gay  cou¬ 
ples  signaled  a  “societal  col¬ 
lapse,”  and  most  recently 
opposed  former  President 
Barack  Obama’s  directive 
on  transgender  bathrooms. 

To  counter  argue  this 
perception,  Pence  tweeted 
“Faith  &  religion  are  im¬ 
portant  values  to  millions 
of  IN  residents.  W/passage 
of  RFRA,  IN  will  contin¬ 
ue  to  respect  beliefs  of  all 
Hoosiers.” 

President  Donald  Trump 
has  positioned  himself  as 
someone  who,  at  times,  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  a  friend  to  the 
LGBT  community.  But 
there  are  also  some  signs 
that  he  could  become  a  new 
foe.  Throughout  his  heated 
campaign,  he  managed  to 
sail  through  as  a  candidate 
who  tolerated  the  rights  of 
the  LGBT  community. 

In  fact,  after  the  Elton 
John-David  Furnish  mar¬ 
riage,  the  New  York  Times 
quoted  Trump’s  reaction 
by  saying  “I  know  both  of 
them,  and  they  get  along 
wonderfully.  It’s  a  marriage 
that’s  going  to  work.  I’m 
very  happy  for  them.  If  two 
people  dig  each  other,  they 
dig  each  other.” 

On  the  contrary,  just 
days  into  his  presidency,  the 


LGBT  page  on  the  White 
House’s  website  was  taken 
down. 

“Trump  gets  swayed  one 
way  or  the  other  by  his  vice 
president  and  supporting 
cabinet  members,”  said 
Itczak. 

The  Federal  Amendment 
Defense  Act  (FADA)  is 
synonymous  to  RAFA  and 
could  be  something  an 
all-Republican  government 
could  swifdy  pass  into  law. 

According  to  the  U.S. 
Congress’  website  FADA 
“Prohibits  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  from  taking  dis¬ 
criminatory  action  against 
a  person  on  the  basis  that 
such  person  believes  or  acts 
in  accordance  with  a  reli¬ 
gious  belief  or  moral  con¬ 
viction  that:  (1)  marriage  is 
or  should  be  recognized  as 
the  union  of  one  man  and 
one  woman,  or  (2)  sexual 
relations  are  properly  re¬ 
served  to  such  a  marriage.” 

“Like  RAFA  at  the  state 
level  in  Indiana,  I  have  ev¬ 
ery  expectation  that  it  was 
designed  to  and  will  nega¬ 
tively  affect  LGBT  Amer¬ 
icans  at  the  national  level,” 
added  Kent. 

Of  interest  to  every 
American  including  the 
LGBT  community  is  the 
plethora  of  criticisms  about 
the  Affordable  Care  Act 
(ACA)  coupled  with  the 
fact  that  the  Act  has  a  good 
intent,  but  needs  repair.  The 
LGBT  community  here 
on  campus  is  concerned 
about  how  amendments  or 
a  promise  to  repeal  the  Act 
in  its  totality  will  contribute 
to  the  resurgence  of  a  silent 
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killer  that  has  affected  the 
community. 

“Because  of  the  restric¬ 
tions  on  the  ACA  at  the 
state  level  in  Indiana  http:// 
usat.ly/lRqsQU2,  we  had  a 
huge  spike  in  HIV/AIDS,” 
added  Itczak.  “And  I  do 
think  that  since  the  LGBT 
community  is  most  at  risk 
of  that  kind  of  infection  if 
it  is  repealed,  it  will  just  be 
hard  to  find  care  that  is  not 
going  to  be  under  the  guise 
of  religious  affiliation.” 

Another  student  and 
a  member  of  the  LGBT 
community  said  he  fears 
unequal  access  to  health¬ 
care  will  result  if  the  Act  is 
repealed. 

“It  opens  the  door  for 
LGBT  people  to  be  denied 
healthcare,  citizens  may 
not  be  able  to  get  the  same 
benefits  the  ACA  brought,” 
said  Andrew  Lagunas,  a 
student  here  at  COD. 

At  the  end  of  November’s 
election,  results  showed 
that  14  percent  of  LGBT 
voters  voted  for  Trump 
according  to  exit  polls  re¬ 
leased  by  NBC. 

Members  of  COD’s 
LGBT  community  said 
they  are  hopeful  Trump 
will  not  craft  laws  based 
on  religion  but  rather  fair 
and  equal  treatment  for  all 
Americans  regardless  of 
their  gender  identities. 

These  students  noted 
how  COD  is  a  haven  for 
them.  The  college  has  an 
alliance  that  supports  the 
group  and  has  a  plan  to 
create  more  transgendered 
bathrooms  in  addition  to 
the  two  existing  ones. 
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As  the  new  semester 
opens,  so  do  the  curtains 
on  College  of  DuPage’s 
resident  theater  company, 
Buffalo  Theatre  Ensemble 
(BTE). 

Opening  Feb.  2  and 
running  until  March  5, 
David-Lindsay  Abaire’s 
“Good  People”  stars  Pro¬ 
fessor  Amelia  Barrett  as 
Margie  Walsh,  and  is  di¬ 
rected  by  Professor  Connie 
Canaday  Howard. 

BTE’s  residency  pro¬ 
vides  immeasurable  ex¬ 
perience  for  students 
interested  in  pursuing  pro¬ 
fessional  theater.  Behind 


these  curtains  is  assistant 
stage  manager  and  student 
Ed  Garzaro.  Garzaro  re¬ 
ceived  a  scholarship  from 
BTE,  as  well  as  an  intern¬ 
ship.  BTE  has  not  only 
provided  an  internship 
opportunity  for  Garzaro 
to  learn  but  has  allowed 
for  six  COD  students  to 
shadow  professional  actors 
through  the  show’s  entire¬ 
ty- 

Theater  students  such  as 
Clare  Collins,  Cassandra 
Collins,  Alex  Price  and 
Ryan  Gentile  were  invited 
to  observe  a  specific  actor, 
giving  them  the  oppor¬ 


tunity  to  gain  experience 
and  knowledge  beyond  the 
classroom. 

“From  the  very  first  re¬ 
hearsal,  I  already  knew 
I  was  going  to  learn  so 
much,”  said  Cassandra 
Collins,  who  shadows  the 
character,  Dottie  as  played 
by  Annie  Slivinski.  “I  feel 
like  it  is  the  best  experi¬ 
ence  an  acting  student  can 
have.  To  see  our  mentors 
on  stage  doing  what  we 
love  is  so  amazing  and  so 
helpful.” 

The  students  follow 
a  professional  actor  and 
learn  the  role  alongside 


them.  This  shadowing  in¬ 
cludes  memorizing  each 
line,  each  action,  seeing 
one  show  per  performance 
week  and  performing  the 
show  for  the  director.  In 
the  case  of  emergency,  the 
student  is  trained  to  be¬ 
come  the  understudy. 

Clare  Collins  shad¬ 
ows  the  character  Jean,  as 
played  by  Kelli  Walker.

Complete 
with  Boston  accents  and 
all,  the  ensemble  is  witty. 


energetic  and  relatable. 
“Good  People”  represents 
a  darker  side  to  the  Amer¬ 
ican  dream,  requiring  the 
audience  to  reflect  on  their 
past  as  well  as  their  future. 

“I  am  so  honored  to  have 
gotten  to  be  a  part  of  this 
program,”  said  Clare  Col¬ 
lins.  “I  can  honestly  say  I 
didn’t  believe  in  myself,  or 
in  my  dreams  as  much  as 
I  do  now  thanks  to  BTE.”

"Split"  leaves 
nothing  for  the  mind

As  I  watched  trailers 
for  M.  Night  Shyamalan’s 
newest  movie,  “Split,”  I 
couldn’t  help  but  say  a  little 
prayer  in  hopes  it  would  be 
Shyamalan’s  saving  grace. 
Coming  as  no  surprise,  it 
was  absolutely  not. 

“Split”  is  a  thriller  based 
around  Kevin  Wendell 
Crumb,  a  maintenance 
worker  at  the  Philadelphia 
Zoo  who  suffers  from  Dis¬ 
sociative  Identity  Disor¬ 
der  (DID)  where  he  lives 
through  23  various  per¬ 
sonalities.  We  join  Crumb 
when  he  kidnaps  three 
teenage  girls  and  learn 
about  him  as  the  girls  do. 

James  McAvoy  plays 
Crumb,  and  he  is  truly  the 
only  saving  grace,  acting 
without  fear.  His  portrayal 
of  a  9-year-old  boy  named 
Hedwig  stood  out  the 


most.  Using  a  childish  lisp, 
large  smile,  and  frequent 
use  of  the  words  “et  cetera,” 
his  portrayal  is  thoroughly 
developed  and  entertain¬ 
ing.  As  an  actor,  he  utilizes 
voice,  face,  body  and  mind 
to  become  each  personali¬ 
ty.  McAvoy  portrays  Den¬ 
nis  as  well,  a  solemn,  angry 
man  with  OCD,  and  Pa¬ 
tricia,  an  extremely  fem¬ 
inine,  maternal  woman. 
Each  mannerism  acted  out 
by  each  personality  is  fit 
and  thought  out  perfecdy 
yet  appears  so  naturally. 
McAvoy  becomes  each 
personality  in  a  way  that  is 
electrifying  and  exciting  to 
the  audience,  unlike  any¬ 
thing  I  have  seen  before. 

The  other  actors  were 
mediocre,  but  I  couldn’t 
determine  if  it  was  the 
writing,  their  acting  or  the 


cinematography  that  had 
me  looking  away.  For  the 
majority  of  the  film,  the 
frames  were  so  up  close 
to  the  actor  that  it  was  al¬ 
most  sickening.  It  felt  me 
leaving  clouded  and  over¬ 
whelmed.  There  were  even 
shots  when  the  actor’s 
head  was  cut  off,  leaving 
just  their  mouth  and  entire 
body  as  they  were  convers¬ 
ing.  I  understand  being 
creative,  but  not  in  unnec¬ 
essary  ways  that  harm  the 
film. 

Shyamalan  morphs  to¬ 
gether  the  supernatural 
and  science,  representing 
logic  through  Dr.  Fletch¬ 
er,  Crumb’s  therapist. 
Throughout  the  film,  Dr. 
Fletcher  fights  for  those 
with  DID  that  she  has 
spent  years  observing,  at¬ 
tempting  to  shine  a  light 


on  the  disorder  to  others 
in  the  psychology  commu¬ 
nity. 

In  the  film,  she  speaks  at 
a  convention,  sharing  her 
findings  that  the  human 
body  can  have  different 
physical  and  mental  con¬ 
ditions  with  each  person¬ 
ality.  Dr.  Fletcher  believes 
the  multiple  identities  may 
put  those  with  DID  above 
a  typical  human  because 
they  use  more  of  their 
brain. 

The  strange  mix  of  rea¬ 
soning  and  supernatural 
is  an  interesting  choice 
by  Shyamalan,  yet  there  is 
nothing  left  to  the  mind. 
When  it  comes  to  direct¬ 
ing,  Shyamalan  can  be 
praised  slightly.  When  it 
comes  to  writing,  I  believe 
it  is  undeveloped.  Multi¬ 
ple  times  throughout  the 


movie,  the  lines  sounded 
as  far  from  reality  as  pos¬ 
sible,  making  me  cringe 
and  feel  sympathy  for  the 
actors,  knowing  no  matter 
how  well  they  delivered 
the  lines,  they  would  still 
sound  unnatural. 

This  happens  when  Ca¬ 
sey,  the  main  kidnappee, 
reacts  to  the  other  two 
girls  when  they  plan  out  an 
attack  to  escape.  She  refus¬ 
es  to  help,  telling  the  girls 
that  they  have  it  so  easy, 
they  think  they  can  expect 
a  certain  outcome,  but  it’s 
not  always  that  simple.  In 
this  case,  when  being  kid¬ 
napped,  you’d  think  some¬ 
body  would  do  whatever 
they  can  to  escape,  but  in¬ 
stead,  Shyamalan  has  her 
give  up.  These  lines  also 
foreshadow  the  ending  of 
the  movie  in  the  most  un- 


subde  way. 

As  a  whole,  the  plot  is 
an  extremely  interesting 
and  unique  idea.  It  carries 
out  the  idea  that  with¬ 
out  experience,  without 
hardships,  a  human  is  un¬ 
developed.  I  believe  that 
through  the  use  of  sym¬ 
bolism,  this  message  could 
have  been  dissected  and 
understood  in  a  profound 
way.  Shyamalan  obviously 
disagrees  with  me  because 
he  has  his  characters  state 
exacdy  what  the  message  is 
and  explains  the  entire  plot 
through  his  writing,  leav¬ 
ing  the  audience  with  only 
one  simple  understanding. 

For  those  who  don’t  like 
to  think,  this  movie  is  spot 
on.

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We’ve  all  eaten  there. 
We  all  know  the  name: 
McDonald’s.  The  Golden 
Arches  are  among  some 
of  the  most  recognizable 
symbols  in  the  world.  But 
how  did  it  get  there? 

“The  Founder”  is  the 
story  of  exactly  that.  It 
begins  with  Ray  Kroc,  a 
then  traveling  salesman, 
who  is  selling  milkshake 
machines.  Moving  from 
restaurant  to  restaurant,  he 
is  denied. 

Out  on  his  luck,  he’s 
called  to  make  a  deal  for 
eight  machines  from  a 
restaurant  in  Southern 
California.  McDonald’s 
was  the  restaurant,  and 


thus  begins  Ray  Kroc’s 
determination  for  success. 
While  visiting  founders, 
Mac  and  Dick  McDonald, 
he  convinces  them  to  let 
him  into  their  business  to 
expand,  and  this  is  where 
Pandora’s  box  is  opened. 

The  true  story  contin¬ 
ues  to  show  how  Ray  Kroc 
mercilessly  takes  over  the 
business  with  his  ideas  and 
giant  plans  for  expansion. 

Michael  Keaton  plays 
Ray  Kroc  very  well,  show¬ 
ing  the  audience  how  truly 
persistent  and  determined 
Kroc  was.  However  that’s 
all  that  is  really  shown  of 
Kroc.  The  audience  is  left 


with  questions  about  why 
Kroc  wants  to  be  McDon¬ 
ald’s  economic  catalyst.  It’s 
the  wake  of  Kroc’s  actions 
that  make  this  movie  great, 
however.  Kroc’s  wife,  Eth¬ 
el,  played  by  Laura  Dern, 
shows  us  a  woman  left  be¬ 
hind  for  riches  and  admi¬ 
ration.  This  performance 
ties  very  well  into  the  roles 
of  Mac  and  Dick  McDon¬ 
ald  played  by  John  Carroll 
Lynch  and  Nick  Offer- 
man.  The  depressing  story 
of  the  true  McDonald’s 
founders  is  at  times  tough 
to  watch  but  also  add  so 
much  emotional  value  to 
the  movie. 

The  brothers  found¬ 


ed  a  restaurant  based  on 
speed  and  quality  and 
went  “gangbusters”  after 
perfecting  their  shared 
life’s  work.  Which  makes 
it  all  the  more  depressing 
to  see  Ray  Kroc  inevita¬ 
bly  steamroller  their  entire 
philosophy  of  equal  speed 
AND  quality.  Could  you 
imagine  a  McDonald’s 
that  tasted  like  a  real,  qual¬ 
ity  restaurant?  That  was 
the  original  plan. 

Directed  by  John  Lee 
Hancock,  his  vision  for 
this  movie  was  great.  His 
movie  is  underlaid  with  a 
well  done  piece  of  evidence 
that  the  American  dream 
exists.  Only  in  this  case  it 


could  be  also  identified  as 
robbery.  Ray  Kroc  takes 
the  American  Dream  to  a 
dark  new  level  by  invest¬ 
ing  and  obsessing  his  en¬ 
tire  life  into  the  one  thing 
he  truly  now  cares  about: 
McDonald’s.  And  it’s 
shown  very  well  through 
the  lens  as  well.  The  cine¬ 
matography,  done  by  John 
Schwartzman,  has  a  nice 
subtle  symbolism  and 
composition  that  is  sprin¬ 
kled  throughout  the  mov¬ 
ie.  There’s  something  really 
beautiful  about  the  origi¬ 
nal  McDonald’s  buildings. 
The  way  the  yellow  neon 
arches  rowed  up  and  over 
the  building  showed  the 


audience  how  it  all  started 
and  how  it  looked  too. 

All  in  all  this  movie 
was  great,  and  if  you’re  a 
fan  of  McDonald’s  it’s  a 
nice  origin  story  for  that 
special  restaurant.  With¬ 
out  McDonald’s  America 
wouldn’t  quite  be  America. 
We  all  need  that  greedy 
capitalism  Ray  Kroc  shows 
us  in  the  true  story  of  the 
Founder.  Why?  Because 
sometimes  we  all  just  want 
a  burger  from  McDonald’s 
and  whether  we  like  it  or 
not  we  have  Ray  Kroc  and 
the  McDonald’s  brothers 
to  thank  for  it.  I  give  this 
movie  4  out  of  5  stars. 
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Donald  Trump  began 
his  presidency  with  an 
explosive  plethora  of  ex¬ 
ecutive  orders  that  encom¬ 
pass  many  of  his  campaign 
promises.  From  the  pipe¬ 
lines  to  immigration,  his 
decisions  leave  many  of 
us  on  the  editorial  board 
blown  away.  It  became 
blaringly  obvious  that  his 
convictions  are  polarizing 
after  his  removal  of  key 
pages  on  the  White  House 
website,  from  LGBTQIA 
rights  and  civil  rights  to 
climatology. 

Even  though  a  majority 
of  his  decisions  are  hard  to 
swallow,  even  with  a  grain 
of  salt,  he  has  been  keeping 
his  word  in  an  attempt  to 
attain  his  vision  of  law  and 
order  in  the  United  States, 
which  is  somewhat  virtu¬ 
ous.  His  blatant  disrespect 
of  climate  science,  howev¬ 
er,  is  far  from  virtuous. 

Over  the  past  two 
weeks,  his  executive  orders 
have  started  fulfilling  his 
promise  of  dismantling 
Barack  Obama’s  legacy, 


and  his  swiftness  was  more 
than  unexpected  by  both 
Democrats  and  establish¬ 
ment  Republicans.  Two  of 
the  most  obvious  and  most 
disheartening  decisions  he 
made  are  the  two  executive 
orders  giving  green  lights 
to  both  the  Dakota  Access 
Pipeline  and  the  Keystone 
XL  pipeline. 

For  those  who’ve  been 
living  under  a  rock,  these 
two  pipelines  have  been 
the  largest  domestic  en¬ 
vironmental  battle  of  the 
past  year.  These  pipelines 
are  designed  to  transport 
local  crude  oil  across  mul¬ 
tiple  states  through  pipe¬ 
lines  in  large  amounts  to 
reduce  dependence  on 
foreign  oils  from  the  other 
side  of  the  globe. 

However,  these  pipe¬ 
lines,  even  when  built  with 
precision  and  care,  can 
break  and  spill  crude  oil 
into  its  surroundings.  Just 
at  the  end  of  last  year,  a 
pipeline  in  North  Dakota, 
not  connected  to  the  Da¬ 
kota  Access  line,  spilled  an 


estimated  4,200  barrels  of 
oil  and  contaminated  5.4 
miles  of  a  creek  used  by 
wild  animals  as  their  water 
source.  The  current  theory 
from  the  owners  of  this 
pipeline,  True  Oil  LLC,  as 
to  what  caused  this  was  a 
landslide. 

This  specific  pipeline  is 
only  6-inches  in  diameter, 
compared  to  the  30-inch 
diameter  of  the  proposed 
Dakota  Access  Pipeline. 
The  fourth  phase  of  the 
Keystone  pipeline  Trump 
approved,  the  Keystone 
XL,  is  proposed  to  be 
36-inches  in  diameter.  A 
crack  in  either  of  these 
pipelines  would  cause  an 
environmental  disaster 
magnitudes  worse  than  the 
aforementioned  True  Oil 
pipeline  spill.  If  anything 
similar  to  that  spill  hap¬ 
pens  with  either  pipeline, 
the  ecological  destruction 
of  American  soil  will  be 
an  ominous  legacy  to  leave 
behind. 

OK,  environmental 
policy  isn’t  his  strong  suit. 


That  was  to  be  expected 
coming  from  a  successful 
multi-billionaire  business¬ 
man.  His  campaign  was 
focused  on  the  prosperity 
of  the  American  people 
through  economic  devel¬ 
opment,  as  well  supporting 
police  to  enforce  law  and 
order. 

But  what  does  Trump 
mean  by  enforcing  law  and 
order?  Of  course,  he  could 
be  talking  about  enforc¬ 
ing  laws  that  the  Obama 
administration  turned  a 
blind  eye  to,  such  as  le¬ 
galized  marijuana  in  mul¬ 
tiple  states.  It  could  mean 
attempting  mass  deporta¬ 
tion  of  undocumented  im¬ 
migrants  across  mainland 
America,  especially  with 
DARPA  within  his  grasp. 

In  a  tweet,  he  decided 
to  make  Chicago  his  first 
directive  of  where  his  law 
and  order  campaign  will 
begin.  On  Jan.  24,  he  stat¬ 
ed,  “If  Chicago  doesn’t  fix 
the  horrible  “carnage”  go¬ 
ing  on,  228  shootings  in 
2017  with  42  killings  (up 


24%  from  2016),  I  will 
send  in  the  Feds!” 

In  response  to  Trump’s 
statement,  Chicago  Mayor 
Rahm  Emanuel’s  spokes¬ 
man  Adam  Collins  stat¬ 
ed,  “As  the  president-elect 
knows  from  his  conver¬ 
sation  with  the  mayor, 
we  agree  the  federal  gov¬ 
ernment  has  a  strong  role 
to  play  in  public  safety 
by  funding  summer  jobs 
and  prevention  program¬ 
ming  for  at-risk  youth,  by 
holding  the  criminals  who 
break  our  gun  laws  ac¬ 
countable  for  their  crimes, 
by  passing  meaningful  gun 
laws,  and  by  building  on 
the  partnerships  our  police 
have  with  federal  law  en¬ 
forcement.” 

If  you  had  to  reread  that 
statement  to  see  if  there 
was  anything  meaningful 
said,  don’t  feel  dumb.  It 
was  written  for  that  pur¬ 
pose.  Chicago  is  the  city 
of  double-faced  politics, 
constantly  drowning  its 
citizenry  in  taxation  with 
the  promise  to  embetter 


its  people,  even  though 
the  city’s  crime  rate  has 
been  increasing  rapidly 
over  Emanuel’s  tenure  as 
mayor.  The  City  of  Chica¬ 
go  has  one  of  the  highest 
big-city  sales  tax  rates  in 
the  nation,  as  well  has  a 
deplorably  high  sin  tax  on 
products  which  help  peo¬ 
ple  quit  cigarettes,  and  yet 
they  have  the  gall  to  ask 
for  more  funding? 

The  lack  of  funds  isn’t 
the  problem,  it’s  the  ad¬ 
ministration.  Bring  in  the 
feds.  It’s  blaringly  obvious 
that  Chicago  politicians 
have  no  clue  how  to  fix  this 
disturbing  issue. 

Even  though  main¬ 
stream  media  will  paint 
our  orange-skinned  leader 
as  a  force  which  will  lead 
us  to  our  doomsday,  only 
time  will  tell.  If  the  first 
two  weeks  of  his  presiden¬ 
cy  are  any  indicator,  we’re 
in  for  some  tumultuous 
changes,  whether  we  agree 
with  them  or  not.

NOTIFICATION  OF  STUDENTS’  RIGHTS  UNDER  THE 
FAMILY  EDUCATIONAL  RIGHTS  AND  PRIVACY  ACT  (FERPA) 

The  Family  Educational  Rights  and  Privacy  Act  (FERPA)  affords  eligible  students  certain  rights 

with  respect  to  their  education  records.  (An  “eligible  student"  under  FERPA  is  a  student  who 

is  18  years  of  age  or  older  or  who  attends  a  postsecondary  institution.)  These  rights  include: 

1.  The  right  to  inspect  and  review  the  student’s  education  records  within  45  days  after 
the  day  College  of  DuPage  Office  of  Student  Records  receives  a  request  for  access. 

A  student  should  submit  to  the  Office  of  Student  Records  written  requests  that  identify  the 
record(s)  the  student  wishes  to  inspect.  The  College  will  make  arrangements  for  access 
and  notify  the  student  of  the  time  and  place  where  the  records  may  be  inspected. 

2.  The  right  to  request  the  amendment  of  the  student’s  education  records  that  the 
student  believes  are  inaccurate,  misleading,  or  otherwise  in  violation  of  the  student’s 
privacy  rights  under  FERPA.  A  student  who  wishes  to  ask  College  of  DuPage  to  amend  a 
record  should  write  to  the  Office  of  Student  Records,  clearly  identify  the  part  of  the  record 
they  want  changed,  and  specify  why  it  is  inaccurate  or  misleading.  If  College  of  DuPage 
decides  not  to  amend  the  record  as  requested,  the  College  will  notify  the  student  in  writing 
of  the  decision  and  advise  the  student  of  his  or  her  right  to  a  hearing  regarding  the  request 
for  amendment.  Additional  information  regarding  the  hearing  procedures  will  be  provided  to 
the  student  when  notified  of  the  right  to  a  hearing. 

3.  The  right  to  consent  to  disclosures  of  personally  identifiable  information  or  Pll  (not 
“Directory  Information”)  contained  in  the  student’s  education  records,  except  to  the 
extent  that  FERPA  authorizes  disclosure  without  consent.  One  exception  which  permits 
disclosure  without  consent  is  disclosure  to  school  officials  with  legitimate  educational 
interests.  A  school  official  is  a  person  employed  by  the  College  in  an  administrative, 
supervisory,  academic  or  research,  or  support  staff  position  (including  law  enforcement  unit 
personnel  and  health  staff);  a  person  serving  on  the  board  of  trustees;  or  a  student  serving 
on  an  official  committee,  such  as  a  disciplinary  or  grievance  committee.  A  school  official 
may  also  include  a  volunteer  or  contractor  outside  of  College  of  DuPage  who  performs 

an  institutional  service  or  function  for  which  the  school  would  otherwise  use  its  own 
employees  and  who  is  under  the  direct  control  of  the  school  with  respect  to  the  use  and 
maintenance  of  Pll  from  education  records,  such  as  an  attorney,  auditor  or  collection  agent 
or  a  student  assisting  another  school  official  in  performing  his  or  her  tasks.  A  school  official 
has  a  legitimate  educational  interest  if  the  official  needs  to  review  an  education  record  in 
order  to  fulfill  his  or  her  professional  responsibilities  for  College  of  DuPage. 

4.  The  right  to  file  a  complaint  with  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education  concerning 
alleged  failures  by  College  of  DuPage  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  FERPA.

Time  for  the  NBA  to  say  "no"  to  fans  vote

The  2017  NBA  all-star 
game  will  be  regarded  as 
the  most  controversial  in 
the  history  of  the  associa¬ 
tion.  A  man  called  Russell 
Westbrook,  mimicking 
the  legend  Oscar  Rob¬ 
ertson  as  the  only  player 
to  average  triple-doubles 
halfway  through  the  sea¬ 
son,  will  sit  on  the  bench 
in  New  Orleans. 

This  snub  comes  after 
the  NBA,  an  organization 
that  has  always  preached 
fairness,  decided  to  change 
the  game’s  venue  after  a 
new  North  Carolina'  state 
law  legitimized  discrimi¬ 
nation  against  members  of 
the  Lesbian,  Gay,  Bisexual, 
and  Transgender  (LGBT) 
community.  It  is  egregious 
that  Westbrook  is  a  victim 
of  fans’  disloyalty,  and  that 
the  NBA  won't  make  a 
clutch  move  to  review  its 
voting  procedures. 

This  year's  voting  pro¬ 
cess  was  the  first  time  play¬ 
ers  and  select  media 
members  were 
allowed  to  voice 
their  opinion 
as  to  who  gets 
a  start  during 
the  games.  The 
fans  had  a  SO 
percent  say, 


while  the  NBA  and  me¬ 
dia  weighed  in  25  percent 
each. 

After  a  weighted  score 
of  2.0  apiece  for  West¬ 
brook,  James  Harden, 
and  Stephen  Curry,  the 
tiebreaker  was  the  fans’ 
vote,  which  caused  a  tan¬ 
trum  within  the  NBA.  Is 
the  All-Star  game  a  mer¬ 
it-based  contest  or  a  pop¬ 
ularity  contest?  The  games 
are  all  about  the  best  play¬ 
er  taking  the  front  seat, 
and  when  a  tragic  mis¬ 
match  occurs  like  this,  the 
league  is  under  a  moral 
obligation  to  repeal  exist¬ 
ing  policies  to  avoid  a  fu¬ 
ture  occurrence. 

I  am  not  a  fan  of  West¬ 
brook  and  his  Oklahoma 
City  Thunder  In  fact,  I 
didn't  rate  him  among  the 
best  three  point  guards  in 
the  league  at  the  onset  of 
the  season.  But  this  guy  is 
doing  something  abnor¬ 
mal,  averaging  a  tri¬ 
ple-double  every 
week,  leading  the 
league  in  scor¬ 
ing  and  placing 
second  in  as¬ 
sists.

why  he  has  such  an  ego. 

A  Harden-Westbrook 
nod  would've  been  the 
least  controversial,  giv¬ 
en  the  two  are  leading 
the  Most  Valuable  Player 
(MVP)  race,  and  are  lead¬ 
ing  their  respective  fran¬ 
chises  in  most  categories. 
The  NBA  has  globalized 
the  game,  and  fans  miles 
away  can  make  a  decision 
based  on  nationality,  at¬ 
tachment  and  favoritism. 
We  all  saw  the  Zaza  Pa- 
chulia  surge.  Georgians 
just  voted  for  their  star 
player  in  the  NBA,  while 
Americans  had  to  share 
their  love  among  many 
players. 

A  differing  view  would 
highlight  the  exclusion 
of  Chris  Paul,  Carmelo 
Anthony  and  Dwyane 
Wade  from  the  games,  in 
an  attempt  to  prove  fans 
who  voted  were  right.  But 
clearly,  these  all-star  veter¬ 
ans  aren't  playing  anything 
decent  for  their  respective 
franchises.  An  overriding 
argument  is  snubbing  a 
man  who  could  become 
the  MVP  in  this  league, 
for  a  player  who  is  popu¬ 
lar  for  his  efficient  3-point 
scoring  abilities.  As  a  fan 
of  the  game,  my  tepid  re¬ 
sponse  is  backed  by  the 
fact  that  a  player  deserves 
what  he  grinds  for.

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D.R.A.M.  at  the  Metro

amazing  night  of  my  life

D.R.A.M.’s  leg  rammed 
into  the  side  of  my  head  as 
he  jumped  into  the  crowd. 
His  hit  single  “Brocco¬ 
li”  is  being  played  by  his 
band  as  he’s  shoved  back 
and  forth  unintentional¬ 
ly  as  people  rush  towards 
the  beefy  R&B  rapper. 
Everyone  starts  shouting 
the  chorus  “I’m  beyond  all 
that  fuck  shit”  as  the  band 
becomes  more  intense.  I 
rush  to  him  after  catching 
myself  from  being  nearly 
trampled  on,  and  as  soon 
as  I  shove  my  way  right 
next  to  him,  I  become 
dizzy,  lose  my  breath  and 
stare  out  into  the  crowd 
surrounding  me  going  ab¬ 
solutely  insane. 

From  beginning  to 
end,  this  concert  was  a 
life-changing  experience. 
Over  the  course  of  the 
three  and  a  half  hours 
this  show  went  on  for,  be¬ 
tween  three  opening  acts 
and  the  main  performer, 
I  was  blown  away  by  the 
amount  of  energy  and 
mutual  love  there  was  in 
that  small  venue. 

I  was  front  row  and 
dead  center  at  The  Metro 
in  Chicago.  Throughout 
the  concert,  I  was  being 


shoved  into  the  metal 
grate  over  and  over  again 
because  1  refused  to  give 
up  my  prime  real  estate 
on  the  main  floor.  For 
the  first  two  hours,  there 
wasn’t  much  fight  for  my 
spot.  The  only  semblance 
of  someone  trying  to  take 
my  spot  were  these  two 
sweet  dwarfs  behind  me 
who  asked  politely  if  we 
can  switch.  Of  course,  I 
refused,  because  I  don’t 
care  about  other  people. 
The  two  convinced  the 
guys  next  to  my  friend  to 
switch  spots,  and  as  ex¬ 
pected  they  were  sucked 
into  the  middle  of  the 
crowd  never  to  be  seen 
again. 

After  the  opening  acts 
came  and  left,  the  stage 
crew  dropped  the  cur¬ 
tains  obscuring  the  beige 
carpet  covered  backdrop 
with  the  words  “Big  Baby 
D.R.A.M.”  in  cursive  at 
the  center. 

The  DJ  hype  man  went 
through  a  plethora  of 
popular  rap  tracks,  from 
Kanye  West  to  Lil’ Yatchy. 
As  D.R.A.M.’s  band  was 
finishing  setting  up  shop, 
the  opening  synths  to  the 
song  “Get  it  Myself”  starts 


to  play.  The  soft  synths 
were  complimented  by  the 
decibel-shattering  shout¬ 
ing  inside  the  small  venue. 
It  felt  like  everyone  rushed 
the  stage  as  my  pelvis  was 
crushed  into  the  metal 
grating,  and  suddenly,  the 
pain  disappeared  as  soon 
as  D.R.A.M.  came  out 
and  looked  into  the  crowd. 

He  wore  a  comfortable 
looking  dark  green  jacket, 
a  track  jacket  underneath 
that,  black  jeans  and  a 
beautiful  pair  of  kicks  I’ve 
never  seen  before.  Once 
he  reached  the  mic,  his 
beautiful  voice  started  res¬ 
onating  over  the  crowd’s 
cheers. 

Right  after  he  finished 
the  song  with  the  verse 
“I  had  to  tell  myself  to 
go  and  get  it  myself”  he 
turned  to  the  crowd  and 
shouted,  “and  that  was 
four  years  ago;  look  at 
where  we  are  now!”  Every¬ 
one  started  cheering  him 
on,  and  he  started  to  egg 
on  the  crowd.  Throughout 
his  performance,  he  would 
ask  the  audience  different 
questions  ranging  from 
what  groupies  want  to  go 
back  to  his  hotel  room  to 
talking  about  the  amount 


of  love  in  the  audience. 
The  crowd  ate  it  up,  and 
so  did  I. 

Halfway  through 

D.R.A.M.’s  already  over¬ 
whelming  performance, 
my  friend  grabbed  my 
neck,  brought  my  ear  close 
to  his  mouth  and  shouted 
over  the  roaring  audience 
behind  us,  “Chance  is 
here,  look  at  the  balcony.”I 
turned  around  and  looked 
up  to  see  the  iconic  black 
and  white  “3”  ball  cap  on 
the  illuminated  face  of 
Chicago  hip-hop  legend 
Chance  the  Rapper  as  he 
was  looking  intently  at  the 
man  on  the  main  stage. 

I  knew  Chance  was  an 
obvious  fan  of  D.R.A.M.’s 
work  before  seeing  him  at 
the  show  from  Chance 
giving  D.R.A.M.  his  own 
feature  on  his  hit  release 
last  year  “Coloring  Book.” 
However  I  would’ve  never 
thought  to  see  him  in  the 
crowd  of  this  small  show. 

A  little  while  later, 
D.R.A.M.  started  to  sing 
“Special,”  which  was  the 
feature  on  Chance’s  al¬ 
bum.  The  entire  audience 
starts  singing  the  lullaby 
in  unison  with  D.R.AM., 
shoulder  to  shoulder, 


forming  this  brother¬ 
ly  love  across  the  entire 
venue.  It  was  magical  and 
wiped  all  my  anxieties  and 
fears  away  like  a  concen¬ 
trated  shot  of  Xanax  into 
my  ear  drums. 

Then,  suddenly,  after 
that  track  I  looked  back 
up  to  the  balcony  to  see 
Chance  was  gone.  I  turned 
back  around  to  the  main 
stage  to  have  my  entire 
midsection  hydraulically 
pressed  into  the  grating  as 
Chance’s  song  “No  Prob¬ 
lem”  started  to  play,  and 
Chance  walked  out  onto 
the  stage. 

Everyone  in  unison 
started  chanting  every 
single  lyric  of  the  Chicago 
rapper’s  biggest  hit.  The 
entire  crowd  was  foaming 
at  the  mouth  due  to  this 
insane  occurrence.  The 
appearance  of  him  in  the 
crowd  was  honor  enough. 
Chance  coming  out  onto 
the  stage  made  the  con¬ 
cert  worth  so  much  more 
than  the  $20  ticket  price. 

Once  he  was  done 
with  his  song,  he  and 
D.R.A.M.  walked  to  the 
front  of  the  stage  shoulder 
to  shoulder  and  looked 
out  at  the  audience.  I  was 


still  in  the  front  row,  and 
I  was  shouting  extremely 
obnoxiously  at  Chance. 
I  guess  I  was  obnoxious 
enough,  because  he  looked 
me  dead  in  the  eyes,  low¬ 
ered  himself  a  little  and 
did  that  cool  handshake 
fist  bump  thing  with  me, 
then  walked  to  the  left  of 
me  and  gave  people  high 
fives. 

To  end  the  night, 
D.R.A.M.  played  his  No. 
1  hit  “Broccoli.”  At  first, 
someone  threw  a  bag  of 
weed  on  the  stage.  Then, 
the  crowd  became  increas¬ 
ingly  wild.  As  soon  as  he 
jumped  into  the  crowd, 
the  rest  was  history.  He 
went  back  on  stage  and 
thanked  Chicago  for  the 
show,  and  the  crowd  shuf¬ 
fled  out  of  the  theater. 

To  tie  the  entire  night 
together,  something  mag¬ 
ical  happened.  As  soon  as 
my  friend  and  I  got  our 
coats  from  coat  check,  we 
walked  out  and  caught 
D.R.A.M.  as  he  was  qui¬ 
etly  escorted  to  his  tour 
bus.  Both  my  friend  and  1 
shook  his  hand,  told  him 
he  did  an  amazing  job, 
and  told  Big  Baby  to  have 
a  good  night.

Kitt  Fresa:  What  have 
you  been  up  to  since  start¬ 
ing  your  position  in  the 
Fall? 

Kiley  Pooler:  We’ve 
made  a  list  of  goals,  one 
thing  that  we  did  was 
collect  information 
from  the  students 
on  behalf  of  the 
IT  department.

KF:  What  do  you  think 
about  the  new  Mus¬ 
lim  ban  and  how  do  you 
think  it  affects  students  at 

COD? 

KP:  Personally  I  think 
it’s  ridiculous,  but  as  the 
student  body  president  I 
have  to  stay  objective  in 
the  issue.  However  I  have 
heard  some  students  feel¬ 
ing  personally  victimized 
by  it,  things  like  that.  So 
I  do  know  that  we’re  try¬ 
ing  to  kind  of  talk 
J|  about  maybe  do- 
ing  something 
in  support 
ot  Muslim 
WjC'  V  students 
K  here  on 
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campus, 
or  just 
doing 
another 


campus  conversation. 

KF:  What’s  your  opin¬ 
ion  on  the  status  of  the 
board  of  trustees  since 
Rondeau  started  her 
term? 

KP:  I  think  that  they 
are  doing  a  lot  better  than 
they  were  in  the  past,  and 
I  think  Rondeau’s  leader¬ 
ship  has  really  given  them 
more  sense  of  direction, 
and  I  really  appreciate 
Rondeau’s  willingness  to 
reach  out  to  the  students. 

I  have  monthly  meetings 
with  her  and  so  I  think 
that  she  really  takes  what 
we  talk  about  and  tells 
the  board.  As  far  as  their 
relationship  with  students 
in  general  I  know  they’re 
working  on  it,  they  come 
to  events  all  the  time.  They 
talk  to  me,  they  try  to  make 
relations  with  students.  So 
I  think  that’s  really  im¬ 
portant  because  what  hap¬ 
pens  so  often  is  they  kind 
of  forget  why  they’re  here. 
You  know  you’re  here  for 
the  students.  I  think  that 
they’re  starting  to  get  back 
on  track 

KF:  Right  because  they 
had  all  those  troubles  with 
the  old  president  and 
obviously  that’s  like  the 
main  concern  right  now. 

KP:  Yeah  it  definitely  is. 
They’re  very  attentive  to 
the  issues,  but  I  think  as 
that  becomes  resolved,  be¬ 
cause  I  know  it  will,  I  have 
no  doubt  that  COD  will 
get  our  accreditation  back 
but  I  think  as  we  get  our 
accreditation  back  they’re 
going  to  be  working  more 
on  community  relations 
and  putting  the  students 
first. 

KF:  So  as  financial  and 


official  things  get  better, 
do  you  think  the  student 
relationships  with  Ron¬ 
deau  and  the  board  of 
trustees  becomes  better? 

KP:  Yeah  I  think  so,  it 
is  kind  of  hard  because 
that’s  the  thing  with  two 
year  colleges.  The  leaders 
only  have  so  much  time 
to  get  to  know  them,  but 
we’re  finally  getting  into  a 
groove 

KF:  Do  you  think  new 
coming  students  really 
take  an  interest  in  COD 
politics? 

KP:  I  think  that  peo¬ 
ple  are  more  open  to  it 
because  of  the  way  that 
we  function  because  we’re 
not  like  a  typical  student 
body  government.  We 
don’t  have  a  senate  and  all 
that  other  stuff,  so  people 
are  a  lot  more  open  to  it. 
However  with  the  trying 
times  you’ll  be  like  “Oh 
your  student  body  gov¬ 
ernment,  I  don’t  like  gov¬ 
ernment.”  So  I  think  it’s  a 
little  bit  of  both.  As  far  as 
new  students  go  in  general 
I  feel  like  community  col¬ 
lege  students  aren’t  always 
aware  of  what’s  going  on, 
but  I  think  COD  does  a 
good  job  of  trying  to  get 
students  engaged. 

Final  Comments 

KP:  We  do  have  elec¬ 
tions  coming  up  so  you 
can  pick  up  election  pack¬ 
ets  from  the  office  of  stu¬ 
dent  life,  if  anyone  has  any 
questions  about  elections 
you  can  come  and  talk  to 
me.  Just  known  that  we’re 
doing  what  we  can.  I  think 
with  the  whole  accredita¬ 
tion  thing,  once  it  calms 
down  I  think  that  we’ll  be 
able  to  do  more.

The  blank,  glazed  over 
stare  of  a  young  Afri¬ 
can-American  boy  pierces 
into  patrons  as  they  ex¬ 
perience  the  current  ex¬ 
hibition  on  display  in  the 
Cleve  Carney  Gallery: 
Nadia  Hironaka  and  Mat¬ 
thew  Suib’s  “Dark  Light.” 

The  eyes  electrify 
through  an  almost  ghostly 
looking  boy,  providing  the 
feeling  of  danger  and  fear 
to  those  who  witness  him. 
His  eyes  share  the  fear  of 
many  African-Americans 
through  history  and  to  this 
very  day.  “Dark  Light’s”  art 
is  rooted  in  racism  from 


past  and  present,  contrast¬ 
ing  the  disgusting  preju¬ 
dice  from  America’s  past 
but  reminding  visitors  how 
it  still  lives  on. 

The  most  inviting  fea¬ 
ture  of  the  gallery  is  the 
theater  created  by  the 
adjustable  gallery  walls. 
It  screens  Hironaka  and 
Suib’s  10-minute  film, 
“Writing  History  with 
Lightning.”  The  film  loops 
sequences  from  the  1915 
racist  propaganda  film, 
“The  Birth  of  a  Nation”  in 
complete  darkness. 

D.W.  Griffith’s  film 
recounts  the  Civil  War, 


holds  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  as 
heroes,  and  degrades  Af¬ 
rican-Americans.  The  film 
was  one  of  the  first  to  be 
shown  at  the  White  House 
under  Woodrow  Wilson. 

Artists  Hironaka  and 
Suib  pay  homage  to  Fred¬ 
die  Gray,  a  black  man  who 
died  in  police  custody, 
and  the  Black  Lives  Mat¬ 
ter  movement,  through 
the  usage  of  the  Parkway 
Theatre  in  its  images.  It 
had  been  the  location  of 
the  film  as  well  as  protests 
that  broke  out  after  Gray’s 
death  in  2015. 

The  loops  are  project¬ 


ed  onto  the  theater  where 
the  silent  film  had  origi¬ 
nally  been  premiered,  the 
Parkway  Theatre.  Music 
is  played  in  reverse,  fill¬ 
ing  listeners  with  a  sense 
of  unease.  Ku  Klux  Klan 
members  riding  on  horses, 
happy  and  wealthy  white 
men  and  women  dance 
around,  and  groups  of 
African-Americans  fight¬ 
ing  against  oppressors  are 
shown.  It  ends  with  the 
same  boy’s  eyes,  filled  with 
hopelessness. 

Dark,  almost  black  im¬ 
ages  are  posted  along  the 
stark  white  walls  of  the  gal¬ 


lery.  Those  image  contrast 
with  intense  LED  lights 
placed  along  the  walls  as 
well  as  hanging  from  the 
ceiling.  As  you  look  into 
the  dark  images,  you  can 
see  your  own  shadow  in 
the  strange  rainbow  reflec¬ 
tion  provided  by  the  glass 
and  LEDs.  A  reminder  of 
your  place  in  society  and 
placing  yourself  within  the 
art  as  well. 

Images  include  vari¬ 
ous  parts  of  the  Parkway 
Theatre  in  wreckage.  The 
building  became  vacant 
in  1998.  The  walls  have 
had  chipped  paint;  the 


wood  has  begun  to  give 
way.  When  “The  Birth 
of  a  Nation”  opened,  the 
theater  was  at  its  high:  a 
lavish  gathering  space  for 
the  white  and  the  wealthy. 
Seen  as  a  historic  build¬ 
ing  associated  with  the 
oppression  of  blacks  in 
America  by  Hironaka  and 
Suib,  they  chose  to  show 
the  public  how  it  appears 
now. 

“Dark  Light’  is  on  display 
Monday  through  Thurs¬ 
day  until  March  4  in  the 
Cleve  Carney  Gallery.

La  La  Land  is  at  it’s 
heart  a  love  story,  but  not 
just  a  love  story  between 
two  beautiful  performers. 
It  is  a  love  story  between 
music  and  film.  The  way 
the  music  intertwines  with 
the  colorfully  lit  scenes 
is  perfection.  The  scenes 
roll  and  spin  like  you  were 
dancing  to  music  yourself. 

La  La  Land  begins  as 
a  classically  ambitious 
story  of  two  performers 
working  to  achieve  their 
dreams  in  the  city  of  Los 
Angeles.  Sebastian,  played 
by  Ryan  Gosling,  is  a  jazz 
pianist  aspiring  to  sin¬ 
gle-handedly  save  the 
genre  by  building  his  own 
jazz  club  in  the  city.  Mia, 
played  by  Emma  Stone, 
is  an  aspiring  actress  who 
keeps  having  bad  luck 
at  crucial  auditions. 

The  two  keep 
running  into  each 
other,  and  the  des¬ 
tiny  of  a  spectac¬ 
ular  story  takes 
over.  The  love 
between  Sebas¬ 
tian  and  Mia 
is  shy  in  the 
beginning  but 
slowly  grows 
into  passion 
through  the 
beautiful 
music  and 
colorful  cin¬ 


ematography. 

Some  scenes  are  so 
beautiful  they  distracted 
me  from  what  was  going 
on  in  the  story.  Sebastian 
and  Mia  often  are  painted 
with  powerful  and  color¬ 
ful  spotlights  with  dark 
backgrounds  that  create 
scenes  that  look 
like  they’re 
out  of  a 
painting 
Even 
the  jazz 
clubs  and 
movie 
theaters 
they  vis¬ 
it  are  laid 
with  bright 
neon  signs 
that 


fill  dark  nights  with  subtle 
glows. 

In  one  of  the  earlier 
scenes  Mia  is  walking 
down  the  street  after  leav¬ 
ing  a  disappointing  night 
with  her  friends,  she  stops 
in  front  a  restaurant  where 
she  hears  someone 
playing  pia¬ 
no.  Unbe¬ 
knownst 
to  her  it’s 
Sebastian, 
but  as 
she  lis- 


neon  on  a  teal  wall  sur¬ 
rounds  her.  The  music 
combined  with  the  curi¬ 
osity  of  Mia’s  pause  makes 
such  a  small  scene,  into 
an  incredibly  memorable 
scene.  Every  scene  is  like 
this,  each  shot,  each  note 
played,  spools  this  love 
story  into  something  in¬ 
credible. 

As  the  movie  goes  on, 
Sebastian  and  Mia’s  lives 
get  more  complicated, 
which  creates  new  sto¬ 
rylines.  The  love  only 
grows,  but  that  too 
makes  things 
more  compli¬ 
cated.  The  two 
are  so  in  love 


only  adds  to  the  emotion¬ 
al  value  and  the  attach¬ 
ment  you  feel  to  Sebastian 
and  Mia. 

This  is  where  things 
really  get  interesting  be¬ 
cause  now  you  have  the 
love  of  Sebastian  and  Mia, 
with  both  of  their  individ¬ 
ual  dreams.

so  into  each  other  that 
they  lose  sight  of  what 
matters  most.  Then  the 
question  appears. .  .What 
does  matter  most?  Their 
dreams?  Or  their  love? 

Damien  Chazelle  wrote 
and  directed  La  La  Land 
and  did  a  fantastic  job. 
It’s  clear  this  was  a  proj¬ 
ect  done  with  time  and 
finesse,  which  in  turn  was 
rewarded  with  an  Oscar 
nomination  for  best  pic¬ 
ture.  A  well-deserved  re¬ 
ward  in  fact.  The  music, 
done  by  Justin  Hurwitz 
also  nominated  at  the  Os¬ 
cars,  includes  lots  of  jazz 
and  a  heart- tugging  main 
theme  played  by  Sebastian 
himself.  Linus  Sandgren 
designed  the  cinematog¬ 
raphy  which,  shocker,  is 
also  nominated  for  an  Os¬ 
car. 

All  of  these  things  make 
La  La  Land  the  great  film 
it  is.  It’s  rare  to  see  the 
same  quality  La  La  Land 
has  in  other  movies.  This 
movie  dives  deep  into 
what  love  and  life  real¬ 
ly  do  to  people.

A  "so-called  judge"  versus  the  45th:  The  tale  of  America's 
immigration  hullabaloo

Local  Muslims  think  a 
recent  immigration  ban 
placed  on  seven  coun¬ 
tries  by  President  Donald 
Trump  will  prevent  them 
from  carrying  out  then 
religious  obligations.  The 
ban,  according  to  them,  is 
against  the  purpose  of  the 
First  Amendment. 

Islamic  faith  requires 
Muslims  to  make  a  pil¬ 
grimage  to  Mecca  for  the 
Hajj,  or  the  Umrah,  at 
least  once  in  a  lifetime. 
But  recent  travel  restric¬ 
tions  would've  prevented 
thousands  of  Muslims 
from  leaving  the  country, 
let  alone  a  visit  to  see  fam¬ 
ily  members  all  because  of 
an  abrupt  executive  order. 

"I  think  that  without  a 


doubt,  the  already  difficult 
trip  to  Mecca  will  become 
even  more  difficult  for  my 
fellow  Muslim  Ameri¬ 
cans,"  said  Hamza  Hus¬ 
sain,  a  Muslim  student  at 
COD.  "Before  this  admin¬ 
istration  came  to  power, 
there  was  an  accepted  risk 
that  all  of  us  understood 
when  taking  on  such  a 
journey.  Now,  however,  the 
risk  has  become  so  high 
that  I  fear  many  may  skip 
out  on  a  religious  journey 
out  of  fear  of  their  safety." 

An  executive  order  ti¬ 
tled  "Protecting  the  na¬ 
tion  from  foreign  terror¬ 
ist  entry  into  the  United 
States,"  placed  a  tempo¬ 
rary  ban  on  travels  for 
citizens  from  seven  Mus¬ 


lim-majority  countries, 
including  war-ravaged 
Syria,  Iraq,  Iran,  Yemen, 
Libya,  Somalia  and  Sudan. 

On  January  27,  2017, 
people  with  valid  visas 
from  these  countries  were 
turned  down  at  interna¬ 
tional  terminals  across 
the  country.  Protesters 
gathered  at  airports  to 
express  the  bitter  feelings 
of  many  who  were  being 
held  by  the  Department 
of  Homeland  Security's 
(DHS)  officers. 

It  took  hours  for  Judge 
Ann  Donnelly  in  Brook¬ 
lyn,  N.Y.,  to  issue  an  order 
preventing  the  deporta¬ 
tion  of  an  estimated  200 
people.  It  was  the  inter¬ 
vention  of  a  tough-talking 
Democrat,  New  York's  7th 
Congressional  District 
Rep.  Nydia  Velazquez  that 
aided  the  release  of  Ha- 
meed  Darwish,  an  Iraqi 
who  worked  along  with 
the  U.S.  Army  in  Iraq. 

But  for  Hussain,  this 
outright  attack  from  poli¬ 
ticians  against  Muslims  in 
America  isn't  new. 

"This  ban  is  unnecessary. 
Clear  and  simple,"  con¬ 
tinued  Hussain.  "The  U.S. 
government  has  tried  sim¬ 
ilar  things  in  the  past  yet 
no  one  in  charge  seems  to 
be  getting  the  point.  The 
fact  is  that  this  country's 
main  security  threats  come 
not  from  the  outside,  but 
rather  from  our  own  fellow 
Americans,  unfortunately. 
But  since  most  Americans 


aren't  really  familiar  with 
the  Muslim  community, 
they're  prone  to  fear  what 
they  don't  know." 

Via  Twitter,  Hillary 
Clinton,  the  Democrat¬ 
ic  Party  nominee  in  the 
just  ended  election  said: 
"I  stand  with  the  people 
gathered  across  the  coun¬ 
try  tonight  defending  our 
values  and  our  Constitu¬ 
tion.  This  is  not  who  we

are. 

Former  President 
Barack  Obama  took  the 
rare  step  of  speaking  out 
against  the  actions  of  his 
replacement  only  days  af¬ 
ter  leaving  office  himself. 
"The  president  fundamen¬ 
tally  disagrees  with  the 
notion  of  discriminating 
against  individuals  be¬ 
cause  of  their  faith  or  re¬ 
ligion,"  said  Kevin  Lewis, 
Obama's  spokesman. 

Over  the  past  week, 
lawyers  have  been  working 
pro  bono  around  the  clock 
at  airports.  Volunteers 
took  coffee  and  snacks  to 
them  while  they  fought  for 
the  rights  of  detained  trav- 
elers.The  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  (ACLU) 
for  example,  received  an 
estimated  $24.1  million  in 
donations. 

On  the  other  hand, 
there  were  people  who 
supported  Trump's  ideol¬ 
ogy  of  America.  For  them, 
it  was  not  a  ban  against 
religion  or  race.  It  was  just 
a  president  taking  appro¬ 
priate  measures  to  protect 


a  country. 

“Well  I  certainly  con¬ 
cede  that  it  didn’t  go  far 
enough  as  it  excludes 
many  countries  that  fund 
radical  Islamic  terrorism,” 
said  Joe  Enders,  a  recent 
College  of  DuPage  gradu¬ 
ate.  “But  I  see  no  issue  in 
the  government  practic¬ 
ing  discretion  in  refusing 
entry  to  people  who  were 
living  under  the  rule  of 
terrorists.” 

The  acting  head  of  the 
U.S  Justice  Department 
Sally  Yates  was  fired  for 
her  refusal  to  defend  the 
president's  order. 

To  the  aid  of  individu¬ 
als  affected  by  this.  Judge 
James  Robart  issued  a  re¬ 
straining  order  that  will 
affect  the  operations  of  of¬ 
ficers  from  the  DHS  sta¬ 
tioned  at  entry  points  and 
Department  of  State's  visa 
insurance  policy. 

In  its  appeal,  the  Justice 
Department  said:  "Judicial 
second-guessing  of  the 
President's  determination 
that  a  temporary  suspen¬ 
sion  of  entry  of  certain 
classes  of  aliens  was  neces¬ 
sary  at  this  time  to  protect 
national  security...  would 
constitute  an  impermissi¬ 
ble  intrusion  on  the  politi¬ 
cal  branches'  plenary  con¬ 
stitutional  authority  over 
foreign  affairs,  national  se¬ 
curity,  and  immigration." 

The  president  tweeted 
with  strong  adjectives  like: 
"outrageous",  and  ridicu¬ 
lous". 


A  reinstatement  was 
denied  by  the  9th  U.S. 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals, 
causing  a  political  rivalry 
between  the  executive  and 
judicial  branches  of  gov¬ 
ernment. 

But  in  the  mind  of  Hus¬ 
sain,  these  gains  won't 
change  the  struggles  of  the 
Muslim  community  will 
experience  during  the  next 
four  years. 

The  Justice  Department 
and  the  author  of  this  ex¬ 
ecutive  order  aren't  silent. 
It  is  possible  that  this  case 
could  reach  the  Supreme 
Court. 

With  lawyers  predicting 
a  long  legal  battle  ahead, 
even  urging  Muslims  af¬ 
fected  by  this  ban  to  return 
to  the  U.S.  as  soon  as  pos¬ 
sible,  this  will  continue  to 
affect  personal  or  religious 
travels. 

"Legislation  that  goes 
against  the  interests  of 
my  fellow  Muslims  won't 
end  until  Donald  Trump 
leaves  the  White  House," 
added  Hussain.  "While 
many  of  my  fellow  Mus¬ 
lims  may  feel  compelled 
to  hide  who  they  are  out 
of  an  understandable  fear, 
I  personally  feel  it  is  now 
more  important  than  ever 
to  proudly  show  who  I 
am  to  the  world.  I  can't 
hide  inside  myself  and  be 
ashamed  of  who  I  am.  I 
am  proud  of  what  my  re¬ 
ligion  is,  no  matter  what 
people  think." 
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Imagine  a  moment 
where  you  are  suddenly 
forced  into  a  comer,  lit¬ 
erally,  by  the  very  people 
that  only  a  few  days  ago 
were  perhaps  friends.  That 
single  moment  changes 
your  life  in  ways  that 
you  can  never  imagine. 

All  of  sudden  they  look 
at  you  not  as  a  human 
being  but  as  something 
lesser.  That  sudden  shift 
in  their  eyes,  that  hatred, 
is  enough  to  kill  some¬ 
one.  Muslims  like  me,  or 
perhaps  better  known  as 
immigrants,  refugees  or 
even  foreigners,  are  being 
slaughtered  by  these  very 
same  forms  of  communi¬ 
cation. 

What  many  people 
do  not  seem  to  know  is 
that  much  of  this  hatred 
between  Muslims  and 
non-Muslims  has  been 
occurring  for  the  past  16 
years,  and  perhaps  even 
before  that.  Ever  since 
9/11,  deemed  as  one  of 
most  horrible  events  in 
the  history  of  America, 
there  has  been  hatred. 
My  mother  recalls  those 
beginning  days  in  1996 
when  we  lived  in  a  small 
apartment  complex  in 
Chicago.  Initially,  people

soon  as  9/11  occurred, 


now  turned  away  at 
the  sight  of  you. 

9/11  and  tragedies  like 


neighbors.  The  person 
hasn't  changed,  rather  the 
opinion  of  that  person  has 
changed.  Rather  than  see¬ 
ing  that  person  as  an  indi¬ 
vidual  human  being,  you 
view  them  as  a  group  that 
they  are  not  a  part  of. 

All  of  a  sudden  that 
same  person,  who  days 
ago  had  a  name,  is  now 
seemingly  not  worthy  of 
one.  Suddenly  as  a  Mus¬ 
lim  American  woman 
my  name  is  defined  by  an 
unknown  public  who  has 
overgeneralized  me.  In¬ 
stead,  you  presume  their 
name  by  calling  them  ra- 
ghead,  towelhead,  bomber, 
terrorist  cunt,  burqa  wear¬ 
ing  slut,  and  much  much 
more.  That  same  public 
deems  me  as  a  muslim 
as  "un-American"  and 
that  I  need  to  "get  out 
of  your  country."  Those 
very  same  people  are 
your  neighbors,  peo¬ 
ple  that  you  work  with 
and  perhaps  even  go  to 
school  with.  Many  Mus¬ 
lims,  along  with  myself, 
grew  up  here  and  only 
know  America  to  be  their 
country.  If  someone  sud¬ 
denly  picked  you  up  from 
your  life  and  put  you  in  the 
middle  of  Asia,  would  you 
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know  what  to  do  or  how  to 
survive?  Probably  not,  be¬ 
cause  you've  only  ever  Lived 
in  America,  and  you  only 
know  how  to  live  here. 

Perhaps  the  worst  part 
of  it  all  is  being  a  Muslim 
woman.  Making  the  choice 
to  wear  the  hijab,  better 
known  as  the  headscarf, 
comes  alongside  a  high 
price  that  shouldn't  exist. 
The  hijab  is  intended  to  be 
a  symbol  of  modesty,  one 
that  presents  the  woman 
as  something  more  than 
just  an  object.  It  is  meant 
to  be  a  symbol  of  respect, 
eloquence  and  dignity. 
When  that  same  cloth  that 
represents  so  much  is  torn 
off,  it  is  perhaps  much  the 
same  as  demeaning  some¬ 
one's  very  existence.  Hav¬ 
ing  an  unknown  person 
come  up  behind  you  and 
begin  to  tear  apart  at  the 
very  thing  that  represents 


your  dignity  is  an  event 
that  changes  you. 

You  no  longer  feel  like  a 
human  being  but  instead 
as  an  animal,  alone  and 
afraid.  We  are  treated  like 
the  animals  kept  in  pens, 
prepared  for  slaughter. 
Kicking  and  confining  us 
whenever  they  deem  fit, 
they  may  hear  our  cries 
and  screams,  but  they  do 
not  understand.  It's  al¬ 
most  the  same  as  when  a 
cat  meows  or  a  dog  barks, 
you  know  the  essence  of 
what  they  may  be  trying 
to  say,  but  there  is  no  exact 
translation.  Perhaps,  they 
think  or  feel  as  though  I 
am  speaking  a  different 
language  entirely,  and  that 
we  may  never  be  capable  of 
communicating. 

When  it  comes  to  com¬ 
munication,  the  most 
common  place  where  it 
is  necessary  is  at  colleges 


and  universities.  Often 
times  people  assume  that 
hate  crimes  do  not  occur 
here  because  colleges  and 
universities  are  supposed 
to  have  that  air  of  intel- 
lectualism.  It  is  assumed 
that  a  college  or  university 
should  be  able  to  accept 
and  accommodate  cultural 
diversity.  This  is  not  true. 
Back  in  2009,  my  mother 
had  gone  to  Northern  Illi¬ 
nois  University  to  become 
a  nurse  to  better  care  for 
her  household.  Back  then, 
my  mother  was  someone 
who  very  prominently 
wore  the  hijab.  She  wore 
it  with  a  sense  of  pride 
and  dignity  because  it  was 
a  representation  of  inner 
beauty  for  her. 

During  her  time  at  NIU, 
she  faced  many  strug¬ 
gles  not  just  amongst  the 
dominant  white  Ameri¬ 
can  students  but  also  from 


professors  of  the  same  de¬ 
mographic.  The  material 
for  the  nursing  course  was 
difficult  enough,  but  along¬ 
side  that  being  pushed 
back  for  being  "different" 
was  quite  difficult  and 
stressful  for  her.  Perhaps 
the  students  in  that  class 
deemed  my  mother  to  be 
lesser  because  she  wore 
the  hijab.  Perhaps  she  was 
deemed  lesser  because  she 
had  an  accent  when  she 
spoke  English.  Or  perhaps 
it  was  because  she  was  old¬ 
er  than  the  majority  of  the 
group.  It  could  have  been 
that  the  professor  didn't 
feel  the  need  to  offer  any 
help.  It  went  so  far  as  to 
pushing  her  back  an  entire 
semester  despite  her  high 
GPA  and  good  academic 
standing.* 

It  was  after  that  semes¬ 
ter,  and  ever  since  then  my 
mom  no  longer  wears  her 


hijab.  Being  ostracized  for 
being  different,  forced  her 
to  be  pushed  away  from 
the  friends  or  contacts  that 
she  had  made  in  that  class. 
It  changed  her  life  entirely 
for  not  being  able  to  make 
the  choice  for  herself,  but 
rather  being  forced  into 
a  choice  that  she  had  to 
make  in  order  to  better 
survive. 

I  have  often  found  my¬ 
self  in  similar  situations 
where  I  am  being  ostra¬ 
cized  and  being  pushed 
away  from  the  group.  My 
definition  of  terrorism 
stems  from  this  because  I 
feel  like  dehumanizing  hu¬ 
man  beings  and  constandy 
ostracizing  people  causes 
them  to  commit  crimes. 
They  are  either  forced  into 
a  choice  in  order  to  survive, 
or  they  are  unable  to  open 
up  and  relate  to  the  stories 
of  other  people.  The  same 


perhaps  goes  for  those 
people  who  commit  hate 
crimes  and  are  filled  with 
rage.  Human  beings,  in 
general,  have  the  capacity 
to  open  up,  to  feel  a  sense 
of  humanity  and  connect 
with  another  human  being 
through  stories.  And  re¬ 
ally,  that's  all  that  being  a 
Muslim  is  all  about,  being 
a  good  person.  However,  it 
seems  that  we  are  slowly 
losing  our  sense  of  "hu¬ 
manity".  As  for  the  future 
of  us  as  Muslims?  What 
can  I  say,  we  are  a  dying 
breed  and  it  seems  that 
perhaps  one  day  we  will  be 
extinct. 

My  mom  ended  up  get¬ 
ting  her  license  for  Regis¬ 
tered  Nurse  in  2014. 
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Trump  did  not  ban 
Muslims.  Stop  calling  it  a 
Muslim  Ban.  From  writ¬ 
ers  of  mainstream  media 
to  professors  and  students 
at  the  College  of  DuPage, 
people  have  been  expres¬ 
sively  explosive  in  their 
disdain  for  the  visa  re¬ 
stricting  order  signed  by 
President  Donald  Trump 
earlier  last  week.  Executive 
Order  13769  does  not  ban 
a  group  of  people  based 
on  religion,  nor  does  the 
executive  order  mention 
any  nomenclature  towards 
Muslim  people. 

This  order  is  a  moratori¬ 
um  on  seven  Muslim-ma- 
jority  countries  out  of  the 
50  globally  from  traveling 
to  the  United  States.  It 
halts  the  United  States 
Refugee  Acceptance  Pro¬ 
gram  for  120  days,  as  well 
completely  bans  Syrian 
refugees  from  entering 


the  U.S.  until  Trump  finds 
evidence  that  “admission 
of  Syrian  refugees  is  con¬ 
sistent  with  the  national 
interest.” 

In  conjunction  with 
this,  the  order  sets  up  time 
frames  for  analyzing  and 
reporting  our  immigration 
and  refugee  acceptance 
programs.  The  order  has 
the  Secretary  of  State  and 
Secretary  of  Homeland 
Security,  in  conjunction 
with  consultation  from 
the  Director  of  National 
Intelligence,  lined  up  to 
give  the  president  regular 
updates  as  to  what  they 
find  in  the  body  text  of 
U.S.  immigration  laws,  and 
how  they  can  be  improved. 

Trump  has  taken  these 
precautions  due  to  vari¬ 
ous  problems  with  immi¬ 
gration  across  European 
countries  due  to  the  mi¬ 
grant  crisis.  Europe  has 


taken  in  millions  of  peo¬ 
ple,  and  because  of  this 
many  aspects  of  European 
life  are  changing.  With  the 
rise  of  tension  caused  by 
mass  immigration,  many 
conservative  politicians 
have  taken  advantage  of 
this  issue  to  gain  power. 
From  Brexit  spokesper¬ 
son  Nigel  Farage  to  a  now 
rising  politician  in  the 
French  presidential  race 
Conservative  Marine 
Le  Pen  -  far  right-wing 
politicians  are  taking  the 
helm  of  many  previously 
progressive  countries. 

This  begs  the  question, 
does  the  United  States 
have  an  immigration  cri¬ 
sis?  No,  we  don’t. 

Why  does  Trump  want 
to  halt  the  refugee  pro¬ 
gram?  Most  people  will 
point  to  his  comments 
about  banning  Muslims 
from  entering  the  coun¬ 


try  during  the  primaries, 
hence  why  many  are  call¬ 
ing  this  order  a  Muslim 
ban  and  an  attack  on 
freedom  of  speech.  Go¬ 
ing  even  further,  many  are 
critical  of  how  the  order 
doesn’t  bar  countries  that 
were  involved  in  9/1 1,  such 
as  Saudi  Arabia,  as  well  as 
countries  that  have  Trump 
investments  like  the  Unit¬ 
ed  Arab  Emirates. 

Then  again,  why  would 
he  ban  two  of  the  world’s 
largest  oil  exporting  na¬ 
tions?  Banning  either  one 
of  these  two  countries 
would  be  economic  sui¬ 
cide,  and  probably  start  an 
uprising  within  the  U.S. 
due  to  drastic  increases  in 
gasoline  prices. 

So  what  is  the  point  of 
this?  By  initiating  an  exec¬ 
utive  order  travel  ban,  he 
automatically  stopped  U.S. 
citizens  abroad  in  those 


seven  countries  from  being 
able  to  come  back  home. 
He  soured  relations  with 
the  countries  on  this  hit 
list,  with  Iran  completely 
abandoning  the  U.S.  Dol¬ 
lar  in  response  to  this  rude 
awakening. 

These  countries  weren’t 
doing  anything  to  directly 
harm  America,  nor  were 
these  countries  an  im¬ 
minent  threat.  Why,  out 
of  all  the  things  he  could 
have  spent  his  time  doing, 
would  he  ban  these  coun¬ 
tries?  All  he  did  was  give 
pundits  a  nuclear  bomb 
of  a  story,  which  can  stay 
relevant  for  months,  espe¬ 
cially  with  a  federal  judge 
shutting  it  down  and  an 
appeals  process  now  un¬ 
dergoing. 

Trump  not  only  hurt 
himself  by  halting  travel 
to  these  seven  countries, 
he  put  the  entire  world  on 


notice  as  to  how  he  will 
conduct  foreign  policy.  Of 
course,  Obama  also  used 
executive  orders  to  con¬ 
duct  foreign  policy,  most 
notably  his  sanctions  of 
Russia  during  the  Ukraine 
skirmish,  but  this  is  going  j 
too  far.  Either  stick  with 
attempting  to  pass  leg¬ 
islation  banning  certain 
countries,  or  don’t  ban 
countries. 

Why  do  the  people  have 
to  explain  this  to  him  like 
he’s  a  toddler?  If  you’re  go¬ 
ing  to  do  something  major 
like  this,  don’t  act  like  a 
dictator.  Act  like  a  legis¬ 
lator,  the  leader  of  the  free 
world,  and  attempt  to  go 
through  Congress.  If  they, 
the  voice  of  the  people, 
agree  with  you,  then  have 
your  travel  ban.  Until  then, 
stop  acting  like  Kim  Jong 
Un. 
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President  Trump’s  re¬ 
cent  executive  order  has 
influenced  Muslim  stu¬ 
dents  at  the  College  of 
DuPage  in  numerous 
ways.  I  will  describe  two 
of  them. 

First,  many  Muslim 
students  at  College  of 
DuPage  view  the  exec¬ 
utive  order  as  a  sign  of 
rising  Islamophobia  in 
the  United  States.  Trump 
repeatedly  stated  during 
the  campaign  that  he  in¬ 
tended  to  ban  Muslims 
from  entering  the  coun¬ 
try,  and  he  also  made  a 
number  statements  that 
implied  that  all  Muslims 
are  terrorists,  or  at  least 
that  they  are  complicit  in 
terrorism.  Not  only  was 


Trump’s  executive  order 
born  of  Islamophobia, 
but  it  will  exacerbate  Is¬ 
lamophobia  in  this  coun¬ 
try,  nourishing  it  as  water 
and  sunlight  nourish  a 
plant.  Muslim  students 
at  College  of  DuPage 
are  well  aware  of  all  this, 
and  many  of  them  are 
afraid.  Many  of  these  stu¬ 
dents  have  experienced 
far  more  discrimina¬ 
tion  in  the  last  year  than 
they  have  at  any  previous 
point  in  their  lives.  Some 
have  even  been  physically 
threatened.  I  should  also 
mention  that  some  Mus¬ 
lim  students  personally 
know  people  -  whether 
family,  friends,  or  ac¬ 
quaintances  -  who  have 


been  directly  impacted  by 
the  executive  order.  We 
have  all  read  stories  of 
loved  ones  being  separat¬ 
ed  from  one  another  as  a 
result  of  the  executive  or¬ 
der.  Some  of  these  stories 
involve  Muslim  students 
at  College  of  DuPage. 

Second,  many  Mus¬ 
lim  students  at  College 
of  DuPage  are  becoming 
deeply  disillusioned  with 
the  United  States.  Like 
many  other  Muslims 
around  the  country,  they 
love  America,  they  cher¬ 
ish  its  values,  and  they 
want  to  raise  their  fam¬ 
ilies  here.  They  are  fully 
aware  that  the  executive 
order  and  the  Islam¬ 
ophobia  that  spawned  it 


are  deeply  antithetical  to 
American  values.  Many 
of  these  students  believe 
in  America.  They  believe 
that  the  United  States, 
for  all  its  faults,  is  a  cham¬ 
pion  of  freedom,  peace, 
and  democracy  through¬ 
out  the  world.  However, 
the  executive  order  has 
caused  many  of  them  to 
question  these  beliefs. 
Still,  there  is  a  silver  lin¬ 
ing.  Many  Americans 
have  vigorously  protested 
Trump’s  executive  order, 
and  their  support  has  not 
gone  unnoticed.  A  num¬ 
ber  of  Muslim  students  at 
College  of  DuPage  have 
told  me  that  they  were 
encouraged  by  these  pro¬ 
tests,  and  that  they  felt 


less  isolated  and  vulner¬ 
able. 

I  would  like  to  con¬ 
clude  with  a  few  person¬ 
al  remarks.  I  am  an  Or¬ 
thodox  Christian,  and  I 
believe  that  the  life  of  a 
Christian  is  of  equal  val¬ 
ue  -  no  more,  no  less  -  to 
that  of  a  Muslim,  Hin¬ 
du,  Buddhist,  or  atheist. 
Muslim  Americans  serve 
in  the  US  Armed  Forc¬ 
es.  They  work  as  police¬ 
men,  firefighters,  phy¬ 
sicians,  nurses,  teachers, 
mechanics,  carpenters, 
engineers,  scientists,  and 
truck  drivers.  They  own 
small  businesses  and  run 
large  companies,  and 
they  are  our  friends  and 
neighbors.  Our  country 


is  immeasurably  richer 
for  their  service  and  their 
contributions.  I  proud¬ 
ly  welcome  them  to  this 
country.  Islamophobia  is 
a  disease,  and  it  has  no 
place  in  a  great  country 
like  America.  Let’s  put  an 
end  to  it  together.

This  is  so  different 
and  so  refreshing  from  his 
normal  album  cycle  radio 
bangers.  Even  in  his  first 
rendition  of  TLOP,  which 
he  for  some  reason  edited 
before  releasing  it  past  the 
streaming  service  TIDAL 
into  the  public,  he  had 
many  artistic  twists  which 
he  could  have  built  upon 
in  tracks  such  as  “Wolves.” 

Maybe  the  constant 
busyness  with  his  clothing 
line,  shoe  line,  marriage 
and  public  image  has  torn 
him  apart  from  the  inside 
into  a  self-conscious  mess 
of  an  artist  who  can  only 
push  trap  rap  confidently 
and  hides  his  true  intent. 
Maybe  his  managers,  his 
colleagues  and  possibly 
the  Kardashians  have  tak¬ 
en  the  helm  of  his  career,

Budget  committee  to  recommend  tuition  rates  before  budget  resolution

Facing  a  budget  crunch, 
the  College  of  DuPage’s 
board  of  trustees  may  de¬ 
cide  to  balance  the  books 
by  raising  tuition  at  the 
start  of  the  college’s  next 
fiscal  year.  Trustees  debat¬ 
ed  the  impact  of  a  tuition 
increase  at  the  Feb.  9  regu¬ 


lar  board  of  trustees  meet¬ 
ing. 

Currently,  the  college 
generates  $10  million 
more  in  income  from 
property  taxes  than  tui¬ 
tion,  a  figure  that  has  been 
the  reverse  in  recent  years. 

This  is  coupled  with  the 


state’s  failure  to  make  ap¬ 
propriated  payments  to 
the  college  in  the  absence 
of  a  state  budget. 

The  state’s  budget  limbo 
will  compel  the  college  to 
make  a  decision  before  the 
draft  budget  for  the  next 
fiscal  year  is  brought  be¬ 
fore  the  board  at  its  next 
meeting. 

To  account  for  the  rev¬ 
enue  shortfall,  the  budget 
committee  and  relevant 
college  personnel  will 
draft  three  proposals  to  be 
presented  to  the  board  of 
trustees  for  a  vote. 

The  first  option  is  to 
take  money  from  the  col¬ 
lege’s  “rainy  day”  account, 
the  second  would  be  a 
proposed  tuition  increase, 
and  the  third  would  be  a 


proposal  that  synchronizes 
the  first  two  options. 

A  current  projection 
made  in  conjunction  with 
enrollment  estimates 
suggest  a  $1  dollar  in¬ 
crease  will  bring  in  about 
$500,000  in  revenue.  Tu¬ 
ition  was  increased  by  $4 
dollar  in  Feb.  2014.  The 
board  then  lowered  tuition 
by  $5  per  credit  hour  the 
following  year. 

The  college’s  budget 
usually  shows  projec¬ 
tions  from  the  three  main 
sources  of  revenue.  This 
necessitates  an  idea  about 
the  shape  of  expected  rev¬ 
enue  before  the  budget  is 
passed. 

“We  need  to  have  a  res¬ 
olution  ready  by  the  next 
board  meeting  to  deter¬ 


mine  the  fall  tuition  rates,” 
said  Kim  Michael-Lee, 
interim  vice  president,  ad¬ 
ministration,  and  treasurer. 

The  budget  committee 
chairman  Frank  Napoli- 
tano  expressed  his  dissat¬ 
isfaction  over  the  meager 
“five  to  six  percent”  con¬ 
tribution  from  the  state 
over  recent  budget  years. 
This  is  far  below  what  the 
college  expects.  He  wants 
to  bridge  the  gap  between 
revenue  generated  from 
property  tax  and  from  tu¬ 
ition. 

“We  have  about  a  $10 
million  dollar  delta  be¬ 
tween  what  the  students 
are  paying  versus  what 
the  taxpayers  are  paying 
for  the  college  to  operate,” 
said  Trustee  Napolitano. 


The  college  is  also  con¬ 
cerned  about  how  its  en¬ 
rollment  status  will  change 
if  there  is  an  increase  in 
tuition.  Board  chairwom¬ 
an  Deanne  Mazzochi  said 
that  one  of  the  reasons 
why  students  attend  COD 
is  because  it  is  affordable. 

“If  you  increase  tuition 
by  $4,  you  are  now  putting 
us  in  excess  per  credit  hour 
of  our  neighboring  com¬ 
petitors,”  said  Mazzochi. 

There  were  suggestions 
to  increase  fees  and  leave 
tuition  untouched.  But 
this  was  something  that 
was  swiftly  shunned  after 
the  board  felt  it  would’ve 
been  dishonest  to  students. 

The  board  will  make 
a  further  decision  at  its 
March  16  meeting. 


What  is  going  on  with  Cassini?  DalSanto  gives  some  answers

Astronomers  have 
new  reason  to  be  hopeful 
about  finding  life  outside 
of  Earth  after  discovering 
water  on  one  of  Saturn’s 
moons. 

This  discovery  brings 
this  moon,  Enceladus,  on 
par  with  previous  discov¬ 
eries  of  liquid  water  on 
Mars. 

Detailed  pictures  of  the 
moon,  which  is  nearly  790 
million  miles  away  from 
earth,  shows  the  presence 
of  a  subsurface  ocean. 

These  were  new  details 
an  audience  of  around 
100  people  learned  during 
a  Sage  Series:  Cassini  at 
Saturn  at  the  Health  and 
Science  Center  over  the 
weekend. 

But  these  conditions 


haven’t  led  to  a  conclusive 
answer  as  to  whether  life 
is  habitable  in  some  oth¬ 
er  place  million  of  miles 
away. 

These  discoveries  were 
made  during  a  fascinat¬ 
ing  mission  to  space  by  a 
spacecraft  named  Cassini. 
Cassini  has  been  on  a  mis¬ 
sion  to  Saturn  since  2004 
and  is  set  for  a  dramatic 
return  after  spending  years 
investigating  important 
details  about  the  planet 
Saturn. 

Cassini,  unlike  many 
spacecraft,  isn’t  orbiting 
in  the  plane  of  the  rings, 
rather  a  steeply  inclined 
orbit  and  will  end  its 
“grand  finale”  in  that  way. 

“I  guess  we  are  going  to 
let  the  cat  out  of  the  bag 


here,”  said  COD’s  Astron¬ 
omy  professor  Joe  Dal¬ 
Santo.  “It  will  be  sent  to 
the  planet  and  the  rings.” 

The  rings  around  Sat¬ 
urn  that  are  usually  illus¬ 
trated  as  solids  are  really 
gasses,  and  there  is  some¬ 
thing  dramatic  going  on 
up  there.  The  rings  vary  in 
densities,  and  their  abil¬ 
ities  to  allow  a  passage  of 
light  differs.  These  are  in¬ 
triguing  details  about  the 
planet  we  now  know  much 
more  about  since  Cassini’s 
orbit. 

It  was  a  cozy  evening, 
and  students  and  commu¬ 
nity  members  gathered  to 
listen  to  DalSanto’s  lecture 
about  the  importance  of 
the  Cassini’s  mission.  Dal¬ 
Santo  also  averred  how 


important  past  missions  to 
space  have  affected  our  ev¬ 
er-growing  technological 
advances. 

DalSanto  is  a  profes¬ 
sor  of  astronomy  here  at 
COD  and  one  of  the  fac¬ 
ulty  advisers  to  the  Earth 
Science  program.  He  has 
conducted  series  of  lec¬ 
tures  about  planetary  dis¬ 
coveries  and  currendy  runs 
a  YouTube  channel  http:// 
bit.ly/21EzFHb  where  he 
talks  about  theories  and 
discoveries  in  the  field  of 
Astronomy. 

His  next  lecture  is  en- 
tided:  “Transformation: 

How  the  theory  of  Rela¬ 
tivity  Changed  the  World.” 
This  event  is  scheduled  for 
Feb.  24.

COLUMN:  Neil  Gorsuch: 

friend  or  foe? 


Almost  exactly  one 
year  ago  today,  Supreme 
Court  Justice  Antonin 
Scalia  died  in  his  sleep. 
In  response  to  the  death, 
former  President  Barack 
Obama  presented  Merrick 
Garland,  a  judge  who  was 
actually  very  moderate.  No 
doubt  this  was  Obama’s 
intention,  get  someone  in 
who  both  sides  can  agree 
on  and  meet  the  Repub¬ 
licans  halfway.  However 
that’s  not  what  happened, 
Garland’s  nomination  was 
met  with  heavy  resistance. 

Senate  Majority  Lead¬ 
er,  Mitch  McConnell  ob¬ 
structed  the  former  Pres¬ 
ident  until  the  end  of  his 
term.  Republicans  simply 
wouldn’t  even  converse 
with  Garland  in  opposi¬ 
tion  to  Obama’s  nomina¬ 
tion.  This  is  all  because  the 
Supreme  Court  consists  of 
nine  judges.  When  Justice 
Scalia  passed,  the  amount 
of  judges  went  down  to  8. 
This  created  a  problem  due 


to  that  there  are  now  four 
Democratic  Judges,  and 
four  Republican  Judges. 
So  the  chance  for  a  tie  in 
any  decision  making  sky¬ 
rockets.  McConnell’s  clear 
objective  was  to  block  any 
of  Obama’s  potentially 
democratic  judges  so  that 
the  Republicans  could 
send  in  a  conservative 
judge  with  the  new  pres¬ 
idency.  Allowing  Repub¬ 
licans  to  always  have  that 
crucial  winning  vote  when 
it  came  to  court  rulings. 
Now  it  seems  that  Mitch 
McConnell’s  scheme  has 
finally  come  to  fruition. 

What  was  originally 
thought  to  be  a  simple 
nomination  turned  into 
a  total  stalemate  between 
Democrats  and  Repub¬ 
licans.  Not  much  later, 
Obama’s  term  was  up 
and  Donald  Trump  was 
in.  Garland’s  chances  of 
replacing  Scalia  had  been 
crushed. 

On  Feb.  1,  President 


Trump  nominated  Neil 
Gorsuch  as  the  new  Su¬ 
preme  Court  justice.  What 
came  as  a  bit  of  a  surprise 
was  that  Gorsuch  is  actu¬ 
ally  well  qualified  for  the 
position.  Trump  has  had  a 
bit  of  a  history  of  nominat¬ 
ing  people  for  the  wrong 
job  lately,  but  Gorsuch 
isn’t  one  of  them.  Gor¬ 
such  graduated  from  Har¬ 
vard  Law  School  in  1991. 
Strangely  enough  Obama 
was  one  of  his  classmates. 
He  later  received  a  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  degree  in 
law  from  Oxford  in  2004. 

Gorsuch  has  had  ties  to 
the  U.S.  Government  for 
awhile  now.  His  mother 
Anne  Gorsuch  Buford, 
was  the  first  woman  to 
head  the  United  States 
Environmental  Protection 
Agency  and  was  appoint¬ 
ed  by  Ronald  Reagan. 

Gorsuch  also  worked 
as  a  judicial  clerk  for  Su¬ 
preme  Court  Justices  By¬ 
ron  White  and  Anthony 


Kennedy  in  1993  and 
1994.  In  May  of  2006, 
President  George  W.  Bush 
nominated  Gorsuch  to  the 
U.S.  Court  of  Appeals  for 
the  Tenth  Circuit.  He  has 
remained  there  since. 

Gorsuch’s  views  have 
always  been  traditional. 
He  has  a  strong  belief  in 
interpreting  the  Consti¬ 
tution  in  its  original  state. 
As  simple  as  this  is  it  can 
occasionally  cause  prob¬ 
lems.  Times  have  most 
definitely  changed  since 
the  Constitution’s  incep¬ 
tion  in  1787.  This  includes 
protecting  the  rights  of 
politicians,  one  of  which 
is  allowing  money  to  be 
given  to  politicians  while 
campaigning.  These  are 
the  kinds  of  things  that 
could  be  included  in  a  tra¬ 
ditionalist’s  point  of  view. 

Gorsuch  has  always 
kept  morals  close  to  him 
as  well,  especially  when  it 
comes  to  death.  When  he 
received  his  doctor  of  phi¬ 


losophy  it  was  because  of 
research  he  did  on  assist¬ 
ed  suicide  and  euthana¬ 
sia.  In  2006  he  published 
a  book  titled  “The  Future 
of  Assisted  Suicide  and 
Euthanasia.”  Gorsuch  is 
strongly  against  the  idea 
of  anybody  putting  any¬ 
one  else  to  death  for  any 
circumstance.  He  states 
in  his  book  that  “Human 
life  is  fundamentally  and 
inherently  valuable.”  He 
also  says  “The  intentional 
taking  of  human  life  by 
private  persons  is  always 
wrong.” 

Democrats  certainly 
have  a  bone  to  pick  with 
this  nomination  since  the 
rejection  of  Merrick  Gar¬ 
land.  Some  Democrats 
even  say  they  will  only 
accept  Garland  due  to  the 
fact  that  they  believe  the 
nomination  was  stolen 
from  them. 

However,  the  Republi¬ 
cans  hold  the  majority  in 
both  chambers,  and  Dem¬ 


ocrats  will  have  an  uphill 
battle  to  face.  Gorsuch 
will  most  likely  become 
the  next  Supreme  Court 
justice.  It  may  be  a  wise 
move  for  the  Democrats 
to  try  and  talk  with  Gor¬ 
such  heavily  before  he  is 
elected.  Democrats  also 
have  the  option  of  the 
filibuster  but  most  likely 
McConnell  will  destroy  it 
after  they  use  it.  So  Dem¬ 
ocrats  are  in  a  tight  spot. 
Do  they  use  the  filibuster 
in  hopes  to  stop  Gorsuch, 
or  do  they  accept  it  and 
save  the  filibuster?  Either 
way  there’s  nothing  really 
stopping  McConnell  from 
destroying  the  filibuster 
anyways. 

Only  time  will  tell,  and 
hopefully  if  Gorsuch  is 
elected  he  will  always  have 
America’s  best  interest  at 
heart. 
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Maxine  Butcher:  90  years  old  and  still  killin'  the  game 


Maxine  Butcher  may 
be  the  longest  enrolled 
student  in  the  College  of 
DuPage’s  history. 

No,  it’s  not  because  she 
still  hasn’t  finished  her 
associates  degree.  It’s  not 
because  she’s  failed  out  of 
all  her  classes.  It’s  because 
of  her  love  of  brush  and 
canvas.  Since  1967  when 
COD  opened  with  old 
white  barns  and  muddy 
fields,  Butcher  has  been 
exploring  new  art  styles 
and  forms  in  painting 
classes. 

I  met  Butcher  during 
the  three  years  I  worked  at 
Monarch  Landing  retire¬ 
ment  community  in  Na¬ 
perville.  There  was  some¬ 
thing  about  her  piercing 
blue  eyes  and  her  genuine 
half- smile  always  spread 
across  her  face.  She  always 
exhumed  something  more. 
She’s  the  resident  with  the 
warmest  embrace,  most 
energy  and  known  to  meet 
up  with  the  men  and  beat 
them  at  pool  after  dinner. 
At  89  years-old,  she  is  still 
a  free,  artistic  spirit,  and 
it’s  apparent  from  the  mo¬ 
ment  you  talk  to  her. 

Born  and  raised  in 
Chicago,  landing  later  in 
LaGrange,  Butcher  was 
always  creative,  and  she 
never,  ever  liked  to  be  tied 
down.  Art  classes  were  al¬ 
ways  something  she  was 
drawn  to  but  when  offered 


an  opportunity  to  study  at 
the  Art  Institute,  18-year- 
old  Butcher  chose  to  have 
fun  and  five  without  com¬ 
mitments  binding  her. 

It  wasn’t  until  she  moved 
into  her  very  first  home 
with  her  husband,  Tom, 
that  painting  re-entered 
her  fife  at  full  force. 

“I  had  to  paint,  I 
couldn’t  afford  anything 
for  the  walls,”  said  Butcher. 
Today,  her  own  white  walls 
are  covered  in  photos  of 
family,  souvenirs  from  her 
world  travels  and  her  art. 
Walking  through  her  or¬ 
ganized,  white  apartment, 
her  dining  room  is  opened 
to  a  large  easel  with  cur¬ 
rent  work  in  progress.  A 
man  in  a  boxing  ring,  ex¬ 
hausted  from  the  fight  is 
painted  with  purples  and 
a  town  scene  of  opposite 
style  lies  below  it.  Large 
windows  feed  in  bright 
sunlight  directly  onto  her 
working  space. 

The  inspiration  for  her 
works  are  near  impossible 
to  pinpoint.  Each  piece 
looks  as  if  it  was  painted 
by  a  different  artist.  An  ab¬ 
stract  rendition  of  a  natu¬ 
ral  view  is  painted  in  warm 
watercolors,  yet  a  portrait 
of  a  mother  breastfeeding 
a  child  is  so  lifelike.  Wa¬ 
tercolors  can  be  seen  most 
often  in  Butcher’s  work, 
but  she  is  no  stranger  to 
oils,  acrylics,  pastels  and 


even  sculpture. 

Her  excitement  for  fife 
and  learning  passes  onto 
her  art,  never  wanting  to 
stick  with  one  style.  She 
proclaims  that  she  is  bored 
easily,  even  going  through 
hiatuses  from  painting. 
This  is  a  main  reason 
why  Butcher  consistendy 
works  in  COD’s  painting 
studio,  forever  learning 
and  mastering  her  trade. 
The  eclectic  mix  of  ages 
and  individuals  that  are 
involved  at  COD  is  an¬ 
other  reason  she  continues 
to  return. 

Her  subjects  vary  as 
much  as  her  styles  do. 
Strangers  she  has  captured 
in  classes,  people  or  scenes 
she  has  seen  in  photos  and 
even  famous  paintings 
she  enjoys  copying,  such 
as  “Girl  with  a  Pearl  Ear¬ 
ring,”  are  all  seen  in  her 
past  works.  She  has  no  fa¬ 
vorite  subject  or  painting. 
She  paints  what  she  likes, 
what  she  finds  is  beautiful. 
Her  free  spirit  rides  into 
her  artistic  philosophy.  But 
her  most  reoccurring  sub¬ 
jects  are  her  children  and 
Tom,  her  late  husband. 

Tom  passed  away  11 
months  after  he  and  Max¬ 
ine  moved  into  Monarch 
Landing.  “He  was  the  love 
of  my  life,”  said  Butch¬ 
er.  “He  showed  me  the 
world.” 

Butcher  ran  into  Tom 


when  she  was  the  only 
woman  who  had  signed 
up  for  golf  lessons,  a  true 
testament  of  her  character. 
A  friend  had  convinced 
Butcher  to  join  her,  be¬ 
ing  hesitant  as  she  would 
be  the  only  woman  at  the 
lessons.  Her  friend  quickly 
dropped,  but  quitting  out 
of  fear  was  nothing  Butch¬ 
er  knew. 

Tom  lived  on  the  op¬ 
posite  side  of  town,  yet  he 
offered  to  drive  Butcher  to 
and  from  class.  He  was  a 
side  thought  for  Butcher, 
who  was  never  focused  on 
settling  down.  He  helped 
her  with  golf.  He  offered 
to  teach  her  pool.  She 
never  thought  of  him  as 
more  than  a  ride  to  and 
from  places,  but  in  time  it 
transformed  into  57  years 
of  marriage  and  stories. 

Flipping  through  her 
sketchbooks,  she  pauses  at 
the  simple  pencil  drawing 
she  captured  of  Tom  in  a 
hospital  bed  during  the 
last  days  of  his  life.  Every 
wrinkle,  every  emotion, 
and  the  feeling  of  pain  en¬ 
capsulated  by  her  hand. 

When  they  were  young 
adults  with  four  children, 
Tom  began  these  adven¬ 
tures  with  surprising  the 
family  with  a  six-person 
tent.  It  was  all  they  could 
afford  at  the  time.  Butch¬ 
er  hated  this  first  camping 
trip,  filled  with  bugs  and

screaming  children.  Their 
travels  transformed  and  as 
years  went  on,  they  trav¬ 
eled  further  and  saved  up 
for  a  camper.  This  is  what 
they  often  traveled  in  to 
Butcher’s  favorite  place: 
Mexico. 

For  up  to  three  months 
at  a  time,  Maxine  and  Tom 
lived  in  Mexico  as  Maxine 
studied  art  and  painted 
historical  buildings  and 
beautiful  views.  Her  art  of¬ 
ten  reflects  her  time  there, 
almost  like  photographs 
from  the  places  she  has 
been. 

Piles  of  books  and  news¬ 
paper  clippings  are  filled 
with  endless  works  Butch¬ 
er  created  over  the  years.  It 
almost  seems  as  if  she  nev¬ 
er  stops,  yet  she  admits  she 
must  force  herself  to  take 
breaks  and  often  has  times 
where  inspiration  is  vacant. 
She  never  knows  exactly 
what  her  next  piece  will  be, 
but  when  she  sees  some¬ 
thing  she  likes,  she  begins 
working  again.  She  jokes 
about  how  she’s  working 
on  a  million  pieces  at  once, 
even  pointing  to  a  painting 
she  began  at  one  time  and 
finished  eight  years  later. 

On  Sept.  1,  Butcher  will 


turn  90.  Her  spunk  and 
love  for  life  is  evident  ev¬ 
ery  day.  She  fills  her  life 
by  doing:  golfing,  playing 
bridge,  beating  the  men 
in  pool  and  being  with  her 
six  grandchildren.  And  she 
leaves  something  with  ev¬ 
ery  person  she  meets,  her 
eyes  and  smile  remem¬ 
bered  effortlessly. 

“Every  piece  of  art  in  my 
house  is  from  my  grandma, 
and  that’s  how  it’s  been 
since  I  was  a  kid,”  said 
Katie  Garside,  Butcher’s 
granddaughter  and  a  for¬ 
mer  COD  student.  “She 
always  used  to  sketch  us 
as  we  were,  and  my  mom 
has  saved  those.  I  always 
have  positive  memories 
that  stay  with  me,  which  I 
don’t  know  if  I  would  have 
without  those  visual  repre¬ 
sentations. 

“She  has  instilled  a  love 
for  traveling  in  all  of  us; 
the  stories  she  has  told 
about  her  and  my  grandpa 
traveling  all  over  the  world 
are  really  special,”  contin¬ 
ued  Garside.  “I  see  her  love 
for  life  with  my  cousin’s 
little  kids.  She  loves  those 
babies  and  fights  up  when 
they  come  into  town.  It’s 
really  special.”

lent  action  that  occurs. 

John  Wiclc  Chapter  2 
picks  up  right  where  we 
left  off  with  the  original 
John  Wick.  However  if 
you  haven't  seen  the  origi¬ 
nal  John  Wick,  that’s  really 
no  big  deal.  I  personally 
recommend  seeing  the  first 
installment  before  the  sec¬ 
ond,  as  it  is  just  as  good. 

John  Wick  once  again 
is  pulled  out  of  “retirement” 
and  thrown  into  the  dead¬ 
ly  secret  world  of  interna¬ 
tional  high  class  crime.  An 
old  business  partner  that 
saved  his  life  is  asking  for 
a  favor  and  due  to  code  of 
honor,  Wick  must  oblige. 
But  Wick  is  no  ordinary 
dude,  and  everyone  else  in 
the  movie  knows  it.  Cops, 
EMTs,  “Business”  Owners, 
they  all  know  his  name, 
and  most  wisely  choose  to 
stay  out  of  his  way. 

In  this  movie  bigger 
is  better  and  John  Wick 
kills  about  three  times  the 
amount  of  people  he  killed 
in  the  first  film.  The  best 
part  of  John  Wick  2  is 
actually  the  how  Director 
Chad  Stahelski  filmed  it. 
Keanu  Reeves  does  all  his 
own  stunts  and  really  it’s 
quite  impressive. 

Action  movies  are  fa¬ 
mous  for  flickering  quick 
cuts,  but  not  this  one. 
Long  shots  are  the 
name  of  the  game, 
they  create  an  excel¬ 


lent  realism  that  puts  the 
viewer  in  an  insane  battle. 
They  have  this  nonstop 
flow  which  only  adds  to 
the  intensity  of  the  scenes. 
Wick  is  not  invincible  ei¬ 
ther,  and  the  audience 
knows  it.  He  gets  hit.  A 
lot.  So  when  Wick  barely 
stumbles  away  from  kill¬ 
ing  20  men  in  3  minutes 
the  realism  becomes  all  the 
more  true.  There’s  this  dis¬ 
tinct  panicky  vibe  you  get 
whenever  an  action  scene 
starts  and  it's  something 
most  action  movies  only 
dream  of. 

Occasionally  the  action 
is  broken  up  with  witty 
lines  and  funny  moments 
that  to  my  surprise,  were 
actually  kind  of  funny. 
When  the  audience  wasn't 
watching  an  action  scene 
or  the  tail  end  of  one,  they 
laughed  when  they  were 
suppose  to.  There  weren't 
any  moments  when  the  au¬ 
dience  was  laughing  when 
they  shouldn't  have,  which 
is  always  a  good  sign. 

As  full  of  action  this 
movie  was,  it  also  had  a 
lot  of  charisma.  Laurence 
Fishburne  is  in  the  movie 
so  the  inevitable  Matrix 
plugs  were  a  welcome  satis¬ 
faction.  Also  one  of  the  lat¬ 
er  scenes  is  filmed  inside 
a  totally  mirrored  room, 
very  similar  to  one  of 
the  ending  scenes  in 
Bruce  Lee’s  Enter 
the  Dragon.  The 


scene  works  just  as  well  and 
operates  very  similarly.  The 
mirrors  disorient  the  audi¬ 
ence  along  with  the  people 
in  the  movie  and  it  creates 
something  vivid  with  color 
and  bloody,  precise  action. 

There  are  so  many  things 
John  Wick:  Chapter  2 
brings  to  the  table  and  it 
nails  what  it  came  to  do. 
The  colors  are  beautiful, 
the  cast  is  full  of  great 
talent  like  Common  and 
Ruby  Rose,  and  the  movie 
never  really  fades.

As  a  surrogate  of  Pres¬ 
ident  Donald  Trump, 
DeVos  wants  to  create 
fiscal  problems  for  public 
schools.  She  is  fueled  by 
her  egotistical  belief  that 
dishing  out  school  vouch¬ 
ers  is  a  remedy  to  the 
problems  our  educational 
institutions  are  faced  with. 

DeVos  wants  to  privat¬ 
ize  our  entire  school  sys¬ 
tem.  Here  is  one  thing  an 
acclaimed  businesswoman 
has  failed  to  understand: 
the  private  entities’  sole 
aim  is  to  maximize  prof¬ 
its.  DeVos  wants  to  create 
a  situation  where  wealthy 
Americans  will  dictate 
how  our  schools  are  man¬ 
aged. 

Schools  will  hike 
the  price  of  tuition 
and  fees,  while 
there  will  be  a 
constant  bur¬ 
den  on  taxpay¬ 
ers  to  give  in  to 
those  demands.

This  isn’t  a  subsidy,  it  is  an 
obvious  attempt  to  make 
the  already  rich  owners 
of  these  schools  richer  on 
the  backs  of  low-income 
families. 

DeVos  should  use  her 
ties  to  the  presidency  to 
advocate  for  more  funding 
for  our  public  schools,  re¬ 
vision  of  weak  curriculum 
and  listening  to  our  teach¬ 
ers. 

In  Chicago,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  a  soaring  population 
of  about  300,000  students 
faces  challenges  every  day 
due  to  a  lackluster  ap¬ 
proach  from  politicians 
who  politicize  social  is¬ 
sues.  It  is  becoming  more 
bureaucratic  to  finance 
education. 

Now,  DeVos’  corrective 
measures  will  mean  taking 
away  the  only  path  for  a 
better  future  for  these  stu¬ 
dents,  many  of  whom  are 
from  low-income  families. 
This  is  another  recipe  for 
chaos,  and  Americans, 
regardless  of  where  they 
stand  on  political  issues, 
must  constructively  resist 
a  plan  by  a  woman  who 
never  rode  the  yellow  bus 
to  school  to  decide  their 
fate. 

We  have  always  advo¬ 
cated  for  diversity  within 
our  educational  system  at 
COD.  The  Courier  is  one 


of  the  jnost  diverse  stu¬ 
dent  organizations  here 
on  campus.  We  believe 
DeVos’  plan  is  a  breeding 
ground  for  segregation, 
and  it  is  a  well-calculated 
plot  to  make  our  schools 
reverse  gains  they  have 
made  over  the  years  as  it 
relates  to  diversity. 

If  wealthy  folks  within 
our  communities  are  ad¬ 
vocating  for  school  choice, 
they  should  also  bring 
solutions  to  the  table  to 
help  the  failing  public 
schools..  It  is  time  to  have 
a  robust  plan  with  policies 
that  work  for  every  Amer¬ 
ican  regardless  of  a  per¬ 
son’s  financial  capabilities. 

DeVos  has  repeatedly 
shunned  arguments  about 
her  role  in  her  mother’s 
organization  that  has 
donated  money  to  fight 
against  the  LGBT  com¬ 
munity.  This  is  terrifying, 
especially  for  our  schools 
where  we  have  LGBT 
students. 

Finally,  DeVos  is  a  mis¬ 
match  because  she  has  no 
knowledge  of  the  federal 
laws  that  she  is  expected 
to  oversee  in  our  schools.. 
Often  disheveled  during 
her  confirmation  hearing, 
she  didn’t  know  a  thing 
about  the  Individuals  with 
Disabilities  in  Education 
Act. 

Hands  down,  this  wom¬ 
an  is  not  prepared  for  the 
job.

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Infrastructure:  Crumbling  Under  Our  Feet

When  somebody  says 
“America’s  Infrastructure 
is  crumbling,”  unfortu¬ 
nately,  they're  right.  The 
American  Society  of  Civil 
Engineers  rated  Ameri¬ 
ca’s  infrastructure  at  a  D+ 
on  their  infrastructure 
report  card  in  2013.  The 
new  report  card  comes 
out  March  9,  but  it  doesn’t 
seem  like  conditions  have 
improved  much  over  the 


last  three  years. 

Just  this  last  week  the 
Oroville  Dam  in  Cali¬ 
fornia  had  a  major  mal¬ 
function  when  its  spill¬ 
way  developed  a  massive 
hole,  really  it  was  more  of 
a  crater.  California  offi¬ 
cials  evacuated  more  than 
180,000  people  from  the 
area  near  the  dam.  Luck¬ 
ily  the  water  level  fell,  and 
people  returned  home,  but 


this  should've  never  hap¬ 
pened. 

It's  not  just  dams  ei¬ 
ther.  Bridges,  roads,  wa¬ 
terways,  ports  and  schools 
are  crumbling.  The  ASCE 
suspects  that  repair  and 
updates  of  America’s  in¬ 
frastructure  would  cost 
S3. 6  trillion. 

One  of  the  primary 
problems  is  maintenance. 
It  doesn't  take  much  for 
inspectors  to  check  a  dam 
or  any  piece  of  infrastruc¬ 
ture.  But  many  states  don’t 
hire  enough  inspectors  to 
check  all  of  the  necessary 
infrastructure.  Infrastruc¬ 
ture  isn’t  usually  some¬ 
thing  people  think  about 
a  lot.  Neglect  leads  to 
problems  that  start  small 
but  turn  into  much  larger 
ones.  Neglect  turns  prob¬ 
lems  into  disasters. 


In  2007  the  I-35W 
Mississippi  River  bridge 
collapsed  due  to  corrosion 
in  its  bearings  and  crack¬ 
ing  along  the  bridge.  The 
bridge  had  been  inspected 
annually,  and  it  was  re¬ 
ported  to  be  “structurally 
deficient.”  On  Aug.  1  the 
bridge  gave  out  and  disas¬ 
ter  struck.  In  total  111  ve¬ 
hicles  were  involved  along 
with  construction  workers, 
they  fell  a  approximately 
100  feet  below.  Thirteen 
people  died  and  50  more 
hospitalized. 

We  can  prevent  disas¬ 
ters  like  this.  A  proper  in¬ 
spection  must  occur  at  ap¬ 
propriate  intervals.  If  there 
are  defects,  the  correct 
actions  must  take  place  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  scale 
of  these  problems  are  scary. 
The  Oroville  Dam  stands 


at  a  massive  770  feet. 

Chris  Deeman,  a  Tech¬ 
nical  Engineer  at  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  Dupage,  said  prob¬ 
lems  like  Oroville  show 
how  dangerous  playing 
political  games  with  need¬ 
ed  infrastructure  improve¬ 
ments  can  be. 

“Yes,  what  I  think  is  it 
ends  up  being  a  victim  of 
is  politics  and  econom¬ 
ics  and  how  that  funds  or 
does  not  fund  infrastruc¬ 
ture,”  Deeman  said.  “It's 
not  like  we  don't  know  our 
bridges  are  in  bad  shape. 
Until  they  fall  down  in 
your  state,  nobody's  will¬ 
ing  to  pay  more  taxes  or 
divert  money  for  these 
things.  It’s  just  an  unfortu¬ 
nate  symptom  of  the  poli¬ 
tics  that  are  going  on  right 
now.  We’re  not  willing  to 
invest  in  anything  because 


it's  spending  money.  Well, 
some  spending  is  neces¬ 
sary.” 

So  what  can  be  done? 
Congress  needs  to  be 
pushed.  There  doesn't 
seem  to  be  a  heavy  inter¬ 
est  in  infrastructure  from 
politicians,  so  there  needs 
to  be  a  push  from  the  peo¬ 
ple.  Anybody  can  go  to  in- 
frastructurereportcard.org 
and  click  on  the  Take  Ac¬ 
tion  section  at  the  top  of 
the  page.  It  lists  many  ac¬ 
tions  that  can  be  called  on 
to  better  our  infrastructure 
as  a  country.  As  a  group  we 
can  push  our  state  senators 
to  protect  us  all  from  our 
crumbling  infrastructure.

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Just  in  the  way  Repub¬ 
licans  cried  for  Hillary 
Clintons  prosecution, 
some  Democrats  are  now 
calling  for  Michael  Fly¬ 
nn’s.  Calls  for  an  investi¬ 
gation  and  possible  pros¬ 
ecution  of  Michael  Flynn 
are  all  part  of  taking  the 
former  national  security 
adviser’s  discussions  with 
Russia  seriously,  according 
to  at  least  one  College  of 
DuPage  professor. 

After  just  24  days  of 
being  the  new  National 
Security  Advisor,  Michael 
Flynn  has  been  forced  to 
resign.  During  the  election 
President  Barack  Obama 
had  placed  sanctions  on 
Russia  in  response  to  their 
alleged  attempts  to  hack 
the  Democratic  National 
Convention.  Before  Flynn 
was  appointed  as  National 


Security  Advisor,  he  had 
a  phone  call  with  Rus¬ 
sian  Ambassador  Sergey 
Kislyak  discussing  these 
sanctions  between  the  U.S 
and  Russia.  Flynn  had  also 
apparently  told  the  Rus¬ 
sians  to  expect  a  reprieve 
on  those  sanctions.  Flynn 
denied  these  actions  but 
after  discovering  that  the 
phone  calls  were  recorded 
by  intelligence  officials  he 
said  he  couldn’t  remember 
if  the  topic  had  come  up  in 
their  conversations. 

Vice  President  Mike 
Pence  and  other  White 
House  Officials  were  later 
revealed  to  have  been  mis¬ 
led  by  Flynn.  Pence  had 
even  come  out  on  TV  de¬ 
fending  Flynn  before  real¬ 
izing  the  truth. 

White  House  Press 
Secretary  Sean  Spicer  said 


the  reason  why  Trump  de¬ 
cided  to  ask  for  Flynn’s  res¬ 
ignation  was  because, ’’The 
president  must  have  com¬ 
plete  and  unwavering  trust 
for  the  person  in  that  po¬ 
sition.  The  evolving  and 
eroding  level  of  trust  as  a 
result  of  this  situation  in 
a  series  of  other  question¬ 
able  instances  is  what  led 
the  president  to  ask  for 
Gen.  Flynn’s  resignation.” 

During  the  Republican 
Convention,  Flynn  was  ac¬ 
tually  a  speaker,  and  in  ref¬ 
erence  to  Hillary  Clinton’s 
alleged  illegal  activities,  he 
shouted,  “Lock  her  up!”  af¬ 
ter  talking  about  how  she 
“put  our  nation’s  security  at 
extremely  high  risk.”  Now 
Democrats  are  asking  to 
“lock  up”  Flynn  after  his 
actions.  On  his  show  Real 
Time,  Bill  Maher  said  that 


this  is  “the  most  serious 
political  scandal  we  have 
ever  had  in  the  United 
States.” 

Could  it  be?  Have  the 
actions  Flynn  participat¬ 
ed  be  considered  treason? 
Could  he  ever  be  pros¬ 
ecuted?  In  an  interview 
with  David  Goldberg,  a 
Professor  of  Political  Sci¬ 
ence  at  College  of  DuP¬ 
age  we  discussed  just  that. 
After  being  asked  whether 
he  thought  Flynn  should 
be  prosecuted  he  had  this 
to  say.  “That  should  be  a 
possibility,  if  that’s  where 
the  evidence  leads  and 
the  investigation  leads.  At 
a  minimum  Senate,  For¬ 
eign  Relations  and  House 
Armed  Services  and  In¬ 
telligence  all  need  to  ask 
questions,  and  there  prob¬ 
ably  needs  to  be  an  inde¬ 


pendent  investigation  that 
doesn’t  involve  Attorney 
General  “Jeff”  Sessions.  So 
I  think  that  this  is  very  se¬ 
rious.” 

The  possibility  of  black¬ 
mail  was  also  something 
that  lingered  with  this  is¬ 
sue.  Flynn’s  information 
given  to  Russia  could’ve 
easily  lead  to  Russia  asking 
for  more. 

“I  think  that  depends 
on  what  the  information 
is,  Goldberg  said.”  “There’s 
certainly  the  appearance, 
the  optics  are  that  some¬ 
thing’s  going  on  here.  I 
think  what  Trump  said 
yesterday  in  the  press  con¬ 
ference  is  absolutely  true. 
If  someone  is  between  ad¬ 
ministrations  and  they’re 
reaching  out  to  their  coun¬ 
terpart  saying  “Hi,  Happy 
New  Year,  How’re  you  do¬ 


ing,  look  forward  to  work¬ 
ing  with  you. "That’s  a  very 
different  conversation  than 
“Obama  just  introduced 
new  sanctions  and  kicked 
out  30  Russian  diplomats, 
we’re  asking  you  to  chill 
out  on  that  until  the  new 
guy  comes  in.”  Making 
policy  when  you  are  not  in 
government,  speaking  on 
behalf  of  the  establishment 
of  foreign  policies  is  crimi¬ 
nal  activity.  There’s  no  gray 
area  there.” 

After  Trump’s  primary 
replacement,  Bob  Har- 
ward,  turned  down  the 
position,  Trump’s  second¬ 
ary  choice,  Lt.  Gen.  H.R. 
McMaster,  accepted  the 
advisory  role.

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Q&A:  Brian  Brems,  film-lover  and  professor

Assistant  professor  of 
English  Brian  Brems  has 
gained  notoriety  amongst 
students  for  showing  them 
a  different  lens  in  which  to 
see  film.  Teaching  English 
Composition  I,  II,  Film 
as  Literature,  and  Intro  to 
Film  Art,  Brems  allows  his 
own  lifelong  passion  for 
the  art  as  the  tool  to  ex¬ 
pand  his  student’s  minds. 
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Our  Features  Editor  Car¬ 
oline  Broderick  sat  down 
with  Brems  to  see  what 
goes  on  behind  the  lesson. 

Caroline  Broderick: 
How  do  yon  find  film 
helpfiil  to  students? 

Btiart  Brerns:  I  think 
film  is  a  wonderful  teach¬ 
ing  tool,  which  is  why  I 


love  teaching  those  cours¬ 
es.  However,  I  also  use 
film  in  my  composition 
classes  from  time  to  time. 
Film  is  a  great  intersec¬ 
tional  medium,  because 
it  allows  for  a  variety  of 
different  types  of  learning. 
For  example,  truly  under¬ 
standing  a  film  requires  an 
ability  to  decode  complex 
story  construction  and  of¬ 


ten  hidden  character  mo¬ 
tivations,  in  addition  to  a 
high  level  to  analyze  both 
visuals  and  sound,  which 
work  together  to  create 
meaning.  Beyond  that, 
though,  there's  a  tremen¬ 
dous  amount  to  be  learned 
about  the  social,  political, 
economic  and  histori¬ 
cal  contexts  in  which  the 
films  were  produced.  Film 


is  truly  a  mass  medium 
like  almost  no  other  (tele¬ 
vision  is  its  close  cousin,  of 
course)  because  it  is  pro¬ 
duced  collaboratively  and 
seen  by  a  wide  audience. 
That  means  that  each  film 
is  made  up  a  variety  of 
ideas,  emotions,  and  argu¬ 
ments  because  it  is  created 
by  a  large  group  of  people 
with  varying  perspectives. 
Students  can  gain  a  lot 
from  exposure  to  all  these 
elements. 

CB:  What  can  student 
learn  from  understanding 

film? 

BB:  I  think  that  the 
best  thing  that  students 
gain  from  studying  film  is 
increased  awareness  of  the 
world  around  them.  Film 
has  always  been  a  window 
into  other  people's  lives, 
other  cultures,  other  time 
periods,  and  so  on.  In  my 
classes,  we  study  a  vari¬ 
ety  of  types  of  films  from 
different  eras,  genres,  and 
perspectives,  which  helps 
students  broaden  their 
own  view  of  the  world. 

CB:  What  are  some 
things  you  hope  each  stu¬ 
dent  leaves  your  class  un¬ 
derstanding? 

BB:  When  students 
leave  my  classes,  I  hope 
they've  gained  some  great¬ 
er  sense  of  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  film  to  their  lives, 
whether  they  realized  it 
before  or  not.  Film  really 
is  ubiquitous  -  television's 
resurgence  as  an  artistic 
medium  in  the  past  ten 
to  fifteen  years  is  largely 
because  it  seems  to  have 
taken  advantage  of  prop¬ 
erties  of  film.  The  same  is 
true  of  video  games,  which 
seem  to  get  more  cinemat¬ 
ic  with  each  new  genera¬ 


tion  of  systems.  Obviously 
the  internet  has  changed 
the  way  we  interact  with 
technology  in  many  pro¬ 
found  ways,  which  we're 
still  trying  to  catch  up 
with.  However,  it's  hard  to 
overestimate  the  impact  of 
film  on  the  way  we  live.  I 
think  if  students  can  gain 
an  appreciation  for  that, 
along  with  a  greater  sense 
of  how  the  medium  works 
to  convey  meaning,  I'm 
quite  happy. 

CB:  How  did  you  find 
yourself  working  with 
film  and  literature?  Was 
it  something  you  always 
wanted  to  do? 

BB:  I  've  always  had 
a  passion  for  film,  even 
when  I  was  very  young. 
I  first  went  to  college  to 
study  filmmaking,  but 
eventually  drifted  over 
more  to  the  analytical  side 
of  things.  My  Master's 
Degree  from  Northern 
Illinois  University  was  in 
English,  with  a  concentra¬ 
tion  in  Film  8c  Literature, 
so  it's  something  I  studied 
in  college  quite  a  bit.  I'm 
sure  some  part  of  me  al¬ 
ways  knew  I  would  end  up 
doing  something  film-re¬ 
lated,  and  I  consider  my¬ 
self  very  lucky  to  be  able  to 
teach  film  at  COD.  Even 
as  recently  as  a  few  years 
ago,  it  seemed  like  some¬ 
thing  that  would  be  a  near 
impossibility  to  imagine, 
but  here  I  am,  teaching 
film  on  an  almost  day-to- 
day  basis.  I  hope  that  my 
enthusiasm  for  the  subject, 
and  my  desire  to  help  stu¬ 
dents  broaden  their  hori¬ 
zons  on  the  kinds  of  films 
they  see,  helps  to  create 
some  enthusiasm  in  them. 
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Moonlight  is  this  year’s  best  movie  Not  for  its 
groundbreaking  CGI  or  $300  million  budget, 
but  for  its  beauty  and  purity.  Moonlight  takes 
something  simple  and  shines  a  light  on  the  true 
emotion  of  the  characters  and  their  actions.  We 
see  somebody  who  struggles  in  life  find  himself 
through  his  journeys  as  a  young  boy,  a  teenag¬ 
er  and  as  an  adult  There's  a  beautiful  change 
in  his  personality,  but  what  remains  is  his  pure 
self.  Not  many  other  films  have  captured  that  in 
a  story  before.  Moonlight  does  it  to  perfection, 
which  is  why  it  deserves  to  win.  — Kitt

The  east  coast  has  nev¬ 
er  looked  so  beautiful,  nor 
felt  so  human.  The  last 
time  I  left  the  Midwest 
was  when  I  was  eight  to  go 
to  Florida,  but  “Manches¬ 
ter  by  the  Sea”  successful¬ 
ly  transported  me  to  the 
Northeastern  corner  of  the 
United  States  to  stand  in 
the  shoes  of  a  man  whose 
demons  have  penetrated 
every  corner  of  his  exis¬ 
tence. 

Lee  Chandler,  a  handy¬ 
man  for  an  apartment 
complex  in  Boston,  is  your 
normal  every  day  stereo¬ 
typical  bar  dweller.  He 
can’t  control  his  temper, 
and  he  obviously  needs  to 
talk  to  a  therapist  about 
whatever  is  leaving  his  life 
in  a  constant  ghastly  state 
of  daydreaming.  While 
on  the  job  one  day,  he  re¬ 
ceived  a  call  from  a  hos¬ 
pital  in  New  Hampshire 
telling  him  his  brother  had 
passed  away  after  his  heart 


gave  out. 

Due  to  this,  his  past 
crawls  into  his  conscious¬ 
ness  once  again  as  he  takes 
care  of  his  nephew  while 
figuring  out  what  he  is  go¬ 
ing  to  do  with  his  brother’s 
entire  livelihood. 

Not  many  movies  can 
have  multiple  dynamically 
human  characters  while 
progressing  a  story  that 
has  the  possibility  of  being 
your  life  starting  tomor¬ 
row.  “Manchester  by  the 
Sea”  is  the  accumulation 
of  human  emotion  tied  to¬ 
gether  in  a  wrapping  paper 
nostalgic  to  every  member 
of  the  audience’s  life. 

Everyone  knows,  or 
at  least  has  dealt  with, 
a  Chandler  in  their  life. 
He’s  the  guy  who  tends 
to  hit  first  and  ask  ques¬ 
tions  never.  He  can  nev¬ 
er  forgive  himself,  yet  he 
can  forgive  everyone  else. 
His  apprehension  towards 
dealing  with  his  past  is

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caused  by  the  resentment 
of  his  mistakes.  He’s  the 
most  human  and  relatable 
character  I’ve  ever  seen  in 
a  film. 

Casey  Affleck  was  the 
perfect  Chandler,  and 
could  not  have  been  re¬ 
placed  without  stunting 
the  perfection  of  this 
movie.  His  performance 
was  spot  on.  Although  he 
follows  his  brother  Ben  in 
acting  almost  too  roboti¬ 
cally  monotone,  Chandler 
must  be  robotic  to  survive 
day-to-day,  and  hence 
making  this  is  the  perfect 
role  for  Casey’s  first  major 
breakout  performance. 

The  cinematography 
and  shot  sequencing  was 
also  perfect.  From  the  sce¬ 
nic  introduction  to  how 
the  camera  was  seeming¬ 
ly  bolted  into  the  boat  as 
it  swayed  back  and  forth, 
each  shot  in  this  film  had 
purpose.  I  wish  I  could  say 
that  about  every  film  out 


there  on  the  market,  but 
this  can  be  only  achieved 
by  the  most  masterful  of 
artists.  Not  even  Quen¬ 
tin  Tarantino  can  do  this 
100  percent  of  the  time, 
and  he’s  probably  the  most 
famous  director  in  Holly¬ 
wood  today. 

While  shedding  tears 
halfway  through  this  film, 
I  didn’t  know  what  I  was 
doing.  This  film  had  not 
only  struck  my  heart  with 
a  bubbling  sensation  of 
heartache;  it  fogged  all  my 
worries  and  pulled  me  into 
a  harsh  east  coast  winter 
standing  behind  Chandler 
as  he  dealt  with  nothing 
less  than  emotional  nucle¬ 
ar  fallout.  People  may  be 
turned  off  by  this  movie’s 
quaint  storytelling  or  the 
constant  uncomfortable 
interactions  we  all  avoid  in 
life  scattered  throughout, 
however  this  is  nothing 
less  than  perfect. 
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»  Complete  your  bachelor’s  degree 
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Moonlight  at  its  essence 
is  a  beautiful  film  told 
through  a  heartbreaking, 
but  also  breathtaking,  sto¬ 
ry.  It’s  a  film  that  focus¬ 
es  all  of  its  energy  on  its 
characters,  and  it  works 
to  perfection.  There  is  no 
need  for  action  shots  or 
CGI.  It  is  pure  emotion 
in  a  journey  filled  with 
the  confusion  and  hyste¬ 
ria  of  finding  oneself.  That 
journey  that  everyone  ex¬ 
periences  is  hard  enough 
already,  but  to  experience 
it  through  the  turmoil  of 
family  and  environment  is 
something  else  completely. 

We  get  to  see  that  in 
Moonlight.  With  its  emo¬ 
tional  and  powerful  colors 
and  its  signature  style  of 
silent  shots  overlaid  with 
beautiful  classical  mu¬ 
sic,  the  audience  beholds 
something  pure  and  ex¬ 
emplary. 

All  of 


these  things  combine 
into  a  melting  pot  of  per¬ 
fect  storytelling  to  make 
Moonlight. 

We  follow  a  boy  in  Mi¬ 
ami  who  struggles  to  exist. 
He’s  plagued  by  a  poor 
environment  and  a  drug 
addicted  mother.  Direc¬ 
tor  Barry  Jenkins  guides 
us  through  his  enthrall¬ 
ing  journey  by  showing 
us  three  stages  of  protag¬ 
onist’s  life.  His  name  is 
Chiron. 

We  begin  in  the  first 
chapter  tided  “Litde.”  It 
takes  place  in  Chiron’s 
youth.  In  the  opening 
scene  of  the  movie  we  see 
Chiron  being  chased  by  a 
few  bigger  and  older  boys 
who  scream  his  embar¬ 
rassing  nickname  -  “Lit¬ 
de. "They  chase  him  into  a 
crack  hole  where  he  locks 
himself  inside.  Eventu¬ 
ally,  they  leave,  and 


played  by  Mahershala  Ali, 
tears  off  a  boarded  win¬ 
dow  to  see  the  boy  inside. 
Scared  and  quiet,  Chiron 
follows  Juan  outside,  and 
the  two  begin  a  very  quiet 
relationship  together.  The 
more  and  more  Chiron  es¬ 
capes  his  mother,  the  more 
time  he  spends  with  Juan, 
who  guides 
him  into 


a  more  enlightened  state 
about  himself. 

In  the  second  chapter, 
“Chiron”  we  see  Chiron  as 
a  teenager  in  high  school. 
He’s  often  bullied  and  has 
difficulty  speaking  out  be¬ 
cause  he  discovers  more 
about  himself,  including 
his  sexuality.  It’s  here  that 
he  finds  a  friend,  Kevin, 
and  the  story  de¬ 
velops  even  more 
into  Chiron’s  in¬ 
triguing  life. 

The  third 
chapter  is  titled 
“Black.”  We 
see  Chiron  in 
his  adulthood. 
This  stage 
easily  the  most 


ron  soon 
follows. 


transformative  as  we  see 
Chiron  move  into  a  more 
self-sustained  lifestyle. 
Trevante  Rhodes,  who 
plays  Chiron  in  his  adult¬ 
hood,  plays  him  extremely 
well,  as  we  get  to  see  some 
of  the  same  emotions 
and  expressions  that  were 
shown  at  his  youngest. 

These  three  stages  show 
us  Chiron  in  a  way  that 
is  rarely  directed.  Seeing 
three  different  actors,  play 
the  same  person  over  time 
is  not  easy  to  pull  off,  but, 
clearly,  all  three  nailed 
their  respective  roles.  It’s 
this  kind  of  courage  and 
risk  that  makes  good  films 
into  great  films. 

The  most  beautiful  part 
about  this  movie  might 
also  be  its  simplest.  Late 
into  the  first  chapter, 
a  scene  begins  at 
the  beach.  Juan 
walks  into 
the  water 
and  Chi- 


The  scene  shows  Juan 
teaching  Chiron  how  to 
swim.  A  simple  life  skill  is 
turned  into  something  of  a 
baptism. 

In  fact  that  is  exactly  the 
word  Barry  Jenkins  used 
with  Mahershala  Ah  when 
talking  to  him  before  the 
filming  of  the  scene.  The 
camera  is  rusded  by  the 
beautiful  teal  waves  lit  by 
the  bright,  cloudy  sky.  As 
Juan  holds  Chiron  on  top 
of  the  water,  everything 
falls  into  place.  The  beauti¬ 
ful  violin  music,  the  stress 
in  Chiron’s  face,  the  hap¬ 
piness  in  Juan’s,  everything 
that  happens  in  this  scene 
wordlessly  explains  the 
importance  of  what’s  hap¬ 
pening. 

An  unbreakable  bond 
forms  in  a  scene  so  sim¬ 
ple,  and  this  is  just  one  of 
the  examples  that  makes 
Moonlight  so  great.  Words 
cannot  describe  how  in¬ 
triguing  and  deep  this 
movie  is.  You  have  to  see  it 
for  yourself.

Award  shows  are  the 
most  pretentious,  cir¬ 
cle-jerking  aspect  of  the 
art  community  in  the 
United  States.  From  the 
Golden  Globes  to  the 
Grammys,  we’re  barraged 
with  the  meaningless 
stroking  of  millionaires’ 
egos  as  they  go  head-to- 
head  for  a  metal  statue 
that  was  supposed  to  stand 
for  excellence  but  now  has 
deteriorated  into  a  way  for 
celebrities  to  stay  relevant. 

This  meaningless  and 
constant  barrage  turns 
brains  into  the  consisten¬ 
cy  of  mashed  potatoes.  We 
are  sick  of  people  sucking 
on  the  teat  of  Hollywood 
while  it  takes  the  money 
out  of  our  pockets  to  give 
Drake  or  Matt  Damon 
another  award  for  achiev¬ 
ing  nothing  more  than  the 
bare  minimum  at  their 
level  of  performance. 

Drake,  OK  that’s  fair. 
He’s  just  another  fake 


rapper  from  Canada.  But 
Matt  Damon?  He’s  a  great 
actor,  why  are  you  hating 
on  “Good  Will  Hunting”? 
Didn’t  you  see  “The  Mar¬ 
tian”  last  year?

It  won  so  many 
awards! 

“The  Martian”  did  win 
many  awards,  one  of 
which  being  an  Academy 
Award  for  Best  Comedy.

Keep  in  mind, 
“The  Martian”  is  not  a 
comedy.  It’s  an  action 
movie.

“La  La  Land” 
won  the  same  catego¬ 
ry  this  year,  yet  everyone 
seemingly  forgot  about 
how  the  same  award  last 
year  was  treated  as  a  par¬ 
ticipation  trophy.  Does 
“La  La  Land”  winning  the 
award  make  the  trophy 
worth  something  again?  If 
so,  that’s  a  deplorable  way 
of  selecting  what  a  trophy 
is  truly  worth,  and  makes 
winning  a  Golden  Globe 
worth  the  same  as  the 
participation  trophy  given 
to  the  scrawny  kid  on  your 
local  little  league  team. 

How  can  anyone  trust 
an  award  show  who 
doesn’t  critique  the  con¬ 
tent  of  the  art?  Shows 
like  the  Golden  Globes 
at  least  try  to  put  up  the 
facade  of  doing  such, 
however  shows  like  The 
Grammys  tend  to  lean  to¬ 
wards  artists  who  sell  in¬ 
stead  of  who  was  pushing 


the  medium  forward. 

For  instance,  how  did 
Adele  win  Best  Album  of 
the  Year  this  past  Gram¬ 
mys?  Beyonce  obviously 
had  the  more  focused,  ar¬ 
tistic  and  genre  defining 
album  of  the  year  in  that 
category  with  “Lemon¬ 
ade,"  yet  Adele  took  home 
multiple  Grammys  which 
felt  almost  dishonest. 

Once  one  compares  sale 
numbers,  it’s  obvious  why 
Adele  won.  She  was  able 
to  push  more  sales  across 
the  board,  and  her  major 
hit  “Hello”  had  everyone 
from  toddlers  to  grand¬ 
mas  singing  in  the  car  as 
the  radio  overplayed  her 
dramatic  voice.  The  song 
was  major  radio  bait,  but 
it  was  enough  to  capture 
the  hard-earned  dollars 
of  millions  of  people  who 
wanted  to  listen  to  the  rest 
of  her  album. 

This  also  happened  last 
year  in  the  same  category 


when  Taylor  Swift  beat 
Kendrick  Lamar  for  Al¬ 
bum  of  the  Year.  Lamar 
created  the  album  of  the 
decade  with  “To  Pimp  A 
Butterfly,”  and  changed 
the  entire  face  of  the  rap 
with  that  singular  release. 
It  is  on  the  same  level  as 
Dr.  Dre’s  “The  Chronic” 
and  Pink  Floyd’s  “The 
Dark  Side  of  the  Moon” 
in  terms  of  artistic  intent 
and  influence. 

However,  when  look¬ 
ing  at  the  album  sales  of 
that  year,  it’s  obvious  why 
Swift  won.  Due  to  her  al¬ 
bum  “1989”  being  released 
in  2014,  which  is  weird  for 
an  award  show  supposed¬ 
ly  celebrating  the  music 
of  2015,  she  had  a  head 
start  in  popularity.  The 
entire  album  is  radio  bait, 
so  it  had  a  long  shelf  life. 
On  top  of  that,  she  didn’t 
allow  the  album  to  be  re¬ 
leased  on  Spotify,  which 
forced  people  to  either 


switch  to  her  platform, 
Apple  Music,  or  buy  the 
album. 

The  Grammys  treats  its 
lower  level  awards  with 
integrity,  such  as  Best 
New  Artist  or  Best  Coun¬ 
try  Album,  but  when  it 
comes  to  Best  Pop  Album 
or  Record  of  the  Year,  it’s 
all  about  who  sold  out.  It 
is  not  about  the  artistic 
integrity.  » 

Award  shows  such  as 
these  deserve  to  be  dis¬ 
mantled.  They  don’t  cri¬ 
tique  the  arts;  they  decide 
who  should  continue  a  ca¬ 
reer  in  Hollywood.  These 
awards  are  now  only  re¬ 
sume  builders  which 
prove  how  much  money 
they  can  make  instead  of 
the  quality  of  their  work. 
We  would  rather  watch 
C-Span  for  two  and  a  half 
hours  than  sit  through  an¬ 
other  one  of  these  dishon¬ 
est  award  shows.

“Dance  Party!!”  -  I  will 
never  forget  hearing  those 
words  during  my  first  day 
as  coach.  As  I  entered  the 
gym  with  a  bag  full  of  bas¬ 
ketballs,  a  clipboard  and  a 
brand  new  whistle  I  pur¬ 
chased  from  “Dicks  Sport¬ 
ing  Goods”  the  night  be¬ 
fore,  I  was  drenched  with 
sweat. 

Watching  my  team  this 
season  dance  their  unco¬ 
ordinated  jigs,  I  thought, 
“How  am  I  going  to  turn 
this  disorganized  group  of 
third  graders,  with  enough 
energy  to  reach  Jupiter  and 
back,  into  a  team  that  can 
contend  in  the  YMCA 
basketball  playoffs?”  After 
introducing  myself  as  then- 
coach,  I  started  to  get  ac¬ 
quainted  with  my  players.  I 
discovered  that  these  boys 
were  Chicago  Bulls  fans 
who  idolized  Michael  Jor¬ 
dan.  However,  this  was  the 
extent  of  their  basketball 

ia 

During  our  first  passing 


drills,  I  was  pummeled  in 
the  face  by  a  basketball. 
The  gym  erupted  with 
laughter  as  my  grip  on  the 
team  seemed  to  loosen. 
After  all,  having  a  bruise 
the  size  of  a  basketball  is 
not  a  look  that  commands 
respect.  Like  a  school  of 
sharks,  these  third  graders 
could  smell  my  fear,  and,  in 
an  instant,  they  went  back 
to  their  dance  party.  I  was 
nervous  but  conscientious 
about  the  task  facing  me. 
Leave  it  to  say,  the  first 
game  of  the  year  was  a  di¬ 
saster.  We  ended  up  losing 
8-17. 

Luckily,  I  am  not  one 
to  shy  away  from  a  chal¬ 
lenge.  A  personal  credo  of 
mine  is  to  never  give  up  no 
matter  the  adversity.  After 
our  first  loss,  I  knew  I  had 
to  come  up  with  a  game 
plan  to  steer  this  team  on 
the  right  course.  I  checked 
out  “Survival  Guide  to 
Coaching  Youth  Bas¬ 
ketball”  from  the  library. 


Within,  I  learned  how  to 
structure  my  practices  so 
my  players  could  become 
more  involved  and  develop 
their  abilities.  I  watched 
coaching  tutorials  by  Bob 
Bigelow,  on  proper  ways 
to  make  youth  basketball 
fun  while  instilling  the 
necessary  skills  to  be  profi¬ 
cient  players  on  the  court.  I 
viewed  commentary  from 
NBA  coach  Gregg  Popo¬ 
vich,  on  motivating  play¬ 
ers  and  introducing  your 
coaching  philosophy  to 
the  team.Turns  out,  none 
of  that  actually  worked. 
Once  I  stopped  looking  at 
coaching  as  an  assignment, 
and  allowed  my  players 
and  I  to  have  fun,  I  noticed 
a  significant  improvement 
during  our  games. 

I  finally  understood  that 
my  players  are  young  and 
are  just  looking  to  have 
fun.  I  had  to  structure  my 
practices  as  a  game,  where 
the  winners  could  play  a 
quick  game  of  knockout, 


rather  than  boring  drills 
that  ended  in  chaos.  Now 
I  can  say  proudly  that  no 
balls  have  hit  my  face.  I 
gathered  my  team  in  a 
huddle  and  announced, 
“Regardless  if  we  win  or 
lose,  we  will  continue  to 
play  this  game  to  the  best 
of  our  ability.  We  may  be 
small  in  stature  and  play¬ 
ers,  but  we  have  the  big¬ 
gest  heart.”  Soon,  I  became 
seen  as  role  model  and 
teacher  for  my  players. 

I  stopped  practice  every 
so  often  to  explain  how 
a  drill  works  and  how 
it  would  translate  into 
the  game.  I  even  started 
spending  time  with  in¬ 
dividual  players  helping 
them  understand  the  game 
I  love.  After  every  game,  I 
would  announce  the  MVP 
and  defensive  players  of 
the  week.  As  the  players 
began  to  see  my  level  of 
commitment  to  my  team, 
I  started  to  gain  their  re¬ 
spect. 


Under  my  guidance,  the 
2017  Elmhurst  YMCA 
Pelicans  now  have  a  record 
of  three  wins  and  three 
losses.  On  February  18th, 
we  have  a  chance  to  gain  a 
winning  record  this  season. 
However,  facing  a  team 
like  the  YMCA  Warriors 
will  be  no  walk  in  the  park. 

Coaching  has  done 
wonders  for  my  confidence 
and  personal  growth.  Be¬ 
ing  able  to  see  my  team 
grow  and  develop  as  a  unit 
and  creating  personal  re¬ 
lationships  with  the  play¬ 
ers  has  been  phenomenal. 
Coaching  has  helped  me 
realize  that  all  people  on 
this  planet  have  a  motivat¬ 
ing  factor  that  drives  them. 
We  are  all  complicated  in¬ 
dividuals  with  equally  per¬ 
plexing  lives.  As  a  coach,  I 
have  to  harness  that  mo¬ 
tivation  and  channel  it  to 
bring  home  the  victories. 

I  love  coaching.  I  like  be¬ 
ing  able  to  spend  time  with 
my  players  to  celebrate  our 


wins  and  to  mend  their 
broken  spirits  after  every 
loss.  The  players  and  I  have 
grown  significantly  since  I 
first  walked  into  that  gym. 
We  have  finally  moved 
past  learning  the  funda¬ 
mentals  and  started  learn¬ 
ing  plays.  I  even  named  an 
inbound  play  after  those 
famous  words:  dance  party. 
This  play  combines  shock 
and  awe.  The  players  be¬ 
gin  by  lining  up  according 
to  their  position.  After 
the  play  is  called,  every¬ 
one  does  a  dance  and  then 
breaks  away  from  the  line. 
Executed  correcdy,  it  guar¬ 
antees  a  scoring  basket  and 
gives  the  parents  some¬ 
thing  to  enjoy. 

In  other  words,  no  mat¬ 
ter  the  outcome,  win  or 
lose,  we  are  the  2017  Peli¬ 
cans,  and  that  means  more 
to  me  than  any  champion¬ 
ship.

“Brodie”  and  fellow  Los  Angeles  native  Russell  Westbrook.  Westbrook  is  averaging  31.1  points,  10.5  rebounds,  and  10.1  assists 
through  57  games.  He  is  averaging  a  triple-double  half  way  through  the  season  and  is  ranked  third  on  the  list  of  players  with 
the  most  triple-doubles  through  a  season  behind  the  legends  Oscar  Robertson  and  Wilt  Chamberlain.  In  all  honesty,  Harden 
and  Westbrook  could  go  unblemished  by  basketball  pundits  if  any  is  announced  as  the  league’s  MVP.  But  here  is  the  simple 
reason  why  Harden  stands  a  better  chance  to  scoop  the  title:  Houston  is  third  in  the  Western  Conference,  while  Westbrooks 
Oklahoma  City  Thunder  are  at  the  seventh  spot.  Why  does  this  matter?  Since  the  league  placed  an  end  to  fans  voting  for  the 
MVP  title  in  1975,  no  player  has  been  able  to  win  the  MVP  title  without  being  in  the  top  three  spots  in  their  conference.  Admit¬ 
tedly,  Westbrook  is  a  great  player  like  Harden,  but  his  team’s  position  could  cost  him  a  major  award  despite  his  stellar  performances. 

Contenders:  Russell  Westbrook  (OKC  Thunder),  Kawlii  Leonard  (San  Antonio  Spurs) 


Defensive  player  of  the  year:  Draymond  Green  (Golden  State  Warriors) 


On  a  team  with  a  bunch  of  light-skinned  guys*  who  we  all  think  just  play  offense,  Draymond  Green  is  that  man  who  dictates 
the  way  the  Golden  State  Warriors  shape  on  the  defensive  end.  If  you  cannot  fathom  how  the  Warriors  blew  up  a  3-1  lead 
to  succumb  to  the  Cavaliers  in  last  year’s  finals,  here  is  the  reason:  they  played  without  Green  in  game  5  after  he  was  hand¬ 
ed  a  flagrant  foul  one  for  hitting  LeBron  James  in  the  groin.  Since  the  end  of  last  season,  the  Warriors  let  go  most  of  their 
defensive  players  to  create  a  room  for  Kevin  Durant.  Harrison  Barnes,  Andrew  Bogut,  and  Festus  Ezeli  who  rotation- 
ally  gave  the  Warriors  that  much-needed  rim  protection  are  no  longer  with  the  team.  Green  is  the  solid  rim  protector  and 
the  team’s  de  facto  defensive  coordinator.  He  has  been  able  to  steal  the  basketball  111  times  this  season,  about  2.1  steals  per 
game  (second  in  the  NBA).  He  recently  got  a  triple-double  the  hard  way  with  12  rebounds,  10  assists,  and  10  steals,  while 
adding  5  blocks.  Green  could  face  a  fierce  competition  from  Miami  Heat’s  Hassan  Whiteside  who  is  averaging  14  rebounds 
per  game,  with  most  coming  from  the  defensive  end.  Whiteside  most  recently  led  his  team  to  a  13-game  winning  streak. 


Contenders:  Hassan  Whiteside  (Miami  Heat),  Kawhi  Leonard  (San  Antonio  Spurs) 


Sixth  man  of  the  year:  Eric  Gordon  (Houston  Rockets) 


As  the  seventh  pick  in  the  first  round  of  the  2008  NBA  draft,  Eric  Gordon  has  had  a  rough  career  trying  to  play  well  like  he  did  during  his 
time  at  Indiana  University.  He  was  traded  by  the  Los  Angeles  Clippers  to  the  New  Orleans  Pelicans  and  had  a  rough  spell  missing  games 
due  to  injury.  The  versatile  point/ shooting  guard  was  signed  by  the  Houston  Rockets  and  has  established  himself  as  a  key  part  of  Coach 
Mike  D’Antoni ’s  offense.  Coming  off  the  bench,  Gordon  has  made  148  treys  from  downtown,  which  is  the  fourth  most  three-point 
total  in  the  league  this  season.  As  the  Rockets’ sixth  man, he  is  averaging  17.2  points, 2. 7  rebounds,  and  2.8  assists  through52  games.  He 
isn’t  the  only  sixth  man  putting  up  such  numbers.The  Los  Angeles  Lakers’Lou  Williams  is  averaging  18.6  points, 2.3  rebounds,  and  3.2 
assists  through  58  games.  Gordon  stands  a  better  chance  since  his  team  is  winning,  sitting  at  the  third  spot  in  the  Western  Conference.

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Most  Improved  Player:  Isaiah  Thomas  (Boston  Celtics) 


Prior  to  this  season,  Isaiah  Thomas  averaged  alittle  under  1 8  points  per  game  for  the  Boston  Celtics.This  season,  he  is  averaging29.9  points, 
2.7  rebounds,  and  6.3  assists  through  53  games.  He  broke  Celtic’s  legend  John  Havlicek’s  record  by  scoring  20  points  in  40  straight  games. 
Drafted  in  the  second  round  as  the  60th  pick  in  the  201 1  NBA  Draft, Thomas  is  leading  his  team  to  an  amazing  run  in  the  Eastern  Con¬ 
ference.  The  Celtics  sit  at  the  second  spot  with  a  decent  37-20  record.  Nicknamed  “Mr.  Fourth  Quarter, "Thomas  has  been  the  decisive 
player  during  recent  wins  for  the  Celtics.  During  a  recent  five-game  winning  streak,  he  averaged  16  points,  2.5  assists,  and  went  16-16 
from  the  ffee-throwline  in  the  fourth  quarter. The  Milwaukee  Bucks  Giannis  Antetokounmpo  is  a  contender  for  this  award,  leading  his 
team  in  all  major  categories.  Given  the  Bucks’ recent  performance  coupled  with  the  absence  ofjabari  Parker,  Antetokounmpo  cannot 
continue  his  electrifying  performance.  The  Celtics  look  ready  to  compete  with  the  Cavaliers  for  the  Eastern  Conference  tide,  and  as 
such,  a  team’s  performance  could  affect  the  way  voters  will  vote,  thereby  giving  Thomas  an  edge  to  win  the  Most  Improved  Player  award.

Rookie  of  the  Year:  Joel  Embiid  (Philadelphia  76ers) 


DeMarcus  Cousins  sees  him  as  the  best  big  in  the  league  after  he  retires,  and  922,174  fans  voted  for  “The  Process”  in  this  year’s 
All-Star  campaign.  A  rookie  with  a  high  fan  base,  he  is  about  to  be  the  second  back-to-back  unanimous  Rookie  of  the  Year  after 
2016  winner  Karl-Anthony  Towns.  With  restricted  minutes  “The  Process”  has  been  able  to  put  up  terrific  numbers.  He  cur- 
rendy  averages  20.2  points,  7.8  rebounds,  and  2.1  assists  through  31  games.  Embiid  is  playing  without  2016  first  round  pick 
Ben  Simmons  and  a  bad  roster.  For  a  rookie  to  establish  himself  so  early,  making  himself  the  face  of  a  franchise,  nothing  is 
more  deserving  than  the  Rookie  of  the  Year  Award.  Phoenix  Suns’  Marquese  Chriss  has  shown  how  athletic  he  is,  giving  us 
some  nice  dunks,  but  his  numbers  aren’t  good  enough  to  match  Embiid.  Malcolm  Brogdon  of  the  Bucks  like  Chriss  has  been 
able  to  get  into  the  starting  five  on  numerous  occasions.  Unlike  other  awards,  voters  usually  vote  for  the  best  player  regardless 
of  the  player’s  team  performance.  Top  rookies  are  usually  drafted  by  teams  with  the  least  wins.  This  is  an  advantage  for  Em¬ 
biid  who’s  playing  for  one  of  the  worst  teams  in  the  NBA  to  win  the  Rookie  of  the  Year  award  despite  his  team’s  performance

Argonne  distinguished  fellow  Amanda  Petford-Long 
delivers  keynote  address

Amanda  Petford-Long 
believes  the  rise  in  the 
number  of  women  work¬ 
ing  in  Science, Technology, 
Engineering  and  Mathe¬ 
matics  (STEM)  has  seen 
a  drastic  increase  over  the 
years.  But  as  Argonne  Na¬ 
tional  Laboratory’s  distin¬ 
guished  fellow  in  the  Ma¬ 
terial  Science  Division,  she 
also  knows  the  percentage 
of  women  in  those  fields 
decreases  with  every  career 
transition. 

“Women  drop  out  be¬ 
cause  women  are  generally 
less  confident,”  said  Pet¬ 
ford-Long.  “If  women  are 
told  to  meet  10  criteria  for 
a  job,  they  probably  won’t 
apply.  They  think  to  them¬ 
selves  they  need  about 
eight  of  the  criteria.  Yes,  I 
can’t  tick  eight  of  the  box¬ 


es.  Guys  are  more  likely  to 
apply  because  they  think 
they  can  meet  two. 

“Women  are  less  confi¬ 
dent  about  their  own  abil¬ 
ities  to  learn  new  things.” 

A  women  in  STEM 
event  brought  together 
middle  and  high  school 
students  to  encourage 
them  to  beat  this  narrative. 
During  the  event,  hosted 
on  Feb.  23,  students  had 
the  opportunity  to  inter¬ 
act  with  women  work¬ 
ing  in  STEM,  College  of 
DuPage  alumnae  working 
in  STEM,  and  professors 
here  at  the  college  who  are 
positive  role  models  for  fe¬ 
male  students  interested  in 
STEM. 

Petford-Long  re-echoed 
the  call  for  more  women 
to  challenge  the  status  quo 


in  order  to  create  a  diverse 
work  environment,  that 
yields  diverse  solutions  to 
scientific  problems,  and 
to  change  the  dynamics  as 
per  women’s  role  through¬ 
out  the  STEM  fields. 

“Each  and  every  one  of 
us,  if  I  ask  you  to  solve  a 
research  problem,  you  will 
approach  it  differendy,” 
added  Petford-Long.  “And 
that  is  why  diversity  is  so 
important.  Because  if  you 
have  an  institution  where 
everybody  looks  pretty 
much  the  same,  with  the 
same  approach  to  solving 
problems,  you  are  going  to 
lose  some  of  those  differ¬ 
ent  approaches  you  could 
otherwise  bring  in.” 

Petford-Long  steers  the 
affairs  of  Argonne’s  Inte¬ 
grated  Imaging  Institute 


and  teaches  as  a  professor 
at  Northwestern  Universi¬ 
ty’s  school  of  engineering. 
She  holds  a  Doctorate  of 
Philosophy  in  Material 
Science  from  Oxford  Uni¬ 
versity  and  a  Bachelor  of 
Science  in  Physics  from 
the  prestigious  University 
College,  London. 

The  euphoria  was  high, 
and  students  had  a  chance 
to  ask  mind-blowing  ques¬ 
tions  that  usually  hinder 
women  from  pursuing 
STEM-related  careers. 
Two  separate  panel  discus¬ 
sions  gave  attendees  the 
opportunity  to  hear  from  a 
wide-range  of  STEM  pro¬ 
fessionals  about  their  per¬ 
sonal  journey,  choices  and 
experiences. 

The  event  ended  with  a 
tour  of  the  Technical  Ed¬ 


ucation  Center,  a  building 
that  hosts  the  college’s 
architecture,  automotive 
technology,  and  welding 
technology  programs. 

A  community  college 
like  COD  provides  quality 
STEM  education  transfer- 
rable  to  top-notch  univer¬ 
sities  in  Illinois  for  a  lower 
tuition  rate  compared  to 
a  4-year  institution.  Stu¬ 
dents  were  made  aware  of 
the  many  existing  transfer 
agreements,  the  quali¬ 
ty  of  the  faculty  teaching 
STEM  courses,  and  schol¬ 
arship  opportunities  like 
the  scholar’s  award  pro¬ 
gram. 

“The  college  has  some 
great  opportunities,”  said 
Ann  Rondeau,  COD’s 
president.  “We  have  engi¬ 
neering  programs,  where 


you  can  come  here,  study, 
and  then  go  into  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Illinois  engineer¬ 
ing  school.  We’ve  got  stu¬ 
dents  transferring  to  UIC, 
George  Washington,  and 
Berkeley. 

“We  have  students  who 
come  here  and  have  the 
attention  of  faculty  who 
care  about  every  single 
one  of  their  students  and 
get  them  on  a  good  start 
to  doing  great  things.  We 
do  that  for  of  course  prices 
that  people  who  are  paying 
for  it  will  be  happy  with.”

On  her  way  to  Georgia  Tech,  an  aspiring  computer  engineer  talks 
about  COD  and  her  career  path

Tiffany  Montgomery,  Vice  President  of  the  Engineering  and  Technology  Club  at  COD 


Tiffany  Montgomery  is 
the  vice  president  of  the 
engineering  and  technol¬ 
ogy  club  at  the  College 
of  DuPage.  Montgomery 
is  a  computer  engineering 
major  and  was  one  of  the 
panelists  at  the  college’s 
women  in  STEM  event. 
She  is  also  involved  with 
the  college’s  emerging  en¬ 
trepreneurs  program  and 
sees  COD  as  the  pathway 
to  a  career  in  STEM.  The 
Courier  news  reporter  had 
a  chat  with  Montgomery 
during  a  brief  intermission 
at  the  women  in  STEM 
event.  Here  is  how  it  went: 

Vandy  Manyeh:  Why 
are  you  studying  computer 
engineering? 

Tiffany  Montgomery: 

I’ve  always  known  that  I 
love  science  and  mathe¬ 
matics.  In  eighth  grade, 
I  figured  out  what  pro¬ 


gramming  was  and  I  took 
Codecademy  classes  on¬ 
line,  and  my  junior  year  of 
high  school  I  took  com¬ 
puter  programming  I  and 
II  and  AP  computer  sci¬ 
ence.  Out  of  high  school, 
I  thought  I  wanted  to  do 
computer  science,  which 
is  more  computer  theory 
and  complex  features.  But 
then,  I  got  more  into  ro¬ 
botics  and  more  into  elec¬ 
trical,  physical  computing, 
and  I  decided  computer 
engineering  is  a  good  ma¬ 
jor  because  it  allows  me  to 
learn  more  about  electrical, 
and  to  have  a  breadth  of 
things  that  are  robotics. 

VM:  What  do  you  do 
outside  of  your  study  at 
COD? 

’I'M  I  am  the  vice  pres¬ 
ident  of  the  engineering 
and  technology  club,  and 
I  am  also  on  the  emerging 


entrepreneurs  program.  I 
occasionally  go  to  a  lot  of 
different  clubs;  I  wish  I 
could  go  to  the  Society  of 
Women  Engineers  more 
often.  I  think  I’ve  been 
there  once,  and  I  hope  to 
go  more  this  semester.  I’ve 
done  the  Pride  Alliance 
frequendy.  I  do  long-dis¬ 
tance  running  also.  Some 
of  my  members  at  the  en¬ 
gineering  and  technology 
have  a  mileage  club  going, 
so  we  run  a  lot.  And  then, 
I  also  learn  how  to  play 
guitars. 

VM:  How  is  COD  a 
great  place  for  students 
who  ate  interested  in  pur¬ 
suing  a  degree  in  any  of 
the  STEM  fields? 

I’M  I  think  COD  has 
a  lot  of  things  in  place 
for  girls  that  want  to  go 
into  STEM.  We  have  the 
Society  of  Women  En¬ 
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gineers,  we  have  female 
faculty  members,  we  have 
a  lot  of  counselors  and  ad¬ 
visors  that  are  sensitive  to 
issues.  A  lot  of  professors 
at  COD  are  supportive 
of  having  more  women  in 
STEM.  In  general,  COD 
is  a  great  place  for  future 
engineers  to  go  because 
our  engineering  classes 
are  awesome.  We  have  the 
engineering  pathways  pro¬ 
gram  which  is  an  agree¬ 
ment  with  U  of  I  to  have 
a  lot  of  the  engineering 
classes  transferred  straight 
into  U  of  I. 

U  of  I  is  like  one  of  the 
top  schools  for  engineer¬ 
ing  in  the  country,  so  that 
is  amazing  that  COD  can 
say  that  our  freshman  and 
sophomore  classes  are 
equivalent  to  one  of  the 
top  engineering  schools  in 
the  country.  COD  is  cost 
effective,  there  are  plenty 
of  scholarships  available 


to  students  that  want  to 
go  into  engineering  and  I 
think  based  on  my  expe¬ 
rience  I  will  recommend 
COD. 

VM:  What  personal  ca¬ 
reer  goals  do  you  have  af¬ 
ter  COD? 

TM:  In  general,  my 
career  goals  includes  just 
owning  a  robotics  com¬ 
pany,  I  am  not  really  con¬ 
cerned  about  what  type  of 
robots  as  long  as  I  can  say 
I  am  producing  these  ro¬ 
bots.  I  think  automation  is 
definitely  something  I  am 
passionate  about,  not  only 
because  robots  are  cool 
and  artificial  intelligence 
is  cool,  but  I  also  want  to 
have  an  impact  on  making 
sure  that  as  we  move  into 
a  more  automated  society, 
we  are  taking  the  proper 
precautions  to  make  sure 
that  human  beings  are  still 
accommodated,  to  make 
sure  that  we  are  still  mak¬ 
ing  jobs  for  human  beings, 
instead  of  allowing  robots 
take  everything.  I  want  to 
make  sure  that  some  ethi¬ 
cal  issues  are  considered,  so 
that  is  what  I  want  to  focus 
on  after  school. 

VM:  How  important  is 
it  for  female  students  to 
pursue  a  degree  in  any  of 
the  STEM  fields? 

I  M  I  think  it  is  a  kind 
of  controversial  answer. 
I  think  it  is  important  to 
have  a  gender  balance  in 
every  aspect  of  life  be¬ 
cause  different  genders 
experience  life  in  differ¬ 
ent  ways.  There  is  a  survey 
that  researched  different 
groups;  they  had  all-male 
groups,  all-female  groups, 
and  mixed  groups,  and  it 
was  always  the  equal  bal¬ 


ance  among  gender  groups 
that  came  up  with  the 
most  ideas,  not  the  female 
ones,  not  the  male  ones. 
I  think  it  is  important  to 
have  diversity  not  just  with 
gender,  but  ethnic  back¬ 
grounds  and  anything  like 
that.  You  need  a  diversity 
of  ideas  in  any  group  in  or¬ 
der  to  be  creative  because 
you  can’t  be  creative  unless 
you  know  how  to  take  a  lot 
of  things  and  put  them  to¬ 
gether.  Now,  as  far  as  how 
important  it  is  for  a  girl  to 
go  into  STEM,  I  think  it 
is  important  to  make  sure 
that  you  are  aware  of  all 
the  opportunities  you  have 
out  there.  STEM  careers 
are  very  lucrative,  and  it 
is  almost  guaranteed  that 
you  are  going  to  have  a  job, 
so  girls  should  definitely 
consider  STEM. 

VM:  Any  final  advice 
for  female  students  who 
would  like  to  pursue  a  ca¬ 
reer  in  STEM? 

Acknowledge 
that  what  you  are  doing 
is  difficult,  then  embrace 
that  difficulty.  So,  you  are 
always  going  to  have  a 
moment  where  you  feel 
uncomfortable,  where  you 
feel  like  you  are  not  sup¬ 
posed  to  be  where  you  are, 
or  where  you  don’t  feel 
good  enough,  just  embrace 
that  and  understand  that’s 
normal.  If  you  understand 
that,  then  it  will  be  very 
helpful  when  you  get  that 
first  bad  grade  on  an  exam 
or  when  somebody  shoots 
down  your  idea  and  doesn’t 
listen  to  you  in  a  meeting, 
just  understand  that  life  is 
hard  and  you  have  to  build 
the  motivation  to  keep  go¬ 
ing. 
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The  Trappist-1  System 


NASA  discovers  seven  possibly  life-supporting  planets 


Just  a  few  days  ago 
NASA  announced  the  dis¬ 
covery  of  seven  exoplanets 
orbiting  a  very  small  dwarf 
star  named  TRAPPIST-1. 
These  planets  are  a  mas¬ 
sive  discovery  because  all 
have  the  ability  to  sustain 
human  life.  Depending  on 
a  few  factors  even  the  ex¬ 
oplanets  closest  to  the  star 
may  be  hospitable.  What  is 
more  likely  though  is  the 
that  only  three  exoplanets 
are  hospitable.  These  three 
are  within  “The  Goldilocks 
Zone,”  a  place  not  too  hot 
nor  too  cold. 

“Three  of  these  planets 
are  in  the  habitable  zone 
where  liquid  water  could 
pool  on  the  surface.  With 


the  right  atmospheric  con¬ 
ditions  there  could  be  wa¬ 
ter  on  any  of  these  planets,” 
said,  Associate  Adminis¬ 
trator  at  NASA  Thomas 
Zurbuchen  during  a  pan¬ 
el.  Zurbuchen  later  went 
on  to  say,  “the  discovery 
gives  us  a  hint,  that  finding 
a  second  Earth  is  not  just 
a  matter  of  if,  but  when.” 
This  was  from  a  panel  with 
a  few  experts  from  NASA 
along  with  a  few  of  the  sci¬ 
entists  that  made  the  dis¬ 
cover. 

NASA  still  is  not  sure 
if  any  of  the  exoplanets 
have  water,  but  they  will 
most  likely  find  out  soon. 
NASA  is  also  looking  to 
find  out  if  the  exoplanets 


have  atmospheres  along 
with  any  sustainable  at¬ 
mospheres  as  well.  The 
exoplanets  were  discovered 
by  NASA  using  a  tele¬ 
scope  named  TRAPPIST, 
actually  the  star  itself  was 
discovered  in  2016  but  the 
exoplanets  were  not  until 
just  recendy. 

TRAPPIST-1  is  un¬ 
fortunately  40  light-years 
away  so  with  the  tech¬ 
nology  we  have  now,  it 
would  take  an  estimated 
44  million  years  to  reach 
the  planets.  However  if 
we  were  to  discover  how 
to  travel  at  light  speed  it 
would  only  take  around  39 
years.  Travel  is  obviously 
unlikely  so  the  real  poten¬ 


tial  lies  with  whether  there 
may  be  life  on  the  plan¬ 
ets  or  not.  Studying  these 
planets  and  running  tests 
is  what  NASA  is  focused 
on  at  the  moment.  As  dis¬ 
appointing  as  the  distance 
is,  the  discovery  could 
develop  into  something 
monumental  and  hopeful¬ 
ly  any  information  collect¬ 
ed  from  the  discovery  can 
be  utilized  for  traveling 
to  closer  destinations  like 
Mars.  Also  the  research 
that  is  being  done  will  be 
much  more  refined  by  next 
year  as  tests,  heavy  dedica¬ 
tion  and  effort  will  go  into 
this  discovery. 

The  exoplanets  are  large¬ 
ly  the  same  size  as  Earth 


but  are  extremely  close  to 
each  other.  For  example, 
if  you  were  standing  on 
one  of  these  planets  you 
would  be  able  to  see  the 
other  neighboring  planets 
zipping  by  in  a  size  clos¬ 
er  to  the  moon.  The  sun 
as  well  would  be  massive 
and  would  appear  to  be 
approximately  twice  the 
size  of  our  sun,  when  in 
reality  it  is  about  one  tenth 
the  size  of  our  own.  Since 
these  planets  are  so  close  to 
each  other  they  orbit  their 
star  extremely  quickly.  We 
orbit  our  sun  in  365  days, 
the  closest  exoplanet  orbits 
in  only  1.5.  The  farthest 
orbits  in  around  20  days. 

At  the  panel,  Profes¬ 


sor  of  Planetary  Science 
and  Physics  at  MIT,  Sara 
Seager  said,  “with  this  dis¬ 
covery  we’ve  made  a  giant 
accelerated  leap  forward 
in  the  search  for  habitable 
worlds  and  life  on  other 
worlds  potentially  speak¬ 
ing.  Because  with  not  just 
one  planet  but  several,  we 
have  room  that  if  we  didn’t 
have  the  habitable  zone 
quite  right,  or  we  weren’t 
sure  quite  what  we’re 
looking  for,  we  have  many 
chances  over.  You  could  say 
locally,  it’s  like  in  this  plan¬ 
etary  system,  Goldilocks 
has  many  sisters.”

A  night  with  ira  Glass:  A  peek  into  the  mind  of  host 
and  producer  of  "This  American  Life"

It  was  an 

out-of-body-experience 
walking  down  the  hall 
of  the  MAC  and  hear¬ 
ing  that  voice:  the  warm, 
oddly-calm  yet  oddly-ex- 
tremely  passionate  voice, 
which  I  had  heard  so  many 
times  before  through 
the  speakers  of  my  car.  It 
felt  out  of  place.  But,  the 
strangest  thing  was  final¬ 
ly  entering  the  room,  and 
seeing  that  famous  voice 
connected  to  an  actual 
person:  a  shorter  man  with 
hair  giving  him  at  least 
two  inches,  thick-framed 
black  glasses  and  the  most 
humble  smile,  finished  off 
in  a  suit  and  tie. 

It  was  Ira  Glass.  The 
voice  and  the  mind  be¬ 
hind  “This  American  Life 
(TAL),”  a  non-fiction  ra¬ 
dio  and  podcast  show  with 
six  Peabody  Awards  (the 
Pulitzer  Prize  of  broad¬ 
cast  media)  to  its  credit. 
Listeners  know  the  voice 
well,  hearing  it  every  week 
teaching  and  sharing  the 
stories  unheard  and  the  in¬ 
formation  needed. 

Glass  is  not  just  known 
for  the  podcast  but  for 
years  of  working  with  ra¬ 
dio  broadcasting,  especial¬ 
ly  with  National  Public 
Radio.  Glass  is  a  member 
of  the  National  Radio  Hall 
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of  Fame.  He  lived  in  Chi¬ 
cago  for  17  years  Now  he 
calls  New  York  home. 

Prior  to  Glass’  talk,  sev¬ 
eral  VIP  guests  were  in¬ 
vited  for  a  more  intimate 
question  and  answer  ses¬ 
sion  with  the  man  himself. 
Glass  brought  each  guest 
back  in  time  with  him,  re¬ 
flecting  on  his  30  years  of 
journalistic  work  and  re¬ 
minding  us  all  about  TAL’s 
beginnings,  adding,  “Our 
interns  now  get  paid  more 
than  we  ever  did  for  the 
first  10  years  of  the  show.” 

Due  to  the  crying  wom¬ 
an  who  could  not  contain 
herself  when  meeting  Mr. 
Glass,  the  others  trying  to 
tell  him  their  stories,  or  just 
his  genuine  curiosity  with 
each  individual  he  met,  the 
show  was  running  late,  and 
with  only  a  few  seconds  to 
spare,  MAC  Director  Di¬ 
ana  Martinez  announced, 
“He’s  smart;  he’s  interest¬ 
ing;  he’s  curious,  and  he’s 
here  in  Glen  Ellyn,”  as  the 
Belushi  Hall  erupted  in 
spirited  applause,  and  out 
walked  this  curious  man. 

Examining  the  room 
with  a  smile,  he  greeted 
the  crowd  in  front  of  a 
podium,  tablet  in  hand. 
The  night’s  topic  had  no 
specific  goal,  no  clear  ex¬ 
pectations  besides  learning 


the  seven  things  Glass  has 
learned  through  his  career. 
But  ultimately,  Glass  was 
there  to  do  what  he  does 
best,  do  what  he’s  become 
known  for:  telling  stories. 

“There  are  more  than 
seven,  so  I  understand  if 
I  get  to  the  seventh  point 
and  you  wanna  go,”  joked 
Glass. 

1:  How  to  tell  a  good 
story. 

Glass  questioned  his 
own  medium  of  storytell¬ 
ing  when  discussing  how 
one  makes  a  good  story. 
Are  words  enough?  Can 
they  touch  you?  Or  do  you 
need  visuals  to  truly  shake 
your  core  and  leave  a  last¬ 
ing  impression? 

As  Glass  shook  my 
hand  prior  to  his  event 
and  called  me  a  colleague, 
I  asked,  “Why  radio?  Why 
podcasts  over  other  forms 
of  storytelling  and  news?” 

“I  still  think  other  forms 
are  doing  a  terrific  job,  like 
the  New  York  Times,”  said 
Glass.  “But  there’s  some¬ 
thing  about  a  podcast 
that’s  still  a  novelty.  It’s  in¬ 
teresting  just  hearing  this 
voice.” 

So  when  telling  the  au¬ 
dience  how  to  tell  a  story 
and  tell  it  well,  he  utilized 
his  colleague’s  cringe  wor¬ 
thy  experience  of  telling 
her  13-year-old  daughter 
that  she  looks  “so  much 
better”  with  makeup  on. 

Abstract  illustrations 
took  you  through  the  story, 
with  the  mother’s  voice  in 
the  background  explaining 
in  detail  how  she  imme¬ 
diately  began  thinking  of 
the  therapy  her  daughter 
would  have  to  go  to  be¬ 
cause  of  this  experience.  It 
kept  the  audience  laugh¬ 
ing,  engaged,  and  wanting 
to  know  what  would  hap¬ 
pen  next. 

The  journalist  in  Glass 
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wanted  to  know  more,  so 
he  continued  to  phone  the 
scarred  13-year-old  him¬ 
self  and  ask  her  thoughts 
on  the  whole  event. 

“I’m  sure  it  will  affect 
me  some  time  in  the  fu¬ 
ture,  but  I  don’t  really 
care,”  she  said. 

With  his  tablet,  Glass 
mixed  music  in  with  these 
recordings  of  dialogue 
along  with  the  interesting 
illustrations. 

Through  the  little  screen 
in  his  hands,  he  was  like  an 
artist  and  a  DJ  in  his  own 
realm,  with  his  own  form 
of  art  mixing  in  front  of  us. 
It  had  the  very  recogniz¬ 
able  music  from  TAL,  dif¬ 
ferent  voices  and  different 
visuals  in  front  of  our  eyes. 
The  simple  placement  of 
music  and  the  choices  he 
made  left  the  audience 
with  a  raw  peek  into  his 
genius. 

After  the  first  point, 
which  was  quite  straight¬ 
forward,  Glass  took  hu¬ 
morously  to  his  next 
points:  “How  to  interview 
kids”  and  “What  I  learned 
from  musicals.” 

There  was  no  moment 
longer  than  a  minute 
where  the  audience  was 
not  roaring  with  laughter. 
The  entire  night  never  felt 
like  a  lecture  or  a  talk,  it 
felt  like  a  discussion  and 
an  entertaining  night  with 
a  friend  who  is  just  very, 
very  good  at  telling  vari¬ 
ous  stories. 

Breaking  this  wall  of 
presenter  and  audience 
member,  Glass  got  per¬ 
sonal.  Strangely,  he 
did  this  on  the 
topic  of 
musicals, 
which  he 
is  a  huge 
fan  of 
and  has 
even 


worked  on.  “Fiddler  on 
the  Roof”  was  one  of  his 
mother’s  and  his  favorite 
shows.  He  told  the  audi¬ 
ence  about  how  recent¬ 
ly,  he  completely  broke 
down  when  watching  the 
show  on  Broadway.  And 
from  that  beginning  of 
his  mother  showing  him 
musicals  and  carrying  out 
the  love  through  his  life, 
he  learned  that  the  end¬ 
ing  of  the  story  is  the  most 
powerful,  especially  when 
it  is  sad.  This  format  mir¬ 
rors  how  he  sees  “Fiddler 
on  the  Roof,”  and  he  uses 
this  format  in  his  own 
work  with  TAL.  Jokingly, 
he  comments  on  how  he 
is  just  writing  a  bunch  of 
musicals. 

With  each  point  Glass 
made,  there  was  some  sort 
of  evidence  behind  it,  as 
any  good  jour¬ 
nalist  would 
do.  Tell¬ 
ing  you 
about 
inter¬ 
view¬ 
ing  a 
child? 

Here’s 
h  i  m 


i  n  - 
ter- 
viewing 
a  child. 
Musicals? 
Well,  here’s 
a  musical 
he  worked 
on  with 
Lin-Manuel 
Miranda. 


But  the  part  that  stood 
out  the  most,  which  I 
learned  the  most  from, 
was  how  effortlessly  Glass 
lets  his  curiosity  guide  him 
through  his  work.  This  was 
especially  apparent  in  clips 
where  he  is  openly  in¬ 
terviewing  someone.  He 
doesn’t  ask  anything  ex¬ 
traordinary,  he  asks  simple 
things  that  in  turn  receive 
a  response  with  depth. 
He  is  not  afraid  to  ask 
any  question,  to  make  any 
comment,  he  retained  that 
when  interacting  with  the 
audience.  But  he  seeks  out 
the  truth  in  things,  he  also 
seeks  out  the  humor  and 
those  things  people  won¬ 
der.  It’s  these  basics  that 
he  holds  so  much  strength 
with  that  truly  made  the 
night  one  worth  learning 
from.

Fear  has  reached  the 
mind.  It  is  no  longer  just 
physical  but  mental  an¬ 
guish. 

How  much  can  the 
mind  take  under  intense 
stress?  What  happens 
when  you’ve  reached  your 
mental  breaking  point, 
and  paralysis  takes  con¬ 
trol? 

I’m  not  much  of  a  hor¬ 
ror  fan  but,  my  Ggod,  Get 
Out  turned  me  into  one. 
Get  Out  is  a  psycholog¬ 
ical  thriller  unlike  any¬ 
thing  I’ve  ever  seen.  It’s  a 
film  so  tightly  packed  with 
suspense  that  after  the 
first  20  minutes  I  could 
not  take  my  eyes  off  the 
screen.  Every  twist  and 
turn  comes  as  a  genuine 
surprise,  which  transforms 
this  movie  into  a  coveted 
treasure. 

The  plot  is  not  limited 
to  insane  twists.  It  dives 
into  places  that  have  never 
been  explored.  The  writing 
tinkers  with  the  characters’ 
minds  in  ways  that  not 
only  shocked  the  audience 
but  created  a  thrilling  sto¬ 
ry  as  well.  No  gap  is  left 
unclosed  in  Get  Out.  Ev¬ 
ery  decision  is  made  clear 
by  the  end  of  the  film,  and 
it  presents  a  level  of  intri¬ 
cate  care  most  other  films 
fail  to  achieve.  Get  Out 
even  utilizes  race  in  an 
interesting  way  that 
guides  the  story 
into  a  deeper  cere¬ 
bral  state. 

We  begin  with 
Chris  Washing¬ 


ton,  (Played  by  Daniel 
Kaluuya,  who  you  might 
recognize  from  Sicario)  a 
photographer,  with  a  cute 
girlfriend  who  is  dragging 
him  to  her  parents  house 
to  “meet  the  family”.  Chris 
shyly  asks  his  girlfriend 
Rose  Armitage,  “Do  they 
know  I’m  black?”  Rose 
shakes  it  off  and  tells  him 
not  to  worry,  then  the  two 
drive  off. 

They  arrive  at  a  private 
home  set  on  a  plot  of 
land  with  plenty  of  priva¬ 
cy,  equipped  with  a  set  of 
servants.  The  awkwardness 
sets  in  as  Washing¬ 
ton’s  silence  and 
guarded  manor 
react  to  Dean 
Armitage’s 
(The  Father) 
outgoing  sto¬ 
rytelling.  “I 
would’ve  vot¬ 
ed  for  Obama 
for  a  third 


term  if  I  could.”  Dean 
explains.  As  the  two  walk 
through  the  backyard 
Chris  realizes  that  all  of 
the  servants  are  black,  and 
Dean  catches  on.  “I  know 
how  it  looks,”  he  explains. 

The  family  sits  down 
to  talk  and  this  is  where 
things  get  interesting.  The 
whole  family  is  star¬ 
ing  at  Washington 
and  Rose  with 
an  intensity 
that  parallels 
the  way  li¬ 
ons  look  at 
antelope 


before  attacking  them. 
The  longer  the  scene  goes 
on,  the  quieter  it  becomes 
before  it’s  interrupted  by  a 
servant.  Just  in  those  few 
seconds  alone  you  can  tell 
something  isn’t  right.  The 
film  develops  an  ominous 
vibe  from  here  on  out.  The 
silences,  the  stares,  Wash¬ 
ington’s  obvious 
anxiety-  they  all 
create  a  scary 
experience 
without 
anything 


even  happening. 

There  are  a  few  dry  mo¬ 
ments  in  the  movie,  parts 
that  could’ve  been  scarier, 
scenes  that  didn’t  need  to 
be  there.  As  thrilling  as 
Get  Out  is,  it  didn’t  leave 
me  as  scared  as  I  wanted  to 
be.  Overall  though,  there’s 
no  outstanding  mistakes. 

Truly  the  best  way  to 
watch  this  movie  is  by 
knowing  nothing  about  it. 
There  are  surprises  Uttered 
throughout  this  movie, 
and  all  of  them  dehver. 

Jordan  Peek,  the  di¬ 
rector  and  writer 
of  the  film,  has 
done  an  excel¬ 
lent  job  for 
his  directo¬ 
rial  debut. 
You 
may 
recog¬ 
nize  the 
name 
Jordan 


Peele.  He’s  tmade  a  name 
for  himself  on  Key  and 
Peele,  a  sketch  comedy 
show  that  pulled  Comedy 
Central  back  to  a  place  it 
hadn’t  seen  since  the  days 
of  Chappelle’s  Show.  A 
good  amount  of  jokes  are 
cleverly  laid  in  Get  Out 
as  well.  The  jokes  deUver  a 
subde  comic  rehef  to  parts 
of  the  movie  that  break  it 
up  into  more  watchable 
pieces.  Those  breaks  also 
give  more  of  an  up  and 
down  feel  which  adds  to 
the  emotional  ride  you 
experience  when  watch¬ 
ing  Get  Out,  and  it’s  a 
nice  touch.  To  be  honest  I 
had  my  doubts  at  first,  but 
Peele  stomped  them  out 
with  this  insane  movie. 

Get  Out  is  absolutely 
relendess  when  it  reaches 
it’s  peak,  and  it’s  incredibly 
satisfying  to  watch.  The 
cinematography  in  many 
ways  carries  the  fear  to 
new  heights,  whether  it’s 
shocking  stoicism  or  Ut- 
erally  capturing  someone’s 
mind  whilst  in  Umbo,  it 
deUvers. 

Even  if  you’re  not  much 
of  a  fan  of  horror  Uke  I 
was,  I  highly  recommend 
seeing  Get  Out.  It’s  truly 
a  movie  that  has  reached 
new  grounds  in  film, 
everything  about  Get 
Out  was  totally  dif¬ 
ferent  from  what  I’ve 
seen  before  in  the 
genre  and  1  pray 
this  isn’t  Peek’s  one 
and  only  horror 
movie.

The  media's  distortion  between  journalism  and  hit  pieces

respectively  skewed  inter¬ 
pretation  of  life  to  brain¬ 
wash  masses  and  solidify 
their  beliefs. 

Milo  Yannopoulos,  a 
professional  provocateur 
and  former  editor  at  Breit- 
bart,  is  an  exemplary  figure 
to  explain  the  difference 
between  journalist  and 
celebrity  writer,  not  only 
because  of  his  own  work 
but  as  well  the  reasons  why 
he  has  been  recently  under 
fire  by  mainstream  media.

This  past  week,  Yian¬ 
nopoulos  has  been  under 
fire  by  an  entire  spectrum

In  the  podcast, 
he  compares  high  school 
boys  having  sex  with  their 
female  teachers  to  his 
own  experience,  where 
he  was  the  sexual  preda¬ 
tor  and  how  beneficial  he 
thought  it  was  having  this 
encounter  at  an  early  age. 
Afterwards,  he  then  talk¬ 
ed  about  him  beginning  a 
10-year-long  relationship 
with  a  29-year-old  man 
when  he  was  17.

It’s  ob¬ 
vious  due  to  how  as  soon 
as  he  was  announced  to  be 
speaking  at  the  Conserva¬ 
tive  Political  Action  Con¬ 
ference  (CPAC)  as  a  figure 
of  the  conservative  move¬ 
ment,  this  information 
leaked  and  it  ultimately 
dismanded  multiple  parts 
of  his  life. 

He  was  automatically 
barred  from  speaking  at 
CPAC,  he  lost  his  book 
deal  with  Simon  and 
Schuster,  and  he  resigned 


ture,  and  how  powerful  he 
has  become  in  the  conser¬ 
vative  movement,  especial¬ 
ly  with  college-age  new 
voters.  His  words  resonate 
sharply  in  people  who  de¬ 
spise  the  modern  left-lean¬ 
ing  college  campus.

political  pundit. 

Bomb  shelters  of  ide¬ 
ologies  have  been  built 
like  the  imaginary  border 
wall  in  Donald  Trump’s 
mind  with  the  advent  of 
the  internet.  Websites  like 
Breitbart  on  the  right  and 
the  Huffington  Post  on  the 
left  force  people  to  stew  in 
the  good,  the  bad  and  their 


a  technology  writer  to  a 
conservative  Jewish  cath¬ 
olic  gay  figure  in  the  po¬ 
litical  media  atmosphere, 
his  writing  has  become 
more  sensational.  He  has 
evolved  into  a  sort  of  co¬ 
medic  political  pundit 
with  the  amount  of  prov¬ 
ocation  he  has  blazed 
across  America,  from  his 
click  baiting  articles  to 
his  “Dangerous  Faggot” 
college  tour  he  conducted 
throughout  2016.

With  his  college  tour, 
he  has  polarized  people

COLUMN:  The  State  of  the  Philippines

killings  have  not  just  been 
limited  to  drug  users  as 
well,  journalists  for  many 
years  have  been  targeted 
as  well.  174  assassinations 
have  happened  since  the 
Marcos  dictatorship  in 
1972.  No  doubt  it  remains 
as  one  of  the  most  danger¬ 
ous  places  to  be  a  journal¬ 
ist.  Duterte  once  said  in 
regard  to  journalists  “Most 
of  those  killed,  to  be  frank, 
have  done  something.  You 
won’t  be  killed  if  you  don’t 
do  anything  wrong.”  “Just 
because  you’re  a  journalist 
you  are  not  exempted  from 
assassination  if  you’re  a  son 
of  a  bitch.” 

After  discussing  the  state 
of  the  country  one  resident 
had  this  to  say,  “For  peo¬ 
ple  like  me — middle-class 
folks  who  live  relatively 
comfortable  lives  in  the 
city — to  call  the  country’s 
condition  brought  about 
by  Duter- 


sponsible 
a  n  - 


tics  as  “a  bad  place”  assumes 
that  everyone  who  lives  in 
the  Philippines  lives  the 
same  kind  of  life  as  I  do, 
which  isn’t  true.  While  my 
life  feels  mildly  inconve¬ 
nienced,  the  majority  of 
the  Philippines — especial¬ 
ly  those  who  live  under 
the  poverty  line,  don’t  have 
access  to  proper  education, 
healthcare,  or  sustainable 
employment— has  lived, 
and  will  continue  to  live  in 
squalid  conditions  regard¬ 
less  of  who  the  president 
of  the  country  is. 

That  being  said,  the 
Philippines  has  never  been 
in  a  good  place,  as  all  of 
its  leaders  thus  far  have 
sustained  the  nation-state 
through  imperialist,  neo¬ 
liberal,  patriarchal  means. 
The  phenomena  that  many 
people  associate  Duterte’s 
administration  with — cor¬ 
ruption,  systemic  violence, 
state  repression,  extrajudi¬ 
cial  killings — are  not  new 
occurrences  at  all:  the  only 
difference  with  Duterte  is 
that  while  he  propagates 
the  same  culture  of  vio¬ 
lence,  he’s  not  afraid  of 
airing  out  the  dirty 
laundry.” 


Violence  in  the  Phil¬ 
ippines  has  been  out  of 
control,  however  it  hasn’t 
been  primarily  due  to  the 
citizens,  but  actually  the 
Government,  whose  led  by 
Rodrigo  Duterte. 

June  30th,  2016,  Ro¬ 
drigo  Duterte  became 
the  16th  President  of  the 
Philippines.  Since  then  he 
has  launched  a  massive  an¬ 
ti-drug  campaign.  Howev¬ 
er  this  is  no  ordinary  cam¬ 
paign,  rehabilitation  is  not 
the  main  goal.  Duterte’s 
main  goal  has  been  ending 
drug  use  tin  any  way  possi¬ 
ble,  including  plainly  kill¬ 
ing  drug  users  and  dealers. 

In  his  first  three  months 
of  office  over  3,000  kill¬ 
ings  had  been  reported 
due  to  his  anti  drug  cam¬ 
paign.  Duterte  has  even 
been  quoted  saying,  “Hit¬ 
ler  massacred  three  million 
Jews.  Now,  there  is  three 
million  drug  addicts.  I’d  be 
happy  to  slaughter  them.” 
Duterte  himself  has  ad¬ 
mitted  to  personally  kill¬ 
ing  drug  users,  he  has  not 
hid  that  from  the  public. 

After  being  asked 
about  Duterte  in  an 
interview,  a  resident 


of  the  Philippines  who  re¬ 
quested  anonymity  due  to 
them  applying  for  a  visa 
explained,  “Duterte  is  will¬ 
ing  and  able  to  kill  drug 
users  and  dealers  because 
they  are  easy  scapegoats 
to  blame  for  the  present 
problems  of  Philippine 
society,  instead  of  address¬ 
ing  the  root  conflicts  of 
Philippine  society,  such  as 
wealth  inequality  and  cap¬ 
italist  plunder. 

Let  me  also  preface  this 
to  say  that  Duterte  is  not 
willing  to  kill  the  rich  and 
wealthy  drug  users  and 
dealers.  His  war  on 
drugs  mainly  tar¬ 
gets  the  poor 
and  oppressed, 
those  who 
live  in  slum 
areas,  with¬ 
out  access 
to  educa¬ 
tion  or  the 
legal  means 
to  fight  back. 

Decades  of 


dehumanization  of  the 
poor  and  oppressed  have 
allowed  him  to  slaughter 
this  sector.” 

Another  resident  went 
on  to  talk  about  Duter¬ 
te  in  relation  to  the  drug 
epidemic  stating,  “Dute¬ 
rte’s  obsession  with  this 
drug  epidemic  is  precisely 
that:  an  obsession.  I’m  not 
saying  it’s  nonexistent  nor 
harmless,  but  very  litde 
else  of  the  country’s  ills  are 
ever  addressed” 

However  even  after 
Duterte’s  blatant  killings 
he  still  retains  a  lot 


of  support  from  civilians. 
“Duterte  is  still  popular 
because  he  still  frames 
himself  as  someone  who 
gives  actual  material  ben¬ 
efits  such  as  increased  se¬ 
curity  and  safety  to  people. 
Criminals  and  drug  ad¬ 
dicts  have  already  suffered 
from  decades  of  dehuman¬ 
ization,  and  their  rampant 
slaughter  of  them  is  unfor¬ 
tunately,  something  new 
but  doesn’t  seem  very  out 
of  place  in  the  country 
that  has  histori¬ 
cally  seen  the 
wholesale 
murder  of 
activists, 
work¬ 
ers

COLUMN:  Trump  rescinds  Executive  Order  over  transgender  bathroom  rights

“The  college  will  contin¬ 
ue  as  a  welcoming  campus; 
one  that  sees  good  in  our 
students  and,  above  all, 
wants  all  students  to  feel 
included  in  this  learn¬ 
ing  environment.  We  are 
proud  of  the  contributions 
members  of  Gay  Pride  Al¬ 
liance,  including  transgen¬ 
der  students,  have  made  to 
our  teaching  and  learning 
community.”  Said  Vice 


President,  Student  Affairs 
at  College  of  DuPage,  Earl 
Dowling. 

On  Feb.  22,  President 
Trump  announced  that 
he  would  be  rescinding 
protections  of  transgen¬ 
der  students  that  allowed 
trans  students  to  use  the 
bathroom  they  identified 
with.  This  was  a  protection 
implemented  by  Former 
President  Barack  Obama, 


but  it  has  clearly  not  lasted 
long  under  Trump’s  very 
different  administration. 

The  most  surprising 
aspect  of  this  issue  was 
Betsy  DeVos’s  opposition 
to  Trump’s  rescindment. 
DeVos  said  it  was  a  “mor¬ 
al  obligation”  to  protect 
students  from  bullying, 
harassment,  and  discrim¬ 
ination.  Something  she 
herself  has  been  a  victim 
to  lately  due  to  her  lack  of 
experience  in  education. 
However  her  opposition 
didn't  last  long  at  all,  At¬ 
torney  General  Jeff  Ses¬ 
sions  asked  her  to  drop  her 
opposition  but  she  denied. 
Soon  after  though  DeVos 
met  with  Trump  in  which 
she  dropped  her  opposi¬ 
tion. 

Dowling  also  had  this 


to  say  when  asked  how 
this  change  could  affect 
students.  “Absent  specific 
federal  instructions,  I  do 
not  envision  a  significant 
shift  in  College  policy.  For 
instance,  we  have  four  gen¬ 
der  neutral  bathrooms  on 
campus. 

I  am  struck  by  the  di¬ 
versity  of  our  student 
population  every  time  I 
walk  through  campus. 
The  laughter,  the  music, 
the  games,  the  serious  dis¬ 
cussions  tell  me  that  our 
students  have  found  a  way 
to  expand  their  personal 
horizons  and  make  their 
college,  College  of  DuP¬ 
age,  an  experience  of  a  life¬ 
time.” 

I  was  lucky  enough  to 
talk  to  a  few  members 
of  the  Pride  Alliance  at 


COD  and  get  their  opin¬ 
ions.  When  asked  how  the 
change  effected  Trans  stu¬ 
dents  Kaleb  Sedivy  said,  “I 
just  feel  bad  for  younger 
transgenders.  I’m  almost 
all  the  way  through  the 
process.  So  I  really  don’t 
have  a  stake  in  it  anymore, 
but  people  who  haven't 
even  started  the  process, 
it’s  just  really  not  fair  for, 
because  now  it  just  makes 
their  process  even  harder 
and  longer  to  go  through.” 

This  ruling  still  allows 
individual  schools  to 
choose  whether  they  in¬ 
clude  transgender  rights, 
but  it’s  the  schools  that 
choose  not  to  that  have 
those  rights  that  has  peo¬ 
ple  worried.  With  this  rul¬ 
ing  Trump  has  essentially 
moved  the  responsibility 


to  decide  up  to  the  states. 
This  at  times  could  cause 
problems  because  if  some 
trans  students  use  their 
respective  bathroom  in 
one  state,  it’s  possible  they 
couldn't  in  a  neighboring 
state. 

The  issue  isn't  really 
limited  to  just  a  few  states 
either;  it’s  a  national  prob¬ 
lem.  The  issue  is  not  just 
limited  to  say  Illinois  or 
Iowa,  it’s  every  state.  So 
when  a  national  issue  is 
resolved  differently  in  dif¬ 
ferent  places,  nothing  re¬ 
ally  gets  done  or  ends  up 
making  sense.  The  issue 
could've  just  been  resolved 
by  Trump  acting  federally 
but  he  choose  not  to.

"Unveiled  uncovers 
the  reality  of  living  as 


a  Muslim  woman

When  Rohina  Malik 
was  in  high  school,  her 
heart  belonged  to  theater. 
In  her  early  thirties,  she 
found  herself  working  as  a 
Montessori  school  teach¬ 
er.  Her  heart  remained  in 
performing  arts,  though 
she  had  not  touched  it 
since. 

As  a  Muslim  woman 
living  in  America,  the  oc¬ 
currence  of  anti-Islam  hate 
crimes,  personal  experi¬ 
ences  and  dialogue  forced 
Malik  to  dive  back  into  her 
old  passion.  “Unveiled,”  a 
one  woman  show  portray¬ 


ing  five  Muslim  women 
from  different  cultures 
gathered  together  drink¬ 
ing  tea  and  discussing 
their  personal  experiences, 
was  born. 

On  March  20  from  1 
p.m.  to  2:30  p.m.,  in  the 
Student  Life  Lounge, 
Malik  will  be  performing 
“Unveiled.” 

“I  just  said,  I  have  to  do 
something,”  said  Malik. 
“The  world  is  passing  me 
by  and  I  am  not  doing  the 
work  I  should  be  doing. 
And  I  decided  to  jump 
right  into  writing  ‘Un¬ 


veiled.’” 

Each  woman  represents 
a  different  culture,  a  dif¬ 
ferent  way  of  life.  One  is 
a  hip-hop  artist,  another 
is  a  career-oriented  law¬ 
yer,  a  seamstress,  a  mother. 
The  thing  bringing  them 
together  is  their  faith  and 
their  struggles. 

Malik  differentiates 
from  each  character 
through  varying  dialects, 
body  movements  and  vari¬ 
ous  physicality  changes. 

The  inspiration  for  “Un¬ 
veiled”  was  much  more 
personal  to  Malik  than 
simply  witnessing  hateful 
speech  and  crimes.  She 
had  entered  the  play  from 
a  personal  place,  taking 
the  very  first  story  she  had 
written  directly  from  her 
own  life.  Through  edits, 
the  story  has  changed,  but 
the  inspiration  remained. 

Prior  to  writing,  Ma¬ 
lik  conducted  her  own 
research  into  hate  crimes 
in  America.  As  a  result  of 
her  studies,  she  has  equat¬ 
ed  the  occurrence  of  hate 
crimes  due  to  negative 
stereotypes  and  degrading 
language. 

“For  a  hate  crime  to 
happen,  it  never  starts 


with  a  weapon,”  said  Ma¬ 
lik.  “[When]  you  have  an 
atmosphere  that’s  breed¬ 
ing  into  stereotypes  and 
degrading  language,  the 
result  can  be  a  murder. 

I  thought,  I  have  to  chal¬ 
lenge  the  negative  stereo¬ 
types.  I  have  to  talk  about 
these  things,  I  have  to 
make  people  think  about 
when  we  allow  that  kind 
of  language  to  be  in  the 
atmosphere,  what  could 
happen.  I  have  to  have  this 
conversation,  and  I  found 
theater  to  be  a  really  pow¬ 
erful  way  to  do  that.” 

Malik  produced  the  first 
showing  in  2009  at  the 
16th  Street  Theater,  but 
she  notices  today,  eight 
years  after  the  original 
production,  more  than  ever 
the  play  is  getting  invites 
across  the  country. 

“Hate  crimes  have 
spiked  in  our  country  and 
it’s  very  disturbing,”  said 
Malik.  “It’s  bigger  than 
the  Muslim  communi¬ 
ty.  People  see  [the  play], 
everybody  connects  to  it 
from  all  backgrounds,  no 
matter  your  ethnicity.  We 
can  have  conversation  and 
that’s  the  most  import¬ 
ant  thing.  For  me,  theater 


is  dialogue.  You  can  say 
what’s  on  your  heart  and 
talk  about  it.” 

The  production  has  been 
performed  across  Chica¬ 
go,  South  Africa,  Canada 
and  has  visited  Princeton 
University,  Yale  University, 
New  York  University,  De- 
Paul  and  more. 

After  each  performance, 
Malik  takes  time  to  open 
up  a  discussion  for  audi¬ 
ence  members  so  they  may 
ask  any  questions  or  share 
any  comments. 

One  experience  stood 
out  to  Malik  in  particular. 
It  was  a  boy  sobbing. 

“And  he  said,  ‘I  hated 
Muslims,’”  explained  Ma¬ 
lik.  “’I  thought  you  wore 
the  veil  to  celebrate  9/11.’ 
He  said,  ‘I  didn’t  realize 
you  cover  your  hair  for 
God  and  for  modesty.’ 
And  he  had  this  complete¬ 
ly  different  perspective  on 
it.  And  he  came  up  to  me 
and  said,  ‘I  am  so  sorry.  I 
was  so  ignorant,  I  am  so 
sorry.’  It  was  one  of  the 
most  powerful  moments 
for  me  as  an  artist.” 

Malik  is  currently  work¬ 
ing  on  future  productions 
of  her  work  “Yasmina’s 
Necklace”  that  will  open 


Sept.  2017  in  Chicago. 

Malik  reflects  back  on 
her  beginnings,  a  moth¬ 
er  and  teacher  with  a  lost 
passion,  and  allows  it  to 
fuel  her  message. 

“It’s  okay  to  take  a 
wrong  turn.  Sometimes 
it’s  okay  to  be  unhappy.  It’s 
only  when  you  feel  that 
unhappiness  that  some¬ 
times  you  will  do  anything 
to  make  things  right  for 
your  life.  I  don’t  see  it  as  a 
wrong  turn.  Without  any 
formal  training  in  theater, 
I  have  a  thriving  career.  It 
is  the  work  I  was  meant  to 
do,  and  everyone  saw  that 
in  me  even  when  I  was 
17-years-old  and  in  high 
school.  I  wish  at  that  time, 
I  could  have  seen  that  in 
me,  but  I  came  back  to  it. 

Last  year  I  turned  40, 
and  I  am  the  most  happy 
at  40,  because  I  know  who 
I  am  and  I  am  doing  what  I 
love.  That  is  my  message  to 
college  students.  Do  what 
you  love.  The  blessings 
will  come.  When  I’m  in 
the  theater,  I  don’t  look  at 
the  clock.  I  could  be  there 
forever.  That’s  my  message 
to  COD  students:  do  what 
you  love.”

Logan,  the  last  cigar 


Logan  prominently 
stands  out  as  one  of  the 
better  X-Men  movies.  As 
Hugh  Jackman  lashes  out 
his  claws  for  the  last  time, 
we  see  a  final  performance 
that  does  hold  back  a  bit. 
Logan  is  rated  R  for  a 
good  reason.  The  action  in 
previous  Wolverine  films 
has  always  been  more  vio¬ 
lent  than  the  main  X-Men 
movies,  but  Logan  out¬ 
does  them  all.  The  violence 
is  quick  and  thrashing, 
but  it’s  also  very  detailed 
and  grisly.  To  my  surprise 
however,  Logan  was  not 
just  about  the  violence,  the 
story  ends  up  being  a  bit 
emotional  as  well.  There 
are  parts  of  this  movie  that 
pull  the  audience  in  not 
just  with  entertaining  vio¬ 
lence  but  a  compelling  plot 
to  as  well. 

In  the  year  2029,  a  few 
years  after  the  events  of 
Days  of  Future  Past,  Logan 
has  hid  away  with  Charles 
Xavier  and  another  fellow 
mutant,  Caliban.  They  are 
the  last  remaining  mutants 
and  look  to  escape  the  cru¬ 
el  place  where  they  reside. 
Each  one  is  broken  down 
and  fatigued  to  about  all 
they  can  handle.  Charles 
Xavier  is  now  ironical¬ 
ly  plagued  by  a  corrosive 
brain  disease,  which  causes 


him  to  struggle  to  keep  his 
power  under  control.  This 
is  all  while  Logan  battles 
with  his  own  problems  His 
powers  are  fading,  and  his 
wounds  are  slow  to  heal. 

However  the  group  is 
given  a  purpose  by 
Laura,  an  11 -year- 
old  mutant  girl 
who  strangely  has 
the  same  abilities 
as  Logan.  As  the 
group  decides  to 
help  Laura’s  past 
soon  follows,  along 
with  a  hundred  super  sol¬ 
diers  led  by  a  mercenary 
named  Pierce  (played  by 
Boyd  Holbrook,  who  you 
may  recognize  from  Nar¬ 
cos).  An  emotional  and 
bloody  battle  takes  over  as 
the  group  tries  to  escape  it 
all.  As  their  perilous  jour¬ 
ney  begins,  it  shapes  up 
to  be  something  different 
from  all  the  rest.  The  pow¬ 
er  the  X-Men  once  held  is 
no  longer  there,  fragility 
has  overtaken  invincibili¬ 
ty  and  the  movie  becomes 
something  unexpected,  it’s 
no  longer  a  fight,  it’s  an  es¬ 
cape. 

As  Logan  escapes  with 
Laura  and  Charles  Xavier 
they  find  themselves  being 
invited  to  dinner  by  a  local 
farm  family.  Hesitant  to 
bring  trouble  Logan  refus¬ 


es,  but  Xavier  overrules.  As 
the  family  dines  with  some 
of  the 


but  also  acknowledge  him. 
This  scene  as  small  as  it  is, 
represents  the  goal  of  the 
entire  group.  The  thing 
everyone  of  them 
wants,  that 
^  seems  so  sim¬ 
ple,  so  achiev¬ 
able.  It’s  all 
shown  to  be 
almost  un¬ 
reachable. 


The  movie  is  written  and 
directed  by  James  Man¬ 
gold,  but  Jackman  is  said  to 
have  worked  heavily  with 
him  as  well  and  it  shows. 
The  cinematography  is 
certainly  homogenous 
with  the  other  X-Men 
movies  but  it  has  this  vibe 
to  it  that  the  others  never 
reached.  As  I  watched  the 
film  play  along  it  became 
less  of  an  action  movie  and 
more  of  a  neo  noir  drama.

most 
danger¬ 
ous  people 
ever  created, 
the  intensity 
is  dropped  and 
normalcy  sets 
in.

car  winner  but  it  had  an 
unmistakable  feeling  of 
sincerity  and  desolation. 
The  more  the  movie  went 
on  the  darker  and  more 
dramatic  it  got.  Jackman’s 
performance  is  the  cen¬ 
ter  of  that  vibe  the  movie 
builds.  Logan  is  broken 
down  and  beaten  but  he 
still  has  that  wild  un¬ 
tamed  animal  inside  him.

High  Rise:  The  Collapse 
of  a  Metaphor  and  Society

High  Rise  isn’t  really  a 
movie  but  more  of  a  met¬ 
aphor.

The  rich 
get  richer  as  the  poor  get 
poorer,  and  thus  chaos  en¬ 
sues.

self,  he 
slowly  be¬ 
comes  attached  to 
the  High  Rise  and 
the  occupants  in¬ 
side  it,  mainly  his 
neighbors.  As  the 
film  goes  on,  par¬ 
ties  take  place. 
These  parties 
act  as  almost 


if  they  were  chapters  in  a 
book.  Each  party  takes 
place  on  a  cer¬ 
tain  floor,  and 
those  near  the 
floor  attend. 
The  middle 
class  end  up 
throwing  a 
party,  and  then 
the  higher  class 
retaliate  with  a 
party  of  their  own. 
Now  on  the  out¬ 
side  these  parties 
seem  just  like  ordinary 
cocaine  fueled  ragers,  but 
in  actuality  they  repre¬ 
sent  statements.  The  rich 
and  the  poor  try  to  out 
do  each  other  and  this  is 
where  things  get  crazy. 
The  parties  turn  from  fun 
events  into  wars.  The  High 
Rise  becomes  filled  with 
the  waste  of  the  parties. 
The  hallways,  rooms,  foy¬ 
ers,  they’re  all  slowly  filled 
with  the  damage  of  social 
class  warfare. 

Things  get  even  crazi¬ 
er  from  here,  no  longer  are 
people  civilized,  they  go 
insane.  However  as  insane 
as  some  of  the  people  are, 
they  all  think  everything 
is  completely  normal. 
No  one  is  calling  the 
police,  nobody  is  run¬ 
ning  away,  everyone 


is  staying  right  where  they 
are. 

This  unfortunately  is 
also  when  the  movie  tends 
to  fall  apart.  As  things 
become  more  and  more 
insane,  the  momentum  is 
lost.  Things  stop  making 
sense,  and  some  scenes  feel 
pointless.  I  often  found 
myself  asking  questions  on 
why  things  were  getting  so 
bad  and  so  weird.  It's  often 
too  vague  to  understand. 
The  characters  regularly 
talk  in  profound  messages, 
but  the  messages  tend  to 
be  meaningless. 

I  believe  this  movie  has 
lots  of  important,  and  rel¬ 
evant  messages  imbedded 
inside  it.  Unfortunately 
though,  they  are  buried  to 
deep  underneath  the  mas¬ 
sive  outlying  questions, 
and  lack  of  context. 

However  as  empty  as 
the  second  half  is,  there  are 
still  many  redeeming  parts 
of  this  film.  The  cinema¬ 
tography  for  most  of  the 
movie  is  very  very  beauti¬ 
ful.  The  concrete  architec¬ 
ture,  the  70’s  styling,  the 
maniacal  slow  motion  par¬ 
ties.  They  all  breathe  this 
extraordinary  artistic  value 
into  the  film  and  it's  what 
kept  me  digging,  even  if  it 
meant  digging  deep. 


The  most  cinematic 
scene  was  also  the  most 
the  most  important.  As  the 
middle  class  throws  a  par¬ 
ty  insanity  soon  follows.  A 
Drug  induced  fight  begins 
between  a  friend  of  Laing’s 
and  another  occupant.  As 
Laing  breaks  up  the  fight 
he  gets  an  elbow  to  the 
face,  but  the  party  saves 
him  from  fighting. 

Instead  of  fighting  the 
party  is  turned  to  eleven 
and  the  insanity  is  taken  to 
new  heights.  Guitar  solos 
are  screamed  and  wild  cuts 
start  flashing,  all  the  while 
some  jumps  of  the  balcony. 
A  slow  motion  shot  fol¬ 
lows  his  flailing  body  until 
he  hits  a  car  and  the  hood 
wraps  around  him  like 
aluminum  foil.  The  party 
doesn’t  slow  a  bit. 

High  Rise  is  no  doubt 
a  difficult  film  to  under¬ 
stand,  and  sometimes  the 
reward  is  lackluster,  but 
it’s  definitely  worth  watch¬ 
ing.  At  the  moment  it’s  on 
Netflix  so  I  recommend 
giving  it  a  watch,  at  least 
to  just  test  your  own  cre¬ 
ative  mind.  High  Rise  is  as 
vivid  and  inventive  as  it  is 
strange  and  bewildering. 
It’s  very  much  a  one  of  a 
kind  but  also  a  3  out  of  5 
stars.

Your  opinion  does  matter 

Why  you  need  to  vote  in  the  SLC  election  next  week 


Most  of  the  students 
attending  the  College  of 
DuPage  want  absolute¬ 
ly  nothing  to  do  with  the 
institution  in  any  other 
manner  than  the  class¬ 
room  setting.  That’s  a  fact 
of  life  all  clubs  and  orga¬ 
nizations  face  constantly 
at  COD,  especially  due  to 
most  of  our  student  body 
being  focused  on  attaining 
a  two-year  degree. 

Outreach  to  a  crowd  of 
deaf-by-choice  students 
who  only  want  to  utilize 
this  school  as  a  stepping 
stone  is  poisonous  to  the 
development  of  the  college 
as  it  pertains  to  the  needs 
of  the  students  and  faculty. 
Without  input  from  every 
cog  in  the  machine,  from 
professors  and  students  to 
janitors  to  groundskeepers, 
this  institution  wouldn’t 
be  as  accommodating  and 
welcoming  as  it  has  be¬ 
come  since  its  rural  begin¬ 
nings. 

As  a  student,  the  single 
most  powerful  action  you 
can  do  to  impact  the  col¬ 
lege  is  vote  for  our  student 
body  government  officials. 
The  Student  Leadership 
Council  (SLC)  is  a  group 
of  elected  and  appointed 
student  officers  who  take 
part  in  representing  the 
student  body  to  the  col- 
lege-at-large.

The  latter  group  will  see 
the  center  as  a  necessary 
addition  to  the  college. 

This  discussion  and 
many  more  are  the  purview 
of  the  SLC.  This  student 
organization  has  the  power 
to  disseminate  opinions  in 
committees  regarding  cur¬ 
riculum,  food  services  and 
other  accommodations, 
which  pertain  to  student 
needs  and  wants.  Through 
stagnation,  many  students 
fail  to  see  how  powerful 
these  positions  truly  are 
in  regards  to  influencing 
college  administration  and 
shaping  the  ideas  of  what 
a  student  needs  to  succeed. 

If  you  feel  like  your  voice 
isn’t  being  heard  on  cam¬ 
pus,  your  first  stop  should 
be  the  SLC  office  down 
the  hall  from  the  campus 
Starbucks.  Complaining 
to  your  friends  and  your 
Twitter  account  won’t 
spark  the  change  you  want 
to  see.  The  SLC  is  here  to 
listen  to  you  as  a  student, 
and  without  your  input 
they  cannot  do  their  job 
properly. 

Don’t  forget  to  vote  for 
next  school  year’s  SLC 
representatives  on  March 
14  and  15  through  chap- 
life. cod.edu.

Tom  Perez:  Is  he  throwing  stones 
from  a  house  made  of  glass?

Tom  Perez,  the  new¬ 
ly  elected  chairman  of 
the  Democratic  Nation¬ 
al  Committee  who  has 
termed  himself  as  “Trump’s 
worst  nightmare,”  must  fo¬ 
cus  on  bringing  his  party 
together,  and  avoid  danc¬ 
ing  to  the  beat  of  President 
Donald  Trump’s  raucous 
music  every  time. 

Perez  has  the  daunting 
task  to  unite  his  party,  have 
more  Democrats  in  Con¬ 
gress  after  the  midterm 
elections  in  2018,  and  to 
propagate  the  left-wing 
liberal  agenda  before  the 
crucial  2020  elections.  As 
a  centrist  with  a  more  lib¬ 
eral  leaning,  I  honesdy  feel 
these  points  should  top  his 
priorities  now.

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Q&A:  A  sit  down  with  the  Vice  President  for  Student  Affairs  Earl  Dowling

Kitt  Fresa:  Can  you  run 
me  through  a  typical  dav 
at  your  job? 

Earl  Dowling:  The  best 
part  about  my  job,  I  do 
not  have  a  typical  day.  I 
have  a  calendar  that  was 
setup  days  in  advance.  You 
come  into  the  office,  meet¬ 
ings;  something's  come  up; 
student  needs  to  see  me. 
That’s  the  fun  part,  there  is 
just  not  a  typical  day. 

KF:  What  are  the  func¬ 
tions  here  at  the  office  of 
student  affairs? 

EE  Well  student  affairs 
division,  over  200  people, 
counting  student  employ¬ 
ees.  Over  $19  million,  near 
$20  million  in  the  budget, 
and  the  thing  that  we  like 
to  say  in  student  affairs  is 
that  we  touch  every  pro¬ 
spective  student  whether 
they  were  in  high  school, 
in  the  workforce,  the  mil¬ 
itary.  We  get  to  touch,  fig¬ 
uratively  speaking,  from 
the  time  they  think  about 
college,  through  every  day 
that  they're  a  college  stu¬ 
dent,  when  they  finish, 
during  their  free  time.  I 
go  to  the  fitness  center 
in  my  noon  hour.  Stu¬ 
dents,  athletics  and 
the  fitness  center 
reports  to  me. 

So  student  af¬ 
fairs  touch¬ 
es  all  the 
students 
over 


there.  Whether  they  fin¬ 
ish  and  complete  why  they 
came  to  College  of  DuP- 
age  in  the  first  place,  in 
one  semester,  one  year,  two 
years,  three  years,  and  they 
walk  across  the  stage  with 
a  certificate  for  a  degree,  or 
they  enter  the  workforce 
with  a  promotion  or  a  new 
job.  That’s  what  we  do. 

KF:What  kind  of  deci¬ 
sions  have  you  made  that 
affected  students  in  a  big 
way? 

FT):  I  don’t  unilateral¬ 
ly  make  decisions.  What 
we  do  as  a  division  is 
that  we  use  the  strategic 
long-range  plan  as  our 
North  Star.  What  do  I 
mean  by  that?  That’s  our 
guide.  That  strategic  plan, 
we  went  through  all  the 
constituents  groups  on  this 
campus,  signed  off  on  by 
the  president,  adopted  by 
the  college’s  board  of  trust¬ 
ees.  This  is  our  North  Star, 
and  so  the  department 
heads  and  I  sit  around  this 
table,  and  we  make  sure 
that  our  pol- 
icies 


and  our  practices  are 
aimed  toward  that  North 
Star,  the  strategic  plan.  We 
may  make  a  decision,  such 
as  comfort  dogs.  It  doesn’t 
sound  like  a  big  deal,  but 
for  a  number  of  our  stu¬ 
dents  they  are.  The  regis¬ 
tration  decisions,  we  made 
a  decision  that 
when  the 
federal 
f  i  - 


nancial  aid  rule  changed, 
and  college  universities 
could  start  awarding  aid 
earlier,  many  community 
colleges  in  our  area  de¬ 
cided  they  weren't  going 
to  do  that.  We  said,  “no.” 
Our  strategic  plan  calls 
that  making  College  of 
DuPage  affordable, 
points  toward 
our  North 
Star. 


We’re  one  of  the  few  com¬ 
munity  colleges  to  award 
financial  aid  on  the  fed¬ 
eral  schedule,  which  was 
a  brand  new  schedule.  You 
had  to  re-tool  your  com¬ 
puter,  and  all  of  that  stuff 
so,  there  are  large  decisions, 
medium  decisions,  small 
decisions,  some  students 
know  about.  Some  are, 
thank  goodness,  transpar¬ 
ent  to  students  that  doesn’t 
make  any  difference  to 
them.  We  think  that  the 
decisions  we  make  are  for 
the  better,  but,  regardless, 
it  all  points  toward  that 
North  Star. 

KF:  So  what  are  your 
main  objectives  as  vice 
president  of  student  af¬ 
fairs? 

ED:  We  want,  I  want, 
but  I,  personally,  I  want 
College  of  DuPage  to  be 
known  as  a  welcoming 
campus.  I  believe  that  it  is. 
I  want  to  keep  it  that  way. 
I  want  students  to,  this  is 
going  to  sound  a  little  sil¬ 
ly,  I  want  students’ 
chest’s  to 
swell  as 


soon  as  they  get  on  this 
campus.  This  is  my  college, 
and  I’m  going  to  get  some¬ 
thing  out  of  this.  We  have 
students  on  this  campus, 
and  I  see  them  out  here  in 
the  living  room  everyday. 
We’ve  got  students  on  this 
campus  that  had  all  the 
advantages  in  high  school. 
Every  advantage  that  you 
could  think  of,  they  got 
it,  and  they’re  here,  and 
they’re  on  their  way  to 
doing  something  else.  I’ve 
got  students  that  didn't 
have  a  dime  growing  up, 
and  we  treat  that  individ¬ 
ual  just  like  the  one  that 
had  all  those  advantages. 
That’s  what  I  want  to  do  in 
student  affairs.  You’ll  feel 
a  pride  about  this  place, 
so  that  when  it’s  all  done 
you’re  going  to  tell  me 
the  same  thing  that  two 
graduates  told  me.  One  is 
a  physician  down  south, 
way  out  of  state.  Start¬ 
ed  at  College  of  DuPage 
because  he  didn't  quite 
know  what  he  wanted  to 
do.  Bright  guy,  good  test 
scores,  good  high  school. 
He  just  didn't  know  ex¬ 
actly  what  he  wanted  to 
do.  So  he  came  here  and 
went  through  College 
of  DuPage,  got  his 
bachelor's  degree, 
went  through 
med  school 
and  is  now, 
I  think, 
Salk  a  n 
emer¬ 
gency 
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room  physician.  He  told 
me  in  a  telephone  conver¬ 
sation,  College  of  DuPage 
was  the  best  education  he 
got,  and  he’s  now  a  doctor. 

So  I’m  having  breakfast 
the  other  morning  with  an 
attorney,  started  at  College 
of  DuPage.  Went  through 
here,  undergraduate  and 
then  an  area  of  law  school, 
and  told  me  at  breakfast  it 
all  started  here. 

My  last  example,  I  have 
a  guy  who  just  rocked  the 
socks  off  test  scores,  bright 
guy,  and  you’d  think  this 
guy  is  going  to  be  a  nucle¬ 
ar  whatever.  He  wanted  to 
own  his  own  automobile 
garage.  Well,  guess  what? 
Today  in  this  area  he  owns 
an  automobile  garage, 
right  here.  That’s  what's 
exciting  about  student  af¬ 
fairs;  I  get  to  see  all  this. 

KF:  What  do  you  report 
to  the  president? 

I  ’D :  I  keep  the  president 
informed.  I  like  hanging 
around  the  living  room. 
Today  I  played  a  hand  of 
cards,  Uno.  The  other  day 
I  played  a  game  from  Pa¬ 
kistan.  The  students  won’t 
admit  it,  but  I  cleaned 
up.  When  they  read  this 
they’ll  say,  ‘No  Way.’  I 
cleaned  up.  No  money. 

I  tell  the  president  about 
what  I’m  hearing,  what 
I’m  sensing.  She  will  ask 
me  how  are  things  going. 
My  department  heads  are 
closer  to  students  than  I. 
You're  the  first  student 
I’ve  seen  this  week.  I  don’t 
see  a  lot  of  students,  ex¬ 
cept  when  I  go  out  there. 
My  department  heads 
see  them  every  day,  and 
so  when  they  pick  up  on 
something,  when  they 
find  out  students  are  un¬ 
der  stress,  or  that  our  stu¬ 
dents  are  concerned  about 
something,  or  our  students 
are  happy,  then  they  tell 
me,  and  I  pass  it  on  to  the 
president.  The  big  thing, 
the  thing  I  probably  get 


paid  to  do,  is  that  when 
the  president’s  cabinet  sits 
around  the  cabinet  table 
and  starts  talking  about 
college  direction,  and 
college  procedures,  and 
college  practices,  and  col¬ 
lege  policy,  and  all  of  that. 
Everyone  around  the  ta¬ 
ble  will,  of  course,  express 
their  opinion,  and  they 
are  all  student  friendly, 
and  they’ll  give  their  idea. 
My  perspective  will  be 
from  the  students’  point  of 
view,  because  I’m  the  only 
vice  president  that  has  the 
word  “Student”  in  his  or 
her  tide. 

KF:  So  how  has  the 
MAP  Grant  situation  last 
year  affected  this  year? 

ED  This  is  probably  the 
most  frustrating  part  of  the 
past  couple  years.  We  have 
students  that  are  entided 
to  the  MAP  Grant.  The 
State  of  Illinois  will  not 
fund  it.  Well,  for  us  that’s 
anywhere  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  a  $2  million  to  $3 
million  shortfall.  So  thank 
goodness  we  have  for  our 
neediest  student;  for  those 
Illinois  students  that  are 
really,  really  needy.  The 
Federal  Pell  Grant  can't 
pay  tuition,  with  a  litde  bit 
left  over.  Last  year  when 
the  State  of  Illinois  did 
give  us  the  MAP  money 
late,  then  we  went  through 
all  of  our  files,  found  out 
which  student  would  have 
been  eligible  for  the  MAP 
Grant,  and  then  we  sent 
them  a  check.  So  we  gave 
them  the  money  back, 
but  the  frustrating  part  is 
that’s  way  down  here  in 
the  calendar,  when  really 
we  want  to  give  it  to  the 
students  way  up  here.  This 
budget  impasse  on  the 
State  of  Illinois,  and  its  ef¬ 
fect  on  our  MAP  students 
is  just  mind  boggling. 

KF:  Is  it  possible  tuition 
could  increase  or  decrease 
next  Year? 


ID:  Well,  anything’s 
possible  of  course.  The 
board  meeting  is  next 
week,  and  we  had  a  good 
committee  meeting  last 
week  talking  about  tuition. 
The  board  of  trustees  will 
receive  a  recommendation, 
and  they’ll  make  their  de¬ 
cision,  I  hope  at  the  Thurs¬ 
day  Board  Meeting. 

KF:  What  else  would 
you  like  the  students  to 
know  about  you  and  what 
vou  do  for  COD? 

1  1 '  I’ve  spent  my  entire 
career  on  a  college  cam¬ 
pus,  never  ended.  Once 
I  entered  a  college  cam¬ 
pus  as  an  undergraduate 
I  never  left.  I  spent  most 
of  my  career  at  very,  very 
large  research  universities. 
If  I  were  going  to  do  it  all 
over  again,  and  if  I  were 
going  to  advise  someone 
just  coming  out  of  college 
who  wanted  to  work  in  my 
line  of  work,community 
college  is  where  the  action 
is.  I  know  students  out 
here.  At  the  fitness  center 
I’m  on  the  bike,  students 
walk  by.  They  probably 
don’t  know  my  name;  they 
see  me  around.  I  think 
that  working  here  where 
you  have  a  kind  of  per¬ 
sonal  relationship,  if  you 
will,  with  college  students. 
I  mean,  you  and  I  don’t 
know  each  other,  but  if  we 
see  each  other  in  the  living 
room  we’re  probably  going 
to  say,  ‘Hi,’  and  the  fact 
that  you've  reached  this 
point  in  my  career,  and 
I’m  still  having  the  time 
of  my  life  and  enjoying 
myself  where  I  don't  mind 
my  hour  commute  each 
way.  Because  I’ll  get  here, 
and  some  student  will  say, 
‘Hey,  how’re  you  doing?’ 
Not  because  they  know 
who  I  am,  they  just  know 
that  I’m  around.  So  I  like 
to  think  that’s  the  fun  part 
about  being  a  vice  presi¬ 
dent  for  student  affairs. 
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Bill  Clayton*  (not  his 
real  name),  grew  up  in  a 
middle-class  family,  had  a 
good  relationship  with  his 
parents  and  younger  sib¬ 
lings,  scored  good  grades 
in  high  school  and  also 
played  football.  At  the  age 
of  15,  he  had  his  first  ex¬ 
perience  with  drugs  as  a 
freshman  in  high  school. 
At  17,  he  tried  opiates. 

Clayton  went  on  to  col¬ 
lege,  and  experimented 
“every  other  drug  under 
the  sun.”  Out  of  college 
he  had  a  lucrative  job,  got 
married  and  started  to 
raise  a  family.  He  vividly 
recalls  losing  an  uncle  who 
was  addicted  to  heroin. 

“I  remember  saying  then 
that  I  will  never  have  any¬ 
thing  to  do  with  heroin,” 
said  Clayton.  “At  that  time, 
heroin  just  started  coming 
around  the  Chicago  area.” 

Years  later,  he  was  di¬ 
agnosed  with  serious  back 
pain.  A  family  doctor  gave 
him  a  prescription  and 
later  suggested  surgery, 
which  Clayton  declined. 
Clayton  continued  “doctor 
shopping”  and  bought  pills 
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online,  something  that  was 
once  prevalent.  His  back 
pain  subsided,  but  it  resur¬ 
faced  years  later. 

“That  led  to  buying 
medicine  off  the  streets, 
for  several  years  it  became 
daily  use,”  added  Clayton. 

Clayton  remembers  be¬ 
ing  told:  “Why  are  you 
paying  for  a  pill  when  you 
can  buy  a  $5  bag  of  hero- 

•  *s» 

in? 

“That  doesn’t  make 
sense;  I  am  a  reasonable 
man,”  concluded  Clayton. 
“This  was  how  I  was  intro¬ 
duced  to  heroin.” 

A  serious  addiction 
started,  causing  his  even¬ 
tual  arrest  and  criminal 
charges.  Today,  Clayton 
recounts,  “As  a  38-year-old 
heroin  addict,  it  has  been  a 
recovery  for  four  years.” 

He  is  leading  the  charge 
to  help  prevent  heroin  ad¬ 
diction,  by  being  a  success 
story  that  a  person  can 
overcome  drug  addiction 
and  avoid  conflicts  with 
the  law. 

Unlike  Clayton,  many 
aren’t  that  lucky  to  share 
this  success  story.  Accord¬ 


ing  to  the  Gateway  Foun¬ 
dation,  an  Aurora-based 
drug  and  alcohol  treatment 
center,  43  persons  died  as  a 
result  of  heroin  in  DuPage 
County  in  2015. 

In  2016,  “seventy-eight 
people  overdosed  heroin 
compared  to  51  in  2015,” 
according  to  the  coroner’s 
office  of  DuPage  County. 

In  Clayton’s  scenario, 
students  across  the  state 
are  being  introduced  to 
drugs  in  school,  and  may 
never  be  able  to  recover 
from  this  “regional  epi¬ 
demic.” 

This  necessitated  the 
College  of  DuPage  to  in¬ 
clude  in  its  50th-anniver- 
sary  celebration  the  first 
of  a  three-part  series  tided 
“The  human  condition,” 
an  event  named  and  styled 
“High”  School  -  Drugs  in 
our  Schools”  on  March  8. 

The  gathering  brought 
together  hundreds  of 
healthcare  professionals, 
counselors  working  with 
kids  addicted  to  drugs  and 
community  members  to 
the  Jack  H.  Turner  confer¬ 
ence  room  to  get  an  out¬ 


look  on  the  state’s  heroin 
problem,  and  to  hear  from 
peers  about  ways  this  epi¬ 
demic  can  be  remedied. 

“You  used  to  think  that 
children  who  have  ba¬ 
sic  psychiatric  need  were 
exploring  the  world  in 
search  of  the  solution  to 
their  problem,  and  in  most 
cases,  that’s  not  true,”  said 
Dr.  Lukasz  Konopka,  a 
neuroscientist,  and  clinical 
psychologist  at  Spectrum 
Clinic  for  Integrative  Neu¬ 
roscience,  in  McHenry,  Ill. 

“The  idea  is  that  kids 
are  very  much  influenced 
by  their  peers,  activities, 
media  and  home  environ¬ 
ment,”  Konopka  continued 
“So  they  will  go  out  and 
try  to  fit  in.  It  may  be  true 
that  your  friend  Edward 
has  been  using  all  types  of 
drugs,  and  they  had  very 
limited  effects.  But  he 
may  have  a  very  different 
genetic  makeup  than  you. 
You  may  do  it  just  once, 
and  you  are  stuck 

“Now  it  becomes  very 
difficult  to  rewind  once 
that  film  is  in  play.” 

The  Gateway  Founda¬ 


tion’s  lead  adolescent  cli¬ 
nician,  who  works  with 
teens  struggling  with  sub¬ 
stance  abuse,  described  the 
current  trend  on  drug  ad¬ 
diction  among  young  stu¬ 
dents.  Cassie  Taylor  out¬ 
lined  how  kids  abuse  drugs 
through  “Xanax  crunched 
in  gummy  bears”  and  other 
ways. 

“They  will  know  how 
to  use  a  drug,  and  use  it 
very  uniquely  before  any 
of  the  adult  people  will 
ever  get  to  hear  about  it,” 
said  Taylor.  “If  I  need  to 
know  about  a  new  trend, 
I  will  need  to  go  to  one 
of  the  15 -year-olds  in  my 
program  rather  than  any  of 
the  adult  counselors.  Kids 
want  to  get  high  and  do 
whatever  they  want  to  do.” 

In  fact,  a  doctor  recently 
concluded  that  a  gummy 
bear  candy  distributed  by 
two  teens  to  fellow  high 
school  students  in  Naper¬ 
ville  contained  marijuana. 
The  teens  involved  have 
since  been  charged  in  con¬ 
nection  with  this  incident. 

To  put  this  drug  epi¬ 
demic  into  perspective, 


Patrick  O’Dea,  the  Drug 
Enforcement  Agency’s 
Chicago  Field  Division 
intelligence  manager,  out¬ 
lined  his  organization’s 
pivotal  role  in  stopping 
drug  trafficking.  O’Dea 
provided  statistics  about 
what  has  been  going  on 
across  the  state  and  other 
states  under  his  control. 

“You  have  a  strong 
source  of  supply,  a  plenti¬ 
ful  number  of  users,  high 
demands  and  high  supply,” 
said  O’Dea.  “The  result  is 
the  street  gang  and  violent 
crimes,  and  of  course  the 
money  changing  hands 
from  the  heroin  addicts  to 
the  street  gang6.” 

There  are  two  remaining 
series  earmarked  by  the 
college  through  its  Human 
Services  program.  They 
are  “Human  Trafficking” 
scheduled  for  April  5, 
and  “Domestic  Violence” 
on  April  19.

North  Korea  Tests  Missiles  in  an  Effort  to  Target  US  Bases

North  Korea’s  quest  for 
power  is  slowly  coming  to 
fruition.  March  6th,  North 
Korea  launched  five  ballis¬ 
tic  missiles,  four  of  which 
landed  in  Japan’s  exclusive 
economic  zone.  This  mili¬ 
tary  unit  is  said  to  be  tasked 
with  targeting  US  bases  in 
Japan  according  to  KCNA. 
Kim  Jung  Un  himself  su¬ 
pervised  the  tests  and  was 
so  to  be  pleased  with  the 
results.  Sources  also  say 
that  this  test  was  seen  as  a 
surprise  to  US  intelligence. 

These  missiles  were 
launched  simultaneously 
for  a  reason.  If  an  attack 
were  to  actually  happen, 
launching  multiple  mis¬ 
siles  on  a  single  target 
would  overwhelm  a  mis¬ 
sile  defense  system  and 
most  likely  still  achieve  it’s 
goal.  A  correspondent  for 
CNN  said  in  an  interview, 


“They’re  putting  togeth¬ 
er  salvos  of  missiles  that 
may  be  harder  to  defeat,  so 
three,  four  missiles  going 
to  the  same  place,  may¬ 
be  from  different  places. 
That’s  the  thing  that’s  go¬ 
ing  to  be  a  little  bit  harder, 
not  impossible,  but  a  little 
bit  harder  to  defeat.” 

The  missiles  them¬ 
selves  were  not  very  ac¬ 
curate  missiles  and  also 
not  nuclear  capable. 
However  these  missiles 
were  not  North  Korea’s 
most  advanced  mis¬ 
siles.  North  Korea  has 
been  working  up  to  long 
range  missiles  that  could 
house  nuclear  capabilities 
and  also  reach  the  US. 
However  North  Korea  has 
been  questionable  in  their 
effort  to  have  those  mis¬ 
siles  survive  the  full  flight 
of  reentering  the  Earth’s 


atmosphere. 
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sanctions.  Former  Pres¬ 
ident  Barrack  Obama 
warned  the  then  incoming 
president  about  what  he 
thought  was  the  largest 
foreign  threat;  North  Ko¬ 
rea.  The  Trump  adminis¬ 
tration  has  said  that  this 
is  a  “very  serious  threat” 
and  has  also  said  they  are 
prepared  to  use  “the  full 
range  of  capabilities.” 
Thus  still  allowing  the 
possibility  of  a  military 
response. 

North  Korea  only  has 
the  power  to  be  at  a  full 
scale  war  for  a  very  short 
amount  of  time.  Approx¬ 
imately  a  week.  If  North 
Korea  were  to  face  a  war 
with  the  US  and  most 
likely  also  South  Korea, 
they  would  lose  almost  in¬ 
stantly.  This  is  why  North 
Korea  has  been  chasing 
after  Nuclear  Weapons  for 


so  long.  The  threat  of  Nu¬ 
clear  war  is  something  nei¬ 
ther  the  US,  South  Korea 
or  any  country  wants.  This 
is  where  the  MAD  (Mu¬ 
tually  Assured  Destruc¬ 
tion)  strategy  comes  into 
play.  This  is  also  the  same 
strategy  the  US  and  Russia 
used  in  the  cold  war.  Es¬ 
sentially,  if  you  fire  nukes 
on  us,  we  fire  nukes  on  you 
and  we’re  all  dead. 

It’s  questionable  what 
exactly  could  happen  in 
the  future.  The  only  real 
attacks  on  North  Korea 
by  the  US  have  been  cyber 
attacks.  The  US  has  been 
reported  to  attempt  hacks 
on  North  Korea  in  order  to 
slow  their  missile  progress 
until  new  political  roles  in 
the  North  take  place.  These 
hacks  most  likely  had  their 
start  under  former  presi¬ 
dent  Obama.

Ben  Pohl:  car  crash  survivor,  motivational  speaker,  automotive  student

Ben  Pohl  saw  him¬ 
self  as  invincible.  He  was 
the  self-proclaimed  class 
clown  in  his  small  high 
school  in  Iowa  of  250 
students.  He  looks  back 
at  himself  as  having  a  life 
of  luck.  At  the  age  of  17, 
Pohl’s  luck  ran  out  within 
seconds  when  he  became 
a  distracted  driver  and  to¬ 
taled  his  blue  Volkswagon 
beetle,  ending  up  in  a  coma 
for  a  month. 

It  was  the  Ides  of  March, 
Pohl’s  own  doomsday.  His 
distraction  came  from  his 
four  other  friends  in  the 
car,  all  with  high  spirits 
and  headed  to  a  party.  His 
best  friend,  Tim  Lewis, 
sat  next  to  Pohl.  They  ex¬ 
changed  smiles  and  their 
lives  changed  forever. 
Lewis  found  a  friend  had 
been  thrown  out  the  back 
of  the  beetle’s  window, 
and  he  later  found  Pohl 


drenched  in  his  own  blood 
and  barely  breathing. 

Doctors  were  unsure 
whether  or  not  Pohl  would 
wake  up  from  his  coma. 
They  weren’t  sure  if  he 
could  speak.  They  weren’t 
sure  if  he  could  carry  on 
past  17  years.  Six  months 
after  the  incident,  Pohl  was 
discharged.  To  this  day, 
at  the  age  of  37,  Pohl  has 
daily  reminders  of  his  ac¬ 
cident,  living  with  a  speech 
impediment  and  often  un¬ 
stable  motor  functions. 

“Life  is  so  interesting,” 
said  Pohl.  “How  things 
happen,  why  they  happen. 
It  had  to  have  happened. 
I  came  to  the  realization 
that  things  have  to  hap¬ 
pen  to  people.  I’m  not  re¬ 
ligious,  but  God  knows  he 
gives  things  to  those  who 
can  handle  it.  It’s  made  me 
a  lot  stronger. 

At  the  age  of  17,  Pohl’s 


life  had  almost  been  over, 
but  he  would  not  have  had 
it  any  other  way.  Because  of 
his  incident,  Pohl  flipped 
his  entire  life  around.  He 
is  now  an  automotive  stu¬ 
dent  at  COD  as  well  as  a 
motivational  speaker. 

“If  I  wouldn’t  have 
crashed,  I  was  already  go¬ 
ing  to  be  a  lawyer,”  said 
Pohl.  “I  had  it  all  mapped 
out.  I’d  be  a  big  shot  law¬ 
yer  in  Downtown  Chica¬ 
go,  my  life  would  suck.  I 
wouldn’t  be  happy.  Now,  I 
am  very  happy.” 

Pohl’s  accident  pushed 
him  to  live  a  life  dedicated 
to  living  and  to  helping.  “I 
feel  like  I  owe  something 
back  to  society,”  said  Pohl. 
“If  I  can  make  sure  that 
this  does  not  happen  to 
at  least  one  person,  it’d  be 
worth  it.  Although  my  life 
now  is  awesome,  what  I’ve 
been  through  is  crushing.” 


Giving  back  to  society  to 
Pohl  came  in  many  ways. 
Turning  far  away  from  his 
goal  to  be  a  lawyer,  Pohl 
went  to  school  for  recre¬ 
ational  therapy  and  ended 
up  working  with  violent 
sex  offenders  at  Statesville 
Prison. 

Pohl  labels  himself 
as  somebody  who  gets 
“burned  out”  easily.  Ev¬ 
erything  must  be  chang¬ 
ing  around  him,  he  sees 
this  originating  from  his 
accident.  After  his  time  at 
Statesville,  Pohl  joined  the 
armed  forces  and  went  to 
Baghdad  as  a  government 
reconstruction  consultant. 

The  Peace  Corps,  were 
Pohl’s  next  project.  He 
worked  as  a  special  educa¬ 
tion  consultant  in  Jordan 
where  he  lived  in  a  village 
of  1,000.  The  treatment 
of  special  education  stu¬ 
dents  left  Pohl  in  awe.  He 


worked  in  the  village  for  a 
year,  assisting  in  the  devel¬ 
opment  of  new  education 
systems,  before  leaving  and 
coming  home. 

After  all  Pohl  experi¬ 
enced,  there  had  still  been 
something  missing.  There 
was  not  one  thing  where 
he  could  not  get  bored. 
Life  back  in  Ill.  became  his 
worst  nightmare.  Consult¬ 
ing  jobs  consumed  his  life, 
he  could  not  find  another 
adventure. 

“Last  year  I  had  done  a 
consulting  job,”  said  Pohl. 
“I  sat  down,  did  a  lot  of 
thinking  about  my  life  and 
what  I  wanted  to  accom¬ 
plish.” 

Ironically,  what  Pohl’s 
dream  was  brought  him 
back  to  the  beginning: 
cars.  His  Volkswagon  bee¬ 
tle  was  a  passion  project 
worked  on  by  him  and  his 
father.  Pohl  recalls  always 


loving  cars,  even  if  they 
were  the  very  thing  that 
almost  ended  his  life. 

In  October,  Pohl  en¬ 
rolled  in  COD’s  automo¬ 
tive  services  department 
and  chased  his  dream  of 
changing  his  downfalls 
into  inspiration.  Out  of 
everything  he  has  done,  he 
finds  himself  the  happiest 
and  most  fulfilled  today  as 
a  student 

Pohl  travels  the  area 
sharing  his  distracted  driv¬ 
ing  story  to  civic  organi¬ 
zations,  clubs  and  schools. 
Each  presentation  is  indi¬ 
vidualized  to  its  audience 
so  that  his  struggles  can  be 
instilled  into  each  listener, 
so  he  can  save  at  least  one 
person.

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Kong:  Skull  Island  is 
pretty  much  what  you  can 
expect  from  a  movie  that 
costs  $185  million.  It’s  big, 
huge  to  be  honest,  and  so 
is  Kong.  The  classic  mon¬ 
ster  is  no  longer  dwarfed 
by  skyscrapers.  Now  he’s 
almost  just  as  big.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  the  plot  is  shal¬ 
low  and  left  unexplored. 
The  island  itself  is  as  big  a 
mystery  as  Kong,  and  just 
as  interesting  as  well,  but 
the  story  only  brushes  the 
interesting  bits  and  leaves 
most  of  the  screen  time 
to  fights  or  long  walks 
through  the  jungle.  Skull 
Island  is  full  of  mystery, 
but  only  Kong  and  a  few 
other  details  are  truly  un¬ 
covered  for  the  audience. 

The  classic  story  of  King 
Kong  has  been  ditched. 
No  longer  does  it  take 
place  in  the  30’s  but  in 
1975,  just  one  day  after  the 
end  of  the  war  in  Vietnam. 
Scientists,  Bill  Randa  and 
Houston  Brooks  (played 
by  John  Goodman  and 
Corey  Hawkins)  bring  the 
secret  discovery  of  Skull 
Island  to  the  U.S.  Gov¬ 
ernment  in  a  request  for 
exploration.  In  a  jealous 
effort  to  beat  the  Russians 
to  the  punch,  the  govern¬ 
ment  agrees  and  off  goes

a  melting  pot  of  scientists 
and  badass  army  men,  led 
by  none  other  than  Col. 
Packard  (Played  by  Samu¬ 
el  L.  Jackson). 

Kong:  Skull  Island  is  full 
of  great  action  moments. 
Classic  rock  plays  as  chop¬ 
pers  fill  the  stormy  skies. 
The  orange  sun  fills  the 
background  as  the  tower¬ 
ing  Kong  rises  up,  split¬ 
ting  the  sun  in  half.  Those 
classic  Vietnam  vibes  are 
most  definitely  captured 
well  and  intertwined  with 
the  insanity  of  fighting  a 
1,000-foot  tall  gorilla.

Don’t  get  me 
wrong.  The  action  is 
great,  but  only  the  action 
is  great.  If  you’re  going 
to  spend  $185  million 
wouldn’t  you  want  a  great 
story,  too?  It  feels  like  the 
studio  played  it  safe  this  go 
around,  and  that  feels  all 
too  common  in  film  now¬ 
adays. 

One  of  the  movie’s 
greatest  pieces  also  tends 
to  be  its  worst-  the  cast. 
Tom  Hiddleston,  Brie 
Larson,  Samuel  L.  Jack- 
son,  John  Goodman,  Shea 
Whigham,  John  C.  Reilly 
all  are  in  Kong:  Skull  Is¬ 
land.  The  acting  is  good, 
but  it  feels  like  too  many 
cooks  are  in  the  kitchen. 
These  notable  actors  are 
known  for  filling  big  roles, 
but  in  Kong  they  seem 
dwarfed  and  uninvestigat¬ 
ed.  When  a  character  dies 
it  feels  contradictory  to 
what  is  normally  felt 
when  a  notable  actor’s 
character  dies,  and  it 
distracts  from  the 
movie  as  a  whole. 
Maybe  it’s  just 


an  over-prestigious 
standard  we’ve 
placed  on  actors, 
but  I  couldn’t  help 
but  feel  an  empti¬ 
ness  to  a  character’s 
death.  Some  deaths 
just  seemed  like  the  studio 
was  just  trying  to  get  rid 
of  them.  I  never  thought 
I’d  say  this,  but  there  were 
too  many  good  actors. 
The  money  would’ve  been 
better  spent  on  develop¬ 
ing  emotion  on  just  a  few 
characters  and  exploring 
some  of  those  cool,  but 
unexplored,  plot  lines. 

The  movie  overall  is 
very  entertaining,  though 
few  moments  left  me  with 
chills  that  weren’t  expect¬ 
ed,  and  that’s  always  the 
best  thing  a  movie  can  do. 
It’s  also  very  much  worth 
saying  that  Kong:  Skull 
Island  is  also  attached  to 
the  same  universe  as  the 
newest  Godzilla  movie, 
the  one  with  Bryan  Cran¬ 
ston.  This  means  we  can  all 
expect  to  see  the  two  King 
of  Monsters  duel  it  out  on 
the  big  screen  in  a  year  or 
two.  One  can  only  pray 
that  it  ends  up  being  better 
than  Batman  V  Superman. 
If  you  like  action,  then  see 
Kong:  Skull  Island  because 
it’s  a  3.5  out  of  5  stars.

Welcome  to  the  end  of  privacy 

Vault  7f  espionage  and  an  attempt  to  change  culture 


You  are  no  longer  in 
control  of  your  life.  Every 
single  aspect  of  your  exis¬ 
tence  can  be  tapped  into, 
hacked  and  cataloged  by 
the  eyes  of  Big  Broth¬ 
er  as  you  are  labeled  with 
an  ID  number  specifying 
you  as  a  resource  rather 
than  a  human.  The  threat 
of  Big  Brother  spying  on 
its  citizenry  is  no  longer 
just  behind  the  cover  of 
an  Orwellian  nightmare; 
it  has  become  absolute  and 
reality. 

“Year  Zero”  is  part  one  of 
a  multi-phase  information 
leak  of  classified  docu¬ 
ments  from  the  U.S.  Cen¬ 
tral  Intelligence  Agency 
(CIA)  called  “Vault  7.” 
This  information  purge 
will  be  released  through 
Wikileaks,  the  illustrious 
organization  which  han¬ 
dled  the  Hillary  Clinton 
and  John  Podesta  email 
scandal.  Year  Zero  revealed 
covert  programs  run  by  the 
CIA  that  leave  the  Ameri¬ 
can  citizen  in  peril  through 
their  malpractice  of  ma¬ 
nipulating  weaknesses  in 
popular  software  for  their 
advantage.

The  most  scandalous 
part  of  this  new  leak  is  the 
CIA’s  disgusting  practice 
of  hoarding  vulnerabili¬ 
ties  in  American  software. 


Hoarding  vulnerabilities 
means  the  government 
found  ways  to  break  into 
soft¬ 
ware 
and 


lected  them  and  used  them 
in  order  to  further  allow 
themselves  access  inside 
large  user  data¬ 
bases. 

Through 
hoarding  vul¬ 
nerabilities, 
the  CIA  has 
been  able  to 
create  per- 
m  a  n  e  n  t 
back¬ 
door 
into  ev¬ 
erything 
you  use 
daily. 
Most  no¬ 
tably,  your 
smart- 


jeopardize  the  infor¬ 
mation  its  holding,  and 
chose  not  to  share  the  li¬ 
abilities  with  the  software 
manufacturers  in  question. 
Instead,  the  agency  col¬ 


phone  has  been  utterly 
compromised.  Both  An¬ 
droid  and  Apple  have  been 
broken  into,  and  now  have 
backdoors  available  to 
the  U.S.  government  for 


whenever  they  want  to  tap 
into  someone’s  daily  activ¬ 
ity. 

Whether  or  not  you 
worry  about  the  govern¬ 
ment  tapping  into  your 
phone  camera  while  you 
smoke  weed  or  take  a 
shower  is  irrelevant  to 
the  fact  that  every  single 
phone  in  the  world  is  now 
compromised.  The  U.S. 
has  the  ability  to  tap  into 
anyone’s  phone  across  the 
globe  and  listen  in  on  their 
conversations,  whether 
over  a  call  or  turning  the 
phone’s  microphone  on  as 
it  sits  in  a  person’s  pocket. 

The  CLA  also  has  the 
ability  to  tap  into  smart 
TV’s  microphones  and 
listen  to  people  when 
the  TV  is  in  a 
fake  off  mode 
while  plugged 
into  an  outlet. 
As  well,  they 
can  control 
cars  remote¬ 
ly  through 
their  com- 
p  u  t  e  r 
systems. 
Wired 
magazine 
showed 
how  this 
is  possible 
in  a  video 
from  2015, 
where  they 
hacked  into  a  2014  Jeep 
Cherokee  and  turned  off 
the  engine  while  it  was  be¬ 
ing  driven  on  the  highway. 

What  is  most  worrying 
about  these  documents, 


however,  is  how  they  prove 
the  government  is  attempt¬ 
ing  to  shift  culture  through 
subliminal  alterations  in  * 
everyday  media.  The  CIA 
proposed  a  program  called 
the  “Meme  Warfare  Cen¬ 
ter”  (MWC),  which  aims 
to  create  memes  in  order 
to  shift  societal  ideas  and 
morals  through  analyzing 
the  culture  of  specific  pop¬ 
ulations  of  people,  friend¬ 
ly  or  foe,  and  disseminate 
them  organically  into  the 
population. 

The  MWC  is  just  one  of 
many  different  programs 
linked  in  this  leak  aimed5 
at  altering  cultural  values 
and  shifting  them  to  those 
which  would  provide  less 
friction. 

Although  Year  Zero  is 
only  about  one  percent 
of  the  entire  information 
mass  that  will  be  leaked 
under  the  guise  of  Vault  7, 
it  is  enough  to  show  how 
little  the  U.S.  cares  about 
respecting  anyone’s  pri¬ 
vacy.  Through  the  signing 
of  the  Espionage  Act  and 
the  Patriot  Act,  slowly  but 
surely  the  government  has 
taken  the  voice  of  its  peo¬ 
ple  away  and  has  given  it  a 
false  sense  of  free  will. 

We,  as  a  nation,  have 
given  up  our  freedom  for 
a  false  sense  of  security. 
To  quote  George  Orwell’s 
1984,  “Power  is  in  tearing 
human  minds  to  pieces 
and  putting  them  togeth¬ 
er  again  in  new  shapes  of  ' 
your  own  choosing.”

Hijab,  the  Arabic  word 
translated  to  English  as 
headscarf  is  known  to  be 
a  symbol  of  fear  amongst 
the  western  world.  How¬ 
ever,  recendy,  Nike  has  re¬ 
leased  its  Pro  Hijab  in  an 
effort  to  try  to  dispel  the 
stigma  around  hijabs  and 
what  they  mean.  Official¬ 
ly  coming  out  in  spring 
of  2018,  the  original  ad  is 
marketed  specifically  to 
the  Middle  East  and  ath¬ 
letes  in  the  Middle  East. 
The  ad  shows  top  female 
athletes  from  the  Middle 
East  who  also  ended  up 
testing  the  product:  Zahra 
Lari,  the  first  figure  skat¬ 
er  from  the  United  Arab 
Emirates  to  compete  in¬ 
ternationally;  Manal  Ros- 
tom,  a  runner  and  triath¬ 
lete  who  resides  in  Dubai, 
and  Amna  Al-Hadad, 
an  Olympic  weightlift- 
er  from  the  United  Arab 
Emirates.  While  the  ad  is 
meant  to  be  inspiration¬ 
al,  and  it  truly  is,  I  believe 
that  although  there  is  a 
high  market  for  it,  it  could 
prove  to  be  quite  difficult 
to  push  through  certain 
barriers.  The  sociocultur¬ 
al  barriers  are  incredibly 
strong  and  can  be  difficult 
to  break  through,  and  of¬ 
ten  it  will  take  more  than 


just  a  simple  product  to 
create  a  shift  in  the  culture. 

Now  for  a  moment,  I 
would  like  to  really  discuss 
what  hijab  is.  As  some¬ 
one  who  has  been  a  firm 
practicer  of  hijab  since  the 
eighth  grade,  I  believe  I 
have  much  experience  in 
this  format.  Many  people 
have  this  misconception 
of  the  fact  that  hijab  is  a 
form  of  oppression  upon 
women.  However,  hijab  is 
something  that  is  person¬ 
alized  amongst  each  indi¬ 
vidual  and  each  individ¬ 
uals  reasoning  for  doing 
it  will  be  different.  While 
the  overarching  reason 
for  wearing  the  hijab  is  to 
elicit  respect  and  modesty 
in  the  community,  there 
could  be  multiple  reasons 
as  to  how  a  person  comes 
to  choose  this  lifestyle,  and 
often  it  is  a  powerful  one. 
When  I  was  in  the  seventh 
grade,  it  was  my  first  time 
attending  a  public  school. 
It  was  my  first  real  impres¬ 
sion  of  a  world  from  going 
to  a  privatized  religious 
school  for  most  of  my  life. 
And  honestly,  it  was  very 
scary. 

The  way  that  young  girls 
and  women  were  treat¬ 
ed  both  in  society  and 
at  school  horrified  me 


in  a  very  drastic  matter.  I 
learned  very  quickly  that 
it  was  imperative  to  know 
self-defense  and  to  be  agile. 
However,  the  main  reason 
I  started  wearing  the  hijab 
was  because  I  was  attacked 
in  my  neighborhood.  I  had 
learned  through  this  event 
that  because  my  body  was 
rather  small,  my  wrists 
could  easily  fit  into  a  single 
hand  of  a  high  school  boy. 
Although  this  left  some 
bruising,  there  was  no  ma¬ 
jor  damage,  and  because 
of  my  rather  heightened 
sense  of  fear  in  my  younger 
years  I  neither  told  anyone 
nor  did  I  report  it.  There 
was  no  amount  of  respect 
for  women,  and  I  felt  that 
my  dignity  was  going  to  be 
snatched  from  me.  There¬ 
fore,  through  my  own  will¬ 
power,  I  started  observing 
hijab  and  although  it  was 
very  difficult,  I  found  it  to 
be  rewarding  in  the  expe¬ 
riences  I  had  with  people. 

However,  unlike  the 
stereotypical  aura  that  sur¬ 
rounds  hijab,  it  is  far  great¬ 
er  than  simply  a  cloth  upon 
your  head.  Hijab,  in  gen¬ 
eral,  is  the  observance,  by 
both  men  and  women,  of 
respect  for  another  person, 
regardless'  of  gender,  as  a 
human  being.  The  purpose 


of  it  is  to  look  at  a  person 
as  a  person  based  on  their 
personality  and  human 
qualities  rather  than  their 
physical  beings.  For  both 
men  and  women  who  de¬ 
cide  to  follow  this  lifestyle, 
it  becomes  essential  for 
them  to  lower  their  gaze 
before  someone  as  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  respect  and  dignity 
and  to  be  able  to  fully  and 
comprehensively  speak  to 
them  as  an  equal  human 
being.  The  point  is  to  not 
think  of  any  single  human 
being  as  a  lesser  due  to 
physical  appearance.  Now 
the  reason  as  to  why  wom¬ 
en  are  requested  to  cover 
their  bodies  is  one  that  is 
known  of  great  impor¬ 
tance.  One  of  the  scholars 
of  the  local  mosque  in 
Glendale  Heights,  Syed 
Mehboob  Mehdi  Abidi, 
said  that  women  have  a 
certain  sense  of  delicacy 
that  men  do  not  have.  The 
aspects  of  their  physical 
form  are  one  of  grandeur 
yet  a  certain  softness  that 
is  felt  to  be  protected. 

While  wearing  the  hi¬ 
jab  was  empowering  it  was 
not  without  it’s  challenges. 

I  was  a  long  time  lover  of 
soccer,  basketball  and  vol¬ 
leyball.  I  participated  in 
some  of  the  teams  at  my 


high  school.  Many  of  the 
sports  were  difficult  due  to 
the  fact  that  I  wore  hijab, 
and  I  would  have  to  take 
a  separate  scarf  that  was 
made  of  lighter  material 
specifically  for  sports  so 
that  I  wouldn’t  get  too  hot 
when  performing.  It  turns 
out  I  wasn’t  the  only  one 
who  was  having  this  prob¬ 
lem.  According  to  female 
Emirati  Olympic  weight¬ 
lifting  athlete  Amna  A1 
Haddad,  who  actually  vis¬ 
ited  Nike’s  sports  research 
lab  at  their  global  head¬ 
quarters  in  Oregon,  there 
were  very  limited  options 
for  hijabs  that  are  com¬ 
fortable  and  lightweight 
enough  to  compete  in. 
As  a  result,  Amna  had  to 
wash  her  hijab  every  single 
night  during  competitions, 
something  that  I,  too,  had 
to  do  after  sports  events. 

Nike  does  a  good  job  of 
marketing  out  to  women 
who  wear  hijabs.  Its  ad  is 
something  that  would  be 
very  inspiring  to  young 
girls  because  of  the  fact 
that  many  of  them  are  put 
down  for  being  interested 
in  sports.  In  much  of  the 
Middle  East,  it  is  difficult 
for  women  to  seemingly 
obtain  a  high  role  in  soci¬ 
ety  due  to  the  socio-cultur- 


al  constructs  that  surround 
the  region.  Being  athletic  is 
seen  as  a  negative  in  much 
of  the  Middle  East  due  to 
the  patriarchal  view  that 
sports  are  only  for  men. 
It  is  imperative  to  much 
of  the  younger  generation 
of  young  women  and  girls 
who  see  these  successful 
female  athletes.  Seeing 
them  break  through  the 
bounds  of  their  stereotypes 
truly  provides  a  sense  of 
hope  for  these  young  girls. 
They  should  not  have  to 
fear  the  dreams  that  they 
have  due  to  socio-cultur- 
al  construct.  According 
to  Manal  Rostom,  who 
wrote  to  NYTimes  over 
WhatsApp,  “For  young 
girls  to  see  these  women 
and  to  see  the  revolution¬ 
ary  shift  will  change  the 
face  of  sport  for  Muslim 
Arab  girls,  whether  they 
wear  hijab  or  not.”  And 
while  Nike  does  its  very 
best  to  try  to  push  through 
the  barriers,  it  is  up  to  us 
who  wear  hijab  to  actually 
be  able  to  leap  through  the 
bounds  of  the  stereotypes 
that  surround  it.

A  record  706  students 
participated  in  the  just 
ended  March  14  and 
15  Student  Leadership 
Council  (SLC)  elections. 
This  number  far  exceeds 
the  525  students  who  vot¬ 
ed  last  year. 

Anthony  Walker,  Safia 
Khan,  and  George  Beck 
were  elected  as  student 
trustee,  president,  and  vice 
president  respectively.  The 
three  ran  together  as  a 
team. 

Walker  won  with  397 
votes,  defeating  his  rival, 
Zain  Rahman,  with  277 
votes.  Khan  received  518 
votes,  edging  out  her  clos¬ 
est  rival,  Sam  Tempestini, 


with  111  votes,  and  468 
students  voted  for  Beck, 
while  his  opponent,  Mar- 
canthony  Marciel,  received 
206  votes. 

Walker  will  replace  Lu- 
zelena  Escamilla  on  the 
board  and  vowed  through¬ 
out  his  campaign  to  make 
sure  students  are  com¬ 
fortable  with  voicing  their 
concerns  and  issues  so 
they  can  be  addressed  effi¬ 
ciently.  He  believes  he  has 
figured  out  a  way  to  have 
more  students  involved 
with  the  SLC. 

“By  creating  easy,  open 
and  convenient  channels 
of  communication  it  will 
keep  COD  students  up 


to  date  with  what  is  go¬ 
ing  on  in  the  SLC,”  said 
Walker.  “If  members  of  the 
SLC  display  authentic  and 
genuine  support  to  clubs 
during  their  meetings  and 
activities,  it  will  increase 
student  participation  in 
SLC-sponsored  events.” 

In  an  interview  with  the 
Courier  after  the  elections, 
Walker  thanked  the  stu¬ 
dents  who  voted  for  him. 
He  reached  out  to  his  op¬ 
ponent  and  said  he  looks 
forward  to  working  with 
him  in  the  future.  Still 
unofficial,  Walker  attend¬ 
ed  his  first  board  meeting 
last  Thursday  where  he  was 
introduced  by  the  SLC’s 


President  Kiley  Pooler  to 
the  board  of  trustees  and 
the  college. 

“My  first  board  meeting 
was  very  insightful  and  in¬ 
teresting,”  added  Walker. 
“I  look  forward  to  work¬ 
ing  and  collaborating  with 
the  other  members  of  the 
board.” 

Via  his  Facebook  page, 
Beck  expressed  a  similar 
sentiment. 

“I  am  so  honored  to  have 
been  elected  vice  president 
of  the  SLC,  and  I  can¬ 
not  begin  to  explain  how 
happy  I  am,”  said  Beck 
“Thank  you  to  my  running 
mates  Safia  and  Anthony 
for  supporting  me  through 


this  whole  thing,  even 
when  I  was  stressed  and 
busy,  and  always  having 
faith  in  me.” 

Khan  who  ran  against 
two  other  candidates  con¬ 
sidered  her  victory  as  one 
of  the  most  exciting  ex¬ 
periences  she  has  encoun¬ 
tered. 

“There  was  competition, 
enthusiasm,  and  most  im¬ 
portantly  some  of  the  best 
sportsmanship  I’ve  wit¬ 
nessed,”  said  Khan.  “I  am 
beyond  grateful  to  have 
been  a  part  of  such  a  won¬ 
derful  experience  with  the 
best  candidates. 

“All  candidates  did  an 
outstanding  job,  and  I  feel 


I  have  built  bonds  with 
each  and  every  one  of  them 
through  this  experience.” 

During  the  campaign, 
Khan  promised  to  contin¬ 
ue  the  council’s  engage¬ 
ment  with  the  administra¬ 
tion  to  have  a  multicultural 
center  on  campus  by  en¬ 
couraging  the  expansion  of 
The  Center  for  Diversity 
and  Inclusion. 

Walker  will  be  inducted 
into  office  at  the  next  reg¬ 
ular  meeting  of  the  board 
of  trustees.  Khan  and  Beck 
will  take  office  at  the  start 
of  the  Fall  2017  semester.

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College  of  DuPage  board  of  trustees  places  a 
freeze  on  tuition  for  the  third  straight  year

The  board  of  trustees 
of  the  College  of  DuP¬ 
age  voted  unanimously  to 
place  a  freeze  on  tuition 
and  fees  for  the  Fall  2017 
semester  at  its  March  16 
regular  meeting. 

Currently,  residents  of 
District  502  pay  $135  dol¬ 
lar  per  credit  hour,  while 
non-residents  pay  $322 
dollar  per  credit  hour. 
Trustees  decided  there  is 
a  way  to  use  existing  funds 
to  close  an  expected  bud¬ 
get  gap. 

Despite  the  vote  to  place 
a  freeze  on  tuition,  some 
trustees  are  still  concerned 
about  the  imbalance  in  the 
college’s  revenue  sources. 
Declining  enrollment,  the 
state’s  budget  impasse,  and 
more  money  being  gener¬ 
ated  from  property  taxes 
than  tuition  are  major  fac¬ 
tors  creating  this  imbal¬ 
ance. 

The  board  cited  “sound 
financial  planning”  as  a 
corrective  measure  they 
have  put  into  place  to 
solve  this  budget  problem. 


Sound  financial  planning 
forthe  college  would  mean 
rolling  over  a  surplus  from 
the  college’s  operating 
fund  to  have  a  balanced 
budget. 

“We  understand  that 
cost  is  a  part  of  the  bigger 
picture,”  said  Chairwoman 
Deanne  Mazzochi.  “For 
Fiscal  Year  2015,  our  end¬ 
ing  operating  fund  balance 
was  $185  million.  For  the 
fiscal  year  2017,  our  op¬ 
erating  fund  balance  is 
projected  to  end  at  $204 
million. 

“So  consequently,  I  feel 
very  comfortable  that  we 
are  in  a  fiscally  good  place 
where  we  can  keep  tuition 
frozen.” 

The  Student  Leadership 
Council  (SLC)  headed 
by  President  Kiley  Pooler, 
played  a  pivotal  behind- 
the-scenes  role  after  the 
college  considered  a  tu¬ 
ition  hike  at  the  Feb.  9 
board  of  trustees  meeting. 
According  to  Pooler,  a 
survey  carried  out  by  the 
council  showed  students 


were  against  a  tuition  in¬ 
crease. 

“We  feel  that  our  con¬ 
stituents  fully  understand 
the  situation,”  said  Pooler. 
“We  talked  to  students  in 
various  classes,  as  well  as 
non-traditional  students. 
And  through  my  gener¬ 
al  conversation  with  stu¬ 
dents,  we  found  out  that 
some  students  feel  that  the 
raise  is  a  good  idea. 

“They  understand  the 
reasons  for  the  propos¬ 
al,  but  a  majority  of  stu¬ 
dents  do  believe  that  there 
should  not  be  a  raise  on 
tuition.  I  will  ask  that  the 
board  keep  the  student 
body  opinion  in  mind  and 
do  not  move  to  increase 
tuition.” 

The  president  of  the 
College  of  DuPage  Facul¬ 
ty  Association  (CODFA) 
Richard  Jarman  said  the 
considered  tuition  increase 
appeared  like  a  cup  of  cof¬ 
fee,  for  some  it  is  a  luxury 
they  can  scarcely  afford. 

“COD  is  in  a  more  than 
enviable  position  com¬ 


pared  to  most  educational 
institutions  in  Illinois,  and 
that  it  can  be  considering  a 
hike  on  tuition  in  a  period 
of  declining  enrollment, 
whilst  maintaining  full 
staff  and  programs,”  said 
Jarman. 

In  a  response  to  these 
pleas,  Trustee  David  Olsen 
thanked  both  the  faculty 
and  students  for  reaching 
out  with  additional  inputs. 

“We  may  not  always 
agree,  but  this  time  it  looks 
like  we  are  all  in  align¬ 
ment,”  said  Olsen. 

The  board  then  went 
ahead  and  voted  6-0  to 
place  a  freeze  on  tuition. 
Trustee  Dianne  McGuire 
was  the  only  trustee  absent 
when  the  board  rendered 
this  “extraordinary”  deci¬ 
sion. 

With  this  vote,  the  bud¬ 
get  committee  of  the  col¬ 
lege  has  a  clear  outlook  as 
to  how  they  make  projec¬ 
tions  from  expected  rev¬ 
enue  to  include  in  a  draft 
budget  to  be  submitted  to 
the  board  for  approval.

College  of  DuPage  has 
made  multiple  advance¬ 
ments  to  make  campus 
more  welcoming  for  all 
types  of  students. 

Some  of  these  advance¬ 
ments  include  gender  neu¬ 
tral  bathrooms,  Center  for 
Diversity  and  Inclusion, 
and  now,  COD’s  next  step 
has  been  to  provide  Safe 
Zone  Training  for  stu¬ 
dents. 

The  term  “safe  zone” 
defines  a  person  or  place 
where  students  from  the 
LGBTQIA  (Lesbian,  Gay, 
Bisexual,  Transgender,  In¬ 
tersex,  Queer  or  Question¬ 
ing,  Ally)  may  find  a  safe 
environment.  The  purpose 
is  to  assist  in  eliminating 
homophobia,  transphobia, 
and  heterosexism  so  that 
all  students,  faculty  and 
community  members  feel 
welcomed. 

“It’s  something  we 
should  be  doing,”  said  Mi¬ 
chelle  Gallardo,  student 
and  Student  Life  Center 
employee.  “It’s  a  step  for¬ 
ward.  The  first  step  were 
the  gender  neutral  bath¬ 
rooms,  and  this  is  the  next 
step  towards  a  fully  equal 
and  safe  campus.” 

The  training  will  occur 
on  Wednesday,  March  22 


from  3  p.m.  to  4:30  p.m. 
in  SSC  2201.  An  RSVP 
is  required  and  available  at 
ChapLife.cod.edu. 

This  Safe  Zone  training 
is  in  partnership  with  the 
Living  Leadership  Pro¬ 
gram  and  the  Counseling 
Center. 

Initially,  Safe  Zone 
trainings  were  strict¬ 
ly  for  instructors, 
but  for  the  first 
time  last  se¬ 
mester,  COD 
piloted  the 
training  on 
students  in¬ 
volved  with 
the  Living 
Leadership 
Program. 

Roughly 
30  students 
completed  the 
first  round  of 
training  and  be¬ 
came  certified. 

The  feedback  on 
the  pilot  was  nothing 
but  positive.  Students 
felt  so  impacted  by  the 
training  they  asked  Co¬ 
ordinator  of  Student  Life 
Stephanie  Quirk  if  the 
same  program  could  be 
available  to  all  students. 

Quirk  enthusiastically 
agreed  and  has  been  work¬ 


ing  on  the  training  with 
students,  COD’s  Pride  Al¬ 
liance,  and  counselors. 

The  training  is  separated 


into  two  ses 
sions,

Scenarios  will  be 
presented  and  various  dif¬ 
ferent  ways  to  approach 
each  one  will  be  discussed. 

After  the  first  session, 
community  members  are 
asked  to  watch  a  movie 
with  an  LGBTQIA  angle 
and  apply  their  training 
to  the  characters  for 
the  next  session. 

Campus  coun¬ 
selors  Dana 
Thompson, 
Dennis  Emano 
and  Michael 
Duggan  will 
be  conduct¬ 
ing  the  train¬ 
ing,  being 
certified  in 
Safe  Zone 
training 
themselves. 
Students 
from  Pride  Al¬ 
liance  will  be 
sitting  in  the  ses¬ 
sions  to  provide  live 
feedback  and  person¬ 
al  input  on  behalf  of  the 
LGBTQIA  community. 

“We  do  not  want  to  put 
the  burden  of  teaching  on 
those  we  want  to  serve,” 
said  Quirk.  “One  of  the 
outcomes  [of  the  training] 
is  an  inclusive  communi¬ 
ty,  open  and  supportive  of 


faculty  and  students  from 
all  walks  of  life.” 

Quirk,  an  ally  herself, 
finds  great  importance  in 
allies  being  involved  with 
the  training  and  under¬ 
standing  of  a  Safe  Zone. 
She  finds  that  oftentimes 
those  who  are  allies  at¬ 
tempt  to  speak  out  for  so¬ 
cial  justice  on  behalf  of  the 
Lesbian,  Gay,  Transgender, 
Queer  and  Questioning 
population. 

“As  allies,  we  are  here  to 
make  space  for  those  voic¬ 
es  to  come  through,  to  be 
heard,  and  to  understand 
their  needs,  not  talk  on 
behalf  of  them  for  their 
needs,”  said  Quirk. 

Quirk  and  students  al¬ 
ready  hope  for  the  training 
to  continue  each  semester. 
Though  they  are  not  sure 
whether  the  Living  Lead¬ 
ership  Program  will  always 
be  a  home  for  the  training, 
they  know  it  will  find  its 
place  somewhere  on  cam¬ 
pus. 

“Come  in  with  an  open 
mind,”  said  Quirk.  “Any¬ 
one  can  come,  even  if  they 
don’t  know  what  it  is.  We 
want  students  to  grow  and 
leave  more  educated.  Ev¬ 
eryone  is  welcome!”

College  of  DuPage  has  a  great  automotive  technology  program  that  is  known  for  its  excellent  curriculum.  With  modern  technologies  to  enhance  students'  learn¬ 
ing,  qualified  instructors  teaching  core-automotive  technology  courses,  and  an  up-to-date  lab,  students  are  ready  for  the  workforce  once  they  complete  any  of  the  exist¬ 
ing  programs.  Here  is  an  interview  with  a  student,  Alisha  Barner,  and  the  automotive  technology  program  coordinator,  Thomas  Robertson,  on  what  the  program  has  to  offer: 


Student’s  perspective: 


Vandy  Manyeh:  Why  are 
you  pursuing  a  career  in 
automotive  technology? 

Alisha  Barner:  I  became 
exhausted  of  being  told 
incorrect  repair  informa¬ 
tion  just  so  I  would  spend 
money  at  a  gentleman  re¬ 
pair  shop. 

VM:  What  is  your  fa¬ 
vorite  gadget  in  the  lab? 

AB:  The  impact  gun. 

VM:  What  do  you  enjoy 
doing  outside  the  lab? 

AB:  Playing  billiards, 
cooking  and  relaxing. 

VM:  Mow  great  is  the 
automotive  technology 
program  here  at  COD? 

AB  It  is  a  great  learning 
environment  and  a  mir¬ 
roring  image  of  being  in 
the  automotive  field. 

VM:  What  would  you 
like  to  accomplish  at 
the  end  of  your  studies? 

AB  I  hope  to  be  a  knowl¬ 
edgeable  technician  that 
has  only  begun  with  the 
journey  of  becoming  a 
great  master  automotive 
technician. 

VM:  What  barri¬

ers  have  you  faced  as  a 
woman  studying  au¬ 
tomotive  technology? 

AB  Sometimes  I  feel  like 
I  have  to  convince  the 
world  that  I  am  learning 
about  cars  for  a  reason. 
I  don't  know  everything 
there  is  to  know  about  ve¬ 
hicles.  So  at  times,  I  have 
to  remind  my  lab  partners 
that  I  have  to  be  hands  on 
to  learn  as  well. 

VM:  What  lesson  have 
you  learned  during 
your  stay  here  at  COD? 

A  B  The  ability  to  be  com¬ 
passionate  with  a  customer 
that  is  in  tears  because  the 
last  shop  took  advantage 
of  them  and  the  empathy 
to  assure  them  it  will  never 
happen  while  they  are  in 
your  shop. 

VM:  Do  you  have  any 
advice  for  female  stu¬ 
dents  interested  in  au¬ 
tomotive  technology? 

All  During  your  lifetime 
of  training  there  will  be 
challenges,  hardship,  and 
you  will  want  to  give  up. 
Yet  there  is  a  girl  who 
needs  to  push  through 
those  trials  and  tribula¬ 
tions.  You  will  be  a  uni¬ 
corn  because  there  aren't 
many  of  us  in  the  industry. 
We  need  to  demand  re¬ 
spect  and  take  our  success. 


Coordinator’s  perspec¬ 
tive: 

Vandy  Manyeh:  Is  the 
automotive  technology 
center  open  to  the  public? 

Thomas  Robertson:  No, 

due  to  insurance  and  for 
billing  process  reasons  we 
are  not  allowed  to  work  on 
cars  for  the  general  pub¬ 
lic  or  students.  We  have 
one  class  that  does  live 
repair  work  on  “custom¬ 
er”  cars,  the  customers  for 
that  class  must  be  regular 
COD  employees  (faculty, 
classified  staff,  and  admin¬ 
istrators)  because  of  how 
the  billing  is  handled  and 
our  insurance  coverage  is 
structured. 

VM:  What  latest  tech¬ 
nologies  do  you  have 
in  place  for  students? 

TR  We  have  recently 
purchased  a  2014  Chev¬ 
rolet  Cruze  with  a  diesel 
engine,  and  a  2014  Nissan 
Altima  with  a  CVT  trans¬ 
mission.  Our  educational 
fleet  also  includes  electric 
cars,  Nissan  Leaf,  Chevro¬ 
let  Volt,  as  well  as  several 
hybrid  cars,  Ford  Escape, 
Toyota  Prius,  Honda  Civ¬ 
ic,  and  we  have  a  couple 
of  cars  with  a  technology 
called  GDI  which  stands 
for  Gasoline  Direct  Injec¬ 
tion  and  turbocharging; 
both  of  those  technologies

are  being  used  by  many 
manufacturers  to  increase 
fuel  economy  and  decrease 
vehicle  emission  output. 

VM:  How  afford¬ 

able  are  your  programs 
compared  to  other  in¬ 
stitutions  offering  au¬ 
tomotive  technology? 

TR:  Students  can  com¬ 
plete  our  Certificate  for 
Master  Automotive  Ser¬ 
vice  Technology  for  a 
total  cost  of  $9,000  to 
$10,000  including  tuition, 
books,  fees,  and  tools;  or 
our  Associate  of  Applied 
Science  (AAS)  for  Mas¬ 
ter  Automotive  Service 
Technology  for  some¬ 
where  between  $12,000 
and  $13,000  including 
tuition,  books,  fees  and 
tools.  Both  of  these  costs 
are  based  on  an  in-district 
student.  As  far  as  compar¬ 
ison  to  other  institutions 
is  concerned,  if  a  student 
was  looking  at  one  of  the 
other  regional  community 
college’s  the  overall  costs 
would  be  pretty  similar.  If 
they  were  to  attend  some¬ 
thing  like  UTI  (Universal 
Technical  Institute)  over 
in  Lisle,  they  would  be 
looking  at  a  tuition  bill  of 
around  $40,000  dollars. 
But  the  worst  part  of  that 
to  me  is  UTI  doesn’t  offer 
college  credit.  So  if  a  stu¬ 
dent  decided  later  on  that 
they  wanted  to  continue 


their  education,  none  of 
their  “credits”  from  UTI 
would  be  transferable  to 
most  colleges. 

VM:  What  scholarships 
opportunities  do  you  have 
for  students  studying 
automotive  technology? 

TR:  There  are  currently 
5  different  scholarships 
available  through  the 
COD  Foundation  that 
are  specific  to  automotive 
students;  there  are  also 
numerous  external  auto¬ 
motive  organizations  that 
offer  scholarships  of  vary¬ 
ing  amounts  to  students 
pursuing  an  education  in 
the  automotive  industry. 

VM:  What  growth  has 
the  automotive  tech¬ 
nology  program  seen 
since  it  started  at  COD? 

TR:  The  automotive  pro¬ 
gram  started  at  COD 
back  in  the  early  1970’s, 
from  the  initial  shop  space 
with  a  couple  of  bays  and 
a  handful  of  students.  We 
have  grown  into  our  cur¬ 
rent  34-bay  shop  with 
four  automotive,  dedicat¬ 
ed  classroom  lab  spaces 
outfitted  with  up-to-date 
equipment  and  vehicles 
for  the  students  to  learn 
on.  There  are  currently 
five  full-time  and  eight 
part-time  instructors  that 
teach  the  22  different 


courses  that  are  available 
in  the  program.  All  of  the 
full-time  instructors  are 
Master  ASE  Certified, 
meaning  they  have  the  ex¬ 
perience  and  skills  to  work 
on  or  teach  any  of  the  sys¬ 
tems  found  on  a  car  today. 

VM:  What  transfer 

agreements  do  you  have 
with  a  4-ycar  institution? 

TR  We  have  articulation 
agreements  with  South¬ 
ern  Illinois  University 
(SIU)  and  Ferris  State 
University.  Either  one  al¬ 
lows  a  student  to  complete 
their  AAS  degree  here  at 
COD  and  then  transfer 
into  the  bachelor’s  degree 
programs  in  Automotive 
Technology  as  a  junior. 
Both  of  those  programs 
are  heavily  recruited  by 
the  major  automotive 
manufacturers  and  part 
suppliers. 

VM:  Any  final  words? 

TR  Our  program  is  NA- 
TEF  Master  Accredited. 
This  means  that  we  have 
been  reviewed  by  an  out¬ 
side  team  and  certified 
as  having  the  facilities, 
equipment,  faculty  and 
administrative  support  to 
offer  our  students  high 
quality  and  current  train¬ 
ing  and  education. 
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In  a  city  full  of  bright 
lights,  a  man  drives  in 
darkness.  Solitude  is  the 
last  thing  you  would  expect 
to  find  in  New  York  City. 
This  is  the  story  of  a  man 
who  could  not  take  it  any¬ 
more.  A  man  who  refuses 
to  watch  the  scum  fill  the 
streets  as  people  just  walk 
on  by.  Travis  Bickle  mo¬ 
notonously  lurks  through 
the  grimy  streets  of  New 
York  City  in  his  cab  to  pick 
up  the  scum  he  despises. 
It's  a  cycle  that  builds  a 
dark  anger  and  rage  in¬ 
side  him  which  forms  his 
psychosis.  With  every  pas¬ 
senger  who  slides  into  his 
taxi,  his  anger  swells  and 
develops  a  broad  insanity 
that  deepens  his  loneliness. 

In  many  ways  Travis 
is  just  like  .the  rest  of  us. 
Loneliness  can  drive  peo¬ 
ple  to  extremes.  Isolation 
from  life  itself  can  be  mad¬ 
dening.  You’re  alive,  but 
not  living.  The  absence  of 
being  is  no  different  from 
death.  What  do  you  have 
to  lose  when  you  have  nev¬ 
er  lived?  Nothing.  This  is 
deeply  apart  of  Travis,  and 
it’s  what  drives  him  to  “re¬ 
ally  go  out  and  do  some¬ 
thing.”  Distraught  with 
the  sights  he  sees  on  a  dai¬ 
ly  basis,  he  strives  to  find 
a  purpose.  However,  Travis 
is  trapped  in  loneliness  and 
he  only  has  himself  to  con¬ 
fide  in. 

As  the  film  begins  we 
see  Travis  become  the  Taxi 
Driver.  Opting  for  nights, 
“anytime,  anywhere”  he  re¬ 
peats.  His  demeanor  and 
his  silence  portray  him  as 
somebody  who  has  a  root¬ 
ed  hatred.  As  time  goes  on 
Travis’s  mind  succumbs  to 
more  and  more  of  his  own 
insanity.  His  quest  for  a 
purpose  festers  into  some¬ 
thing  psychotic  and  he  be¬ 


gins  to  commit  himself  to 
a  more  sinister  ideology. 

Travis  has  reached  com¬ 
mitment.  He  makes  a  few 
calls  and  meeting  is  set  up. 
Travis  meets  a  gun  sales¬ 
man  in  a  hotel  room.  The 
salesman,  dressed  in  a  tai¬ 
lored  brown  suit  displays 
his  pistols  on  the  hotel 
bed.  The  meeting  ends  and 
Travis  buys  4  pistols  and 
returns  home  to  begin  his 
training. 

He  begins  to  weapon- 
ize  himself.  The  time  for 
action  is  dawning  on  his 
horizon  and  he  is  prepar¬ 
ing  for  nightfall.  He  pre¬ 
pares  his  weapons  along 
with  training  his  body. 
Travis’s  purpose  is  becom¬ 
ing  more  clear. 

As  he  drives  his  taxi 
around  the  day  he  stum¬ 
bles  upon  a  young  girl 
(Played  by  Jodie  Foster) 
he’s  seen  before.  He  gets 
out  a  finds  that  she's  a 
prostitute.  Here  he  discov¬ 
ers  her  name  is  Iris.  De¬ 
void  of  a  purpose  or  a  plan 
of  action,  Travis  volunteers 
himself  to  rescue  Iris  from 
the  hell  he  sees  her  in. 

Travis’s  plan  isn’t  re¬ 
vealed  until  he  acts  on  it. 
Assassinate  Palantine.  The 
camera  pans  the  crowd 
watching  Palantine  give 
his  speech  and  Travis  is  re¬ 
vealed  towards  the  back  of 
the  crowd.  He  has  shaved 
his  hair  into  a  mohawk, 
he  has  become  a  psycho. 
Looking  on,  clapping  for 
Palantine,  he  watches  and 
waits  until  he  gets  off 
stage.  Travis  rushes  while 
reaching  for  his  .44  but  is 
discovered  too  soon  and 
runs  for  it,  narrowly  es¬ 
caping.  His  plan  has  failed 
but  the  rage,  the  unspent 
purpose  remains.  Night 
falls  and  Travis  returns  to 
the  whorehouse  where  he

saw  Iris.  Insanity  pours 
onto  the  screen.  Travis  kills 
everyone  in  his  way  in  or¬ 
der  to  rescue  Iris  inside. 
The  ticking  time  bomb  has 
exploded.  It  is  over.  Travis 
Bickle  has  succeeded. 

Nobody  does  it  better 
than  Scorsese,  De  Niro, 
and  Schrader.  That  last 
name  might  sound  unfa¬ 
miliar  and  it’s  because  he 
stays  off  the  screen.  Paul 
Schrader,  the  writer  of  Taxi 
Driver  is  very  much  Travis 
himself.  While  writing 
the  script  for  Scorsese,  the 
writer  had  been  through 
some  traumatic  times. 
Newly  divorced  from  his 
wife,  he  spiraled  into  lone¬ 
liness.  Finishing  the  script 
in  under  a  month,  one 
could  speculate  the  emo¬ 
tions  of  those  events  trans¬ 
formed  into  the  emotions 
of  Taxi  Driver.  Loneliness, 
Isolation  and  an  inspi¬ 
ration  from  the  diaries 
of  Arthur  Bremer  all 
went  into  the  melting 
pot  that  Schrader 
forged  into  Taxi 
Driver.  Scors¬ 
ese  said  once 
while  talking 
about  Taxi 
Driver  that, 

“the  preci¬ 
sion  with 
which 
Schrad¬ 
er  was 
able  to 
create 
the 


character,  the  feeling,  the 
thoughts,  and  psycholog¬ 
ical  insight  of  this  char¬ 
acter  Travis  Bickle,  I  just 
identified  with  him.  We 
understood  how  he  felt.” 
Scorsese  confessed  that  he 
knew,  “Schrader  had  hit  a 
truth  with  the  audience.” 
“There  was  something 
that  touched  a  chord  with 
me.  I  felt  I  could  express 
that  through  the  visual 
interpretation  of  the  film, 
and  utilizing  the  key 
instrument.  The 
Voice.  The 
Actor.

A  man’s  niece  is  cap¬ 
tured  by  Co¬

ches  and  he  doesn’t  care 
how  many  he  needs  to  kill 
in  order  to  get  her  back. 
It’s  that  same  insanity  Tra¬ 
vis  has,  but  because  we 
sympathize  with  Tra¬ 
vis  we  stick  with  him 
for  awhile. 

The  scene  where 
Travis  looks  for  ad¬ 
vice  is  such  a  key 
scene.  It’s  the 
point  in  the 
film 


where  we  establish  a  larger 
sympathy  for  Travis,  but 
we  also  see  he’s  staring  to 
go  insane.  He  tries  to  look 
for  answers  from  “Wiz¬ 
ard”,  another  taxi  driver 
but  with  no  avail.  After 
admitting  that  “things 
got  me  down”  he  pauses 
and  spills  out  “I  just  want 
to  go  out  and  really...  re¬ 
ally,  really  do  something.” 
“Taxi  life  you  mean?” 
Wizard  says.  It’s  here  that 
you  realize  Travis  is  no 
longer  talking  to  Wiz¬ 
ard,  but  just  himself.  The 
quandaries  of  his  mind 
are  too  immense  for 
any  normal  man  to 
solve.  This  scene 
also  where 
Travis  finds 
his  purpose, 
he  knows 
it’s  evil 
but  it  is 


justice 


He 


only  one  who  will  act  when 
no  one  else  will.  When  ev¬ 
eryone  else  is  just  another 
one  of  them.  There  lies 
that  just  cause  again.  How 
far  are  we  as  an  audience, 
willing  to  let  him  take  it 
though?  There  is  a  charis¬ 
ma  to  Travis  we  hold,  but 
when  does  that  sympathy 
fade?  Where  do  we  as  an 
audience  draw  the  line  and 
say  we  can  no  longer  stand 
behind  Travis’s  cause? 

Another  to  keep  in  mind 
is  that  Travis  is  a  racist. 
You  can  feel  the  tension 
as  he  stares  at  the  black 
men  across  the  dinner. 
He  drops  an  Alka-Seltzer 
tab  into  his  water  and  he 
spaces  out  watching  the 
water  bubble.  Travis  is 
just  that,  bubbling  over, 
tired  of  the  things  he 
sees,  and  tired  of  seeing 
the  people  who  commit 
those  crimes.  Not  even 
five  minutes  later  Travis 
walks  out  with  Wizard  to 
talk  and  a  group  of  black 
men  walk  by.  Travis  stares 
at  the  leader  as  he  walks 
by  and  the  leader  stares 
back  The  camera  tracks 
each  character  and  slowly 
zooms  in  and  create  a  vis¬ 
ible  tension  between  the 
two.  Later  on  Travis  is  in 
a  convenience  store  when 
a  black  man  walks  in  and 
begins  to  rob  the  cashier 
at  gunpoint.  Travis  sneaks 
behind  him  and  shoots 
him.  There  is  hardly  any 
hesitation.  Travis  stands 
over  him  as  the  man 
lays  lifeless  on  ground, 
gun  still  in  hand  Travis 
pins  his  hand  to  ground 
with  his  foot.  The  ca¬ 
shier  says,  “he’ll  han¬ 
dle  it”  and  Travis  leaves. 
The  ending  shootout  was 
originally  intended  for 
Travis’  victims  to  be  black, 
but  Scorsese  along  with

Schrader  decided  it  would 
make  the  movie  into  a  rac¬ 
ist  kind  of  film.  The  film  is 
not  intended  to  be  racist, 
it’s  only  Travis’  character 
that  is  suppose  to  have  that 
racist  undertone. 

Travis’  obsession  with 
guns  and  his  superfluous 
use  of  violence  is  another 
way  we  as  Americans  iden¬ 
tify  with  him.  That  classic 
.44  Magnum,  which  spans 
almost  the  entire  length 
of  Travis’  midsection  has 
America  written  all  over  it. 
Travis’  final  scene  in  which 
he  kills  indiscriminately  is 
something  we  all  find  an 
entertaining  connection 
to.  We  as  Americans  crave 
that  violent  entertainment, 
and  Travis’  rampage  is  un¬ 
der  our  category. 

It’s  that  classic  mirror 
scene  that  is  the  key  to  it 
all  though.  ‘You  talking  to 
me?”  he  repeats  to  the  mir¬ 
ror.  The  camera  shifts  from 
watching  Travis  talk  to 
himself,  to  Travis  talking 
to  us.

Driving  back 
into  darkness  he  quick¬ 
ly  checks  his  mirror  as  if 
he  saw  something  behind 
him.  The  dream  begins 
again.  Travis’  insanity  has 
fueled  a  hatred  he  has  deep 
inside  him.  The  ticking 
time  bomb  has  reset.  It  all 
begins  again.  Travis  is  not 
finished  with  the  streets  of 
New  York.

"ABSTRACT"

When  we  talk  about  art, 
the  world  is  divided  into 
people  who  appreciate  it 
and  people  who  are  intim¬ 
idated  by  it.  This  creates  a 
certain  type  of  classism  - 
art  appreciation  has  been 
given  the  negative  con¬ 
notation  that  it’s  only  for 
people  who  are  talented 
and  have  been  educated 
by  its  history  and  princi¬ 
ples.  The  rift  becomes  even 
larger  as  piles  of  so-called 
“art  snobs”  make  people 
feel  humiliated  and  guilty 
for  not  understanding  a 
piece  of  art  right  away. 
That’s  why  many  people 
in  our  world  are  kept  in 
the  dark  from  the  gran¬ 
diose  experience  brought 
by  human  talent  and  cre¬ 
ation  through  design. 

Netflix’s  new  documen¬ 
tary  series  about  art  is  a 
misnomer  -  despite  the 


tide  “Abstract,”  the  show 
makes  art  accessible  and 
approachable  for  every¬ 
one.  The  show  spotlights 
eight  creative  minds  who 
are  at  the  height  of  their 
careers  and  are  pioneers  in 
their  chosen  fields.  From 
illustration  to  architec¬ 
ture  and  photography, 
each  episode  is  crafted 
differendy,  celebrating 
the  craft  of  each  artist  on 
screen  in  unique  ways. 

The  episodes  are  in¬ 
trospections  reflecting 
the  artists’  personalities: 

-  Christoph  Niemann’s 
quirky  and  brilliant  illus¬ 
trations, 

-  Tinker  Hatfield’s  inno¬ 
vative  approach  with  Nike 
shoes, 

-  Es  Devlin’s  transforma¬ 
tive  stage  designs, 

-  Bjarke  Ingels’  unconven¬ 
tional  ideas  on  architec¬ 


ture, 

-  Ralph  Gille’s 
bold  and  head¬ 
strong  automo¬ 
tive  designs, 

-  Paula  Scher’s  boisterous 
and  unapologetic  typogra¬ 
phies, 

-  Platon’s  ability  to  capture 
the  human  soul  in  his  pho¬ 
tographs,  and 

-  Ilse  Crawford’s  immac¬ 
ulate  and  tasteful  interiors. 

The  opening  sequence  of 
the  first  episode  alone  will 
get  you  hooked  right  away. 
The  art  of  Christoph  Nie¬ 
mann  is  presented  through 
animation  full  of  quirky 
delights.  An  illustration  of 
a  man  riding  a  bicycle  is 
drawn  on  a  car’s  window, 
making  it  look  as  if  there’s 
a  stick  figure  doing  laps  in 
the  traffic  as  it  moves  with 
the  car.  The  camera  then 
cuts  to  the  artist  on  his 


way  to  his  pristine  work¬ 
place,  echoing  MTV’s 
highly  underrated  show, 
“Cribs.”  Tasked  to  create  a 
virtual  reality  inspired  cov¬ 
er  for  the  New  Yorker,  he 
then  proceeds  to  sit  on  his 
desk,  with  a  pencil  in  hand, 
saying  “Art,  to  a  large  de¬ 
gree,  is  staring  on  paper.” 

There’s  a  rush  of  excite¬ 
ment  every  time  a  creator 
explains  his  thought  pro¬ 
cess  and  his  inspirations, 
and  Abstract  conveys  this 
really  well.  Being  an  art¬ 
ist  myself,  I  found  that 
one  fine  Christoph  Nie¬ 
mann  said  resonated  to  my 
core.  Even  though  I  work 
digitally,  a  huge  chunk 
of  my  time  is  spent  star¬ 


ing  at  a  blank  document 
—  be  it  for  designing  the 
newspaper  every  week  or 
creating  illustrations  and 
paintings.  I  spend  most  of 
my  time  racking  my  brain 
for  ideas  to  come  out  so 
that  the  single  dot  I  make 
transforms  into  intricate 
and  meaningful  work. 

Creative  or  not,  you’ll 
find  more  of  these  inti¬ 
mate  moments  from  the 
show  that  you  could  eas¬ 
ily  relate  to.  What  sets 
this  documentary  apart 
is  the  willingness  of  the 
artists  to  let  you  step  in¬ 
side  their  minds,  revealing 
their  vulnerabilities  and 
the  challenges  they  face 
with  each  idea,  sketch  and 


brush  stroke  they  make. 

Abstract  isn’t  just  for 
artists  or  people  who  as¬ 
pire  to  be  one  -  it’s  for 
everyone  who  wants  to 
celebrate  pure  design.  The 
show  not  only  gives  fresh 
insight,  but  it  also  famil¬ 
iarizes  the  viewers  with 
the  focus  applied  in  the 
creation  of  what  most  of 
us  take  for  granted.  The 
documentaries  help  the 
viewer  appreciate  not  only 
the  art  but  also  the  artist 
behind  the  work.  I  high¬ 
ly  recommend  this  doc¬ 
umentary  series  if  you’re 
looking  for  inspiration  or 
even  if  you  just  want  to 
take  a  look  at  the  world 
with  a  fresh  pair  of  eyes.

tion  from  $144  in-district 
and  $331  out-of-district 
to  $135  and  $322  respec¬ 
tively.  This  drop  in  price 
has  been  seen  by  the  com¬ 
munity-at-large  as  a  major 
success  in  cutting  back 
costs  and  lowering  the  fi¬ 
nancial  burden  on  both 
students  and  community 
members. 

Last  week,  the  board 
decided  to  freeze  tuition 
costs  and  property  taxes 
on  District  502  for  this 
upcoming  fiscal  year.  That 
sounds  wonderful  no  mat¬ 
ter  what  way  anyone  tries 
to  spin  the  story.  There  will 
be  no  layoffs.  Students  will 
still  have  access  to  core 
programs,  and  the  school 
will  have  an  operating 
budget  $8.5  million  less 
than  last  year. 

The  only  worrisome  part 
of  this  ordeal  is  that  this 
budget  has  the  expecta¬ 
tion  of  the  state  providing 
no  funds  throughout  the 
2017  fiscal  year.  Although 
COD  can  currently  handle 
that  sort  of  load  on  their 
finances,  schools  across  the 
state  have  been  facing  cut¬ 
backs  on  their  programs 
and  large  layoffs  at  schools 
like  Chicago  State  Univer¬ 
sity. 

COD’s  operating  budget 
usually  includes  about  $12 
million  in  state  funding. 
The  school  only  received 
$3.5  million  for  the  2016 
fiscal  year.  With  cutbacks 
coming  from  the  state, 
schools  are  expected  to 


take  large  funding  hits  as 
the  turmoil  in  Springfield 
politics  becomes  more 
poisonous  to  the  entire  Il¬ 
linois  population. 

Illinois’  budgetary  issues 
have  trickled  down  into 
everyone’s  lives  at  COD. 
We  must  realize  our  school 
isn’t  as  invulnerable  as  our 
surplus  may  make  us  out  to 
look.  We  can  take  a  hit,  but 
if  this  continues  for  too 
much  longer  then  every 
public  institution  across 
this  state  will  be  in  trouble. 

If  administrators  ever 
need  to  increase  tuition 
again,  do  not  hesitate.  This 
school  is  more  than  just  a 
second  chance  for  people 
who  failed  out  of  a  four- 
year  institution.  This  is  a 
school  where  ideas  are  met 
with  contradiction,  peo¬ 
ple  are  met  with  uncom¬ 
fortable  situations,  and 
teachers  are  challenged  to 
exceed  expectations.  This  is 
not  a  home  for  the  faint  of 
heart.  This  is  a  school  that 
truly  challenges  a  person 
to  grow  and  prosper. 

COD  is  an  institution 
that  provides  an  education 
for  everyone  across  a  spec¬ 
trum  of  different  back¬ 
grounds,  faiths  and  ide¬ 
ologies.  It’s  the  definition 
of  not  only  educational 
diversity  but  the  Ameri¬ 
can  dream.  We  are  willing 
to  pay  our  fair  share  of  the 
price  to  realize  that  dream. 
When  will  our  state  law¬ 
makers  stand  with  us  and 
do  the  same? 


The 
most 
import¬ 
ant  factor 
when  any  stu¬ 
dent  selects  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  as  their 
school  of  choice  is  the  cost 
of  tuition.  With  tuition 
prices  across  the  nation 
skyrocketing,  students  are 
stuck  paying  for  their  ed¬ 
ucation  at  an  aggressive 
price  point.  COD  provides 
a  backdoor  to  education 
by  providing  the  highest 
quality  instruction  with 
the  lowest  possible  cost. 

At  $135  per  credit  hour 
for  in-district  students, 
there’s  truly  no  other 
school  that  can  compete.  A 
full-time,  in-district  COD 
student  pays  anywhere 
from  $3,240  to  $4,050  for 


both 
Fall 
and  Spring 
semesters.  Compare  COD 
to  the  $25,000  cost  of  at¬ 
tendance  at  Northern  Illi¬ 
nois  University,  the  almost 
$30,000  cost  of  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Illinois  at  Chicago 
and  the  $31,000  cost  at 
University  of  Illinois  Ur- 
bana-Champaign,  it  be¬ 
comes  blaringly  clear  why 
students  choose  our  insti¬ 
tution. 

Cost  isn’t  the  only  factor 
students  consider.  If  that 


were 
the  case, 
we  would  all  be  look¬ 
ing  to  Joliet  Junior  College 
(JJC)  for  its  in-district 
tuition  of  $125  per  credit 
hour  or  any  other  com¬ 
munity  college  in  our  area 
with  a  lower  price  tag. 
COD  provides  university 
level  amenities,  which  oth¬ 
er  community  colleges  like 
JJC  don’t  have  the  ability 
to  offer,  such  as  an  18-acre 
natural  prairie  for  STEM 
students  and  top-notch 
facilities  for  specific  career 


paths 
like  the 
Culinary 
and  Hospitali¬ 
ty  Center  and  the 
Homeland  Security 
Education  Center. 
Through  providing 
these  programs,  COD 
has  become  a  beacon  of 
light  for  students’  wallets, 
not  only  in  DuPage  coun¬ 
ty,  but  across  the  globe 
as  a  pathway  to  their  ed¬ 
ucation.  Even  the  $322 
per-credit-hour  price  for 
out-of-district  students  is 
much  better  than  any  oth¬ 
er  public  institution  com¬ 
peting  in  the  global  market 
to  provide  an  American 
education. 

Over  the  past  two  years, 
the  COD  Board  of  Trust¬ 
ees,  led  by  Chairwoman 
Deanne  Mazzochi,  has 
progressively  lowered  tui¬

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Planned  Parenthood  and  the 
AHCA's  sprint:  Will  they  survive 
America's  health  care  marathon?

More  than  20  years  ago, 
Miranda  Shelton’s  par¬ 
ents  left  New  York  City’s 
booming  film  industry  for 
a  suburban  town  near  Los 
Angeles  to  start  a  family. 

This  move  resulted  into 
Miranda’s  birth.  Faced 
with  the  dilemma  of  not 
having  health  insurance, 
Planned  Parenthood  be¬ 
came  an  option  for  Shel¬ 
ton’s  pregnant  mom. 

“My  mother  was  famil¬ 
iar  with  them.  They  were 
her  only  source  of  health¬ 
care  for  many  years,”  said 
Shelton.  “The  doctor  called 
her  into  the  office  and  told 
her  the  news  that  she  was 
expecting. 

“Funnily  enough,  the 
doctor  was  expecting  my 
mom  to  be  upset  and 
handed  her  a  box  of  tissues 
preemptively.  My  mom 
was  elated  and  began  plan¬ 
ning  out  the  rest  of  her 
pregnancy  with  Planned 
Parenthood.” 

On  March  25,  the  Unit¬ 
ed  States  Congress  didn’t 
move  forward  with  its  at¬ 
tempt  to  repeal  and  replace 
the  Affordable  Care  Act 
(ACA),  a  health  care  law 
that  many  Planned  Par¬ 
enthood  patients  rely  on. 

About  16  years  later, 


Shelton  was  a  teenager 
and  had  a  pregnancy  scare. 
She  needed  an  access  to 
the  morning-after  pill.  At 
that  time,  California’s  law 
prohibited  the  sale  of  the 
drug  to  persons  under  the 
age  of  17. 

“So  without  hesita¬ 
tion,  my  first  thought  was 
Planned  Parenthood,” 
added  Shelton.  “I  remem¬ 
ber  I  went  with  one  of  my 
friends  during  lunch  peri¬ 
od,  and  once  I  got  to  the 
window  and  explained  my 
situation,  they  immediate¬ 
ly  wanted  to  help. 

“Not  only  did  they  give 
me  the  pill,  but  they  spent 
30  minutes  speaking  with 
me  about  how  the  pill 
would  work,  what  it  was 
doing,  how  my  body  would 
be  feeling,  and  what  to  ex¬ 
pect. 

“They  also  gave  me  free 
condoms  and  really  urged 
that  I  continue  to  have  safe 
sex  down  the  road.  They 
were  judgment  free.  They 
cared  about  what  had  hap¬ 
pened  to  me,  and  how  they 
could  help.  Even  when 
they  were  reminding  me  to 
stay  safe,  it  was  never  con¬ 
descending.” 

To  this  day,  Shelton 
mits  if  she  didn’t  have  a 


health  insurance,  Planned 
Parenthood  would  have 
remained  the  place  for  her 
care,  gynecological  or  oth¬ 
erwise. 

Unlike  Shelton,  who 
has  been  able  to  afford 
health  insurance,  millions 
of  women  nationally  still 
depend  on  the  Planned 
Parenthood  for  health  care 
assistance. 

Currently,  in  the  State  of 
Illinois,  Planned  Parent¬ 
hood  caters  to  the  need  of 
over  60,000  patients  at  16 
health  care  centers. 

Although  there  hasn’t 
been  a  line  item  in  the 
budget  that  says  “Funding 
for  Planned  Parenthood,” 
a  repeal  would  have  placed 
the  health  care  needs  of 
Illinois’  60,000  Planned 
Parenthood  patients  in 
jeopardy.  A  GOP-spon- 
sored  bill  titled  “American 
Health  Care  Act  of  2017 
”  called  for  a  big  cut  on 
Medicaid,  a  “Federal-State 
health  insurance  program 
for  low-income  and  needy 
people.” 

According  to  Julie  Lynn, 
Planned  Parenthood  of 
Illinois’  external  relations 
manager,  this  defunding 
meant  “Planned  Parent¬ 
hood  would  no  longer  re¬ 


ceive  Medicaid  reimburse¬ 
ments  for  care  provided 
to  Medicaid  patients.  In 
Illinois,  about  one-third 
of  the  patients  that  come 
to  our  health  centers  use 
Medicaid.  And  no,  these 
patients  can’t  just  go  some¬ 
where  else.” 

For  College  of  DuP- 
age’s  Feminist  Affiance, 
the  scare  that  these  reim¬ 
bursements  are  being  used 
to  fund  abortion  isn’t  true. 
Federal  law  makes  it  illegal 
to  use  federal  funding  for 
abortion  services. 

“The  funding  that  is  be¬ 
ing  cut  is  used  for  health 
screenings  like  mammo¬ 
grams  or  for  pregnancies 
to  make  sure  everything 
is  OK  with  the  baby  and 
the  mother,”  said  Alyssa 
Smith,  president  of  COD’s 
Feminist  Affiance.  “Ser¬ 
vices  for  transgender  peo¬ 
ple  are  also  being  cut,  and 
Planned  Parenthood  is  one 
of  the  only  safe  places  for 
transgendered  people. 

“Because  of  the  lack  of 
knowledge  and  misinfor¬ 
mation  spread  throughout 
the  U.S.  and  throughout 
the  world,  we  are  going  to 
lose  a  lot  of  people  when 
this  could  be  easily  pre¬ 
vented  with  actual  knowl¬ 


edge  and  not  alternative 
facts.” 

The  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  of  Illinois 
believes  the  AHCA  didn’t 
meet  the  legal  criteria  for  a 
sensitive  issue  like  health¬ 
care.  As  a  nonpartisan, 
nonprofit  organization,  it 
was  viewed  as  an  affront  to 
women  and  their  rights.  In 
their  opinion,  the  bill  went 
as  far  as  cutting  the  ACA’s 
guarantee  of  maternity 
care,  a  benefit  most  health 
plans  cover. 

“The  bill  slashed  Medic¬ 
aid  by  $880  billion,  kicking 
millions  off  of  Medicaid 
who  had  become  eligible 
in  2010  when  the  ACA 
allowed  single  low-in- 
come  adults,  many  of  them 
women,  access  to  health 
care,”  said  Mary  Dixon, 
health  justice  policy  direc¬ 
tor  at  ACLU  of  Illinois. 
“Low-income  pregnant 
women,  historic  beneficia¬ 
ries  of  Medicaid,  were  also 
losers  under  the  AHCA, 
since  reduced  federal 
Medicaid  funding  and  an 
altered  Medicaid  structure 
will  mean  fewer  services 
and  over  time,  and  states 
cannot  make  up  the  cost 
differential.” 

Barely  weeks  after  Re¬ 


publicans  didn’t  get  the 
required  number  of  votes 
for  President  Donald 
Trump’s-sponsored  health 
care  bill,  Vice  President 
Mike  Pence  broke  a  tie  to 
allow  states  to  block  fed¬ 
eral  money  for  clinics  that 
provide  abortion  services. 

States  that  have  more 
liberals  in  their  state  leg¬ 
islature  aren’t  immune 
from  threats  of  a  roll  back 
on  Planned  Parenthood 
funding.  For  example,  Il¬ 
linois  Representative  Peter 
Roskam  has  been  vocal 
about  Planned  Parent¬ 
hood  funding  and  averred 
he  would  have  supported 
the  AHCA  if  the  House 
would’ve  voted  on  the  bill. 

Roskam  aided  in  the  in¬ 
troduction  of  H.R.  3134,  a 
bill  proposed  in  2015  that 
had  the  sole  objective  to 
defund  Planned  Parent¬ 
hood.  He  remains  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Congressional 
Pro-Life  Caucus. 

As  the  filibuster  contin¬ 
ues  in  Congress,  a  health¬ 
care  bill  that  appeases 
citizens  from  differing 
political  and  ideological 
standpoints  is  far  from 
reaching  its  climax.

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Auditions,  preparations 
and  designing  for  college 
theater’s  second  spring 
show  -  “Girls  Like  That”  - 
have  left  an  unexpectedly 
lasting  impact  on  its  actors 
as  they  head  to  the  April  7 
opening. 

The  show  is  comprised 
of  14  students,  each  of 
whom  is  female.  Writ¬ 
ten  by  Evan  Placey,  the 
show  follows  a  group  of 
girls  from  their  childhood 
at  an  all-girls  Catholic 
school,  all  the  way  to  ma¬ 
turity.  Once  in  public  high 
school,  a  naked  photo  is 
circled  around  of  Scarlett. 
The  gossip  grows.  Rumors 
flood  Scarlett’s  life,  but  she 
chooses  to  remain  silent 
for  the  majority  of  the  in¬ 


cident.  This  causes  more 
lies  and  questions  to  grow. 
“Girls  Like  That”  rep¬ 
resents  a  huge  contempo¬ 
rary  issue  for  young  adults, 
explores  various  pressures 
being  put  upon  teens  and 
the  role  technology  is  now 
playing  in  life. 

The  show  is  unlike  a 
typical  play.  There  are  no 
characters.  There  is  no  ex¬ 
act  set.  Instead,  the  script 
is  comprised  of  lines,  per 
usual,  but  each  one  has  no 
label.  Due  to  this,  director 
Connie  Canaday  Howard 
was  required  to  go  through 
the  show  and  assign  lines, 
giving  actors  a  blank  slate. 

“It’s  different  than  any 
show  I’ve  been  in  because 
when  we  got  script  there 


wasn’t  anything  assigned,” 
said  student,  Koshie  Mills. 
“We  had  to  come  up  with 
our  own  character,  which 
was  a  great  freedom  for  me 
as  an  actor.” 

The  process  for  creating 
“Girls  Like  That”  was  a 
product  of  workshops  with 
young  people  in  London. 
The  show  was  original¬ 
ly  produced  in  2013.  The 
lines  and  incidences  are 
oftentimes  real  dialogue 
that  was  found  during  this 
work. 

Due  to  the  relevant  and 
personal  subject  matter, 
actors  have  found  them¬ 
selves  taking  the  show 
home  with  them  after  re¬ 
hearsals,  sometimes  even 
finding  themselves  af¬ 


fected  by  their  portrayal 
during  rehearsals. 

“Since  the  show  tells 
the  story  of  a  major  issue 
in  society,  it  hit  me  hard 
in  reflecting  on  personal 
things  from  my  past,”  said 
student  Riley  Skalski.  “In  a 
way,  the  show  helped  me 
work  through  old  prob¬ 
lems,  move  past  them,  and 
be  a  happier  person.” 

Skalski  finds  the  show 
to  be  a  mirror-image  of  her 
own,  being  a  previous  stu¬ 
dent  of  an  all-girls  school 
and  making  the  transition 
into  public  school.  She 
sees  the  bullying  of  Scar¬ 
lett  to  remind  her  of  more 
bitter  memories. 

“Sometimes  there  are 
stories  that  are  hard  to  tell, 


and  you  don’t  want  to  do 
it,"  continued  Skalski.  “But 
as  an  actor  that’s  your  job 
-  To  tell  the  story,  even  if 
it’s  hard,  because  it’s  nec¬ 
essary.” 

For  some,  it  appeared  to 
bring  back  painful  times. 
For  others,  it  was  a  need¬ 
ed  time  for  reflection  on 
themselves  today. 

“This  show  really  hits 
home  for  many  people,” 
said  student  Clare  Collins. 
“Whether  they  were  bul¬ 
bed  in  the  past,  or  the  bully. 
I  reahzed  after  portraying 
these  nasty  girls  that  I’ve 
actually  found  myself  act¬ 
ing  in  a  similar  way.  This 
show  honesdy  showed  me 
how  cruel  and  terrible  girls 
can  be.  It’s  made  me  more 


open  to  the  individuality 
and  differences  of  people.” 

“Girls  Like  That”  opens 
with  a  preview  and  post¬ 
show  discussion  on  Thurs¬ 
day,  April  6  in  the  Play¬ 
house  Theatre.  The  show 
opens  at  8  p.m.  on  Friday, 
April  7  and  runs  until 
Sunday,  April  16.  Tickets 
are  $12  for  students  and 
$14  for  the  pubbc. 

“I  think  now  more  than 
ever  folks  need  to  stand  up 
for  each  other  and  build 
each  other  up  rather  than 
tear  each  other  apart,”  said 
Colhns.  “’Girls  Like  That’ 
really  preaches  this  idea.”

Commissioned  by  God 

A  muted  napalm  strike  ravages  the  jungle  as  “The  End”  by 
The  Doors  is  the  soundtrack  to  hellfire.  Choppers  fly  by,  and 
a  paranoid  face  flashes  through  the  scene.  We  are  snapped 
into  his  reality.  We  see  Captain  Benjamin  L.  Willard  (played 
by  Martin  Sheen)  lay  alone  in  his  hotel  room  in  Saigon.  The 
whooping  slash  of  helicopter  blades  in  harmony  with  the  hotel 
room  fan  traps  him  in  a  mental  state  of  war. 

“When  I  was  here  and  I  wanted  to  be  there.  When  I  was 
there,  all  I  could  think  of  was  getting  back  into  the  jungle.” 

Willard  is  tortured  by  something  evil  inside  him.  He  drinks 
and  dances  as  he  loses  control  of  himself.  It  is  his  only  release 
from  the  life  he  despises.  As  the  next  day  begins,  we  see  why. 

Two  sergeants  bring  him  orders  for  a  mission,  and  escort 
Willard  to  General  Corman’s  quarters.  As  Willard  introduces 
himself,  it’s  here  where  we  discover  why  he  feels  so  tortured; 
he’s  an  assassin.  As  Corman  explains  the  details  of  the  mission, 
he  reveals  that  he  isn’t  killing  a  Vietcong;  he’s  killing  one  of 
their  own  -  Col.Walter  E.  Kurtz  (Played  by  Marlon  Brando). 

Corman  explains  that  after  Kurtz  had  joined  the  special 
forces,  his  ideas  had  become  “unsound,”  and  that  “he  has  very 
obviously  gone  insane.”  Col.  Lucas  (Played  by  Harrison  Ford) 
goes  on  to  explain  that  “Now  he’s  crossed  into  Cambodia  with 
his  Montagnard  army  of  his  that  worship  the  man  like  a  god. 
And  follow  every  order,  however  ridiculous.”  Kurtz  has  become 
a  leader  of  an  insane  ideology,  and  it’s  Willard’s  mission  to  as¬ 
sassinate  him. 

Willard  despises  who  he  is,  but  he  must  act  on  it.  It  is  his  soul 
purpose.  It  may  be  a  curse  but  there  is  no  place  for  him  any¬ 
where  else  but  Vietnam.  He  is  an  Angel  of  Death,  and  he  must 
accept  his  god  given  task  from  God  himself,  General  Corman. 
He  is  an  assassin  amongst  the  thick  groves  and  winding  rivers 
of  Southern  Asia.  His  only  purpose  now  is  to  purge  the  insanity 
deep  from  within  the  Heart  of  Darkness. 


Kilgore 


Willard  later  links  up  with  his  team  in  a  small 
navy  patrol  boat  to  reach  a  massive  offensive  led 
by  Lt.  Col.  Bill  Kilgore  (Played  by  Robert  Du¬ 
vall).  They  arrive  to  find  that  an  entire  village  is 
being  wiped  out.  There  is  absolutely  no  competi¬ 
tion.  Kilgore’s  army  rolls  over  them  like  a  steam¬ 
roller  with  absolute  ease.  The  next  day  Kilgore 
and  his  army  take  to  the  skies  and  destroy  yet 
another  village,  all  in  the  name  to  find  a  great 
place  to  surf.  Kilgore  has  no  problem  risking  his 
men’s  fives  to  reach  a  goal,  and  it’s  because  he  has 
no  fear  that  he  won’t  win. 

Watching  the  action  he  unleashes  is  absolute¬ 
ly  incredible.  The  explosions,  the  choppers,  the 
napalm,  it’s  American  masculinity  in  a  nutshell. 
Kilgore’s  loyal  soldiers  feed  off  of  that  energy 
and  they  worship  him  like  a  god.  They  would  do 
anything  for  him.  Sound  familiar?  Yes,  that  same 
god-like  insanity  is  not  just  limited  to  Kilgore, 
but  to  Kurtz  as  well.  It’s  most  certainly  two  dif¬ 
ferent  types  of  insanity,  but  insanity  nonetheless. 
While  Kilgore’s  army  is  addicted  to  winning 
and  testosterone,  Kurtz’s  army  is  addicted  to  his 
darkness,  insanity  and  power. 


The  saying  “War  is  Hell,”  has 
never  been  more  true  than  in 
Apocalypse  Now.  The  true  fra¬ 
gility  of  a  man’s  mind  is  tested 
in  the  thick  jungles  of  Vietnam. 
However,  in  this  film  it  isn’t  the 
enemy  where  the  horror  lies, 
but  hell  itself,  and  the  river  that 
leads  to  it.  The  longer  our  pro¬ 
tagonist  floats  along  the  river, 
the  more  horror  he  discovers. 
This  is  a  journey  truly  of  super¬ 
natural  insanity,  and  it  all  leads 
into  the  Heart  of  Darkness.  It 
is  Hell  on  Earth,  and  home  to 
Satan  himself  -  Colonel  Walter 
E.  Kurtz. 
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The  Bunnies 

After  Kilgore’s  massacre,  Willard  and  the  crew  leave 
and  travel  up  river.  They  soon  stumble  upon  a  military 
base,  but  a  very  different  base.  There’s  an  amphithe¬ 
ater  covered  in  bright  lights  being  readied  by  some 
army  men.  The  crew  learns  that  Playboy  Playmates 
are  being  flown  in  to  entertain  the  hard  working  sol¬ 
diers  of  America.  The  massive  crowd  of  wild  military 
men  gather  in  the  amphitheater  and  wait  as  a  piece 
of  home  is  flown  down  in  a  helicopter.  The  Bunnies 
jump  out,  and  the  men  go  crazy.  This  is  the  last  piece 
of  home. 

This  scene  is  the  halfway  mark  in  the  movie,  and  it's 
the  cliff  that  leads  into  hell.  Before  this  scene,  there 
has  been  bits  and  pieces  of  home  everywhere.  Kilgo¬ 
re  is  a  caricature  of  the  classic  American  cowboy,  and 
before  that  Willard  had  always  been  in  U.S.-held  ter¬ 
ritory.  However,  after  this  point  there  is  no  more.  This 
is  the  peak  for  Willard,  and  the  Playmates  represent 
the  farewell  from  home.  Willard  is  going  all  the  way, 
and  he's  taking  the  crew  with  him. 
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In  horror  and  insanity, 

an  angel  of  death 
murders  Satan 


Do  Lung:  Purgatory 

Willard’s  journey  becomes  more  insane  the  further 
up  the  river  he  travels.  Less  and  less  U.S.  territory 
is  held  and  Charlie  starts  to  hold  the  upper  hand. 
The  crew  makes  it  to  the  Do  Lung  bridge  to  find  the 
Commanding  Officer,  and  gather  any  information 
they  can.  Do  Lung  is  the  northernmost  U.S.  base. 
It  is  destroyed  every  night  and  rebuilt  every  morn¬ 
ing.  The  men  here  he  in  purgatory,  the  resting  place 
between  reality  and  hell.  Every  soldier  at  Do  Lung 
is  shellshocked.  When  Willard  and  the  crew  slow¬ 
ly  pass  by  on  the  river,  soldiers  jump  in  the  water 
and  beg  for  mercy  and  plead  for  an  escape  from  Do 
Lung.  They  are  forgotten  men  in  a  forgotten  place. 
They  know  that  they  are  already  dead. 

The  crew  anchors  the  boat,  and  Willard  goes  off 
to  find  the  C.O..  Willard  finds  a  man  shooting  a 
.50  cal  furiously  into  the  pitch  black  forest.  Howev¬ 
er,  he  has  no  luck  as  Charlie  keeps  screaming  to  his 
friends.  “Get  the  Roach”  the  machine  gunner  yells 
to  his  friend.  He  goes  off  and  wakes  a  man  sleeping 
with  a  grenade  launcher.  The  man  slowly  wakes  and 
turns  off  the  manic  Jimi  Hendrix  music  blaring  on 
a  cassette  player.  He’s  stoic,  but  he  takes  aim  in  the 
sky  and  fires.  An  explosion  goes  off,  and  the  scream 
stops.  Willard  breaks  the  silence  and  asks,  “Hey  sol¬ 
dier,  do  you  know  who's  in  command  here?”  Roach 
replies,  “Yeah,”  and  he  walks  away.  Willard  leaves 
and  goes  back  down  to  the  boat.  He  says,  “There’s  no 
fucking  CO  here,”  and  the  crew  leave  Do  Lung  and 
travel  up  river. 
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The  Heart  of  Darkness 

Past  Do  Lung,  the  crew  follows  the  river  until  they  finally  reach 
the  end.  It’s  completely  silent,  an  ancient  temple  awaits  along  with 
Kurtz’s  army.  Hundreds  of  natives,  painted  in  white  stand  silently 
in  canoes  as  Willard  and  the  remaining  crew  slowly  dock.  Nobody 
says  a  word.  The  natives  open  a  hole  for  them  to  pass  through,  and 
the  crew  anchors  the  boat  at  the  entrance  of  the  temple.  To  their 
surprise,  an  American  follower  greets  them  and  explains  that  Kurtz 
has  been  waiting  for  Willard.  The  time  has  come,  and  Willard  goes 
to  meet  Kurtz.  Everything  has  led  to  this  moment. 

Silhouetted  in  darkness,  Kurtz  already  knows  who  Willard  is  and 
why  he’s  there.  As  the  two  converse,  Kurtz  seems  to  know  just  as 
much  about  Willard  as  he  does  about  Kurtz.  There  is  something  of 
a  higher  being  within  the  temple  and  it  is  Kurtz  himself.  His  insan¬ 
ity,  his  darkness  within,  has  granted  him  ownership  over  the  Heart 
of  Darkness.  A  state  of  mind,  an  evil  enlightenment.  An  evil  so 
brilliant  that  God  himself  sent  his  own  Angel  of  Death  to  destroy 
it.  Kurtz  has  become  Satan  and  he  rules  over  the  children  who  fol¬ 
low  him.  He  need  not  to  explain,  they  follow  because  they  already 
know.  Kurtz  is  the  holder  of  the  Heart  of  Darkness,  he  is  the  Heart 
of  Darkness.  However  even  with  the  power  he  holds,  he  accepts  his 
incoming  fate  from  Willard.  Whether  he  wants  escape  the  clutches 
of  his  own  insane  mind,  or  simply  just  accepts  destiny,  it  will  never 
be  known.  Day  turns  to  night  and  the  children  begin  to  ritual  in 
front  of  the  temple.  Willard  is  covered  in  war  paint,  he  marches  to 
Kurtz  and  cuts  him  down.  “The  End”  by  The  Doors  begins  to  play 
again  as  Willard  hacks  Kurtz  to  Death.  Kurtz’s  final  words,  “The 
Horror...  The  Horror.”  echo  to  Willard  and  now  what  was  once 
Kurtz  is  now  Willard.  He  has  adopted  the  Heart  of  Darkness  in 
the  killing  of  Satan.  Before  he  leaves,  Willard  looks  through  Kurtz’s 
notes  and  finds  a  page  with  the  sentence  written  in  red,  “Drop  the 
Bomb!  Exterminate  them  all!” 

He  exits  the  temple  to  see  the  army  staring  at  him,  observing 
their  new  leader.  Willard  drops  the  bloodied  ax  and  the  army  drops 
all  of  their  weapons  in  response.  Finally  finished  with  his  purpose, 
Willard  leaves  with  his  last  remaining  crew  mate  and  gets  back 
onto  the  boat.

We  are  one  vote  away 
from  you  having  the 
ability  to  purchase  your 
neighbor’s  internet  brows¬ 
ing  history  in  the  United 
States.  Riding  the  party 
line,  Republicans  have 
swept  a  bill  through  Con¬ 
gress  that  will  allow  in¬ 
ternet  service  providers 
(ISPs)  to  sell  their  client’s 
private  information  to 
third  parties  and  adver¬ 
tisers. 

Based  on  how  President 
Donald  Trump  wants  to 
slash  the  proverbial  red 
tape  in  business  regula¬ 
tion  to  increase  economic 
productivity,  he  will  sign 
this  into  law.  With  this, 
every  American  will  lose 
yet  another  slice  of  our 
privacy  as  ISPs  both  sell 
our  information  and  get 
another  option  to  gouge 
money  out  of  consumers 
by  selling  premium  plans 
that  prevent  your  infor¬ 
mation  from  being  sold  to 
third  parties. 

AT&T  attempted  to  do 
this  before  the  FCC  reg¬ 
ulated  how  ISPs  can  treat 
private  information,  such 
as  browser  history.

This  would  have 
dismantled  websites  such 
as  Google,  Reddit,  Face- 
book  or  any  other  popu¬ 
lar  website  where  a  user 
has  the  ability  to  discuss 
something  like  torrenting. 
Both  bills  were  shot  down 
before  they  could  make  it 
to  the  main  voting  floor. 

With  this  new  legis¬ 
lation  inevitably  being 
put  through  the  printing 
presses  and  into  law  books, 
it  is  yet  another  reminder 
why  we  must  arm  our¬ 
selves  with  information. 
This  bill  could  have  been 
stopped  if  people  knew 
its  existence.  Instead,  it 
was  streamlined  through 
Congress  and  is  now  on 
Trump’s  gold-plated  desk. 
Our  lawmakers  were 
bought  out,  and  this  will 
keep  happening  until  cit¬ 
izens  are  able  to  stand  up 
for  their  rights  and  call 
their  congressmen  and 
women  about  the  issues 
that  matter  to  them  and 
their  local  community. 

We  may  have  lost 
this  battle,  but  the 
war  for  our  privacy 
and  freedom  is 
far  from  fin¬ 
ished.

G&A  Elections  spotlight:  Meet  Dan  Markwell,  the  de  facto  2nd  StudentTrustee

A  total  of  44,037  vot¬ 
ers  from  across  Cook  and 
DuPage  Counties  vot¬ 
ed  for  Dan  Markwell,  a 
23 -year-old  student  here 
at  the  College  of  DuP¬ 
age  in  the  April  4  trustees 
election.  A  total  of  125,85 1 
persons  voted,  giving 
Markwell  34.99  percent  of 
the  ballots.  After  the  elec¬ 
tions,  the  Courier  reached 
out  to  Marwell  to  have  a 
feel  for  some  of  the  things 
he  wants  to  accomplish 
during  his  time  on  the 
board  of  trustee.  Here's 
how  it  went: 

Vandy  Manyeh:  How 
do  you  see  tout  role  as  a 
member  of  the  BOT  and 
a  student  of  the  C  ollege  of 
DuPage? 

I  see  my 

role  as  adding  the  students' 
perspective  to  the  board 
discussion  and  to  advo¬ 
cate  on  behalf  of  student 
needs.  I  also  believe  it  will 
help  keep  me  focused  on 
the  real  goal  of  our  college: 
providing  high-quality  ed¬ 
ucation  to  our  students. 

VM:  Why  do  you  think 


we  need  mope  Sul? -  time 
teachers  and  faculty  mem¬ 
bers  at  the  college? 

Having  more  full¬ 
time  teachers  is  important 
because  it  gives  students 
easier  access  to  their  in¬ 
structor  via  office  hours 
and  gives  teachers  peace 
of  mind  to  focus  on  their 
students,  rather  than  on 
making  ends  meet  for  their 
families.  I  would  like  to  see 
adjunct  faculty  more  in¬ 
vested  in  the  college,  both 
financially  and  time-wise, 
to  allow  them  the  same  fo¬ 
cus.  Teachers  are  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  education,  which 
is  itself  the  foundation  of 
our  society. 

VM:  Do  you  think  it  is 
right  to  build  a  bridge  be¬ 
tween  the  HSC  and  the 
TEC  right  now  with  the 
struggle  for  the  college  to 
have  a  balanced  budget? 

Given  the  state  of 
the  college's  reserve  fund,  I 
believe  building  the  bridge 
is  reasonable  at  this  time. 
Revenues  are  down  at  the 
college,  due  to  a  drop  in 
enrollment,  but  we  are  in 


are  stable  financial  posi¬ 
tion,  and  I  think  the  en¬ 
rollment  drop  is  a  tempo¬ 
rary  setback  that  we  will 
overcome  in  the  coming 
years.  The  bridge  would 
not  only  be  of  service  to 
students  during  peak  traf¬ 
fic  hours  and  poor  weather, 
but  it  would  also  make  it 
much  easier  for  students, 
staff  and  community 
members  with  disabilities 
to  cross  Lambert  road. 

VM::  You  haw  an  inter¬ 
est  in  pushing  the  college 
to  haw  food  service  in  the 
TEC.  Whe  is  that  so  im¬ 
portant  to  students  who 
have  classes  in  the  TEC? 

I  don't  think  there 
is  much  argument  that 
eating  is  healthy  and  that 
students  perform  better 
on  a  full  stomach  than  an 
empty  one.  It  can  be  very 
difficult  for  students,  and 
even  staff,  to  find  time  to 
eat  in  between  classes;  es¬ 
pecially  if  they  lack  their 
own  car  on  campus.  Ex¬ 
panding  food  service  can 
make  it  easier  for  those 
students. 

VM:  What  problems  at 
satellite  campuses  do  vou 
think  your  ascendency  to 
the  BOT  will  solve? 

I  think  the  college 
needs  to  look  at  expand¬ 
ing  programs  offered  at 
the  satellite  campuses,  to 
allow  more  students  with 
their  own  car,  or  with  busy 
schedules,  to  be  able  to 
take  courses  required  for 
their  degrees.  I  think  the 
biggest  problem  with  the 
satellite  campuses  is  the 
public's  lack  of  knowledge 
about  the  facilities  and 
what  courses  can  be  taken 
there.  To  that  end,  I  hope 
to  assist  other  members 


of  the  board  in  increas¬ 
ing  the  public's  awareness 
and  familiarity  with  all 
of  the  college's  campuses 
throughout  the  county. 

VM:  Whr  do  tou  think 
the  student  trustee  should 
have  a  binding  vote  on  the 
BOT?  Don’t  you  sense  any 
conflict  of  interest  thcte? 

I  believe  that  all 
constituencies  should  have 
a  voice  and  a  vote.  The 
student  trustee  offers  the 
student  body  a  voice,  but 
not  a  vote  that  is  counted. 
Part  of  it  is  straight  out  of 
the  history  books:  taxation 
without  representation. 
Currently,  the  student  tui¬ 
tion  comprises  almost  half 
of  the  revenues  generated 
by  the  college,  yet  there  is 
only  one  student  trustee, 
now  two,  on  a  board  of 
eight.  Now,  I  do  not  think 
that  the  current  board,  or 
any  past  board,  has  held  or 
acted  with  malice  towards 
the  student  body,  but  I  do 
believe  the  student  body 
should  have  at  least  the 
one  permanent  vote  on  the 
board.  As  far  as  conflict  of 
interest  goes,  I  think  any 
student  trustee  has  the  ex¬ 
act  opposite:  every  student 
has  a  vested  interest  in  see¬ 
ing  the  college  improved 
and  successful,  as  that  di- 
reedy  impacts  their  ability 
to  transfer  to  another  uni¬ 
versity  or  find  a  job  after 
graduating.  The  only  time 
I  could  see  a  conflict  would 
be  in  regards  to  the  tuition 
rate,  as  I  doubt  any  student 
would  ever  advocate  for 
raising  tuition  costs.  That 
being  said,  the  students 
would  only  have  that  sin¬ 
gle  vote  (unless  students 
like  myself  run  and  are 
elected  to  multiple  posi¬ 
tions  on  the  board),  and 
I  believe  any  student  who 


puts  in  the  time  and  ener¬ 
gy  to  be  the  student  trustee 
would  recognize  the  need 
to  think  larger  than  them¬ 
selves  and  do  what  is  best 
for  the  college. 

VM:  What  plans  do 
you  have-  to  help  the  col¬ 
lege  settle  its  accreditation 
problems  with  the  HLC  as 
soon  as  possible? 

I  plan  to  assist  the 
board  with  implementing 
several  new  policies  that 
aim  to  improve  oversight 
and  transparency  at  the 
college.  I  also  think  it  will 
be  necessary  for  the  board 
to  continue  to  work  to 
make  themselves  and  the 
college's  administration 
more  transparent,  and  look 
forward  to  working  with 
the  board  to  that  end.  I 
look  forward  to  hearing 
about  the  HLC's  upcom¬ 
ing  visit  to  the  college,  and 
to  work  with  my  fellow 
trustees  to  follow  any  ad¬ 
ditional  guidelines  or  rec¬ 
ommendations  the  HLC 
gives  us. 

VM:  Some  members  of 
the  current  BOT  didn't 
endorse  your  candidacy  to 
run  for  a  trustee  position. 
How  open  are  yon  to  work 
with  these  board  members 
after  your  induction? 

Elections  are  elec¬ 
tions:  we  all  have  people 
we  want  to  win.  The  cam¬ 
paign  for  COD  trustee  was 
remarkably  positive  and 
issue-oriented,  especially 
compared  to  some  of  the 
past  decade's  more  con¬ 
tentious  races.  1  am  com¬ 
pletely  open  to  working 
with  the  other  members  of 
the  board,  many  of  whom 
I  have  spoken  with  since 
the  election  and  shared  my 
desire  to  put  politics  and 


personalities  aside  so  that 
we  can  work  together  to 
help  the  college. 

VM:  MTiat  issues  would 
vou  like  to  see  resolved  as  a 
member  of  the  BOT? 

DM:  I  want  to  see  the 
HLC  restore  full  accred¬ 
itation  to  the  college,  first 
and  foremost.  I  would 
also  like  to  see  the  19  rec¬ 
ommendations  from  the 
auditor  general  imple¬ 
mented,  which  really  goes 
hand-in-hand  with  the 
HLC  situation.  Both  are 
focused  on  the  transparen¬ 
cy  of  the  board.  In  a  more 
long-term  sense,  I  want  to 
see  the  student  completion 
rate  at  COD  increase,  as 
well  as  enrollment  overall; 
both  are  clear  measure¬ 
ments  of  the  success  of  the 
college,  and  I  look  forward 
to  working  with  the  entire 
administration,  board  and 
staff  of  the  college  togeth¬ 
er  to  get  more  students 
to  come  to  COD  and  to 
graduate  from  COD. 

VM:  \\  hat  should  the 
college  expect  from  vou 
for  die  next  six  years? 

The  college  should 
expect  every  trustee  to  de¬ 
vote  their  time,  energy  and 
focus  upon  the  college. 
Trustees  should  be  expect¬ 
ed  to  show  up  to  meetings, 
to  make  themselves  in¬ 
formed  of  the  state  of  the 
college  and  the  issues  fac¬ 
ing  it,  and  to  work  with  an 
open  mind  with  the  other 
trustees  to  ensure  the  con¬ 
tinued  prosperity  and  suc¬ 
cess  of  College  of  DuPage. 
That  is  what  I  believe  the 
trustees  are  elected  to  do, 
and  that  is  what  I  plan  to 
spend  the  next  six  years 
doing  as  trustee  at  COD. 
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Twenty-two  awards.  At  this  year’s  statewide 
journalism  competition  under  the  Illinois  Com¬ 
munity  College  Journalism  Association,  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  Courier  student  newspaper  took 
home  six  first  place  awards  under  categories 
from  the  quality  of  our  website  to  news  writing 
to  the  ever-evolving  page  design  brought  to  you 
by  our  local  Picasso,  Joseph  Molino.  On  top  of 
these  top  placements,  we  also  scored  awards 
for  photography,  headline  writing  and  multime¬ 
dia  journalism.  We  were  the  runner-up  organi¬ 
zation  for  the  top  prize  at  this  competition,  the 
General  Excellence  award,  and  will  be  looking 
to  take  that  prize  next  year  as  we  keep  evolving.

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Transforming  the  South 
Side  through  color 

Amanda  Williams  to  round-up 
COD's  spring  Visiting  Artist  series 
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Through  artist  Amanda 
Williams’  eyes,  colors  take 
on  a  whole  new  meaning. 
They’re  not  just  primary, 
secondary  or  tertiary.  Yel¬ 
low  isn’t  happiness.  Red 
isn’t  passion.  Black  isn’t 
hopeless.  Instead,  the  2014 
Stan  3Arts  Lipkin  8c  Eve¬ 
lyn  Appell  Lipkin  Award¬ 
ee,  Cornell  University 
graduate  and  future  Muse¬ 
um  of  Contemporary  Art 
in  Chicago  (MCA)  exhib¬ 
itor  connects  color  with 
privilege,  poverty,  gentrifi- 
cation  and  more. 

In  Williams’  Color(ed) 
Theory  series,  the  artist  has 
splashed  South  Side  com¬ 
munities,  where  she  grew 
up  in  the  Auburn  Gresh¬ 
am  neighborhood,  with 
bright  colors  that  contrast 
their  environments.  Wil¬ 
liams  does  this  through  the 
discovery  of  abandoned 
homes,  taking  their  once 
broken  and  graffiti-cov¬ 
ered  exteriors  and  turning 
them  into  simple  marvels. 

“This  palette  combines 
my  Ivy  League  academ¬ 
ic  training  as  an  architect 
with  my  lived  sensibility  as 
a  South  Side  native,”  said 
Williams’  in  a  2016  in¬ 
terview  with  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts. 


“I’m  working  on  a  system 
that  imagines  artful  ways 
to  construct  new  narratives 
about  zero  value  land¬ 
scapes  that  will  allow  them 
to  shed  an  identity  of  vic¬ 
tim  and  embrace  instead 
the  role  of  active  protago- 
mst. 

The  palette  includes 
Harold’s  Chicken  Shack: 
a  bright  red.  Newport  100/ 
Loose  squares:  a  dull  teal. 
Ultrasheen:  a  bright  tur¬ 
quoise.  Pink  Oil  Moistur¬ 
izer:  a  baby  pink. 

“Color  as  both  a  medi¬ 
um  and  a  social  construct 
is  the  subject  that  fuels 
much  of  my  work,”  ex¬ 
plained  Williams’  in  an 
interview  with  the  Couri¬ 
er.  “This  double  reading  of 
color  and  its  intersection 
with  urban  space  is  evi¬ 
dent  in  much  of  my  recent 
work.” 

The  color  takes  over 
every  inch  of  these  build¬ 
ings.  Windows,  pillars, 
stairs  and  porches  take  on 
a  new  life  after  Williams’ 
work  has  touched  them. 
These  colors  come  from  a 
self-created  scheme  that 
connect  the  life  and  cul¬ 
ture  of  the  South  Side  to 
different  issues. 

Color(ed)  Theory  has 


been  presented  in  many 
different  ways  at  several 
galleries  over  the  past  four 
years  such  as  Columbia 
College  Chicago,  U1C, 
The  Silverroom  Gallery 
and  the  Hyde  Park  Art 
Center.  Most  recently,  it 
will  be  exhibited  at  the 
MCA  beginning  in  July  of 
this  year  until  December. 

Installation  is  not  the 
only  style  Williams  works 
in.  The  artist  initially  at¬ 
tended  Cornell  University 
for  architecture,  taking  nu¬ 
merous  studio  art  courses 
before  she  even  considered 
turning  her  career  towards 
art. 

Williams’  oil  and  mixed 
media  paintings  reflect  a 
tormented,  emotional  side 
with  some  containing  al¬ 
lusions  to  the  South  Side. 
Others,  such  as  her  2006 
work,  “The  Ordeal”  leave 
more  questions  unan¬ 
swered.  The  canvas  softly 
reads,  “At  times  my  going 
forward  feels  like  retreat,” 
as  it  is  covered  with  reds, 
yellows,  blues  and  gives 
you  the  sense  of  a  deep, 
internal  war  that  is  human 
and  understandable. 

More  of  Williams’  art, 
such  as  her  mapping,  may 
be  viewed  at  awgallery.

When  asked  about  her 
favorite  medium  to  work 
in,  Williams  laughs  and 
connects  it  to  having  chil¬ 
dren,  and  its  impossibility 
of  choosing  a  favorite. 

Currently,  Williams  is 
a  part  of  the  multidisci¬ 
plinary  Exhibition  Design 
team  for  the  Obama  Pres¬ 
idential  Center  in  Chica¬ 
go,  an  adjunct  professor 
at  the  Illinois  Institute  of 
Technology,  and  resides  in 
Bronzeville. 

Williams  will  be  visiting 
the  college  from  11  a.m.  to 
11:50  on  April  9  in  MAC 
205  to  lecture  as  a  part  of 
the  Visiting  Artist  series. 
The  event  is  free  and  open 
to  the  public. 

“Students  can  look  for¬ 
ward  to  seeing  and  hearing 
a  lecture  about  my  very 
process-driven  and  hap¬ 
tic  artistic  practice,”  said 
Williams.  “I  will  present  a 
series  of  projects  that  show 
a  variety  of  ways  I’m  ex¬ 
ploring  questions  of  race 
and  space;  how  they  man¬ 
ifest  visually,  but  also  how 
I  continue  to  use  my  prac¬ 
tice  to  ask  more  refined 
questions  of  myself  instead 
of  trying  to  use  the  work  to 
posit  answers."

The  rise  and  fall  of  Jake 
La  Motta  is  pure  poet¬ 
ry.  Filmed  beautifully  in 
black  and  white,  Scorsese 
and  his  long  time  Direc¬ 
tor  of  Photography,  Mi¬ 
chael  Chapman  portray 
La  Motta’s  story  perfecdy. 
Anger  and  brutality  com¬ 
bine  with  love  and  triumph 
to  make  Raging  Bull  into 
a  masterpiece  of  beautiful 
storytelling.  This  true  sto¬ 
ry  is  as  inspirational  as  it 
is  heartbreaking,  but  that 
heartbreak  never  comes  as 
a  surprise. 

Before  the  film  even 
starts  we  begin  to  see  it’s 
end.  La  Motta,  played  by 
an  obese  Robert  De  Niro 
recites  lines  to  himself  in 
an  empty  dressing  room. 
De  Niro  is  almost  un¬ 
recognizable,  the  actor  fa¬ 
mously  gained  60  pounds 
to  play  the  ending  part  of 
his  role.  De  Niro’s  perfor¬ 
mance  as  Jake  La  Motta 
is  exemplary,  the  devotion 
he  had  to  this  character 
alone  is  stunning,  but  that 
in  combination  with  his 
classic  acting  makes  for  a 
surreal  portrayal.  La  Mot¬ 
ta’s  lines  end  and  the  words 
“Jake  La  Motta  1964”  ap¬ 
pear  below  him,  the  cam¬ 
era  cuts  and  it’s  La  Motta 
in  the  middle  of  a  boxing 
match.  He’s  in  incredible 
shape,  the  words  “Jake  La 


Motta  1941”  appear  just 
like  they  did  before,  La 
Motta’s  story  begins  again. 

The  Bronx,  New  York 
City  1941.  La  Motta’s  life 
is  split  in  half.  One  devot¬ 
ed  to  being  an  unbreakable 
boxer,  the  other  to  being  a 
lousy  human  being.  He’s 
demanding  and  vexatious, 
especially  with  his  wife. 
The  two  scream  and  fight 
in  classic  Bronx  style;  loud 
and  with  a  thick  accent. 
1941  was  a  different  time 
and  men  hitting  wom¬ 
en  was  common,  Jake  is 
no  uncommon  man  to 
his  wife.  He  posses  this 
massive  amount  of  power 
that  even  make  men  run 
from  him.  He  uses  it  to  his 
advantage  regularly  and 
bullies  almost  everyone 
he  knows.  Including  his 
brother  Joey  (played  by  Joe 
Pesci)  who  also  happens  to 
be  his  manager. 

The  two  brothers  spend 
a  lot  of  their  time  togeth¬ 
er  and  eventually  go  to 
the  local  pool  where  Jake 
spots  a  girl  he  likes.  The 
two  meet  each  other  and 
their  relationship  takes  off 
quickly.  The  film  doesn't 
hesitate  at  all  and  no  more 
than  10  minutes  in  screen 
time  after  they  met  they're 
together.  It  isn't  ever  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  film  but  Jake 
has  obviously  left  his  wife 


for  this  new  girl,  Vicki. 
Life  gets  good  after  this 
Jake  keeps  winning  his 
fights  and  colored  home 
footage  shows  Jake’s  life 
and  family  growing  with 
Vicki.  Even  Joey  gets  mar¬ 
ried  too. 

Jake  trail  blazes  through 
his  opponents,  but  as  Jake’s 
life  grows  so  does  his  an¬ 
ger.  He’s  even  more  im¬ 
patient  than  before  and 
random  conspiracies  fester 
in  his  head,  usually  only 
based  off  of  a  few  words 
in  a  sentence  he  takes  the 
wrong  way.  With  every 
fight  this  power  inside  him 
grows,  he  has  more  to  lose 
and  he  protects  it  more 
and  more  but  in  all  of  the 
wrong  ways.  He  accuses 
even  his  own  brother  of 
sleeping  with  his  wife  after 
just  minor  suspicion.  The 
man  that  has  everything 
chases  it  into  nothing. 

As  good  as  Jake  is 
though  he  is  not  undefeat¬ 
ed,  his  archenemy  Sugar 
Ray  Robinson  is  the  only 
one  to  defeat  him  and  vice 
versa.  A  scene  does  not 
describe  Jake’s  boxing  at¬ 
titude  more  than  this  one. 
Round  13,  the  hard  luck 
number.  The  two  legendary 
boxers  fight  once  again.  As 
soon  as  13  starts  Jake  starts 
taking  a  beating,  Robinson 
gets  him  on  the  ropes  and 


La  Motta  only  receives. 
The  crowd  gets  louder  and 
the  La  Motta  keeps  taking 
more  and  more  punches. 
Robinson  backs  off,  “Come 
on!  Come  on!”Jake  yells  at 
Robinson  with  his  hands 
down.  Robinson  waits  in 
confusion  for  La  Motta  to 
get  off  the  ropes  and  put 
his  hands  up  but  La  Motta 
doesn’t  move.  “Come  on!” 
he  repeats.  Steam  rises  off 
the  crowd  behind  Jake  as 
he  yells  again  “Come  on 
Ray!  Come  on!”  There  is 
no  sound,  only  silence  as 
the  two  arch  enemies  stare 
each  other  down  in  the  eye 
of  the  storm.  Robinson 
grows  tired  of  waiting  and 
unleashes  on  La  Motta.  La 
Motta’s  hands  grasp  for  the 
ropes  as  Robinson  opens 
cuts  and  sprays  blood  off 
La  Motta’s  face.  Blood 
trails  down  La  Motta’s  legs 
as  cameras  flash  and  Rob¬ 
inson  throws  more  punch¬ 
es.  La  Motta  doesn't  even 
attempt  to  defend  him¬ 
self.  La  Motta’s  wife  can’t 
watch  and  weeps  into  her 
hands  as  she  bows  down  in 
her  seat.  Robinson  breaks 
and  stares  at  La  Motta  one 
last  time,  La  Motta  beat¬ 
en  stares  back.  The  sound 
of  wind  is  the  only  noise. 
Robinson’s  fist  slowly  rais¬ 
es  high,  La  Motta’s  wife 
looks  back  up  and  watches 


as  Robinson  gives  every¬ 
thing  he’s  got  into  his  last 
punch.  A  bucket  of  Jake’s 
blood  sprays  onto  the  of¬ 
ficials,  Robinson  punches 
again  and  again  until  the 
ref  finally  ends  the  fight. 
La  Motta’s  eyes  are  swol¬ 
len  so  much  that  you  can't 
even  see  his  eyes.  Robin¬ 
son  is  escorted  to  his  cor¬ 
ner  but  La  Motta  follows 
behind  him.  “Ray... Ray... 
Hey  Ray...  Never  went 
down  Ray.  Never  got  me 
down  Ray.  You  hear  me? 
You  never  got  me  down.” 
Jake  may  be  his  own  worst 
enemy,  and  the  one’s  he 
loves  may  hate  him,  but 
they  never  got  him  down. 

It  was  his  last  fight.  The 
scene  cuts  and  we  see  Jake 
retired  and  fat.  He’s  a  to¬ 
tally  different  person.  A 
few  people  interview  him 
on  his  new  lifestyle  and 
we  find  out  that  Jake  has 
bought  a  bar  aptly  named, 
Jake  La  Motta’s.  Jake  real¬ 
ly  is  a  different  person,  on 
his  stage  he  tells  bad  jokes 
and  reminisces  about  his 
past  to  a  quiet  and  small 
crowd.  He  drinks  and  par¬ 
ties  but  he  is  obviously 
empty.  His  wife  leaves  him 
not  much  longer.  However 
as  heartbreaking  as  it  is  to 
see  somebody  so  legend¬ 
ary,  so  tough  and  talented 
fall  so  hard,  it  isn't  short 


at  all  of  deserving.  As  Jake 
boxed  his  way  to  infamy 
he  pushed  away  everyone 
he  loved  with  his  rage. 
When  Jake’s  boxing  ca¬ 
reer  ended,  so  did  he.  All 
that  was  left  of  Jake  was 
just  the  lousy  human  be¬ 
ing  inside  him.  Those  two 
halves  are  gone  he  is  just 
the  one,  and  nobody  has 
any  respect  for  that  last 
piece  of  him.  Not  to  soon 
after  Jake’s  wife  leaves  him 
he's  arrested  for  kissing  an 
underage  girl.  He’s  thrown 
in  jail  and  nothing  remains 
of  the  great  Jake  La  Motta. 
La  Motta  leaves  not  much 
later  and  we  see  him  at  a 
event  tided  “An  Evening 
with  Jake  La  Motta.”  In¬ 
side  La  Motta  recites  lines 
to  himself  in  an  empty 
dressing  room.  He  finish¬ 
es  reciting  and  straightens 
himself  up  before  giving 
flurry  of  punches  in  the 
mirror,  readying  himself 
for  the  crowd  waiting.  La 
Motta  is  no  longer  the 
man  he  once  was,  in  rage 
and  agony  he  has  lost  ev¬ 
erything.  But  he  goes  out 
after  practicing  his  lines 
because  no  matter  what 
happened  to  him  life  never 
got  him  down.  They  never 
got  him  down.

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The  minimum  wage  is 
one  of  the  most  contest¬ 
ed  economic  policies  of 
our  current  political  at¬ 
mosphere.  Whether  we 
should  raise  it  or  keep  it  at 
the  current  rate  is  a  matter 
of  partisanship.  Republi¬ 
cans  believe  that  the  $7.25 
national  minimum  wage 
is  acceptable,  while  on  the 
left  the  larger  consensus 
is  to  increase  the  nation¬ 
al  minimum  wage  to  a 
staggering  $15  per  hour.

On  November  5,  2011, 
former  Penn  State  defen¬ 
sive  coordinatorjerry  San¬ 
dusky,  was  charged  with  40 
counts  of  molesting  8  boys 
from  1994-2009,  in  a  mo¬ 
ment  where  time  seemed 
to  stand  still.  In  the 
months  that  followed  San¬ 
dusky  was  found  guilty  on 
52  counts  of  child  molesta¬ 
tion  and  it  became  evident 
as  more  information  came 
to  light  that  people  within 
the  program  knew  of  this 
happening  but  withheld 
the  information  from  the 
proper  authorities.  Joe  Pa- 


terno  the  legendary  Penn 
State  football  coach  was 
found  to  be  responsible  for 
the  negligence  of  children 
within  his  program  that 
ultimately  led  to  the  trau¬ 
ma  of  8  young  boys.  It  was 
apparent  in  the  situation 
that  the  legend  of  Joe  Pa- 
terno  would  die  with  the 
indictment  of  Sandusky. 

The  biggest  scandal 
that  has  ever  reached  the 
university  athletic  system 
surprisingly  still  elicits  re¬ 
sponses  that  leave  people 
in  shock.  I  myself  am  still 
appalled  at  the  number 


of  people  ready  to  defend 
their  false  sense  of  honor 
that  the  Penn  State  pro¬ 
gram  gave  its  constituents. 

This  past  week  Penn 
State  trustee,  A1  Lord, 
when  asked  about  the 
events  that  transpired  only 
5  years  prior,  wreaked  of 
insensitivity  and  just  little 
grasp  of  the  gravity  the 
situation  had  held.  Re¬ 
ferring  to  the  survivors 
as  “so  called  victims”  and 
how  he  was  “running  out 
of  patience”  is  just  one 
of  the  many  examples  of 
how  the  NCAA  fumbled 


the  disciplinary  action  de¬ 
spite  spending  years  trying 
to  make  examples  out  of 
what  they  deemed  to  be 
morally  reprehensible  ac¬ 
tions  made  by  teenagers. 

While  the  action  tak¬ 
en  by  the  NCAA  seem 
disconcerting  at  the  least 
some  of  the  most  disturb¬ 
ing  comments  come  from 
the  fanbase  of  Penn  State. 
Perhaps  after  the  har¬ 
boring  of  a  known  sexual 
criminal  in  Sandusky,  the 
general  consensus  should 
be  that  the  statue  built  for 
Paterno  shouldn’t  be  put 


up  however  the  tanbase 
had  different  opinions. 
Going  so  far  as  to  hold 
mass  gatherings  by  the 
football  stadium  in  pro¬ 
test  against  taking  down 
the  statue  of  the  former 
Penn  State  football  coach 
the  question  around  the 
country  became,  “How 
can  someone  defend  these 
men?” 

The  survivors  of  these 
egregious  acts  are  finally 
able  to  receive  the  closure 
and  justice  they  have  been 
denied  for  over  20  years. 
While  many  things  were 


done  poorly  in  the  rep¬ 
rimanding  of  Perm  State 
and  the  comments  made 
by  A1  Lord  were  disgust¬ 
ing,  this  can  be  used  as  a 
learning  experience  so  that 
this  may  never  happen 
again.

Stop  turning  MLS  into  a  retirement  league

Like  a  bunch  of  cars 
with  nice  bodies  and  worn 
out  engines  parked  in  a 
scrap  yard,  Major  League 
Soccer  (MLS)  has  become 
a  league  with  nice  stadiums 
and  a  plethora  of  old  play¬ 
ers  hustling  for  retirement 


money.  For  this  reason, 
MLS  lacks  the  class,  grit, 
athleticism  and  high-cal- 
iber  players  to  have  the 
league  on  par  with  other 
big-spending  leagues. 

Of  recent,  the  Chicago 
Fire  signed  German  inter¬ 


national  Bastian  Schwein- 
steiger,  a  player  that  has 
won  more  tides  and  silver¬ 
ware  than  any  other  player 
in  the  MLS.

In  fact,  10  years 
ago  when  he  was  fantastic 
for  Germany  and  Bayern 
Munich,  he  wouldn’t  have 
thought  about  playing  in 
the  MLS. 

Managers  in  the  MLS 
believe  signing  accom¬ 
plished  players  who  are 
getting  ready  for  retire¬ 
ment  is  a  way  to  have  fans 
attracted  to  these  teams. 

The  Red  Bulls  thought 
it  wise  to  bring  Thierry 
Henry  after  his  heroic  per¬ 
formances  at  Arsenal  and 
Barcelona  to  prove  he  was 
the  guy  their  team  need¬ 
ed  to  boost  their  striking 


options.  Spain’s  all-time 
leading  goal  scorer  and  a 
former  hit  man  at  Barcelo¬ 
na  David  Villa  didn’t  move 
to  New  York  City  FC  till 
the  torrid  days  of  his  career 
when  Barcelona  started  to 
look  for  younger  options. 

England’s  Shaun 

Wright-PhiUips  will  also 
be  remembered  for  this 
dwindling  path.  From 
Manchester  City,  he  signed 
a  big  deal  with  Chelsea  in 
1999.  He  became  an  im¬ 
portant  part  of  the  team 
and  was  even  good  enough 
to  get  a  place  back  at  Man¬ 
chester  City  when  its  new 
wealthy  owner  Sheikh 
Mansour  wanted  trophies. 
His  poor  performance 
forced  him  to  sign  with  a 
relegation  zone  team  like 
the  Queens  Park  Rangers. 
The  Red  Bulls  and  Phoe¬ 
nix  Rising  FC  were  his 
most  recent  options  for 
banking  retirement  money. 

This  is  a  charade  to  soc¬ 
cer  enthusiasts  across  the 
country. 

What  is  wrong  with 
recruiting  the  best  young 
players  in  high  schools 
and  universities  across  the 
country?  MLS  has  some 


examples  and  methodolo¬ 
gies  to  mimic.  Leagues  like 
the  NFL,  NBA  and  MLB 
are  classic  examples  of  how 
a  sound  recruitment  pro¬ 
cess  for  American  players 
should  be  carried  out. 

Don’t  drag  this  major 
frailty  of  the  MLS  into 
the  touted  conversation 
that  defends  the  existence 
of  the  best  basketball, 
football,  and  baseball  pro¬ 
grams  as  being  something 
very  unique  to  the  United 
States. 

Basketball,  football  and 
baseball  teams  in  Europe 
and  Asia  do  not  spend 
the  same  money  on  their 
programs  like  the  teams  in 
the  U.S.  On  the  contrary, 
MLS  teams  are  capable  of 
spending  the  same  amount 
of  money  on  players  and 
league  development  like 
teams  in  England,  Spain 
and  Germany. 

Stop  airing  games  on 
the  radio.  Sign  great  tele¬ 
vision  contracts.  Bring  in 
some  young  talent,  and 
let’s  see  what  happens. 

Currently,  the  most  cel¬ 
ebrated  American  soccer 
player  is  Borussia  Dort¬ 
mund’s  Christian  Pulisic. 


Unlike  other  leagues  that 
have  been  able  to  keep 
their  country's  best  player 
at  home,  no  team  in  the 
MLS  can  successfully  lure 
the  Pennsylvania  native. 
He  will  be  back  at  the  age 
of  30  without  his  present 
verve  to  get  that  retire¬ 
ment  money. 

Tim  Howard,  in  my 
mind,  the  best  goalie  to 
play  in  the  World  Cup, 
with  16  saves  against  a 
meteoric  team  like  Bel¬ 
gium,  didn’t  play  in  Amer¬ 
ica  during  his  prime  years. 
Howard  ended  his  stint  in 
Merseyside  with  English 
Premier  League  (EPL) 
side  Everton  in  2016  at  the 
age  of  37  for  the  Colorado 
Rapids.  Now  let  us  watch  a 
38-year-old  superstar. 

I  am  able  to  watch  10 
EPL  weekend  games.  I 
can’t  say  the  same  thing 
about  the  MLS.  Maybe 
when  I’m  ready  to  retire,  or 
at  least  old  enough  to  sym¬ 
pathize  with  the  current 
state  of  soccer  in  the  MLS, 
the  MLS  will  have  some¬ 
thing  for  me  to  cheer  for.

Legalizing  Marijuana  in  Illinois:  Guaranteed  to  Succeed?

Proponents  of  recre¬ 
ational  use  of  marijuana 
may  be  able  to  toke  up  to 
28  grams  at  a  time  come 
2018  if  Illinois  lawmakers 
approve  a  new  bill  to  le¬ 
galize,  tax  and  regulate  the 
drug. 

The  bill  would  allow  ci¬ 
vilians  over  the  age  of  21  to 
buy,  grow  and  possess  up 
to  28  grams  of  Marijuana. 
The  legislation  proposes 
wholesale  taxing  and  sub¬ 
jecting  retail  sales  to  the 
state’s  6.25  percent  sales 
tax.  The  legislation  will 
however  not  likely  be  up 
for  a  vote  until  sometime 
next  year. 

Legal  Marijuana  has 
been  a  hot  topic  lately  with 
even  more  states  like  Cali¬ 
fornia,  Nevada,  Massachu¬ 
setts,  and  Maine  adding 
marijuana  to  their  list  of 
legal  recreational  use  last 
year.  The  trend  has  turned 
out  not  to  be  a  fluke  as 
more  and  more  states  seek 
to  legalize  it  or  at  least  de¬ 
criminalize  in  a  few  ways. 
As  it  is  now,  federally,  mar¬ 
ijuana  is  a  schedule  one 
drug  putting  it  in  the  same 
category  of  drugs  like  her¬ 
oin  and  LSD.  The  DEA’s 
definition  of  a  schedule 
one  drugs  is  “drugs  with 
no  currently  accepted 
medical  use  and  a  high  po¬ 
tential  for  abuse.”  Not  only 
has  marijuana  proved  to 
be  useful  for  medical  use, 
but  it  has  also  been  highly 
accepted  for  being  non  ad¬ 


dictive.  However,  feder¬ 
ally,  both  medicinal  and 
recreational  use  have  re¬ 
mained  illegal. 

So  what  will  happen  if 
Illinois  legalizes  marijuana 
next  year?  Crime  will 
almost  certain¬ 
ly  fall  as  many 
cartels  rely  on 
marijuana  as  a 
massive  source 
of  income.  The 
Sinaloa  Car¬ 
tel,  led  by 
the  in¬ 
famous 
Joaquin 
“  E  1 
Chapo” 

Guz¬ 
man 
Loera, 
has  been 
known 
to  have  a 
massive  in¬ 
fluence  on  il¬ 
legal  drug  sales  in 
Chicago.  Jack  Riley, 
director  of  the  DEA’s 
Chicago  office  has  said  in 
the  past  that  “70  to  80  per¬ 
cent  of  the  narcotics  here 
are  controlled  by  Sinaloa 
and  Chapo  Guzman.”  If 
the  sale  of  marijuana  is 
legalized  the  cartel  will 
almost  certainly  lose  their 
grip  on  Chicago. 

Illinois’s  incarceration  according 
rate  has  been  very  much  to  the  U.S. 
above  average.  In  2015,  Department 
Illinois  led  the  nation  in  of  Justice.  A 
overcrowded  prisons  with  portion  of  this 
a  percent  capacity  of  150  is  inevitably  be¬ 


cause  of  Mari¬ 
juana  charges.  If 
marijuana  is  le¬ 
galized  those  in 
prison  already 
will  have 
to  stay,  but 
marijuana 
charges  will 
almost  be 
guaranteed 
to  drop.  In 
Washington 
D.C.  where 


marijuana 
was  recre- 
ationally 
legalized  in 
2015,  mari¬ 
juana  related 
charges  went 
down  85 
percent.  This 
same  per¬ 
centage  isn't 
guaranteed, 
of  course,  in 
Illinois  but 
it's  high¬ 
ly  likely  we 
could  see  a 
major  de¬ 
crease  if  it  is 
legalized. 
Chicago 
isn't  just  limited 
to  its  cartel  and 
incarceration  prob¬ 
lems  though.  It  has 
had  a  terrible  opioid 
crisis  in  recent  times. 
According  to  the  Cen¬ 
ters  for  Disease  Control 
and  Prevention,  Opioid 
related  deaths  rose  120 
percent  in  2014  to  2015  in

Illinois.  Although  research 
has  been  minimal  on  the 
medicinal  effects  of  mari¬ 
juana,  it  has  been  shown  to 
be  able  to  be  a  replacement 
for  certain  opioid  drugs. 
Usually  dealing  with  pain, 
marijuana  has  been  shown 
to  do  just  as  good  a  job 
at  treating  a  patient  as 
opioids  and  without  the 
lingering  addiction.  Le¬ 
galizing  marijuana  would 
not  only  provide  a  possible 
replacement  drug  for  opi¬ 
oids,  it  could  also  be  a  dmg 
used  to  manage  opioid  ad¬ 
diction. 

This  new  bill’s  chances 
have  been  looking  good 
so  far,  the  state  of  Illinois 
is  broke  and  a  massive  new 
cash  flow  such  as  taxing 
new  marijuana  sales  would 
be  a  vital  source  of  income. 
So  not  only  are  citizens 
support  high,  now  our  pol¬ 
iticians  are  too.  This  could 
just  be  the  thing  Illinois 
has  been  looking  for  to 
bring  it  back  some  money. 
When  the  bill  was  intro¬ 
duced  two  Illinois  law¬ 
makers  said  that  the  new 
legislation  could  introduce 
“$350  to  $700  million  in 
new  tax  revenue.”  Amer¬ 
icans’  support  for  legal 
marijuana  use  has  been 
reported  to  be  up  to  60% 
according  to  a  new  poll  by 
Gallup.  Illinois  could  like¬ 
ly  end  up  being  another 
state  that  legalizes  recre¬ 
ational  marijuana  in  the 
coming  year.

Cannabis,  and  the  cocktail  of  drugs  that  it  should  not  be  mixed  with

It  is  the  week  of April  20,  also  known  as  the  day  of  celebrating  by  pushing  marijuana  into  our  bloodstream.  With  all  the  commotion  about  marijuana  it  brings  about  the  question,  so  how 
does  marijuana  work ?  Marijuana  comes  from  a  hemp  plant  called  Cannabis  sativa.  The  plant  contains  a  chemical  known  as  delta-9 -tetrahydrocannabinol  or  better  known  as  THC.  How 
THC  works  is  that  it  resembles  N  -arachidonoyl-ethanolamine  better  known  as  anandamide.  Anandamide  is  the  body’s  natural  chemical  that  works  with  memory,  motivation,  higher  thought 
processes,  movement  control,  pain,  appetite,  and  fertility.  This  chemical  binds  to  receptors  in  the  brain  that  are  known  as  cannabinoid  receptors.  These  are  the  exact  same  receptors  in  the  brain 
that  THC  binds  to.  Thus,  marijuana  alters  those  areas  in  the  brain  in  many  ways,  however,  it  causes  many  different  reactions  in  the  rest  of  the  body  as  well.  And  while  many  people  believe  in 
taking  marijuana  in  a  multitude  of  ways  into  their  bloodstream ,  there  are  a  lot  of  drugs  out  there  that  it  should  not  be  used  with. 


Marijuana  and 
blood  thinners: 


Marijuana  is  a  drug  that  speeds  up  a  person’s 
heart  rate,  relaxes  and  enlarges  breathing  passage¬ 
ways,  and  blood  vessels  in  the  eyes  expand,  making 
the  eyes  look  bloodshot.  The  heart  rate,  per  drug- 
abuse.gov — normally  70  to  80  beats  per  minute — 
may  increase  by  20  to  50  beats  per  minute  or  may 
even  double  in  some  cases,  which  can  vary  from 
person  to  person.  For  this  exact  reason,  marijuana 
can  increase  the  risk  of  bleeding  in  many  people. 
Combining  marijuana  with  anticoagulants  (blood 
thinners)  such  as  warfarin  (Coumadin)  or  heparin, 
antiplatelet  drugs  such  as  clopidogrel  (Plavix),  and 
nonsteroidal  anti-inflammatory  drugs  (NSAIDs) 
such  as  ibuprofen  (Motrin,  Advil),  naproxen  (Na¬ 
prosyn,  Aleve),  or  even  aspirin.  However,  other 
herbs  as  also  known  to  cause  bleeding  and  multi¬ 
ple  cases  of  bleeding  have  been  reported  with  the 
use  of  Ginkgo  biloba,  and  fewer  cases  with  garlic 
and  saw  palmetto.  Per  U.S.  National  Library  of 
Medicine  and  National  Institute  of  Health,  fif¬ 
teen  published  case  reports  described  a  temporal 
association  between  using  ginkgo  and  a  bleeding 
event.  Most  cases  involved  serious  medical  condi¬ 
tions,  including  8  episodes  of  intracranial  bleeding. 


Marijuana  and 
blood  sugar 
levels: 

When  marijuana  acts  upon  the  brains  receptors  it 
causes  what  people  call  the  “unstoppable  munch- 
ies”.  The  insatiable  hunger  that  comes  with  mar¬ 
ijuana  can  affect  people’s  blood  sugar  levels,  es¬ 
pecially  in  people  who  are  deeply  affected  by  the 
slightest  changes  in  these  levels.  This  is  specific  in 
people  who  have  diabetes  and  who  need  insulin. 
Insulin  is  a  hormone  that  is  secreted  by  the  pan¬ 
creas  to  transport  glucose  from  the  blood  to  the 
cells  so  that  the  cells  can  use  it  for  energy.  If  a  per¬ 
son  makes  too  little  insulin  or  is  resistant  to  the 
effects  of  insulin  the  cells  end  up  starving  and  often 
pull  glucose  from  the  fat,  which  causes  the  release 
of  a  type  of  acid  called  ketones  which  can  cause 
problems  in  the  body.  However,  if  a  person  makes 
too  much  insulin  it  can  cause  hypoglycemia.  Some 
symptoms  of  hypoglycemia  are  sweating,  palpita¬ 
tions,  hunger,  confusion,  blurred  vision,  dizziness, 
fainting  and  in  serious  cases,  seizures  and  loss  of 
consciousness.  However,  a  study  was  done  on  the 
effects  of  marijuana  and  blood  sugars  and  per  herb, 
co,  579  participants  out  of  the  4657  were  current 
marijuana  users  and  showed  a  lower  prevalence  of 
diabetes  than  non-users.  The  users  showed  16% 
lower  levels  of  fasting  insulin  which  is  the  amount 
of  the  body’s  overall  amount  of  healthy  blood  glu¬ 
cose  over  time.  However,  because  enough  research 
hasn’t  been  done  it  isn’t  safe  to  say  that  marijuana 
is  okay  to  combine  with  blood  sugar  medicines. 


Marijuana  and 
central  nervous 
system  (CNS) 
depressants: 

Marijuana  is  a  drug  that  decreases  a  person’s  blood 
pressure,  thereby  causing  them  to  be  drowsy,  dizzy 
and  vertigo.  It  causes  something  called  orthostatic 
hypotension  (head  rush  or  dizziness  on  standing 
up),  possibly  raising  danger  from  fainting  and  falls. 
However,  when  combined  with  drugs  that  natural¬ 
ly  cause  drowsiness  and  depress  the  CNS,  it  can  en¬ 
hance  these  effects  even  further.  Examples  include 
benzodiazepines  such  as  lorazepam  (Ativan)  or  di¬ 
azepam  (Valium),  barbiturates  such  as  phenobarbi- 
tal,  narcotics  such  as  codeine,  some  antidepressants, 
acetaminophen  (Tylenol)  and  alcohol.  Marijuana 
may  interfere  with  the  way  the  body  processes 
these  drugs  by  using  the  liver's  cytochrome  P450 
enzyme  system.  Thus,  the  levels  of  these  drugs  may 
be  increased  in  the  blood  and  may  cause  increased 
effects  or  potentially  serious  adverse  reactions.  It 
may  also  increase  drowsiness  when  combined 
with  herbs  that  are  used  to  induce  drowsiness 
such  as  Valerian  (Valeriana  officinalis),  California 
Poppy  (Eschscholzia  californica),  and  Lavender 
(Lavandula  angustifolia,  Lavandula  officinalis). 


Marijuana  and  reproductive  hormones: 

Marijuana  actually  has  several  effects  on  multiple  hormonal  systems,  and  this  mean  bad  news  for  a  lot  of  us.  The  way  that  hormones  work  is  that  the  hypothalu- 
mus  secretes  a  hormone  called  gonadotropin  releasing  hormone  which  then  effects  the  secretion  of  testosterone  in  men  and  estrogen  and  progesterone  in  women. 

The  problem  is  that  THC  also  acts  upon  the  hypthalumus  which  effects  these  hormones.  According  to  a  journal  article  written  by  Todd  T.  Brown,  MD,  and  Adrian 
S.  Dobs,  MD,  MHS,  Human  studies  investigating  the  effects  of  cannabinoids  on  reproductive  hormones  have  reported  lower  testosterone  levels  have  been  report¬ 
ed  in  chronic  marijuana  users  compared  to  nonusers.  Marijuana  has  also  been  associated  with  the  development  of  gynecomastia  in  an  early  case  series,  however  it 
has  not  been  confirmed.  THC  has  been  shown  to  disrupt  the  normal  ovulatory  cycle  and  hormonal  secretion  in  humans.  It  has  also  been  known  to  counteract  the 
effects  of  estrogen.  This  brings  the  question  the  reliability  of  oral  contraceptives  as  some  birth  control  pills  contain  estrogen.  Taking  marijuana  along  with  birth  con¬ 
trol  pills  might  decrease  the  effectiveness  of  birth  control  pills.  All  in  all,  usage  of  reproductive  hormones,  oral  contraceptives,  and  marijuana  is  at  one’s  own  risk.

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From  the  outside,  Pine¬ 
apple  Express  looks  like  a 
another  stereotypical  lame 
dude  comedy,  but  it’s  only 
until  you  start  watching 
that  it  shows  you  other¬ 
wise.  Pineapple  Express 
made  a  name  for  itself 
in  2008  and  has  solidi¬ 
fied  its  stance  ever  since 
making  it  one  of  the  bet¬ 
ter  classic  weed  movies. 
It’s  side-splitting  comedy 
combined  with  a  ridic¬ 
ulous  story  line  made  a 
lasting  impression  on  me 
and  also  the  world.  It’s 
great  comedy  has  over 
time  placed  itself  in  front 
of  Harold  and  Kumar  but 
not  quite  up  to  The  Big 
Lebowski. 

The  movie,  led  by  the 
dubious  duo,  James  Fran¬ 
co  and  Seth  Rogen,  turn 
this  film  from  hopeful  to 
hilarious  in  just  the  first 
few  minutes.  Dale  Den¬ 
ton,  (Rogen)  a  process 
server,  often  buys  weed 
from  his  drug  dealer  Saul 
Silver  (Franco).  After 
buying  some  new  and 
exclusive  bud  called 


Pineapple  Express  from 
Saul,  Dale  goes  off  to  serve 
his  latest  victim  Ted  Jones. 

However,  this  is  not 
before  he  parks  his  clunk¬ 
er  car  and  fights  up  some 
Pineapple  Express  outside 
Jones’  house.  A  cop  pulls 
behind  Denton  and  gets 
out,  she  walks  towards 
him  but  turns  and  runs 
into  Jones’  house  with  her 
gun  drawn.  Hunched  back 
in  his  seat  Denton  looks 
up  at  the  house  in  confu¬ 
sion  until  he  hears  a  gun¬ 
shot  ring  out.  He  watches 
as  a  bloodied  man  crawls 
toward  the  second  story 
window  only  to  be  shot 
in  the  back  of  the  head  by 
Ted  Jones.  The  cop  comes 
up  behind  Jones  and  draws 
her  gun.  She  fires  several 
more  shots  into  the  man 
and  the  two  look  at  each 
other  with  a  grin. 

Freaked  out,  Denton 
throws  his  joint  out  the 
window  and  attempts  to 
flee  the  scene 
However  Den¬ 
ton  is  boxed 
in  by  the 
police  car 
behind  him 
and  Jones’ 
car  in  front  of 
him.  In  a  pan¬ 
ic,  Denton 
smashes 


back  and  forth  between 
the  cars  until  he  wiggles 
his  car  free  and  peels  out. 
The  two  murderers  run 
out  but  not  soon  enough. 
Jones’  picks  up  the  joint 
on  the  ground  and  takes  a 
puff.  “Pineapple  Express,” 
he  mutters.  Ted  Jones  is  no 
regular  man;  he’s  a  massive 
drug  lord,  and  he  turns  out 
to  be  the  one  who  supplied 
Saul  with  the  exclusive 
Pineapple  Express,  which 
Denton  recendy  cashed. 
Thus,  the  hilarious  chase 
begins. 

Seth  Rogen  may  not 
be  an  Oscar  winning  ac¬ 
tor  ,and  neither  is  a  good 
portion  of  the  rest  of  the 
cast,  but  it  doesn’t  really 
seem  to  matter  in  Pineap¬ 
ple  Express.  Jokes  almost 
always  hit  their  marks  and 
to  top  it  all  off  the  two 
protagonists  -  Dale  and 
Saul  -  are  stoned  in  every 
scene.  It  just  makes  every¬ 
thing  funnier.  They  aren’t 
normal  people. 
They  can’t  help 
but  be  stoned, 
and  that  clas- 


an  uproarious  comedy. 

Dale  and  Saul  are  con- 
standy  running  from 
Jones’  men,  but  of  course 
they  take  the  occasional 
smoke  sesh  to  calm  their 
nerves  and  bring  them 
back  down  to  reality.  The 
two  are  down  right  stupid, 
and  that’s  where  seeming¬ 
ly  half  the  comedy  comes 
from.  Most  of  the  stupid 
comedy  is  funny,  but  occa¬ 
sionally  it  drags  the  movie 
along  slowly.  At  times  it 
doesn’t  make  100  percent 
sense,  but,  really,  if  you’re 
looking  for  a  movie  with 
a  lot  of  sense  I  think  you 
already  know  Pineapple 
Express  isn’t  it.  But  that’s 
not  to  say  it  isn’t  worth 
watching.  It  most  definite¬ 
ly  is.  It  may  be  stereotyp¬ 
ical  and  a  little  too  dumb 
sometimes,  but  truly  it’s 
a  hilarious  comedy  that 
any  comedy  fan  must  see. 
Franco  and  Rogen’s  hys¬ 
terical  and  brotherly  re¬ 
lationship  combined  with 
a  side-splitting  plot  fine 
makes  Pineapple  Express 
a  solid  4  out  of

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Expanding  the 
human  palate 
with  cannabis

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ise  of  making  edibles  and 
takes  it  to  the  next  level  as 
we  see  cuisines  across  the 
world  infused  with  dif¬ 
ferent  forms  of  cannabis. 
It’s  basically  a  laid  back, 
non-competitive  Iron 
Chef  where  the  secret  in¬ 
gredient  is  weed,  and  the 
challenge  is  to  push  mar¬ 
ijuana’s  limitations.  Alton 
Brown  is  replaced  with 
a  less  intense,  but  equal¬ 
ly  passionate,  Abdullah 
Saeed  as  host,  accompa¬ 
nied  by  his  two  sidekicks, 
Vanessa  Lavorato  of  Mari¬ 
gold  Sweets  for  culinary 
guidance  and  Ry  Prichard, 
a  cannabis  infusion  guru. 
The  20-minute  episodic 
docu-series  follows  Saeed 
as  he  invites  distinguished 
culinary  experts  into  the 
Bong  Appetit  home  (apt¬ 


ly  named,  Casa  de  Bong) 
to  prepare  infused  multi¬ 
course  dinners  for  a  set  of 
cannabis  aficionados.  The 
chefs  prepare  their  meals 
in  a  kitchen  with  a  pan¬ 
try  brimming  with  what 
Abdullah  claims  is  “the 
biggest  selection  of  mari¬ 
juana  ingredients  ever  as¬ 
sembled.” 

My  introduction  to 
the  series  started  when  a 
friend  shared  an  episode 
tided  “Filipino  Flower 
Feast”  on  Facebook.  This 
immediately  caught  my 
attention  because  if  there’s 
one  thing  us  Filipinos  are 
most  proud  of,  it’s  our 
food.  But  Filipino  cuisine, 
at  best,  is  very  conservative 
and  traditional.  It  doesn’t 
leave  any  room  for  exper¬ 
imentation. 


I  remember  reading 
through  my  mom’s  hand¬ 
written  cookbook  when  I 
was  younger-  every  single 
ingredient  set  in  stone. 
They’re  written  like  the  ten 
commandments  from  the 
Bible:  “Thou  shalt  follow 
thy  recipe  by  the  (cook) 
book.”  You  can  not  add  or 
subtract  or  swap  out  any 
ingredient.  I  even  made 
the  mistake  once,  asking 
my  mom  if  we  could  add 
oyster  sauce  in  her  Adobo 
recipe,  and  she  looked  at 
me  with  such  disdain  on 
her  face,  Like  it  was  blas¬ 
phemy  to  even  suggest  we 
add  a  new  depth  of  flavor 
in  her  cooking. 

Marijuana?  and  Filipi¬ 
no  food???  The  two  doesn’t 
add  up  at  all,  but  I  knew  I 
just  had  to  see  it. 


The  penul¬ 
timate  episode 
shows  how  food 
and  weed  are 
both  communal, 
and  how  there 
is  no  more  com¬ 
munal  way 
to  eat  than 
a  traditional 
Filipino  Ka- 
mayan  feast. 

K a m ay  an

You’ve  never  really  tasted 
food  until  you’ve  experi¬ 
enced  the  munchies  from 
getting  high. 

If  you’re  familiar  with 
stoner  culture,  the  word 
“edible”  is  always  imme¬ 
diately  associated  with 
brownies.  Space  brown¬ 
ies.  Stoners  and  pot  heads 
have  been  lacing  these 
rich,  gooey,  chocolatey 
squares  with  cannabis  so 
they  could  get  high  incon¬ 
spicuously  in  public.  No 
smoke,  no  smell,  less  has¬ 
sle,  more  sustained  high. 
These  advantages  cou¬ 
pled  with  today’s  push  for 
marijuana  legalization  has 
widened  the  horizon  for 
experimenting  with  weed 
infused  food. 

Viceland’s  Bong  Appetit 
follows  the  same  prem¬ 


an  assortment  of  food  is 
laid  out  on  top  of  banana 
leaves  as  everyone  shares 
and  eats  with  their  bare 
hands.  Saeed  enlists  the 
help  of  experienced  can¬ 
nabis  chef  and  expert  of 
traditional  Filipino  cuisine 
Miguel  Trinidad  to  mas¬ 
terfully  infuse  his  dish¬ 
es  with  everything  from 
cannabis  leaves  and  buds 
to  extracted  terpenes  and 
various  forms  of  hash.  The 
menu  consists  of  Bicol  Ex¬ 
press,  a  spicy  dish  made  of 
sous-vide  pork  shoulder 
in  cannabis  coconut  milk, 
slow-cooked  barbecue 
ribs  marinated  in  canna 
oil,  canna  butter  poached 
prawns,  all  of  which  are 
lying  in  a  bed  of  garlic 
rice  infused  with  CBD 


(Cannabidiol,  a  canna¬ 
bis  compound).  Halo-halo 
is  served  last  for  dessert, 
which  literally  translates 
to  “mix-mix”,  and  is  made 
up  of  shaved  ice  and  evap¬ 
orated  milk  with  a  variety 
of  candied  fruit,  sweet  red 
beans,  flan,  topped  with 
taro  ice  cream  infused  with 
hash. 

Everyone  digs  in,  shar¬ 
ing  pieces  of  meat  and 
handfuls  of  rice,  exchang¬ 
ing  stories  while  having 
a  great  time,  making  me 
miss  home  all  the  more  but 
at  the  same  time  leaves  me 
with  a  sense  of  yearning, 
too.  Yearning  to  experience 
Filipino  cuisine  the  same 
way  these  people  did.  The 
bastardization  of  this  Fili¬ 
pino  tradition  that  I  grew 


up  with  is  what  makes 
Bong  Appetit  a  brilliant 
show-  one  that  would 
certainly  make  my  mom’s 
head  shake  in  disapproval. 
The  show  is  not  afraid  to 
further  the  discourse  on 
cooking  with  marijuana. 

Saeed  poetically  ends 
the  premier  episode  with 
the  show’s  mission  state¬ 
ment:  “Our  specific  goal  is 
to  push  the  limits  of  edible 
cannabis,  to  infuse  foods  in 
ways  that  no  one  has  ever 
done  before.  But,  perhaps, 
one  day,  people  will  look 
back  and  say  this  was  the 
first  place  that  that  hap¬ 
pened.” 

No  one  has  seen  food 
and  marijuana’s  boundar¬ 
ies  pushed  this  far.  It  chal¬ 
lenges  traditional  aspects 


of  cooking,  as  it  becomes 
a  recurring  theme  in  every 
episode  throughout  the 
series:  from  Ganja  Grand¬ 
ma  who  learned  how  to 
infuse  her  traditional  Ital¬ 
ian  cuisine  for  her  epi¬ 
leptic  daughter,  a  holiday 
dinner  complete  with  an 
enormous  Christmas  tree 
blunt,  to  camping  out  in 
the  wilderness  and  mak¬ 
ing  hash  sinores.  The  show 
sheds  a  light  on  how  can¬ 
nabis  and  food  go  hand  in 
hand  in  bringing  people 
together,  across  ages  and 
cultures. 

Bong  Appetit  does  not 
only  push  marijuana’s  en¬ 
velope  (or  for  this  matter, 
marijuana’s  iconic  baggie); 
it  also  expands  the  knowl¬ 
edge  of  its  viewers  on  the 


science  of  getting  high. 
You  get  bits  and  pieces  of 
trivia  with  each  episode. 
As  Lavorato  and  Prich¬ 
ard  put  it,  not  every  dish 
they’re  gonna  serve  will  get 
you  high.  CBD  is  incorpo¬ 
rated  throughout  the  meal 
to  act  as  a  counterbalance 
to  mellow  out  the  intensi¬ 
ty  of  the  high  produced  by 
THC  (Tetrahydrocannab¬ 
inol,  another  psychoactive 
cannabis  compound).  This 
is  how  everyone  in  the 
show  stays  comprehensi¬ 
ble-  THC  and  CBD  work 
hand  in  hand  as  crescendos 
and  diminuendos,  balanc¬ 
ing  each  other  out  as  the 
meals  progress.  The  show 
also  gives  the  audience  a 
little  peek  on  how  hash  oils 
are  made,  the  difference  of 


sativa,  indica  and  hybrid 
strains,  and  how  terpenes 
are  used  as  aromatics  for 
adding  different  depths  of 
flavor  in  dishes.  These  well 
thought-out  pairings  and 
mouth-watering  amalga¬ 
mation  of  flavors  will  not 
only  leave  you  hungry  but 
also  curious  for  more. 

With  the  marijuana  re¬ 
form  our  generation  is  ex¬ 
periencing  first  hand,  the 
future  of  edibles  isn’t  lim¬ 
ited  to  brownies  anymore. 
Bong  Appetit  excites  our 
tastebuds  with  a  new  set  of 
flavors  the  culinary  world 
has  yet  to  conquer,  giving 
us  a  chance  to  expand  both 
our  minds  and  palates,  as 
we  explore  cannabis  as  a 
new  ingredient  for  cook¬ 
ing.

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dation,  and  the  remaining  five  to 
various  other  charities  not  con¬ 
nected  to  the  Fernandez  family. 

Opening  a  dispensary  was  not 
about  marijuana,  nor  was  it  about 
the  money.  After  Hugo  and  Traci 
researched  the  extreme  benefits 
from  cannabis  and  saw  the  affects 
it  had,  they  knew  they  had  to 
share  the  medicine  with  as  many 
patients  as  they  can,  despite  those 
who  do  not  understand  the  drug. 

Finding  a  location  was  the 
Fernandezs’ first  obstacle,  and  the 
two  realized  how  strict  Illinois’ 
policy  is  on  medical  marijuana. 
They  even  found  trouble  in  find¬ 
ing  a  landlord  who  would  gladly 
support  their  business.  The  two 
spoke  to  nearly  50  landlords  be¬ 
fore  two  even  agreed  to  consider 
them.  Their  opening  of  the  dis¬ 
pensary  has  shown  Hugo  what 
biases  and  how  uneducated  peo¬ 
ple  are  about  cannabis.  This  has 
only  driven  them  more  to  push 
their  mission  and  learn  as  much 
as  they  can. 

“When  people  are  put  off  by  it 
I  try  to  educate  them,”  said  Hugo. 
“When  brand  new  patients  come 
in,  a  lot  come  in  because  they 
have  no  other  place  to  go.  They 
have  their  bias:  ‘I  have  my  card. 
I’m  here  to  try  this,  but  I  can’t 
believe  this  is  my  last  option.  My 
whole  life  I’ve  been  clean.  I’ve 
never  done  drugs.  I’ve  never  been 
in  trouble.’They  were  in  tears.” 

These  were  the  words  spoken 
to  Hugo  as  he  met  with  an  elder¬ 
ly  couple  three  weeks  ago  who 
were  first-time  patients.  The  wife 
had  been  diagnosed  with  termi¬ 
nal  cancer,  and  their  search  for 
relief  drove  them  towards  alter¬ 
native  medicines. 

“You  have  to  educate  them, 
and  you  have  to  help  them  get 
over  that  hurdle,”  said  Hugo. 
“And  it  ends  up  working  pretty 
well.  Once  they  try  it,  not  only

Hugo  Fernandez  was  a 
self-proclaimed  conservative 
who  never  imagined  touch¬ 
ing  any  drug.  This  was  before 
his  wife,  Traci  Fernandez, 
became  paralyzed  from  the 
chest  down  because  of  a  neu¬ 
rological  spinal  disease,  Trans¬ 
verse  Myelitis,  six  years  ago. 
When  she  heard  that  medical 
marijuana  was  making  its  way 
to  the  state,  a  medical  mari¬ 
juana  dispensary,  now  titled 
the  No.  1  dispensary  in  Illi¬ 
nois,  was  born. 

The  couple  who  were  well 
versed  in  business  management, 
previously  being  the  founders 
of  iGenMedia,  a  small  business 
that  has  been  sold  to  Androme¬ 
da  Technologies.  Hugo  and  Traci 
have  held  positions  at  companies 
such  as  IBM,  Arthur  Anderson 
and  Compuware.  The  two  then 
shifted  their  business  ventures 
onto  something  that  would  as¬ 
sist  Traci,  and  others  suffering 
from  spinal  conditions,  after 
doctors  explained  how  the  dis¬ 
ease  is  incurable. 

The  two  started  a  founda¬ 
tion  called  The  United  Paralysis 
Foundation,  where  they  would 
run  fundraisers  to  profit  paraly¬ 
sis  research.  This  wasn’t  enough 
for  the  couple  who  consistendy 
researched  new  ways  to  help  pa¬ 
tients.  It  wasn’t  until  Traci  heard 
the  news  of  medical  marijua¬ 
na  coming  to  Illinois  that  she 
found  the  next  way  to  find  help 
and  fundraise  for  the  foundation. 
Unfortunately,  due  to  Traci’s  part 
ownership  of  the  company,  she  is 
ineligible  for  a  medical  card. 

The  name  of  the  company 
speaks  for  the  mission  and  the 
hearts  of  its  founders:  Compas¬ 
sionate  Care  Center.  Twenty- five 
percent  of  3C’s  sales  go  direcdy 
towards  charity.  Twenty  percent 
for  The  United  Paralysis  Foun- 
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does  it  take  care  of  their  ailment, 
but  also  they  feel  good.” 

In  the  state  of  Illinois,  the  fist 
of  approved  medical  conditions 
able  to  apply  for  a  medical  card 
includes:  cancer,  HIV,  spinal 
cord  injuries,  lupus,  glaucoma, 
epilepsy,  and  other  serious  con¬ 
ditions.  In  the  past  year,  the  first 
and  only  mental  illness  approved 
was  PTSD.  This  contrasts  great¬ 
ly  with  states  such  as  California 
where  anxiety  and  even  migraine 
headaches  are  approved  condi¬ 
tions. 

3C’s  menu  for  their  patients 
not  only  includes  flowers,  where 
their  strain  menu  reaches  over 
100,  but  concentrates,  edibles, 
topical  gels  and  patches.  Each 
menu  item  fisted  contains  the 
name,  the  cultivator  it  has  been 
received  from,  whether  or  not  it 
is  sativa,  indica,  or  hybrid,  the 
amount,  and  the  price.  An  eighth 
of  Fire  OG  Kush  runs  for  $50. 
Sweet  Baby  Jane  Wax  runs  for 
$50  by  the  gram,  and  Mary’s  Sa¬ 
tiva  Patch  runs  for  $17.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  patients  must  pay  out  of 
pocket  for  their  medicine,  since 
insurance  does  not  cover  medical 
marijuana,  but  Hugo  is  proud  to 
provide  an  almost  overwhelming 
amount  of  medicine  for  patients. 
A  menu  like  3C’s  is  hard  to  find 
even  in  places  like  Colorado, 
where  Hugo  visits  often  to  learn 
from  other  dispensaries. 

“We’re  very  proud  of  what  we 
are  able  to  do  for  patients  in  Illi¬ 
nois,”  said  Hugo. 

Each  product  is  provided  by 
what  is  known  as  a  cultivator, 
those  who  grow  the  plant.  In  Illi¬ 
nois,  there  are  over  20  cultivators. 
The  closest,  Cresco  Labs,  resides 
in  Joliet.  These  cultivators  are  not 
your  average  gardeners.  Instead, 
they  grow  the  flower  in  large  in¬ 
dustrial  buildings,  complete  with 
strong  security  and  thousands  of 
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square  feet. 

“It’s  not  your  traditional  out¬ 
side  plant;  it’s  extremely  scientif¬ 
ic,”  explained  Hugo.  “Hie  testing 
that  they  do  is  all  independently 
tested.  When  you  buy  your  bottle 
of  medicine,  just  like  a  bottle  of 
Tylenol,  it’s  got  all  the  ingredi¬ 
ents  and  all  the  percentages  on 
the  bottle.  It’s  very  impressive 
what  they  do.  In  Illinois,  it’s  the 
No.  1  place  in  the  country  as  far 
as  the  quality  of  cannabis  because 
it’s  so  strict  what  the  cultivators 
have  to  go  through.” 

Not  only  is  the  state  specific 
with  cultivators,  but  an  unruly 
amount  of  other  specifics.  When 
questioned  on  some  restrictions, 
Hugo  laughs,  unable  to  choose 
only  a  handful  of  obstacles  the 
company  must  constandy  go 
through  to  please  the  state. 

“One  thing  is  the  state  really 
does  not  want  for  people  in  the 
business  to  have  a  relationship 
with  a  doctor,  for  example,”  ex¬ 
plained  Hugo.  “They  don’t  want 
doctors  sending  over  patients 
to  dispensaries  or  dispensaries 
sending  people  to  doctors.  There 
was  a  problem  in  other  states 
where  they’d  have  a  doctor  on 
site,  and  it  would  be  more  of 
a  formality.  They  try  to  keep  it 
completely  separate.  That’s  just 
one  example.” 

The  fine  between  doctor  and 
patient  then  leaves  those  suf¬ 
fering  from  their  life-altering 
or  most  times  life-threatening 
conditions,  on  their  own.  The 
doctor’s  job  is  to  confirm  their 
patient  has  a  condition  on  a 
form.  From  there,  the  patient 
must  go  through  fingerprints, 
background  checks,  and  a  long 
process  that  can  take  up  to  two 
months  for  them  to  receive  their 
medical  card.  In  this  time,  many 
patients  have  died  waiting.  Only 
recendy  has  the  state  realized  the 


urgency,  and  have  implemented  a 
process  that  expedites  a  patient’s 
medical  card  if  they  are  only  pre¬ 
dicted  to  live  a  couple  of  months. 

Any  progress  is  progress  for 
medical  marijuana  in  Illinois,  but 
the  fight  continues  around  the 
country. 

“I  really  hope  that  in  the  fu¬ 
ture,  this  becomes  completely 
legal,”  said  Hugo.  “It’s  a  Schedule 
1  substance  currendy.  It’s  worse 
than  cocaine  and  heroin.  In  the 
eyes  of  the  law,  what  you’re  do¬ 
ing  is  horrible.  There’s  no  medi¬ 
cal  value  whatsoever  to  this.  And 
what  we  know  for  a  fact,  is  that 
it’s  not  true.” 

Due  to  all  the  limitations,  re¬ 
search  is  limited  as  well,  so  al¬ 
though  people  are  knowledge¬ 
able  on  medical  marijuana,  there 
could  potentially  be  so  much 
more  to  be  discovered. 

“These  people  are  going 
through  very  difficult  condi¬ 
tions,”  said  Hugo.  “It’s  not  your 
typical  ‘Oh  my  back  hurts.’  It’s 
not  your  typical  pain.  This  is 
chronic  pain,  this  is  debilitating. 
People  can’t  get  out  of  bed  when 
they  have  it,  and  when  they  take 
opiates,  they  can’t  function.  What 
we’re  able  to  do  with  cannabis  is 
give  them  their  life  back.  And  I 
love  that.  Might  not  be  able  to 
cure  everybody,  but  the  quality  of 
life  is  gready  increased,  and  with 
a  natural  product.  Without  any 
negative  side  effects.  I’ve  never 
been  this  passionate  about  any 
business  until  now.  It  helps  a  lot 
of  people.” 

Hugo  and  Traci  are  not  the 
only  ones  as  passionate  about 
helping  their  customers.  3C  has 
15  employees  between  their  Na¬ 
perville  and  Joliet  locations. These 
employees  range  from  managers 
to  “budtenders.”  Budtenders  are 
the  dispensary’s  patient  care  spe¬ 
cialists.  These  are  the  experts  that 


listen  to  your  issues  and  find  the 
perfect  product. 

When  it  comes  to  employees, 
Hugo  could  not  express  more 
confidence  in  those  he  employs. 
Without  hesitation,  he  easily 
admits  many  of  them  are  more 
knowledgeable  than  he  is,  yet 
they  retain  the  strongest  sense  of 
compassion  for  helping  others  as 
he  exemplifies. 

“It’s  difficult  dealing  with  the 
legislation  and  dealing  with  the 
things  that  seem  unfair,”  said 
Hugo.  “I  don’t  understand  it,  but 
that’s  OK.  As  long  as  we  contin¬ 
ue  to  do  the  work  we  are  doing 
and  help  the  people  we  are  help¬ 
ing,  I’ll  put  up  with  anything.” 

The  employees  may  be  a  large 
reason  why  3C  was  tided  the  No. 

1  dispensary  in  Illinois  by  Green 
Rush  Daily.  The  tide  was  a  sur¬ 
prise  for  3C,  who  had  no  idea 
they  were  up  for  the  award.  The 
Fernandez  family  only  learned 
they  won  the  tide  after  numerous 
congratulatory  calls.  Naming  the 
best  dispensary  was  easy,  because 
the  process  consisted  of  patient 
communication,  where  Green 
Rush  simply  called  patients  and 
asked  them  where  they  used 
their  medical  card  and  what  they 
enjoyed  about  their  dispensary. 
Serving  1,200  patients  between 
the  two  locations,  3C  was  the 
top-named  and  raved  about. 

Currendy,  for  4/20,  the  “ston- 
ers  holiday,”  the  dispensary  is 
putting  together  their  4/20  sale 
that  resulted  in  hundreds  of  pa¬ 
tients  fining  up  around  the  shop. 
This  year,  they  have  provided 
numbers  for  their  patients  so 
that  they  no  longer  have  to  wait 
in  fines  as  they  suffer  from  severe 
medical  conditions,  continuing 
to  prove  the  dispensary  mixes 
compassion  with  passion.

A  Battle  of  Smoke  and  Mirrors 

The  road  to  legalizing  weed  has  just  begun

The  legalization  of  mar¬ 
ijuana  in  Illinois  is  not  a 
question  of  if,  but  when. 
This  has  been  touted  by 
legislators  across  the  coun¬ 
try,  most  recently  with¬ 
in  Illinois’  own  General 
Assembly.  Bills  are  being 
pushed  through  both 
chambers  with  the 
aim  at  legalizing 
the  purchase  of 
up  to  28  grams 
and  giving  the 
state  a  boost 
in  tax  revenue 
to  help  its  bud¬ 
getary  gridlock. 

If  Illinois  passes  this,  we 
will  become  the  eighth 
state  to  legalize  recreation¬ 
al  smoking  of  the  Devil’s 
Cabbage. 

Or  will  we  have?  Even  if 
recreational  pot  is  passed 
in  the  state  legislature, 
federal  law  states  the  drug 
is  illegal  under  the  Drug 
Enforcement  Agency’s 
(DEA)  drug  scheduling, 
putting  it  next  to  drugs 
like  heroin  in  the  highest 
level  of  offense  -  schedule 
one.  Because  of  this,  ev¬ 
ery  state  that  has  legalized 
marijuana  is  committing  a 
federal  offense. 

The  federal  govern¬ 
ment’s  laws  have  suprema¬ 
cy  over  all  state  legislation. 
The  Tenth  Amendment 
to  the  U.S.  Constitution 
states:  “The  powers  not 
delegated  to  the  United 
States  by  the  Constitution, 
nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the 


States,  are  reserved  to  the 
States  respectively,  or  to 
the  people.” 

Why  have  these  states 
had  the  ability  to  sell  mar¬ 
ijuana  if  it  was 
fe  d- 


erally  illegal?  For¬ 
mer-President  Barack 

Obama’s  administration 
ignored  the  proverbial 
supremacy  clause  and  al¬ 
lowed  these  states  to  le¬ 
galize.  In  a  2015  interview 
with  Hank  Green,  a  You- 
Tuber  on  the  multi-mil- 
lion  subscribed  channel 
“vlogbrothers,”  Obama 

stated,  “The  position  of  my 
administration  has  been 
that  we  still  have  federal 
laws  that  classify  marijua¬ 
na  as  an  illegal  substance, 
but  we’re  not  going  to 
spend  a  lot  of  resources 
trying  to  turn  back  deci¬ 
sions  that  have  been  made 
at  the  state  level  on  this 
issue.” 

With  our  new  President 
Donald  Trump  and  his 
Attorney  General  Jeff  Ses¬ 
sions,  we  aren’t  going  to  see 
the  same  sort  of  treatment 
towards  marijuana  law.  Afi- 


said  Ses¬ 
sions.  “I  believe 
it’s  an  unhealthy  practice, 
and  current  levels  ofTHC 
in  marijuana  are  very  high 
compared  to  what  they 
were  a  few  years  ago,  and 
we’re  seeing  real  violence 
around  that.” 

Although  pot  has  had  no 
deaths  directly  tied  to  its 
use  compared  to  the  ap¬ 
proximately  88,000  annual 
deaths  from  alcohol,  based 
on  CDC  statistics,  Ses¬ 
sions  has  a  heavy-handed 
claim  on  smoking  a  plant 
without  added  preserva¬ 
tives  versus  drinking  a  le¬ 
gal  flammable  liquid. 

What  is  there  to  do 
when  the  executive  ad¬ 


to  declassifying  it  even  one 
schedule  down  to  make 
marijuana  medically  appli¬ 
cable  in  all  50  states. 

The  Obama  administra¬ 
tion’s  DEA  Administrative 
Chief  Chuck  Rosenburg 
said  in  a  statement  that 
marijuana  has  “no  current¬ 
ly  accepted  medical  use  in 
treatment  in  the  United 
States.”  Ask  any  epilep¬ 
sy  patient  with  a  medical 
card  or  any  veteran  with 
PTSD  who  uses  marijua¬ 
na,  and  they’ll  tell  you  all 
the  benefits  from  utilizing 
not  only  the  THC  but  all 
parts  of  the  plant  itself  to 
help  lower  their  respective 
ailment’s  effects. 

So  if  that’s  out,  then 


what  about  legalizing  it 
through  a  bill?  With  a 
conservative-controlled 
Congress,  it’s  very  unlike¬ 
ly  marijuana  will  be  legal¬ 
ized.  The  GOP  has  been 
one  of  the  most  staunchly 
opposed  groups  to  legal¬ 
ization  of  marijuana,  even 
though  many  legisla¬ 
tors  have  come 


around  to 

see  the  lack  of  support 
behind  the  claim  that  it’s 
bad  for  its  users. 

If  both  attempting  to 
legislate  and  declassifying 
the  drug  are  out,  then  what 
is  there  to  do?  The  federal 
administration  seems  un¬ 
likely  to  legalize  it  under 
the  Trump  administration, 
and  states  who  go  against 
the  ban  have  had  to  jump 
through  hurdles  in  order 
for  their  respective  dispen¬ 
saries  to  be  within  legal 
correspondence  compared 
to  other  businesses. 

With  the  feds  slapping 
the  “illegal”  label  on  mar¬ 
ijuana  dispensaries,  banks 
and  credit  unions  refuse  to 
give  dispensaries  accounts. 
Doing  so  could  implicate 
them  in  drug  money  laun¬ 
dering,  which  would  take 


away  their  Federal  De¬ 
posit  Insurance  Corpora¬ 
tion  status  and  ultimately 
kill  their  entire  business. 
As  a  result,  dispensaries 
are  forced  to  only  accept 
cash,  as  well  pay  their  taxes 
completely  with  cash.  On 
top  of  this,  they  can’t  take 
advantage  of  federal  tax 
loopholes  that 
other  busi¬ 


nesses  in 
their  same 
brackets 
have  at  their 
disposal  due 
to  their  illegal 
status. 

Weed  will  never  be  truly 
legal  until  it  is  accepted  on 
the  federal  level. 

However,  if  enough 
states  recreationally  legal¬ 
ize  pot,  it  will  send  a  signal 
to  the  federal  government 
that  they  have  become  tru¬ 
ly  out  of  sync  with  society. 
Although  it  goes  against 
the  Constitution  and  is 
a  clear  violation  of  our 
founding  Bill  of  Rights, 
this  seems  to  be  the  only 
way  to  make  anyone  dis¬ 
cuss  the  possibility  of  le¬ 
galizing  marijuana. 

Twenty-eight  states  and 
Washington  D.C.  cur¬ 
rently  have  legal  medical 
marijuana.  Seven  states 
currently  have  legalized 
recreational  use.  Will  Il¬ 
linois  follow  the  lead  of 
these  brave  states  and  go 
against  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment  to  prove  a  point?

Keeping  errors  to  a 
minimum  is  one  of  the 
many  demands  of  a  base¬ 
ball  coach.  Unfortunately 
for  our  Chaparral  base¬ 
ball  team  on  Thursday, 
mistakes  were  made  early 
and  often.  In  what  was  the 
second  game  of  a  double 
header,  the  DuPage  base¬ 
ball  team  looked  to  bounce 
back  from  a  tough  loss  in 
their  first  game  of  the  day. 

Opening  up  with  back 
to  back  walks  in  the  first 
inning,  freshman  pitcher 
Jake  Heyman  struggled  to 
find  his  rhythm  in  the  early 
going,  giving  up  two  cheap 
runs  in  the  top  half  of  the 
first  inning.  Despite  mak¬ 
ing  hard  contact  against 
the  McHenry  pitching, 
Dupage  just  couldn’t  seem 
to  find  the  gaps  in  the  de¬ 


fense  however,  the  offense 
would  not  be  held  down 
for  much  longer. 

While  the  offense  was 
stagnant  for  the  first  cou¬ 
ple  of  innings,  the  third 
inning  was  the  beginning 
of  an  offensive  explo¬ 
sion  from  the  Chaparrals. 
Working  for  their  pitches 
and  making  great  contact, 
the  offense  feasted  on  the 
mistakes  of  McHenry 
pitcher,  Johnny  Sanchez, 
who  seemingly  could  not 
catch  a  break. 

Head  coach  Kevin 
Tyrell  felt  that  his  players 
did  a  good  job  of  letting 
the  pitches  come  to  them. 
“Our  guys  did  a  nice  job  of 
putting  pitches  in  play  and 
forcing  tough  plays  and 
working  for  walks,”  said 
Tyrell  of  the  offensive  on¬ 


slaught  in  the  third. 

While  the  offense  of 
the  Chaparrals  seemed  to 
be  growing  stronger  with 
each  at  bat,  McHenry 
seemed  to  be  struggling 
to  put  together  any  sem¬ 
blance  of  an  offense  post 
first  inning.  As  the  game 
wore  on,  the  early  strug¬ 
gles  of  Heyman  seemed  to 
be  the  only  source  of  of¬ 
fense  for  McHenry.  Coach 
Tyrell  thought  very  highly 
of  the  resilience  displayed 
by  his  young  pitcher.  “Our 
pitching  got  stronger.  He 
had  a  terrible  first  inning, 
giving  up  three  runs  which 
were  a  direct  result  of 
walks.  He  realized  early  on 
if  he  walked  guys  he  wasn’t 
going  to  be  in  very  long” 
told  Tyrell  of  his  freshman 
pitcher. 


Heyman  was  very 
pleased  with  his  perfor¬ 
mance  as  well,  being  able 
to  find  a  rhythm  in  the 
earlier  innings  and  hitting 
his  spots  at  the  plate  after 
some  struggles.  Something 
that  Heyman  found  espe¬ 
cially  important  was  being 
able  to  have  his  mechanics 
stay  precise.  While  he  felt 
that  it  was  a  struggle  early 
in  the  game,  a  demanding 
attitude  from  his  coach 
gave  him  the  motivation 
he  needed.  “Yah  at  the  be¬ 
ginning  there  was  a  little 
bit  of  stmggle.  I  felt  like  I 
was  dropping  my  arm  lit¬ 
tle  more.  My  coach  told 
me  to  pick  it  up  and  then 
I  started  to  pitch  better” 
Heyman  recalled. 

As  a  young  pitcher  the 
best  thing  that  can  be  done 


to  reassure  confidence  is  to 
get  run  support  from  your 
offense.  The  Chaparral  of¬ 
fense  would  then  go  on 
to  score  five  more  runs  in 
the  later  innings.  Heyman 
said,  “It  feels  amazing. 
There’s  no  pressure.  It  gets 

n 

easy. 

While  the  Chaparral 
staff  did  a  great  job  of  as¬ 
serting  itself,  limiting  the 
McHenry  offense  to  only 
one  run  the  rest  of  the 
game,  the  offense  seem¬ 
ingly  never  stopped  hit¬ 
ting.  The  fifth  inning  was 
full  of  contact  and  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  the  DuPage  hit¬ 
ters  adding  another  three 
runs  to  the  board  despite 
being  stuck  in  some  deep¬ 
er  counts.  “Our  team  does 
a  great  job  of  making  sure 
we  don’t  strike  out.  So  even 


when  we’re  down  0-2  our 
guys  hate  striking  out.  It’s 
a  pride  thing.  They’re  very 
good  at  letting  the  ball  get 
deep  and  if  its  close  we’re 
gonna  get  a  piece  of  it.” 
says  Tyrell  glowingly  of  his 
team. 

The  Chaparrals  did  a 
nice  job  of  closing  out 
their  double  header  with 
a  strong  all  around  perfor¬ 
mance.  The  pitching  was 
able  to  get  outs  and  the  of¬ 
fense  was  able  to  make  the 
opposition  miserable.  All 
in  a  day’s  work  for  a  team 
that  has  had  it’s  share  of 
winning  on  the  back  end 
of  double  headers.

Bigotry  at  its  zenith

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For  more  than  100  years 
women  weren’t  allowed 
to  play  in  the  Olympics. 
Women  made  a  break¬ 
through  in  1990  when 
they  were  allowed  to  play 
lawn  tennis  and  golf  at  the 
Paris  Games.  Since  then, 
there  have  been  formi¬ 
dable  leagues  just  for  fe¬ 
male  sports,  and  as  an  avid 
sports  follower,  I  just  can’t 
eschew  watching  these 
games  because  of  a  blind 
bigotry  that  has  persisted 
for  so  long. 

It  has  been  well  over 
three  decades  since  Presi¬ 
dent  Richard  Nixon  signed 
the  Title  IX  amendments 
into  law.  In  part,  this  law 
states,  “No  person  in  the 
United  States  shall,  on  the 
basis  of  sex,  be  excluded 
from  participation  in,  be 
denied  the  benefits  of,  or 
be  subjected  to  discrimi¬ 
nation  under  any  educa¬ 
tion  program  or  activity 
receiving  Federal  financial 
assistance.” 


That  fact  that  women 
are  still  fighting  for  their 
rights  across  sporting  fed¬ 
erations  show  a  blatant 
disregard  of  the  law.  What 
a  travesty  of  justice. 

Women  who  play  sports 
must  always  fight  for  the 
right  thing  to  be  done. 
They  aren’t  paid  well 
whether  they  play  for  their 
countries  or  clubs.  They 
aren’t  given  the  same  facil¬ 
ities  to  play  in,  and  invest¬ 
ments  into  female  sports 
is  an  ever  growing  conun¬ 
drum. 

Recently,  the  women’s 
U.S.  Hockey  Team  had 
to  threaten  to  boycott  the 
2017  Women’s  World 
Hockey  Championship 
that  ended  with  a  triumph 
against  Canada  in  the  fi¬ 
nals.  This  is  a  team  that  has 
won  six  of  the  last  seven 
championship  titles.  It  is 
heartbreaking  to  note  these 
women  were  advocating 
for  menial  things  like  child 
care  benefits,  maternity 


leave  and  for  money  to 
be  spent  on  young  female 
hockey  players. 

This  rigmarole  has  also 
been  going  on  between 
the  women’s  soccer  team 
and  U.S.  Soccer.  From  per 
diems,  bonuses  and  sal¬ 
ary,  women  on  the  team 
are  still  battling  for  a  raise 
to  be  paid  like  their  male 
counterparts. 

Here  are  some  argu¬ 
ments  if  your  reaction  is 
visceral:  The  women’s  soc¬ 
cer  team  generates  more 
money  than  the  male  soc¬ 
cer  team.  The  U.S.  wom¬ 
en’s  soccer  team  generated 
$23  million  after  the  2015 
World  Cup  games.  After 
the  deduction  of  the  team’s 
expenses,  U.S.  soccer  re¬ 
ceived  a  profit  of  about 
$6.6  million.  According 
to  the  New  York  Times’ 
Andrew  Das,  the  men’s 
team  was  expected  to  lose 
$1  million  after  pulling  in 
only  $9  million  in  revenue 
for  2016. 


As  for  television  rat¬ 
ings,  26.67  million  view¬ 
ers  tuned  in  to  watch  the 
2015  finals  between  the 
U.S.  women’s  team  versus 
Japan.  This  is  on  record  as 
the  most-watched  soccer 
game  in  U.S. TV  history.  If 
this  is  not  a  wake-up  call 
that  justifies  that  women 
should  be  paid  like  men 
in  sports,  stop  propagat¬ 
ing  the  asinine  argument 
that  people  care  less  about 
women  sports. 

This  type  of  blind  bigot¬ 
ry  is  at  its  zenith  even  in 
tournaments  where  male 
and  female  athletes  play  in 
together.  The  Western  and 
Southern  Open  is  a  classic 
example.  Serena  Williams 
and  Roger  Federer  both 
had  the  chance  to  defend 
their  previous  wins  at  this 
event  last  year.  Preposter¬ 
ous  as  it  may  sound,  Feder¬ 
er  earned  $731,000  while 
Williams  made  $495,000. 

Finally,  female  athletes 
must  go  the  extra  length 


to  earn  something  decent 
as  an  athlete.  A  majority 
of  WNBA  players,  for  ex¬ 
ample,  leave  every  fall  to 
play  across  the  Atlantic  in 
Europe.  From  the  reigning 
MVP  and  Los  Angeles 
Sparks  star  Nneka  Ogwu- 
mike  to  star  players  like 
Candace  Parker  and  An¬ 
gel  McCoughtry,  they  are 
all  globetrotters  because 
they  can’t  earn  what  they 
should  earn  as  an  athlete 
in  the  WNBA. 

Let  me  put  this  into 
perspective.  In  2016,  Ste¬ 
phen  Curry,  the  reigning 
MVP  in  the  NBA  plays  on 
a  contract  worth  $11  mil¬ 
lion  per  year  and  around 
$10  million  per  year  in 
endorsement  deals.  These 
figures  will  double  when 
he  signs  a  new  contract  at 
the  end  of  his  four-year 
deal.  On  the  other  hand, 
Ogwumike  makes  $90,000 
per  year,  $15,000  shy  of 
the  WNBA  maximum  sal¬ 
ary  cap. 


The  vice  versa  of  this 
scenario  would’ve  seen 
more  investments  and  rev¬ 
enue  generation  strategies. 

We  all  saw  a  big  jump  in 
what  players  in  the  NBA 
are  paid  at  the  onset  of 
this  season,  a  raise  that 
can  be  attributed  to  the 
massive  jump  in  the  salary 
cap  created  by  a  nine-year 
$24  billion  television  deal. 
A  far-from-entertaining 
player  like  Mike  Conley 
will  make  $153  million  in 
five  years  in  Memphis. 

From  the  women’s  team 
that  brings  in  the  dol¬ 
lars  and  trophies  like  the 
men’s  teams,  playing  in 
the  same  tournament  and 
receiving  a  smaller  portion 
compared  to  what  male 
athletes  get,  to  the  lack  of 
support  for  women’s  sports 
causing  them  to  play  for 
the  entire  year  in  Europe 
and  America,  in  my  honest 
opinion,  this  is  bizarre.

Colleges  across  U.S.  offer 
free  opioid  reversing  drug 

COD  already  ahead  of  the  curve

Colleges  across  the  U.S. 
are  being  offered  a  free 
drug  called  Naloxone  that 
can  reverse  opioid  overdos¬ 
es,  luckily  College  of  DuP- 
age  is  already  equipped. 

America’s  notorious  opi¬ 
oid  epidemic  hasn't  been 
getting  better,  in  fact  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Centers  for 
disease  control  and  pre¬ 
vention,  “Opioids  (includ¬ 
ing  prescription  opioids 
and  heroin)  killed  more 
than  33,000  people  in 
2015,  more  than  any  year 
on  record.  Nearly  half  of 
all  opioid  overdose  deaths 
involve  a  prescription  opi¬ 
oid.”  Chicago  is  no  excep¬ 
tion,  according  to  the  Illi¬ 
nois  Department  of  Public 


Health  there  were  2,113 
heroin  deaths  in  Illinois 
from  2013  to  2015.  Some 
1,425  of  those  deaths  hap¬ 
pened  in  Chicago  and  its 
collar  counties.  DuPage 
county  has  had  it’s  fair 
share  of  overdoses  as  well, 
in  an  interview  with  local 
COD  Detective  Raul  Val- 
ladares,  he  stated  that  “over 
one  hundred”  overdoses 
had  been  reported. 

Opioid  overdosing  may 
have  turned  into  a  full 
blown  epidemic,  but  Nal¬ 
oxone  has  proven  to  be  an 
excellent  countermeasure 
to  the  rising  number  of 
casualties.  “About  three  or 
four  years  ago  when  Nal¬ 
oxone  started  becoming 


popular,  the  increase  of 
saves,  how  many  people 
have  been  brought  back, 
has  increased  every  year. 
People  are  overdosing,  it's 
not  a  mystery,  but  luckily 
Naloxone  is  saving  some  of 
them  and  bringing  them 
back  and  hopefully  getting 
them  to  where  they  can  get 
help  and  kick  the  habit.” 
said  Detective  Valladares. 

When  asked  if  COD 
offered  Naloxone  on  cam¬ 
pus  Detective  Valladares 
said,  “I  guess  offer  is  the 
wrong  word,  we  do  have 
it,  our  officers  are  trained 
in  it.  We  do  periodical  roll 
call  trainings,  so  it’s  kind 
of  like  a  refresher  training, 
but  everybody  including 


full  time  and  part  time  of¬ 
ficers  are  certified  to  carry 
it.  They  do  carry  it  with 
them  and  there’s  also  a 
couple  of  extra  doses  here 
at  the  Police  Department 
and  at  the  Dispatch  Cen¬ 
ter  in  case  anybody  runs 
out  they  grab  more  from 
there.” 

Several  organizations 
have  recognized  this  epi¬ 
demic  as  well,  The  Clinton 
Foundation  in  addition  to 
Adapt  Pharma  have  been 
working  together  to  give 
colleges  40,000  doses  of 
Naloxone.  Naloxone  also 
happens  to  be  a  simple 
nasal  spray  which  is  FDA 
approved.  That  design  was 
intentional  by  it’s  creators, 


the  goal  was  to  make  it 
simple  enough  to  where 
ordinary  people  who 
weren't  trained  in  admin¬ 
istering  the  drug  could  use 
it  anyways  and  potentially 
save  a  life.  The  effort  isn't 
just  limited  to  colleges  as 
well,  high  schools  across 
the  nation  have  been  giv¬ 
en  a  total  of  3,000  doses 
across  33  states  according 
to  Mike  Kelly,  the  U.S. 
president  of  Adapt  Phar¬ 
ma. 

When  asked,  “has  COD 
ever  considered  putting 
stations  of  Naloxone 
around  campus  for  stu¬ 
dent  use  in  case  an  office 
isn't  around?”  Detective 
Valladares  responded  with 


“Actually  that  hasn't  been 
proposed.  We  are  fortu¬ 
nate  here  that  we  have  a 
police  department  and 
most  of  the  time  it  doesn't 
take  as  long  as  it  does  for 
a  municipality  to  respond. 
We  get  there  quickly,  and 
that  might  be  part  of  the 
reason  we  didn't  even  con¬ 
sider  that.  So  short  answer 
is  no  we  have  not  consid¬ 
ered  that  at  this  moment.” 

Also  when  asked,  “has 
anybody  used  Naloxone 
on  campus  before?"  he  re¬ 
sponded  by  saying  “As  of 
this  moment,  (knocks  on 
wood)  we  have  not  had  to.” 


COLUMN:  Emanuel's  new  plan  for  CPS  potentially  withholds  students'  high  school  diplomas

Mayor  Rahm  Emanu¬ 
el  has  proposed  a  law  for 
Chicago  Public  School 
students  to  have  more  of 
a  plan  after  high  school  by 
leveraging  them  with  their 
own  high  school  diplomas. 
With  this  new  law  stu¬ 
dents  would  be  required  to 
provide  a  letter  of  accep¬ 


tance  from  either  a  college, 
the  military,  trade  school 
or  “gap  year”  program  in 
order  to  receive  their  high 
school  diploma.  Students 
who  have  jobs  or  will  soon 
have  jobs  also  qualify  to  re¬ 
ceive  their  diplomas. 

The  idea  behind  this  law 
is  to  get  students  more  fo¬ 
cused  about  their  futures 
and  their  well  beings  later 
on  in  life.  Essentially,  plan 
ahead  now  so  when  high 
school  ends,  it  isn't  the 
end  of  education  for  the 
student.  However  it  feels 
that  this  unorthodox  plan 
Emmanuel  has  come  up 
with  will  only  add  to  the 
long  list  of  notorious  pres¬ 
sures  high  school  has  to 


offer.  Graduation  rates  for 
CPS  high  school  students 
have  been  abysmally  low, 
73  percent  was  the  rate  last 
year.  So  is  now  really  the 
time  to  implement  a  law 
that  piles  even  more  on  top 
of  students? 

This  proposed  plan 
isn't  just  another  thing 
students  have  to  finish, 
it's  also  a  little  pointless. 
If  you're  a  CPS  gradu¬ 
ate  right  now,  you  already 
qualify  for  Emmanuels 
new  plan.  Graduating  as 
a  CPS  student  automat¬ 
ically  admits  you  into  the 
City  Colleges  of  Chicago 
community  college  system. 
Which  means  all  CPS  stu¬ 
dents  who  are  graduating 


now,  are  already  accepted 
into  college  and  qualify 
for  Emmanuels  new  plan. 
The  consequences  of  this 
law  could  make  this  option 
the  only  lifeline  for  hope¬ 
ful  graduates.  Undecided 
students  who  want  to  take 
a  year  off  might  be  forced 
into  something  they  aren't 
willing  to  go  into,  and  at  a 
cost. 

However  the  largest 
question  to  this  law  really 
stands  out  as,  is  this  even 
legal?  Does  the  Mayor 
have  the  power  to  force 
CPS  students  to  choose  a 
path  regardless  of  what  the 
student  really  wants?  From 
what  has  been  said  so  far 
the  answer  is  sounding  like 


yes,  he  does.  Right  now  the 
Chicago  Board  of  Educa¬ 
tion  is  mainly  Emmanu¬ 
el-controlled  so  the  law 
might  even  pass  as  well. 

However  no  matter  how 
good  of  an  idea  Emman¬ 
uel  thinks  he  has,  these 
are  rights  he  has  no  busi¬ 
ness  changing.  If  a  stu¬ 
dent  wants  to  graduate 
high  school  and  just  live  at 
home  and  take  a  year  off, 
that  should  be  their  right. 
Nobody  has  any  business 
changing  that.  Forcing 
high  school  students,  let 
alone  anybody  into  some¬ 
thing  they  may  not  want 
goes  against  the  founding 
views  of  America. 

It  might  sound  overly 


American  to  say  it,  but  af¬ 
ter  high  school  you  should 
be  able  to  do  whatever  the 
hell  you  want,  and  when¬ 
ever  you  want  to.  If  you 
want  to  go  live  your  life 
as  a  bum  on  the  streets, 
well  that’s  your  right  as 
an  American  to  do  so.

No  woman  in  any  cor¬ 
rectional  center  in  Illinois 
has  access  to  postsecond¬ 
ary  education. 

The  state’s  budget  im¬ 
passe  forced  four  commu¬ 
nity  colleges  in  Illinois  to 
suspend  their  postsecond¬ 
ary  education  programs  in 
prisons  across  the  state. 

“This  situation  should 
be  getting  headlines,  it’s 
so  shocking,  until  the  bud¬ 
get  situation  gets  resolved 
— —there  won't  be  any  program 
at  Decatur  Correction¬ 
al  Center,”  said  Rebecca 
Ginsburg,  director  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  at 
Urbana-Champaign  edu¬ 
cation  justice  project. 

On  the  other  hand,  hun¬ 
dreds  of  men  at  the  Dan¬ 


ville  Correctional  Facility 
are  currendy  benefitting 
from  the  University  of  Il¬ 
linois  at  Urbana-Cham¬ 
paign  postsecondary 
education  being  offered 
through  its  Education  Jus¬ 
tice  Project. 

This  was  the  highlight 
of  Ginsburg  s  keynote  ad¬ 
dress  when  she  spoke  at 
a  Higher  Education  for 
Incarcerated  Students 
symposium  hosted  by  the 
College  of  DuPage  Liberal 
Arts  Division  on  April  21. 

As  the  head  of  an  ini¬ 
tiative  that  caters  to  the 
educational  needs  of  incar¬ 
cerated  students,  Ginsburg 
said  a  program  like  the  EJP 
has  led  to  lowered  recidi¬ 


vism,  better  employment 
outcomes  for  students  and 
hope  for  incarcerated  men. 
In  Illinois  alone,  about 
26,000  men  and  women 
return  home  every  year 
from  state  prisons. 

“That  is  an  awful  num¬ 
ber  of  people  that  need 
to  be  incorporated  and 
welcomed  in,”  added 
Ginsburg.  “We  don’t  in¬ 
corporate  them;  we  don’t 
welcome  them  in.” 

A  program  like  the  EJP 
provides  skills  for  these 
incarcerated  men  to  seek 
employment  opportunities 
upon  their  release  from 
prison.  Students  enrolled 
in  the  college  program 
during  their  time  in  prison 
are  able  to  transfer  cred¬ 


its  for  courses  they  take 
during  their  time  of  incar¬ 
ceration  to  the  university. 

EJP  goes  a  step  further 
and  provides  scholarships 
for  family  members  of  in¬ 
carcerated  people.  Many 
of  people  in  prisons  were 
breadwinners  prior  to 
them  being  incarcerated. 

Ginsburg,  in  a  Fall  2016 
newsletter  published  by 
the  EJP,  expressed  pessi¬ 
mism  about  the  federal 
government  threats  aimed 
at  rescinding  executive  or¬ 
ders  that  were  signed  by 
President  Barack  Obama. 
One  Obama  order  man¬ 
dated  federal  agencies  to 
ban  the  box  on  employ¬ 
ment  applications  that 
asked  for  applicants’  crimi¬ 


nal  histories. 

“Research  demonstrates 
that  eliminating  the  box 
leads  to  hiring  more  in¬ 
dividuals  with  records,” 
wrote  Ginsburg. 

Juveniles  serving  terms 
in  prisons  are  also  bene¬ 
fiting  from  efforts  to  have 
some  level  of  education 
provided  in  state  prison 
facilities. 

Judy  Davis,  the  superin¬ 
tendent  of  the  Warrenville 
Youth  Center  mentioned 
how  effective  the  Illinois 
School  District  428  blend¬ 
ed  learning  model  has 
been.  The  model  involves 
teachers  as  instructional 
leaders,  students  as  active 
learners,  and  technology  as 
an  individualized  content. 


As  of  Mar.  2017,  there 
was  384  youth  in  custody. 
As  a  result  of  educational 
opportunities  available  to 
these  youth  in  prison,  as  of 
2016,  40  received  eighth- 
grade  diplomas,  143  were 
awarded  high  school  di¬ 
plomas,  68  were  awarded 
GEds  and  3,764  Grad- 
Point  courses  were  com¬ 
pleted.

Water  supply  planning 
in  the  State  of  Illinois  is 
at  the  brink  of  dormancy 
with  the  current  budget 
logjam  in  Springfield.  If 
water  usage  data  cannot 
be  collected,  the  Office 
of  Water  Resources,  the 
state’s  water  supply  regu¬ 
latory  body,  cannot  make 
any  plans  for  water  supply 
throughout  the  state. 

This  means  the  state 
as  a  whole  cannot  make 
any  plan  for  water  supply 
based  on  changing  climate, 
weather  and  population. 

In  his  capacity  as  the  di¬ 
rector  of  the  OWR,  Dan¬ 
iel  Injerd  didn’t  mince  his 
words  when  he  expressed 
how  bothered  he  is  by  this 
situation  when  the  college 
hosted  a  Water  Resource 


Challenges  Facing  North¬ 
eastern  Illinois  symposium 
on  April  20. 

“It  is  not  exciting;  it  is 
something  that  has  to  oc¬ 
cur  year  after  year,”  said 
Injerd.  “Everybody  wants 
to  do  studies  that  will  lead 
to  a  product  and  a  recom¬ 
mendation. 

“But  in  water  supply 
planning,  you  have  to  have 
historical  water  use  data. 
Fortunately,  in  Illinois 
we’ve  had  the  State  Wa¬ 
ter  Survey.  They  have  been 
conducting  a  water  inven¬ 
tory  program  for  many 
years.  But  as  you  know,  we 
don’t  have  a  budget  in  Illi¬ 
nois  for  almost  two  years. 
So,  public  water  supply 
and  data  collection  and  in¬ 
dustrial  reporting  are  cur¬ 


rently  suffering  and  are  in 
danger  of  not  being  con¬ 
tinued.  This  bothers  me.” 

Outlining  the  technical 
problems  facing  North¬ 
eastern  Illinois,  Injerd 
mentioned  the  depletion 
of  deep  sandstone  aquifers, 
as  one  of  the  reasons  for  a 
potential  water  shortage 
within  this  region. 

This  depletion  means 
water  isn't  replenishing 
when  pumped  out  from 
these  drilled  deep  wells  to 
the  elevated  towers  that 
have  the  name  of  our  vil¬ 
lage.  This  condition  is  a 
scare  for  cities  that  partial¬ 
ly  get  their  water  supply 
from  Lake  Michigan,  Riv¬ 
ers  Kankakee,  and  Fox  and 
also  tap  out  wells. 

Water  in  these  wells  is 
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to  be  replaced  by  water 
that  falls  through  rain  and 
snow.  Ironically,  this  is  oc¬ 
curring  in  a  state  that,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Injerd,  received 
an  average  precipitation  of 
9.53  inches  in  June  2015. 

But  there  exists  a  prob¬ 
lem  in  the  state’s  North¬ 
eastern  region  that  is  far 
beyond  the  OWR  jurisdic¬ 
tion.  Currently,  there  has 
been  population  growth 
occurring  in  places  with 
potential  water  shortages. 

“Nobody  in  government 
talks  about  land  use  when 
we  talk  about  water  sup¬ 
ply,”  added  Injerd.  “As  the 
state  regulatory  agency 
over  water  quantity,  I  have 
absolutely  no  authority 
to  utilize  any  measure  of 
my  authority  to  influence 


where  growth  occurs. 

“Those  are  local  issues, 
but  it  is  an  interesting 
challenge.” 

On  the  other  hand,  In¬ 
jerd  expressed  his  opti¬ 
mism  about  the  state’s  ca¬ 
pability  to  address  a  future 
water  demand  that  may 
arise. 

“While  you  read  all  the 
stories  about  our  budget 
deficit,  one  area  that  Illi¬ 
nois  has  a  water  surplus  in 
the  bank  is  for  water,  which 
is  a  cushion  against  chang¬ 
es  in  hydrology,”  added  In¬ 
jerd.  “We  have  the  capabil¬ 
ity  today  to  meet  whatever 
public  water  supply  need 
there  will  be.” 

The  Village  of  Glen  El¬ 
lyn  was  represented  on  the 
panel  by  its  superintendent 


for  utilities  John  Hubsky 
and  chief  engineer  Rich 
Daubert. 

Hubsky  alluded  to  In- 
jerd’s  assertion  about  the 
depletion  of  water  in  the 
deep  sandstone  aquifers. 
Fortunately,  the  Village  of 
Glen  Ellyn’s  wells  are  for 
backup  purposes,  while 
its  population  is  supplied 
water  from  the  DuPage 
Water  Commission.  The 
commission  gets  its  water 
from  the  Jardine  Plant,  the 
world’s  largest  water  filtra¬ 
tion  plant.

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When  student  Alex 
Hohnsen  accepted  her 
admittance  to  Butler  Uni¬ 
versity,  she  never  imagined 
that  she’d  be  back  home 
attending  the  College  of 
DuPage.  Her  decision 
to  leave  after  one  year 
spawned  from  many  ob¬ 
stacles,  but  she  quickly  dis¬ 
covered  her  heart  was  not 
in  her  business  degree,  but 
instead  in  a  deep  seated 
passion  that  lay  dormant 
for  too  long:  her  art. 

“I  was  unhappy,  unmo¬ 
tivated,  and  knew  I  had  to 
change,”  said  Hohnsen.

“Anger  Pt.  l”to  the  annual 
juried  student  art  gallery, 
held  in  the  Cleve  Carney 
Gallery. 

The  gallery  is  open  to 
the  public  until  May  20. 
This  year,  Sarah  McEne- 
aney,  a  Philadelphia  based 
artist  with  works  present¬ 
ed  in  the  Locks  Gallery 
and  Tibor  Nagy  gallery  in 
New  York  City,  juried  the 
works. 

Being  accepted  into  the 
show  meant  much  more 
for  Hohnsen  who  always 
found  herself  drawn  to  art, 
but  had  accepted  early  on 
it  would  not  be  a  realistic 
career  choice.  Now  on  the 
path  to  becoming  an  art 
director,  “Anger  Pt.  1”  be¬ 


ing  accepted  was  a  symbol 
of  her  accomplishments 
and  an  ode  to  the  faculty 
who  helped  her  develop 
her  skills. 

“My  teachers  have 
helped  me  in  innumera¬ 
ble  ways,”  said  Hohnsen. 
“They  took  my  questions 
and  talked  about  their 
path  and  were  honest  and 
encouraging.  Everyone  of 
the  teachers  I  have  had 
were  inspiring,  hardwork¬ 
ing,  and  valuable  resources. 
All  in  their  own  ways  too, 
the  beauty  of  art  is  that  it 
encourages  unity  and  in¬ 
dividuality.  No  two  people 
are  the  same,  nor  two  piec¬ 
es  of  art.” 

A  lithography  print, 
“Anger  Pt.  1”  presents  it¬ 
self  as  a  manifestation  of 
the  emotion  itself.  An  al¬ 
most  geometric,  thick  set¬ 
ting  opens  up  to  welcome 
smaller  linework  chaoti¬ 
cally  forcing  itself  inside. 


Brushes  of  red  hide  behind 
the  black,  contrasting  the 
composition. 

“Emotions  tie  us  to  one 
another  and  life  itself,”  ex¬ 
plained  Hohnsen.  “The  in¬ 
tense  lines  of  strong  black 
with  red  coming  through 
made  me  think  of  anger, 
and  how  we  can  hide  it  at 
times.  Pt.  2  was  an  all  red 
version  of  the  black  lines 
and  side  by  side  as  they 
were  when  I  named  them 
they  looked  like  a  progres¬ 
sion.  Ultimately  the  ques¬ 
tion  I  wanted  to  ask  was 
about  emotion  and  how  do 
we  hide  it  and  why?” 

Best  of  show  went  to 
Erin  Fitzpatrick  with  her 
work,  “Rebirth”  and  “Re¬ 
prise.”  Elizabeth  Thies 
took  first  place  in  3-D  art 
with  “All  Loved  Up.”  First 
for  2-D  work  was  “Down  a 
Dark  Path,”  by  Elyse  War- 
necke. 

Other  notable  works 


include  Marge  Dady’s 
3-D  work,  “Sit  Down  and 
Have  a  Cuppa.”  Made 
from  a  wooden  chair,  fab¬ 
ric,  crochet,  found  objects, 
and  other  accessories.  All 
spawning  from  a  once  sim¬ 
ple  wooden  chair,  whimsi¬ 
cal  porcelain  tea  sets  cover 
each  surface  making  the 
piece  reminiscent  of  Al¬ 
ice  and  her  mad  tea  party. 
Crocheted  flowers  cover 
the  chair  along  with  but¬ 
tons,  marbles,  books  and 
figurines. 

The  gallery  features 
work  from  all  mediums: 
acrylic,  ink,  charcoal,  col¬ 
lage,  photographs  and  in¬ 
cludes  ceramic  art  from 
Tyler  Yocum,  Meghan 
Koegel  and  Kenneth  Ja¬ 
cobs. 

“It  is  important  to  sur¬ 
round  yourself  with  people 
that  are  passionate,”  said 
Hohnsen,  on  the  topic  of 
her  final  lesson  learned. 


“Maybe  those  passions  are 
different  from  yours  but 
ultimately  the  shared  am¬ 
bition  is  what  makes  the 
difference.  I  think  about 
how  selfish  it  is  to  want  to 
do  art  or  something  cre¬ 
ative,  but  it  comes  down 
to  a  simple  question:  Who 
am  I  and  who  do  I  want  to 
be?  And  that  may  change 
and  that  is  fine,  but  having 
the  kind  of  people  there 
to  lean  on,  encourage  you, 
and  show  up  to  your  art 
show,  they  are  the  ones 
that  will  continue  to  un¬ 
derstand  and  support  who 
I  am  and  who  1  want  to 
be.  Whatever  that  is.  Point 
being,  we  never  truly  do 
anything  all  on  our  own.”

Marriage,  motherhood  and  murder

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Imagine  driving  down 
the  west  coast  of  Cali¬ 
fornia  on  an  especially 
gloomy  day.  The  sky  is 
heavily  overcast,  but  there’s 
no  sign  of  rain.  You  can  feel 
the  clouds  wanting  to  shed 
tears,  but  nothing  will  just 
come  out.  You  turn  your 
head  towards  the  horizon: 
the  oscillating  waves,  the 
muddled  coastline,  the  big 
boulders  of  rock  forma¬ 
tions-  everything  is  heav¬ 
ily  tinted  in  awful  hues  of 
blue.  The  whole  scenery 
looks  as  if  it  was  painted  by 
Picasso  himself,  during  his 
depressing  blue  phase.  An 
eerie  silence  is  in  the  air, 
even  though  you  can  see 
the  waves  crashing  from 
afar. 

You  turn  the  radio  on 
to  liven  up  the  uncan¬ 


ny  silence  only  to  hear  a 
raspy  old  voice,  solemnly 
recounting  a  tragic  event 
from  last  night.  A  freak 
accident  in  the  small  town 
you’re  heading  to.  Someone 
met  their  untimely  demise 
from  falling  down  a  flight 
of  stairs,  during,  as  the  ra¬ 
dio  host  exclaims,  a  lavish 
parent-teacher  fundraising 
event  for  a  local  charter 
school.  The  police  are  still 
inconclusive  as  to  what  re¬ 
ally  happened,  according 
to  the  reporter.  They’re  still 
investigating  the  scene  of 
the  crime,  and  the  name 
of  the  person  who  died  is 
still  kept  under  wraps.  The 
voice  cuts  to  a  woman  who 
claims  to  be  a  witness.  “Six 
people  are  involved-  six 
parents  who  have  stirred 
up  some  drama  over  the 


past  few  weeks...”,  a  sense 
of  malice  and  disdain  Un¬ 
gers  in  her  tone. 

Suddenly  the  looming 
dreadfulness  of  the  morn¬ 
ing  makes  sense.  Intrigue 
eats  your  very  core  as  you 
Usten  closely  to  the  har¬ 
rowing  details  of  the  trag¬ 
edy.  There’s  more  to  it  than 
meets  the  eye.  You  turn  the 
volume  up,  eager  to  find 
out  more. 

Somebody’s  dead,  and 
no  one  knows  who  did 
it  nor  what  exacdy  hap¬ 
pened. 

HBO’s  latest  mini-se¬ 
ries,  Big  Little  Lies,  hooks 
you  up  right  away  as  it 
exceptionally  captures  the 
audience  with  the  tried  and 
tested  whodunit  premise 
by  spinning  it  into  a  so¬ 
cial  commentary  on  the 
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suburban  Ufe  of  the  rich 
and  successful.  The  show 
has  drummed  up  rave  re¬ 
views  and  quite  a  bit  of  a 
following,  which  should 
not  be  a  surprise  to  any¬ 
one-  it’s  absolutely  a  guilty 
pleasure.  Big  Little  Lies  is 
the  lovechild  of  Desperate 
Housewives  and  True  De¬ 
tective :  a  dose  of  suburban 
glamour  shrouded  in  a  fog 
of  murder  and  mystery 
set  in  million  dollar  man¬ 
sions  along  the  coastline  of 
Monterey,  California. 

Based  on  the  novel  of 
the  same  name  by  Liane 
Moriarty,  Big  Little  Lies 
follows  three  moms  of 
first  graders,  whose  perfect 
lives  unravel  to  the  point 
of  murder.  Directed  by 
Dallas  Buyers  Club’s  Jean- 
Marc  Vallee,  the  seven  part 


mini-series  is  masterfully 
crafted  into  a  level  of  so¬ 
phistication  that  is  not 
afraid  to  play  up  the  crime 
and  drama  by  interweaving 
shots  of  the  investigation, 
malicious  gossip,  and  even 
shots  of  the  surging  sea  as 
the  tension  rises  with  each 
passing  episode.  Every 
scene  is  accompanied  by  a 
superb  soundtrack  that  el¬ 
evates  the  show  into  a  tru¬ 
ly  cinematic  masterpiece. 
Big  Little  Lies  stars  Reese 
Witherspoon,  Nicole  Kid¬ 
man  and  Shailene  Wood- 
ley  as  Madeline  Martha 
McKenzie,  Celeste  Wright 
and  Jane  Chapman  respec¬ 
tively,  making  the  show 
a  powerhouse  in  acting. 
The  casting  is  brilliant,  as 
the  three  main  actresses 
add  in  the  multitude  of 


layers  to  the  already  over¬ 
used  housewife  and  moth¬ 
er  roles  they  were  cast  in, 
putting  a  different  spin  on 
what  could  have  been  a 
typical  domestic  drama. 

The  first  episode  back¬ 
tracks  to  the  first  day  of 
school  as  the  families  of 
the  first-graders  are  in¬ 
troduced.  Witherspoon’s 
character,  Madeline,  loves 
to  be  the  center  of  atten¬ 
tion,  your  typical  helicop¬ 
ter  mom  with  a  first-grade 
daughter  and  a  teenage 
daughter  from  her  first 
marriage.  Considered  as 
the  alpha  female  in  town, 
her  personality  clashes  with 
everyone;  she’s  your  typi¬ 
cal  goody  two  shoes  until 
you  wrong  her.  Madeline’s 
go-to  whenever  she  needs 
advice,  Celeste  Wright, 


is  a  retired  lawyer  and  a 
mother  of  twin  sons  who 
are  also  beginning  at  the 
same  school.  Nicole  Kid¬ 
man  plays  her  exquisitely 
as  a  very  kept,  calm  and 
collected  woman,  living  a 
perfect  life  with  a  perfect 
marriage.  New  to  town  is 
Woodley’s  Jane  Chapman, 
a  mysterious  young  single 
mother  who  just  moved  to 
Monterey  to  raise  her  only 
son,  Ziggy. 

The  series  of  unfortu¬ 
nate  events  commence 
as  the  school  bell  rang  to 
mark  the  end  of  the  school 
day.  The  shark-infested 
waters  of  the  elementary 
school  are  instantaneously 
revealed  as  both  parents 
and  first  graders  are  hud¬ 
dled  into  a  group,  as  the 
teacher  accuses  a  student 
of  choking  another  stu¬ 
dent.  Shocking  everyone, 
Renata  Klein’s  (played  by 
Laura  Dern)  daughter, 
Amabella  steps  up  to  show 
red  marks  on  her  neck  and 
points  to  Ziggy,  claiming 
he  attempted  to  choke 
her,  which  the 
boy  denies 
right 


away.  Chaos  ensues  as  ev¬ 
eryone’s  maternal  instincts 
kick  in. 

Renata  threateningly 
spouts,  “Ziggy,  do  you  see 
her  neck?  If  you  ever  touch 
my  little  girl  again,  you  are 
gonna  be  in  big  trouble!” 
leaving  Jane  and  Ziggy 
petrified  by  the  accusation. 
This  confrontation  ignites 
Madeline  to  step  up  for 
the  newcomers,  basically 
saying  the  kid  is  innocent 
after  proven  guilty  and 
that  Renata  needs  to  apol¬ 
ogize  to  the  kid  right  away. 
The  batde  fines  are  drawn 
as  Renata  and  Madeline’s 
personalities  clash,  cre¬ 
ating  a  monstrous  rivalry 
between  the  two  of  them 
with  everyone  taking  sides. 

The  show  cleverly  uti¬ 
lizes  this  double-whodunit 
mystery  as  motivation  for 
each  and  every  character’s 
actions  throughout  the  se¬ 
ries.  The  first  episode  also 
explores  how  elementary 
schools  are  full  of  impossi¬ 
ble  situations  like  this  one, 
and  raises  the  question: 

Can  a  6-year- 
old  child 
1  - 
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ready  be  a  sociopath?  The 
first  episode  not  only  tack¬ 
les  modern  suburban  fife 
but  also  parenting,  and 
the  anxieties  that  come 
along  with  it.  The  truth  is 
murky,  and  even  though 
the  amount  of  evidence 
is  stacked  against  Ziggy, 
Jane’s  forthright  trust  and 
belief  in  her  son  triumphs 
but  this  devotion  ulti¬ 
mately  raise  the  tension 
and  suspicion  between  the 
mother  and  son. 

An  unlikely  friendship 
develops  between  Made¬ 
line,  Jane,  and  Celeste, 
serving  as  the  catalyst 
that  pulls  these  women 
through  the  tragedy  which 
slowly  unfolds  as  the  show 
progresses.  Secrets  are  re¬ 
vealed  as  the  first  episode 
ends,  with  Madeline  strug¬ 
gling  to  connect  with  her 
older  daughter,  Abigail  as 
she  tries  to  cope  with  her 
ex-husband  Nathan  and 
his  young  yoga  instructor 
wife,  Bonnie  at  the  same 
time.  Celeste’s  marriage 
doesn’t  seem  all  too  per¬ 
fect  after  all,  as  her  hus¬ 
band  Perry  starts  to  show 
signs  of  being  violent  and 
abusive.  Jane's  motives  for 
moving  to  Mon¬ 
terey  are  still 
relatively 


known. 

Yes,  the  whole  premise 
of  Big  Little  Lies  is  a  little 
bit  trashy  and  cliche.  The 
driving  force  of  the  show 
is  pitting  women  against 
women,  but  the  plot  is 
handled  with  respect  by 
elevating  each  character’s 
strengths  and  flaws  excep¬ 
tionally  well.  The  A-list 
cast  gives  their  roles  more 
than  justice  with  their 
powerful  yet  nuanced  per¬ 
formances.  The  conniving 
nature  and  the  sniping 
between  the  moms,  the 
mysterious  backstories, 
the  sex  and  the  violence- 
each  piece  all  adds  up  to 
a  hypnotic  package  that 
surely  whets  your  appetite 
for  more. 

A  lot  of  people  dismiss 
the  show,  saying  it  only 
caters  to  women.  The  sto¬ 
ry  revolves  around  con¬ 
flict  made  by  them,  after 
all.  But  once  you  parse 
through  and  let  yourself  be 
immersed  in  the  rich  sto¬ 
rytelling,  you  will  find  that 
the  show  is  ultimately  a 
very  timely  critique  on  the 
gender  roles  and  norms  our 
society  has  been  abiding 
by.  And  this 
what 
makes 


these  characters  relatable; 
they’re  not  just  prissy, 
self-absorbed,  rich  wom¬ 
en  living  in  million  dollar 
mansions  by  the  beach. 
Big  Little  Lies  displays  the 
hardships  these  women  go 
through:  from  the  double 
standards  of  being  a  moth¬ 
er  and  a  wife  to  the  anxiet¬ 
ies  of  parenting. 

Jane  is  looked  down 
upon  by  many  for  being  a 
single  mother,  and  as  one 
witness  condescendingly 
recounts  from  the  investi¬ 
gation,  “She  drives  a  dusty 
old  Prius  parked  outside 
of  a  Barney’s.”  Madeline 
is  constandy  searching  for 
approval  and  recognition 
among  her  peers,  as  she 
struggles  to  prove  to  her 
ex-husband  that  her  new 
marriage  is  far  better  than 
his.  Celeste  tries  her  hard¬ 
est  to  five  up  to  the  expec¬ 
tations  of  having  a  happy 
family  and  a  perfect  mar¬ 
riage,  putting  her  career  on 
hold  to  raise  her  twin  sons. 
Renata  dealing  with  the 
fear  and  disconnect  peo¬ 
ple  attribute  to  women  in 
power,  as  she  just  joined 
the  board  of 
PayPal. 


Big  Little  Lies  is  a  com¬ 
mentary  on  the  falsehood 
of  the  ‘perfect  fife’  and  how 
easy  it  takes  for  it  to  crum¬ 
ble.  It’s  a  powerful  study  on 
friendship  and  the  bonds 
women  make  amidst  dra¬ 
ma  and  confusion. 

Is  Celestes  marriage  in 
jeopardy  because  of  the 
looming  violence  between 
her  and  her  husband?  Why 
is  Madeline  trying  so  hard 
to  one-up  her  ex-hus¬ 
band’s  marriage?  Who  is 
Jane,  and  is  she  running 
from  someone?  Who  re¬ 
ally  choked  Amabella? 
What  will  be  Renata’s  next 
move?  Who  fell  down 
the  flight  of  stairs  and 
died?  Why  did  it  happen? 
Whose  domestic  palace  is 
going  to  crumble  next? 

The  questions  just  pile 
on,  and  as  the  first  episode 
ends,  you’ll  be  begging  for 
more  twists  and  turns  to 
come  along  your  way. 

Who  knew  suburban  life 
could  be  this  exciting  and 
dramatic?

Theater  Wit's  "10  out  of  12" 
promising  performance  ends 
with  confusion,  slight  anger 
and  great  disappointment

10  OUT  OF  12 


When  I  heard  there  was 
a  play  written  about  the 
first  tech  rehearsal  of  a 
show  where  the  audience 
members  are  given  head¬ 
sets  to  listen  to  the  hysteria 
from  the  techies,  I  thought 
I  was  in  heaven. 

As  a  theater  lover  and 
avid  performer,  maybe  my 
hopes  were  too  high.  Once 
I  left  the  theater  even  just 
for  intermission,  I  heavily 
debated  on  walking  back 
in.  I  noted  some  empty 
chairs  after  those  15  min¬ 
utes,  several  people  a  few 
rows  down  had  the  same 
idea  I  did,  but  they  were 
the  strong  and  the  brave. 

I  attended  Theater  Wit’s 
production  of  Anne  Wash¬ 
burn’s  “10  out  of  12”  with 
beaming  excitement.  The 
title  “10  out  of  12”  refers  to 
the  Actors’  Equity  Associ¬ 
ation’s  policy  that  all  equi¬ 
ty  actors  must  be  given  a 
2-hour  break  in  a  12-hour 
block  of  time.  This  show 
was  meant  to  represent 
those  10  hours  dedicated 
to  tech. 

A  rehearsal  continu¬ 
ing  on  for  half  a  day  is 
quite  common  for  a  first 
day  of  tech  rehearsal.  For 
non-thespians:  1.  I’ll  pray 
for  you  to  find  the  light  of 


Thespis,  and  2.  Tech  is  the 
week  before  the  opening 
of  a  show  where  actors  and 
tech  members  run  through 
the  entire  play  using  lights 
and  sound  for  the  first 
time. 

When  in  high  school, 
each  tech  week  was  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  “hell  week,” 
a  name  not  so  heard  of 
anymore  but  contains  the 
same  truth  to  it.  Any  actor 
or  techie  will  instinctively 
groan  and/or  sweat  at  any 
mention  to  the  name. 

This  is  why  when  I 
walked  in  to  Theatre  2  at 
the  Wit,  I  was  excited  to 
see  a  pair  of  headphones 
over  each  seat.  As  instruct¬ 
ed,  I  placed  them  on  and 
left  only  one  ear  covered  so 
that  I  could  hear  what  was 
happening  onstage  and  off. 

For  pre-show,  the  actors 
portraying  tech  members 
swept  the  stage,  fixed  lights 
and  ran  around  in  last 
minute  preparations.  This 
was  the  perfect  choice. 
It  truly  was  the  first  step 
into  making  the  audience 
believe  they  were  at  a  real 
rehearsal.  Actors  wore  all 
black  if  they  were  working 
backstage,  and  the  stage 
manager  looked  dishev¬ 
eled  yet  put-together  in  an 


odd  way.  Costuming  tru¬ 
ly  helped  to  elaborate  on 
characters  where  the  rest 
of  the  show  lacked. 

This  brings  me  to  actual 
dialogue  and  characteriza¬ 
tion.  For  the  entire  TWO 
AND  A  HALF  HOUR 
run,  I  was  confused,  a  little 
uninterested,  disconnected 
and  sweating  profusely. 

For  the  characters,  there 
appeared  to  be  two  tech 
members,  a  stage  manag¬ 
er,  assistant  and  director. 
Stage  manager  and  direc¬ 
tor  portrayed  their  char¬ 
acters  beautifully.  As  pre¬ 
viously  mentioned,  their 
costuming  was  an  exten¬ 
sion  of  themselves  with 
the  stage  manager  wear¬ 
ing  a  messy  bun,  oversized 
superhero  shirt  and  big 
parachute  pants.  She  was 
a  serious,  focused,  hard- 
working-yet-casual  char¬ 
acter  who  really  brought 
some  flavor  into  the  show 
when  she  did  have  lines. 
For  the  director,  he  was 
more  of  a  “free  spirited” 
and  creative  character.  He 
sported  a  faux  hawk,  tight 
v-neck  shirt  and  jeans.  The 
actor’s  tattoos  were  visible 
as  well.  This  even  added  to 
the  character. 

The  set  design  was  a  plus 


as  well.  You  didn’t  quite 
know  what  was  happen¬ 
ing  in  the  play  that  the 
tech  was  happening  for, 
but  the  jungle-like  mysti¬ 
cal  set  really  intrigued  me 
and  made  you  think  how  it 
connected  to  the  piece. 

For  the  others,  techies 
were  great.  Specifically,  the 
male  tech  member  brought 
me  to  laughter  even  when 
I  was  questioning  whether 
or  not  to  stay.  He  was  sassy, 
weird,  and  his  love  for  ran¬ 
domly  found  shrimp  chips 
was  something  so  off  that 
it  was  hilarious.  His  voice 
along  with  the  other  crew 
members  were  what  we 
could  hear  over  the  head¬ 
set.  This  bit  made  any  of 
the  strange  commenting 
on  his  chips  or  his  salami 
and  swiss  cheese  sandwich 
even  more  entertaining. 

The  actor  characters 
were  the  biggest  issue.  I 
couldn’t  tell  if  it  was  Wash¬ 
burn’s  writing  of  the  show 
or  the  actors  themselves 
who  made  me  not  care  for 
the  show  one  bit.  There 
was  zero  characterization, 
only  attempts  to  it.  This 
was  most  obvious  with  Eva 
and  Paul.  We  learn  as  we 
watch  these  actors  in  be¬ 
tween  scenes  that  Eva,  the 
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stereotypical  cutie  blonde, 
was  banging  another  actor 
in  the  show,  another  cliche 
douche  narcissistic  famous 
actor  man.  Oh  no!  Bad 
news  when  this  brings  up 
one  fit  of  drama  with  an¬ 
other  actor,  Paul.  Too  bad 
that  this  “drama”  that  en¬ 
sues  between  Eva  and  Paul, 
resulting  in  Paid  breaking 
character  and  shouting, 
was  just  confusing. 

Paul’s  character  was  only 
seen  prior  to  this  conflict 
backstage  attempting  to 
get  himself  into  character. 
As  an  audience  member, 
I  thought  he  was  one  of 
those  weird  actors  with 
“off”  ways  of  attacking  his 
character  since  he  talk¬ 
ed  himself  into  character. 
When  he  blew  up,  I  bare¬ 
ly  understood  him  due  to 
his  unknown  dialect,  and 
what  he  said  connected 
to  nothing  happening.  It 
was  too  spontaneous  with 
no  budd-up  whatsoever.  It 
could  have  worked  if  we 
knew  anything  about  these 
characters  as  actors,  if  they 
had  development,  but  it 
simply  fell  short. 

Maybe  it  wasn’t  the  ac¬ 
tor’s  fault.  Maybe  it  was 
the  writing.  It  could  have 
been  because  this  “drama,” 


which  was  the  first  spark 
of  anything  emotional  or 
connectable  or  attention 
grabbing,  happened  after 
maybe  an  hour  or  more 
of  sitting  and  watching 
the  tech  members  start 
and  stop  and  actors  mime 
conversations  and  wait  un¬ 
til  told  to  proceed.  A  real 
tech  rehearsal  is  best  run 
professionally.  This  means 
you  stop  when  tech  tells 
you  to  and  continue  when 
they  tell  you.  It  can  be  long 
and  grueling,  we  know 
this,  but  this  is  not  what 
the  audience  wants  to  sit 
and  watch  for  an  hour.  It’s 
boring.  That’s  why  actors 
hate  doing  it.  Don’t  make 
an  audience  sit  through 
and  hate  it,  too. 

The  writing  left  no  room 
for  character  development 
either  besides  the  stage 
manager,  director,  assistant 
and  tech.  It  was  written  to 
be  ran  as  a  tech,  not  giving 
actors  many  lines  until  the 
end  of  the  first  half  and 
bits  in  the  second  half.  I 
can  cut  them  some  slack 
here,  but  what  wasn’t  writ¬ 
ten  in  could  have  been  eas¬ 
ily  made  up  for  in  various 
ways  nonverbally  on  stage. 
Actors  did  goof'with  one 
another  in  between  starts 


and  stops,  but  it  more  so 
made  me  annoyed  because 
as  a  professional  actor,  you 
must  act  professional,  not 
as  a  child  who  tries  to  bal¬ 
ance  a  tea  cup  on  the  back 
of  her  costar’s  butt. 

The  actor’s  were  pre¬ 
sented  as  cliche  arche¬ 
typal  characters  seen  in 
the  cheesiest  performanc¬ 
es.  Eva  was  a  cute  petite 
blonde  who  had  troubles 
with  men.  Paul  was  a  loom¬ 
ing,  dark,  older  actor  with 
years  of  experience  over 
his  costars.  There  was  the 
vain,  rude  actor,  some  bald 
guy  I  didn’t  care  about  who 
was  actually  the  best  actor, 
but  it  was  such  a  shame 
because  I  had  no  idea  who 
he  was  as  a  character.  There 
was  the  assistant  who 
came  out  sporting  rolled 
up  jeans  with  socks  show¬ 
ing  and  sneakers,  suspend¬ 
ers,  a  button  up,  pants  to 
his  chin  and  nerdy  glasses. 
His  voice  was  even  nasally. 
It  was  an  attempt  at  cheap 
laughs  that  I  don’t  think 
a  more  serious  director 
would  choose.  It  came  off 
as  bad,  immature  taste. 

The  ending  was  the  real 
icing  on  the  cake.  After 
watching  bits  of  a  show  I 
didn’t  get  at  all  and  crossing 


my  fingers  I  could  exit  the 
tighdy  packed  theater  that 
was  causing  me  to  undress 
and  sweat  everywhere, 
it  all  ended  with  a  song 
and  dance.  “Uh,  what...?” 
Was  the  only  thing  go¬ 
ing  through  my  mind  as  I 
watched  these  characters 
sing  this  sad  song,  spin 
each  other  around  and 
lift  chairs  around.  I  guess 
when  you’re  a  playwright 
and  you  realize  there’s  no 
message  or  theme  to  your 
show,  you’ve  got  to  throw 
in  a  quick,  but  admittingly 
beautiful,  song  that  literal¬ 
ly  tells  your  audience  your 
message.  It  reflected  actors 
and  their  work  ethic.  You 
go  work  your  temp  job  for 
12  hours,  yet  every  night 
you  go  to  the  theater  to 
rehearse  and  perform  and 
put  on  a  beautiful  master¬ 
piece  of  raw  human  life, 
and  you  drag  yourself  out 
covered  in  dust  and  sweat, 
and  you  crawl  into  bed  to 
do  it  all  again  the  next  day. 
Actors  don’t  do  it  for  mon¬ 
ey.  They  do  it  for  the  sake 
of  the  art  and  its  incredi¬ 
ble,  unparalleled  beauty.  I 
just  wish  the  show  repre¬ 
sented  this  more  than  just 
saying  it  at  the  end  of  it  all.

Free  Fire  takes  the  in¬ 
tensity  of  illegal  weapon 
sales  and  the  strange  re¬ 
lationships  of  business 
criminals  and  put  its  all  in 
a  warehouse  to  see  unfold. 
However  if  you're  looking 
for  more  than  that,  you're 
out  of  luck. 

Set  in  Boston  in  1978, 
two  gangs  meet  to  buy 
,some  guns  in  an  aban¬ 
doned  warehouse.  Ten¬ 
sions  are  high  as  the  deal 
begins  but  the  crew  mem¬ 
bers  ease  the  intensity 
with  foul  mouthed  jokes 
and  a  casual  approach  to 
their  illegal  acts.  Of  course 


though,  things  go  awry 
and  a  shootout  breaks  out. 

As  bullets  fly  and  rico¬ 
chet  off  the  concrete  walls, 
gang  members  drop  to 
the  dirty  floor  of  the  de¬ 
stroyed  warehouse.  Ignor¬ 
ing  the  broken  glass  and 
occasional  used  needle  the 
gang  members  largely  still 
remain  calm  as  they  take 
cover  behind  anything 
they're  close  to.  As  the 
clash  begins  to  slim  the 
gang  war  turns  into  a  bit  of 
a  stalemate  with  bits  of  ac¬ 
tion  only  popping  up  when 
eager  heads  do.  However 
largely,  everyone  except  a 


few  drug  addicts  still  keep 
it  pretty  calm  as  it's  all  just 
seemingly  business. 

Free  Fire  is  largely  an  in¬ 
tense  movie  overall,  there 
aren't  any  good  guys  or 
bad  guys  so  it's  fun  to  pick 
your  favorite  and  hope  that 
they  win.  However  this  is 
really  where  it  peaks.  There 
isn't  a  story  to  it,  it's  more 
about  the  experience  and 
the  slowly  played  out  vio¬ 
lence  than  anything  which 
at  times  is  very  entertain¬ 
ing  to  watch.  Everyone’s 
performances  had  their 
own  special  takes  on  their 
characters.  No  character  is 


alike  and  it  reinforces  that 
idea  of  picking  and  choos¬ 
ing  your  favorite.  So  really 
as  the  film  went  on  it  felt 
more  like  a  picking  and 
choosing  slapstick  action 
thriller  than  a  film  with  a 
traditional  story.  It's  a  free 
for  all  in  the  way  its  setup 
and  excuses  its  style  and 
also  as  a  story,  hence  the 
name,  Free  Fire. 

Director  Ben  Wheatley 
who  previously  directed 
the  dreamlike  indie  film 
High  Rise  has  done  a  very 
unique  job  with  Free  Fire. 
Wheatley  has  a  very  spe¬ 
cific  style  of  filmmaking 


that  has  always  been  very 
outstanding  and  unique. 
Free  Fire  is  no  exception, 
the  intensity,  the  unique 
composition,  the  en¬ 
grossing  characters,  they 
all  make  Free  Fire  great. 
However  Wheatley  seem¬ 
ingly  keeps  making  the 
same  mistakes  with  his 
last  films,  hollow  endings. 
Going  into  his  films  they 
always  start  great  but  they 
never  end  well.  Free  Fire’s 
ending  was  certainly  better 
than  High  Rises,  which 
really  came  crashing  down 
more  towards  the  middle, 
but  it  still  left  me  with  an 


unsatisfied  feeling.  Free 
Fire  has  all  the  right  parts 
to  a  great  movie,  and  it's 
even  set  up  as  one,  how¬ 
ever  it  still  peaks  early  and 
ends  on  that  flat  note.  As  a 
Director  I  think  Wheatley 
has  grown  very  much  and 
I  look  forward  to  seeing 
when  he  truly  nails  it,  be¬ 
cause  that  film  will  be  tru¬ 
ly  amazing.  However  Free 
Fire  is  not  it.  He’s  getting 
closer  but  it  just  falls  shy  of 
real  greatness  and  Wheat- 
ley  fullest  potential.  There’s 
no  real  reason  to  see  this  in 
theaters  so  maybe  just  wait 
until  Netflix  picks  it  up.

Students  can  only  stand 
to  laugh  with  self-depre¬ 
cation  as  the  prospect  of 
paying  off  their  mountain¬ 
ous  amounts  of  debt  stares 
them  dead  in  the  eyes. 
Based  on  statistics  from 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Labor, 
from  1984  to  2014  college 
tuition  prices  have  risen 
on  average  by  260%.  This 
staggering  figure  forces  us 
to  beg  the  obvious  ques¬ 
tion:  why  have  prices  risen 
on  a  practically  exponen¬ 
tial  scale? 

Many  people  believe  that 
colleges  are  overcharging 
students  due  to  the  evils  of 
capitalism.  These  colleges 
have  become  just  like  a 
corporation,  and  must  be 
broken  down  like  a  Ber- 
nie  Sanders  wet  dream.  At 
least  with  public  colleges 
and  universities,  people 
who  ascribe  to  this  camp 
want  all  public  college’s  tu¬ 
ition  to  be  completely  free 
for  everyone,  and  have  the 
government  subsidize  the 
tuition  instead  of  it  bur¬ 
dening  student’s  wallets. 

The  state  of  New  York 
recently  passed  a  new  pro¬ 


gram  which  gives  students 
in  certain  financial  brack¬ 
ets  the  freedom  to  go  to 
any  state  New  York  school 
for  completely  free.  These 
students  must  be  full  time, 
and  after  graduation  they 
must  reside  in  the  state  for 
at  least  two  to  four  years 
under  the  state’s  discretion. 
Families  who  make  under 
$100,00  will  be  the  first 
who  see  this  benefit,  then 
the  year  after  the  cap  will 
increase  to  $110,000,  and 
in  2019  the  cap  will  solidi¬ 
fy  at  $125,000. 

Governor  of  New  York 
Andrew  Cuomo  has  been 
working  with  state’s  leg¬ 
islators  in  order  to  cre¬ 
ate  a  budget  which  could 
sustain  such  a  blunt  hit 
to  government  spending. 
There  are  an  estimated  one 
million  families  who  are 
eligible  under  the  first  fi¬ 
nancial  bracket,  and  there 
will  be  about  200,000 
current  students  who  will 
have  this  paradigm  benefit 
their  wallets. 

Cuomo  and  his  legis¬ 
lators  estimated  that  this 
plan  would  cost  the  state, 


at  a  conservative  figure, 
$163  million  in  the  first 
year  of  this  program.  On 
top  of  that,  they  added  an¬ 
other  $19  million  towards 
assistance  grants  for  stu¬ 
dents  who  choose  to  go  to 
a  private  school.  Students 
who  choose  this  route 
will  receive  a  maximum 
of  $3,000,  which  is  barely 
scratching  the  surface  of 
their  piling  debts  from  a 
private  institution’s  tuition 
rates. 

Who  will  pay  this  ex¬ 
tra  $182  million  dollars? 
The  taxpayers,  of  course. 
Who  else  would  be  able 
to  provide  these  funds? 
The  main  way  the  govern¬ 
ment  makes  their  money 
is  through  taxing  people 
until  they  die  and  pass  on 
the  fruits  of  their  activism 
to  their  children,  and  from 
their  children  to  their  chil¬ 
dren.  So  on  and  so  forth. 

Is  taxing  the  people  of 
New  York  a  solution  to 
rising  costs  of  college  tui¬ 
tion?  With  the  rise  in  gov¬ 
ernment  subsidized  loans, 
there  has  been  a  large  in¬ 
crease  to  the  cost  of  tui¬ 


tion.  Due  to  the  rise  in  de¬ 
mand  of  a  high  education 
via  the  influx  of  student 
populations  pouring  into 
them,  colleges  raised  their 
costs  to  meet  both  demand 
and  to  run  their  colleges 
as  they  are  supposed  to  be 
run:  like  businesses. 

Should  colleges  be  run 
like  a  business?  Shouldn’t 
higher  education  be  all 
about  focusing  on  the  stu¬ 
dents  and  not  about  killing 
their  future  financial  life  as 
they  run  head  first  towards 
grad  school  in  any  STEM 
or  social  science  of  their 
liking? 

Most  people  would  say 
no,  that  colleges  should  not 
be  run  like  a  business.  It 
kills  the  entire  idea  of  hav¬ 
ing  education  be  available 
for  all  who  wish  to  expand 
their  state  of  mind.  How¬ 
ever,  most  forget  the  num¬ 
ber  of  postcards,  emails 
and  miscellaneous  college 
advertisements  they  see  in 
their  everyday  lives. 

Colleges  are  competing 
for  student  populations, 
and  due  to  that  they  must 
run  like  a  business.  They 


must  compete  with  oth¬ 
er  universities  for  student 
populations,  as  well  they 
must  provide  a  good  price 
point  for  their  cost  over 
education  versus  others  in 
their  same  bracket. 

Schools  with  higher  de¬ 
mand  for  acceptance  will 
raise  their  tuition  costs 
in  order  to  meet  with  de¬ 
mand.  That’s  a  large  reason 
as  to  why  Northern  Illinois 
University,  with  around  a 
15,000-student  population 
and  in  the  middle  of  farm- 
town  America,  cost  less  to 
go  to  than  the  more  ap¬ 
pealing  in  both  education 
and  location  University  of 
Illinois  Urbana-Cham- 
paign,  which  has  around  a 
30,000-student  populous. 

With  the  almost  guar¬ 
anteed  increase  in  demand 
of  a  higher  education  in 
the  state  of  New  York  due 
to  this  new  program,  pric¬ 
es  are  bound  to  increase 
at  a  staggering  rate  over 
the  next  decade.  Students 
who  do  not  fall  under 
this  $100,000  bracket  will 
be  paying  higher  prices 
due  to  universities  need¬ 


ing  to  charge  all  students 
evenly,  whether  under  or 
above  the  family  budget¬ 
ary  threshold.  Students 
over  the  $100,000  cap  will 
see  an  almost  immediate 
bump  with  the  rise  in  stu¬ 
dent  population  over  the 
coming  years. 

American  Colleges 
cannot  run  for  free  under 
the  guise  of  wanting  to  be 
more  like  Europe.  We  can¬ 
not  fixate  public  college’s 
price  points  at  an  artificial 
level.  By  doing  that,  we 
would  be  undercutting  the 
quality  of  education  the 
student  receives  via  artifi¬ 
cial  deflation  of  tuition. 

Higher  education  in 
the  U.S.  does  not  need 
any  more  government  as¬ 
sistance  to  help  lower  in¬ 
come  individuals  earn  a 
degree.  What  we  need  are 
real  world  solutions  to  the 
cost  of  tuition  that  aren’t  as 
short  sighted  and  obvious¬ 
ly  politically  aimed  at  pub¬ 
lic  admiration  as  the  front 
led  by  Governor  Cuomo.

Aaron  Hernandez:  Story  of  disappointment  not  tragedy

This  past  week  former 
New  England  Patriots 
Tight  End  Aaron  Her¬ 
nandez  was  found  dead 
in  his  cell  from  what  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  a  suicide  by 
hanging.  Hernandez,  27, 
was  facing  life  in  prison 
without  parole,  leaving 
behind  a  pregnant  fiancee 
at  the  time.  Although  his 
situation  was  bleak,  his 
suicide  leaves  us  all  asking 
one  question:  “Why?” 

On  April  15, 2015,  Aar¬ 
on  Hernandez  was  found 
guilty  of  the  first  degree 
murder  Odin  Lloyd.  Her¬ 
nandez  would  spend  the 
rest  of  his  life  in  prison. 
Still  in  prison  for  Lloyd’s 
death,  Hernandez  went 


to  trial  again  for  a  dou¬ 
ble-murder  charge  for  a 
2012  incident,  which  he 
would  eventually  be  found 
not  guilty  of.  In  a  series 
of  terrible  things  happen¬ 
ing  for  Hernandez  this 
seemed  to  be  a  small  vic¬ 
tory.  The  suicide  in  his  cell 
was  puzzling  having  such 
a  promising  verdict  just 
a  day  earlier.  While  the 
world  reacted  to  the  death 
of  Hernandez  in  various 
ways  the  one  term  I  could 
just  not  bring  myself  to 
describe  Hernandez  was: 
tragic. 

With  what  seemed  all 
the  luck  in  the  world,  Her¬ 
nandez  would  be  coming 
home  after  being  select¬ 


ed  by  his  hometown  New 
England  Patriots  in  the 
fourth  round  of  the  2010 
NFL  draft.  Being  paired 
with  second  round  pick, 
Rob  Gronkowski,  a  tight 
end  from  Arizona  who 
had  some  trouble  staying 
on  the  field  with  injuries. 
This  seemed  to  be  a  match 
made  only  in  the  movies  as 
both  were  ultra-talented 
players  from  programs  that 
churned  out  so  many  great 
pro  players.  It  seemed  the 
Patriots  had  hit  the  jack¬ 
pot  in  this  draft.  Although 
it  would  be  found  out  later 
that  coming  home  would 
be  detrimental  to  the 
growth  of  Hernandez. 

Having  lost  his  father 


in  January  of  2006,  Her¬ 
nandez  would  be  return¬ 
ing  home  where  much  of 
what  had  been  leading  him 
down  a  path  of  violence 
would  be  resurfacing  in  his 
life.  Hernandez,  despite 
having  the  support  of  such 
a  well-run  organization  as 
New  England,  took  a  path 
of  violence  instead.  While 
others  looked  to  steer 
Hernandez  away  from  this 
path,  he  and  he  alone  are 
responsible  for  his  actions. 
For  so  many  great  mo¬ 
ments  in  his  career  it  will 
always  be  overshadowed 
by  the  hard  life  he  chose 
to  live. 

Growing  up  dearly  lov¬ 
ing  the  Florida  football, 


Hernandez  is  someone 
who  shouldn't  be  viewed 
as  a  tragic  case  but  rather  a 
disappointment.  There  are 
many  situations  in  life  that 
should  have  our  sympathy 
but  someone  who  chose 
the  path  Hernandez  did 
should  not  be  that  some¬ 
one.  Consistently  having 
the  opportunity  for  him¬ 
self  and  the  family  he  left 
behind  is  something  that 
not  many  people  have  in 
life.  If  there’s  any  sympathy 
to  be  had  it’s  for  the  four- 
year-old  daughter  who  is 
going  to  be  growing  up 
wondering  why  her  dad 
made  the  decisions  that 
lead  her  to  not  have  him  in 
her  life.

"DAMN."  is  an  understatement 


Hardship,  seen  through  Lamar  s  lens

Kendrick  Lamar  has 
solidified  his  craft  to  be  on 
the  same  level  as  Michel¬ 
angelo  or  Pablo  Picasso. 
The  evolution  from  his 
debut  release  “Section.80” 
to  the  outstanding  and 
highly  revered  “To  Pimp 
A  Butterfly”  has  elevated 
his  status  from  being  just 
another  Lil’  Yatchy  or  Big 
Sean  to  a  father  of  the 
modem  rap  scene. 

His  lyricism  and  style 
have  taken  sharp  turns 
at  every  album.  He  chal¬ 
lenges  himself  to  evolve 
as  not  only  an  artist,  but 
as  a  story  teller  and  a  hu¬ 
man.  His  music  does  not 
tell  the  story  of  Kend¬ 
rick  Lamar,  but  everyone 
around  him  who  he  sees 


has  fallen  into  the  same 
path  as  himself.  His  tone 
and  articulation  force  his 
audience  to  pick  apart  ev¬ 
ery  fine  of  his  songs  and 
draw  their  own  conclu¬ 
sions. 

His  multilayered  writ¬ 
ing,  coupled  with  the  pro¬ 
duction  quality  rappers 
like  Drake  and  J.  Cole  can 
only  have  while  trapped 
in  wet  dreams,  is  what  has 
led  Lamar  to  rise  to  the 
top  of  a  thick  concreted 
scene  and  elevated  his 
status  onto  the  same  as 
Snoop  Dogg  or  Tupac. 

However,  that’s  not 
to  say  musical  genius¬ 
es  can’t  hiccup  along  the 
way  to  the  hall  of  fame. 
His  release  of  “DAMN.” 


was  not  disappointing  in 
any  major  way.  However, 
the  album  itself  is  dis¬ 
jointed,  and  loses  a  lot  of 
kick  while  listening  from 
cover-to-cover.  That  isn’t 
to  say  Lamar  has  lost  his 
mojo  after  releasing  the 
genre-defining  “To  Pimp 
A  Butterfly.” 

“DAMN.”  is  by  far  La¬ 
mar’s  most  self-destruc¬ 
tive  and  introspective  col¬ 
lection  as  of  date.  Every 
song  pertains  to  a  part 
of  Lamar’s  mind  that’s 
weighing  him  down  heav¬ 
ily.  The  majority  of  these 
tracks  hit  hard  as  singles, 
but  within  the  collection 
they  seem  almost  sporad¬ 
ic  and  bipolar. 

The  intro  interlude 


“BLOOD.”  starts  the  al¬ 
bum  off  on  an  eerie  tone. 
An  echo  of  distressed 
men  interlaces  the  atmo¬ 
sphere  with  questions  of 
wickedness  and  weakness 
within  one’s  own  moral 
fabric.  Lamar  follows  up 
with  a  story  about  him 
wanting  to  help  a  blind 
woman  find  what  she’s 
looking  for,  only  to  be 
smited  by  his  own  blind¬ 
ness  brought  on  by  em¬ 
pathy  and  is  shot  dead  on 
the  scene. 

After  the  gunshot  has 
fallen,  echoes  of  a  Fox 
News  reporter  over¬ 
analyzing  Lamar’s  an¬ 
ti-police  lyrics  infuriates 
Lamar  back  to  life  into 
an  almost  demonic  mor¬ 


phology.  His  frustration 
with  white  media’s  mis¬ 
understandings  as  to  why 
he  wrote  those  lyrics  ful¬ 
ly  thrusts  himself  into 
“DNA.”The  conviction  of 
Lamar  pulls  into  the  song 
as  he’s  demonically  de¬ 
scribing  his  loyalty  to  his 
family  and  friends  back  in 
his  home  town  Compton. 

The  deep  bass  cuts 
through  extremely  well, 
and  helps  progress  the 
album  throughout  its  14 
tracks.  In  tracks  heav¬ 
ily  influenced  by  spite 
and  anger  like  “DNA.” 
the  bass  almost  tends 
to  drown  out  the  lyrics, 
making  the  track  a  lot 
more  aggressive. 

In  the  following  track 


“YAH.”  he  falls  back  into 
an  omniscient  voice.  His 
monotone  droning  goes 
on  about  how  his  public 
persona  affects  his  fam¬ 
ily  and  his  own  perspec¬ 
tive  of  his  stature.  He 
goes  back  to  the  same 
Fox  News  clip  of  the  an¬ 
chors  criticizing  his  lyrics, 
but  with  his  niece  now 
watching  them  say  his 
lyrics  only  hurt  the  black 
community. 

He  goes  onto  talking 
about  his  admiration  to¬ 
wards  his  successes,  plac¬ 
ing  his  character  on  the 
biblical  level  of  Israelites, 
who  in  the  Book  of  Deu¬ 
teronomy  are  God’s  cho¬ 
sen  people.  He  goes  even 
further  to  talk  about  how 
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throughout  his  discogra¬ 
phy.  “LOYALTY.”  is  the 
absolute  worst  track  on 
the  listing.  It  sounds  close 
to  a  Soundcloud  demo, 
and  Rihanna 
makes  the 
entire 
bit 


come  off  like  an  early 
-  Galvin  Harris  release  like- 
“18  Months.” 

“HUMBLE.”  is  a 
flame-engulfed  track

There  are  ideas  Uttered 
throughout  this  piece 
that  piece  the  mind  of 
Lamar  into  an  omni¬ 
scient  being  of  his  com¬ 
munity  and  a  symbol  for 
the  black  community. 
Although  disjointed  and 
lackluster  at  times,  when 
he  finds  his  stride  he’s 
able  to  capitahze  on  his 
iconic  storytefling  and 
push  his  narrative  beyond 
anyone  in  his  same  realm 
of  rap. 

“DUCKWORTH.” 

stamps  his  collection 
with  a  classic  beat  and  a 
realization  that  the  black 
community  is  pointing 
fingers  around  to  find  the 
cause  of  their  problems, 
when  in  actuality  it’s  all 
within  their  own  moral¬ 
ity.  The  song  follows  the 
story  of  Lamar’s  father 
Kenneth  Duckworth, 
and  a  single  event  that 
could  have  ended  his 
father’s  Ufe  and  altered 
Lamar’s  Ufe  in  ways  only 
fiction  could  recreate.

Ac¬ 
cording  to  an  ongoing  survey 
of  ALP  English  students  to 
measure  academic  honesty  at 
COD,  75%  of  students  have 
answered  yes  to  this  ques¬ 
tion. 

As  part  of  an  ongoing 
initiative,  The  Academic 
Honesty  Committee  has 
been  working  on  educating 
students  on  what  consti¬ 
tutes  cheating  in  class.  In 
an  interview  with  Academic 
Honesty  Committee  mem¬ 
ber,  Jennifer  Kelley  she  said, 
“I’m  new  to  the  committee, 
but  I  think  it’s  overarching 
goal  right  now  is  to  kind  of 
shilt  the  discussion  about  ac¬ 
ademic  honesty  on  campus 
away  from  it  being  punitive 
and  more  being  like  “this  is 
our  culture  at  the  college.” 
We  value  academic  integrity, 
we  expect  it,  we  work  towards 
that  goal.” The  initiative  may 
be  working  as  well,  questions 
relating  to  what  constitutes 
cheating  in  the  recent  sur¬ 
veys  have  been  proving  to 
show  that  students  are  be¬ 
coming  more  aware  of  what 
the  rules  are. 

Students  have  been  an¬ 
swering  survey  questions 
more  accurately  as  the  sur¬ 
vey  has  been  given  out  over 
time.  “A  friend  lets  you  copy 
their  homework  because  you 
left  yours  at  home”  and  “you 
hand  in  a  paper  you  wrote 
for  a  different  class”  are  two 
examples  of  cheating  that 
the  survey  asks  the  student 
to  respond  to  and  have  re¬ 
cently  been  getting  answered 
correct. 

After  being  asked  if  she 
was  surprised  at  all  with 
the  student  surveys,  Kelley 
answered,  “Not  really.  The 
surveys  that  I’ve  been  doing 
with  ALP  English  students 
have  been  interesting.  I  think 


the  students  tend  to  be  a  lit¬ 
tle  bit  more  surprised  than  I 
am.  We’ll  go  over  the  results 
in  class  and  the  first  question 
on  there  is,  “have  you  ever 
been  tempred  to  cheat?”  and 
everyone’s  response  is  always 
“yeah,  of  course”  but  there’s 
always  a  couple  of  people 
who  haven’t,  so  they're  sur¬ 
prised  that  there’s  somebody 
in  their  class  that  has  never 
been  tempted  to  cheat.” 

When  asked  how  she 
thought  COD  could  low¬ 
er  the  amount  of  students 
cheating  Kelley  said,  “Part  of 
it  is  making  the  stakes  lower, 
I  think  that’s  a  huge  part  of 
it.  Part  of  it  is  also  shifting 
the  conversation  to,  the  goal 
of  learning  isn’t  the  grade,  the 
goal  of  learning  is  figuring  it 
out.  Also  creating  that  cul¬ 
ture  of  academic  honesty  and 
academic  integrity,  everyone 
being  more  open  about  chal¬ 
lenges  and  the  reasons  why 
students  cheat.  I  think  there’s 
some  instructors  who  just 
take  the  position  of  “students 
are  going  to  cheat,  no  mat¬ 
ter  what.”  So  they  kind  of 
lock  everything  down,  but  I 
think  there  needs  to  be  more 
reflection  on  why  that’s  the 
case  and  make  changes  in  or¬ 
der  to  fix  that.  It's  not  a  giv¬ 
en  that  students  walk  in  the 
door  and  they're  automati¬ 
cally  going  to  cheat,  and  also 
its  not  true,  there's  plenty  of 
students  who  don't  cheat. 
On  the  other  hand,  theres 
students  who  happily  admit 
that  I’ve  had  in  these  sessions 
where  we  do  the  survey  that 
happily  admit  “Oh  yeah  I  to¬ 
tally  got  away  with  this.”  So  I 
think  it's  understanding  why 
they  think  that's  ok,  what 
other  options  could  there  be, 
what  would  have  prevented 
that  student  from  cheating, 
that  kind  of  measures  what 
we  can  put  into  place.

Local  couple  steals  $200,000  from  financial  aid  at  COD

A  couple’s  financial  aid 
fraud  scheme  has  been  un¬ 
covered  by  the  local  police, 
but  not  before  managing 
to  steal  over  $200,000 
from  the  school. 

Cedric  Ramey  and 


Mary  Allen  from  Roselle, 
IL  have  been  charged 
with  theft  of  more  than 
$100,000  from  a  school  or 
place  of  worship,  financial 
institution  fraud,  forgery, 
identity  theft,  conspira¬ 


cy  to  commit  a  financial 
crime,  and  theft  by  de¬ 
ception,  according  to  the 
DuPage  County  sheriff’s 
office.  The  couple’s  scheme 
started  to  unravel  when  lo¬ 
cal  police  received  a  report 


of  identity  theft  in  2013. 
The  police  later  received 
information  from  financial 
aid  and  several  indicators 
of  a  financial  aid  fraud 
scheme  after  the  report 
which  led  to  an  investiga¬ 
tion. 

The  investigation  was 
led  by  Lieutenant  Kent  A. 
Munsterman  where  it  had 
been  discovered  that  the 
scheme  had  been  around 
9  months  in  progress  and 
also  took  around  a  year  and 
a  half  to  fully  uncover.  The 
investigation  was  aided 
with  the  help  of  the  finan¬ 
cial  aid  department  where 
Financial  Aid  Represen¬ 
tative,  Jennifer  Prusko  was 
said  to  be  an  “instrumen¬ 


tal”  aid  in  the  investigation. 

This  also  isn't  the  first 
time  this  has  happened 
as  well,  COD  was  under 
financial  attack  from  two 
previous  fraud  rings,  one 
that  had  managed  to  steal 
$40,000  and  the  other 
$300,000.  Prusko  was  said 
to  be  an  aid  to  the  police  as 
well  in  the  previous  fraud 
rings. 

Ramey  and  Allen  who 
previously  have  never  been 
affiliated  with  the  college, 
did  receive  money  through 
the  scheme  but  have  been 
ordered  to  reimburse  the 
school  through  a  judge, 
subsequently  splitting  the 
cost  evenly  between  the 
two.  The  couple  has  been 


reported  to  have  recruit¬ 
ed  friends  and  obtained 
their  personal  informa¬ 
tion  that  was  used  to  apply 
to  COD  and  for  federal 
loans  and  grants  adminis¬ 
tered  through  the  college. 
Ramey  has  been  held  on 
bond  for  $1  million  while 
Allen  has  been  held  at 
$500,000.  Their  next  court 
date  has  been  scheduled 
for  May  22  before  Judge 
Robert  Miller. 

Even  in  the  midst  of 
the  scheme  the  couple’s 
scheme  though,  it  has  been 
reported  to  never  have  ef¬ 
fected  any  other  student’s 
chance  at  receiving  finan¬ 
cial  aid.

Q&A  with  Judy  Burgholzer, 
the  woman  who  heads  COD's 
horticulture  program

College  of  DuPage  hor¬ 
ticulture  students  placed 
fifth  in  the  nation  at  a  re¬ 
cent  landscaping  profes¬ 
sional  competition  in  Utah. 
The  horticulture  program 
is  expanding  and  has  more 
degree  and  certificate  pro¬ 
grams.  Hosted  in  the  Tech¬ 
nical  Educational  Center, 
the  program  has  state  of  the 
art  learning  facilities  and 
outdoor  labs  for  students 
enrolled  in  the  program.  The 
Courier  had  a  conversation 
with  the  programs  coordi¬ 
nator  and  adviser  about  the 
many  things  COD’s  horti¬ 
culture  program  has  to  offer. 
Here  is  how  it  went: 

Vandy  Manyeh:  What  is 
the  strength  of  the  horti- 

Judy  Burgholzer  of  COD's  Horticulture  department.  culture  program  at  COD5 


Judy  Burgholzer:  The 

strength  of  the  program  is 
we  have  a  lot  of  hands-on 
experiences  fi?r  our  stu¬ 
dents.  We  prepare  them 
for  careers  in  the  industry, 
and  we  are  very  well  re¬ 
spected  by  area  employers. 
They  know  our  students 
get  good  training  here  and 
are  ready  to  work.  We  have 
four  classrooms,  two  of 
them  are  dedicated  to  the 
program,  one  is  a  floral  de¬ 
sign  classroom,  and  one  is 
our  landscape  design  class¬ 
room.  We  have  drafting 
tables,  computers  for  the 
computer-aided  drafting 
and  three  outdoor  learning 
labs.  One  is  our  landscape 
lab.  It  is  where  students  do 
plant  installation,  hard- 


scape  construction  and  for 
plant  identification  class¬ 
es;  so  they  have  a  lot  of 
hands-on  there.  We  have  a 
12,000  square  foot  green¬ 
house,  where  students  get 
the  experience  in  growing 
greenhouse  crops,  annu¬ 
al  perennial  vegetables 
and  herbs,  and,  of  course, 
we  have  our  big  sale  in 
the  spring  for  all  of  those 
products.  And  then,  our 
newest  lab  is  the  sustain¬ 
able  urban  agriculture  lab, 
which  is  to  the  south  of 
the  greenhouse,  and  it  has 
several  raised  beds,  a  green 
roof,  a  high  tunnel,  which 
extends  in  growing  season 
for  the  various  crops,  com¬ 
post  bins  and  coal  frames 
that  are  used  in  the  grow¬ 
ing  season. 


VM:  What  growth  has 
this  program  seen  since  it 
started  at  COD? 

JB:  Since  it  started,  we 
saw  phenomenal  growth 
in  the  early  90’s,  and  then 
it  kind  of  leveled  off,  but 
now  in  the  last  year  we 
added  two  new  degree 
programs  and  two  new 
certificate  programs.  So  we 
now  offer  three  degrees,  an 
associate  of  applied  science 
in  horticulture,  landscape 
contracting  and  manage¬ 
ment,  and  that  is  a  result 
of  our  recent  accreditation 
by  an  organization  known 
as  National  Association 
of  Landscape  Profession¬ 
als  (NALP).  They  wanted 
a  prescribed  set  of  cours- 


es  where  students  will  be 
prepared  for  landscape 
contracting  and  manage¬ 
ment.  And  then,  the  other 
new  degree  is  the  sustain¬ 
able  urban  agriculture. 
We  added  two  certificates. 
One  is  a  certificate  in  sus¬ 
tainable  urban  agriculture, 
and  the  second  was  in 
power  equipment  technol¬ 
ogy.  There  are  a  tremen¬ 
dous  number  of  jobs  that 
are  available  in  the  small 
equipment  repair,  diesel 
engines,  power  generators, 
electrical  systems  and  that 
kind  of  thing.  We  have  six 
new  courses  that  make  up 
that  certificate. 

VM:  How  tngagvd  is 
your  program  with  the 
COD  eunummitt  • 


We  are  very  engaged 
with  the  community.  We 
offer  tours  of  our  facilities 
and  landscape  labs.  We 
bring  in  garden  clubs,  el¬ 
ementary  and  junior  high 
school  kids  for  tours.

For  the  majority  of 
the  past  50  years,  there 
has  been  a  Simpson  at 
the  College  of  DuPage. 
Starting  in  1979,  Ron  and 
Linda  Simpson  began 
working  as  fire  science  in¬ 
structors  in  M  building,  in 
what  is  now  a  parking  lot. 
Beginning  only  12  years 
after  the  college  opened, 
the  two  began  a  legacy  for 
their  brother  and  nephew. 

Ron  was  an  EMT  at  a 
Carol  Stream  fire  depart¬ 
ment  and  instructing,  and 
his  brother,  Dale  Simpson 
Sr.,  was  a  police  officer  in 
Bellwood  who  would  find 
himself  instructing  17 
years  later.  Before  teach¬ 
ing,  Dale  served  in  the 
Marine  Corps  from  1968 
to  1971  and  fought  in  the 
Vietnam  War. 

In  the  1980s,  Simp¬ 
son  Sr.  decided  to  begin 


schooling  again,  but  it 
wasn’t  until  the  veteran 
services  at  the  College  of 
DuPage  made  him  realize 
the  endless  opportunity 
the  school  had  for  him. 
They  worked  with  him 
enough  to  find  heating  and 
cooling  classes  at  night  so 
he  could  work  from  early 
mornings  to  mid-after¬ 
noon  policing  in  Bellwood, 
work  on  his  heating  and 
cooling  business,  be  a  fa¬ 
ther  and  be  a  student. 

Simpson  Sr.  knew  he 
wanted  to  learn  more 
about  heating  and  cooling. 
Working  in  a  sheet  metal 
field,  focusing  on  the  heat¬ 
ing  and  cooling,  there  was 
something  about  its  me¬ 
chanical  nature  that  drew 
him  in  and  made  it  excit¬ 
ing.  As  a  child,  Simpson 
Sr.  remembers  being  able 
to  look  at  something,  take 


it  apart,  and  reassemble 
it.  Years  later,  the  college 
opened  up  opportunities 
for  him  to  expand  this  in¬ 
nate  trait. 

“When  I  started  my  ed¬ 
ucation,  I  got  the  veteran’s 
scholarship,”  said  Simpson 
Sr.  “The  veteran  depart¬ 
ment  there  was  more  than 
willing  to  give  me  a  hand 
and  advise  me.  The  facili¬ 
ties  there  available  to  me 
as  a  student,  to  be  able  to 
practice  a  craft  I  was  learn¬ 
ing  and  to  be  able  to  prac¬ 
tice  with  people  that  were 
actually  in  the  field,  that 
was  really  the  drive  I  had  to 
continue.  The  educational 
value,  the  knowledge,  the 
precision  these  people  had 
to  teach  people  to  look  at 
a  machine  as  a  whole  and 
how  to  dissect  it.”

at  the  time,  Don  Carlson, 
noticed  Simpson’s  knowl¬ 
edge  and  dedication.  He 
asked  Simpson  to  become 
an  instructor,  and  Simp¬ 
son  added  “teacher”  to  his 
resume.  He  stopped  teach¬ 
ing  in  2003  and  then  fo¬ 
cused  on  being  a  cryogenic 
engineer  at  FermiLab. 

“Without  a  doubt,  I  at¬ 
tribute  my  education  at 
COD  to  my  success  in  the 
field,”  said  Simpson.  “To 
this  day  when  I  pass  there, 
I  have  this  inner  pride 
knowing  I  was  not  just  a 
student,  but  an  instructor 
as  well. 

The  next  in  line  was 
“Litde  D”  or  Dale  Simp¬ 
son  Jr.  The  younger  Dale 
Simpson  never  attended 
the  college  as  a  student 
unlike  his  sister,  Christina. 
He  went  off  to  Canada  for 
schooling  on  a  wrestling 


scholarship  instead.  There, 
he  discovered  a  love  for 
anthropology  that  put  him 
on  the  path  of  archaeology 
and  becoming  a  professor 
at  the  college.  In  2009, 
Simpson  Jr.  became  an  ad¬ 
junct  professor  of  anthro¬ 
pology  and  teaches  to  this 
day. 

Simpson  Jr.  attributes 
being  a  “legacy”  as  a  small 
part  of  why  he  was  looked 
into  for  the  professor  posi¬ 
tion.  The  college  has  been 
able  to  work  with  Simpson 
Jr.  to  create  a  people  and 
cultures  of  the  Pacific  class, 
his  specialty.  With  studies 
focused  intensely  on  Eas¬ 
ter  Island,  Simpson  Jr.  is 
always  traveling.  Although 
he  is  currently  working  on 
his  PhD  and  traveling  ex¬ 
tensively,  he  continues  to 
instruct.  He  just  does  it  all 
from  behind  a  computer 


screen  in  online  courses. 

Simpson  Jr.  has  found 
that  while  working  in  an¬ 
thropology  and  teaching, 
he  is  able  to  show  his  stu¬ 
dents  so  much  more  than 
inside  a  classroom.  This 
aspect  makes  him  fit  right 
in  with  the  rest  of  the  an¬ 
thropology  department 
who  consistendy  do  field 
studies  and  research  as 
they  teach.  Simpson  Jr.  also 
hosts  “Found,”  a  television 
show  that  airs  in  Canada 
on  the  History  Channel. 

Simpson  Jr.  continues  to 
teach,  but  Ron  and  Linda 
retired  in  2011.  Together, 
the  Simpson  family  rep¬ 
resents  the  college’s  ability 
to  progress  and  change,  yet 
retain  its  reputation  and 
accommodating  services 
and  endless  opportunities.

Scenarios  of  dealing 
with  right  wing  ideology, 
nagging  for  sex,  and  com¬ 
ing  to  terms  with  mortality 
are  some  of  the  many  great 
bits  Maron  performed  this 
past  Friday  at  The  Or- 
pheum  Theatre  in  Madi¬ 
son,  Wisconsin.  Making 
the  three  the  hour  drive 
with  my  brother  Chris,  we 
ventured  to  see  one  of  my 
heroes. 

Maron  encompasses 
his  ability  to  reach  audi¬ 
ences  with  his  authentic¬ 
ity  and  neuroses  to  allow 
himself  to  feel  comfort  in 
the  humor  simultaneously 
laced  with  understand¬ 
ing.  Marc  hosts  the  crit¬ 
ically  acclaimed  podcast, 
WTF  with  Marc  Maron, 
where  he  interviews  var¬ 
ious  celebrities  to  answer 
his  main  question,  WTF? 
Interviewing  people  such 
as  Bruce  Springsteen,  Bill 
Burr,  and  most  notably, 
former  President  Barack 
Obama,  Maron  has  built 
a  following  of  cult  propor¬ 
tions.  Perhaps  not  all  com¬ 


edy  is  created  equal  but  the 
humor  Maron  created  last 
Friday  night  was  leg¬ 
endary. 

Getting  to  the 
theater,  we  stood  in 
line  waiting  for  the 
beginning  of  the 
show,  as  it  started 
at  eight  o’clock 
and  we  arrived 
at  seven.

For  the  first 
time  in  my  life,  an¬ 
other  human  being 
did  not  seem  real.

Maron 
opened  with

What’s  he  go¬ 
ing  to  do  next?” 
I  immediately 
burst  into  laugh¬ 
ter  as  I  seemed  to  be 
one  of  only  a  few  peo¬ 
ple  to  understand  who 
he  was  talking  about. 
In  order  to  elabo¬ 
rate  on  what  he  was 
talking  about  he  said, 
“What ’re  we  supposed 
to  do  now?  Half  the 
country  voted  for  him.” 
The  rest  of  the  theater 
the  understood 
and  erupted  in 
laughter. 


Maron  did  an  unbe¬ 
lievable  job  of  relating  to 
the  pulse  of  those  who 
are  unsure  of  how  to  nav¬ 
igate  the  nuances  of  the 
ever-changing  world  that 
we’re  all  a  part  of.  His 
ability  to  be  able  to  laugh 
at  his  own  fife  experiences 
is  one  of  the  trademarks 
of  the  51 -year-old  comic. 
Maron’s  bit  on  the  preten¬ 
tious  nature  of  those  with 
ideas  that  they  believed 
were  the  next  big  thing  is 
absolutely  brilliant  in  its 
ability  to  breakdown  the 
stupidity  and  narcissism  of 
individuals. 

Being  able  to  experience 
Maron’s  show  in  person,  is 
an  experience  I  won’t  soon 
forget.  Not  to  often  are 
people  able  to  see  their  he¬ 
roes  in  person  with  varying 
tour  days.  Maron’s  willing¬ 
ness  to  adapt  and  improve 
his  routine  is  something 
I’ve  marveled  at.

The  Western  world  is 
drowning  in  a  sea  of  mal¬ 
aise,  and  it  is  all  due  to 
the  pharmaceutical  com¬ 
panies  that  run  every  as¬ 
pect  of  Western  medicine.

The  microscopic  world 
is  composed  of  several 
different  organisms.  These 
range  from  fungi  to  bac¬ 
teria  to  something  as  small 
as  viruses.  These  organisms 
multiply  at  a  rapid  rate, 
much  faster  than  our  own 
cells,  which  causes  them  to 
create  mutations  in  their 
DNA.  The  mutations  that 
occur  in  these  microor¬ 
ganisms  create  resistance 
against  our  medicine. 
However,  the  real  reason 
why  resistance  occurs  is 
because  of  our  own  actions 
that  cause  our  undoing. 
See,  the  problem  with  us  is 
that  we  rely  too  much  on 
laboratory  medicine  rather 
than  supplementing  our 
own  immune  system.

We  stop  taking 
medicines  when  we  feel  we 
are  better  and  we  no  lon¬ 
ger  need  them.  This  is 
wrong.  When  these 
organisms  be¬ 
come  exposed 
to  the  medi¬ 
cine  it  kills 
off  a  large 
amount

them,

half¬ 
way, 
it  is 
unable 
to  fin¬ 
ish  the 
job  and 
several  or¬ 
ganisms  then 
remain  in  our 
system.  With  their 
fast  mutation  system, 
they  are  then  able  to  mu¬ 
tate  their  genes  to  become 
resistant. 

However,  the  bigger 
problem  also  falls  upon  the 
pharmaceutical  companies 
that  make  these  antibiotics 
and  antivirals.  We  as  hu¬ 
man  beings  have  become 
dehumanized,  and  in  re¬ 


turn  the  pharmaceutical 
companies  care  less  about 
human  health  but  rath¬ 
er  about  profits  obtained 
from  it.  According  to 
Frontline  reporter  JASON 
M.  BRESLOW; 

“It  can

and  because  antibiotics 
don’t  command  the  same 
high  prices  as  other  med¬ 
ications,  many  companies 


The 
way  antibi¬ 
otics  and  antivirals  are 
to  be  used  is  for  a  short 
amount  of  time,  which  also 
means  they  will  cost  much 
less  and  limit  any  sort  of 
profit  to  the  pharmaceuti¬ 


cal  industry. 

Pharmaceutical  compa¬ 
nies  have  been  unable  to 
see  the  pain  and  suffering 
that  comes  alongside  hav¬ 
ing  an  infection  of  such 
a  large  magnitude.  It  is  a 
force  to  be  reckoned  with, 
and  it  oftentimes  seems 
like  such  a  hopeless  case 
that  it  seems  that  death 
will  come  at  any 
moment.  When 
an  infection  of 
any  microor¬ 
ganism  first 
starts,  it 
can  often 
time  re¬ 
semble 
flu-like 
symp¬ 
toms. 
How¬ 
ever, 
as  the 
infec- 
t  i  o  n 
pro¬ 
gress¬ 
es,  the 
different 
organisms 
have  differ¬ 
ent  ways  of 
eradicating  our 
body  systems.  As 
a  result,  it  devours 
our  immune  system, 
and  we  become  utterly 
defenseless,  becoming  ex¬ 
posed  to  multitudinous 
other  microorganisms  that 
normally  would  be  easy  to 
kill.  It  is  a  slow  and  painful 
process  as  it  can  take  a  few 
days  for  the  body  to  first 
show  symptoms  and  then 
continue  to  break  down. 


In  the  United  States  alone, 
at  least  2  million  people 
are  infected  by  drug-re¬ 
sistant  bacteria  every  year, 
and  23,000  die,  according 
to  the  Centers  for  Disease 
Control  and  Prevention. 

The  good  news  is  that 
pharmaceutical  companies 
have  now  been  pressur¬ 
ized  to  once  again  begin 
research  in  the  field.  Just 
last  year,  the  World  Eco¬ 
nomic  Forum  in  Davos, 
Switzerland  declared  that 
antibiotic  resistance  will 
cause  the  death  of  us  all. 
A  coalition  of  more  than 
80  pharmaceutical,  diag¬ 
nostics  and  biotechnology 
companies  signed  onto 
the  declaration  to  fight 
the  war  against  antibiot¬ 
ic  resistance.  Here  in  the 
United  States,  The  Pew 
Charitable  Trust  is  work¬ 
ing  with  the  Centers  for 
Disease  Control  to  en¬ 
hance  more  research  in 
the  field.  However,  it  will 
take  many  years  before  an 
actual  cure  is  found  against 
resistance.  Not  only  that, 
the  way  that  the  economy 
is  structured  and  the  way 
pharmaceutical  companies 
chase  after  dollars  will  be 
our  very  undoing.  If  we 
are  unable  to  find  a  way 
to  bring  humanity  to  light 
and  to  help  fight  against 
the  microscopic  universe, 
eventually  we  will  all  face  a 
plague  that  will  annihilate 
us  all.

The  sounds  off  that 
album  were  new,  exciting 
and  breathed  much  need¬ 
ed  life  into  an  ugly  time 
in  music.  But  the  spot 
where  Gorillaz  had  placed 


themselves  on  music’s 
wide  range  of  genres  was 


uncharted  territory.  To  try 
and  throw  Gorillaz  into 
a  previously  established 
genre  was  impossible.  They 
weren’t  something  that 
had  already  been  done 
before,  and  that’s  what 
people  from  all  over  the 
world  fell  in  love  with. 

Gorillaz’  last  album, 


“Plastic  Beach,”  was  re¬ 
leased  in  2010  and  once 
again 
showed 
how 
great 
Gorillaz 
can  be. 
Songs 
like  “On 
Melan¬ 
choly 
Hill”  and 
“Stylo” 
captured 
audi¬ 
ence’s 
ears  once 
again  af¬ 
ter  their 
earlier 
work. 
“Plastic 
Beach”  was  excellent,  but 
it  didn’t  quite  reach  the 
same  level  of  greatness  that 
“Demon  Days”  achieved. 

After  the  mad  success  of 
“Demon  Days”,  Gorillaz 
released  some  smaller  and 
weirder  collections,  a  few 
years  later  “Plastic  Beach,” 
and  then  faded  into  dark¬ 


ness.  Gorillaz  had  been 
vacuum  sealed  in  greatness 
in  their  absence  from  the 
music  scene.  For  six  years 
that  seal  has  lasted,  until 
now.  “Hu- 
manz”  has 
just  been 
released 
and  has  re¬ 
opened  that 
long-await¬ 
ed  seal  of 
greatness. 

Unfor¬ 
tunately 
though,

doesn’t  five 
up  to  what 
Gorillaz 
has  worked 
so  hard  to 
establish. 

In  fact,  it 
feels  like  in  this  world  of 
synonymous  music  that 
Gorillaz  has  always  es¬ 
caped,  is  now  what  Go¬ 
rillaz  is  trying  to  be  apart 
of.  The  album,  as  a  whole, 
sounds  familiar,  but  too 
much  like  something  Go¬ 


rillaz  isn’t.  “Humanz”  is  an 
album  so  different  from 
their  previous  work  that 
it’s  difficult  to  decipher 
whether  it’s  really  them. 


That’s  because  almost  the 
entire  album  isn’t  them.

Three  albums  you  should  know

With  the  advent  of  the  internet ,  music  has  become  a  commodity.  Anyone  anywhere  can  make  music  and  self-publish  their  work  on  a  number  of  popular  indepen¬ 
dent  platforms.  One  of  the  most  popular^  yet  somehow  at  the  same  time  not  well  known ,  is  Bandcamp  -  a  place  on  the  internet  where  any  type  of  music  from  across  the 
globe  has  a  home.  The  list  of  genres  exceeds  my  own  awareness  of  how  vast  music  has  branched  and  twisted  into ,  with  many  genres  sprouting  as  many  sub-genres  as 
there  are  species  of  grass.  Since  the  beginning  of  this  year ;  there  have  been  three  releases  that  struck  a  chord  with  my  ear  drums  and  convinced  me  to  buy  their  work.

Mainstream  rap  and  hip-hop  has  devolved  into  a 
platform  for  artists  to  brag  about  how  much  money 
they’ve  accumulated  and  all  the  drugs  they  consume 
on  the  regular.  Excluding  more  recent  artists  like  Ken¬ 
drick  Lamar,  the  scene  has  become  a  formulated  mix- 
and-match  of  artists  who  talk  about  the  same  stuff, 
sound  similar,  and  tend  to  create  fake  drama  in  order 
to  fluff  album  sales  like  Kanye  West  and  Rick  Ross. 
Quelle  Chris  is  the  antithesis  to  this  mainstream  con¬ 
tingency. 

Although  it’s  great  to  make  money  from  producing 
music,  this  practice  of  producing  to  sell  rather  than  to 
make  art  has  brought  down  the  quality'  of  the  scene. 
Chris  used  Bandcamp  to  release  one  of  the  most  ex¬ 
perimental  rap  albums  of  the  past  couple  of  years.  His 
beats  lay  bass  heavy.  His  voice  is  mysteriously  sharp. 
His  lyrics  are  poetry  instead  of  inflation. 

His  music  is  far  from  being  anywhere  near  ra¬ 
dio-bangers  like  G-Easy  or  Drake,  but  his  lyrical 
prowess  plays  with  concepts  these  rappers  haven’t 
come  close  to  touching  in  years.

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After  being  awarded  a 
grant  from  The  Honeybee 
Conservancy,  College  of 
DuPage  will  soon  imple¬ 
ment  its  very  own  honey 
bee  population  on  campus 
in  hopes  of  educating  stu¬ 
dents,  supporting  the  local 
ecosystem  and  harvesting 
and  selling  honey. 

The  man  who  will  be 
care  for  the  bee  is  Remic 
Ensweiler.  He  is  in  charge 
of  about  40  acres  of  natu¬ 
ral  area  where  he  is  in  the 
process  of  restoring  to  it’s 
4  //  codcourier.org 


historical  ecology.  Ens¬ 
weiler  utilizes  prescribed 
burns  in  the  spring  and 
the  fall  in  an  effort  to  re¬ 
store  the  natural  area  and 
has  already  burned  around 
20  acres  since  he’s  started. 
In  order  to  control  weeds, 
Ensweiler  also  conducts 
selective  mowing,  spraying 
pesticides  (only  when  he 
has  to),  pulling  weeds,  and 
planting  native  plants  in 
problem  areas  to  minimize 
weeds. 

The  Honeybee  Con¬ 


servancy  will  be  giving 
COD  a  queen  and  a  col¬ 
ony  of  honey  bees.  Honey 
bees  pollinate  a  lot  of  the 
things  that  we  eat  as  well 
as  COD’s  own  wildflow- 
ers,  trees  and  other  plants 
around  campus.  Out  of  all 
the  500  species  of  bees  in 
the  world,  honey  bees  are 
the  one  species  of  bee  that 
produces  honey. 

“We’re  hoping  that  if 
the  colony  survives  and 
thrives,  that  we’ll  be  able 
to  harvest  honey  here  and 
hopefully  expand  the  oper¬ 
ation  and  potentially  either 
sell  the  honey  or  give  it  to 
the  hotel,  The  Waterleaf 
on  campus.  We  want  the 
colony  to  survive  first  be¬ 
fore  we  can  start  thinking 
big  plans  for  long  term,” 
said  Ensweiler,  the  Out¬ 
door  lab/prairie  manager 
at  COD. 

Ensweiler  sees  the  hon¬ 
ey  bees  as  both  being  an 
interesting  attraction  for 
visitors  and  a  learning  op¬ 
portunity  for  students  as 
well.  “What’s  most  excit¬ 
ing  about  it  being  here  at 
COD  is  it's  not  like  we’re 
going  for  the  most  amount 
of  honey,  or  we’re  not  try¬ 


ing  to  have  this  crazy  hon¬ 
ey  operation,”  Ensweiler 
said.  “We  want  to  be  able 
to  teach  people  at  this  col¬ 
lege  and  involve  students 
at  this  college  in  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  beekeeping,  the 
importance  of  beekeeping, 
the  importance  of  keeping 
alive  the  pollinators.  We 
have  all  this  farmland  go¬ 
ing  away,  all  this  habitat 
of  theirs  being  destroyed, 
that,  yeah,  I  want  to  in¬ 
volve  students  as  much  as 
possible  so  that  they  can 
learn  and  teach  others 
about  the  benefits  of  bee 
keeping.” 

Once  the  operation  is  up 
and  running, students  can 
get  a  hands-on  perspective 
of  beekeeping  by  wearing 
the  proper  protection  and 
helping  with  the  opera¬ 
tion. 

The  protective  gear  is 
more  of  a  precaution  than 
a  guard  against  any  im¬ 
minent  danger,  Ensweiler 
said 

“People  think  bees  and 
they  think,  ‘I’m  going  to 
get  stung.’  Honey  bees  are 
especially  docile,  they’re 
especially  relaxed  bees.  The 
only  way  that  they're  going 


to  sting  you  is  if  you  go  up 
to  the  box  (the  bee  hive) 
and  start  scratching  at  it, 
and  bothering  them.  We’ve 
also  built  about  a  five-foot 
barrier  around  the  box  so 
that  you  can  come  up  to  it 
but  not  totally  to  it  so  that 
you  couldn't  trip  and  mis¬ 
takenly  get  stung.” 

For  those  who  are  still 
jittery  about  bees  com¬ 
ing  to  campus,  Ensweiler 
said  there  are  as  many  as 
30  species  already  present, 
which  proves  people  and 
bees  can  co-exist  without 
any  mutual  fear.  "(Honey 
bees)  are  just  another  spe¬ 
cies  of  bees  that  isn't  going 
to  be  harmful  to  people.” 

In  the  future  Ens¬ 
weiler  wants  classes  to 
be  involved  with  the  bees 
at  COD.  One  professor 
even  expressed  an  interest 
in  teaching  a  beekeeping 
class.  Ensweiler  mentioned 
three  important  goals  for 
the  future  of  the  bee  pro¬ 
gram  at  COD.  One  goal 
involves  expanding  the 
population  of  the  bee  colo¬ 
ny  in  order  to  have  the  best 
survival  rate,  the  healthier 
the  colony  the  larger  it  can 
grow  to  be.  COD’s  incom¬ 


ing  bee  population  will  in¬ 
clude  the  queen  bee  along 
with  roughly  500-1000 
bees.  The  second  goal  is 
to  expand  the  honey  oper¬ 
ation. 

“We’d  love  to  be  able  to 
represent  COD  through 
local  honey.  Local  honey 
has  a  lot  of  benefits  the 
main  one  being  if  people 
have  allergies,  they  get  ex¬ 
posed  to  the  things  they 
have  allergies  from,  be¬ 
cause  the  bees  go  to  these 
flowering  things  and  pol¬ 
linate  them  and  then  they 
use  that  to  construct  their 
honey.  So  when  you  eat  the 
honey,  you're  essentially 
getting  vaccinated  to  what 
you  could  potentially  be 
allergic  to.”  The  third  goal 
is  an  effort  to  be  a  leader 
in  the  region  for  learning 
in  the  beekeeping  process. 

“That  involves  profes¬ 
sors  teaching  it,  and  work¬ 
shops,  tours,  and  all  that.” 
Ensweiler  said.

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Zlatka  Burtis:  turning 
the  old  into  new

Zlatka  Burtis  came  to 
the  U.S.  from  the  Czech 
Republic  on  a  whim 
when  she  was  20  with  a 
six-month  visa.  She  knew 
nobody.  She  knew  no  En¬ 
glish.  She  took  to  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  for  her  ed¬ 
ucation,  and  17  years  later, 
she  owes  it  to  the  college 
for  teaching  her  the  lan¬ 
guage,  and  now,  helping 
her  develop  her  skills  as  an 
artist. 

“Newspaper  Dolls”  is 
Burtis’  latest  project,  a  new 
art  form  she  discovered 
in  the  2014  Fall  semester 
during  an  independent 
study.  The  project  consists 
of  all  handmade  dresses, 
skirts  and  accessories  cre¬ 
ated  from  newspaper.  Then 
Burtis  stages  photoshoots 


for  the  pieces  on  models 
where  she  uses  a  film  cam¬ 
era  to  capture  the  pieces. 
The  last  step  is  developing 
the  negatives  and  hand 
painting  them  to  provide 
a  contemporary,  borderline 
pop  art  appearance. 

Burtis  was  asked  to  pres¬ 
ent  three  dresses  in  the  up¬ 
coming  fashion  show,  one 
of  them  to  be  made  from 
Courier  newspapers,  and 
has  had  a  newspaper  gown 
on  display  in  the  President 
of  the  college’s  office.  Cur¬ 
rently,  one  of  her  hand- 
painted  “newspaper  doll” 
prints  is  hung  in  the  Cleve 
Carney  gallery. 

Fashion  was  not  what 
Burtis  focused  on  at  first. 
Drawing,  though  she  ad¬ 
mits  she  doesn’t  consider 


herself  a  talented  drawer, 
was  her  first  artistic  love. 
That  grew  into  painting. 
Then  photography  became 
her  favorite  medium. 

“I  wouldn’t  call  myself  a 
photographer,”  said  Burtis. 
“I  don’t  like  to  be  labeled.  I 
rather  choose  artist.  Gen¬ 
eral.  That’s  what  I  like  to 
do:  create.  And  I  use  the 
camera  to  create  art.” 

Fashion  was  always 
something  she  loved  but 
oftentimes  never  got  to  ex¬ 
plore  in  her  younger  years 
in  the  Czech  Republic. 

“In  Czech,  I  grew  up 
in  a  communist  country,” 
explained  Burtis.  “There 
wasn’t  much  fashion  back 
then.  My  mom  made  our 
clothes.  She  made  our 
winter  coats,  my  dresses, 


that’s  how  I  grew  up. 

“At  that  time,  I  didn’t  ap¬ 
preciate  it,”  she  continued. 
“Now  looking  back  when  I 
have  my  kids,  I  understand 
it  more.  I  never  wanted  to 
wear  it.  My  friends  didn’t. 
Why  did  I  have  to  wear  it? 
My  mom  was  telling  me, 
‘One  day,  you  will  wish 
that  you  know  how  to  sew.’ 
I  said,  ‘No,  no.’ Now  I  real¬ 
ly  wish  I  knew.” 

Because  Burtis  doesn’t 
know  how  to  sew,  using 
newspaper  is  the  perfect 
in-between  for  her  to  de¬ 
sign  and  create  fashion  in 
her  own  way.  She  could 
take  classes  to  learn,  but 
she  would  much  rather 
focus  her  time  on  design¬ 
ing  the  pieces  rather  than 
creating  them.  Newspaper 


gives  her  the  opportunity 
to  be  hands  on  in  ways  she 
couldn’t  otherwise. 

Burtis  always  had  the 
mind  of  an  artist.  I  could 
easily  see  her  artistic  mind 
when  entering  her  home, 
looking  at  her  studio  filled 
with  various  newspapers 
in  different  folds.  A  huge 
canvas  facing  the  open 
windows  that  filled  the 
room  with  rays  of  light, 
displaying  the  beginnings 
of  a  watercolor  portrait. 
Her  desk,  covered  in  var¬ 
ious  ideas,  facing  a  beau¬ 
tiful,  lush  outdoor  garden. 
But  back  when  Burtis  was 
20  and  graduated,  she  be¬ 
gan  working  for  a  woman 
in  a  flower  shop  in  Prague. 
But  it  wasn’t  enough  for 
her  young  and  free,  artistic 


spirit. 

“I  started  working  there 
and  was  like,  ‘I  guess  that’s 
what  life’s  about,  right? 
Going  to  work  and  that’s 
it,”’  said  Burtis.  “I  felt  like, 
‘No.  I  don’t  want  to  live 
like  that.  I  want  to  travel.’” 

Burtis  applied  for  a  six- 
month  visa  when  a  friend 
who  decided  to  sell  his 
house  in  Darien,  Ill.  and 
asked  Burtis  if  she’d  want 
to  come  back  and  visit  for 
two  weeks  before  they  left. 
She  never  even  hesitated 
to  agree  when  asked.  One 
visa  turned  into  anoth¬ 
er  six-month  visa,  which 
then  turned  into  winning  a 
green  card  lottery,  turning 
the  U.S.  into  Burtis’  new 
home. 

Winning  a  green  card 
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was  life-changing  for  Bur- 
tis.  “I  couldn’t  believe  it,” 
she  said.  “I  got  the  papers 
and  thought,  ‘OK.  This 
means  something.’” 

When  Burtis  made  the 
decision  to  stay  the  full 
six  months,  she  wanted  to 
educate  herself,  get  a  job, 
and  support  herself  in  any 
way  she  could.  For  three 
years  she  took  English  as 
a  second  language  courses 
at  the  College  of  DuPage. 
Once  she  became  confi¬ 
dent  in  her  abilities,  she 
began  taking  science  and 
math  courses.  Though  she 
successfully  passed,  she 
quickly  learned  they  were 
not  the  types  of  classes  she 
wanted. 

Instead,  she  began  tak¬ 
ing  art  classes.  The  very 
first  one  was  a  photogra¬ 


phy  class,  though  she  was 
initially  reluctant.  She 
thought  she  knew  her  film 
camera,  and  didn’t  need 
somebody  to  teach  her, 
but  after  the  first  class  she 
wanted  to  take  more  and 
more. 

“I  think  I’ll  be  a  student 
for  all  my  life  at  COD,” 
said  Burtis.  “There’s  still 
so  many  classes  I  want  to 
take.  I  actually  love  COD. 
I  love  the  art  department, 
the  photo  department.  Ev¬ 
ery  instructor  there,  every 
professor  there,  I  feel  like 
I’m  at  home.  It’s  fami¬ 
ly-like.” 

In  a  portrait  class,  when 
given  the  subject  “fashion,” 
Burtis  kept  dreaming  of 
designing  her  own  piec¬ 
es.  Over  time,  Burtis  has 
developed  the  “newspaper 


doll”  project  into  a  lifelong 
project.  Initially  it  began 
as  attempts  with  wrapping 
paper,  but  something  about 
the  images,  the  words,  and 
the  structure  of  a  newspa¬ 
per  was  everything  she  was 
looking  for.  She  has  begun 
to  master  each  detail,  each 
fold,  to  turn  the  vision  in 
her  mind  into  the  paper. 

Her  mind  is  eternally 
running  with  ideas.  She 
admits  she  doesn’t  look 
anywhere  for  inspiration 
besides  her  own  work,  or 
instead  looks  for  inspira¬ 
tion  to  help  her  create  her 
visions. 

“I  walk  away  from  it,  but 
my  mind  is  still  processing, 
still  creating  a  vision  of  the 
dress,”  said  Burtis.  “It’s  like 
I  walk  away,  but  it’s  still  in 
my  head.  I’m  still  thinking. 


Then  I  go  back  to  the  man¬ 
nequin.  I  start  placing  pa¬ 
per,  and  many  times  1  end 
up  doing  something  totally 
different.  It  just  works  in  a 
different  way,  and  I  find  a 
new  way  of  doing  it,  and 
I’m  excited.  If  I  don’t  want 
to  use  it  for  that  dress,  I 
write  it  down  in  my  jour¬ 
nal  for  next  time,  or  I  take 
photos  of  folds  I  want  to 
use  for  next  time.” 

The  model,  to  Burtis,  is 
just  as  important  as  the 
work.  When  showing  me  a 
large  wire  hoop  handmade 
and  wrapped  with  ribbons, 
sharing  how  she’s  wanted 
to  create  a  huge,  layered 
skirt,  I  question  why  she 
hasn’t  attempted  some¬ 
thing  she’s  been  itching  to 
do  for  two  years. 

“I  haven’t  found  a  mod¬ 


el,”  she  replies. 

For  Burtis’  first  piece,  a 
skirt,  it  was  the  look  on  her 
model’s  face  when  she  first 
put  on  the  skirt  that  drove 
Burtis  to  continue. 

Burtis  admits  to  being 
extremely  detail-oriented 
and  a  perfectionist.  She 
looks  for  everything  that 
will  help  create  the  perfect 
vision,  especially  the  mod¬ 
el.  Her  models  range  from 
her  daughters  to  women 
she  has  seen  in  passing,  but 
when  she  sees  somebody 
to  fit  the  perfect  piece,  she 
must  photograph  them. 

“There  are  days  I  go 
through  my  photos.  I  go 
through  my  negatives,  and 
sometimes  I  feel,  ‘This  is  all 
garbage.  I  see  nothing  in 
it.  Everyone  can  do  that,’” 
said  Burtis.  “I  call  them 


‘dark  days.’  They  come  to 
me.  They  haunt  me  some¬ 
times.  But  then  the  next 
day  I  think,  “You  can  do  it! 
Of  course  you  can  do  it.’ 
It’s  hard  to  be  an  artist,  but 
I  still  want  to  be  an  artist.” 

Burtis’  days  continue 
to  be  filled  with  cutting 
and  folding  papers,  hand 
painting  photographs,  de¬ 
veloping  negatives,  and 
caring  for  her  two  young 
daughters.  She  is,  above  all, 
an  artist  who  is  able  to  give 
thanks  especially  to  her 
COD  professors,  Frank 
Jackowiak,  Terry  Vitacco 
and  Glenn  Hansen.

"Emma  Goes  to  School" 
celebrates  differences 

Adjunct  professor  begins 
crowdfunding  children's  book

It  took  two  years  for 
Emma  Nelson  to  be  diag¬ 
nosed  with  Schaaf-Yang 
syndrome,  and  she  became 
one  of  the  90  children  in 
the  world  to  be  found  with 
it.  Adjunct  COD  profes¬ 
sor,  Kristin  Pack,  also  the 
Nelsons’  nanny,  and  heard 
the  diagnosis  along  with 
Emma’s  older  brother  and 
parents. 

Before  discovering  Em¬ 
ma’s  diagnosis,  her  hands 
were  a  very  apparent  phys¬ 
ical  difference,  but  nobody 
could  not  discover  its  rea¬ 
son.  Her  fingers  crossed 
over  one  another,  and  this 
physical  difference  imme¬ 
diately  created  a  desire  in 
Pack  to  find  a  way  to  show 
Emma  that  her  difference 
did  not  define  her. 

This  began  Pack’s  jour¬ 
ney  with  her  children’s 
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book,  “Emma  Goes  to 
School.”  The  journey  be¬ 
gan  nearly  three  years  ago 
when  Emma  was  born, 
but  her  condition  contin¬ 
ued  to  confuse  doctors  and 
it  would  be  years  before 
Schaaf-Yang  was  intro¬ 
duced  to  the  Nelsons  and 
Pack.  In  that  time,  Pack 
had  put  the  book  away, 
but  jumped  back  into  the 
process  after  Emma’s  diag¬ 
nosis. 

“At  first,  when  I  wrote 
it,  I  was  thinking  about 
what  Emma’s  life  would 
be  like  if  she  never  got  a 
diagnosis,  and  if  she  went 
to  school  and  everybody 
asked,  ‘Why  do  your  hands 
look  like  that?”’  said  Pack. 
“The  only  thing  we  knew 
were  the  physical  things. 
I  thought,  ‘What  would 
her  life  be  like  if  she  didn’t 


have  a  way  to  describe  why, 
except  that’s  how  she  was 
born?’” 

The  book  was  on  Pack’s 
mind  far  before  Schaaf- 
Yang  was  on  the  doctor’s 
radar.  Initially,  doctors 
falsely  informed  the  Nel¬ 
sons  that  Emma  had  a 
condition  where  a  majori¬ 
ty  of  children  did  not  live 
to  see  their  first  birthday. 
Pack  remembers  when 
the  family  heard  the  news 
while  in  the  natal  intensive 
care  unit,  and  the  tense, 
dark  feelings  that  filled  the 
room. 

Physically,  Emma’s 
hands  weren’t  the  only 
difference.  At  around  one 
week  old,  Emma  had  to 
undergo  surgery  that  in¬ 
stalled  a  feeding  tube  into 
her  stomach.  The  fami¬ 
ly  still  uses  this  to  assist 
Emma  with  eating  and 
drinking  today. 

It  took  over  two  years  of 
endless  tests,  scans,  MRIs 
and  x-rays  on  Emma  to  di¬ 
agnose  her.  The  whole  time, 
her  family  had  no  name  to 
their  daughter’s  condition. 
In  2016,  Emma  was  diag¬ 
nosed  with  Schaaf-Yang 
syndrome,  and  only  a  few 
months  ago  she  was  diag¬ 
nosed  with  Autism  Spec¬ 
trum  Disorder. 

“Instead  of  down  syn¬ 
drome,  where  there’s  an 


extra  chromosome,  this 
is  a  deletion  from  a  very 
specific  part  of  the  chro¬ 
mosome,”  explained  Pack. 
“Each  kid  can  have  a  dif¬ 
ferent  number  of  dele¬ 
tions,  which  will  impact 
what  the  disorder  will  look 
like  for  them.  There’s  only 
one  other  kid  Dr.  Schaaf 
knows  of  that  has  the  ex¬ 
act  number  of  deletions  as 
Emma.” 

In  Pack’s  book,  the  char¬ 
acters  are  in  a  fictional 
monster  world  where  they 
live  in  Monstoria  and  are 
all  around  the  age  of  4. 
Each  character  is  represen¬ 
tative  of  a  different  aspect 
of  those  with  Schaaf-Yang 
and  on  the  autism  spec¬ 
trum. 

“Once  she  got  her  di¬ 
agnosis  and  [I  started]  re¬ 
searching  that  more,  I  be¬ 
gan  tailoring  it  a  lot  more 
to  Schaaf-Yang.  Especially 
because  a  lot  of  the  symp¬ 
toms  overlap  with  a  lot  of 
other  disorders.  It’s  not  like 
a  lot  of  people  wouldn’t  be 
able  to  understand,  or  it 
wouldn’t  appeal.” 

The  character  Emma  has 
a  specific  claw  shape,  elud¬ 
ing  to  Emma’s  own  hands. 
There’s  Jesse,  a  character 
named  after  Pack’s  friend’s 
son  who  is  on  the  autism 
spectrum.  He  is  illustrated 
with  colorful  puzzle  pieces, 


representing  autism  aware¬ 
ness.  There’s  another  char¬ 
acter  with  a  lightbulb  on 
their  head  who  only  com¬ 
municated  using  shadow 
puppets.  This  monster  is 
to  represent  those  who  can 
only  communicate  non¬ 
verbally,  just  like  Emma. 
Each  monster  eats  through 
straws  through  their  stom¬ 
achs,  exactly  like  Emma’s 
feeding  tube. 

“The  characters  them¬ 
selves  don’t  have  special 
needs,”  explained  Pack. 
“They’re  just  unique  in 
their  own  way.” 

These  fictional  char¬ 
acters  come  to  life  by  the 
hand  of  13-year-old  Sage 
Steiner.  Pack  came  across 
Steiner’s  work  through  a 
random  social  media  con¬ 
nection.  Though  only  12 
at  the  time,  after  Pack  re¬ 
ceived  Steiner’s  sketches, 
she  found  that  her  work 
stood  out  amongst  the 
others.  Steiner  uses  wa- 
tercolors  to  turn  Pack’s  re¬ 
quests  into  life. 

Pack  especially  loves 
seeing  Steiner’s  art  grow 
through  the  entire  process 
and  hopes  that  the  book 
ends  up  being  a  worth¬ 
while  experience. 

Pack  is  currently  fund¬ 
raising  the  self-publish- 
ment  of  “Emma  Goes  to 
School”  through  Kickstart- 


er.  After  a  week  of  raising, 
the  book  has  gained  49 
backers  and  over  $2,800 
out  of  the  $10,000  goal. 
Soon,  Emma  will  be  eval¬ 
uated  and  the  family  will 
see  if  she  can  begin  school 
herself.  This  has  motivated 
Pack,  who  hopes  to  publish 
the  book  by  the  fall  when 
Emma  would  be  attending 
school  for  the  first  time. 

When  asked  what  her  re¬ 
action  will  be  once  Emma 
reaches  an  age  where  she’s 
able  to  understand  her  in¬ 
spiration  behind  the  book, 
Pack  responded,  “I’m  sure 
I’ll  probably  cry  like  a  baby. 
That’s  what  the  book  was 
for.  I  can’t  wait  for  that  day. 
Even  if  I  only  did  this  for 
her.” 

“The  main  focus  of  this 
is  I  want  kids  to  be  able 
to  not  only  understand 
and  accept  differences, 
but  to  be  able  to  cele¬ 
brate  that  fact,”  said  Pack. 
“We  should  all  celebrate 
our  differences.  I  feel  like 
there’s  a  shame  and  stig¬ 
ma  around  a  diagnosis.  If 
everybody  knew  and  ev¬ 
eryone  was  aware,  or  even 
thought,  ‘Oh,  she’s  differ¬ 
ent;  it  doesn’t  matter.’”

Film  Noir  is  as  mysterious 
as  it  is  attractive.  Many  film 
critics  and  enthusiasts  often 
argue  over  whether  it's  even 
a  genre  or  a  style,  a  time,  or  a 
theme.  The  truth  about  Noir  is 
that  there  is  no  truth,  only  in¬ 
terpretation,  which  is  exactly 
what  makes  it  all  so  exciting. 

Noir’s  classic  period  lasted 
from  1941  to  1958,  including 
films  like  Double  Indemnity, 
The  Maltese  Falcon,  Sunset 
Boulevard  and  Kiss  Me  Dead¬ 
ly.  However  Noir  seemingly 
has  never  ended,  movies  like 
Chinatown,  Blade  Runner, 
and  Memento  are  all  movies 
that  fit  into  what  classic  Noir 
has  always  been,  but  with  an 
updated  presence,  thus  creat¬ 
ing  Neo-Noir. 

To  understand  Noir  fully 
though  one  must  start  at  the 
beginning  with,  The  Maltese 
Falcon.  Coming  out  in  1941, 
The  Maltese  Falcon  starred 
Humphrey  Bogart  in  one  of 
his  break  out  roles,  Mary  As- 
tor,  Peter  Lorre,  and  Sydney 
Greenstreet.  Directed  and 


written  by  John  Huston,  he 
takes  the  audience  for  a  leg¬ 
endary  ride  of  lies,  deceit,  and 
intriguing  crime.  Often  push¬ 
ing  a  sense  of  inescapability 
from  the  characters. 

This  vital  sense  of  no  es¬ 
cape  is  critical  to  what  made 
Noir  what  it  was  in  the  40’s, 
50’s  and  up  to  today  with 
Neo-Noir.  Noir  not  only  in 
The  Maltese  Falcon  but  also 
in  films  like  Sunset  Boulevard 
also  are  heavily  set  around  the 
main  protagonist  who  also 
often  feels  a  lot  of  that  ines¬ 
capability.  The  protagonist’s 
situation  continues  to  grow 
worse  and  worse  until  a  cli¬ 
max  is  reached.  A  Neo-Noir 
to  compare  this  to  would  be  a 
movie  like  Taxi  Driver. 

One  of  the  best  parts  of 
Noir  is  it’s  pure  beauty.  Most 
of  Noir  was  filmed  in  classic 
black  and  white,  always  con¬ 
centrating  the  focus  on  the 
lines,  context,  lighting  and 
especially  shadows.  Much 
of  Noir  consisted  of  violent 
crime  which  often  occurred  at 


night.  The  setting  is  practically 
begging  cinematographers  to 
exploit  the  beauty  of  black  and 
white  film  at  night  and  the  use 
of  its  shadows. 

In  the  film  I  Wake  Up 
Screaming,  towards  the  end 
the  use  of  shadows  at  night  is 
marvelous  to  watch.  We  see 
the  shadows  of  the  exterior 
railings  and  lattice  metal  bars 
of  elevators  projected  onto  the 
walls  and  over  a  man’s  face. 
The  film  goes  from  just  being 
about  the  story  to  being  about 
the  mysterious  ambiance  es¬ 
tablished  in  the  room  as  well. 

The  use  of  black  and  white 
not  only  focuses  the  film  on 
it’s  own  appearance  but  also 
focuses  back  on  the  story.  Au¬ 
dience  members  aren't  dis¬ 
tracted  by  wild  and  vivid  col¬ 
ors  or  even  dim  ones,  instead 
the  film  turns  into  something 
incredibly  simple,  yet  incred¬ 
ibly  beautiful  all  while  keep¬ 
ing  the  focus  on  the  story  as 
well.  Black  and  white  turns 
the  vision  of  the  film  into  an 
objective  purpose,  like  a  scope 


on  a  rifle,  it  has  it’s  own  set 
function. 

Noir  is  also  in  many  ways 
the  beginning  of  female  em¬ 
powerment  roles.  The  classic 
Femme  Fatale  that  is  vital  to 
many  classic  Noir  films,  shows 
dominance  no  longer  with  a 
man,  but  with  a  woman.  For 
the  time  this  was  kind  of  un¬ 
heard  of.  Women  through 
Noir  put  the  cracks  in  film’s 
unspoken  rules  on  what  roles 
women  could  play.  No  lon¬ 
ger  would  women  purely  be 
limited  to  damsels  in  distress 
and  simple  love  interests,  they 
played  major  roles  in  changing 
what  was  to  be  expected  from 
the  role. 

Before  the  modern  day  rat¬ 
ing  system  we  have  today,  there 
was  a  system  of  censorship  in 
which  filmmakers  would  send 
in  the  script  of  the  film  before 
ever  making  it.  The  people 
who  rated  movies  would  rate 
it  based  on  what  they  read, 
not  on  what  they  saw.  Noir’s 
strongest  topics  like  violence, 
sex  and  crime  pushed  these 


limitations  that  were  set  upon 
them  by  the  censors.  As  Noir 
stretched  film’s  limits  more 
audiences  found  an  interest 
and  more  producers  turned  a 
blind  eye  to  subtle  hints  of  sex 
and  violence.  Noir’s  limits  fell, 
and  filmmakers  explored  new 
entry  ways  in  storytelling.  All 
of  this  was  happening  during 
Noir’s  classic  period  from 
1941-1958. 

However  Noir’s  very  ex¬ 
istence  wasn't  realized  un¬ 
til  around  1946.  Because  of 
WWII,  the  french  hadn't 
received  any  films  to  review 
until  around  1945  when 
the  war  ended.  French  film 
critics  caught  up  on  watch¬ 
ing  the  films  of  the  previous 
years  and  realized  a  pattern 
between  them.  The  classic 
themes  found  between  all  of 
those  certain  films  were  put 
together  as  a  group  and  la¬ 
beled  “Noir”  meaning,  “black 
film”  in  french  by  french  film 
critics.  Filmmakers  later  on 
to  go  back  to  the  themes  and 
styles  of  classic  Noir  but  with 


a  modern  update,  thus  creat¬ 
ing  Neo-Noir. 

Neo-Noir  took  a  lot  of 
the  same  themes  from  clas¬ 
sic  Noir  and  updated  them 
with  their  own  styles.  Films 
like  Chinatown,  Bladerunner, 
and  Body  Heat  all  went  back 
to  similar  styles  of  Noir  but 
created  something  new  at  the 
same  time.  These  trends  have 
not  ended  however  and  has 
spawned  something  of  anoth¬ 
er  Noir,  Neo-Neo-Noir.  Films 
like  Hell  or  High  Water,  Drive 
and  even  The  Dark  Knight  all 
sort  fall  under  this  constant 
evolution  of  Film  Noir. 

Noir  is  elusive,  there’s  no 
getting  it  down,  nor  will  there 
ever  be.  Noir  is  constantly  be¬ 
ing  explored  and  changed  but 
always  staying  true  to  it’s  reg¬ 
ular  themes  and  styles.  Noir 
will  likely  never  die  because 
there's  always  something  that 
hasn't  been  discovered  about 
it.  Noir  is  like  a  black  hole, 
there's  no  telling  what’s  on 
the  other  side  until  you  jump 
through.

Complaining  about  this 
has  become  synonymous 
with  yelling  at  a  brick 
wall.  No  one  cares  about 
what  you’ve  experienced, 
because  we’ve  all  seen 
how  powerless  we  all  are 
towards  fixing  the  issue. 
We  all  know  that  it  won’t 
cure  the  disease  spreading 
across  the  U.S.  education 
system. 

Here  at  the  paper,  we 
tend  to  recommend  teach¬ 
ers  to  each  other.  Whether

Professor  Thomas  Tip- 
ton  has  been  one  of  the 
top  recommendations 
around  the  office,  and  has 
had  almost  half  of  our  cur¬ 
rent  staff  in  any  one  of  his 
classrooms.  His  approach 
to  education,  with  his 
ability  to  kindle  his  deep 
passion  for  literature  into 
digestible  lessons  that  res¬ 
onate  with  how  we  absorb 
information,  is  what  has 
gravitated  ourselves  into 
his  classroom. 

After  being  asked  by 
our  Editor-In-Chief  Lu¬ 
cas  Koprowski  to  have  a 
chat  about  his  ideas  on  the 
disconnect  with  students, 
he  thought  about  how  dis¬ 
connected  he  feels  from 
his  pupils  now  that  he’s  in 
the  second  half  of  his  ca¬ 
reer. 

“I’m  the  poster  child  of 
disconnect,”  Tipton  said. 
“I  don’t  watch  TV.  I  don’t 
watch  movies  unless  my 
kids  drag  me  to  a  movie.  I 
know  nothing  about  pro¬ 
fessional  sports.  My  en¬ 
gagement  with  the  inter¬ 
net  is  almost  exclusively  to 
read  news  or  to  find  stuff 
for  class.  I  am  so  complete¬ 
ly  out  of  the  loop  in  terms 
of  pop  culture.  I’m  very 


aware  of  how  disconnected 
I  am,  and  I  want  to  make 
sure  to  have  some  way  to 
connect  with  students.” 

His  approach  to  teach¬ 
ing  is  a  personal  journey. 
He  connects  his  lessons 
with  stories  of  his  life, 
from  his  wife’s  battle  with 
breast  cancer  to  his  cat 
Lunchbox  massacring  a 
chipmunk  in  his  backyard. 
His  respect  towards  stu¬ 
dents  and  his  willingness 
to  become  vulnerable  is  at 
the  core  of  his  ethos.  He 
doesn’t  back  down  from 
hard  stories  in  his  life,  yet 
understands  where  to  draw 
the  line  towards  giving  too 
much  information 

“I  don’t  want  to  be  pro¬ 
fessor  TMI,”  said  Tipton. 
“My  daughters  will  come 
home  from  high  school 
and  tell  stories  about  how 
their  teacher  was  divulging 
personal  detail  that  were 
maybe  a  little  too  much. 
At  the  same  time,  I  recall 
a  conversation  with  my 
good  friend  and  suitemate 
Tom  Faye.  This  was  when 
my  wife  was  going  through 
her  battle  with  breast  can¬ 
cer,  and  I  was  struggling 
with  what  to  share  with 
my  classes.  Tom  said  to  me 
at  that  point  that  students 


appreciate  it  when  you 
make  yourself  vulnerable.” 

“I  couldn’t  ignore  that 
struggle  my  wife  was  go¬ 
ing  through  because  that 
was  all  of  my  time  outside 
of  class,”  Tipton  contin¬ 
ued.  “I  was  busy  in  terms 
of  caretaking,  and  making 
appointments;  that  sort  of 
thing.  I  was  grateful  for 
the  way  the  students  re¬ 
sponded  when  I  explained 
to  them  why  I  was  going 
to  have  a  difficult  term.  I 
want  to  say  that  they  really 
stepped  up  their  game  as 
students.  By  my  sharing 
my  vulnerability,  you  think 
it  would  be  the  opposite, 
but  they  really  wanted  to 
do  their  best  work  in  re¬ 
sponse  to  my  sharing  of 
my  vulnerabilities.” 

Tipton  knows  enough 
about  literature  to  fill  an 
entire  collection  of  Ency¬ 
clopedia  Britannica,  but 
his  inner  commitment  to 
making  himself  as  open 
to  his  students  as  appro¬ 
priately  and  respectfully 
as  possible  drives  his  pu¬ 
pils  to  actually  want  to 
learn.  For  teachers  to  open 
themselves  up  and  become 
as  vulnerable  as  Tipton  is 
equivalent  to  taking  the 
first  step  towards  recon¬ 


necting  the  disjointed 
American  classroom.  This 
simple  yet  powerful  leap 
will  help  educators  across 
subjects,  classrooms,  col¬ 
leges  and  this  nation’s  en¬ 
tire  education  system  to 
become  a  more  fluid  com¬ 
munity. 

With  the  understanding 
that  his  career  has  entered 
its  closing  half,  Tipton’s 
passion  for  his  students 
leaves  him  with  a  calming 
sense  of  clarity  and  focus. 
He  knows  what  he  leaves 
behind  are  the  memories 
from  within  his  classroom, 
and  with  that  knowledge 
he  sets  his  sight  to  be  hu¬ 
man  above  all  else. 

This  is  the  most  import¬ 
ant  aspect  to  teaching.  It’s 
not  about  forcing  us  to 
read  a  book,  or  teaching 
the  class  in  coordination 
with  the  department’s 
standardized  final.  It’s 
about  sowing  seeds  of  pas¬ 
sion  into  your  students. 

“When  it  comes  down 
to  it,  my  legacy  is  going  to 
be  my  children  and  my  stu¬ 
dents,”  said  Tipton.  “That’s 
what  I’m  going  to  leave 
behind,  so  I  want  to  make 
sure  I  do  those  right.” 
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Emmanuel  Macron  won  because  he  said  things  that  made  sense

Nov.  13,  2015,  was  the 
night  that  changed  poli¬ 
tics  in  France,  a  Euro 
pean  nation  with  one 
of  the  most  strin¬ 
gent  foreign  policies 
in  the  world.  French 
President  Francois 
Hollande  was  in¬ 
side  the  packed 
Stade  de  France 
for  a  soccer  game 
between  France 
and  Germany  when 
coordinated  at¬ 
tacks  result 
ed  in  the 
deaths 
of  120 


persons  across  Paris. 

Since  then,  France 
has  faced  serious  se¬ 
curity  threats  from 
the  rise  of  terrorism 
to  homemade  terror 
attackers  who  can  be 
blamed  for  a  list  of 
stabbings  and  vehicle 
rammings. 

Faced  with  this  mys¬ 
tery  in  a  country  and 
city  that  attract  mil¬ 
lions  of  tourists  every 
year,  the  2017  French 
elections  was 


crossroad  as  to  how  France 
is  going  to  handle  the 
surge  of  terrorism  it  has 
faced  in  recent  years. 

Emmanuel  Macron  (En 
Marche)  defeated  his  rival 
Marine  Le  Pen  (National 
Front)  in  a  runoff  election 
that  was  keenly  watched 
from  not  only  the  Krem¬ 
lin  in  Russia  and  from  10 
Downing  Street  but  thou¬ 
sands  of  miles  away  in 
Washington  D.C. 

This  was  an  aberration 
given  Macron  and  Le  Pen 
do  not  come  from  the  usu¬ 
al  political  establishments 
that  have  controlled 
France  for  years.  But  why 
did  he  win?  Amid  peril¬ 
ous  times,  he  simply  said 
things  that  made  sense. 

His  rival  Le  Pen 
planned  to  tweak  the 
citizen-by-birth  law 
that  has  existed  in 
France  for  ages.  Un¬ 
like  many  European 
countries,  France 
is  one  of  those 
places  with  a 
unique  demog¬ 
raphy.  France 


is  a  country  with  a  huge 
Islamic  population  despite 
the  prominence  of  the  sec¬ 
ularist  left  and  right  that 
trends  to  follow  the  Cath¬ 
olic  faith. 

Many  citizens  of  France 
are  immigrants  and  have 
been  granted  a  nationality 
by  birth  privilege.  From 
the  legendary  Zinedine 
Zidane  who  was  born  in 
Marseille  but  from  Alge¬ 
rian  Kabyle  descent,  and 
many  high-profile  athletes, 
France  and  immigration 
have  been  intertwined.  The 
French  weren’t  ready  for  a 
roll  back  on  policies  that 
were  exponentially  going 
to  upend  existing  immi¬ 
gration  rules. 

Also,  Macron  had  a  clear 
and  sound  perspective  that 
spoke  to  the  hearts  of  peo¬ 
ple  across  both  spectrums. 
He  wants  to  limit  the  bur¬ 
den  on  government  by  sig- 
nificandy  reducing  a  grow¬ 
ing  dormant  workforce  in 
the  public  sector  to  have 
more  people  involved  with 
industries  and  produc¬ 
tion  activities  that  steer  an 


economy. 

On  trade,  he  plans  to 
maintain  existing  agree¬ 
ments  with  Canada  but 
hasn’t  ruled  out  a  plan 
to  have  better  econom¬ 
ic  agreements  with  trade 
partners. 

When  Le  Pen  is  un¬ 
stable  about  her  position 
with  Russia,  a  country  that 
has  been  justifiably  sanc¬ 
tioned  from  among  some 
of  the  world’s  leading  or¬ 
ganizations,  Macron  has 
maintained  his  stance  on 
distancing  himself  from 
a  regime  that  has  done 
nothing  to  stop  human 
rights  abuses  and  ill-fated 
political  meddling  in  crises 
around  the  world. 

Now,  let  us  see  how  far 
his  (En  Chante)  Let  us 
move  movement  goes.  As 
France  faces  some  serious 
challenges,  with  immigra¬ 
tion  been  a  key  factor  that 
could  measure  his  success, 
it  remains  unclear  how  he 
is  going  to  handle  it.

The  first 
alarm  goes  off.  Just  imag¬ 
ine  having  your  boss  un¬ 
dermine  the  plan  that’s 
been  discussed  for  months 
to  improve  the  current 
business  for  an  intern  who 
doesn’t  bring  immediate 
value.  Spoiler  alert:  you 
wouldn’t  like  it. 

Add  all  that  to  the  fact 
General  Manager  Ryan 
Pace  kept  his  infatuation 
with  Trubisky  so  secretive 


it  was  a  shock  to  the  rest 
of  the  league  when  the  se¬ 
lection  was  made.  Trubisky 
himself  didn’t  know  he  was 
being  picked  until  Com¬ 
missioner  Roger  Goodell 
said  his  name.  While  the 
Bears  fans  reacted  in  com¬ 
plete  disbelief,  the  pick 
shouldn’t  be  a  total  shock 
considering  the  Bears’  re¬ 
cent  history  of  shocking 
picks  in  the  NFL  Draft. 
Shea  McClellin,  selected 
in  2012  by  the  Bears,  was 
considered  at  the  time 
to  be  a  reach  at  pick  19. 
McClellin  is  currently  on 
New  England.  Kyle  Long, 
a  perennial  Pro  Bowler  at 
guard  for  the  Bears,  was 
selected  20th  overall  and 
was  a  head  scratcher  for 
many  as  he  had  a  second 
round  grade  throughout 
the  draft  process. 

Ryan  Pace  has  made  his 


vision  very  clear.  He  wants 
to  see  a  leader  of  the  team 
in  his  quarterback,  and  he 
believes  he  has  that  in  Tru¬ 
bisky.  While  the  reviews 
for  Trubisky  as  a  young 
man  have  been  glowing  to 
say  the  least,  history  has 
not  been  kind  to  college 
quarterbacks  who  have 
started  less  than  20  college 
games.  The  most  notable 
example  being  Mark  San¬ 
chez,  who  was  a  one-year 
starter  at  USC,  leading 
them  to  the  Rose  Bowl. 
Another  example  is  Cam 
Newton,  who’s  had  an  up- 
and-down  career  with  the 
Carolina  Panthers,  high¬ 
lighted  by  a  Super  Bowl 
run  that  seems  like  an  out¬ 
lier  in  his  career.  While  the 
book  still  has  to  be  written 
on  Trubisky,  his  lack  of 
command  for  a  room  and 
little  playing  experience 


had  to  have  been  red  flags 
for  the  Bears. 

The  Bears  have  not  had 
a  Pro  Bowl  quarterback 
since  Jim  McMahon  in 
1985.  They  have  not  had 
a  star  at  quarterback  since 
Sid  Luckman  in  the  1940’s. 
Concern  among  Bear  fans 
is  warranted.  While  Ryan 
Pace  hasn’t  done  enough 
to  warrant  distrust,  hitting 
on  several  key  players  in 
the  draft,  this  appears  to 
be  his  way  of  putting  his 
tenure  in  Chicago  on  the 
line.  Getting  the  quarter¬ 
back  right  seems  to  be  few 
and  far  between  for  many 
NFL  franchises.  However, 
Ryan  Pace  found  his  man 
to  lead  a  historic  franchise 
and  perhaps  someone  to 
overcome  dysfunction. 


What's  next  for  the  Bulls?

Season  three  of  a  dis¬ 
tasteful  movie  titled  “Fred 
and  the  boys  are  bound  to 
fail”  starring  John  Paxson, 
executive  vice  president 
basketball  operations,  and 
Gar  Forman,  general  man¬ 
ager. 

Coach  Fred  Hoiberg  has 
shown  in  two  unsuccessful 
seasons  that  he  is  unqual¬ 
ified  to  coach  a  team  like 
the  Chicago  Bulls.  Cur¬ 
rently  on  a  five-year,  $25 
million  contract,  as  a  rook¬ 
ie  head  coach,  he  coached 
a  team  that  missed  the 
playoffs  for  the  first  time 
in  eight  years  and  then 
performed  miserably  in 
the  first  round  of  the  2017 
NBA-playoffs  despite  tak¬ 
ing  a  2-0  lead  against  the 
Boston  Celtics. 

Paxson  and  Forman  last 


week  gave  their  unflinch¬ 
ing  support  to  Hoiberg, 
a  coach  they  think  needs 
time  to  develop.  Ironically 
though,  Hoiberg  was  hired 
after  the  Bulls  sacked  for¬ 
mer  Tom  Thibodeau  after 
a  decent  50-32  regular 
season  as  head  coach. 

The  organization  is  mis¬ 
guided,  confused  and  clue¬ 
less. 

Season  one  of  the  mov¬ 
ie  started  with  missing 
the  playoffs  for  one  of  the 
Eastern  Conference’s  most 
successful  organizations. 
Season  two  was  a  sem¬ 
blance  of  a  fight  between  a 
cat  and  a  dog. 

At  the  onset  of  the 
just-ended  regular  season, 
it  was  clear  that  Rajon 
Rondo,  Dwyane  Wade 
and  Jimmy  Butler  were 


the  Bulls’  choice  for  a  big 
three  combination  in  the 
starting  five.  This  resulted 
in  confusion  on  and  off 
the  court,  evident  by  Ron¬ 
do’s  telling  Instagram  post 
about  Hoiberg’s  inability 
to  provide  stability  and  his 
preferential  treatment  that 
favored  Wade  and  Butler. 

Career  wise,  it  was 
Wade’s  worst  scoring  sea¬ 
son  averaging  18.3  points 
through  his  60  games,  and 
his  lowest  field  goal  per¬ 
centage  with  .434,  a  per¬ 
centage  that  is  worse  than 
the  .465  he  was  able  to  get 
during  his  rookie  season  in 
Miami. 

Rondo,  too,  had  some 
deteriorating  stats.  He  was 
able  to  score  just  7.8  points 
per  game,  1.8  points  shy 
of  his  lowest  regular  sea¬ 


son  output.  As  an  elite 
point  guard  revered  for  his 
assists,  he  went  for  11.7 
through  72  games,  match¬ 
ing  his  2011-12  record 
assists  season  with  a  team 
that  is  in  worse  shape  than 
the  Bulls  -  the  Sacramento 
Kings.  Rondo  went  for  6.7 
assists  through  69  games 
during  his  freshman  stint 
for  the  Bulls. 

This  could  be  the  rea¬ 
son  the  Bulls’  front  of¬ 
fice  decided  on  a  trade 
that  brought  in  Cameron 
Payne,  a  lackluster  shooter 
but  somehow  decent  with 
assists. 

For  Butler,  it  was  his 
best  scoring  season  with 
23.9  points  per  game,  with 
a  .367  three-point  shoot¬ 
ing  percentage  through  76 
games.  On  the  sad  note, 


his  name  made  headlines 
during  the  trade  period 
when  the  Bulls  were  losing 
left  and  right  to  division 
rivals. 

Here  we  have  a  big  three 
that  is  made  out  of  players 
that  weren’t  at  the  peak  of 
their  careers,  and  a  young, 
promising  and  talented 
player,  like  Buder.  There 
is  a  100  percent  likelihood 
that  nothing  is  going  to 
change  since  the  Bulls 
have  not  decided  on  build¬ 
ing  team  with  Buder  as  the 
key  player.  Let  us  see  what 
the  organization  will  come 
up  to  concerning  Rondo’s 
guarantee  contract,  and 
what  Wade  is  going  to  do 
about  his  player  option. 

Now,  let  me  get  to  the 
crux  of  the  problem. 

The  Bulls  went  for  depth 


with  an  avalanche  of  point 
guards.  The  Bulls  can’t 
move  forward  with  a  de¬ 
pleted  roster.  If  you  want 
to  boast  about  young  play¬ 
ers  who  are  ready  to  play 
basketball,  look  at  Giannis 
Antetokounmpo  and  his 
Milwaukee  Bucks  team. 

The  Bulls’  young  players 
are  way  too  bad  to  think 
they  can  perform  better 
next  season.  Paxson  and 
Forman  want  us  to  believe 
a  young  team  with  a  young 
coach  is  the  way  to  go. 

A  pessimistic  as  I  may 
sound,  it  is  my  hope  that 
the  Bulls  can  make  the 
necessary  changes  before 
the  start  of  the  2017-18 
season. 
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The  NBA  Western  Conference 
is  not  overrated 

Without  further  ado,  simply 
put,  the  western  conference  is  not 
overrated. 

From  teams  being  the  “gold 
standard  for  sustained  excellence” 
to  players  setting  their  own  re¬ 
cords,  the  athleticism  that  exists 
in  the  western  conference  is  un¬ 
matched  to  that  of  the  eastern 
conference. 

The  San  Antonio  Spurs  have 
won  50-plus  games  for  20  seasons 
in  a  row;  credits  to  the  Tim  Dun¬ 
can,  Manu  Ginobili  and  Tony 
Parker  trio.  For  31  times,  the  Los 
Angeles  Lakers  have  been  to  the 
NBA  Finals,  the  most  in  NBA 
history.  Of  recent,  the  Golden 
State  Warriors  finished  73-9  at 
the  end  of  the  2015-16  regular 
season;  the  most  wins  by  a  team, 
surpassing  1995-96  Michael  Jor¬ 
dan-led  Chicago  Bulls. 

For  a  moment,  let  me  allow  his¬ 
tory  to  defend  my  arguments. 

Teams  in  the  western  confer¬ 
ence  have  had  a  winning  record 
during  the  regular  season  for  16 
times  in  17  years.  As  frivolous  as 
it  may  sound,  this  winning  re¬ 
cord  matches  with  the  number 
of  championships  western  con¬ 
ference  teams  have  won  over  the 
years.  It  is  easy  to  argue  that  east¬ 
ern  conference  teams  are  38-32 
in  NBA  finals,  but  it  can  also  be 
said  that  33  of  the  last  70  cham¬ 
pionships  was  a  seemingly  even 
matchup  between  the  Boston 
Celtics  and  the  Minneapolis/Los 
Angeles  Lakers. 

Now,  in  the  all-star  games, 
games  that  have  decided  the  fate 
of  the  conference  with  better 
players,  the  eastern  conference 
leads  the  western  conference  37- 
29.  But  if  “overrated”  is  a  word 
that  would  be  used  to  besmear  the 
image  of  the  western  conference’s 
athleticism,  then  look  at  the  West 
12-6  record  since  the  start  of  the 
21st  century. 

It  is  a  record.  I  won’t  be  one  of 
those  sports  pundits  to  be  cajoled 
into  the  thinking  that  the  all-star 
games  are  all  about  an  exhibition. 


It  is  a  contest,  and  players  take 
it  seriously,  although  we  think  it 
is  all  about  offense  during  these 
games. 

Let  me  put  the  current  trend 
in  the  NBA  into  perspective  to 
dispel  the  notion  that  the  western 
conference  is  “overrated.” 

In  the  top  three  performance 
categories  -  points,  assists,  and  re¬ 
bounds,  western  conference  play¬ 
ers  lead  in  two  of  the  three  cate¬ 
gories.  Oklahoma  City  Thunder’s 
Russell  Westbrook  led  the  league 
in  points,  James  Harden  of  the 
Houston  Rockets  lead  the  league 
in  assists,  while  Hassan  Whiteside 
of  the  Miami  Heat  led  the  league 
with  an  impressive  14.1  rebounds 
per  game. 

In  other  menial  categories,  four 
of  the  top  five  players  in  made 
three-point  are  from  the  western 
conference.  This  is  also  true  when 
it  comes  to  field  goal  efficiency. 
DeAndre  Jordan  (Los  Angeles 
Clippers),  Rudy  Gobert  (Utah 
Jazz)  and  Clint  Capela  (Houston 
Rockets),  are  the  top  three  effi¬ 
cient  players,  while  Dwight  How¬ 
ard  (Atlanta  Hawks)  and  Marcin 
Gortat  (Washington  Wizards)  sit 
at  the  4th  and  5th  spots. 

The  west  is  stockpiled  with 
players  who  are  creating  the  hype 
in  an  evolving  NBA  league.  We 
are  all  a  fan  of  Chris  Paul’s  lob 
passes  instinct.  The  splash  broth¬ 
ers  in  Oakland  are  fun  to  watch, 
and  the  completeness  of  Kawhi 
Leonard  is  just  incomparable  with 
anyone  in  the  NBA. 

It  will  be  hypocritical  to  be 
blindfolded  by  these  stats  and 
think  the  eastern  conference  is 
complete  trash.  Vaunted  as  one 
of  the  greatest  to  ever  play  bas¬ 
ketball,  LeBron  James  plays  in 
the  east.  If  you  are  looking  for  a 
promising  talent,  Giannis  Ante- 
tokounmpo  plays  in  the  eastern 
conference. 

On  the  contrary,  their  individ¬ 
ual  talents  cannot  match  the  great 
backcourt  combinations  and  of¬ 
fensive  duos  we  see  in  the  western 
conference.  Definitely,  the  west¬ 
ern  conference  is  not  overrated.

Jordan.  Ewing.  Bird.  The  list 
can  go  on  for  some  time  when 
talking  about  the  greatness  of  the 
Eastern  Conference.  A  half  of  the 
league  that  historically  has  been 
known  for  its  physical  style  of 
basketball,  was  a  complete  con¬ 
trast  to  the  up-tempo  flash  of  the 
Western  teams  like  the  Showtime 
Lakers  or  the  Phoenix  Suns  of  the 
mid-90’s.  Perhaps,  over  time,  fans 
have  come  to  value  the  offensive 
approach  of  the  Western  teams 
as  opposed  to  the  grit  of  the  East, 
and  in  that  way  the  Western  Con¬ 
ference  has  been  overstated  due  to 
a  cultural  shift. 

Take  for  example  the  current 
gold  standard,  the  Golden  State 
Warriors,  who  seem  to  be  scoring 
at  an  historic  pace,  have  been  the 
personification  of  millennial  cul¬ 
ture.  Analytic  driven,  young,  built 
on  efficiency  and  team  basket¬ 
ball  -  these  are  the  characteristics, 
whether  you  love  them  or  hate 
them,  that  have  fans  gravitating 
towards  their  television  sets  to  see 
just  what  these  young  bucks  will 
do  next.  Averaging  an  insane  116 
points  per  game  and  an  offensive 
efficiency  rating  of  113.6.  This 
nuvo  high  speed  style  of  offense  is 
skewing  the  perception  of  the  rest 
of  the  Western  conference  sim¬ 
ilarly  to  what  LeBron  James  has 
done  for  the  Western  Conference. 

The  Eastern  Conference  has 
been  looked  down  upon  for  quite 
sometime,  most  notably  after  the 
fall  of  the  Big  3  in  Boston.  How¬ 
ever,  much  of  this  is  just  a  byprod¬ 
uct  of  the  greatness  of  LeBron 
James  who  has  reached  the  NBA 
finals  in  each  of  the  last  six  sea¬ 
sons,  the  only  non-1960’s  Boston 
Celtic  to  do  so.  Prior  to  his  run 
of  six  straight  finals  appearanc¬ 
es,  LeBron  struggled  to  get  past 
historically  great  teams  such  as 
the  previously  mentioned  Boston 
Celtics  and  the  Detroit  Pistons. 
LeBron,  after  some  maturation 
and  adding  better  players,  was 
able  to  take  down  these  great 
teams.  Since  then,  the  East  has 
seen  a  bunch  of  talented  young 
players,  such  as  John  Wall,  Gi- 


annas  Antetokounmpo,  and  Kri- 
staps  Porzingis. 

The  best  analogy  I  can  give  is 
what  Starbucks  coffee  does  to  its 
competitors.  Starbucks  coffee  is 
the  gold  standard  of  java  and  one 
of  the  most  well-run  chains  in  the 
world.  While  Starbucks  is  by  far 
and  away  the  best  in  the  business, 
that  doesn’t  mean  you  should  di¬ 
minish  the  qualities  of  its  compet¬ 
itors.  Caribou,  Dunkin,  and  Seat¬ 
tle’s  Best,  while  not  Starbucks,  still 
bring  their  unique  flavors  to  the 
table.  Same  goes  for  LeBron  and 
the  Eastern  Conference.  LeBron’s 
legendary  play  should  not  allow 
people  to  skew  the  perception  of 
the  East.  While  LeBron  is  often 
the  lightning  rod  for  polarizing 
discussion  in  the  NBA,  one  thing 
cannot  be  disputed.  He  has  been 
the  lone  dominant  force  from 
keeping  the  East  from  reaching 
its  full  potential  and  in  the  process 
has  bolstered  the  perception  of  a 
Western  Conference  that  has  few 
elite  teams  outside  of  the  Golden 
State  Warriors. 

The  Western  Conference  sim¬ 
ilarly  is  filled  with  outstanding 
players,  headlined  this  season 
by  the  two  leading  MVP  candi¬ 
dates  -  Russell  Westbrook  and 
James  Harden  -  who  play  great 
individually  but  evoke  questions 
about  how  much  of  it  contributes 
to  winning  games.  Other  players 
such  as  Anthony  Davis,  Damian 
Lillard  and  Chris  Paul  are  highly 
talented  players  who  don’t  have 
great  teams  None  of  their  re¬ 
spective  teams  have  made  it  past 
the  second  round.  The  Western 
Conference,  in  terms  of  team 
representation,  hasn’t  had  much 
variance  in  the  past  decade  seeing 
the  Lakers,  Spurs,  Mavericks  and 
Warriors  come  out  of  the  West. 
So,  while  many  punish  the  East 
for  only  having  LeBron  come  out 
on  top,  the  West  has  had  pretty 
much  the  same  teams  represented 
in  the  finals.

In  the  span  of  just  a 
semester  working  at  The 
Courier,  it  feels  like  I  have 
lived  a  lifetime.  The  Cou¬ 
rier  is  no  doubt,  a  living, 
breathing  thing  that  has 
always  pulled  me  into  its 
paper  arms  and  towards 
some  of  the  people  who 
matter  the  most  to  me  in 
my  life.  Let  me  explain. 

I  remember  vividly  the 
first  time  I  went  to  The 
Courier’s  office.  I  had 
printed  out  a  few  copies 
of  my  resume  and  carefully 
placed  them  in  a  folder  in 
my  backpack.  I  knocked  on 
the  door  and  waited  until  a 
scraggly  bearded  journalist 
opened  the  door. 

“Hi!”  he  said  with  a  look 
of  surprise  on  his  face.  I 
could  tell  not  a  lot  of  new 
people  came  in  by  his 
surprise.  As  I  introduced 
myself  and  walked  in,  I 
noticed  a  cute  girl  pop  her 
head  out  from  around  her 
cubicle.  I  paused  for  a  half 
second  until  I  remembered 
that  I  had  to  focus  on  what 
I  was  doing.  More  and 


more  journalists  popped 
out  of  their  humble  cubi¬ 
cles  to  see  the  commotion. 

That  scraggly  journal¬ 
ist  told  me  his  name  was 
Lucas,  the  editor-in-chief, 
and  said  he’d  get  back  to 
me  soon.  I  was  confident, 
but  a  little  reluctant  to  get 
the  job.  The  idea  of  not 
getting  it  felt  good  at  a 
distance  because  it  would 
be  one  less  thing  I’d  have 
to  do.  However,  as  soon  as 
I  got  Lucas’  email  that  all 
proved  to  be  false.  I  hadn't 
gotten  the  job,  and  I  grew 
strangely  angry.  They  had 
chosen  someone  else  over 
me,  and  I  developed  a  ha¬ 
tred  for  the  Courier. 

A  few  days  went  on. 
That  casual  newspaper  I’d 
occasionally  skim  through, 
I  now  turned  my  nose  up 
to.  However,  not  too  long 
after  that  Lucas  emailed 
me  again.  The  person  that 
had  gotten  the  job  could 
no  longer  participate,  and 
now  they  had  come  crawl¬ 
ing  back  to  me.  “No  way,” 
I  thought,  “Now  you  want 


me?  Tough  shit.” 

But  something  urged 
me  to  accept.  Maybe  it  was 
my  mother's  good  man¬ 
ners  and  common  sense 
she  had  instilled  in  me,  but 
I  truly  feel  like  it  was  the 
future  pulling  me  down  its 
predetermined  path.  This 
was  something  life  itself 
had  planned  for  me  that 
I  had  been  rejecting.  I  in¬ 
evitably  accepted.  My  an¬ 
gered  dropped  into  a  smile, 
“Goddammit.”  I  laughed 
to  myself.  I  accepted  Lu¬ 
cas’s  offer. 

Only  until  now  have  I 
discovered  that  the  Cou¬ 
rier  itself  pulled  me  into 
it’s  path.

As  the  academic  year  came 
to  an  end,  so  did  the  journey 
of  16  international  stu¬ 
dents  who  attended  College 
of  DuPage  during  the  same 
period.  From  the  heart  of  Af¬ 
rica,  Ghana,  the  Dominican 
Republic,  to  the  emerald  of 
the  equator,  Indonesia,  these 
students  brought  a  lot  of  di¬ 
versity  to  the  college. 

"My  experience  at  COD 
has  been  an  amazing  one," 
said  Lucky  Edefiam  Ab- 
iemo  (Ghana).  "Even  my 


experience  in  the  U.S.  is 
the  greatest  exposure  I've 
ever  had  so  far.  I'm  go¬ 
ing  to  miss  all  the  friends 
and  families  I  met.  I  miss 
home,  but  I  have  got  this 
mixed  feelings  about  my 
friends  here,  but  also  I'm 
excited  to  go  home.  This 
was  a  big  eye-opener  for 
me." 

This  ecstatic  feeling  en¬ 
compasses  how  great  the 
journey  for  these  students 
was.  The  Courier  reached 
out  to  Susan  Kerby,  the 


interim  coordinator  of 
the  Community  College 
Initiative  (CCI)  Program, 
and  the  coordinator  of 
study  abroad  prior  to  the 
students’  departure  to  tell 
us  more  about  the  entire 
program. 

Vandv  Manvch:  COD  is 
a  really  diverse  institution. 
How  did  the  college  ben¬ 
efit  from  the  diversity  of 
these  students? 

Susan  Kerbey:  The 

CCI  Program,  in  partic¬ 
ular,  is  sponsored  by  the 
U.S.  State  Department’s 
Bureau  of  Education  and 
Cultural  Affairs,  and  the 
students  come  to  the  col¬ 
lege  as  a  means  of  building 
bridges  of  peace  around 
the  world.  So,  what  these 
students  bring  to  COD 
and  how  COD  benefits  is 
a  perspective  of  students 
who  don’t  know  a  lot  about 
America  and  are  willing  to 
learn  and  are  interested  in 
learning  about  it,  but  also 
bring  cultures  that  are 


not  hugely  represented  at 
COD.  And,  yes,  COD  has 
a  really  diverse  communi¬ 
ty  of  students  already,  but 
this  is  just  adding  to  that 
diversity  of  students  who 
are  completely  unfamiliar 
with  the  United  States. 

VM:  How  has  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  DuPage  been  able 
to  continue  this  program 
since  2011? 

SK:  Actually,  our  first 
group  of  students  came 
in  2012,  so  we  are  just 
finishing  our  fifth  year  of 
students,  and  it’s  a  com¬ 
pletely  U.S.  State  Depart¬ 
ment-funded  program.  So, 
COD  supports  it  through 
in-kind  donations  and 
assistance  around  the  col¬ 
lege,  as  we  would  assist  all 
students,  in  many  ways. 

VM:  Besides  the  aca¬ 
demic  programs  that  these 
students  were  enrolled 
in,  how  were  they  able 
to  build  their  technical 
skills  during  their  time 


COD? 

SK:  There  are  three  parts 
to  this  program.  The  first, 
as  you  mention,  is  the  ac¬ 
ademic  piece,  where  they 
take  a  full  credit  load  each 
semester,  plus  the  summer 
where  they  have  an  orien¬ 
tation  program.  But  they 
also  have  two  other  pieces 
to  this  program. 

The  first  is  profession¬ 
al  development.  In  their 
fields,  they  are  required 
to  put  in  about  75  hours 
out  in  the  community  and 
organization  or  company 
that  focuses  on  their  fields. 
So  if  our  students  are 
studying  computer  design 
or  computer  information 
systems,  they  will  find  a 
professional  development 
experience  in  the  company 
or  the  surrounding  com¬ 
munity.  That  is  how  they 
build  their  technical  skills. 
The  other  thing  they  have 
to  do  is  volunteer  work  in 
the  community.  They  have 
to  do  120  hours  of  volun¬ 
teer  work  as  a  means  of 


giving  back  to  the  Amer¬ 
ican  people  for  being 
awarded  the  scholarship.  It 
is  also  a  great  way  for  them 
to  learn  about  American 
culture  and  learn  about  our 
community.  That  is  also 
an  opportunity  to  learn 
how  American  companies 
and  organizations  are  run 
through  volunteer  work. 

VM:  How  has  the  col¬ 
lege  been  able  to  find  host 
families  for  these  students 
and  have  them  engaged 
with  the  community? 

SK:  CCI  doesn’t  use 
host  families.  The  housing 
for  the  students  is  fund¬ 
ed  through  the  U.S.  State 
Department,  and  they  all 
live  together.  What  we  do 
have  is  a  social  host  pro¬ 
gram,  which  doesn’t  in¬ 
volve  housing,  but  we  pair 
up  local  families  with  each 
student,  so  each  student 
has  a  host  family.  That  host 
family  shares  their  family 
culture,  invites  them  for  a 
meal,  takes  them  for  out¬ 
ings  in  the  city  and  has 
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them  over  for  holidays.  It 
is  a  great  way  for  our  stu¬ 
dents  to  learn  about  Amer¬ 
ican  culture  in  the  commu¬ 
nity  by  having  a  social  host 
family. 

VM:  Now,  to  the  very 
essence  of  the  entire  pro¬ 
gram.  How  confident  are 
you  that  this  group  of  stu¬ 
dents  will  have  an  impact 
in  their  country? 

SK  I  am  sure  this  has 
been  helping  our  students 
because  of  the  feedback 
we  get  from  the  students. 
Every  year,  we  continue 
to  stay  in  touch  with  our 
students  as  they  go  back 
home,  and  we  hear  about 


the  things  they  do.  Some 
of  them  start  new  busi¬ 
nesses,  some  go  back  to 
school  and  finish  their 
degrees  and  some  of  them 
join  established  businesses 
and  get  jobs  in  their  fields. 
We  get  feedbacks  from 
them  saying  how  their  ex¬ 
perience  here  helped  them 
get  that  job,  or  start  that 
business  back  home. 

VM:  How  ready  is  the 
college  to  host  another 
batch  of  students  next  se¬ 
mester? 

SK:  There  is  a  lot  of 
planning  that  goes  into 
hosting  students.  We  are 
hosting  a  six  weeks  orien¬ 


tation  program  for  them, 
and  the  moment  they  get 
here,  we  are  registering 
them  for  classes  in  the 
fall.  There  is  a  whole  lot  of 
work  that  is  involved. 

VM:  How  are  you  going 
to  grade  the  success  of  the 
entire  program  this  vear? 

SK:  I  think  we  got  an 
A+.  Every  year,  the  group 
of  students  that  comes 
here  is  very  diverse  and 
when  they  get  here  we  in¬ 
tegrate  them  into  the  col¬ 
lege.  I  think  the  program 
has  really  been  successful 
at  COD.

The  Handmaid's  Tale 


Dubbed  as  Hulu’s  answer  to  Netflix,  The  Handmaid’s  Tale  is  one  of  the  streaming  services 
most  original  series  to  date.  Based  on  Margaret  Atwood’s  dystopian  novel  of  the  same  name,  the 
release  of  the  show  is  timelier  than  ever  -  giving  us  a  telltale  insight  into  the  immediate  future  of 
what  the  United  States  could  become  under  an  authoritarian  theocratic  regime.  The  Republic  of 
Gilead  has  risen  from  the  trenches  of  the  religious  far-right  and  has  brutally  taken  control  of  the 
government,  stripping  away  years  of  progress  and  freedom  from  minorities,  especially  the  women. 
The  show  stars  Mad  Mens  Elisabeth  Moss  as  Offred  (literally  meaning  Of  Fred,  meaning  some¬ 
one  who’s  owned  by  Fred),  as  she  poignantly  recounts  her  story  of  becoming  a  concubine  whose 
sole  purpose  is  reproduction,  to  ensure  the  proliferation  of  humankind.  The  Handmaid  s  Tale  is 
a  grim  forewarning  of  what  could  happen  to  the  United  States  if  we  take  our  rights  for  granted. 


Neil  Gaiman’s  highly  lauded  fantasy  novel,  American  Gods,  has  finally  been  adapted  to  the  small  screen  by 
Hannibal  creator,  Bryan  Fuller  and  Michael  Green  (the  co-writer  of  the  just-released  Logan).  And  boy,  it  does 
not  disappoint.  Set  in  contemporary  America  where  gods  walk  among  us  —  both  new  and  old  -  as  they  fight  for 
dominance,  power  and  salvation.  A  clever  perspective  and  commentary  on  today’s  immigration,  the  show  gives 
us  a  glimpse  on  the  rich  tapestry  on  how  these  gods  came  to  be  and  their  struggle  for  survival  and  existence  in  a 
world  rapidly  losing  belief.  With  breathtaking  cinematography  that  is  literally  out  of  this  world ,  American  Gods 
transforms  grit  into  fantasy  teeming  with  the  diversity  and  cultural  potluck  that  reflects  modern  day  America. 
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Feeling  particularly  nostalgic  about  the  90s?  You’re  in  luck  ‘cause  David  Lynch’s  surreal  and  eccentric  town  of  Twin  Peaks 
has  finally  re-emerged  on  the  map  five  miles  south  of  the  Canadian  border  and  twelve  miles  west  of  the  state  line.
